To which Combat xe Gentlemen of 
epther city were appopncted, and the victozy chaunced to the Ro-; 
mayne lide - In this ſecond parte, in the Fozefront, and firſt No⸗ 
ubll of the ſame, is deſcribed the beginninge, continuaunce and 
ende of a Womans Common wealth (an Diſtozy rare 6 ſtraunge 
to the vnlearned,igno:ant of the Wozlds fickle ruled tay) which 
with the mighty Ptnccs and puiſſant Potentates foz defence of 
their kingdome, no leſſe than the Carthaginians, Romaynes did 
fo: thetrs. But as it is no wonder to the ſkilful that a whole Mo- 
narche, and kingdome ſhould be intierly peopled with that Sexe: 
ſo to the not well trained in Hiſtoꝛtes, this may ſeeme miraculous. 
Wherefoze not to tape thee from the diſcourſe of thoſe ſtrange a 


molegte 
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mologie of the wozd: whereof amonges the Grætians be diners 
tudgementes. Theſe Amazones were moſt excellent warriers, ve· 
ry valiaunt, and without mans aduice did conquer mighty Coũ⸗ 
treyes, famous Cities, and notable Kingdomes, continuinge of 
longe time in one Seigntoꝛv, and gouernment. Theſe people occu· 
pied e enioyed a great part of Aſia. Som waiters deuide them in⸗ 
to two Pꝛouinces.one tn Scythia in the Nozth part of Aſia: other 
by the hill Imaus, which at this day is called the Tarcaria Scyihia 
different krom that which is in Europa: the other ſozt of the A. 
mazones were in Libia a pꝛouince of Africa. But becauſe the cõ⸗ 
mon ſoꝛt of Zuthoꝛs doe vnderſtand the Amaꝛzones to be thoſe of 
Aſia, Imeane to lcaue of the difference. The Scythians were a 

warltke people, end at the beginninge of their kingdome had two 

kinges, by whom they were gouerned. Notwithſtandinge the na 

ture of dominton beinge of it ſelfe ambicious, cannot abide any 

companton 02 equall. Which cauſed the ſe two Ringes to be at va⸗ 

riaunce, and afterwards the matter grew to ciuill warres, where⸗ 

in the one beinge Utcro2,two of the pꝛincipal and chiefe of the cõ⸗ 

trary faction, called Plinius and Scolopithos, were bantſhed with 
a great number ef their adherentes, al which did withdꝛaw them⸗ 
ſelues to the limits of Cappadocia in the leſſer Aſia, and in deſpite 
of the Countrey Peſantes,dwelled alonges the riuer of Thermo- 
don, which entreth into the Sea Euxinum, otherwiſe called Pon- 
rus. Ind they beinge made Loꝛdes of the countrey,anv of the pla- 
ces adioyninge, raygned foz certapne peares, vntill the Peaſantes 
and their confederates made a conſpiracy agaynſt them : and aſſẽ · 
bltnge by Polltcy, ouercame and lleewe theym all. The newes of 
theyꝛ death knowen to their Wpues dwellinge in theyz countrey, 
cauſed them to conceiue great heauineſſe, and doloz extreme. Ind 
although they were women, yet did they put on manly courage, E 
determined to reuenge the death of their huſvandes, by puttinge 
they: hands to weapons wherewithal they dit: exerciſe themſelues 
very ofte. And that they might alt be equall, and their ſozrow c6- 
mon. they murdꝛed certaine of their huſbandes which remapned 
there, after the other were baniſhed Ffter ward beinge altogether, 
they made a great army, and fozſooke their dwellinge places, refu 
ſinge the mariage of many ſuters. Ind arriuinge in the lande ot 
their 
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their enemies (that made ſmall accoumpt thereot although foꝛe⸗ 
tolde of thetr appꝛoche) they ſodaynly came vpon them byp2out- 
ded, and put them all to the ſwoꝛd. This beinge done, the women 
tooke the gouern ment of the Countrep, inhabitinge at the begin. 
ninge alonge the Riuer of Thermodon, where their huſbandes 
were llayne. Ind although many Buthozs do differ in the ſituati- 
on of the place where the Amazones did dwell, yet the truth is, þ 
the beginning of their kingdome and of their Habitation was vp- 
pon that Riuer But of their manyfolde conqueſtes, be engendꝛen 
diuers optntons declared by Strabo, and others. They foztiffed 
themſelues in thoſe places, and wan other countreys adioyninge, - 
chooſinge amonge thẽ two Queenes, the one named Marteſia, and 
the other Lampedo. Theſe two louingely dcutded the army and 
men ok Warre in two partes, eyther of them defendinge ( with 
great har dineſſe) the Landes which they had conquered: and to 
make themſelues moꝛe dzeadfull ( ſutch was the credite and bani⸗ 
ty of men that time ) they fayned to be the daughters of Mars. It⸗ 
ter ward theſe miraculous women liuing after this maner in peace 
and tuſtice, cõldered that by ſucceſſion of time, fo want of daugh⸗ 
ters that might ſucceede, warres, and time, would extinguith their 
race. Fo: thys cauſe they treated maryage with their neyghboꝛs 
named Gargarians (as Plinie ſapcth ) with condition, that vpon 


certayne tymes of the peare, their huſbandes ſhould aſſemble to⸗ 


gether in ſome appoincted place, and vſe the foz certaine dayes vn- 
tpll they were with chylde: whych beinge done and knowen, they 
ould returne home agayne to their own houſes. It they bzoughe 
fo:th daughters, they nozilhed, and trayned them bp in armes, # 
other manlik cxerciſes,and to ride great Hozſe. They taught them 
to run at Baſe, and to followe the Chace. Jf they were dcliuered 
of malen they ſent ihẽ to their father g. and if by chaũce they kept 
any backe, they murdꝛed them, oz elſe bꝛake their armes, and legs 
in ſutch wiſe as they had no power to beare Weapons, and ſerued 
foz nothynge elſe but to ſpin, twiſt, and to doe other feminine la- 
bour. And fo2 as mutch as theſe A mazones defended themſelues 
fo baltantly in the warres with Bowe, and Arrowes, and perceys 


did very mutch impech the vſe of ? Wea. 
ned, that their bzeaſtes br ch 25 3 
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pon, and other exerciſes of armes, they ſeared vp the right bieafty 
of their yonge daughters, koꝛ which cauſe they were named Ama- 
zones, which lignilleth in the Greeke tongue, wythout bzeaſts,al- 
though ſome other do geeue vnto that name an other meaninge. 
Atterwards, intreaſinge by courſe of time in number g koꝛce, they 
made greate pꝛeparation of Weapons and other Engins foꝛ the 
Warres, and leauing their tountrey ( which they thought was ve⸗ 
ſmall) in the keepinge ol ſome, whom they ſpecially truſted, the 
reſt marched abzoade, conqueringe and ſubdutnge all thoſe which 
they koũd rebellious. Ind hauing paſſed the rtuer of Tanais,thep 
entred Europa,wherethey vanquiſhed manp countreys, directing 
thetr way towardes T hracia, from whence they returned a white 
after, with great ſpoyle, and victozy : and comminge agayne into 
Aſia,thep bzought many pꝛouinces vnder their ſubiectiou, pzocee = 
dinge euen to Mate Caſpium. They Edilled, and peopled an infi- 
nite number of good citties, amongs which, accozding to the opi⸗ 
nion of diuers, was the famous Citty of Epheſus, the ſame bee⸗ 
inge the chicke of al their Empire, e the pꝛincipal place that ſtoode 
vpon Thermodon. They defended thẽſelues in Warre s with cer 
tapne Tergats, made in faſhton of a halfe Moone, and entring in- 
to battaile vſed a certatne kinde of Flutes to geue the people:co- 
rage to fight, as d Lacedemonians were wont to do. In thts wiſe 
increaſed moze and moze the fame of thoſe women, and ſo continus 
ed vntill the tyme that Here ules, Theſeus, and many other valiaũt 
men liued in Grzcia. The ſayd Hercules, kinge Euriſteus ok A 
thenes commaũded, to pꝛoceede with great foꝛce of people againſt 
the Amazon:s, and that hee ſhould bzinge vnto him the armureg 
of the two Queenes , which then were two ſiſters, that is to ſay 
Antiopa, and Oritia. Jt this commaundement Hercules incoza- 
ged with deſtre of honoz and glozp, accompanied with Theſeus, e 
other his frends, ſayled alongſt Pontus, and arriued in moſt con- 
1 uenient place bpon the ſhoare of Thermodon, where he landed in 
1 ſutch ſecret manner and with ſutch opoztunity of tyme, as Oricia, 
one of the two Queenes wag gone out of the Countrey with the 
greateſt part of her women, to make Warre,# conquer new Coũ⸗ 
treps, in ſo mutch that he foũd Antiopa, which doubted nothinge, 
ne yet knewe of his comminge. Uppon which occaſton, Hercules 
and his people ſurpziſinge the A mazones bnwares,and although 
: they en⸗ 
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they entred into Fielde a did put them ſelues in defente with ſutch 
diligence as they could, yet they were ouercome, and put theym to 
flight, and many of them llayne, and the reſt taken : amongſt whom - 
were the two ſiſters of the Queene, one named Menalipe whych 
was Hercules Pꝛyſoner, and the other Hipolita, the Pꝛyſoner of 
Theſeus. Certapne Diſtoztans do ſay that they were ſubdued in a 
pitched field, a appoynted battle, Ind p afterwards the two ſiſters 
were vanquiſhed in ſinguler Combat. The Queene Antiopa the 
ſeeinge this ouerthzow,and the takinge of her ſiſters, came to cõ⸗ 
polition with Hercules, to whom ſhee gaue her armure to cary to 
Euriſteus, Upon charge that he ſhoulde render vnto her, her ſiſter 
Menalipe. But Theſeus foz no offer that ſhe coulde make, woulde 
deliuer Hipolita, with whom te was ſo farre in loue, that he caried 
her home with him, and afterward toke her to wyfe, of whom hee 
had a ſonne called Hipolitus. Hercules ſatiſeſled of his purpoſe, 
returned very toyful of his victozy. Oritia certified of theſe news, 
beinge then out of her coũtrey, conceyued no leſſe ſhame than ſoꝛ⸗ 
row, who fearing greater damage, returned ſpeedily with her wo⸗ 
men the greater part whereof beinge of her opinion, perſwaded 
Antiopa to be reuenged vpon the Grekes. Foz which purpoſe they 
made great pꝛeparation of warre. Ffterwards leuyinge ſo great 
& number of the Amazones as they could, they ſent to Sigilus king 

of Scythia foz ſuccour : who ſent them his ſonne Piſagoras, with a 
great number of hozfemen,by whoſe helpe the Amazones paſſinge 

into Europa, and Countrey about Athenes, they greatly annoyed 
their ennemy But Piſagoras entred in quarel agaynſt the Queene 

and her women, by meanes whereof, the Scyihians could not fight, 

but withdꝛew themſelues aſide, whereby the Amazones (not able 
to ſuppoꝛt the koꝛce of the Greekes,) were ouercome,and the grea· 
teſt part of them cut in peeces. Thoſe which did eſcape, ran to the 

Scythians Campe, ot᷑ whom they were defended. Itter ward being 

returned into their coũtrep, they liued in leſſe foꝛce, and ſurety than 

befoze, In pꝛoceſſe of time the Gree ke: paſſed into Aſia, made 

a famous Conqueſt of the Citcy of Troy, when Pentheſilea wag 

Nueene of the Amazones, who remembzinge the injuries receys 

ued by the Greekes, went with a great army to helpe the Trojanss _ 


Where the Queene did thinges wozthy of remembꝛaunce, but the 


Troianes vanquiſhed, in many Skirmiſhes al the Amazones were 
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almoſt flayne, Ind Pentheſſteaà attonges other, was killed by the 
hand of Achilles. Wherefoze thoſe that remained, returned into 
their count1ey, with ſo litle power ( in reſpect of that they had bes 
foze)as with great difficulty they ſuſterned, and defended their old 
polſeſſions,and ſo continued till the time that Alexander the great 
went ints Aſia, to make warre againſt the Hircanians. In which 
tume one of their Queenes named Thaleſtris accompanied with a 
great nũber of th? Amazones, went out of hir countrep with great 
deſt re to ſee E know Alexander. Ind appꝛochinge the place where 
hee was. ſhee ſent her F inbaſſadour vnto him to the ende that ſhee 
might obtapne ſafeconduct to ſce him, makinge him to vnderſtand 
how mutch the Renoume of his perſonage had iuflamed hir heart 
to ſec him. Whereok Alexander beeinge tolde, graunted hir hys 
ſakeconduct. By mcanes whereof,after ſhe had choſen cut ſome of 
hir pꝛincipall women, leauinge the reſt in a certapne place in very 
good ozder, he went towardeg Alexander, ot whom ſhe was cur · 
teouſly entertapned, and then with very good countenaunce, ſhee 
offered vnto him the effect of al her ability. Who pꝛayed hir to tell 
him, ik he were able to do her pleaſure, pꝛomiſed that hir requeſt 
ſhould be accompliſhed She afiſwered that hir comminge was not 
to demaũd either landes oꝛ domintons,(whercof ſhe had ſuffictft) 
but rather to knowe e be acquainted with ſutch a famous Pꝛince 
as hee was, of whom ſhe had heard maruellous and ſkraunge re · 
pozt. But the chiefeſt cauſe of hir comminge was, to pꝛap him of 
carnal copulation, that ſhe might be conceiued with childe, e haue 
an heire begotten of ſo excellent a Pꝛince, telling him that ſhe was 
come of noble kinde, and of high parentage, e that he ought not to 
diſdaine hir vſe. Pꝛomiſiuge hym that if it pleaſed the Gods, that 
ſhe ſhould haue a Daughter, che would nouriſh it her ſelfe,# make 
it her vatuerſall Heire, and ik it were a Sonne, ſhe would ſend it 
vnto him. Alexander aſked her it ſhee woulde go with hym to the 
warres, which ik ſhe would, hee pꝛomiſed hir his company. But 


he excuſinge hir ſelfe, aunſwered that ſhe could not goe with hym 
without great ſhame, beſides the hazardinge the loſſe of her king · 


dome. Wherefoꝛe ſhe pꝛayed him agapne to ſatiſſie hir requeſt. 


I fmally ſhe kept copany with Alexander by the ſpace of. 13. dayes 


in publike and ſecret ſoꝛt which beinge expired, ſhe tooke hir lcaue, 
and returned home to hir Pꝛouince. But as it is the pzoperty of 
| | teme 
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time to conſume all thinges: euen lo dhe kingdome and power of 
the Amazor:es grew to vtter decay,no one ſutch nation at this day 
to be found. Foz what monſtruous Sexe was this that durſt not 
onely by many armies encountre with putſſant nations, but alſo 
by lingle Combate, to fight with that terrible perſonage Hercules, 
whoſe vnſpeakable and incredible labours and victozies, are by 
antiquity repoztcd to be ſutch,as none but he, durſt euer aduenture 
the like. What Nation euer comparable to the Greekes, oz the 
Athenian Citty? And yet theſe Mankinde Women foz Reuenge 
chꝛonke not to peerce their Pꝛouince. What like beſſeged towne 
as that of Troy was ? and yet Pentheſilea one of their Qucenes 
with hir mayny, indeuoured to rayff the Greekes, that ſo many 
peares had lien betoꝛe the ſame, What Queene ( nay what Sta- 
tant ) durſt ſue foꝛ company of incaneſt man ? and pet one of theſe 
pꝛeſumed to begge the inatch of the mightieſt Monarch that euer 
ruled the wozld. The maners and qualities of which nation, by- 
cauſe they were Women of no common ſpirite and boldneſſe, bee 
thought good inthe front of this ſecond Uolume to be deſcribed: 
bycauſe of dyuers Womens liues plentifull variety is offered in 
the ſequele. Ind foz that ſame mention hath bin made of the 
great Alexander; and in what wiſe from vertuehee 
fell to vice, the ſeconde Mouell cnſutnge ſhell 
geue further aduertiſement. 
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C The gteat pitie and contineneie of ALEX AND ER the 
reat and his louinge entertaynment of S151 GAA Is 


the VVyfe of the great Monarch DAR IVS, after he vyat 


vanquiſ lied. 


T he ſecond Nouell, 


Beat Monarches, and Pꝛinces be the Gods, and on⸗ 
EIA ly Buters vpb Earth, and as they be placed dy Gods 
2 only pꝛoupdence and diſpoſſtion, to conquere, and rule 
— the ſame, euen ſo in victozious battayles and honoza- 
ble Exploytes, they ought to rule and ozder their conqueſtes like 


Gods: that is ts ſaye, to bſe moderate behautour to their Caps 
tiues and llaues, ſpecially to the weaker ſoꝛt and feminine kynde, 


whom like Tyꝛauntes & barbarous, they ought not to coꝛrupt a 


abuſe, but like Chꝛiſtians and vertuous vicrozs, to cheriſh and 
p:eſcrue their honour. Foz what can bee ſafeto a woman ( ſayde 
Lucrece, when ſhe was rautſhed by the Romayne Tarquine ) her 
chaſtity beinge dellled : Oz what can be ſafe to a man, that geueth 
himſelfe to incontinency ? Foz when he hath deſporled the virgin, 
robbed the wyke, 02 abuſed the Wydow of their honoz and good 
name, they pꝛotrude thẽſelues into many Myſeries they bee im⸗ 
pudent, Uinſhamefaſte , Aduenturous, and Careleſſe, howe 
many myſchtefes they doe. Ind when a Pzince 02 Gouerner 
doth geue himſelle to licentious lite, what miſchieues, what rapes, 
what murders doth hee commit ? No frende, no Foe, no ſubiect, 
noenemy doth he ſpare oz defende. Contrarywiſe, the mcrcifull x 
continent captapne, by ſubduinge hys affections recouereth im- 
moꝛtall fame, which this Hiſtozy of kinge Alexander full well de; 
clareth. Ind becauſe befoze we ſpake of that great conquerour in 
the Nouell of the Amazones,and of the repapze of Queene Tha- 
leſtris foʒ vie of his body, at what tyme (as Curtius ſapth) he fell 
from vertue ti vice : wee purpoſe tn thys, to declare the great con · 
tynencte and mercy that hee vſed to Siſigambis, the Wyfe of the 
Perſian Pzince Darius, and bztefly to touch the time of his abuſed 
life, which in this maner doth begin. Alexander the great hauing 

vanqut- 
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banquilhed Darius and his inſtnite army, and retiringe wyth hes 
hoaſt from the purſute @ ſlaughter of the Perfians,entred into their 
campe to recreate himſelfe. Ind beinge with his famtliers in the 
mids of his banket,they ſodaynly heard a pitiſull cry, with irafig 
howlinge and cryinge out, which did very mutch aſton them. The 


Wyte, and Mother of Darius with the other noble women newly 
taken Pꝛiſoners, were the occaſton of that pꝛeſent noyſe,by lamen⸗ 


tinge of Darius, whom they beleeued to be llayne and which opini⸗ 
on they conceyued thzough one of the Eunuches, which (tandinge 
befoze their Tent dooꝛe, ſaw a Souldter beare a pcece of Darius 
Diademe. Fd2 which cauſe Alexander, pityinge their miſery,ſent 
a noble man called Leonatus to ſigniſie vnto them that they were 
deceyued,fo2 þ Darius was ſiuing. Repapzing towards the Tent 
where p womẽ were wv certapne armed men, he ſent wozd befoze, þ 
he was cõminge to tht w'th meſſage from the Ringe. But when 
ſutch as ſtoode at the tent dooze ſaw armed men, they thought they 
had bene ſent to murder the Ladies : fo2 which cauſe they ran in 
to them, cryinge that their laſt houre was come, fo2 the ſouldiers 
were at hande to kill them. When Leonatus was entred the Pa⸗ 
uilion, the Mother and wyfe of Darius fell downe at hys feete,in- 
treatinge him that befoze they were llayne, he would ſuffer them to 
bury Darius, accoꝛdinge to the oʒder and maner of his Tountrey, 
after the perfozmanceof which obſequies, they were content (they 
ſayd ) wtllingly to ſuffer death. Leonatus aſſured them, that both 
Darius was aliue, and that there was no harme ment towardes 
them, but ſhould remayne in the ſame ſtate they were in befoze. 
When S iſigambis heard thoſe woꝛdes, ſhe ſuffered her ſelfe to bee 
lifted vp from the grounde,and to receyue ſome comfo2t, The next 
day, Alexander with great diligence buried the bodies of ſutch of 
bts owne men as could be founde, and willed the ſame to be done 
to the noble men of the Perſians geuinge licence to Darius mother 
to Bury ſo many as lhe liſte, after the cuſtome of her Countrey. 
She perfo2med the ſame to a fewe that wete next of her kin, ac 
coꝛdinge tothe hability of their pꝛeſeute foztiine, tat hee chould 


haue vſed the Perſians Pompe therein, the Macedonians might 


haue enuied tt, whych beinge Uictozs, vſed no great curioſlty in 
the matter. When the due was perkoꝛmed to the dead, Alexander 


© flgnified to the women pꝛiſoners, that hee himſelfe would come to 
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a ville them, and cauſinge ſutch as came with him to tary without, 
he onely with Epheſtion entred tu amongs them. The ſame Ephe · 
ion of all men was be{t beloued of Alex ander, bought vp in his 
company from his vouth, and moſt pꝛiuy with him in all thinges, 
There was none that had ſutch liberty to ſpeke his made plapn⸗ 
ly to the Ringe as hee had, whych hee vſcd after ſutch ſoꝛte, that 
he ſeemed to doe it by no authozity, but by ſuteraunce. And az he 
was ok like peres vnto him, ſo in ſhape and perſonage he did ſom⸗ 
what excell him. Wyerekoze the Women thinkinge Epheſtio to 
be the king?, did fall dowae and woꝛſhip him (as their countrey 
maner was to do to kinges)tili ſutch time as one of the Eunuches 
that was taken pꝛiſoner, ſhewed which of them was Alexan ler. 
Then Siſigambis fell downe at his feeꝛe, requiringe pardon of her 
Ignoꝛance, foꝛſomutch as ſhe did neuer ſec him be oꝛe. The kinge 
tooke her vp by the hande, and ſayd Mather pou be not deceiued: 
' foz this is Alexander alſo. Then he behaued himſelle after ſutch 
- amaner , that hee exceeded in continencp and compaſſion, all the 
kinges d had bin befoze his time. e entertapned.th? two Queenes 
with thoſe virgins that were of excellent beauty, fo reuerentlp, as 
if they had bin his 03ers. De not onely abſteyned from al violati · 
on of Darius wyfe, which in beauty excelled all the women of hir 
time, but alſo tooke great care and diligence,that none other ſhould 
pꝛocure her any diſhonour. Ind to all the women, he commaunded 
their oꝛnaments. and appareil to be reſtoꝛed · So that they wan- 
ted nothinge of the magnillcence of their fozmer eſtate, ſauinge on · 
ly the aſſared truſt tha: creatures want in miſery: which thinges 
tonſider:d by Siſigambis, ſhe lard vnto the kinge - Sir, pour good- 
nes towards vs, doth deſerue, that we ſhould make the ſame pzap- 
er koꝛ pou, that whilome we did fo2 Darius: and we perceiue you 
wozthy to paſſe ſo great a & ing as he was, in felicuy and good fo2- 
tune, that abound ſo in iuſtice, ⁊ clemency. It pleaſeth you to terme 
me by the name Mother e Queene: but J confeſſe mo ſelfe to bee 
- pour handmapde. Foz both I conceiue the greatneſſe of my ſtate 
paſt, e feele þ I can beare this pꝛeſent ſeruitude It lieth only in 
— pour hands how we ſhal be delt withall, & whether pou will make 
vs notable to the Wozlde thꝛough your clemencp oz cruelty, The 
King cöfoꝛted the al y he might, wtllinge the to be of good cheere 
tooke Darius ſonne in his armes. a the childe was nothing 
aft ad 
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afraid,hauſng neuer ſeene him befoze, but toke e imbꝛaced him as 
bout the necke. Be was ſo moued with the conſtancy of the childe, 
as he beheld Epheſtion, and ſayde : Dh, I would that Darius had, 
hed ſome part of this childes gentleneſſe. Which mercp,conttnen» - 
cy, humilu aud conſtancy of minde in Alexander, i? hee had. (uit 
kept to his latter Dates, might haue bin accounpted mutch moze 


- foztunatc than he was, whenhauinge ſubdued all Aſia from Hel- 


leſpont to the Ocean Sea, he did counterfayte the Triumphes of 
Bacchus. Oz if ainonges the reſidue of hig conqueſig, hee would 
haue trauaylcd ta ouercome his pzide 6 weath,beinge vices tnul- 
cible.Oz in hio dꝛontkẽnes abſtaxned (16 the laughter of his Ma- 
bility, æ not to haue put to death thoſe excellent men of warre Wout 


© tudgemt, which helped him to conquer ſo many Nations, But at 
this time the greatnes of his foztfic had not pet altered his nature, 


although afrerwardshe could not beare his victozics with þUer-, 
tue, where he wan the. Foz wht he gaue himſelf to feaſling.and, X 
banquettinge, he vſed the company of Harlotg. Amonges whom: 
there was one Thais, who vpon a dap in hir dꝛonkẽneſſe, affirmed 
toAlexider,þ he ſhould'wdderfully win ß kauour of the Gree ke, it 
hee commaunded the Palace of Perſepolis to be ſet on fire. The 
deſtruction whereof(lhe fapd) they greatly deſtred,fo2 ſo mytch as 
the ſame wes the chiefe ſcat of the kings of Porßa, which in times 
paſt had deſtroyed ſo many great Citties.When the dꝛonkẽ horlot. 
had giuẽ her ſentẽce, there were other pzeſent, who being likewiſe 
d:onkcn, confirmed hir wozdes, Alexander then that had in him 
moze inclination of heat than of pacience, ſapd: Why do we not 
then recouer the fauour sf the Greekes by ſettinge this Citty on 
lier ? They were all chafed with dzinkinge, and roſe immediatle 
bpon thoſe woꝛds to burne that City in their dzonkennefle, which 
the mẽ of warte had ſpared in their fury. The kinge himſelke fix}, 
and after his gueſtes, his ſeruauntes and his Contubines, ſet fier 
in the Pallace, which beinge builded foꝛ the moſt part of Cedex 
trees, became ſodcnly in a flame. When the army that was encam- 
ped netre duto the City, ſawe the fire, which theythaught had ben 
kindled by ſonie caſualty, they came runninge to quenche the ſame 


- 8gaine . But when they ſawe the Aynge there pꝛeſente increas 


ſynge the Fpre , they poured downe the Water whych ther 
bzoughte , and helped lykewyſe the matter 33

Thus the Ballace that was theheade of the whole Orient, from 
whence ſo many nations befoze had.fetched their lawes to liue bn- 
der, the Seat of ſo many Kynges, the onely Terroꝛ ſometime of 
Greece; the ſane that had bin the ſender fozth of. 9000. Ships. 
of the armies that ouerllowed all Europa, that made Bzydges 9- 
uer the Sea, g vadermined tnountaynes where the Sea hath now 
his courſe, was conſumed and had his ende, and neuer roſe againe 
in all the age that did enſue. Foz the Kynges of Macedon vſed o- 
ther Citties which be now inthe Perſians hands, The deſtructi⸗ 
on of this Titty was ſatch,that the Foundation thereof at thys 
Day could not be found, but that river of Araxes doth chew where 
it ſtoode, which was diſtant from Perſepolis 20. Furlonges, as 
the Anhabitaũts rather doe beleue than know. The Macefonians 
were aſhamed that ſo noble a Citty was deſtroyed by their kinge 
in his dzonkennes : yet at lẽgth it was turned into an earneſt mat. 
ter, and were content to thincke it expedient that the Titty ſhould 
haue ben deſtroyed after that maner. But it is certayne, that whẽ 
Alexander had taken his reſt, and was become better aduiſed, hee 
repented him of his doinge. And after he had kept company with 
Thaleſtris afozeſapde, which was Queene of the Amazones, hee 
tourned his concinency and moderation (beinge the moſtexcellent 
vertues appearinge in any kind of eſtate) into Pzide z boluptu- 
ouſnes, not eſteeminge his countrey cuſtomes, noz the holſome tẽ⸗ 
perance that was in the vſages, and diſctpline of kynges of Ma- 
cedon. Foz he iudged their ciuill vſage and maner, to be ouer baſe 
fo: his greatneſſe, but did counterfaite the height and Pampe of 
the kings of Perſia, repzeſentingethe greaeneſſe of the Gods. 
Hes was content to ſuſtre mien there to fall downe flat vppon the 
ground # woꝛſhip him, z accuſtomed the victozs of ſo many naci⸗ 
ons, by litle and litle ts ſerutle offices, couetinge to make them like 
vnto his Captiues.He ware vpon his head a Diademe of Purple 
interpaled with white, like as Darius was accuſtomed ; and faſhi⸗ 
oned his avarell utter the maner of the Perſians, without ſcrupu⸗ 
lofkty of anyeull token that is Agiiffed, toꝛ the victozer to change 
his habite into the faſhion of him whom he had vanquiſhed, Ind 
although he vaunted, that he ware the ſpoyles of his enemies, yet 
with thoſe Dpoileg he put vpon him thetr euil maners, e the inſo- 
lency of the mende, followed the pzide of the apparell. —_ 
4 ealed 
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exander tlie great. 


ſealed ſutch Letters as he ſent into Europa, with his accuſtomed 
ſcale, but all the Letters he ſent abzoade into Aſia, were ſealed 5 
Darius Ringe. So it appeared that one minde could not beare the 
greatneſſe that appertapned to two. He apparelled alſo his frendg, 
his Captapns,e his hoꝛſemẽ in Perſian appatell, u hereat though 
they grudged in their mindes, yet they durſt not refuſe it, foz feare 
of his diſpleaſure. His courte was repleniſhed with Concubing, 
ko he ſtill mainteined thzee hundzed, and th:ceſcoze that belonged 
to Darius,and amonge them were flocks of Eunuches accuſtomed 
to perkoꝛme the vle of women. The olde Souldiours of Philip 
naturally abhozringe ſutch thinges, tnanyfeſlly withNoode to bee 
infected with ſutch voluptuouſnes,and ſtrange cuſtomes, Wheres 
vpon there roſe a general talke and opinton thzoughout the Cape, 
that they had loſt moze by the victozy, than they won by the wars. 
Fo: when they ſawe themſelucs ouercome in ſutch exceſſe,and fo- 
rayne cuſtomes ſo to pꝛeuax le, they iudged it a ſimple guerdon of 
their longe beeinge ab2oade, to returne home in Pꝛiſoners maner. 
They began to be aſhamed of their Ringe, that was moze like to 
ſutch as were ſubdued, than to them that were victozious : @ that 
of a Ringe of Macedon, was become a Pzince of Perſia, and one 
of Darius Courtiers. Thus this noble Pzince from conti⸗ 
nency and mercy fell into all kynde of diſoꝛder, the oꝛi⸗ 
ginall whereof, hee tooke by delite in Women, 
which beings vſed in ſozt lawfull, be great 
comfoztes and delighteg: otherwiſe, 
the very Spꝛinge of al cruelty 
and miſchife,

* of Alexander the great, I haue deemed not altogea⸗ 
ther vn dt fo2 this place, to reueale the fine and notable pollicy de⸗ 
uiſed by her, to rid hir ſelle from a couetous caitite of the F hraci - 
an kinde, who ko lucre rather than loue, fo: gayne than gratitude, 
p:omyſed golden Nylles to thys dyſtreſſed pooꝛe Gentlewoman. 
But Dhee in the ende papinge hym hyg well deſerued hpze, 
was liked and pꝛayſed of Alexander fo: hir aduenturous Facte, 
beinge not one of the leaſt vertues that ſhined in him, befoze hee 
grewe to exceſſeue abuſe. But bycauſe Plutarch in hys Treatyſ⸗ 
De claris mulieribus, moze at large recounteth this Yyſtozy, I haue 
thought good almoſſ ( verbatim) to follow htm. Theagenes a Gt. 
tleman of Thebes, ioyninge himſelfe wyth Epaminon lis, and Pe · 
lopidas, and with other noble men, foz pꝛeſeruation of their coun⸗ 
trey of Greece, was (lapne in the chace of his enempes, as he pur · 
ſued one of the chyefe of hys adacrſartes, the ſame crpinge oute 
bnto him: Whether doeſt thou purſue vs Thcagenes? Eucn to 


Macedoaia aunſwered hee. Thys Gentleman thus ſlayne had a 


ater,whoſe vertue and neereneſſe of kin by noble deedes, ſhe well 
 witneſſ:d, although ſhe was not well able to manifeſt her vertue, 
foz the aduerſſty of the tyme, but by pacient ſufferance of the c6« 
mon calamityes. Foz aftcr Alexander had won the Citty of The- 
bes, the Douldiours greedy ok Dpoyle runninge vp, and downe 
the Titty, euery of them chauncinge vppon ſutch Booty as Foꝛ⸗ 
tune offred them, it hapned that a Captayne of the Thtac ian hozſ- 


man, a barbarous, and wecked wzetch,)came to the houſe of Ti-

moclia, who ſomewhat neere the Rynge both in name, and Kyn, 

in manners, and conditions was greatly different from him. Hee 

nepther regar dynge the noble houſe, ne pet the chaſtity of hir foze⸗ 

paſſed life, apon a tyme after ſupper, glutted @ ſwilled wyth abũ⸗ 

dance of wine, cauſed Timoclia foꝛcibly to be haled to his dꝛonkẽ 

Couch : and not contented with the fozced w2onge, as they were 

in talke together, diligtily demaunded of her, if che had in no place 

hidden any Golde oz ſiluer, and partly by thꝛeates, and partely by 

pꝛomiſe to keepe her as his wyfe, endeuoured to get that he dell⸗ 

red. But ſhee betnge of read- wit, takinge that offered occaſſon of ,, 
hir aduerſary: J would to God ( ſaydſhee ) that it had beene my ,, 
lucke to haue died befoꝛe thys night, rather thẽ to liue. Foz hither ,, 
to haue J kept my body pure, and vntouched from all deſpite, and „ 
billany, vntiil vnluckꝛ fate fozced mee to pelde to thy diſezdinate „ 
luſt : but llih my hep is ſutch, why ſhould J cõceale thoſe thyngs . 
that bee thrne owne, thou beinge mine onely tutoz, loꝛd, and huſ⸗ „ 
band (as thou ſayſt) when the Gods (al pleaſe to bzinge the fame „ 
to paſſe. Fo2 by thy will and pleaſure muſt J vnhappy Thebane „ 
Wench be ruled and gouerned.Ech viquiſhed wight muſt ſubdue „ 
their wel and minde to their lozd and victoz : I beinge thy llaue 6, 
Pziſoner, mult needes by humble mcancs, pelde vp my ſelſe to „ 
the vnſaciate heſt of thy puiſſant heart. What ſhall let me to diſ- 2» 
cloſe the pꝛay that thou deſtreſt, that we both, ik thy minde be ſutch, »» 
map rather tore the ſame, thanthe ſoyly flith ot ſtinkinge Earth, „. 
Gould deuoure ſutch ſpoyle, which fo2 feare, and hope of future „ 
foztune, J buried in the bowels of Þ ſame. C hf matke my wo2ds, „ 
deare them well in mynde, ſith lot hath wꝛought me this miſhap. „, 
Jhauinge plenty of copncd ſiluer, and of fyned gold no little ſloze „, 
deſpdes · ſutch Jewels ag belonge to the ſettinge foꝛth of the grace „ 
of womang beauty, ot valure and pꝛice ineſttmable: when J ſaw „ 
this Citty bꝛought to futch diſtreſſe as vnpoſſible to be ſaued frb 2, 
taking e, all the ſame I thꝛew away,oz moze truely to ſay, I whel- „ 
med altogether in a dzye Ditch vopde of water which mp fact „ 
fewe 02 none did knowe. The Pit ts couered with a litt'e couer , 
aboue, and thickly round a bout beſet with Buſhes, a Thoznes. :, 
Thoſe goods will make thee a welthy perſonege, none in all rhe ,, 
Campe to be cõpared to thee, the riches g valve whereof. wyl wits „

All thoſe doe I bequeath to thee, as on whom Ithinke them well 
beſtowed. This greedy Lecher, laughinge to him ſelfe fo2 this ſo⸗ 
daine pꝛap, and thinking that his Lady faſt holdẽ within his bars 
barous armes had tolde him truth, routed in his filthy Couch till 
the day had diſcouered moꝛning light, thẽ gapinge foꝛ his hoped 
gaine, he role ⁊᷑ p2ayed her to tell the place, he might recouer the 
ſame. She then bꝛought him into her Garden, the Dooꝛe whereof 
ſh: cõm iunded to be ſhut, that none might enter. He in his Hoſe, 
Doublet, went downe to the bottome of the Pit. When Timoclia 
percetued him downe, che beckned foz certaine of her maths, rol- 
led downe diuers great (tones with her own hands, which of pur⸗ 
poſe the had cauſed to be placed there, #commaunoed hir maides 
to tumble dowae the like. By which meanes ſhe killed that leche- 
rous # couetous vilayne, that rather carked to ſatiſfie his deſtre, 
than coueted to obſerue his pꝛomiſed faith, Which afterwardes | 
beinge knowen to the Macedonians, they haled his body out of þ 
Bit. Foz Alexander had made p2oclamatio,that none chould dare 
to kill any Thebane, and therefoze appꝛehendinge Timoclia, they 
dꝛought her to the kinge, accuſinge her fo: doinge of that murder: 
who by her countenafice,s ſtature of body, and by her behauiour 3 
grauity of maners, beheld in her the very Image of gentle kinde. 
And firſt of al, he aſged her what ſhe was. To whom botdly with 
conſtant cheere, ſhe ſtoutely anſwered - Theagenes was my Bꝛo⸗ 
ther(ſatd ſhe) who beinge a valiaunt Taptaine,# fightinge agataſt 
vou fo: the common ſafcgard of the Greeks,was llaine at Chæto- 
nea,b we together might not ſuſkaine,# pꝛoue the miſeries, where- 
with we be now oppꝛeſſed. But J rather thi to ſuffer violence vn- 
woꝛthy of our race & ſtocke, am in your maieſties pꝛeſẽce bꝛought 
ready to refuſe no death - Foz better it were fo2 mee to dye, than 
feele ſutch another night, except thou commaunde the contrary. 
Tyeſe woꝛdes were vttered in ſutch rufull plight, as the ſtanders 
by could not foꝛbeare to weepe. But Alexander ſayinge, that hee 
not onely pitted the woman endewed with ſo noble wit, but mute 
mo2e wondꝛed at her vertue & wiſedome, commaũded the Pꝛinces 
ok his arm, to foꝛeſee no wꝛonge 02 violence to be done to the GE. 
tlewoman. He gaue order alſo, that Timoclia# all her kin, ſhould 
be garded and defended from llaughter oz other wzonges. What 
ſay pee (good Ladies) to the heart of this Gentlewomi that _ 
| | . bee 
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be fo bolde to ſtone this Caytite wꝛetch to death, and fo2 w2onge 


done tocher bodie til that tyme vntouched, to wꝛonge the coꝛps of 
him þ ſauoured of no gentle kinde: who rather foz earthly mucke, 
than fo2 loue of ſuche a pleaſaunt Pꝛiſoner, exchaunged Loue foz 
Gold ? But note hereby what foꝛce the purttie of mynde vn wil 
ling of beaſtlye luſt doth carpe in it ſelfe : Þ imple woman voyde 
of helpe, not backed with defence of huſbandes ayde, doth bzing a 
mighty Captayne, a ſtrong and lokty lubber to enter into a Care, 
and when ſhee ſaw her beſt aduauntage, thacked him with Cones, 
vntil he groaned fooꝛth his griellye ghoſt. Such is the might 
and pꝛoweſſe of chaſtitte. No charge to burdennous oz 
weightye fo2 ſuche a vertue, no enterpꝛiſe too harde 
fo2 a mynde ſo pure and cleane.

C ARIOB ARZ ANES great Stevvard to ART AXERYX- 
ES King of Perſia, goeth abour to exceede his Soueraigne 
Lord and maiſter in currefie : vvhereia be conteyned many 
notable and pleaſaunt chaunces, beſides the great patience 
& loyaltie naturally planted in the fayd 4 RIOB AR Z A

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ler, oz lette him implop the vttermoſt of his indtuour, al the laboz 
and trauaple he beſtoweth, all trouble and daunger which he ſuf 
tayncth, is to little, yea and the ſame his very bounden duty. 
Baue wee not red of many, and knowne the lyke that to gratifpe 
their pꝛince and mayſter, haue into a thouſande daungers and li⸗ 
ke number of deaths, aduentured their owne pꝛopꝛe ltueos? Marcus 
Antonius that notable oꝛatour beyng accuſed of inceſt, æ bꝛoughte 
to the iudgement ſeate, his accuſers requtred that his ſeruaunte 
ſhould be ealled, foꝛ becauſe he bare the candel befoze his maiſter, 
when hee went to do the deede, who ſeyng his mapſterg life and 
death to depend vpon his euidence btterly denped the facte, and 
notwilhſtanding that he was whipped , racked and ſuffered other 
cruel toʒmentes, would rathet haue loſte his lyfe than accuſe and 
betray his mayſter. I could alleage and bing foꝛth in place, the 
example of Mycituus, the ſcruaunt of one Anaxilaus Meſſenius, the 
fidelitye of the ſeruauntes of Plotinus Plancus, the fapthful mays 
den called Pythias, that vwatted vpon Oc tauia, the chaſt Empꝛeſſe 
E wife of that monſter Nero, with diuers other; but that J thtnke 
they be to the learned wel knowen, and of th: bnlearned the ver- 
tue of ſeruauntes fldelitye is greatly liked and commended . But 
if the faythful ſeruaunt know that his deſertes do gayne the gras 
ce and fauoure of his mapſter, what trauaples, what papns ought 
he to ſuffer to mayntayne hig reputation and toencreaſe the fauour 
obtayned? Foz as the common p2ouerbe and wiſe ſaying reporteth 
That the vertve is no leſſe to conſerue Frendlhip gotten, than 
the wiſedome was great to get and win the ſame . Other there be 
which docontrarily contend , and with very ſtronge argumenteg 
do koꝛce to pꝛoue that al which the ſeruant doth beſpdes his ductye 
and beyond the obligation, wherein he is bound to his mapſter, is 
and ought to be termed, Liberality ,which is a matter to pzouoke 
his patrone and mapſter to deuyſe new benefytes for his ſeruante. 
And that at al tymes when a man doth his duty a ſerutce appoyns 
ted by hig mayſter, executing the ſame with all diligence and in⸗ 
duſtry requiſſte therunto that then he deſerueth to be rewarded, 
Which is not to be diſcommende. Foꝛ no true and hone(t ſeruant 


will refuſe any trauaple foꝛ commodity of his mayſter ,ne yet diſ⸗ 
. crets 
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ercte and wyſe mayſter,wil leaue the ſame vnrewarded accozdiug 

t» that poꝛtion of ability wherewith he is poſſeſſed. But leauinge 
qieſtions and diſputaciõ aſide pꝛocede we to that which this Nc» 

uel purpoſeth. I ſay then that there was in the kyngdome 
of Perſia, akyng called Artaxerxes, à man of moſt noble mynde. 
and or great pꝛoweſſe in armes, This was he that lirſte beynge a 
pꝛiuate man ot armes, not hauing as yet obtayned any degree in 
the flelde, kz lied Artabaaus the laſt kinge of the Arſacides whoſe 
ſ2uldiour he was and recouered the Perſian zingdome, which wes 
ten in the Macedonians ſubiection (by the death of Darius, which 
was vanquiſhed by Alexander the grit) the ſpace of; 8. pares. 
This noble gentleman hauing deliuered all Perſia, and created 
King, kept a pꝛincely court, wherin were many magniffcent factes 
and vertuous deedes exerciſed and done, and hee himſetfe moſte 

noble in all affayzes,beſpdes the tytles which hee woꝛthelye wanne 

in many bloudy battels, was eſtemed thꝛoughout the Eaſt part of 
the wozlde, to be the moſt liberal and magnanimous pꝛince that 


in any age euer raigned. In feaſtes and bankets he was an cther 


Lucullus ropally entertaining rãgers that repay2zed to his court. 
This king had a Seneſcall 02 ſteward, named Ariobarzanes, whoſe 
office was, that when the king made any pompous oz publtke feaſt 
ta mount bpon a whyte Courſer with a Mace of gold in his hand, 
o to ride befoze $ eſquiers # Dewers fo: the Rings own mouth g' 
thoſe alſo þ bare the kings meat in veſſel of goldcouered td fine na 
pery,w20ug't # purled w moſt beautiful wozketn2nſhtp of libe 9: 
gold. This office of Seneſexll was highly eſtemed # cõmõiy wont to 
be geuẽ to oneof Þ chifet Wards of ß Realm. Wherkoꝛe this Ario 
barzanes beſydes noble Linage q inc6parable ritches was þtioſt 
turtious #liberal a git that frequt᷑ted the court whoſe immode 
rate exyence was ſach as ltauing Þ mean, wherin al yertu e5NNeth 
db? reaſs of otttrage'which'many times he vſed he fel into the vice or 
pꝛodigality, wherby he ſemed not only in curtions dedes to (dpare 
is the R. but allo tbtkded to excethim.'One day the R. forhis re⸗ 
creatid called foz þ cheſf boꝛd requiring Arivbarzanes to ktpe him 
cdpany, which game in thofe dats amg ß Perfians was in greate 
ple, in fuch wiſe'as/8 player at the Cheſkes wan no les cemmen⸗ 
ded ihẽ amonge bs in theſe dais an excelent Ozatour oz famous 
i 2. lear- 
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learned man. Yea and the verye ſame game in common vſe in the 
Court, and noble mens houſes of oure time, no doubt very com 
mendable and meete to be pꝛactiſed by all ſtates and degrees. The 
King end Ariobaizancs being ſette downe at a table in the greate 
Hall of the Pallace, one right agata another, accompanied with 
a great number of noble perſonages and Gentlemen lookinge vp- 
on them, and marking their playe with great ſtlence, they began to 
counter one another with the Cheſtemen. Ariobarzanes whether 
it was that he played better than the king, oz whether the Kynge 
tooke no heede to his game, oꝛ what ſo euer the occaſion was, hee 
courſed the King to ſuch a narow ſtraight, as he could not auotd, 
but within two oz thaee dꝛaughtes, he muſt be foꝛced to receiue the 
Checkemate: which the king perceiuing, and conſidering p daun 
ger of the Mate, by and by there grew a greater colour in his face 
than was wont to bee, and imagininge how hee mighte auoyde the 
Mate, beſides his bluſhing he ſhaked his head, and fetched out di⸗ 
uers ſighes, whereby the ſtanders by that marked the game, per⸗ 
ceiued that hee was dzyuen to his ſhiftes. - The Seneſcall eſpp⸗ 
inge the Ringes demeanour, and lecing the honeſt hamcfaſteneſſe 
of the Ring, would not ſuffer him to receiue ſuch a foyle, but made 
a dzaught by remauing his Knighte backe, to open awape foꝛ the 
King to paſſe, as not ouely hee delluered him fromthe daunger of 
the mate, but allo loſt one of his Rackes foz lacke of taking hede: 
whereupon the game reſtedequall. The K ho knew ß good 
nature and noble mende at his — — of the ſame 
in other cauſes) fayning that her had ouerſeene the takinge of hes 
Rocke,gaue ouer the game, * vp,ſayd!: No moze Ario- 
barzanes,the game is yours,and I confeſſe my ſelfe overcome, 
The king thought that, Ariobarzaues did not the ſame ſo much foz 
curteſle, as to bende his ſoucraigne lozde and king bx benellt to re 
compence his ſubiectes like behaulour, which he did not very well 
like, and therkoze would play no mozc. Notwithſtanding the king 
neither by ſigne oz deede, ne yet in talke, ſhewed any iokẽ of diſple- 
* ſure fo2 that curteſſe done. How be it, he would that Ariobarza- 
nes tn ſembl able act, ſhoulde abſtapne to chewe himſeifecurteous, 
02 liberaLexcept it wereta eee and Fquiieaghecquleis 
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ts not conuenient foꝛ a ſeruant to contẽd with his maiſter in thoſe 
qualitpes. 

Not long after the Ringe beyngiat Perſepolis( the pꝛincpal citye 
of Perſia, oꝛdayned a notable day of hunting of diuers beaſtes of 
that conntrey bꝛeede: Ind when all thinges were in a readineſſe 
he with the moſt part ok his Court repayzed to the paſtyme. When 
they were come into the place, t he king commaunded a woodde to 
be ſet about with nettes and totles,and appointed cche man where 
he ſhould ſtand in moſt conuenient place, and he himſelfe attended 
with the dogs and hoznes to cauſe the beaſtes to iſſue foxth oute of 
their Caues . And beholde, they rayſed a wyld beaſt , which with 
greate ſwyftneſſe leapte ouer the nettes aud ranne awaye with 
create ſpede. The Ring ſeyng that ſtrange beaſt, purpoſed to pur- 
ſue him to death . And makinge a ſigne to certayne of his noble 
men which hee deſired to keepe him companpe hee gaue the rayne 
and ſpurre to his hoꝛſe., aud followinge the chace Ariobarzanes 
was one of thoſe noble men which · æpurſued the game. It chaunced 
that day the king rode bpõ a horſe, that was the ſwifteſt runner in 
his ſtable, which hee eſtemed better then a thouſande other, as 
wel fo2 his velocity, as fo: his rcadineſle in facteg of armes 
Thus following wich bzid!e at will, they flying rather then run⸗ 
ning beaſt, they wer deuided far fro their copany,# by reaſon cf the 
Kings ſpedines, none was able to followe him but Ariobarzanes 
t behind him one of his ſeruants vpd a good hozle which alwates 
he vſed in hunting matters , which hozſc was counted the beſte in 
all the court. Ind thus following the chace with gallaping ſpede 
Ariobarzanes at length eſpyed the hozſe of his ſoueraigne lozd had 
loſt his ſhooes befo2e,end that the ſtones had ſurbated his hoofes, 
wherupd the kyng was d2tuen either to geue over Þ chace 02 elſe ta 
marre his hoꝛſe. Ind neyther oftheſe iwo neceſſitics but would 
haue greatly diſplcaſed the kinge, that perceiued not his hozſe to 
be vnſhod. The Seneſcall did no ſooner eſpye the ſame but ſodainly 
diſmou-ted from his owne,cauſed his man to deliver bnto him a 
hammer and nailes (which fo: ſuch like chaũces he always caried 
aboute him) and toke of two ſhoes from the hozſe feete of hig good 
hozſe,to ſet vpon the kynges not caring fo2 his own rather then the 
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Kiug Gould foꝛgoe his pleaſure. Wherfoze hallowing the Kinge 
which was earneſtly bent vppon the chace, tolde him of the daun⸗ 
ger wherein his hoꝛſe was fo lacke of ſhoeg. The kinge hearinge 
that lighted from his ho2ſe, and ſeyng two ſhoces in Atiobarzaues 
manncs hand thinking that Ariobarzanes had bzought them with 
him, 02 that they were the ſhoes wh:ch fell from his owne, taried 
ſtil until his hoꝛſe was ſhod. But when he ſaw the notable hozſe of 
hig Seueſcall vnſhod befoꝛe, then he thought that to be the curteſſe o 
Aiiobarzanes,# ſo did let the matter paſſeſtudying by lyke meanes 
to requite him with Curteſte, which fozced himſelfe to ſur mount 
in the ſame. Ind when his hoꝛſe was ſhod, he gaue the ſame to A · 
riobarzanes in rewarde. Ind ſo the king choſe rather to loſe his 
pleaſure of hunting, then to ſuffer himſelfe by his man to be excel⸗ 
led in curteſie, wel noting the ſtoutneſſe of Ariobarzanes mynde 
which ſemed to haue a will to contend with his pꝛince in facteg re 
noumed and liberal. The Seneſcall thought it not conuenient to res 
fuſe the gyft of his liege loꝛd, but accepted the ſame with like good 
will as befoze he ſhod his hozſe , (fill expectinge occaſton how he 
ſurpas his maſter in curteſte @ ſo to bindhim to requite the ſame 
againe. 'They had not taried there long, but many of thoſe that fol- 
lowed did ouertake them, Ind then the king got vp bpon a ſpare 
hoꝛſe and returned to the city with all his company. 
Within few dates after the king by pꝛoclamatton ſommoned a ſo 
lemne and pompous iuſt and trpumph at ihe tilt, to be done bpon 
the Kalends of Map next enſuing. The reward appointed the vic⸗ 
toz and beſt Doer in the ſame was a couragious and goodly cur- 
ſer with a bzydle and byt of fine gold rychly wzought,a ſaddle cor⸗ 
reſpondent of paſſlgng great pzyce,the furniture and trappers foꝛ 
the bzydle and ſaddle of !pke coſt and wozkmanſhip the rayns wer 
twoo chaynes of golde very artiffctally made , the barbe and co 
uerture of the hozſe , of cloth of golde fringed round about with 
lie gold, ouer which hozſe was placed a fine ſwoꝛd the hiltes and 
chape wherof together with the ſcabard wer curiouſly beſet with 
Pearles and Pzecious ſtones of Jneſtimable value. 
On the other ſyde was placed a very beautiful 5 ſtronge Mace, 
verye 
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verye cunninglye wꝛought with damaſtzin. The Hoꝛſe wag pla 
ted in koꝛme of triumph, and beſydes the ſame all the Frmours 
and weapons mecte foz a Combatante Knyghte , riche and 
fayze without compariſon. The Placart was marueylous and 
ſtronge, the La2unce was guilte and bygge , as none greatter 
in all the troupe of the chalengers and defendauntes . 

And all thoſe furnitures were appopnted to be geuen to him that 
ould do beſt that day. 

A arcate aſſemblye of ſtraungers repayzed to that ſolemne feaſt 
as wel to doe deedes of Irmes, as to looke vpon that pompous 
trrumph. Ot the kynges Subiectes there was neither Knyghte 
noꝛ Baron, but in rych and ſumptuous apparell appeared that 
dap. amonges whom, of chief: fame the Rynges cldeſt ſonne 
was the fyꝛſt that gaue his name, a Gentiemanne very valozous, 
and in deedes of Armes of paſſing valour bꝛought vp from his 
very youth , and trayned in the ficlde and other warlyke exerci⸗ 
ſes . The Seneſcall alſo cauſed his name to be inrolled, The like 
didde other knyghtes as wel Perſians ag other ſtraungers. Foz 
that the pzoclamation was general, with ſafeconducte foꝛ all Foꝛz⸗ 
rayners, noble men 02 other that ſhould make their repapzez, The 
king had elected thzee auncient Barons to be Judges and Fr 
bitratours of their deedes, ſutch as in their tyme fo: their owne 
perſonages had dene very valiant, and in many enterpriſes well 
exerciſed, men ot great diſcretion s iudgement. Their lege was 
placed in the middes of the Liſtes to view and marke the Coun- 
terbulffeg a blowes of the Cõbatãts. We nede not to remember, ne 
ought to foꝛget the nũ der of ladies @ gentlewomen aſſebled out of 
al partes to behold and view this triumphe a paraduenture eche 
knight þ ra that day was not without his amorous lady to note # 
behold his actiuity and pꝛoweſſe.euery of them wearing his ladies 
ſleeue, gloue, 02 other token, according to the common cuſtome 
in ſuch lyke caſes. At the day and houre appoynted appeared alt 
the Combatantes in greate Tryumphe , and Pompe, with 
rych furnitures as wel vpon them ſelues as vpon their hozſe. The 
triũphe begon # many Laũces bꝛokẽ in good oꝛder, on either des 
Judgement was geuen genenerally * the Sexeſcall Ariobarzanes 
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had wonne the pꝛiſe, and next vnto him the kinges ſonne did paſſe 
them all. foʒ that none of al the combatanteg hadde bꝛoken paſt. v. 
ſtaues, and the ſayd yong Gentleman had in the face ok his aduer⸗ 
ſary bꝛoken in pieces ix. at the leaſt. This Seneſcall bzought fozthe 
eleuen launces, which were couragiouſly and honourably bzoken, 
by bꝛeaking of the laſt ſtaſte which was the twelfth he was iudged 
moſt wozthy . The condition wherof was, that etery combatãt 
ſhould runne twelue cour ſes with twelue launces,and he whiche 
ould firſt bꝛeake the ſame ſhould without doubt 02 further con- 
trouerſie obtapne the reward. What pleaſure and delight the king 
did concetue to ſee his ſonne behaue him ſclfe ſo valiantly that dap, 
I rekerre to the judgement of fathers , that haue childzen endued 
with like actiutty . But pet it greued him that the Seneſcall had the 
greater aduantage, and yet being a matter ſo wel knowen a viſcer 
ned by the Judges, like a wyſe man he diſcembled his coũtenaũce 
On the other ſyde , the pong gentleman which did conibate befoze 
his amo2ous ladve wag very ſozowful foꝛ chat he was voyde of 
hope of the chiefeſt honour . So that betwene the father and the 
ſonne, was one very thought and dellre. But the vertue and valoz 
of the Seneſcall did cut of epthers greefe . Now the tyme was come 
that the Seneſeall ſhould runne with his laſt ſtaffe mounted vppon 
the hoꝛſe which the king gaue him when he was an huntyng, who 
knowing wel that the king was very deſtroug that his ſon ſhould 
exell all men, p2rcepued likwyſe the tnflamed mynd of the vouge 
Gentleman foz the pꝛeſence of his lady to aſpyꝛe the hononr pur- 
poſed to geue ouer the honour atchieued by himlelfe, to leaue it to 
the ſonne and heir of his loꝛde and mayſter, Ind pet hee knewe 
ful wel that thoſe his curteſſes pleaſed not the king, neuertheleſſe 
he was determined to perſeuer in his opinion, not to bereue the 
King ok his glozy, but onely to acquire fame and honour foꝛ him 
ſelfe . But fully mynded that the honour of the rryumphe ſhould 
be geuen to the kynges ſonne he welded the ſtaffe within his reſte 
and when he was ready to encounter (becauſe it wag he that ſhold 
come agaynſt him, he let fal his launce out of his handes,and ſaid 
Farewel thts curteſte of myne, th it is no better taken. 
The kinges ſonne gaue a gentle counterbuffe vpon the Placarde 
of the 
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of the Seneſcall/ g bzake his Naffe inmany pieces, which was the x 
courſe .MMany heard the woꝛdes that the Sexeſcal!ſpake when his 
ſtaffe fell out of his hands. and the ſtanderg by well percetued that 
he waz not minded to geue the laſte blowe, bicauſe the kings ſonne 
might haue the honoꝛ of the triumph, whlch he deſyred ſo mnch. 
Then Ariobarzanes departed the liſtes. Ind the Pꝛince withoute 
any great reſiſtance wan the pꝛiſe and victoꝛy And ſo with ſounde 
of diuerſe inſtruments the priſe bozne befaze him, he was thꝛough⸗ 
out the citie honoꝛabip conueped, z among other, the Seneſcall (it 
waited vpon him with mery countenance, greatiy pꝛaiſing @ exal 
ting the valtance of p yong P2ince. The Ring which was a very 
wiſe man and many times hauing expertẽce of the Chiualty of his 
Seneſcall at other Tourneig, Juſtes, Bar:terg, and Battels, and 
always finding him to be pꝛudent, polttike, and foz his perſon vez 
ry valiant, knewe to well that the tail of his launce was not bp 
chaunce but of purpoſe, continued his opinion of his , Seneſcalls li- 
beralitye and courage. Ind to ſay the trouth, ſuch was his exce⸗ 
ding curteſte,as fewe map be found to imitate the ſame. We daily 
ſe that many be liberall of Foztunes goods inueſtinge ſome with 
pꝛomotion, ſome with apparel. gold and luer, Jewels and other 
things of great value We ſee alſo noble men, bountifull to they: 
ſeruaunts, not onelp of mouable things, but alſo of Caſtels,Lads, 
and Cities. What ſhal we ſpeake of them, which will not ſticke to 
ſheade their owne bloud, and many tymes to iſpende theire lyfe to 
do their frendes good? Ok thoſe aud ſuch like examples, all recoꝛ 
des be full. But a man that contemneth fame and glozye oz is of 
hig owne honour liberal, is neuer kounde. 

Che victoꝛious captayne after the bloudy battayle, giueth the 
ſpoyle of his ennemies to his ſouldiours, rewardeth them with pꝛi 
ſoners, departeth vnto them the whole pꝛaye but the gloꝛy & honoz 
of the battel he reſerueth vnto himſelfe. Ind as dtuinely the father 
of Romaine eloquence doth ſay, how þ philoſophers by retoꝛding 
ð gtortoug geſtes & dedes of o:hers,do ſeke after glozy thẽſelues. 
The king was diſpleaſed w theſe noble dedes & curteſſe of his Sene 
ſcall, becauſe he thought it not mete 02 decente that a Dubtecte and 


ſeruant Hould compare with his loꝛd and mayſter: and therfoze 
did 


did not bare him that louing and chereful countenance which hee 
was wont to doe. Ind in the ende, purpoſedtol:t him know, that 
he ſpent his bꝛayns in very great errour, it he thought to foꝛce his 
mapſter to be boũd oz beneficial vnto him, as herafter pou ſhal per 
ceiue. 

The e was an auncient and appꝛoued cuſtome in Perſia that the 
kinges yzrely did ſolemnize an Fnntuerſarye of theyz Coꝛonation 
with great feat and tryumph, vpon which day all the Barons of 
the kyngdome were bound to repapꝛe to the courte where the king 
by the ſpace of viii.dayes with ſumptuous bankets and other feaſ 
tes kept open houſe. Upon the #nniucrſary day of Arraxerxe3co- 
ronation, when al thinges were diſpoſed in oder, ß king d:Acoug 
to accompliſh a certapne concetucd determination cõmaunded one 
ol his kaythful chamber laynes ſpedely to ſeeke out Ariobarzanes 
which he did and telling him the kinges meſlage ſayd: my loꝛde 
Ario-varzanes, The Ring hath willed me to ſay vnto pou, that hig 

« pleaſure is, that you in your own perſon euen foꝛthwith ſhal cary 
et pour white ſteede a Courſer the mace of gold, a other enſignes due 
« to the office of Seneſca! vuto Darius, your moꝛtal enemp, and in hig 
tc maieſtpes behalſe to ſay vnto him , that the kynge hath geuen him 
te that office, and hath clerely diſpoleſſed you thereof. Ariobarzancs 
« hearing thoſe heaup newes, was lx ke to dye foz ſozrowe, and the 
te greatter was his grief,becauſe it was geuen to his greateſt enemy 
Notwithſtadding lyke a gen:leman ot noble ſtomacke, would not 
in open appearaunce ſignitie the diſp!caſure which hee conceiued 
te within, but with mery cheare and loutng countenaunce anſwered 
ce the chamberlapne; Do my right humble commendations vnto the 
« kinges maieſty, and ſay vnto him, that like as he is ſoueraine lozd 
e of all this land, and J his faythful ſubiecte, euen ſo mine office my 
« lpfe, landes an» goodg. be at his diſpoſition , and that willinglye 
« I wil pertoꝛme his heſt. When he had ſpoken thoſe woozdes hee 
t rendꝛed vp bis office to Darius, who at diner ſerued in the ſame, 
And when the king was let Atiobarzanes with comly countenance 
ſate downe among the reſt of the loꝛds, which ſodenlye depoſition 
and depꝛiuation.did maruelouſipy amaze the whole aſſembly,cuery 
mi ſecretly ſpeking ty ir mid either in pꝛaiſe oꝛ diſpꝛaiſe of — 
Veg 
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Che king all the dinner time, did marke and note the countenance 
of Ariobarzanes, which was pleaſaunt and merie as it was wont 
to be, whereat the kinge did greately maruell: Ind to attaine the 
ende ok his purpoſe, hee began with ſharpe woꝛdes iu pꝛeſence of 
the nobilitte to diſcloſe his diſcontented minde.# the grudge which 
he bare to Ariobarzanes,Onethe other ſpde the king ſuboꝛned di⸗ 
uers perſons diligently to eſpy what hy ſaide and did. Ariobaiza⸗ 
nes hearing the kings ſharpe wozdes of rebuke,and ſtimulated by 
the perſuaſſon of diuers flatterers, which were hired foz that pur⸗ 
poſe,after he perceined that his declared pacience, that his model 
talke and his long and faithful ſeruice, which he had done to the 
king, his loſſe and hinderance ſuſtained,the perinn of his life, which 
ſo many tymes he had ſuffred preuayled nothing at length viqui- 


ſhed with diſdayne he bꝛake the baidle of Pacience , and ſozted out 


of the boundes of his wonted nature, koz that in place of honoure 
he recetued rebuke, and in ſtede of reward was depꝛyued of his ofs 
fice, began in a rage to complayne on the king terminge him ts bee 
an vnkpnd pꝛince, which among the Perſians was eſtemed a woꝛde 
of great offence to the maieſty:wherefoze faine he would haue de- 
parted the court,and retired home to his countrey, which he could 
not doe without ſpeciall licence from the king, and yet to craue the 
ſame at his handes , his hi art would not ſcrue him. Il theſe mur- 
mures and complaintes a hich he ſecretly made, were tolde the kig 
and therfoze the king commaunded him one day, to be called bee= 
foze him, vnto whome he ſayd: Ariobarzaues youre grudging cõ⸗ 
plaintes and cnutous quarels , whyche you brute behinde wp 
backe th:oughout my Courte , and pour continuall rages ou- 
tragioully pꝛonounted, thꝛough the very Windowes of my Pa- 
lace haue pierced mine eares, whereby F vnderſtand þ thing which 
hardly J would haue belcucd, But ret being a Pꝛinte aſwell in» 
clined to kauoure and quiet hearinge of all cauſes, as to credite 
of light repoztes,would faine know of you, the cauſe of pour com- 
plaints,and what hath moucd you thcrevnto. Foz reu be not ig⸗ 
noꝛant, that to murmure at the Peſan Aing, oz to terme him to be 
vnkinde, is no le ſſe offence than to blaſpheme the Eods immoztall, 
bicauſe by aunciẽt Lawes and Decrees they be honozed and woꝛ⸗ 
chipped 
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„ ſhipped as Gods, Ind among all the penaltyes conteyned in 
our lawes, the vyce of Jagratitude is moſte bytterlye cozrected, 
„ But leauing to ſpeake of the thzeates and daungers of our lawes, 
© JF pꝛay you to tell me wherin I haue offended you .F 52 albert that 
2 am a king, pet reaſon perſuadeti me, not to giue offence to anye 
© man, which if J houlde doe (and the Gods foꝛbid the ſame) J 
© ought rather to be termed a tyꝛante than a Ringe, Ariobarzanes 
i hearing the King ſpeake ſo reaſonably, was abaſhed, but yet with 
toute countenaunce he feared not particularly to remember the 
wooꝛdes which he had ſpoken of the king, and the cauſe whercfoze 
" he ſpake them. 

.. Wel(\aid the king) J percetue ) you bluſhnot at the woꝛds, ne yet 
* feare to reherſe the ſame vnto my face, wherby J do percetue and

& ©. ceiue, and be foxced to conteſſe that I am the ſame manne in dede, 
koꝛ curteſle and liberalitye whom thou indeuoꝛeſt to ſurmount · 
66 Then the king held his peace, A riobarzaues very reuercutly aud 
ſtoutlye made anſwꝛar in this manent.

The king vpon theſe wozdes roſe ,z 
vp t ſayd Ario-' arzanes,now it is no tyme to continue in further „ 
diſputation of this argument committing the determination and „ 
tudgement herof,to the graue deliberatiũ of my counſe! who at cõ ,, 
uenient leaſure aduiſedly ſhel accozding to the Perfian lawes and, 
tuſtomes conclud the ſame. Ind foz this pꝛeſẽt time ſax vntotte ,, 
that J am diſpoſed to accdpt the accuſation made agaynſte thee to,, 
be true, a confeſſed by thy ſelf. In the mean tyme thou ſhalt ri papꝛe,, 
into þ country come no moꝛt to the court til J commaund thee ,, 
Ariobatzanes receiuinge this anſweare of his ſoucrapne Loꝛde de 
parted and to his great contẽtation, went home into his coutreye 
mex- 
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merye, fo: that he ſhould be abſent out of the daylye light of his e⸗ 
nemies, yet not welpleaſed fo2 that the king hadremitted his cauſe 
to his Councell. 
Meuertheleſſe minded to abyde and ſuffer al Foztune,he gaue him 
ſelfe ts the paſtime of huntinge of Deere, runninge of the wylde 
Boꝛe, and flying of the Hauke. This noble Gentleman had two 
onlpe daughters of his wife that was deceaſed, the moſt beautiful 
Gentlewomen ok the countrey, the eldeſt of which two was peere⸗ 
leſſe and without compariſon, older than the other by one peare. 
The beauty of thoſe fapre ladies was bꝛuted thzonghout ß whole 
Begion of Perſia, to whome the greateſt Lozdeg and Barons of 
the countrey were great and impo2tunate ſuters, Me was not tn 
his countrey rellant the ſpace of fower monethes, which koꝛ ſalu: 
biitie of ayze was moſt holſome and pleaſannt,ful of loꝛdlike liber 
ties and Gentlemanlike paſtimes, aſwel to bee done by the hound 
as folowed by the ſpantiell , but one of the kingeg Baraulds ſente 
from the Court, appeared befoze him with meſſage to this effecte, 
ſaping vnto him: My Lozd Ariobarzanes,the King my ſouerayne 
Loꝛd hath commaunded you to ſend with me to the Court the fat- 
reſt of your two daughter g, fo: that the repoꝛte of their famoug 
' beautte,hath made him hardlie to belceue them to be ſuch,as com⸗ 
mon bꝛutte would fayne doe him to vnderſtand. A riobarzanes not 
well able to conceiue the meaning of the kinges com maundiment, 
reuolued in his mynde diuers thinges touching that demaund, e 
concludinge vpon one which fel to his remembꝛance, determincd to 
fend his younger daughter, which ( as we haue ſayde befozc) was 
not in beautye comparable to her elder ſiſter, whereupon her 
cauſed tbe mapden to be ſent foꝛ, and ſayde vnto her theſe woꝛdes: 
Daughter, the king my matſtcr and thy ſoueraigne Loꝛd, hath 
by his meſſanger commarmded me to ſende bnto him the fap2eſt of 
my daughters, but fo2 a'certaine reaſonable reſpect which at thys 
time J purpoſe not to diſcloſe , my mynde is that thou ſhalt goe, 
pꝛaping thee not to ſay but that thou thy ſelfe art ofthe twayne the 
kapꝛeſt, the concealinge of whiche mine aduiſe wil bꝛeede bnto thee 
(no doubt) thy great aduauncement , beſides the p2zoflte and pꝛo⸗ 
motion that ſhal accriue by that thy (itence : and the diſcloſing of p 
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fame map hap to engendꝛe to thy deere father his euerlaſting hin »» 
dꝛance, and perchaunce the depziuation of his lyfe : but if ſo be the ⸗ 
Ringe doe beget the with childe in anye wiſe keepe cloſe the ſame: >? 
And when thou ſeeſt thy belly begin to ſwell,that no longer it can »2 
be cloſely kept, then in conuentent time, when thou ſeeſt the Ringe 2» 
mertly diſpoſed.thou ſhalt tell the Ring that thy ſyſter is far moze »» 
beautifull than thy ſelfe,and that thou art the yonger ſiſter. The »» 
wiſe maiden well vnderſtanding hir fathers minde, and conceiuing 
the ſumme of his intent, pꝛomiſed to perfozmme his charge, and ſo 
with the Haraulde and honozable traine, he cauſed his Daughter 
to be conueyed to the Court. In eaſie matter it was to decetue the 
King in the beauty of that maiden. Foz although the elder daugh. 
ter was the faireſt, yet this Gentlewoman ſeemed ſo peereleſſe in 
the Courte,that without compariſon ſhe was the moſt beautifull 
that was to be found either in Courte 02 countrey : the behautour 
and ſemblance of whiche two daughters were ſo like, that hard it 
was to iudge whether of them was the eldeſt. Fo: their Father 
had ſo kept them in, that ſeldome they were ſeene within his houſe 
02atno time marked when they walked abꝛoade. The wife of the 
King was dead the ſpace of one pere befoze,foz which cauſe he de⸗ 
termined to mary the daughter of Ariobarzanes,who although ſhe 
was not of the royall bloud, yet of birt ſhe was right noble. Whẽ 
the Ringe ſawe this Gentle woman, he judged hir to be the fatreſt 
that euer he ſaw oz heard of by repoꝛt, whom in the pꝛeſente of his 
noble men hee ſolemnly did marry, and ſent vnto her father to aps 
poynct the Do wꝛp of his married Daughter out of hande, and to 
returne the ſame by that meſſenger. When Ariobarzancs heards 
tell of thys vnhoped mariage, right joyfull fo2 that ſucceſſe, ſent 
vnto his Daughter the Dowꝛy which he had pꝛomiſed to geue to 
both his Daughters. Many of the Court did mat uell, that the 
Kynge beinge in aged yeares woulde mary ſo yongue a mapden, 
ſpecially the daughter of his Subtect, whom he had baniſhed krõ 
the Courte. Some p2ayſed the Ringes Diſpoſition foz takinge 
hir whom he fanſled : Ech man ſpeakynge his ſeucrall mynde ac · 
codynge to the dyuers cuſtomes of men 898 
. there 
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there were diuers that moued the Ringe to that mariage, thereby 
to foꝛce him to conleſſe, that by takinge of the goods of Ariobarzae 
ves; he might be called Courteous and Liberall, The mariage 
being tolemntzed in very ſumptuous and pzincely guiſe, Ariobar- 
zanes ſent to the Ringe the like Dowꝛy which befoze hee had ſent 
him koꝛ mareage of his daughter, with meſſage to this effect / That 
foz ſo mutch as hce had Aſſigned to his Daughters two certayne 
dowꝛies to mary them to their equal feeres, and ſeeinge that hee 
which was without exception, was the huſbande of the one, his 
duety was to beſtow vpon his grace, a moze greater gift, than to 
anp other which ſhould haue bene his ſanne in lawe, But the king 
would not receiue the increaſe of his dowzy deeming himſelfe wel 
ſatiſfled with the beauty and good condictons of his new ſpouſe, 
whom he entertayned and honozcd as Queene. In the meane time 
ſhe was with childe with a Donne (as after wat des in the birth it 
appeered) which ſo wel as ſhe coulde ſhe kept cloſe and ſecret, but 
 afterwardes perceiuinge her Belly to waxe bigge, the greatneſſe 
whereof ſhe wag not oble to hide, beinge vppon a time with the 
kinge and in famiſtar diſpozte, ſhe like a wiſe and ſobze Lady in · 
duced matter of divers argumẽt, amonges which as occaſton ſer · 
ued, che diſcloſed to the Ring, that ſhe was not the fax zeſt of hir fa- 
thers daughters, but hir elder ſiſter moze beautifull than ſhe. The 
King hearing that, was greatly offended with Ariobarzanes, foz 
that he had not accompliſhed his commaundement: and albeit hee 
loued well his wife, get to attaine the effect of his deſtre, he called 
his Haraulde vnto him, whom he had firſt ſent to make requeſt foz 
his wyfe, and with him returned agayne his new maried Spouſe 
vnto her father, commaunding him to ſay theſe woꝛdes: That foz 
fo mutch as he knew himſelfe to be vanquiſhed and ouercome by 
the Ringe dumanity, his grace did maruell, that in place of Cur- 

| teſle, he would vſe ſutch contumacy and diſobedience, by ſendinge 
ex vnto him, not the katreſt of his daughters which he required, but 
| ſutch as he himſelfe liked to ſcnde. Þ matter no doubt woꝛthp to be 
ſharpely puniſhed and reuenged. Foz which cauſe the Ringe bes 
inge not a litle offended, had ſent home hts daughter agayne, and 
willed hem to ſende his eldeſt daughter; and that he had returned 
the dow» 
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the dowzy which he gaue with his yonger. Ariobarzanes rectyued 
his daughter and the dowzy with willinge minde, and ſayd thel ſe 
woꝛds to the Harauld: Mine other daughter which the Ring my 5 
Soueraygne Lo2d requireth,tg not able p2eſently to go with thee, ,, 
bycauſe in hir bed ſhe lieth ſicke, as thou mayſt manifgſly percetue A 
tf thou come into hir chamber : but-fap vnto the king} that vppon ,, 
me tayth and allegtaunce fo ſoone as the is recouered, I will ſende , 
hir to the court. The Haraulde ſeeing the mayden lye ſicke on her 
bed weake and Impotent, not able to trauel, returned to the king, 
and tolde him of the ckneſle of the eldeſt Daughter of At iobar- 
zanes,wherewWithal! beinge ſatiſũed, he attended the ſucceſſc of his 
deſired ſute. The Gentlewoman no ſooner beinge recoucred, but 
the tyme of the others childbirth was come, which bꝛought foꝛth a 
goodly Boy, both the Mother ſalfely bꝛought to Bed, the childe 
ſtrong and luſp. Whych greatly contented and pleaſed Aricbar⸗ 
zancs, and the greater grew his top thereof, foz that hee ſawe the 
Chiide to be like vnto the kinge his Father. Ind by that time the 
yong Gentlewoman was ryſen ſrom her childbed, the ſiſter was 
perfectly whole, and had recouered her fozmer hiewe and beauty, 
both which beinge richely apparelled, Ariobarzaues with an hos 
nourable trayne, ſent vnto the kinge, inſtructinge them firſt what 
they ought to ſap and do. When they were arrtucd at the Courte, 
one of the pzyuy Chamber aduertiſed the king that Ariobarzanes 
had not one ly ſent one of his Daughtes, but both of them, The 
Kpnge hearinge and ſeeinge the liberalyty of Aricbarzanes, acccp 
ted the ſame tn gractous part, and determined foꝛ that his curtcs 
fle,to vſe him with ſutch pꝛincely liberality, as he Could be foꝛced 
to conkeſſe himſelf ouercome. Ind bcfoze the meſſanger which had 
bꝛought the yong Gentle womã dtd departe, he cauſed to be called 
befoze him his only ſõne called Cycu :, do who he ſapd : Bycauſe „ 
Cyrus the time of thy peares bee ſutch, as mecte they be to match ,» 
the in Mariage, fo: hope J haue to ſee ſome Pꝛogenp pzoceede of „ 
thee befoze J die, my minde is p thou ſhalt mary this goedly Gen ,, — 
tlewomã here, p ſyſter of my Wyfe. To which hys Fathers Heſt, „ 3:2 
the yong Gentlemã willingly aſſẽted. Thẽ ß Kyng toke agayn his AED | 
F C2 owne, * 
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- owne,and oꝛdayned a royall feaſt, foz the mariage of his Sonne, 
which was celebzated and done with graet triumph and ſolemni⸗ 
tp, continuin ge the ſpace of. 8. dayes, A: iobarzanes hearinge theſe 
good newes, would not yet acknowledge himſelfe to be ouercome, 
and ſeeinge that his purpoſe was-nowe bzought to an extremity, 
determined ſend the little childe, a little befoze begotten of hyg 
daughter, to the Ringe, which ſo reſembled the Ringes Face and 
Coantenaunce as was poſſible, Ind therefoꝛe cauſed a Cradle to 
bee made of the faireſt Juozy that was to be gotten, emboſſed and 

. garniſhed with pure Golde, Þdozned and ſet wyth moſt pꝛecious 
Stones and Jewels, wherein he cauſed the childe to be placed, and 
couered wyth rich clothes of krneſt Sold, and Silke, and together 
wich the Mourice, accompanied with a Pompous trapne ot Gen- 
tlemen. he ſent him to the Ringe, the very time that the ſolemne ma⸗ 
riage ſhould be celebꝛated. Ind the King beinge in his great Hall, 
which was hanged with maruclious rich and coſtly Arras, atten- 
ded vpon with a great numbꝛe of his Barons and noble men, hee 
that had the charge of the conduction of the child, vpon his knees 
p2eſented the ſame befoꝛe him, lyinge in the Cradle. The King and 
tie Noblemen,meruclling what t at did meane expected what the 
Meſlenger would ſay, who holding the Cradle by one of the Pos 

te mels,ſayd theſe wozdzs ; Moſt renoumed and victozious Pzince, 
« in the behalfe of Ariobarzanes my Lo2de and your Subiect moſt 
« humbly I pꝛeſent vnto pour maieſtp, with al Submiſſion and Re⸗ 
ce uerence, this gift, Ind my ſayd Loꝛd doth rendze infinite thankes 
«« bnto your h:ghneſſe, fo: the great Curteſte it hath pleaſed you ta 
ec vſe, by vouchſafinge to entertapne him into your Alltaunce. Foz 
ce which not to ſeeme vnmindkull, this pꝛeſent ( and therewtthallhe 
ce opened the Cradle) by mee hee hath ſent vnto your mateſty,WhE 
the Cradle was difcouered, there apeared a goodly pong Chylde, 
Smilinge and Laughing vpon his father, the toyfulteſt Ngyt that 
euer his father ſawe, and ſo like vnto him, as the halfe Moone is 
lpke the pꝛopoꝛtton of the reſt. Then euery of the Standers by 
began to ſav hig minde touchinge the reſemblaunce of the Chylde 
to hys Father, hardily pꝛoteſting the ſame without doubt to be his 
owne. The Kyng could not be ſatiſfied with the ſight of his child. 
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by reafon of the great delight he had to look? vpon him, and of the 
general opinion whych all men auouch d touchinge his lykeneſſe, 
The Chylde agayne vpon mon retopce made vpon hym, but 
ſpectally of hys Father, pʒeaty motiong and ſweete laugh⸗ 
inges, repꝛeſentinge two imilinge pyttes in his ruddy Cheekes, 
trowed many ty nes vpon his Father, toyinge vp and downe hys 
tender handes. Tfterwardes tue Ryuge behelde the woꝛkmanſt ip 
of that ſumptuous cradle, and demaunded whereof the ſubſtaũce 
was. Unto whom the Meſſenger diſcribed the Yyſto2y and whole 
content of that incomparable Jewel. Who hearing that diſcourſe, 
cauſed the Queene to be called foꝛth, and by her was further cer- 
tifted of her fathers Moble diſpoſition,wyth exceeding contentati⸗ 
on, and wonderfull retopce,he receyued the little Chylde, and con- 
keſled hym ſelfe in maner vanquiſhed. NotwythNandinge,ſeewing 
to be thus ſurmounted, he thought if he did not ſurpaſſe this Cut⸗ 
teſy,hts Noble and Pꝛincely minde ſhould be diſgraced. Where · 
foze he determined to vſe a kynde of Magnenimitp, thereby epther 
to ouercome A: iobarzanes, oʒ eiſe hauinge apparant occaſſon alto⸗ 
gether to fall out and to conceyue a moztall malice agaynſt hym. 
The Aynge had a Daughter of the age of 21. peares a very 
fap2e and comely Lady (accoꝛdinge as her Royall education end 
puncely bꝛinginge vp required) whom as et he had not matched 
in mariage, meaninge to beſtowe her vppon ſom e Kynge oz great 
Monarch with a dowꝛy of Ten hundꝛed thouſand Crow nes. be · 
ſides the pꝛyncely and great coſtly Ipparell and Jewells, whych 
her owne mother ly inge vppon her deaty Bed did bequeathe her. 
The Kpynge then purpoſinge to excel! Ariobarzanes, mynded by 
touplynge hym wyth hys Daughter, to make hym hys Sonne in 
lawe: Whych to a Lady of Royall Linage, appeareth ſome deba⸗ 
cinge of her noble bloud, to be matched with a man of inferiour 
by:th. The lyke to a Man how honourable fo euer he be can. 
not chaunce, if he a Wyle ok Degree neuer ſo Baſe. Foz 
if hee bee bozne of Noble and Gentle kynte , hee doth Illuſ⸗ 
trate, and Pduaunrce the Woman whom he taketh, all be rt ſyce 
viere of the meancſt Trampe of the Poyulor ſozte, end tie 
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Noble and ofa gentle kynd, But a woman, although (hee be mot 
Noble, if ec bee married to hit inſti tour, and that hir huſbande 
bee not fo Meble, the chyldꝛen that hell be bozne of them {611 not 
teceiue the honour of the mothers ld ek, dut the Nate of the fathers 
lotte, and fo ſhall be vnnoble. Sutch is the Neuerence a Luthe; 
ritie of the Sexe cf man, where vpon doeth ryſe the comparyſon of 
the wyſe, which doth reſen ble the man vnto the Sunne, and the 
Woman to the oone. Foz wee ſce that the Moone of hir ſeife 
doth not giue light, ne pct can relde any bꝛightneſſe to the darkneſſe 
of the Might, i ſhe did not pertake ſome ſhining ofthe Sun, wo 
with his nue ly flamcs at times places, doth bꝛighten the Narrec, 
and meketh the Moone to ſhine. Euen ſo the Woman dependeth 
of the man, and of bym doth take hir nobility. The Eyng there 
fo:e thought the match not meete foꝛ Ariovarzanes to marry hyg 
Daughter, and feared he Gould incurre ſome blemiſh ol his houſe, 
But fo: all reſpect and feare of ſhame, the emulation whych hee 
had to be victoztous of his foꝛced curtclte, did ſurpaſſe. Where. 
koꝛe he ſent foʒ Ariobarzancs to coine bnto the Court. Who vpon 
that commaundement came. Ind ſo ſoone as hee was entred the 
Palace, he repapꝛed to do his rcuerence vnto the Ringe, of wi om 
he was welcomed with glad and topfull entertapnement. Ind sf- 
ter they had a whyle debated of diuers matters, the Kyng ſayd vn⸗ 
to him : Ariobarzanes, fo: ſo mutch as thou art without a Wyfe, 
we minde to beſtowe vpon thee a Gentle woman, which not onely 
wee well like, and loue: but alſo is ſutch a one, as thou thy ſelfe 
ſhalt be well contented to take. Ariobarzazes aunſwered, that he 
was at his commaundement: And that ſutch choyſe as pleaſed 
his Mateſly, ſhould very well content and ſattſcfie him. Then the 
Ayng cauſed his daughter, tn riche veſtures ſumptuoully attired 
to come befo:e him, æ there openly in pꝛeſence of the whole Court, 
commaunded d Ariobarzanes ſhould marry her. Which vo ſeeme y 
ceremonics being conſummate, Ariobarzanes ſhewed little top of p 
parftage,# in apparãce made as though he cared not foz his wyfe. 
The Nobles, and Gentlemen of the Courte wondzed to ſee the 
ſtraunge behautour of the Budegrootme, conlideringe the great 
humanity of their Pzince towardes his Dubiect, bytakinge him 
fo2 his 
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fo: his Father,z Donne in greatly murmured to ſe the 
ob Tracy a rudeneſſe of A0 nes, towards the Rynge and the 
Fapꝛe newe maried utch bla:ninge and rebukinge ys 
bnkinde d2meanour. MieBarzaues that dap fared ag thokg : hee 


were beſides himſelfe, Voydc of top and mirth, where all the rcft 
of the Courte ſpent the tyme in ſpoꝛt and Triumph, the Ladtes 
and Noble Women together with the Kynge andQueene tl;en:- 
ſelues, dauncinge and maſainge, vntul the time of Night did fozce 
ech Wyghte to Re e pꝛe to their Chaumbers. ot withſtendinge 
the Aynge did mare the Geſture, and Countenaunce of Ariobar- 
2anes, and after the Banket the Kynge in Solempne guiſe and 
great Pompe cauſed hys Daughter to bee accompanxed wyth a 
great Trapne to the Lodginge of Ariobarzanes, and to bee carted 
wyth hir, hir Pꝛyncelp Dowzy, where Ariobarzancs very Bos 
nourably receyued hys Wyfe, and at that Jnſlant, in the pꝛeſence 
of all the Moblemen, and Barons that wayted vpon the Eꝛide, 
hee doubled the Dowpy reteyued, and the ſame wyth the Ten hun 
dꝛed thouſand Trownes geuen hym by the Kynge, hee ſent becke 
agayne. This vnmtaſurcd Liberality ſcemed peſſunge Straũge 
bnto the Kynge, and bzedde in him ſuteh diſdar ne, os doubtful he 
was whether to pclde, 02 to condeume him to perpetuall Baniſh- 
ment. The kynge thought that the grratneſſe ot Ariobatzanes 
mynde was Juuincible, and was not avle paciently to ſuffer, that 
a Subiect in matters of Curteſte e Liberality, ſhould ſtill cõpare 
wyth his King and maiſter. Yerew:thal the King concetuing ma⸗ 
lice, coulde not tell what to ſay oꝛ do In caſy matter it was to per- 
ceiue the rage & furtz of the king, who was ſo ſozt diſpleaſed as he 
bare good looke & coũtenãce to no man. Ind bicauſe in thoſe deres 
the Perſian kings were honoꝛed @ reuerenced as Gods there wag 
alawe that when the king was dziuen into afurir oz bad concet - 
ued a tuſt diſplea ure, he ſhoulde mani feſt vnto hig Countetlers, 
the cauſe of hig anger, who afterwardeg by mature biugence ha: 
uing examined the cauſe and finding the kinge to be banuſtty di- PR 
pleaſed, ſhould ſeke mꝛaues of his appeaſing. But if they foũd hig * 
anger e diſpleaſure to bs iuſtly groũded, the cauſe of þ ſame, accu · Cad 
ding to þ quality of þ offfce,litle oꝛ great they ſhould puniſh, eyther 
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by Baniſhmtt oꝛ capital death. The ſentence of wh6 ſhould paſſe x 
be g2ongunced witho:1t appeale : Yowbeit Lawfull it was fox the 
Avnge to mittgate the pꝛoaounced ſentence, eyther in al,o2 in part, 
and to dimiſh che payne. 92 cicarcly to ſſople the party, Whereby 
it euident ly appeared, y the Counſe Sentence once determi⸗ 
ned, was very fuſlice. and the Kynges wyll if he pardoned, wag 
m2ere grace, and mercy. The &yng was conſtrapned by the ſta⸗ 
tutes of his kyngdome to diſcloſe vnto his Counſell the cauſe ot 
his diſpleaſure, which rarttcularſy he tecited. The Counſellerg 
when they heard the reaſons of the-Rynge, ſent foꝛ Ariobarzanes, 
of whom by due examination, they gathereb, that in diners cauſes 
he had pꝛouoked the Kpnges dyſpleaſure. Ifterwards the Loꝛds 
of tue Counſell, vpon the pꝛopoſed queſtion began to argue, by in- 
ueſtigation and ſearch whereof, in the ende they iudged Ariobar⸗ 
zanes woꝛthy to looſe hys head. Foꝝ that he would not onely com- 
pare, but alſo goe about to ouertoppe him in thinges vndecent, e 
to ſhewe himſelfe diſcontented with the mariage of his daughter, 
# vathankfull of the benefitcs ſo curteoully beſtowed vpon him. Þ 
cuſtome was obſerued amonge the Perfians, that in euery acte 03 
enterpꝛiſe, wherein the ſeruaunt cndeuozed to ſurpaſſe a vanquiſh 
his 102d and maiſter ( albeit the attempt were commendable and 
pꝛayſe woꝛthy) foz reſpect of want of duetp, oꝛ contẽpt to the Rop- 
ail Maieſty, he ſhould loſe his beſt ioynt. And foz better confirma- 
tion of their iudgement, the Counſellers alleaged a certapne diffi⸗ 
nitiue ſentence, regeſtred in their Chꝛonicles, whilom bone by the 
Ryngs of Perſia. The caſe was this: One of the Kyngs ot 5 
Begion diſpoſed to diſpoꝛte with certayne of his noble mẽ abꝛode 
in the Fields, went a Hauk ng, aud with a Faucon to fly at diuers 
game. Within a while they ſpꝛange a Hearon, and the Rynge cõ⸗ 
maunded that one of the Faulcons which was a notable ſwift g 
ſoaring Hauke, ſhould be cat of to the Hearon : which done, the 
Hearon began to mount and the Fanucon ſpeedely purſued, and as 
thc Hauke after many batings à intercourſes, was about to ſeaze 
vpon the Hearon, he eſpied an Egle The ſtoute Hauke ſeeing the 
Egle, gaue ouer the fearefull caron, c with ſwift light ewe tos 
warves 
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wardes the hardy Egle, and flercely attempted to ſeaze bpon her, 
But the Egle very toutly defended her ſelfe, that the Hauke was 
toꝛced to let goe hir holde. In the ende the good Hauke, with her 
ſharpe talandez,agayne ſeazed vpon the Egles neck, and wyth her 
beake ſtrake her llurke dead, where withall ſhe fel downe amid the 
company that wayted vpon the Ring. Al the Barons a Gentlemen 
highly c6:ncnded and pꝛayſed the Hauke, affirminge that a better 
was not in the woꝛlde, attributing vnto the ſame ſutch pꝛayſe, as 
they thought meete. The Ring koꝛ all the acclamations & ſhoutes 
of the traupe, ſpake not a woꝛde, but ſtoode muſing with himſelſe, 
and did nepther pꝛayſe noz blame the Hauke. It was very late in 
the eueninge, when the Faucon killed the Egle, and therefoꝛe the 
Ringe commaunded ech man to depart ts the Cictr. The next dap 
the King cauſcd a Goldſmith to make an exceeding fapze crowne 
of Golde, apt and meete foz the Falcons head. Ffterwards when 
he ſaw time conuentent,he 02dapned that in the market place ofthe 
Citty, a Pearche ſhould be erected, and adozned with Tapeſtry, 
Arras, and other coſtly furnitures, ſutch as Pꝛyntes Palaces are 
bedecked withall, Thither with ſound of Trumpets hee cauſed 
the Faucon to be conucyed, where the Ringe commaunded one of 
his noble men to place the Crowne vpon his head,foz pꝛice of the 
excellent p2ap atchicucd vpon the Egie. Then he cauſed the hang- 
man 02 common executionei of the Citty, to take the Crowne fr 
the Faucons head, and with the Trenchitſwozd to cut it of. Up. 
pon theſe contrary clfectes the beholders of this ſight were ama 
zed, and began diuerlly to talk thereof. The Ring which at a win- 
dow ſtoode to behold this fact, cauſed ſilẽce to be kept, and ſo ope⸗ 
ned his pꝛincely voice. as he was wel heard ſpeaking theſe woꝛde: 
There ought (good people ) none of you all to Murmur and 
grudge at the pꝛeſent fact executed vpon the aucon, bycauſe the 
ſame is done bppon good reaſon and tuſt cauſe as by pꝛoceſſe of 
my diſcourſe you ſhall well percepue. J am perſuaded that it ts þ 
office and ducty of every magnantmous pꝛince, to know the valoz 
and difference betweene vertue and vice, that all vertuous actes 
and worthy attempts man be honoured, and the contrary chaſtiſed 
and puniſhed, othet wize he 3g not wozthy of the name of a Ryng 
»Ph᷑ꝛence, 
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Pzpnce,but of a cruel and trapterous Tyꝛant. Foz as the Pzince 
beareth the title by p2incipality and chiefe, ſo ought his life chicfly 
to excell other, whom he gouerncth and ruleth The bare title and 
dignity is not ſufficient,if his conditions and mod: ration be not 
to that ſupꝛeme ſtate equiualent. Full well J knew and did conft- 
der to be in this dead Faucon,a certayne generoifty a ſtoutneſſe of 
minde, ioyned wpth a certayne flerce actiuity and nimblencſſe,foz 
which J Crowned and rewarded hir wyth hys golden Garland, 
bycauſ; of the toute laughter which ſhe made vpon that Myghty 
Egle, wozthy foz that ſolemne guiſe. But when J confidercd how 
boldly and raſhely ſhe aſſaylcd and killed the Egle., which is hir 
Nacene and Mayſtreſſe, J thought it a part of Juſtice, that foz 
hir bold: and vncomely act, ſhe ſhoulde ſuffer the payne due to hir 
deſerte. Foꝛ vnlawftul it is fo2 the ſeruaũte, and vnductiful foꝛ the 
Subiect, to imbzue his handes in the bloud of his Soucraygne 
Loꝛd. The Faulcon then hauinge llayne hir Queene, and of all o- 
ther Birdes the Soueraygne, who can with reaſon blame me fox 
cuttinge ofthe Faucons head ? Doubtleſſe none, that hath teſpect 
to the quiet ſtate betweene the Pꝛince, and Subiect. 

This example the Judges alleaged againſt Ariobarzanes wh 
they pꝛonounced ſentence - Ind applyinge the ſame to him, oꝛdey⸗ 
ned that firſt Ariobarzanes, foz his Magnanimity and liberal cur- 
telle ſhould be Crowned wyth a Laurell Garland foz the genero. 
ity of his minde # exceedinge curteſſe,but foz his great emulation 
earneſt endeuour, and continuall dyuice to contende wyth hys, 
Pzpnce, and in Liberality to ſhew him ſelfe fupertoz, byſNdes the 
mutteringe ſpeech vttered agaynſt hym, his heav onght to be ſiri · 
ken ok. Actobarzanes beinge aduertiſed of thys ſevere Con- 
demnation, hee purpoſed to ſuſfarne the Nenemous Darte of 
Foztyune, as hee had endured other Bzuntes of that Enutoug 
inconſdant Lady, and in ſutch mauer bchaued and directed his 
Geſtes, and Countenaunce, as no SDygne of Choler 02 Dyſ⸗ 
payze appeared in him, onely Pꝛonouncinge thys Sentence with 
foyfull Cheare in the pꝛeſence of many. Glad J am that at 
length there reſteth tu me ſo mutch to be liberall, as J employ 

my life 
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my lyfe and bloud, to declare the ſame tomy Houeraygne Loꝛde, 

which right willingly J meane to do, that the Woꝛid may know, 

how I had rather loſe my lyfe, than to taynt and geue ouer in mine 
accuſtomed liberality. Then callinge a Notary vnto him, he made 
his Wyll ( foꝛ ſo it was la wfull by the Perſian lawes) end to his 
Wypfe, and Daughters hee tncreaſed their Dowzies, and to his 
kinſtolke and freendes he bequeathed diuers rich and bountifuil 
Legacies, To the Kpng he gaue a great number: ot moſt pꝛecious 
Jewels. To Cycus the Kings ſonne, and his by mariage (beſides 
a great maſſe of money) he bequeathed all his ar:nure, end Wea⸗ 
pons, with all his inſtruments (oz the warres, «nd his whole ta- 
ble of hozſſe. Laſt of all he ozdapned,that if (perhaps) his wyfe 
ſhould be found with chy lde, and bꝛorght to Wed of a Sonne hee 
ſhould be his vniuerſall heyꝛe: But if a Woman chyite, to haue 
the dowzy that his other daughters had. The reſt of his goodg 
g cattel he gaue indifferentlp to al.z. cqually to be d tuided. He pꝛo ; 
uided alſo, that all his ſeruantts accoꝛdinge to their degree, ſould 
be rewarded. The dap befozc he ſhould be put to dtath (accoʒding 
to the cuſtome of Perſia ) his pꝛayſes aud valteunt factes, as wel 
by Epitaphes Fred vpon poaſts, as by pꝛoclem ation, were genes 
rally ſounded th;ovghout the Realme, in ſuteh wiſe as ech wigyt 
judged him to be the moſt liberall and noble perfonage that was 
in all the Countrey, and in the bozders confininge bpcn the fame, 
Ind if there had not bene ſome enuiors perſons necre the Ayng, 

which ſludie d a pꝛactiſi d his ouerth:zow, al other would haue dee 

med him bnwozthy of death. Suich is the enuy f the n alictouſlp 

diſpoſed, that rather than they would ſce their equals to be in 

better eſtimation with the Pzynce then themſelucs, ſudy and 

deuiſe all pollicy eythcr by flattery oz falſe ſurn-1fe to bzinge them 

indiſcredite,o2 to pꝛactiſe by faiſe A ccuſation, their viter ſubuer⸗ 

ſion by Death oz Baniſhement. 

But whtles Ariobarzanes was diſpoſinge his thinges in oꝛder, 
hig Wyfe and Daughters with his Friends and Couſins, were 
affected with great ſoꝛrow day and night, complayning fo: the hea⸗ 
up ſtate of that noble Gentleman. The eight day beirg comic fo 
the Lawe allowed that ſpace to the condemned, le; diſpoſition of 
thetr things) 
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their thynges ) a Skaffolde was made by cõmaundement of the 
King, in the middeſt of the Market place, al couered w black cloth, 
e an other right ouer againſt the ſame with Purple & Sunk, where 
the Ayng (if he liſt) in the mids of the Judges ſhould tt and the 
inditement redde, judgement (by the Kynges owne mouth decla. 
red) houtd be excecuted, oꝛ if it pleaſed him, diicharge and aſſoyle 
the condemned. Ind the Kynge vnwillinge to be pꝛeſent, gaue to 
one of the eldeſt Judges, hys full power and authoꝛity. But pet 
ſozrowtul that a Gentleman ſo noble and valtaunt, his father and 
ſonne in lawe, ſhould fintſh his life with a death ſo hozrible, would 
needes that mozning: be pꝛeſent himſelfe at that execution, as wel 
to ſee the continent and ſtoute ende of Ariobarzane+,az allo to take 
oꝛder fot his deliuer When the time was come Ariobarzanes by 
the Sergeante and Garde was bꝛought vnto the Skaffolde, and 
there Jparelled in rich Neſtures, the Laurel Cro vne was ſct on 
his head, and ſo continuinge foꝛ a certayne ſpace, the garment and 
Crowne was taken of agapne together with his other Apparell. 
The Executioner attendinge foꝛ commaundement to do his office, 
and lifting vp his ſwoꝛde to do the kact, the King deſtred to ſee the 
countenaunce of Ar1obarzanes, who neuer chaunged Coloure fox 
all that terrour of death. The Ring ſeeing the great conſtancy and 
'fnyincible minde of Aciobarzanes , that it ts not Þ , which haue 
wzoughte thy condemnatton,ne yet by enuious deſpꝛe haue ſyught 
thy bloude.tob:yag: thee to thys cxtremity. br it hath bene thy ill 
dtſoꝛdꝛed life, and the ſtatutes of this Realme, which haue found 
thee guiſty,and thereupon ſentence and death p:0nounced,a"d ex- 
ecution now ready to be done, and the miniſter ready to aduaunce 
his arme, to play the laſt acte of this Tragedy: Ind yet foꝛ that 
our holy lawes doe gene libert» that J may aſſoyle and delyuer 
whom J lit, and them reſtoꝛe to their founer ſtate, if nowe thou 
wilt acknowledge thy ſelſe vanquiſhed and ouercome, and accepte 
thy lyte in gratefull part, J will pardon thee, and reſtoze thee to 
_thpne vffpces and pzomotions . Arivbarzanes, hearyng theſe 
woꝛdes, kneeled vowne wpth hys Heade declened, and expecting 
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tothe A inge, perceyning his malice not fo ſoze bent agaynſt hem 

as the enuy and malice of his ennemies deſited, he determined to 

pꝛoue and vſe the pitiful liberaluy and fauour of his Doueraigne 

Loꝛde, that his Foes by his death might not Triumph, ne pet at- 

tayne the thinge, koꝛ which ſo longe they aſpired. Whercfoꝛe in re- 

uerent wyſe kneelinge befoze his maieſiv, with aNout and perfect 

voyce ſayd theſe woꝛds : Moſt vyctoꝛious & mercitull ſouerat gne »» 
Lozd, in equail woꝛſhip and honour to the immoꝛtall Gods, ſith »» 
of thy abundant grace and mercy it hath plcaſed thee to graunt » 
me lyfe, I vo moſt humbly accept the ſame, which if I wyſt ould »» 
be pꝛolonged in thy diſgrace and w2ath,could not be pleaſaunt vn⸗ »» 
to me, and therefoze do confeſſe my ſelte in curtefſe and liberality : 
altogether ſurmounted & ouercome. J moſt humbly then do geue >» 
thee thankes foz pꝛeſeruation of my lyfe, hopinge hereafter to em- 2» 
ploy the vitermoſt of myne endeuour foꝛ the benefite and honour +» 
of thy Crowne and dignity,as readyly and without ſupplication 2» 
made in my bchalfe,thou haſl voucheſafed to reſtoze the ſame. Ind . 
fith thy clemency hath remucd me thyne humble vaſſall, I beſcech »» 
thy maieſty to gtue me leaue to ſay my minde, truſtinge thereby to »» 
do thee to vnderſland the effect and cauſe of that nip fozmer p2e- »» 

ſumprion. The Ringe made ſignes that he ſhould ariſe and boldly .» 
ſpeake the ſumme of his deſite. When he ſtoode vp, lence was »» 
pzoclaymed : who then began to ſpeake theſe wo:deg'T wo things ⸗ 
there be,( moſt ſacred Pzince ) which doubtleſſe do Beſemble the »» 
raging Waues of ſurginge Scas and the mutability of vnſta- »» 
ble windes, and yet great is the folly of an infinite numbꝛe, which »» 


imploy their whole care and diligẽce to the purſute thereof./Theſe . 


two thtnges whereof J ſpeake. and beſo deerely beloued of flatte- »» 
ring Courtiers, are the grace and fauour of their ſoueraygne lozd, »» 
and the luringe loue of Tmoꝛous Dames: whych two do fo of- . 
ten beguyle the Courtly Gentleman that in ende, they engender »» 
nought eiſe but repentance. 2nd to begin with the loue of Ladies, ,z 
they, as by common experience is y2oued, moſt commonly do re- ,- 
cline to their Jnfertoug. It is dayly ſcene by to mutch vnheppy /» 
pꝛoofc, that a vonguꝛ Gentleman by Byzth noble, and otherwyſe „ 
riche, vertuous, and indued with many goodl; gofts, hall chooſe à „ 
wozlhip

= woꝛſhip one for his ſoueraigne Lady and mat{treſſc, and her ſhall 
« ſerue and honour with no leſſe fapth and fidelity then is due tothe

e: uice all the poſſible power and trauell he is able to ds, a1 pet ſhe 
« in diſpite of all his humble endeu2ur, ſhall :tnbzace an other vorde 
« of all vertue, makynge him poſſeſſour of that benefite after which 
« the other ſcelieth, and ſhee not longe conſtant in that minde, aticrs 
« wards wil attend to the firſt Suter, but in ſatch mouable and diſ⸗ 
ce dapnfull ſozt, as the wandzing ſtaries (thꝛough their natural in. 
te ſtability) be nioued to a fro, and him in the ende will ſutfꝛe ta fall 
ce headlong into the bottomleſſe pit of diſpay2?: and to him that aſs

« aduiſe and counſell, when ſuche fauored perſon ſhall emplore his

et vatne ok his loꝛd is chãged a an other without defert which neuer 
te carked to win good will, is taken tn place, cheriſhed as though hee 
e had ſerued him an hundzed yeares befaze: and he that was the ſirſt 
te miuion ofthe Tourte in greateſt grace and eſtunation, is in a mo. 
« ment dilpyſed,and out of all regarde. In other, within fewe dayeg 
tr alter, hall ſupplie the place of the other twatne, verye dyligent and 
« careful to ſerue a man trained vp in Courtly exerciſe, whoſe mind 
r full mind ſhall bee ſo caring ouer his loꝛds vffayers, as vpon the 
« {afegard a pzeſerustion of his owne life. But all his labour is em⸗ 
«c ploped in vayne and when the aged dayes of his expired life ap-

, ecwhich way the poynaunt bittes of Enuy can be auoyded. The 
et pꝛoude man in Courte, the arrogant and ambitious, the lofty min⸗ 
te ded Foole, moe eleuate and luſtie than Pꝛide it ſe lie, i reuerence 
cehet done to him, ik he be honoured, ik place be giuen to him , tf hee 
«be p2ayſed and gloꝛilled aboue the h:auens,tf thou humble thy 
eeſelke to him, by and by he will take thee to be his krend. an woll 
ee deeme thee to bee a curteous and gentle companion. Let the lacy- 
ee uious and wanton perſon giuen ts the pleaſures and luſt of wo · 
etmen, fixing his mind on nothing elſe but vpon fugitiue pleafures, 
er ik his loue bee not impeached,ne yet his wanton toyes repꝛoued, tf 
«he be pꝛayſed befoze his Ladie, he will euer be thy friend. The co · 
« tetous and gloutonous carle, it᷑ firſt thou make him quaffe a Me · 
ecdicine, and afterwardes byd hym to thy Table, the one and other 
ce diſeaſe ts ſpeedily cured. But foꝛ the enutous perſon, what Phi- 
ee licke can be ſought to purge his pelkiferous humour? Which if 
te thou go about to heale and cure, rather muſte thou remedye the 
tee ſame by waſting the life of him that is ſo poſſeſſed, than find cau- 
«les of recouerie. Ind who knoweth not ( mo? ſacred ꝛince)that 
et in your Courte there be ſome attached with that poiſoned plague 
te who ſeeing me pour mateſties humble vaſſall in greater fauourt 
ce with pour grace, than they. my ſeruice moze acceptable than theirs, 
tem pꝛoweſſe and exe rciſe in armes moꝛe woꝛthy than theirs, my 
« diligence moꝛe induſtrious than thetrs , my aduiſe and counſell 
et moꝛe auayleable than theirs, all mine other deedes and doings in 
te better Eſtimation than theirs : They J ſay, dallted in the Lap of 
te the cancred Witch dame Enuy, by what meanes are they to be re⸗ 
«c couered ? by what meanes their infection purged ?by what means 
« their mallice cured? Jf not to ſee me depꝛiued of your grace, ex- 
te belled frõ your court, # call headlonge into the gulfe of death ex⸗ 
ec treme ? Af Jſhould bzibe them with great rewardes,if J ſhould 
e honour them with humble reuerence,if I ſhould exalt them aboue 
te the Dkyes,if J ſhould employ the vttermoſt of my power, to do 
« them ſeruice, all fruſtrate a caſt away. They wil not ceaſſe to bꝛing 
te me into perill, they will not ſpar; to reduce me to miſerp, thev will 
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not ſicke to vmagin all deuyſes fo: myne anovance, when they »» 
ſee al other remedpe3 impotent and vnable This is the poiſoned »» 
plague which enuenometh all Pꝛinces courtes, This is the miſ⸗ „ 
chiete which de kroyeth all kynzdames . This is the monſter that »» 
deuoure all vectuous enterpipſe3 and offzndeth eche gentle ſpirfre »» 
This is the dim vale which ſo ouerſhadoweth the clerenes of the »» 
eyes as the bꝛig)jt beams of brit cut be ſene and fo obſcureth »» 
the equity of iuſtice, as rightfrom falſhode cannot bz diſcerned. »» 
This is the manifeſt cauſz thitbieadeth a rhauſand errozg in Þ »» 
woꝛkes of nen. Ind to dzaw nere to the effecre of this my tedioug »» 
talke, bꝛietlp, there is no vice in the wozlde that moze outragiouſiy „ 
corupteth Dzinces courtes, that moe vnfrendly vntmineth frend „ 
ſhips band, that moꝛe vahappely ſubuerteth noble heuſes, then ß. 
poyſone of Enuy. Foz he that enclineth his eares to the enuious »» 
perſon, he that attendeth to his malignant deuiſes, vnpoſſihle it 1g 2» 
fo: him to do any dede that is eyther good oꝛ bertuous. But to fi: . 
niche and end fo2 auoyding of wearines a not to ſtay your mateſty , 
from pour waighty affayzes, I ſay that the enupous man retoiccth . 
not ſo much tn his own good turnes no: gladdeth himſelf fo greatt „, 
lye'with his o une commodityes, a3 hee doth inſulte, and laugh at , 
the diſcomodtityes a hinderance of others, at whote pꝛofite @ gain „, 
he ſoꝛoweth and lamenteth. Ind to pnt out both the eyes of his cd »» 
panton, the enuious man careth not to plucke out one of his own, 
Theſe woꝛdes (moſt inuincible Pzince) J purpoſed to ſpeake in .» 
the pꝛeſence of your Mateſty befoze your gard and courtlyke train 
and in the vntuerſal hearing of all the people that ech wighte map / 
vnderſtand how J not of your mateſties pzctenced malice,o2 mine zz 
owne committed faulte, but thzough the venemous tongues of „ 
the enutcus fel into the lapſe of your diſpleaſure. This moſte ,, 
true oꝛatiũ of Ariobarzanes greatly pleaſed the noble P2ince, and ,, 
although he felt himſelf ſomwhat touched therwith and knowing „ 
itto beecertayn a true a that tn tyme to come the ſamt mighte pꝛo- 
fire all ſoztes of people, hee greatlye pꝛaiſed end exalted him in the,, 
preſence of all the aſſembly. Wherfoze Ariobarzaveshauing recoue,, 
red his lyfc confeſſed himſelfe to bee vanquiſhed and oucreeme by., 
the king, who knowing the valoure and fealiy of that noble Gen- 
D tleman 
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tleman and louing him with hattx eſfeetien, tauſed him to tome 
do wne from the mou ning ſct ſlolde, end to eflend the place where 
he was himſelfe, whom he imbꝛace d and kiſſt d, iu token that al diſ⸗ 
pleaſure was remitted. Tit his auncient offices were reſtozed to 
him ag ane. Ind fo2 his further aduauncement, he gaue him the 
cittyc of Paſſagarda where was the old monument of kinge Cyrus 
and made him lieuetenaunt generall of his realmts and domints 
ons cdmaundinge cuery of his ſubiectes to obey him as Himſclfe, 
And fo the kyng reſted the honourable father in law to Ario-arza« 
nes, and his louing ſonne by mariage crauing ſil in al his enter⸗ 
pꝛyſes, hig graue aduyſe and counſell. Ind there was neuer thing 
of any impoztance done, but his liking oꝛ dilitkinge was firſte de 
maunded. A riobarzauesthen returned into greatter grace and fa- 
uour of his foucrapne loꝛd than betoꝛe, and fo: his ſingular verti e 
hauing diſperced and boken the a; mes and melyce of all his enimi 
es, tf befoꝛe he were curteous and libeeal, after theſe ſo ſtoute ad⸗ 
nentures he became moze then pzincely in his dedes, and if ſomety 
mes he had done one curteous act now he doubled the ſame. 6 
But ſutch was his Magnanimitye, ſo noble were his indeuo:s, 
tempzed with ſuch meaſure and equanimity, as the whole woꝛlde 
clerely might deſerne, that not to contend with his ſouerayne lozde 
but to honour and ſerue him therby to expꝛeſſe the maieſtye of his 
Pꝛzince, he employed his goodes ond liuing al which thc kinge and 
koꝛtune had bountifully beſtowed vppon the: Who vntil his dying 
day famouſly mayntapned him ſeife in the good grace and fauour 
of his pꝛinte, in ſuch wyſe as the kyng moꝛe clerely then the ſhivig 
Sunnebeames,knew: Ariobarzanes to bee framed of nature fo2 a 
chꝛiſtalline mirrour of curteſte and liberalttpe, and that mozc eaſie 
it was to beretue the fyze of heate, and the Sonne of lighte then 
deſpoyle Ariobarzanes,ofhig glozious dedes , wherkoze he ceaſſed 
not continually to honour, exalt, and enrych him, that hee mighte 
vſe the greatter liberality, à nd to ſap the treuth, althoughe theſe 
twojvertues of curteſſe and Liberality be commendable in all per⸗ 
ſons , without the which a man truely is not he whereof hee beaz 
reth the name pet very fitting and meete fo2 euerpe ryche and wel⸗ 
thie ſubiect, to beware how he doth compare in thoſe noble vers 
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Ariſtotimus the Tyrant.

tleman his ſubiecte: In the other a duetteful obedience of a loving | 
vaſſal to his ſoueraigne Lozd and Paiſter. In both ofthe 5 v true 
fiqure of Libet ality iu liueſy orient colours deſcribed, 
Now a contrary plotte, grounded vpon extreame tiranny,fs offred 
to the vicwe,done by one Ariſtotĩimus and his clawbacks agatnite 
his hũble ſubtects of the City of Elis, ſtandyng in Peloponeſſu · , a 
cofitry of Achaia (which at this teme we cal More) CThta Ari- 
Da, ſtotimus 
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| Aotioous 2353 cruell, who by fauour of 
king Antigonus wan made Tyzan ot that City. Ind like a Ty 
ran gouerned his countrye by abuſe of his aucthoꝛity with newe 
wꝛonges, and ſtraunge crueltyes vexing and afflicting the poze 
Cityens. and all hys people . Which chaunced not ſo much foz 
that of himielt he was cruel and tyrannous, as fo: that his coũſel 
tours and chiefe aboute him were barbarous and vicious men, to 
whom he committed the charge of his kyngdome and the guarde. 
of his pcrſon . But amonges all his milchtekes wzongfully bone 
by him which were innumerable, one committed agaynſt Phelode 
mus (the ſame which afterwarde was the cauſe of the depriuation 
of his lyte and kingdome) is ſpecially reniembzed. This Philode> 
mus had a daughter called Micca that not onely fo; hir chaſt quali⸗ 
tyes and good condicious whiche vertuotiſiye flozithed in hir but 
fot her extteame and goodlyibeautpe, was in that citty of paſſing 
fame and admiration. | 
With this fapze maiden one ofthe Tyzants guarde called Lucius 
kel in loue, it it deſerue to be called loue, and not the rather, as the 
end ful wel declared, a moſt filthy and beaſtly luſt. This Lucius 
was derely beloued ofAriſtotimus, foz the ſiendiſh reſemblance F 
wicked nereneſſe of his vile and abhominable condictons:and ther 
koꝛe feared and obeted as the Tpzantes owne perſon. Foz which 
cauſe this Lucius ſent one of the yeomen of the kinges chamber to 
commaunde Philodemusat an appoputed hour al excuſes ſct apart 
to bzing his daughter vnto him, The parentes ofthe mayden hea- 
ring this ſodayne and fearful meſuage, conſtrayned by Tyr antes 
fozie and fatal neceſſity, after many tears and pittious ſighes, begã 
to perſwade their daughter to be contented to goe with him, decla 
ringe vnto her the rigour of the magiſtrate that hadd ſente foz hir 
the extremety that would be executed, and that ther was no other 
remedy but to obay. Alas how ſoze agaynſt their willes, with what 
trembling geſture, with what hozroz the good parentes ofthis tt 
der puſill were aftected, to conſider the purpoſe ok that dzeadefull 
meſſage, all dere fathcrs and naturall mothers can tell. But this 
gentle mayden Micca which wag of nature ſtoute , and pet vertu- 
ouſly leſfoned with ante good and holſome inftructions — 
infants 
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Inkfantes Age was Determined rather to Dye, then to ſuffer 
her ſelfe to be Defloured. This vertuous Mapden fell downe 
Pꝛoſtrate at her Fathers Fecte, and claſping him faſt about the 
Knees,louingly did pꝛap him, and Pttifully beſought hinymot to 
ſuffer hir to bee haled to ſo filthy and vile an office, but rather 
with the piercing blade of a two edged ſwoꝛd to kill her, that ther⸗ 
by ſhe might be rid from the violation of thoſe fleſhly and libidi⸗ 
nous varlets, ſaping, that if hir virginity were taken from hir,ſhe 
ould itue in eternal tepꝛoch and ſhame. As the father and daugh⸗ 
ter were in theſe termes, Lucius foz the long tariance and ,delaye , 
dꝛonke with the Wine of 1:chery, made impacient and furiou?, 
with curſed ſpeede poſted to the houſe of Puilodemus, and finding 
the matden pꝛoſtrate at her fathers feete,weeping,her heed in his 
lappe with taunting voice and th:eatning wooꝛdes commaunded 
pꝛeſently without longer delay he ſhould ryſe and goe with him. 
She refuſing his haſty requeſt,# crying out foz Fathers help. who 
(God wor) durſt not refit, ſtoode ſtill and would not goe . Lucius 
ſeeing hir refuſal ful of furte and pꝛoud diſdaine, begã furiouſly to 
hale hir by the garments , vpon whoſe ſtruggling he tare hir kir- 
tle and kurnitures of hir head and ſhoulders, that hir Jlablaſter 
Necke and boſome appeared naked, and without compaſſion tare 
and whipte hir fleſ) on euery ſide, as the bloud ranne downe, bea⸗ 
ting that tendꝛe fleſh of hirs with manifold and greuous blowes. 
O vile tirant, moꝛe wood and ſauage than the deſert beaſt 02 moũ · 
tatne Tigre. Could cruelty be ſo deepely rooted in the hart of man 
which by nature is affected wit! reaſons inſtinct, ag without pity 
to lay handes,and violently to hurt the tendze body of a harmleſſe 
Maidec?!Can ſuch inhumanity harboꝛ in any that bearcth aboute 
him the ſhape of man? But what did this martyzed matden foz all 
this fo:ce? Did ſhe yeld to violence, oꝛ rendꝛe hir ſelf to the diſpoſt- 
tion ok this mercileſſe man? No ſurely, But with ſo g+ cet ſtout⸗ 
neſſe of mind, ſhe ſuffred thoſe impꝛeſſed woundg, that no one woꝛd 
founding of ſoꝛrow, oꝛ womanly ſhziech was heard to ſound from 
hir delicate mouth · Howbeit the poꝛe father and miſerable mother 
at that rueful and lamentable ſight, moued with inward grief and 
natural pity,cried out aloude. But when they ſawe that neyther 
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playnt noꝛ fayꝛe ſpeech coulde deltuer their Daughter out of the 
hands of that cruell monſter, they began with open cryes and hoz- 
rible exclamatton to imploze helpe and ſuccour at the handes of 
the immoꝛtall Gods. thinking that they were vnwozthely pla⸗ 
ged and toꝛmented. Then the pꝛoud and moſt barbarous wzetch, 
moued a diſquieted by cholcrs rage a fume of chafinge Wpne, ſo⸗ 
daynly catched the moſt conſtant virgin by the hapze of the head, g 
in her fathers Lap did cut her white and tender thzote. O deteſta- 
ble fact right wozthy iuſt reucnge. But what did this vnfapth= 
full# cruell Tyꝛant Ariſtorimus, when by the bluſtering bꝛuit of 
peoples rage he heard of this vengeable murder, not only he ſhew. 
ed himſelke contẽted wyth the fact, but had him in greater regard 
than befoꝛe, & towards the which made complaint hereof, greater 
cruelty & miſchyefe was done g executed. Foꝛ in opt ſtreat, lyke 
beaſtes in the Shambles they were cut a hewed in pecces, which 
ſeemed'to murmur at thys bloudy & vnlawfull act: the reſi were 
baniſhed & expelled the Cytty. Eight hundzed of theſe exiled per⸗ 
ſons fled into Etoliaca p;cutnce adioyninge to Epirus, which now 
is called Albania.) Thoſe people ſo baniſhed out of thepz coun⸗ 
try, made inſtant ſute to Ariſtotimus to ſuffer Wyucg @ chyldꝛen 
to repap2e to them: bur thep2 ſuite was in bayne, their petictong a 
fupplycations ſcemed to be made to the deafe, and diſperſed into 
the wyndes, Notwtthſtandinge, within few dares after, he cauſed 
by ſound of trumpet to be openly pꝛoclaymed, 5 it ſhould be lawful 
foz the wpues & chyldzen of the baniſhed to paſſe wyth their bag⸗ 
gage and furniture to theyʒ huſtinds in I tolia. This Pzoclama- 
tion was exceeding toyfull to al the women whole huſbands were 
exiled, which at the leaſt by common repozt were the numbꝛe of. 6, 
hundzeds. Ind fo2 moze credite of that Pzoclamation,the wicked 
Ty2ant did oꝛdayne, that al the company ſhould depart vpõ a pze- 
fixed day. In the meane time, the toyful Wyues glad to viſit their 
pooze huſbands, pꝛepared hoꝛſe & wagon, to car theyꝛ pꝛouiſions. 
The appoynted day of their departure out of / City being come, 
all of them aſſembled at a certapne gate aſſygned foz their repayze, 
who þ time together reſo2ted with their little childzẽ in their hadg 
bearing vpon they: heads they: garmẽts and furnitures, ſome on 
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ſtates required: ij al things wer in a readineſſe ta depart, # the 
gate ot᷑ thꝛ City opened, they begi to iſſue foꝛth. They wer no ſoner 
gone out of the City walles, had left behind thẽ the ſotle of theyꝛ 
natiuitv, but the Tyꝛãts guard x Dergeits bꝛake vp6 the,z befoꝛe 
they were appꝛoched they cried out to ſtay z go no further vpo pain 
of they: liues. Do the poze amazed women, contrarry to the pꝛo⸗ 
mile of the Tyꝛãt, wer fozced to retire. Which ſodain coũtremaũd 
was ſoꝛowkul a woful vnto þ afflicted lock. But there was no re- 
medy, koꝛ pꝛocede they could not. The thoſe Termagãts # villains 
caught they hozſe by t he bzidles, dꝛoue back again theyr wagõs, 
pꝛicking the poze oxẽ 4 beaſts w they: ſpeares Jauelins, that hoz 
rible it is to repoꝛt Þ tyrany vſed towards mi e beſt, in ſuch wyſe 
as the poꝛe miſerable women (God wot)contrary to they deſpꝛes, 
were koꝛced in diſpyte of they: teeth to retourn. Som alack fell of 
they hoꝛſe wyth theyz little babes in theyz lappes,# were miſera⸗ 
bly troden vnder þ hoꝛſefee ie, z ouerrun l the wheles of þ wagõs 
they: bꝛains ⁊ guts guſhing out thꝛough the weight a coberice of 
p cariage, æ( which was moſt pititul) one of the not able to help an 
other, a much leſſe to reſcue they: yõg @ tendꝛe ſucking babes, the 
vyle ſergeãts koꝛcing ech wight with they: ſtaueg a weapõs mau⸗ 
gre theyꝛ deſlrous minds to reẽter the City. Many died by þ con⸗ 
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many gaſping betwene lit # death: but the greateſt ſoarr of the litle 
infants were llaine out of hand, and crutht in pyeces:thoſe whych 
remayned alyue, were cominytted to Pꝛyſon, and the goods which 
they caryed wyth them altogyther ſeaſed vpon by the Tyꝛant. 

Thys wycked and cruell facte was moſt intollerable and gree⸗ 
uous vnto the Cytyzens of Elis, Wherevppon the holy dames 
conſecrated to the God Bacchus, adozned and garnyſhed wyth 
they: p2yeſtly Garments , and bearyng in theyz Handes the 
ſacred myſterpes of they: God as Ariſftorimus was paſ- 
ſpng thzough the Streete garded wyth hys Douldyers and 
Men of Warre , wente in pꝛoceſſpon to fynde hem oute 
The Sergeauntes foꝛ the reuerence of thoſe religious womẽ diſe 
cloſed,# gaue the place to enter in'befoze the Tyzant.Ye ſetng thoſe 
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Women apparel'ed in that guiſe, and bearing in their hands the 
ſacred Bachanal myſteries, ſtoode ſtil. and with ſilence heard what 
they could ſay. But when he knew the cauſe of their appꝛoch, and 
that they wer come to make ſute foz the pooze impꝛiſoned women, 
ſodainly poſſeſſed with a diueliſh rage, with hozrible hurly burly, 
bitterly repꝛehẽded his garriſon koꝛ ſuffering thole women to come 
ſo neare him. Then hee commaunded that they ſhould be expelled 
from that place without reſpect, and condemned euery of them (foz 
their pꝛeſumig to int reat fo2 ſuch cal iue pꝛiſoners) in ii. Talẽts 
a piece. Atter theſe miſchicks committed by the tyzant!, Hellanicus 
one of the pꝛyncipal 8 beſt eſteemed perſons of the City, although 
that he was decrepite, and foꝛ age bery weake and feeble, cared not 
pet to aduenture any attempt, wheat ſoeuer, ſo it might extend to the 
deliucry of his countrey from the vnſpeakable tyꝛann of moſt cru- 
el Ariſtotimus. To this gray haired perſon, bicauſe he was of aged 
yeares votd of childꝛen which were dead, this tyꝛant gane no great 
hede ne yet emploied any care, thinking d he was not able to ratſe 
any mutine 02 tumult in the City. In the mean ſpace, the Citizens, 
which as J haue ſayd defoꝛe, were baniſhed into Etolia, pꝛactyſed 
amongs them ſelues to pꝛoue their Foꝛtune, and to ſeeke al meanes 
foz recouery of their countrev, and the death of Ariſtotimus Wher 
koꝛe hauing leuied & aſſembled certaine bands of Souldiers, they 
marched foꝛth from their banniſhed ſeat, and neuer reſted till they 
had gotten a place hard adiopning to their City, where they might 
ſafely lodge, and with great commodity and aduantage beſige the 
ſame, and expel the tyꝛant Ariſtotimus. As the banniſhed were in⸗ 
caniped in that place, many citizens of Elis daily fled fozth, æ toincd 
with them, by reaſdõ of which auxiliaries and daily aſſemblies, they 
grew to the ful numbꝛe of an army. Ariſtotimus certified hercof by 
his eſpials was bꝛought into a great chafe @ fury,# euen now be⸗ 
gan to pzeſage his fall and ruine. Tut pet meaning to fozeſee hys 
beſt aduantage , went vnto the pꝛyſon, where the Wpues of the 
bantſhed were faſt incloſed, and bicauſe he was of a troubleſome 
and tyzannical nature, he concluded with him ſelf rather to vſe 4 
intreat thoſe wiues with feare and thꝛeates, than with humanity 
and ſapze woꝛdes. Being entred the pꝛyſon, hee ſharpely and wyth 
great 
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great fierceneſſe commaunded them to wille vnto their buſbaddg 
that beſieged htm without,carneſtly to perſuade them to giue ouer 
theyz attempied warres:otherwyſe (ſayd heit ye do not follow the 
effect of my tommaundemẽt, in your own pzeſence J wil firſt cauſe 
cruelly to be llapne al your little Chidꝛen.tearyng them by piece 
mea le in pieces, and afterwardes J wyll cauſe you to be whipped 
and ſcourged! and ſo to dye a moſt cruel and ſhamefull death. At 
which flerce and tyꝛannycall newes, there was no one woman a⸗ 
mongs them that opened they: moutheg to anſwer him. The moſt 
wycked and vile ty2ant ſeing them to be in ſuch ſilence, charged the 
bpon theyꝛ liues to anſwer what they were diſpoſed to doe: But 
although they durſt not ſpeake a woꝛd, yet with ſtlence one behol⸗ 
ding eche other in the face, fared ag though they cared not foz hys 
th:catg,mo2e ready rather to dye than to obey his comaundement. 
Megiſtona th ( which was the wife of Timolion. a matt one aſwell 
fo: hir huſbands nobility as hir owne vertue, in great regard and 
ellimation, and the chief amongs all the Women, who at his com⸗ 
ming in would not riſe, but kepr her place, noʒ vouchſafing to doe 
any reverence 02 honoꝛ vnto hym, and the like ſhe bad the reſt· In 
this wyſe fitting vpd the ground which vnloſed tongue and liber 
ty of ſpeach, ſtoutly ſhe anſwered the tyꝛants demaund in this mi- 
ner: It there were in thee Ariſtotimus , any manly pzudence, wiſe- 
dome ,o2 good diſcretion, truly thou wouldeſt not con:maund vs 
pooze impziſoned women to wzite vnto our huſbands, but rather 
ſuffer vs to goe vnto them, and vſe moze moderate wozdes g meld 
behautour,than where with of late thou diddeſt entertaine u, by 
ſcoffing, mocking, crucils dealyng with vs, and oure poze childz#; 
and if now thou being voyd of all hope, doeſt ſecke to perſuade by 
our meanes likewiſe to deceiue our huſbands that be come hither 
to put they2 Lyues in Peryll foz our deliueraunce, Jaſſurethe 
thou vainly begileſt thy ſelfe , foꝛ wee hencefo2th do purpoſe nes 
uer to bee dectyued of the, wee require thee alſo to thinke a lled⸗ 
faſtiy belecue, that our huſbands heades bee not ſo mutch bewit⸗ 
ched with Folly,as deſpyſinge their Wyues and Chyldzen, Meg⸗ 
lecting their Ductyes towards them, wyll being in this fozwar⸗ 
dnelle, abandon their pzcſervation and geeue ouer the Liberty of 
therz 
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they2cofitrey. Think alſo that they little eſteme o2 wep ß regard of 
vs, a they childꝛt, in reſpect of the great cõtentation they (hal at⸗ 
taine by vnyoking the liberty of tbey2 countrey fro thy pꝛide @ in⸗ 
toller able bondage, which is wozſt of al, from that ty:anny which 
neuer people felt the like. Foz if thou were a king as thou art a ty- 
rant, it thou were a Gentleman boꝛne ot noble kind as thou arte a 
laue, pꝛocedyng from the deuil thou woulde'? neuer execute thy 
cnrſed cruelty againſt a feble kind, ſuch as womẽ be,s wereſt thou 
alone ioyned in ſingular cõbat with my valyit e dere beloued huſ⸗ 
band, thou durſt not hand to hand to ſhew thy kace:foꝛ cõmonly tt 
is ſeene, that the Courtly Buffyan backed on wyth ſuch mates as 
he is himſelk, careth not what attẽpt he taketh in hand, and ſtares 
with hapze vpꝛight, loking as though he would kil the deuyll, but 
when he is pꝛeaſt to ſeruyce ofthe fleld, and in oꝛder to encountre 
with his Pꝛynces foe, vpon the ſmall ſway by ſhocke oꝛ puſh that 
thauncech in the ight,hezis the firſt that taketh flyght, e laſte that 
ſtandeth to the face of hys ennimy. Such kind of man art thou, foꝛ 
fo long as our huſbands wer karre ot, abſent fro theyꝛ Coũ try, nct 
ableto rid vs krõ thy thꝛal. thou wꝛoughteſt thy malyce the againſt 
theyꝛ wyues at home, doyng the greateſt cruelty towar des ihem | 
ger: ſuckyng babes, that euer deuyl could do vpon the damned ſozt 
and now thou ſeeſt tht arrtued here vnder our coũtry walles, thou 
flyeſt, and ſeekeſt help at womens hands, whoſe power tf it ſerued 
them accoꝛding to their willes, would make the taſt the fruit of thr 
edmptted ſmart. And as ſhe would haue pꝛoceded further in hir li⸗ 
beraffalk the Captife tyꝛant not able to abyde any further ſpeach, 
' troubled beyond meaſure, pꝛeſently cõᷣmaũded Þ litle child of hir tg 
be bzought befoꝛe him, as though immedtatly he would haue killey 
him, ꝛ as his ſeruãts ſought hi out, mother eſpied hi playing a. 
mögs other childꝛen, uot knowinge koꝛ his ſmall ſtature and leſſ 
teres, wher he was becom, calling him by his name ſaid vnto hi: 
My boy come hither,$ firſt of al thou mayſt loſe thy life, to feele p 
pꝛoutłe E haue experiẽce ofthe cruel tyʒ anny wherin we be, foꝛ moꝛe 
grieuous it is to me to ſee the ſerue agaiſt þ nobility of thy bloud, 
thã diſmẽbꝛed # tozn in pieces betoꝛe my face Is Megiſtona ſtoutly 
4 vafearfully had ſpokẽ thole woꝛdg, d furious x an Fry tyꝛãt dꝛew 
fozth 
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fo:th his gliſtring blade out of the ſheath, purpoſing to haue llaine 
the gentlt woman, had not one Cilon the familiar freend of Ariſto- 
timus ſtapd his hãd, foꝛbidding him to cõmit an act ſo cruel, This 
Cilon was a farned # cofiterfayt frend of the Cyꝛant, very cdõuer- 
ſant with other his familiar frẽds, but hated him with deadly ha⸗ 
tred,@ was one of thẽ Þ with Hellan cus had conſpired againſt the 
tyꝛant. This Gentleman then ſceinge Ariſtotimus wyth fo great 
fury to waxe wood agapnſt Me giſtona, imbzaced him, and ſayd, p 
it was not the part of a gentleman pꝛoceeding from a Race righte 
honourable, by any mcanes to imbꝛue hys Bandes in Womans 
bloud, but rather the ſigne s token of a cowardly knyght, wherfoze 
he beſought him to ſtay his hands, Atiſtorimus perſuaded by Cilõ, 
eppeaſed his rage, a departed from the impyiſoned women. Not 
long oefter, a great pꝛodige & wonder appeared in this ſoꝛt: befoze 
ſupper the tyꝛãt and his wyfe withdzue themſelucs into their chã⸗ 
ber, and being there, an Egle was ſeene to ſoart cuer the tyꝛantes 
palace, and being aloft,by little and little to deſcend, end letting kal 
from her tallands a huge and great ſtone vpon the top of that thã⸗ 
ber, with clapping wings and fiping noyſe ſosred vp againe, fo far 
as ſhe was cleane out of ſight from them that did behold hir. With 
the rumoꝛ and ſhouts of thoſcthat ſaw this ſight, A riſtotimus was 
eppalled,and vnderſtanding the circumſtance of the chaunce, hee 
ſent fo: his diuine to declare the Ugnificatien of this Jugurpe, 
which greatly troubled his minde. The Southſayer bad him to 
be of good chere, foꝛ that it did poꝛtend the great fauour and loue 
which Tupiter bare vnto him. But the pꝛophet of the City whom 
the Cyttzeng had wel tryed and pꝛoued to be faithfull and truſty, 
manifeſted bnto them the great daunger that hong cuer the ty2itg 
head, ſutch as the lyke neuer befoꝛe. Che confcderats which had 
conſpired wyth Hellanicus, made great ſpeede to pꝛoſecute thepz 
enter pꝛiſe, a the ni xte night to kil the ipꝛant. The very ſame night 
Hellanicus dꝛeamed that he ſaw his dead ſonne to ſpeak vnto him 
theſe wooꝛdg: What meane you father thig long tyme to ficepe, J 
am one of pour ſonnes whom Ariſtotimus hath Cayne, know you 
not that the ſame day you attempt your enterpꝛyſe, you ſhalbe cap- 
taine a pꝛinte of your toũtt: By this viſlõHellanicus cdfirmed, xe 
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execute the benefit of their Country. That time Ariſtotimus was 
certified how Craterus the Tyꝛant of another Citty, with a great 
army, was comming to his ayde agaynſt the Baniſhed people of 
Elis, and that hee was ariued at Olympia a Citty vetweene the 
Mount Ofla, and the mountapne Olympus. With whych newes 
Ariſtotimus beinge incouraged, thought already that he had put 
to flight and taken the baniſhed perſons, which made him to aduẽ· 
ture hymſelfe abꝛoade wythout Guard oꝛ garriſon, accompanied 
only wyth Cilon and one oꝛ two of his familiar frendes, the very 
ſame time that the conſptratours were aſſembled to do the facte. 
Hellanicus ſeeing p time ſo conuentent to deliuer his beloued cofi- 
trey by the death of the traiterous Tirant,not attending any ſigne 
to begeuento his companions(although the ſame was concluded 
bpon) the luſty old man liftinge vp his handes and eyes vnto the 
heauens, with cleare and open voyce cried out to his companions 
and ſayd : Why ſtay yee, O my Citozens and louinge coũtrymen 
in the face of your Citty to finiſh this good and commendable act? 
At whych wozds, Cilon was the firſt which with hig bzandifhing 
blade killed one of thoſe that wayted vyon the Tirant. Thcafibu: 
bulus thẽ and Lampidus aſſapled Ariſtotimus, vpon w!;oſe ſodayne 
appꝛoche, he fled into the Temple of lupiter, where hee was mur⸗ 
dꝛed w a thouſand woũds vpõ his body, accoꝛdingly as he deſer⸗ 
ued. He beinge thus deſeruedly llayne his body was dꝛawen vp # 
do wne the ſtreetes, and pꝛoclamation of liberty ſounded vnto the 
people: Whereunto ech Wyght aſſembled, amonges whom the 
impꝛiſoned Women alſo bꝛake foꝛth, and reioyſed with their coun- 
trey deliuerers of that egregious ente rpꝛiſe, by fires and banketg 
outwardly diſcloſinge their exceedinge great ioy wythin, and in 
mid of their mirth the people in great thzonges and companies 
ranne to the Tyzants Palace, whoſe Wyfe hearinge the Peoples 
norſe, and certified of her 5uſoands death, incloſed her ſelfe in a 
chamber with her two daughters, and knowinge how hatefull ſhe 
was vnto the Citiʒẽs, ðᷣ a faſined coꝛd vpon a beame ſhe hong hir 
ſelfe. The chiber doꝛes beig bꝛok opt, the people viewed the hoz- 
rible light of the ſtrangled Lady, wherewtthall not mooued they 
tooke the two tremblinge Daughters of the Tyzant, and cary- 
ed them away, purpoſinge to Rauich aud Utolate the ſame, firſke 
to ſaciate 
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to ſactate their luſt with the ſpoyle of theire virginitye, and aſter⸗ 
wardes to kyll them ( thoſe Gentle womtn were verp beautiful and 
mariageable ) and as they were about to do that ſhamefull deede, 
Megiſtona was tolde thereof , who accompanted with o⸗ 
ther Patrons ſharpelye rebuked thetre furye ſapinge, that vn- 
comelp it were koꝛ them which fought to eſtabliſhe a ciuill ſtate, to 
do ſuch a ſhameles act as tyrants rage would ſcarce permit. Ups 
that noble matrong auctoꝛitye and interception, they ceaſſed from 
thetr filthy fact:and then the woman tooke the Utrgins out of the 
peoples handes, and bzought them into the chamber where there 
ſtrangled mother was. And vnder ſtand ing howe it was decreede 
that none of the tyꝛantes bloude (ſhould reſt a liue; ſhec turned her 
face to the two ponge Gentlewomen, and ſayde: The chiefeſt plea⸗ 
ſure which J can do vnto you,reſteth in this choyſe , that it ſhall »» 
be lauful foꝛ eyther of you to choſe what kind of death you lift ,! by »» 
knyfe 02 halter, if you wil to diſpatch your liues from the headles »»

any wiſe to beware by ſparing of her lit, to incur the beaſtip rage 
of the monſtruous people, which cared not to do ech vile and filthy 
act, buwozthy they: eſtate. The ponger ſiſter at thoſe woꝛdes, layd 
handes vpon the faſtencd coꝛde, and beſought hir tighte earneſſ ly 
firſt of al to ſuffer hir to die .Whercvnto the elder aunſwered: So 
long as it was lawfull fo2 me to liue and whiles we led our pʒzin⸗ 
celp time in our fathers courte, and both were free from cnimies ?? 
danger, all things betwene vs two were common and indifferent ?? 
wherefoze the Gods foꝛbid that now the gates of death be opened ” 
foz vs to enter, when with the Gholtes of our deere Ws " 
| ur 
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gur ſoules amids che intern all feldes be pꝛedeſtined to raunge + 
wander) that I oulde make denpall ot thy requeſt. Therkoze goe 
to good Iſter mine, and ſhꝛink not when thou ſeeſt the vglp face of 
her, that muſt conſume vs all. But pet dere ſiſter)the deadly ght 
ok thee befoꝛe mp ſelfe, will bzeede to me the woe and ſmart of dou: 
ble death. When ſhe had ſo ſayd, ſhe yelded the coller to her ſiſter, 
and counſelled hir to place the ſame ſo neere the necke bone as ſhee 

could, that the ſooner the halters foꝛce might ſtop her breath. 

When the vafearefull yonger ſiſter was dead, the trembling hads 

of the dꝛedleſſe elder maid vntted the girdle from her neck, couerig 

in comely wiſe her ſenſleſle coꝛps. Then turning hir ſelt to M egis · 

tona.ſhe hũbly p2ayd hir nat to ſucer their two bodies to be ſeene 

naked, but ſo ſane as ſhe could, to bury them both in one Earthlp 
graue, referring the frutes ok their virginity to the mould wherof 
they came . When he had ſpoken theſe woꝛdes, without any ſtay 
oz feare at all, with the ſelfe ſame coꝛde ſhe ſtrangled herſelfe and ſo 
ſtniched her fatal dayes. The guiltleſſe death of which two tender 
muydes there was none of the citizens of Elis(as I ſuppoſe fo tg! 
nee hearted and voyde of Natures foze , ne yette ſo wꝛothe 

a zapuſt the tyꝛant father but did la nent, as wel foz the conſtant 

Ktoatenes and manner of their death, as foz their maydentyke be 

hautoar and right honeſt petitiong made to that noble matrong

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The maruaylous courage and ambition of a gẽtle-· 
- vvoman called TANAQVIL, the Queene and 
vviſe of TARQVINIVSPRISCVS the fift Ro 
x man King vvith his perſuaſions andpollicy to hir 
, hul bande for his aduauncement to the Kingdom 
e her lyke encouragement of SERVIVS T V Lo 
LIVS wherein alſo is deſcribed the ambition of 
one of the li. daughter SERVIVS TVLLIVS 
theſixt Roman king, and her crueſty towards her 
owne natural father: with other accidents chaun- 
ced in the new erected common welth of Rome 
ſpecially of the laſt Romane King TARQVINI 
VS SVPERBVS who with murder aitcined the 
kingdom e, with murder mayuteined it, and by the 
murder and inſolent ly fe of his ſonne was with al 
his progeny baniſhed. 
The ſixt Noel, 


aus Marcius beynge the fourthe 
5 aeg (oftcr Romulus the firſt builder 
lh A doc that Cittye) there came to dwell in 
3 nome one Lucumo, a luſty gentlcm, 
ZE ryche and dellrous of honour, who de 
Y» Et termmed eo continue his habitation 
there. The ſame Lucumo was the ſon 
Fol one Demaraius, a Cozinthtan, that 
oz ſeditionfled his owne counttre, g 

ZE EEE dwe(lt in Hetruria amonge the ſtocke 
of the Tarquines. t᷑ after he was maritd be begat. iu. ſons on of thþ 
was this Lucumo, t᷑ the other was called Aruns. Luci mo was het 
re to his father, f c2þ Aru? died befqze lesuſg his wile gret child 
$ father not knowig.h hisdaughter i law was td child, geue nothig 


i his wil to his nephew;kfoz which cauſe tte child was 1 = 
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Egerius Lucumo being the ſole heire of his father, maried a noble 
woman named Tavaquil,and bicauſe theTbuſcans could not abide 
to ſee a ſtraunger grow to abundance of welth and anthozitie, ſhee 
deſpiſed hir owne countrey rather than ſhe would ſuffzr her huſ⸗ 
band in any wiſe to be diſhonoured . Wherfoze ſhe deuyſed to foꝛ⸗ 
ſake the Tarquinians and to dwel at Rome where the thoughte 
among that hozourable ſozte and new rerected ſtate that her huſ- 
band beyng ſtout and valiant ſhould attayne ſome place of rell. 
aunce. Foz ſhe ſhalbe called toremembzance that Fatius Þ Sabtae 
Numa, bo2ac of the ſtocke of Cureces and Ancus bzoughte fozthe 
by a Sabine woman all ſtraungers did rayne and became noble g 
mightye. Thus ambicion and delkre of honoureeaiy doth per · 
ſwade and deuyſe. Wherfoꝛe carying with them all their ſubſtãce 
they repaired to Rome. It chaonced when they came to la iculum, 
as he and his wife were ſitting in a Wagon, an Eagle hooueringe 
hir wings ouer Lucumo, ſodenly toe away his Cappe, which don 
ſhe ſoared ouer the Wagon with great fozce, then ſhe retourned as 
game, ag though he had bene commaunded by ſome Celeſtpall 
pꝛouidence, and aptly placed his cappe againe vpon his head, and 
then ſoared away vp intothe element. Tanaquil concetutug this ace 
to be ſome Augurie oz Pꝛophecie, being cũning in that knowledg( 
as commonly all the people of Hetrucia be)imbzaced hir huſband 
and willed him to be of good cheere and to cxpect great honour. 
And as they were pmagintng and conſulting vpon theſe euentes, 
they entred the City, and when they had gotten a houſe foz him 
his family, he was called Tarquinius Priſcus. His riches and great 
welth made him a noble man amonges the Romanes, and thzough 
his gent le entertainment and curteous behautoure , he wanne the 
good willes of many, in ſo much as his fame # good reporte was 
bzuted though out the pallace. Ft length he grew in acquaintice 
with the Ring him ſelfe, who ſeeing his liberall demeanoꝛ and due- 
gifall ſeruice, eſteemed him as one of his familiar and nere frends, 
and both in his warres and alfa at home he imparted to him the 
Fecrets ot his counſell, and hauing good cxpertence of his wiſeds, 
by his laſte will and teſtament appointed him to be tutor of his 
childzen. Ancus raigned.xxiiii pereg, a man in peace and Warre, 


in polltcy 
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wo Romane Queenes. 
pollicy and valiance with any of his pꝛedeceſſours cõparable. his 
childzen were very pong, and ko that cauſe Tarquinius was moze 
in2ant to ſummon a parliament foz creation of a kyng. When the 
day was come he ſente the poung childꝛen abzoade a huntyng, and 
then Ambictoully pꝛeſumed to demaunde the Kyngdome, beinge 
the firſt that euer attempted the like. Foz the better conciliation 
and obtepnyng of the peoples good will, hee vetered his Ozation: 
J do not pꝛeſume to require a ſtraunge oz newe thynge : that was 
neuer befoze put in pꝛactpſe, no2 pet am the firſt, but the third 
ſtranger and forame bozne that affected and aſpired this gouern- 
ment. Foz which conſideration there is no cauſe why any man 
ought to muſe 02 maruell moze than behoueth . It is cuidently 
knowen that Tatius, not onely being a ſtranger but alſo an enny⸗ 
mp, was made Ring Numa allo was made Ring, heing altogether 
a Fo:raine and Stranger bozne, not thzough his owns. requeſt, 
but rather voltrartly accited a called thereunto by the Romaynes: 
but foꝛ my parte, after J was able to gouerne my ſelfe. I repay s 
red to dwell at Rome with mp Wyfe, my Childzen, and all my 
ſubſtance, where ] haue ſpent the chiefeſt pozcion of my lyte, ſpe⸗ 
cially after it was mature and able to execute ciuile magiſtery, 
which J choſe rather to beſtowe at Rome than at home in mpne 
owne country. I haue learned the Romane rites and lawes, sſwell 
ſatch as be mecte to ſerue abꝛoade in the warres, as alſo nece ſſat y 
to be pꝛactiſed at hoame at the handes of mine olde maiſter Ar cus 
Mattius pour late king, a mayſter right wozthy aud famous in all 
poynctes to bee followed. I ſhewed myſelte an humble and obedt· 
ent ſubiect to the kyng and in krendſhip and familiarity toward o- 
thers, J contended with the kyng himfcife, When he had ſpoken 
thoſe woozdes, which in dcede were very true, wyih the whole 
conſent of the people, he was ſaluted Kpuge, And as all thynges 
ſucceeded his Noble requeſt, eucn ſo aficr hee was ſettled in hys 
kyngdome, hee gaue him ſelfe to anplifie the common wealth. Me 
choſe an hundꝛed graue perſons, wizych he called the Fathers of 
the leſſer Countr»cs. He warted firſt with the Latines, and wan 
the Cittp of Appiolas, who bzyngyng from thence a greater ſpoyle 
and booty than was looked foꝛ, oꝛdayned richer a moze go2geous 
E. Plares 
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$1ayes than any of hys pꝛedeceſſours. ce buylded certayne Gal: 
{erties and other places of aſſembly aboute the Forum, hee walled the 
City roũd about wyth Stone. Ind as he was doing theſe things, 
the Sabiues interuented him vpon the ſodayne, in ſo much as they 
were paſſed the Byrer of Anieces befoze the Romace hoſte was in 
a reavyneſſe.Whych was an occaſton of great fear e and ſtyrre at 
Rome. In the ende after the batt les were toyned betweene them 
both, a cruell and blouddy llaugt ter was commytted,the victoꝛpe 
falling to neyther parte. Then the Romanes ſought meanes to re · 
nue theyꝛ foꝛtce, by addyng to therʒ arme a further bande ot hoꝛſe⸗ 
men. Wherefore Tarquinius ſent to the Rammenſes, Titienſes, Luz 
cetets. To the bandeg that Romulus had conſcribed hee added o⸗ 
ther new troupes of hoꝛſemen, put poling that the ſame Gould con- 
tynue in memozye of him after hes death. Ind bicauſe Romulus 
dyd the ſame without aduyſe of the Southſapers, on Accius, Na- 
uvius the notabieſt Pꝛophecier in thoſe Dayes, wythſtode that cons 
Qicutyon,affyzmpyng that it was not lawful foz him eyther to ap⸗ 
poynt a newe oꝛder oz to alter the olde, except the byꝛdeg and Zu- 
guries did aſſent thereunto . Wherewith the kynge was diſpleaſed 
e deluding that Scrence, ſaid. Go to M. Southſaper, tell me now 
(quod he) is it poſſible to bꝛing that to paſſe which J haue now cõ⸗ 
cetned in my mynd?Pea quod the Southlaper it you tel me what it 
is. Then quod Tarquinius, I haue deuiſed that thou ſhalte pare 
thine owne ſkin with a Raſer: Therfoze t ke thys Lnyfc and doe 
as thy Wpy2zdes doe poztend and ſignifle. Ind as it was repoz - 
ted hee pared his owne Shin in deede. Jn Memoꝛy whereofan 
Image of àccius was erected, with his Head couered. Iftcr that 
tyme there was nothing attempted without thoſe au guricg. Not- 
withſtandyug, Tarquinius pꝛoceeded in hys conſtytutyon, and ad- 
ded to the Centurias an other number, foꝛ that. 1 goo.hoʒſemen wer 
conteyned in the three Centuriæ . The latter addytion was cal - 
led alſo by the ſame name, whych afterward were doubled into 
vi . Centurias , When hys Numbre was thus increaſed, 
once agayne hee topned Batteil wyth the Sabines, who by ano⸗ 
table pollicy recouered a great victoꝛp, And bicauſe þ Sa ines dou- 
bled afreſh onſet without any oꝛder of vattell oꝛ good adupſcment, 
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they were ouerthꝛowen, and then conſtrained to make petition fq3 
peace. The City of Collatia, and the Country confining vpon the 
ſame was taken from the Sabines. The Sabine warres beinge in 
this ſozte ended, Tarquinius fn tryumphaunt maner retourned to 
Rome. At that time a pꝛodyge and myraculous wonder chaunced 
to bee ſeene in the Palace. The head of a Chyld whoſe name was 
Seruius Tullius lying a llepe in the palace, was ſcene to burn. The 
kyng was bzought to lee that myꝛacie Ind as one ot᷑ his ſeruafits 
was going to fetch water to quench the fire, he was ſtayed by the 
Queene, who commaunded that the Child ſhould not once be tou- 
ched vntyll he awaked ol hymſelfe. Ind ſa ſoone as hee roſe from 
lleepe, the fire vanyſhed. Then ſhe tooke hir huſhande aſtde,# ſayd: 
doe you ſee this Chyld whom we haue very baſely and negligently 
bꝛought vp? J aſſure you ſir(ſayd ſhe) he wil be the onely ſafegard 
aud defender of this our doubtlull ſtate, and will be the pꝛeſeruer 
of our houſhold when it is aflycted. Wherefoꝛe let vs make much 
of him, that is lyke to be the 92namen and a woꝛthy tay to all our 
kamply. At᷑ er that they had accompted him amongs the Number 
of they Chpldren,z traded him vp in thoſeFrts, which excyte all 
good diſpoſitions to aſppꝛe vnto honc ur, th pleaſure of the Gods 
appeared in ozte tyme: Fo2 the cyild grew to a royall behautoz, 
in ſo much, as among all the Romane pouth.there wag none moze 
meete to mary the daughter of Tarquinius. This Seruius Tullius, 
was the ſonne of oue Serutus Tullins that was a Captaine of a 
towae called Cocniculum,at the appꝛehen on whereof, it chaunced 
that the ſayd Tullius the father was llayne, leauing his wife great 
with child: the mother being a capttue and bond woman was delp⸗ 
uered ok hir Child at Rome, in the houſe of Priſcus Tarquinius. Ak⸗ 
ter Tarquinius had raigned.ʒ8.peres. the pang man began to grow 
to great honoꝛ # eſtimation, aſwell with the kinge him ſelle, as alſo 
with the Fathers. Then the R-manes cancetued a hateful indig⸗ 
nation againſt the king. foꝛ that he being put in truſt to be the Tu · 
to2 and gouernour of Ancus chtldzen, diſplaced them from they 
ryght iuheritance, and ſpecially foꝛ that be himſelf was a ſtranger, 
fearpng alſo that the kingdome ſhould not return again to the elec⸗ 
tion of ihẽlelues, but degenerat # grow into 9 ls bondage. They 
: | 2, alſo 
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alſo caled to remembzance, that the City continued one hundꝛed 
deres after the ſub lation of Romulus, an intier kingdome wuhm 
one City, and that it was a ſhame foz them to ſuffer a bondeman, 
bozne of ſeruile kind, to poſſeſſe the ſame, and would redounde to 
their perpetuall ignomie, hauing the pꝛogente of Ancus altue , to 
ſuffer the ſame to be open to ſtrangers, and bondmen. Wherefo:e 
they determined to defend the gricfe of that iniury, and to be reuẽ⸗- 
ged rather vpon Larquinius, than vpon Seruius. In fine, they cd⸗ 
mitted the executið of that fact to tuo ſhepherds choſe out foꝛ that 
purpoſe. Who deuiſed this pollicy. Befoꝛe the entry into the. Pa⸗ 
lace they fel! togyther by ihe eareg,vpon whych fray al the kinges 
officers aſſembled and repatred thither to know the cauſe of they 
falling out, when they were parted,thep appealed to the king, with 
ſuch « xclamation as they were heard to the Palace. Beyng call. d 
befoze the king, both of them fell to bꝛauling, and one of them ſtri⸗ 
ued of purpoſe to hinder the tale of the other The kings ſergeant 
rebuked them, commaũding them to tel theyꝛ tales in oꝛder. Whẽ 
they were a lrttle quieted, one of them beginneth to diſcourſe the 
tale. And as the Ring was attentile o heare the plaintt⸗, the other 
tooke vp a hatchet and thzew it at the Ryng, and leauing thee wea- 
pon ſtickinge in the wound, they conueyed theymſelues out of the 
Does. Thoſe that waytcd vpon the Rynge, made haſt to releeue 
him, and the Sergeantes followed to appꝛehend the malefactoꝛs. 
AVyth that a hurly burly roſe amongs the people, euery man mar- 
uellinge what th? matter ſhoulde be. Tanaquil commaund ed the 
Palace Gates to be ſhut, and ſeeketh remedy to cure her huſband, 
as though ſome hope fayled of his recouery,ſhe called Seruius be- 
foze her ( whych maried her daughter) and ſnewed vnto him her 
dead huſoand, holdinge him faſt by the right hande, ſhee intreated 
hem that he would not ſuffer þ death of his father in the law to be 
vnreuenged, toſthe intent he might not be ridiculous to the traps 
tours, ſaping to him further theſe wo:des · It thou bee a man ot 
thy handes (O Seruius) the kyngdome is thyne and not theirs, 
which thus cruelly by the handes of other haue committed thys 
abhominable fact. Wherefoze put koꝛth thy (cif, the Gods · be thy. 
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guide: Foz they did poztend this noble head to be the Gounernor 
of this City at ſuch tyme as they circumfuſed the ſame with a fire 
- deſcending from aboue.Let þ heauẽly flame excite thy courage. Be 
thꝛoughiy awaked. We beyng ſtraungers ſometime haue raigned 
Thinke and conſider what thou art,@ not frõ whence thou cameſt. 
Ik the ſtrangeneſſe of the caſe do affray the, my counſel fr6 time to 
time ſhall reltene thee. The cry and ſtirre of the people being vn⸗ 
meſurable, that one could ſcarſc heare an other, Tanaquill opened 
the windowes that had their pꝛoſpect to the new way(foz the king 
dwelt at the temple of lupiter Stator) and then ſpake to them in 
thys wyſe: Ee of good cheere(good people)the Ring is but ama- 
zed with the ſodaineſſe of the ſtroke, the wound is not bery deepe 
koꝛ euen nowe he ts come agapne to hymſelfe , and the wounde 
being opened and dꝛeſſed, there is good hope of life. I truſt within 
theſe fewe daycs you ſhall ſee hem. In the meane time, J pꝛay you 
to ſhewe pour obcdyence to Seruius Tullius, who is appointed to 
execute the lawes,and;to doe all other affayzes in the abſence of 
my hulbande . Seruius occupytnge the ſtate and Juthozitye of the 
Kyng,erecuted the lawes in ſom caſes,and in other ſome made the 
people beleue that he would conſult with the King him ſelfe. The 
d:ath of the King was concealed and kept cloſe a certaine ſpace til 
ſach tyme as Scruius had gathered his fozce about him. After the 
Death of the Kynge was diſcloſed, Seruius beinge garded with a 
Nrong Garrtſon,toke vppon him to be Ring. not by the conſente of 
the people, but by the will ofthe Fathers. The childzen of Ancus 
baderſtanding that the Kynge was altue, and that Seruius po- 
wer and fo2ce was greate,conueyed them ſelues in exile to Sueſſa 
Pomeria Ind leaſte the Childzen of Tarquinius ſhould attempte 
lyke enterpꝛyſe againſt him, as the childzen of Ancus did agaynſte 
Tarquinius , hee marped.ii.of his daughters to Lucius and Aruns 
the Chyldzen of Tarquinius But yet the deuiſe of Yan could not 
bꝛeake the neceſſity of fate and conſtellatyon,foz the hatred con⸗ 
ceiued in deffre of Pmbictous gouernment, made all thyngs vuſta- 
ble and vnfaythfullamongs domeſtical frendg. But yet to quyet 
and pacyfye the pꝛeſent tyme,warre was renued with the Veien⸗ 
ter, and other Cptyes of Heirutia: wherein the Foztane and va- 
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Itance of Tullizs extelled. Foz when he had giuen an uerthzowts 
the cnnimy,lealt the peoples and fatherg good wil (ould be with- 
bꝛawne, he retourned to Rome: who then attempted and bꝛoughte 
to paſſe a notable wozke in the common wealth. He inſtituted a cer · 
taine yerely taxe and reuene w, to ſatiſfic and dilcharge all charges 
ſufteined in the time of peace and warte, with ſundzy other notable 
lawes and deuiſes foꝛ the defence of the publique ſtate After that 
he had muſtered the whole numbze of the Citizens in the field cal- 
ted Martius, the ſame amounted to kxxx. M. Ind as Fabius Pictor 
ſaith, there were fo many that were able to beare armure . Then 
the hilles Quirinalis, Viminalis and Exquiliæ, were added to the 
Citye He compaſſed the town round about wyth a vamure, en⸗ 
utronyng the fame with a double trench. He deuyded the Roma⸗ 
nes into v bandes called Claſſes, and into Centurias , whych bee 
bandes of an hundzed men. He alſo builded.a temple to Diana, with 
thehelpe anv aſſiſtance of the Latioc people. Amongs the Sabines 
therechaunced an Ore in the Houſe of an Huſband? Man to bee 
hꝛoughte fozth,of an huge bigneſſe and maruellous ſhape (ihe hor- 
nes wherof were plared at the poꝛche of Dianas temple foz'a mo- 
nument long time after.) The Southfayers pꝛophecie, that where | 
the ſame Oxe ſhoulde be firſt facrificed to D iana, there the Chyefe 
Empite and pꝛincipall gouernement ſhould remaine : which pꝛo⸗ 
phecie came to the knowledge of the chyefe miniſter of Diana hir 
Temple One of theSabine expecting foz a day mete to de employed 
in that ſacrifice, bzought the ſayde Pxe to Rome to the Tempe 
of Diana, placing the ſame befoze the Aitar. The chiefe Miniſter 
calling to remembꝛance the oꝛacle, and ſaw tyat the greatneſſe of 
that ſacriffce ſhould be kamous, ſpake to the Sabine theſe wozdeg. 
« What doſt thou meane (thou impure Straunger)to pꝛepare ſa⸗ 

te Crifice to Diana, befoꝛe thou bee purifled and clenſed in the lyuelpe 

ce Riuer of Tyber ? Here belowe in this valley the ſayde riuer doth 

e runne. Goe get the hence and waſh the The Sabine attached with 
a religious feare, goeth downe to the Riuer, and while he is waſh: 
ching himſelfe Romane doth offer the Sacrilice, which was right 
acceptable both to the Ryng and his country. The king althoughe 
that of longe tyme he had raigned vet vnderſtoode, that the elder 

Tarquinius 
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Yarquinivs which was g marked to one e ofhis daughters, did bzagg 
und repoꝛt eftſones that his father in law obteined the gotterntiet 
and Kingdom without rhe conſent of the people · wherfoze the king 
though his lyberalyty by dyuyding the conqueſt atchreued cf the 
Ennympe amongs the commonpeople, conciltated they: faito2 and 
good wils. In fo much as he affirmedthat he would raign in def s 
pite of them all, and that there was no Ring at any tyme that rag - 
ned with a moze generell conſent: All whych did nothing diminiſh 
the hope and deſire of Tarquinius He had a Bꝛother whoſe name 
was Aruns, being of a quiet and gentle diſpoſition. Both they mar 
tied two of the kings daughters, which were of manners and con⸗ 
ditions very valike. The yonger daughter being the wife of Aruns 

the ſhacper ſhꝛewe, and flercer of nature, ſeeing that hir huſbande 
was nothing gtuen 02 plyant to match with hir vngracious deuice 
02 ambicious ſtomack, attempted hir bꝛother, whoſe condiciõ wag 

toꝛreſpondent to hirs, and ſayd vnto him, that he was a Man in 
deede, and one wozthy to be accompted to be bozne and pꝛoceede of 
the bloud Royall. Then ſhe began to contemne hir ſiſter: fo2 that 
ſhe hauingfych a man to hir huſbaude , woulde ſuffer him to neg- 
Ject ſo meet? and tuſt occaſton foz recoucry of the Kingdom, Their 
natures being of one diſpoſttion, as commonly one myſchyefe pꝛo- 


cureth an other, al things began to be diſquteted thꝛoughe the at⸗ 
tempt of that vngracious woman. To be ſhozte,they two deuyſed 
meanes that Arunshys Bother , and the Elder Tullia hir (iter 
were lain:which done, they two marted together. The wicked wo- 
man ceaſed not daylye to antmate and pꝛouoke hir huſbande from 
one parricide to an other Ind amongs all hir wicked talke a cruel 
inſtigations,ſhe vſed theſe woꝛds: If thou be that man vnto whom 
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Ithinke Jam maryed, then J wil call the both huſband and king »» 


But ik thou bee not hee, then the alteratyon ts chaunged to the 
woꝛſe, and cruelty ig matched with cowardiſe. But why doeſt thou 
not put thy ſelfe in a readineſſe? Why thou commeſtf not nowe 
fron Corinthe, oꝛ from the Hetrurian Carquines,to atchieveand 
tonquere newe kingdoms as thy father did The familiar Godg, 
and the Godg of thy Countrep, the nobility of thy father, and thy 
topal bloud thy ſtately ſeate within thine own houſe, and thy name 
E. 4. Tarquinius, 
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Tarquinius, do create and make Kyng, But if in altheſe occaſſong 
thou doſt wante ſtomacke, why doſt thou make the whole Citye 
concepue a falſe opinion of thee: Why doſt thou not ſhewe thy ſelle 
to be the ſonne of a King*Juotde hence J ſay,and go to the Tar- 
quinians,0z to Corintb, retire again to thy firſte lynage:thou doſt 
rather reſemble thy bꝛothers eſtemmate hart, than the valtant ſto⸗ 
macke of thy Father. With theſe woꝛdes and ſutch like, ſhe pꝛicked 
fozward hir hulbande, and hee hir ſelf could in no wile bee quiet, 
Then Tarquinius went fozth to the fathers of the leſſer countries. 
and called to theyʒ remembzaunce the benefiteg bnto them by hyg 
father extended,deſiring the like to bee ſhewed and rendzed vnto 
hym,he allured the yonger ſozt of the City by giftes and other ly⸗ 
berall rewardes,p2omiſing them, ik he atteined his purpoſe, moze 
frankly to recompence them. By this meanes the King became 0s 
dious and offeſtue to the people. Tarquinius ſeetng his time, guar- 
ded with a bande of Men, entred the market place, wherewith the 
common people were greatly abaſhed, then he mounted into the pa- 
lace,and placed himlelfe in the royal ſeate of the ſame,cauſtnge the 
Fathers to be cited befoze hym by the Haraulde, vnto whom he re- 
peted the petigree of Seruius, and his firſt entrance into the king⸗ 
dom. I's he was ſpcaking theſe woꝛdes, Seruius in great haſte re- 
payred to the Palace,and findyng Tarquinius ſitting in his place, 
ſayd to him theſe wozdes. AVhy ? what ts the matter Tarquinius 
(quod he?) Howe dareſt thou be ſo bolde ſo long as Jam lituing to 
call the fathers, oꝛ vet pꝛeſume to ſit in my ſeat?wherunto Tarqui⸗ 
nius fiercely replyed , That hee poſſeſſed but the rowne of hig Fa- 
ther, which was moze mete foꝛ a Kings ſonne and Beyꝛe, than fox 
ſuch a bondeman as he was, and that hee had long enough abuſed 
his Lozdes and maiſterg:wherwtthal a great hurly burly and tu⸗ 
mult began to riſe by the fautoꝛs of both parts, ſo that he was like 
to attaine the Garland, which beſt could daunce foz it. Tarquinins 
fozced to giue the laſte aduenture, beynge moze luſty and ſtronger 
than the other, tooke Seruius by the myddle , and caryinge 
hym oute of the Courte , thzewe hym downe the Staiteg, 
whyche done, hee cauſed the Senate to retourne into the 
Palace , Then the Kynge wyth all hys trayne of Dffvcers, 
and 
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and other hys ſeruaunts ranne away, nd as they were flying, hee 
was llayne by thoſe that Tarquin us ſent after to purſue hym, in 
the ſtreete called Cyprius. Tullia vnderſtandyng that Seruius hyz 
father was llayne, ſhe baſhed not in hir Wag in to come into the 
market place befoze all the aſſemblye there, called hir huſband out 
of the Court, and boldly was the firſt that called him King, But 
being rebuked a commaunded by him to auoid out of that greate 
thꝛong of people, ſhe retired home agayn,and when ſhe was paſte 
the vpper ende of the ſatd ſtrete called Cyprius,the wagoner dey⸗ 
uing toward the right hand to the Hill called Exquiliz hee ſtayed 
the Wagon, and ſhewed his Ladye the bodie ofhy: Father, lyinge 
ſtarke dead in the ſtreete. In memozy of which ſhamefull and vn- 
natural fact, long tyme after ther contynued a Monument. Foz 
the ſame ſtrete was called Vicus Sceleratus. Some report that ſhe 
tauſed the wagon to be d2yuen ouer the dead coꝛps of hir J ather, 
wyth the bloud of whom and hir huſband,hir wagon being conta- 
minated,ſhe p2eſcvted the ſame to hit Gods. After which abhomt⸗ 
nable beginnings, like end enſued This Sexuius Tullius raſgned. 
xluii peres. Then T arquinius began to raigne, vnto whom Super⸗ 
bus was added fo: his ſurname. This wicked ſonne in law would 
not ſuffer the dead body of Seruius to be buried. Nis conſtience be» 
ing p2icked with the abhominable gaine of bys kyngdom, fearyng 
alſo leaſt other might concetue like example, he guarded his per⸗ 
ſon with a band of armed men, executing all thinges wyth fozce & 
Ty;anny,contrary to the aduyſe and conſents of the Senate and 
people. He cauſed the fautozs and frendes of Seruius to be put to 
death, whereb the numbze of the Fathers was diminiſhed, whoſe 
places he ſuffred none other toſupply,of purpoſe to bzing þ heno- 
table oꝛder to contempt. He gouerned the cõmon welth by his own 
domeſtical a pꝛiuate Counſel. War, peace, truce, ſociety of the Cy - 
nes adioining, be vſed as he liſt, without any further aſſẽt. The La⸗ 
tines he ſpectally regarded, to the intẽt þ thzough fozreine aide hee 
might raign in moze ſurety at home, v the chief of which cofitry he 
lopned affinity. One Octauius Manilius a Tuſculan born, was the 
pzince a chief rulcr of þ cofitry deſcẽding from ß Lock of YIiſes", E 
-þ Goddeſle Circes, ik p kame be true, vnto whõ Tarquihius gaue his 
daughter 
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davughterint m ariage:B 52 "reath wherof he — great alliãce 
and krendes. Tarquiaius beinge of great authozity among the La. 
tiges, appointed them vppon a daß to ute mble at a woode called 
Ferent ina, there to intreat of matters conterninge both the ſtareg, 
To which place the Latines repatred vpon the bzeake of the day, 
at Tarquinigs came not thicher till the Dunne was ſet. During 
whech time mag things were in taltze. There was one amonges 
them called Turnus Hetdon ius, whych in Tarquinius abſence had 
inueped vehemently agaynſt hym, affirminge that it was no mar⸗ 
uell though he was called Superbus bythe Romanes. Foz what 
pꝛouder mock could be infozcen tothe Larines, than to make them 
wat a whale hay fo2 his pleaſure. Dyners Pꝛinces and Noble 
men (quod he) that dwel far of, be come accoꝛding to the appoint: 
mens and he which firſt allotted the day, is not pꝛeſent. Beereby it 
A molt euidently appeareth in what ſozt he will vſe bs ik he mpghte 
* once attayne p ſoucrapnty. And who doubteth inthys ſo manpfeſt 
= "" apparance,but that he went about to affect the Dominton of the 
„ Latines i At the Romaner haue had iuſt cauſe to belerue him, and 
* their Kyagdome had ben but gotten and violently rapt # ſtolne 
« by parricide , then the Latines mighte alſo beleeue hym, who 
© being but a ſtraunget to then, had no great catiſe to beleene hyiti 
* « Bes owae ſi udiects do repent the time that euer he bare rule: Foz 
« fome be pic dane vpon the dead bodies of other, ſome be 
„ anch ſome haue lo their. goods: what other kruitg than theſe 
255 the e Latine people expecte ano looke foz ? Therefoze it the sp 
would be ruled, he required every man to returne home to his own

Abe dath which fir} apporncted the ſame. Theſe woꝛdes and ſutch 
Atze this ſediclous Z deſperatman dectared: Whoſe tale Tarqui⸗ 
nius intefuented. and vpon his ci ming every man conuerred him. 
ſelke tu ſalute him. Then Tarquinius began to excuſe his long ta⸗ 
riafice,fo: that he was appoynted an arbitratoꝛ bet wene the father 
# the ſanne, koꝛ whoſe reconciliation hee was foꝛced to ſtay $ longe 
ſpace, and to ſpend the time of that day. Wherekoꝛe he appoynted 
the nect dip. The conceit of whtch excuſe Tutuus could not kepe 
ſecxet, but ſapd: that a matter betwene P father #the ſonne might 
| be en⸗ 
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15 father,fome miſchpet mün nredes tyghr vppon him; Tatquinis 
us underſtanding thele inuecttons made againſte hem by Turnus, 
imme diatly deupſeth meanes to kil hirn, to the intent he myght in- 
tultate like terroꝛ to the latines, that he dtd to hiFowneſubtects, 
And bjcadfe he wap not able to ſoꝛt his pifrpoſe to kikretz be lerxere 
maltte, he attempted to actuſe him of Treuſon; and ſubozned 
(by meanes of diuers of the Citty of Aricia, ) his owne mi whom 
with gold he had corrupted to bzing in a fo:ged atcuſation, whych 
was, that his maiſter had pꝛepared in one night a number of Mu 
ultion and weapon to diſtray the Nobility or the Latiner of put⸗ 
þoſe to recotierthe pzmcipalitye of the ſame. Thts matter bean 
to be ſuſptctous;by reaſon of the C umult made the dar beef yt a 
gatnſt Tarquinius, and therfoꝛe the people the ſoner 'did credit the 
caſe. In fine, Turnus was tondem pned, and therefoze a new kind ot 
death deutſed foꝛ hin. Who being laide vpon a Hurdle, his face'bp 
ward, was thꝛowen into the water of Ferrentina : This exetution 
being bone Tarquinius reuoked the Latines to Ebunſek hene 
he pzarfedtheni foz their Juſtice extended bon Tutu, Nd thek 
ſpake theſe Woꝛdes. I may by on old onder and touftittnt ton 
tuſtiye ſay thus mutch vnto you. The whole Nation of the Lati- 
nes deſcending from the City of Alba are bounde to obſerue that »» 
truce, which the Albanes wyth all thetr colonies annexing them⸗ 
ſelues to the Romane Empyzt in the tyme of 'Tultios Hoffe, n 
bere lirmelp obliged to atcompuſhe . The Tenouatton whereof» 
wtil nowe conduce nioꝛe aduauntage and vtpltty to them al, than -» 
tuer it did beefoze. Foꝛ thꝛoughe this Truce the Latines ſhall >» 
poſſede and participate parte of the pꝛoſperous ſucteſſe of the Ro- 
mane propſt. Better it were in this ſoꝛt to iorne themſelues togt⸗ 
ther than to fee Deſfreeciton or either Eittes Depopulactons and »» 
ſpottes of their Chuntrteg,whych in the time ok Ancas(my Faz 
thr then rapgnyng ) hefufkered . The like allo (if you do foꝛſake thig 
offer )ye may ſtyll exyecte and luffer. The Latines here bnto were 
ſoone prrfwaded, a Day was appornted when the luſtteſt ſoꝛte of 
therꝛ Cormtrit ſhould be ready armed at the wood called Fetten. 
ina Bemgloried i ddet vf bartet; hep! marched towardes the 
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22 of Iupiter. Atterwards he aſſaulted the Gabinians, and 
when he ſaw he coulde not by fozce obtex ne the ſame, he ſurmiſed a 
vollicꝝ. Who ſeeming to bend him ſelf wholy, vpon the building of 
the capitole, and to ſet allde the affaires of his warres, deuiſed with 
his ſanne Sextus, which was the yongell of the thzee,that he ſhould 
runne to the Gabinians,and complayue of his fathers intollerable 
crueltye, whych accoꝛdingly he did. Who ſhewinge hymlſelfe as a 
voluntarye exple,ſayd that hys father had conuerted hys tyꝛannye 
krom other, and began to execute the ſame vpon hig owne freendeg 
And that he was alſo weary of the pꝛeſence of his owne cheldꝛen 
goyng about toremoue hys domeſticall conuerſants oute of hys 
houſe, as he had done the like out ofthe Court, to the intent hee 


dome: adding further, that he was eſcaped euen thzough the midde 
of his fathers;weapong and fury,tiincking no. place better foꝛ his 
ſafegarde and retuge, than to ſeeke ſuccour amongs his ennimies. 
Ind hbicauſe( quad he) ye ſhall not be deceiued, he is euen now pe:

Naw if there be no place of abode foz me pour humble 
ſuppliant amongs you, I muſt needeg wander thzough Italy, and

: Hernigians,tyli ſutch tyme as I flade ſome Nation willing to de- 
kend the paoze Chyld from the crueil and wicked furye.of the Fa⸗ 
ther. Ind perchaunce(quod he) ye ſhall. wynne bym that may bee 
an Juſtrument and courage vnto you all, to repꝛeſſe that pꝛoude 
Nong and cruell Natyon . The Gabinians delyberatyng what 
was bell ro bee done in this caſe, the youngman ſeemed as though 
he were olkended, and would in al haſt depart:and. ſeeke refuge of 
others, then they curteouflpinterteined him. Thys vong man was 
had in great eſtimation amongs them, thꝛoughe craftye and vaine 
verſuaſlons, makyng them beleue that he would conduct their ar⸗ 
my euen vnder the walles of Rome, with ſundzy other fatued in · 
ſtigations ta bzynge him ſelf the moze in credit. It length he was 
een of theeꝛ warte and recouered ſundzy *

as the common Souldier did, liberally deuidinge his ſpor les and 
boottes amongs them. He was ſo well beloued, that hys ather 
Tarqniniuvs at Rome was of no greater authozity than hee was 
among p G.binians When he thought that he had recouered foꝛce 
mough to anſwer his fathers expectation, he ſent a poſt to Rome, 
to know his fathers pleaſure, although the Gods had ginen him 
ſuffictent authozity amongs the Gabinians. Ind bycauſe Tarqui- 
dus was doubtful of the truſt and fidelity of te Meſſenger , hee 
would aunſwer nothing by wozde of mouth, but carying the Meſ- 
ſinger into a garde, hard adioyning his houſe, with a wand which 
he carted in his hand, he cu of tbe heads of the higheſt Papptes 
that gre tv in the garden :mcanyng therby that he ſhoulde diſpatche 
the heads of the chiefeſt and pꝛincipal in the City. Whervpon the 
neſſanger without anſwere by mouth returned But by declaryng 
thoſe ugnes and circumſtances which hig father vſed in the garde 
gextos concetzed his meaning. Then like a naturall ſonne, follo- 
wing the ſteppes of his kather, he cut of the heads of the Gabinian 
tobilitie, wherupon ſom ran away, vpon whoſe departure þ goods 
ig wel of them as of other that were put to d eath were deuided. 
The ſtate of the Gabinians being in this doubtſul caſe,void of al 
tounſell and ſuccour,at length was ſurrendzed to the Romanes, 
Then T arquinius concluded peace with the A'quians, and renued 
atruce with the Thuſcanes.and wholly bent him ſelf to the «ffap= 
res of the City. This Tatquinius wus the father of him that — 
ulhed the noble Lady Lucretia: the lamentable hiſtozy whereo®,? 
recited in my foꝛmer Tome, by the end of which dock, remembze - 
inthat hiſto2y,and beginng of the ſame deſcrtbed m this Noucl!, 
may be gathered, what fruyctes Imbytpon any lothſome luſte 
hung fozth . Foz T arquinius Priſcus repatring out of Hetruria, 
to dwell at Rome , by the ambycyoug wyll of hys wyfe aſpy⸗ 
ted end atchycued the Kyngdome , whych was by the ſundzy 
deuyce of Tulha, the Daughter of Seruius Tullius mainteys 
ird, and by the libidinous defire of Sextus Tarquinius the ſonne 
cf Supeibus 
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of Superbus the. 6. Romane Rynge ended, and the whole race ex- 
pelled and eurrlatingly baniſhed out of that Titty. Da meete an 
ex1n2le fo: thaſr, that bzearh and longe after the Bightes, titles, 
and &yaz>omes of other. as may bee read in any Authoꝛ Foz al.

bf "phe Syllanus being tn Spayne, pꝛiuely entred aquaintance and fa- 
miliarity with that Scipio which afterwardes was ſurnaued Af⸗ 
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Sophontt ba 
death hys Ryngdome was inusded and occupied by other, where- 
foze ſuſtayninge ſtoutly the ſurges of aduerſity tombatinge wyth 
bys Enempes, ſometymes gcttinge part of hrs Kyngdome, and 
ſometymes lolinge, and many txymes molcſtinge both Syphax, and 
the Carthaginians, was in dyuers Conflicts ipke to bee taken 02 
llapne. Wyth theſe hys trauels,tmpacient of no payne and trou⸗ 
ble, he became very Famous aud Henoumed, that amonges the 
people of A ffrica he ecquired the nome and title of e valiant and 
putſſant ſouldier, and of a pollitique and pꝛouident Captain. Tf- 
terwards he was generally welbe loued of the Souldiere, bicauſe 
not like the kings ſonne o2 e pꝛince, but ag a pzinate ſouldier and 
tompanion, his conuerſatton and vſuall trade of life was amengs 
them, calling euery man by hig pꝛopꝛe name, cheriſh ing and eſlee · 
ming them accoꝛding to their deſext,obſeruing neuertheleſſe a cer. 


taine comelineſſe of a Duperiour. This Malsioiſſa by meanes of 


ſticanus, and who tn thoſe dayes with the authozitte of Proconſul 
in that pꝛouince, victoʒiouſiy ſubdued the Carthaginiãs. The ſane 
Map in iſſa entred league with the R omanes, and inuiolably fo lõg 
as he liued obſerued amity with the Romane people, and lefte the 
ſame to his childzen and poſteritie as an inheritance . When the 
Romanes begã warres in Affric a, ſpedily with that power he was 
able to make. he repatred to his old ſriend Scipio. within a whyle

tines were king Syvhax owne,called Cirta. In that City remavs 
ned Sophoimſba p wyfe of Syphax & daughter to. Ha ſdrubal of Giſ⸗ 
con, who had alyenated hir huſband frem the Romanes, being in 
league with them, and by hir pcrſucſions went to aide and defend 
the Carthaginians. Sophonisba perceiuing tot the ennimieg were 
entred the City of Cirta: & that Maß mil was going towardeg 
the Palace, determine dto meete him, to prove his gt̃tieneſſe a cur = 
telle, whereupon in the middes of the Souldiers thzonge, whych 
were already entred the Palace, She ſloutiy thzuſt, a bouldlpe 


locked rounde aboute, to pꝛoue if She could eſpre by ſome ſig⸗ 
nes 
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nes and tokẽ s the perſonage of Masfinilſa. She amongs that pꝛea. 
ſe perceeiuꝛd one'foz whole appare),armure and reuece:ce don vn» 
to him, ſemed vnto hir that without bout the ſame was the king. 
And therekoꝛe incontineatly knzeled dow ie before hir, and vittz

ſubiection. In the meene time Lælius gaue intelligẽce vnto Scipio, 
of the ſucceſſe of Maſainiſſa his mariage.

' full dame of ThefſahanKLadv,calicd Theoxena,of 
F right noble Race, the Daughter of Herodicus 
Pꝛynct of that Countrey in the tyme that Phil⸗ 
lip the Sonne of Demetrius was Kynge of Macedone, tolde al- 
ſo by Titus Liuius, as two ot the fozmer be. Thys Lady The- 
oxena,firſt wag a notable cxample of Ptety and vertue, and after 
wardes of rigo20us cruelty. Foz the fayd Ryng Philip, hauinge 
though his wickedneſſe firſt murdxcd Herodicus,and by ſucceſſt- 
on of time cruelly done to death alſo, the huſbands of Theoxena 
and of Archo hir naturall ſiſter, vnto epther of them being Wy⸗ 
dowes remapninge a Sonne: afterwardeg Archo being maryed a 
gayne to one of the p2incipall of their Countrey named Poris, of 
him ſhe had many childzen. But when ſhe was dead, the ſayd Las 
dy Theoxena hir ſiſter, who was of heart moz conſtent and cut 
than rhe other, ſtill refuſed the ſecond mariage,although ſued vnto 
by many great Lozdes,and Painces, at length pitytnge her Nez 
phe wes ſtate, fo2 fere they ſhould falt int o the handes of ſome tru⸗ 
ell Stepdame, 02 that the yʒ father would not bzyrg them vy with 
ſutch diltgence, as tyll that tymt they were, was contented to ber 
eſpouſed agayne to Poris, (no lawe that time knowen to defend the 
ſame ) to the intent ſhe might trarne vp hir ſiſters childꝛen 8s her 
g vne, That done (he began (as if they were hit owne) to the in⸗ 
treat 


by it manikeſtip appeared, that ſhe was not maried againe to Potis 
koꝛ hir own? commodity and pleaſurꝛ. dut rather fo the wealth e 
gouernement of thole hir (erg childzen. Tfterwards Philip king 
of Macedone, an vnquiete Pzince , determininge to make newe

The cru⸗ 
elty of which fact, did ſo moue the common people to deteſtatyon 
and hatred of the Ainge, as a generall curſſe wag pꝛonounced az 


terwardes terribly reuenged vpon his ſtocke and poſterity. T hys 
was the end of good Poris @ his (tout wyfe Theoxena, who rather 
then ſhe would fall into the lapſe of the Kings furte,as hir father 
Herodicus, and hir other huſbande did, choſe violently to dre with 
hir own hands, and to dauſe hir huſbands childzen # hir owne , to 
bericue them ſelues of Lyfe,wbych although agaynſt the louinge 
oꝛder of naturall courſe, and theretoꝛe that kinde of violence to bee 
abhozred,as hozrible in it ſelf, yet a declaration of a ſtout mind, if 
oth:rwtſe ſhe had ben able toreuenge the ſame. Ind what coward 
heart is that,that darc not vpon ſuch extremity, when it ſceth the 
mercileſſe ennimp at hand, with ſhining blade ready bent, to ſlzyke 
the blowe, that withoute remedye muſt ridde the ſame of bzeath, 
ſpectally when it beholdeth the tremblyng babe, naturally begottẽ 
by hys owne kinde and nature, befoze the face 1implozyng fathers 
reſcue, what daſtarde heart dare not to offer himſelfe, by ſingular 
fight ( thoughe one to twentye ) either by deſperate hardineſſe to a- 
vord the ſame, oꝛ other anoyauce,aduenture what he can which in 
Chʒiſtians 


ſawe the enimtes at hand, this coutragious dame, the deniſer ok 


gainſt him a his childꝛen, which heard of the Gods aboue was af» ' 
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Chziſtians is admitted as a comelp fight, rather than wyth that 
P3gane Dame to do the death it ſelfe, 

But now returue wee to deſcribe a fact that paſſ:th al other foz- 
ted deedes. Foz Theoxeni was compelled in a maner thus to do 
of meere conſtraint to eſchue the greater toꝛmẽts of a tyzits rage, 
t thought it better by choſen death to chaũge hir lyfe,than by bio⸗ 
lent hands of bloudy Butchers to be haled to the laughter. But 
thys Hidruhan dame was weary of hir owne life, not foꝛ that ſhe 
feared loſſe of lyfe, but deſpetate to think of Foztunes fickle ſtap: 
whych if Foztunes Darlings would regarde in time, they would 
kozeſee theyz llippery holde.

The Law was, that euer perſ6 inhabiian: with⸗ 
in the ſayd Ille, ot what ſexe and condition ſo euer, being thꝛeughe 
age, inlirmity, oz other accidents, weary of their ly fe, might chooſe, 
what kind of death that liked them beſt:howbeit it was pꝛouyded 
that the partpe, befoze the dooing of the ſame, ſhould mantfeſt the 
cauſe that moved him therevnto, befoze the Magiſtrate elected by 
the people fo2 that ſpeciall purpoſe, which they conſtituted becauſe 
they ſawe that diuers perſons had volũtarily billed thẽſelueg vp. 
on trifling occaſtons and matters of little impoꝛtance:accoꝛding to 
whiche lawe very many Men and Women, hardily with ſo merry 
there went to theyꝛ Death, as if they had gone to ſome banbette. oz 
mariage. It chaunced that Pompeius Magnus the dzcadfull Ro- 
mane, bei wene whom and Iulius Cæſar were fought the greateſt 
battailes fo2 ſuperiozity that euer were ſailing by the Sea A geum 
arriued at Hidruſa, and there gornge a land vnderſtode of the in? 
habitantes the maner of that la w and how the ſame day a woman 
of creat woꝛſhip had obteined licence of the Magiſtrate to poyſon 
hir ſelfe. Pompeius hearing tell hereof, was dꝛiuen into great ad⸗ 
miration, and thought it very ſtraunge, that a woman which al the 
dapeg of hir life had liued in great honour and eſtimation, ſhoulde 
vpon light cauſe oꝛ occaſſon poyſon her ſelfe ith it was natur ally 
giuen to eche bꝛeathyng wyght to pꝛolong they: liuing dayes with 
the longeſt thꝛeede that Atropos could dꝛaw out of dame Natureg 
webbe. Whervpon he tommaunded the laid matrone to be bꝛought 
befoze hym, whoſe Death fo2 hir vertue was generallre lamer ted 
by the whole countrye. When the Gentlewoman was; befoze hym, 
and had vnderſtanding that ſhe was fully teſolued and determined 
to dye, hee began by greate perſuaſſons to exhoꝛt hir, that ſhee 
ould not wilfully caſt hir ſelfe away, vpon conſidcration that ſhe 
was of luſty peares, riche and welbeloued of the whole Countrex: 
and how greate pitye it were but ſhee ſhoulde renue hir Mynde 
and gyue hir ſel} fill to lyue and remarne, till Natural courſe 
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did ende and ſinych hir life ⸗ howbeit his graue and earneſt perſua⸗ 
ſon tould not diuert hir from hir intended purpoſe, But Pope + 
ius loth to haue hir dye, ceaſſed not ſtyll to pꝛoſecute hys fozmer 
talke with newe reaſons and ſtronger arguments. All which ſhee 
pactently heard with fixed countenaunce, til at lengthe with cle are 
voyce a ſmilinge cheere ſhe anſwered him in this maner. 

Pou be greatly dec pued (ny loꝛd Pompeius) if vou do beleeue 
that J wythout vecy great pꝛouidence aud mature aduiſe goe a - 
bout to ende my dayes: f. J do know and am fully perſuaded, 
that eche creature naturally craueth the pꝛolongation and length. 
ninge of 1yfe, a fo mutch abhozeth to die, as the deſtrous to lxue, 
deteſteth the poyſon whych J haue pꝛepared fo2 cõſumation of my 
lyfe. Whereupon as J haue diuers times thought, conſidered and 


diſcourſed with my ſelte, and amongs many conli>erations often- 


times debated in my minde, there came into the ſame the inſtabili⸗ 


ty and fickle change of Foꝛtune whoſe whirling wheele, neuer ceaf >» 


ſeth, ne ret remayneth ſtedfaſt. It is dayly ſeene how ſhe doth ex⸗ 
alte # aduaũte ſome man from the loweſt and bottomleſſe Pit, euẽ 
to the top of high Heauens, endowinge him with ſo mutch Sub- 
ſtaunce as he can deflre, An other that was moſt happy, honoured 
in this wozld lyke a God. vnto who n no goods and welfare were 
witinge, who might wel haue bene colled in his lyfe, a thꝛee times 
happy and bleſſed wyght, ſodaynly from his honour and Nate de⸗ 
pꝛiued and made a bery pooꝛe man and begger. Some man allo, 
that is both riche and luſty accompanied with a fayze wyfe a good · 
ly Childzen, lyuinge in great my2:h# ioplity, this wicked Lady 
Foꝛtune, the deuourer of all our cõtentations, depriueth from the 
ineſtimable treaſure of health, cauſeth the fapze Wpte to loue an 
other better than hir huſbande, and with hir venomous Tooth, 
biteth the childꝛen, that in ſho:t ſpace mpſerable death catcheth the 
all within his dꝛeadfull Tlouches, whereby hee is dekrauded of 
— childꝛen, whom after his death he purpoſed to leaae foꝛ hys 
yes.

Be ſhe moze beautiful than 
Helena, be ſhe mightter than the Amazon, better learned than Sap- 
pho, rycher than Flora, mozc louinge than Qucene Dido, oz moze 
noble than the beſt Empꝛeſſe and Queene of the wozlde, oz be ſhe 
full of anp other vertue, if ſhe want the name of chaſl, ſhee is not 
woꝛthy ſo mutch as to beare the title of honour,noz to be entertay- 
ned in honeſt company. Pee ſhall peruſe hereafter an hiſtozp of a 
Counteſſe of Celant, that was a paſſing fayze Dame, ſingularly a. 
dozned with Natures gifts. She was fapze pleaſaunt, amiable, 
comely, and perchaunce not altogether barrayne of good erudtiti⸗ 
on and learnige: ſhe could play vpon the inſtruments, ſing, daũce, 
make and compoſe witty, and amoꝛous Sonets, and the moꝛe her 
company was frequented, the moꝛe amtable and gracious Þ ſame 
was eſteemed. But bicauſe ſhe was vnſhamfaſt and leſſe chaſte, 
ſhe was voyde of honeſt regarde. Sutch as bee diſhoneſt, do not 
onely hurt them ſetueg, but gicue cauſe to the common people to 
mutter and grudge at their parentes education, at their huſbands 
gouernment and inſtitution of their Childzen, cauſing them moſt 
commonly to leade a viſcontented and heauy lyfe.Thinke you that 
Auguſtus 
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Auguſtos Cæſat ( albeit he was a victozious Emperour, and led 
a triumthent raygne ) liued a contented life when he ſawe the two 
luliz, one of them his daughter, the other his Niece, to ble them 
ſelues like comon rfipets cofrained thꝛcugh their ſhameful acts 
to pin, g cloſe vp himſelfe, ſhunninge the conuerſation of men, and 
once in minde to tut his Daughters Vaynes to let out hir Luſtp 
bloud? Was not he wöt (the teures trickling downe his Pzincely 
Fate) to ſap, that bett vas ncuer to haut chiſdʒen ꝭ to be deade 
wout them, than to — — wife and childzen fo diſc2d;zed? 
He tetmed his Daugheen to be a Carrion lumpe of fleſhe, full of 
ſtench & filthineſſe. But if J liſt to fpeake of women of this age, 
krõ noble to vnnoble, from an Emperozs Daughter to a Plough - 
mans mod der, whole liues do frame after Iulia hir loze, my pen to 
the ſtumpes would weare, and my hande be wearied with waiting, 
And fo likewiſe it would of numbzes no doubt in theſe dayes that 
folow the trace of Lucrece line, that huſwifely and chaſtly contriue 
the day and nightes in pure e Godly cxerciſe. But of the naugh= 
ty ſozte to ſptake, (leauing to voyde offence, ſutch as do flouriſh in 
our time) J will not conceale the Empꝛeſſe Me ſſalina, that wag 
Wypfe to the Emperour Claudius, not only vnwoꝛthy of Empꝛeſſe 
degree, but of the title of Weman: who being abuſed by many, at 
length arriued to ſutch abhominable luſt, as not conted with day 
ly adulterous life, would reſozt to the common Newes, where the 
ruffiang and publikeharlots haunted,fo2 little Hire, and there foz 
vileſt pꝛice with eche llaue did humble herſelfe: and at night not 
ſatiſtied, but weared, returned home to hir Palace, not aſhamed to 
diſcloſe hir ſelfe to anv that lift to looke bpon hir: Ind fo2 victoꝛy 
of that beaſlly game, contended with hir lyke. But not to ſap ſo 
mutch of hir as I finde in Plinie his naturall hiſtoꝛv, in Suetoni- 
us, and Cornelius Tacitus, J leaue hir to hir ſelfe, bycauſe Þ haue 
made pꝛomiſe to remeber the diſhoneſt loue foꝛ cxãple ſake, which 
Ireade of Fauſtina, whoſe beautp of al Wziters is bouchcd to be 
moſt excellẽt, if cxcellency of good life had thereunto ben coupled. 
She was the daughter & wyfe of two holy and vertuous Empe⸗ 
tours, the one called Antonius Pius, the other Marcus Antonius. 


This M. Antonius in all bertuous woʒkes was perfect a godly, 


ar E mp! lle. 
and lingulerly loued his wife Fauſtina, aud although ſhe was in⸗ 
famous to the world, and a Fable to the people, yet he cared not foz 
the ſame, ſuch was the paſſong loue hee bare vato hir, Lꝛaue we to 
ſpeake of hir beaſtly behauiour amoags the noble ſoꝛt, without re⸗ 
gard vnto hir moſt noble huſvande , and come wee to treate of a 
certaine ſauage kind of luſt ſhe had to one of y Gladiatores, whycy 
were a certatne ſoꝛt o? G am lers in Rome, which we terme to bee 
maiſters of De ence. She was ſo far in one with this Gladiator, 
5 ſhe could nat eat, dꝛink, oꝛ flepe, ne 1 This Fauſtina 
was ſo vnſhamekaſd, as not regarding her ſtate, being as ſayde 
befoze the daughter, and wife of two mol wozthy Emperoꝛs,, dyf. 
daxned not to ſubmitte her Body to the Baſeneſſe of ane of the 
vileſt ſoꝛt, a Raſcal Fz1cer:and many times would goe to Caieta, 
a Citie and hauen of Campana, to ioyne hir ſelte with the Galve 
llaues there · ir huſbande which loued her dearely , comfoztyng 
his feble louing wyke ſo well as he co alde, cauſed the beſt Phyſici⸗ 
ans he could finde, to come vnto hir for recouzry ot᷑ hir health. Bat 
all the deuyſed Phyſtke of the woꝛld was not able to cure her, ſhe 
was ſo loueſicke. 

Ii the end knowing by long experience the fauour and laue hir 
huſdand bare vnto hir, and knowing that nothing could wie hdꝛaw 
his continued mind, ſhe tolde him, that al the toꝛment and payne 
ſhe ſuſtained, was foꝛ the loue of a Gladiator, towards whom hir 
tour was ſo miſerably bent that except ſhe had his company, death 

was the next, medicine fo} hir diſeaſe. The good huſband whych 
beyond meaſure loued his wife, comkoꝛted hir with ſo louing woꝛ⸗ 
des as he could, aad bad hir to bee of good cheare, pꝛomiſinge hee 
would pꝛouide remedy. Ffterwards conſulting with a wiſe man 
a Chaldee born, opened vnt9 him the effect of his wines diſeaſe, g 
how ſhe was loue Icke with ſutcha perſon one of the Samſters of 
the Citp, pꝛomiſing great rewardes ik he could by his ſecreteg 
ſerch? out redꝛeſſe to ſaue hir life. The Chaldee could tel him none 
other rem : dy, but that he muſt cauſe the Gladiator to he llaine, and 
with the bloud of him to anoint the body of the GEmpiꝛeſſe, vot tel⸗ 
ling vnto hir what the ointment was: which don, that he muſt goe 
to na zed bed to hir, and do the act of matrimony. Same Hiſtoꝛio⸗ 
graphers do wzite, that the Chaldee gaue him counſell, that Fau - 
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aultinathe mpreſſe. 


ſtipa ſhould dꝛinke the bloud of the Gladiator, but the moſt part, 

that hir body was bathed in the ſame. But how ſo euer it vag 
would haue cooled the hotteſl Eentlewemans ſtomack in ß wo2ld, 
to be anoynted with like Salve.

2poze 
ſozy girles þ were left deſtitute of deſlred things, both like to kal in 
to deſpaire, and pet both holpen with that they moſt dellred: which 
ta this ſoꝛt beginneth. In the time that Scipio Aﬀricanus had be. 
lleged the City of Carthage, Chera that was a widow ( dweilinge 
there) ſeeinge the daunger at hand wherein the Titty ſtoode, and 
doubtyng che loſſe and ouerthꝛo we of the ſame, and that the honoz 
of the dames and wamankinde, coulde vneths be ſafe and harme⸗ 
lelle, determined not to abide the vttermoſt : and hautnge a good 
quantity of Gold # pꝛecious tones, ſhe beſtowed the ſame in a caſ. 
quet, and hid it vpon one of the beames of hir houſe, purpoſinge 
whe the tir & daũger was paſt, to retourne to hir houſe agapne foz 
thole hir hidden things.

6, 
eures of age, he went out of Carthage, and paſſed ougr the Seas 
into Scicilia, where fallinge ſicke, after ſhe had bene ere thꝛee oꝛ 

foure peares, at length died. But befoze = a > thee called 

hir Daughter betoꝛe hir, then about Ten peares olde,and told hir 

the place where ſhe had layed hir Caſket. And by reaſon of the 


Uictozy gotten by Scipio, the City was maruellouſly chaunged, | 


and amongs other things, the houſe of Chera was giuen to a Roz 


mane D9.uldiour that was ſo enriched with Nobiilpty of Mynd, 


ag hee was pooze of Foztunes Goods. Whypch Chera vnder- 
Gandeng , was ſozowfull , and doubted of hir thynges ſecretlye 
beitowed 
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ſecretly beſtowed vppen the beame.AChercvpon ſhe ſoy d bnto hir 
daughter, that foz ſo much as their houſe wes in the poſſeſſion of 
en other,ſhe ought to be wiſe end cireumſpect in the recouerye of 
of hir hidden goods:and that hir death was the moꝛe greucus vn⸗ 
to hir, becaue ſhe muſt leaue hir ( ſo pong a maiden ) vnpꝛouided of 
rendes fo2 hir good gouernement. But pet ſhe incouraged hir az 
gaine and ſayd:that ith neceſſity appꝛoched, ſhe muſt in childyſhe 
oge, put on a graue and auncient mind, and beware howe ſhee be · 
wꝛaped that caſket to any perſon, foꝛʒ that of purpoſe ſhee reſerued 
the knowledge thereof, to her ſelt, that it might ſerue foz hir pꝛełer⸗ 
ment, and pꝛocure hir a huſband woꝛthy et hir ſelle. Ind the mat- 
den demoundinge the value of the ſame, hte toldt hir that it was 
woꝛth. CC. Talentes, and gave hir in wziting the particulers in- 
cloſed within the Caſkette , and that the lyke bill ſhee ſhould find 
within the ſame, wzitten wyth hir owne Bande . Ind ſo the good 
woman within a while after dyed, lcauyng behrnde hir the rong 
mayden hir daughter, that matuellouſly lamented the death ot hir 
mother, accoꝛdingly as nature taught hir, and ech other reaſona⸗ 
ble wyght depꝛiued from their deareſt friends. The maiden foꝛ hir 
peres was very wiſe, and would diſcloſe to none what hir mother 
had ſayd, ketping the wziting very carefully. Not long after Phi⸗ 
eve whych was the maidens nam e) fell in love with a Gentlemã 
of Sicilia ot greate reputation and authozity,who al bee it he ſawe 
hir to be very faire and comelp, yet cared not fo hir loue in reſpect 
of Marrage, fo: that hee kne we hir to hee pooze, and withoute 
dowꝛie mete fo2 a Gentle man, ic lpng and mocking to ſee hir fire 
hir minde on him, koꝛ deſyze to haue him to hir huſband,that wag 
a perſonage ſo noble and rich: which refuſall pterced the Hearte of 
the tender maiden, bicauſe ſhe ſaw hir ſelfe fozſaken foz nothynge 
elſe, but fez want of goods: whych made hir to think and conſider, 


howe ſhee myght recouer the riches that hir mother had layed bp 


in Carthage. It chaunced as ſhe was in this meditatid,the daugh⸗ 


ter ot him to whome the Heuſe of Chera was giuen, called Eliſa, 


was likewiſe enamoured of a noble pong gentle man in Carthage, 
who bicauſe Eliſa was the daughter of a Sculdiour, and not very 


rich in like manner laughed a ieſted at hir loue, no leſſe than the 
other 
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other did at Philene. Notwithſtanding Eliza attẽpted al meanes 
- poſſible to induce the yong man to loue hir, but hſr pꝛactiſe and at- 
temptes tended to none eff2ct. Ind laſt ot᷑ all, deſirous to haue are- 
ſolute anſwere , and thereby vnderſtode, that he would rather dyz 
than take hir to Wpfe, ſhe fell into deſpayꝛe, and curſſzd foztune, 
and hir fate. that ſhe was not bazne riche enough to match wyth 
hir choſen Gentleman, and that he being po2ze, muſt fall in loue 
wyth ſutch a perſonage: whereupon ſh2 myſerably toꝛmented hir 
ſeife, (till bewaylinge hir vahappy lucke, that ſhee could not win 
hun to be hir huſband, koꝛ whych onle intent and purpoſe ſhe los 
ued him. And this amoꝛons paſſion incredibly growing in hir, the 
rootes-yh:reof be planted in the reſtleſle humoꝛ of mclancholy,# 
wanting all hope and comfozte to ſtay that Banze,and NRammiſhe 
weede, it ſo increaſed in her, as ſhee franticke in raging loue gaue 
hir ſelfe ouer to the ſpoyle of herſelf: And to rid her from þ grieke, 
ſhe determined to kill hir ſelfe, Imagining whych way ſhe might 
do the ſame. At length ſhe was reſolued, with hir kathers ſwoꝛd to 
peerce hir body : But hir heart nat ſeruing hir thereunts, deuiſed 
by þ Halter to end her lyfe,ſaying thus to herſelfe: Thys death pet 
hal do me good, p the cruel mã may know that foꝛ his ſake J haue 
done this fact : Ind if hig heart be not made of Jron 02 ſteele, hee 
cannot choſe but ſozrowe and lament, that a pooze mapde whych 
loued him better thi her owne lyke, hath made futch waetched ende 
onelyfo his cruelty. Eliſa concludinge vpon this intent, prepared 
a Haler: Ind being alone in her houſe, in the chamber where the 
Caſzet lay vpon the beame, placed a ſtoole vnder the ſame, and bes 
gan to tye the Halter avout the beame: In doinge whercof, ſhe eſ⸗ 
pied the caſkct, and reached the ſame vnta hir, who feeling it to be 
heauy and weighty, immediatly did open it, and founde the Byll 
within, which Chera had wꝛitten with hir owne hand, agreable to 
that which che had deltuered to hir daughter, wherein were parti- 
calarly remembzed the Jewels and other riches faſt cloſed within 
the caſket. Who diſcloſing the bagges wherein the gold @ Jewels 
were boũd bp, a ſecing p great value of the ſame, wõdꝛed thereat, # 
lopfull foz that foztune,hid the rope which ſhe had pꝛepared foz hir 
death, 
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death, in the place where ſhe found the caſket,and with great alad- 


neſſe and wirth went bnto hit father, and ſhe wed him what ſhe had 
found, whereat the father reioyted no leſſe, ihen his daughter Eliſa 
did, bicauſe he ſawe himſelfe thereby to be diſcharged of his foꝛmer 
pooꝛe lite, and like to pꝛoue a mau ot᷑ ineſtimable wealth and ſub⸗ 
ſtance: and ſaw likewiſe that the pooze wench his daughter, by the 
addicion of thoſe riches, was like to attayne the party whom ſhee 
loued. When he had taken koꝛth thoſe bagges and well ſurueyed 
the valuc, to the intent no man might ſuſpect the ſodayne mutati- 
on of his Nate, tooke his daughter with him, and went to Rome, 
where after he had remaꝝ ned certayne monethes, hee returned to 
Carthage, and began very galantly to appareil himſelfe, and to 
ket pe 8 bountifull and liberall houſe. His table and pozt was be · 
ry delicate and Sumptuous, and hys Stable ſtozed wyth many 
fayze Moꝛzſſe, in all poynctes ſhecwinge himſelfe very Noble and 
rich: By which ſodayne chaunge of fate, the whole Citty bes 
leeued, that he had bzought that wealth from Rome. Ind bicauſe 
it is the common opinion of the vulgar ſozt,that where there is no 
riches, there is no nobtlity, and that they slone make men nobles 
gentle (a foolyſhe Opinion in deede pꝛoccedinge from heads that 
de raſh and light) the people markinge that pozte and charge kept 
by the Souldiour, concepucd that he was of ſome noble houſe, 
Ind th:oughout the wholc Ciity great and folemne honour was 
done bnto him whereupon the young Genileman, with whom E- 
lia was in loue, began to bee aſhamed of himſelfe,that he had diſ⸗ 
dayned the mayden. Whych mapden ſeeing hir Fathers houſe to 
bein ſutch reputation, made ſute to her father, that he would pꝛo⸗ 


ture the Gentleman to bee hir Huſband , But hir Father wyl- 


led hir in any wyfe to keepe ſecret hir deſtre, and not to ſecme 
her ſelfe to bee in loue, and wyſelp tolde hir, that moze meete it 
was, that ſhee ſhould bee ſolicited by him than ſhee to make 
ſute oz requeſt foꝛ martage: alleaginge that the leſſe deſirous 
the Gentleman had bene of hir, the moze deare and better be⸗ 
lo ued ſhee ſhoulde bec to hym. Ind manp tymes when hys 
Daughter was demaunded to Wyfe,he made aunſwere that Ma- 


trimony was a ſtate of no litle impoztance, as enduring the _ 
courle 
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courſe of Lyfe, and therefoze ought well to bee conſidered. and 
waped , befoze any Concluſton were made. But fox all theſe 
Demaundes and Junſwers, and all theſe tops and ſtapes, the 
mayden was indowed with an honeſt dow2y,and in the end her lo⸗ 
uer and ſhe were maried, with ſo great pleaſure and ſatiſcacrion of 
them both, as they deemed themſelueg happy. Ja the meane time 
while theſe things were done at Carthage, Philene tn Scicilia toke 
thought how ſh: might recouer her goods geuen to her by her mo⸗ 
ther,derous by their meanes alſo to ſoꝛt hir earneſt a ardẽt ioue 
to happy ſucceſſe: Ind debatinge with her ſelfe (as we haue ſuyd 
befoze ) howe ſhe might obtayne them, becauſe the houſe was in 
poſſeſſion of an other, thought it to bee agaynſt reaſon and ozder, 
that although ſhe had loſt hir houſe, pet hir goods ought to be re⸗ 
ſtozed vnto hir, which were hir onely mapntenance and reputation 
and the fitteſt Inſtrument that ſhould conduct her loue to happy 
ende. And hearinge tell that the Father of Eliſa the Poſſeſſour of 
hir Mathers houſe liued at Carthage in great Royalty and mag- 
nificence, thought that if by ſom : eight and Pollicie ſhe founde 
not meanes to enter the houſe without ſuſpicion, hir attempt would 
be tn vayne: determined therefoze to goe to Carthage, and to ſecke 
ſeruice in that Douſe, counterfaytinge the kynde and habite of a 
Page. Foz lhe conſidered, that if ſhe went thither in oꝛder and ap⸗ 
parell of a mayden,ſhe ſhould incur the perill of hir virginity, and 
Fall into the lapſe of diuers other daungers : purpoſed then to go 
thyther in maner ofa Page and lacky. And when ſhe had tn that 
ſoꝛt urſhed hirſelle, ſhe paſſed the Seas, and arriued at Carthage, 
A ſeekinge ſeruice about the City, at length chaunced to be re⸗ 
tapned in a houſe that was next neyghbour to the Soaldier, and 
bicauſe this wench was gentle and of a good diſpoſttion, was wel 
bꝛloued of her maiſter, who being the frend of Eliſa, hir Father ma · 
ny times ſent vnto him diuers pꝛeſents e gifts by Philene,where- 
vppon ſhe began to be acquainted and familiar wich the ſeruantes 
of the houſe,# by her oft repapꝛe thyther viewed and marked euere 
cozner, and vpon a time entred the chamber wherein hir Mother 
Chera tolde hir, that ſhee had beſtowed hir goods, and lookinge 
vpon the Beames eſpied by certayue Signes and tokens, one of 
the in to 
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them to be the ſame where the Caſket lay. And therewithal wel ſa 
tt}:d and contented, verily ſuppoſed that the caſtice ſtil remayned 
there, # without farther buſtneſſe for that time, expected ſome o- 
ther ſeaſon koꝛ recouer» o: tyeſame. In the ende, the good beha - 
uiour and diligence of Phileae, was ſo liked of Eliſa, ag hir father 
and ſhe made ſatc to hir maiſter to giue hir leaue to ſerue them, 
who bycauſe they were his friends, pꝛekerred Philene vnto them, 
and became a page of that houſe, Ind one day ſecretly tepayrynge 
into the chamber, where the treaſure lay mounted bppon a ſtqole, 
and ſought the beame t̃oꝛ thecaſket:where ſhe found no caſket , but 
in place where that lap, the halter, wherwithal Eliſa woulde haug 
ſtrangled hir ſele. Ind ſearching all the parts of the Chamber and 
the beames, 2 finding nothing elſe but the halter, ſhe was ſurpꝛiſed 
with ſutch incredible ſoꝛt owe, as ſhe ſeemed like a ſtock, Dout ſpi⸗ 
rote, voice 02 life, kterwardeg, being come agatne to htr ſelke, ſhee 
begã pitifully to {amet a cõplapn in this maner: Th wꝛetched Phi · 


lene. vnder what vnluckie ſigne and planet was thou begotten and 


bozne : wyth wiat offence were the heauens wꝛoth, when they fot - 
ted thee to pierce thy mothers wombe ? Could J pooze creature 
when J was framed withiathe moulde of nature, and fed of wy 
mothers ſubſtance within hir wombe, and afterwards in due time 
bꝛought foꝛth to light. commit ſuch crime, as to pꝛouoke the celeſ- 
tiall impꝛeſſions to conſpire agaynſt my Natinity, to bzynge mine 
increaſed age into ſuch wꝛetched ſtate @ plighte wherein it ig now 
wapped?No no, my faulte was nothing, it was parents offence, 
if any were at all: Fo: many times we ſce the innocent babe aff{t :- 
ted fo2 the fathers guilt. The gods do puniſh the poſterity, fo: ſom 
ſacrilege 02 notoꝛious crime committed by pzogenttozs . They 
manner is not to ſuffer heynous faulteg vareuTged. Their Juſtice 
tan not abide ſuch miſchic? vacozrected fox exainple ſake. So fa 
reth it by me. Firſt in father died, after wardeg my Mother a 
widow was dꝛiuen to abandon natiue ſovle, and ſeeke reliefe in foz- 
rain land: Ind leauing that wherwith we were poſſeſſed in ent- 
mies keping, were koꝛced a ſimple life to leade among ſtraungerg. 
And my mother, yeldingfoꝛth hir ghoſt, made me beleue that ſhee 


had hidden great treaſures here: Ind J vnhsppy wench thinking 
9.1. to obiepne 
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to obteine the W wandzed in counterfait kinde, and fetched 
many a bitter ſigy, vntil I came into this plact: Ind the thing J 
hoped fo2, which myght haue bene the meanes and ende of all my 
care, is turned to nothyng :Þ cafket tranſtoꝛmed into a halter, gold 
and Jewels into a piece ot rope? Is this the mariage dowzy (Phi- 
lene ) thou art like to haue ro match with him whom thou ſo derely 
loueſt? Is this the knot that ſhall conioyne you both in yoke of mã 
and wife? Ih wzetch a miſerable caitife, the go oods thy mother layd 
vp fo2 thee,foz maintenance of thy. reſt, and ſafegarde of thine ho⸗ 
nour, and foꝛ the reputation of thy noble houſe wherof thou camſt, 
ig now berieued from thee. They that kepe this ſtately houſe, and 
beare their lofty poꝛt amid the beſt, haue deſpoiled thee poze wench 
of that after which thou didſt vainly trauaple But what remedye 
now? Sith thy wicked lot doth thus fall out, ſith thy cruel fate is 
loth thou ſhouldeſt atteine the thing on whych thy mind is bente, 
ſich thy painfull ilyſe can take no ende, make ſpede to rid thy ſelfe 
from miſery by that meanes which he hath pꝛepared foz thee that 
hath found thy goods: who ſeeing his good aduenture ro be thy 
bane,his happy pꝛar to bee thy ſpoyle, hath left in lieu of treaſure, a 
halter, that therwith thou mighteſt difpatch thy ſelfe from all thy 
griefes,and in their vnhappyr companpe to ceaſe thy life, that the 
lothſom, lengthning of the ſame might not increaſe thy further pla. 
ints, ſoꝛowes, anguiſh and affliction. Ind in the place where in⸗ 
fo:tunate Philene toke hit beginning, ther the miſerabie Whetche 
muſt ſiniſhe that, which without hir deſtred geine no longer can 
be mapnteined. Peraduenture it may come to paſſe as when thy 
ſoule is loſed from this moꝛtall charge, it ſhail falke by hym , by 
whom tt liueth, and by hiin alſo whom ſhe thought to top in grea⸗ 
teſt cõtent ation, that euer moztall woman did. And thus plaininge 
# ſighing hir il foztune, when ſhe had ended thoſe woꝛds ſhe tyed þ 
halter about the became, where ſomtimcs hir Treaſure lay, which 
beyng done ſhce put the ſaine about hir necke, ſayinge: O crooked 
Lady Foꝛtune that haſt thus vifrendlp dealt with thine humble 
clyent:Fh diſpapꝛe, thou valy wꝛetch and companton ofthe diſtrel⸗ 
ſed that ig bnwillinge to leaue my haunte vntyll thou piape the 
Hangman. Fh Duell incarnate that gocſt aboute to hale 
and plucig 
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und plucke the innocent iato thy helliſh caue. Out vypon the thou 


defoꝛmed helliſh dogge,that waiteſt at the flery gate to lette them 
in, which kaine would paſl? an other poꝛte. And as ſhee was pow - 
tong fozth theſe ſpitefull woꝛdes, redy to remoue the ſtoole to fetch 
hir ſwynge, the Gods which would not giue conſent, that the inno⸗ 
tent wench hould enter that vile # opp:obztous death, moued the 
heart of Eliſa, to paſſe by the place were ſhe was in wozkynge 
on her ſeif that deſperate end: who hearing thoſe moneful plaints 
vttred after ſuch terrible manner, opened the chamber doote , and 
ſaw that myſerable ſight:and ignoꝛant of the occaſton, moued with 
pity , rannt and ſtaped hir krom the fact, ſoying thus vnto hir : Ah 
Philene ,(whych was the name that (ſhe had giuen to hir ſelfe) 
what folie hath bewitched thy mind? what phzenſte hath incharmed 
thy bzxatne?what harde aduenture hath moaned thee in this miſera- 
ble wiſe, to ende thy life. Bh(ſapd Philene)ſuffer me Eliſa, to finiſh 
my toʒmentes, giue me liberty to vnburden m ſelfe from the bande 
o cares that do aſſaile me on euery ide: Lette theſe Melhoundes 
that ſtande heare roande aboute mee, haue theyz pꝛape foz 
which they gave. Thou moued by compaſſton, arte come hither to 
ſtay mee from the Halter: but in doyng lo, thou doeſt mee greater 
wrong, than doeth deſpayze,whych eggeth me therunto. Suffer J 
ſap, that mine afflictiong may take ſome end, ſith cruel foꝛtune wits 
kth it to be ſo, oꝛ rather vnhappy fate: Fo2 ſowꝛe death fs ſwceter 
in my conceit, than bitter life contriued in ſharper ſauce than gall 
02 woꝛm wood. Eliſa hearing her ſpeake theſe wozdes ,fapd? Foz lo 
much ag thy myſhap is ſuch,as onely death is the neareſt remedy 
to depꝛiue thy payne, what wicked chafice hath induced thee , in 
this houſe to finiſh thoſe thy miſeries? What hath pꝛouoked the to 
ſutch augury to this our moſt happy and toyfull famfly ? Forced 
is the partye(ſayd Philene)ſo to dee, when deſtenye hath ſo ap⸗ 
pointed. What deſteny is that demaunded Eliſa?Tell mee J bez 
ſeech thee, perchaunce thou mayſt p2:uent the ſame by other reme⸗ 
dy than that whereabout thou goeſt. No(aunſwered Philene) that 
is impoſſible, but to ſatiſfle thy requeſt which ſo inſtantly thou cra+ 
veſt of me, J wil tel thee the ſumme of al my miſery, In laying fo $ 
teares guſ⸗ 
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teares-guſhed fo:th hir Exes, and hir voice bzake oute into com · 
plainte, a thus began to ſay:Fh El:/a,why houtd J ſeke-to- pꝛo⸗ 
long my wzetched like in this vale of wzetchedneſſe,wherin Jhaue 
ben ſo miſerably aſtlictedꝰꝛm mother ſpitieng mine eſtate g; ſeeynge 


me vopde of frends, a a fatherleſſe child vpon hir death bed,difclo- 


ſed vnto me a treaſure which ſhe had hidden vpõ this beam wher⸗ 
vnto this halter (the beſt remedy of my miſerp) is tied, and J ma- 
king ſerch fo: the ſame:in place of that treaſure found this halter, 


oꝛdeined as Jſuppoſe(by what miſfoztune J knowe not) foz mp + 


death;and where J thought amõg the happy to be the moſt happy 
I ſee my ſetfe amongs al vnlucky Women to be the moſt vnkoꝛtu⸗ 
nate.Eliſa hearing hir ſay ſo,greatly maruelled a ſa»d? Why then 
A perceyue thou art a woman and not a man. Pea truly anſwered 
the vnhappy mayden: A ſinguler example of extreme miſery to all 
ſoꝛtes of women. And why ſoꝛ demaunded Eliſa, Ticauſe (anſwe- 
reo Philenc)that the peſtitent planet vnder which J was bozne, 
will haue it to be ſa: and the ſhe told hir al that which had chaficed 
from the time of hir mothers departure out of Carthage, and how 
ſhe went into Sicilia and recounted vnto hir the loue that ſhe bare 
to a Sicilian Gentleman, and how? that he diſdayning hir fo: hir 
pouerty, retuſed to be hir huſband: whervpon to atch:eue hir deſire 
as loth to foꝛgoe him, was come in maner of a page to Carthage, 
to recouer the riches which hir mother had hidden there, to he in · 
tent the might obtaine (it not by other meanes ) with ſom rich dow⸗ 
rie, the pong Gentleman to huſvand whom ſhe lo dearelp loued. 
And then reenkoꝛcing hir coplaint,ſhe ſaid, that ſith Foꝛtune had de 
ſpoiled hir of that which might haue accõpliſhed hir deſice, reſting 
no cauſe why ſhe ſhould any longer liue, the halter was pꝛepared 
faz hir to end hir dates,# to rid hir life from troubles. Ind there⸗ 
fo:e ſhe pꝛaied hir to be cõtented, ſhe might mabe that end which 
hir miſaduenture # wicked foztune had pꝛedeſtinate. I doubt not 
but there be many, which vnderſtanding that the treaſure did belog 
to Philene, it they had found the like as Eliſa did, would not onely 
not haue fozbidden hir the Death, but alſo by ſpeedy meanes haue 
haſtcned the ſame, koz ſo mutch as by that occaſton the hidden trea- 
ſure ſhould haue ben out of rife a contentio:fo great is the fozceof 
Cauctouſne ſſe 
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Couetouſneſſe in the minde of man. But good Eli knew ful wel 
the mutability of Foztune in humane thinges,foz ſo mutch as ſhe 
by ſceking death, had found? the thinge which not onely, deliuered 
hir from the ſame, but made hir the beſt contented woman of the 
woꝛlde. Ind Pailene ſeekinge hir contentation, in place-thercof, 
and by like occaſſon, found the thinge that would haue ben the in⸗ 
ſtrument of hir death. And moned with very great compaſſion of 
the mayden, deſtred to haue better aduertiſement howe that trea- 
ſure could belong to her. Then Philene ſhewing fozth hir mothers. 
witting, which particularly remẽbꝛed the parcels within the caſ⸗ 
ket - and Eliſa ſeringe the ſame to be agreeable to the hand wheres 
with the other was wꝛittẽ, that was founde in th: caſket ; was aſ⸗ 
ſured that all the gold and Jewels which ſhe had found, did belõg 
bnto Philene, and ſapd vnto hirſelfe : The Gads defend that I 
ſhould pꝛepare the halter oꝛ the death of this innocent Wench, 
whoſe ſubſtaunce hath velded vnto mee my harts deQce..Fud cõ⸗ 
fo2ting the mayden, in the ende ſhe ſayd, ; Be contented Pluſene, 
glue ouer this thy deſperate determination. fo both thy rte ſhalbe 
pꝛolonged, and thy diſcontented minde appeaſed, hoping thou ſhalt 
reteyue the comfozte thou defreſt. Ind with thoſe wozdg chr toſed 
the halter from hir neck, and takinge hir by the hand, bzought hir 
to the place where hir Father and yuſband were, and did them to 
vnderttãd the koꝛce and terms whereunto the lier qt loue,aud del: 
peratton had brought that amozous mayden, telliuge theym that 
all the treaſure and Jewels which ſhe had found ( where the left 
the halter, and wherewith Philene was minded to hang hirſelfe ) 
did by good right and reaſon belonge to hir :thẽ he did let them ſe 
the counterpayne of that bill which was in the caſket, in al points 
agreeable thereunto, declarings mareouer. that verre letze and 
reaſonabte yt were, like curteſie .houſe.bee 'vied vnto hir, 
as by whom they hadde receyued ſo greate honoyre and delyghte 
Her Huſband which was a Carthag ian bozne, bety churliſhe and 
couetous, alheit by conferring the w2itings together, he knew: the 
matter to betrue, and that Philene ought to be the poſſeſſoʒ there- 
ok, vet by no meanes woulde agree vnta hys Wyues requeſt, 
but fell into a rage, callinge hir Foole and Ideor, and ſay · 
inge that hee had rather that ſhee had bene a Thouſande tymes

henged, han he would giue hir one peny: and although ſhe had fa 
-ved/hir life, yet the ought to be baniſted thc Cittp, foꝛ fo mutchas 
the ſame and allthe pꝛopertie thercof was bꝛougt t into the Ro- 
Manes handes,and amongs the ſame hir mothets houſc, and al hir 
goods ih Moto g; bicto:s, & euery part; at their diſpoſltian 
and plraſure . Ind ioꝛeouet, fo ſo mutch as hir mother and ſhee 
had 9 — Carthage, aud would not abide the hazarde and ex. 
tremitp of their countrey as other Citizens did, and hauing con · 
cealed and hibden thoſe Riches which ought to haue den bzought 
forth fo2 the tommon deſence of their countrey,and gone out of the 
citty as though che had ben a pooze ſũumple Woman, paoꝛely there- 
foze the ought to lyue in Scicilia, whyther ſhe was fled. Wherefoze 
he was of opinion, that ſhe in this maner beinge departed whe the 
fitty had greateſt neede of hir helpe, was diſfranchtſcd of all the 
righteg and cuſtomes of the countrex, and that like as a ſtraunger 
can recouer nothttige in that citty, extept he haue the pꝛiuiledge e 
Freedome ok the ſameʒ enen fo Philene( tot the'confiderations bes 
tod recttcd)o:ight to be compred foxaftrimiger,andnot toparti- 
cipate any thinge within the ctty,accozdingly as the lawes fozbtd. 
When he had fo ſayd, he was like by koꝛee to expell the ſoꝛrowfull 
tiayden out of the houſe. Thele woꝛdes greatly grieued.Philene, 
hope doubted leaſt his f&rher in law would haue topned with him, 
ag tet vnt hes alleaged reafons; whych ſeemen to be ot great 
e effect? and therefoze thought newiy to returne to 
the Halter foz retiedy ok hir griekes: but it otherwtſe chaunced,foz 
the Father of Eliſa, which was a Romane boꝛne, and affecttd with 
8 Romane minde, and therefoze of a Gentle and well diſpoſed na 
ture knew tut Wel, that although the houſe was guiẽ vnto him by 
the cHlent of Stipio;+v et the Captaynes, vet he une w that their 
pleaſure was not to we on him þ treaſure hiddẽ in the ſame, 
e therefo:e ought to be reſtoꝛed to the true owner, 02 elle cõſiſcate 
and pꝛoperly due to the Romane Eſchequer, 02 common treaſure 
houle of th? ſame. And albeit that. it was true that hir Mother 
went out ok Carthage,m the time of thy Siege, and therefoze-had 
fozkayted the ſame, yet he determined to ſhewe ſome curteſte vnto 
the n 
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ſqevo'mge m3yden;and to bꝛ thinkfull to foxtune, fo: the benelſte 


which by hir mean2s he had recepued, thinking? that ſhe woulo be 
diſpleaſed with him, ik he with vagratefulf minde oz diſhonoura- 
bie intent ſhould receyue hir giftes. Foz in thoſe dayes the Romis 
highly reuerenced Lady Foꝛtune, and in hir honour had Grected 
Temples, and Dedicated Jaltars, and in pꝛoſperous tyme and 
h3pvy aduentures, they cõſecrated vowes, and ſacrifices vnto hir, 
thin inge (although ſuperſticiouſly) that like as from God there 
pꝛoceeded none euil, euen ſo from him all goodneſſe was deriued 
that all felicity and other good happes, whych chaunced vppon 
ſhe Romane Common wealth. pꝛoceeded from Foꝛtune, as the 
Fountayne and molt Pꝛincipall Occaſton. and that they which 
wauld not canfeſſe hir foꝛce. and be thanckful vnto hir godheade, 
incurred in the ende hir Dilpleaſure and Daungers very great 
and haynous. This Romane then hauing this opinion, beinge(as 
J ſayd befo:e)of a gentle Diſpoſition woulde at one inſtant both 
render thartkes to Foꝛtune, and viſe curtcſte buto that mavden by 
whole riches and goods from lowe degree he wag aduarmced to 
honourable ſtate. Wherefoze turning his Face vnto her, with lo⸗ 
uing countenaunce he ſpake theſe wo2des : Right gentle damoſel, 
albeit by the reaſons alleged by mp ſonne in lawe, none of the trea- 
ſure hidden by thy mother, and founde by my Daughter in thys 
douſe, ot right doth appertayne to thee, pet J will that thou ſhalte 
bnderſtande my curte ſte, and that thou ſee how the Romanes doe 
moze eſteeme the nobility of their minde, than all the riches of the 
would. Thereſoꝛe that thou mayſt eniop thy loue, I referre vnto 


thee and to thy diſpoſition all the goods and Jewels that were in 


the Caſket, and contayned in thy wzitinge. Beholde thetekoze 
(caulinge the Caſket to be bꝛought vnto him) ali the Jewels and 
other parceig that were in the ſame when thep were founde, take 


ſo match thereof ag thou wilt, and if ſo bee thou deſtre the whole, 


willingly J render the ſame vnto thee, ſitheng by meancs of thoſe 


riches,and the induſtry of my trafique, I haue gavned ſa mutch, © 


as hauinge gyuen a conuentent dow?y vnto my daughter, Jhonoz 
rably liue without it. Philene ſeeing the curteſie of this valtaunt 
Gentleman, gaue him infinite thanks then ſapd vnto him: Sir.

woman. Ind ſo Philene put in poſſeſſion of the halfe of thoſe 
goods , whereof ſhe was altogether out of hope , was well ſa⸗ 
tiſfied,and had the Romane foz hir father, Eliſa faz hir Syſter, 
and hir Duſband foz hir Kinſman . That valyant Roman was 
focarcful ouer Philene,as if ſhe had ben his owne daughter, and

mon deſerue a place of Necoꝛde amonge our Engliſhe Molumes, 
and koꝛ the wholſome Erudition,ought to Engliſhmen in engli 
ſhape to bee deſcribed, J haue thought good in this place to int 
duce Þ ſame. Ind although to ſome it ſhal not peraduentute ſeeme 
it and conuentẽt to mingle holy with pꝛophane ( accoꝛdinge to the 
pꝛouerbe)to intermedli ambgs pleaſaũ: hiſtoꝛies, erneſt epiſtles, 
amid amoꝛous Mouels, learned Letters: pet not to care fo2 res 
pozt 02 thought of ſutch findefaults, J iudge them not vnſeemelp, 
the courſe of thoſe hiſtoztes, Foz amid the diuine wozks of Phi-

ſons as he taught him. Theſe Leiters do gratulate and remem⸗ 
dꝛe the toy of the diſciple foz hauinge ſutch a maiſter. Theſe Let 
ters do pꝛonounte the minde of a vertugus Pꝛiace towardes hys 
ſubtects fo: choyle of him to the Empire, and foz that they had reſ· 
pect rather to the vertue and condition, than to the nobility 02 0+ 
ther extreme accident, To be ſhozt, theſe Letters ſprake and pꝛo · 
nounce the very humbleneſſe and fealty that oughr to reſt in ſubg 
tectes hearts : with a thouſand other excellent ſententes of duties. 
So that ik the Emperour Nerua had bin altuꝛ agayne to p: raſe 
theſe letters # Epiſtles of congratulation betwerne the Schoole. 
mayſter and Scholler, he would no leſſe haue retoyſen in Plutarch 
than King Philip of Macedon did ot Atiſtocle, when hee affirmed 
himſelte to be happy. not ſo mutch foꝛ hauinge ſutch a ſonne as A. 
lexãdet was, as fo: Þ he was bone in ſutch a time, as had bought 
Ariſtotle to be his maiſter. That good Empetoꝛ Nerua, ſhewed 
a patern to his ſucceſſo2 by his good vertugus lyie and godly go · 
uerament, which made a ſucce(o2 and a pcople of no leſſe c onſe⸗ 
quence than they were travned, accoꝛdingly as Herodian voucheth, 
That foz the moſt part the people be wont to imitate the Life of 
their Prince and ſqueraygne Lozd. . Af Philip deemed hymſelle 
happy and bleſſed. foz hauing ſutch a ſonne a mayſter, then might 
Necua terme. himſelfe thʒeetolde maze bappy foꝛ ſutch a Nephew 
and ſutch a notable Schoolemayſter as Plutarch was, who not 
only by doctrine but by pꝛactiſe pꝛoued a paſſing good ſcholler, Al 
exider wis a good icholer a foꝝ y time wel pꝛactiſed hig maiſters 
Leſſons, but afterwards as glo:y æ good hap atcõpanied his no- 
ble diſpoſitiõ, ſo did he degeneratefry koʒmer lite, ⁊ had quite foz; 
gotten what he had learned, as the ſecond Nouell of this Boche 
moꝛe at lage declareth, But Traiang of a toward Scholler, pꝛo⸗

= W which ts to be Empcrour of Rome: That man 
> A ſhould withdzawe himſelfe from honour, it were 
tleane without the boundes of wyſedome: dut not to lycence the 
heart to deſtre the ſame, that truely is a wozke diuine, and not pꝛo· 
cecdinge of humayne nature. Foz he docth indiffetently well, that 
rep:eſſeth the woꝛks which his handes be able to do, without ſtap- 
ing vpon his owne dellres, and foꝛ good conſideration wee may 
terme thine Empire tobe very happy, ith thou hsſt ſo nobly de⸗ 
meaned thy ſelfe to deſerue the ſame without ſearch e ſeckinge in- 
duſtrious po llicy to attarne thert unto. I haue known within the 
city of Rome many great perſonages, which were not ſo mutch ho- 
nozed fox the offices whych they bare, as they were foz the 
meanes and deuiſes whereby they ſought to be aduatinced to the 
ſame.Map it plcaſe you to vnderſland (moſt excellent Pzince):hat 
the honoꝛ of a vertuous man doth not conſiſt in the office, which he 
pꝛeſently hath, but rather in the merites that preferred him there- 
unto: In ſuch wiſe, as it is the office that honozeth the partye, and 
to the officer there reſtcth but a painful charge By meanes wher · 
ok, when J remember that J was your gouernet from your youth 
and inſtructed your vertuous mind in letters, Icen not choſe but 
very much reiorce, ſo well foꝛ your ſoueraigne vertue, as ſoꝛ your 
mateſties good foʒtune, de ming it to be a great happmeſſe vnto me 
that in my time Rome hath inioyed him to be their ſoueraigne loꝛd 
whom J had in tymes paſt to be my ſcholler. The pzincipalities 
of Ey1gdomes ſome winne bp foꝛce, ond maintaxnethe by armes, 
which ought not fo to be in you, noz pct cHcetue opinid of pour ſelfe, 
but rather to thinke that the Empire which pou gouernc by vni⸗ 
uerſall con'cnt, yee ought to ente rtayne and rule with general tuſ- 
tice. Ind 
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ice: Ind therko2e if vou loue aud reuerence the Gods, if you bee 
pacient in trauels,warie in daungerg, curteous to your People, 
gentle to ſtraungers, and not couetous of treaſure, noz louer of 
pour owne deſtres:ęou ſhall make your fame immoꝛtall, and go. 
uera the common wealth in ſoueraign peace: That pou be not a lo- 
uer of your own deſires, Iſpeake it not withoute cauſe. Foz thece 
is no woꝛſe gouernement than that which is ruled by ſelfe wyll 
and p2iuate opinion. Foz as he that gouerneth a common wealth 
ought to lyue in feare of al men, euen ſo muich moꝛe in feare of him 
ſelte ⸗ in ſo mutch ag he may commit greater errour,by doinge that 
which his owne lute commaundeth, than ik he were ruled by the 
counſell of other. Aſſure you ſir.that you cannot hurt pour ſelt, an 
mutch leſſe preiudice vs your ſabiects,if you do coꝛrece pour ſelf 
bekoꝛe you chaſtiſe others, eſteemyng that to bꝛe a ryght good go: 
uernment when you be pꝛodigal in wozkes, and ſpare of ſpeache · 
Ifſay then to be ſuch a one now, that you do commaunde as yoy 
were when you were commaunded , Foz otherwiſe it would lyttle 
auaile to do things foꝛ deſeruing of the empyꝛe, if after wards pour 
dedes be cdtrary to koꝛmerdeſerts. To com ta honour it is a huma 
ne wozbe,bat to cõſerue honour it is a thing diuine. Take hede thẽ 
(molt ertellent Traiane) that vou do remembꝛe and ſtill reuolue in 
minde, that as vou be a Pꝛince ſupꝛeme, ſo to apply your ſelf to be 
a paſſing ruler. Foz there is no authozity amongs men ſo high, but 
that the Gods aboue be tudges of their thoughts, z men beneth be 
holders of their deedes. Wherkoze (ith pꝛeſentlye you are a migh⸗ 
ty Pꝛince, your duety is the greater to be good, and leiſure leſſ 
to be Wycked than when you were a pꝛyuate Man. Foz hauing 
gotten authozity to commaund your lyberty is the leſſe to bee idle; 
ſo that if vou bee nat ſutch a one as the common prople haue opt- 
nion of vou and ſuch againe as pour maiſter Plutarch deſtreth, vou 
ſhall put your ſelfe in greate Daunger, and myne Eunpmpeg 
wyll ſeeke meanes to bee reuenged on mee, knowpnge wel that 
foz the Schollers kaulte the Mayſter Dayly ſufceth wzonge by 
llaunderous checke imputed vnto hym(although withoute cauſe, 
JFadfoz ſo much as J haue ben thy maiſter,q thou my aan 
ä mu 
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muſt indeuour by well doyng, to render me ſome honour . Ind 
pkewyſe if thou do eupll, great infamy ſhall lyght on me, euen ag 
it did to Seneca foʒ Nero his cauſe, whoſe crueities don tn Rome 
were imputed to his mayſter Seneca. The like wzonge was done 
to the Philoſopher Chilo, by b:yng burdened wyth the negly⸗ 
gent nouriture ot his Scholler Leãder They trucly were famous 
perſonages and greate learned men, in whom the gouernemente of 
myghty Pꝛinces was repoſed. Motwithſtandyng, foꝛ not Icozrecs 
ting them in their youth , noz teachyng them with carcfull dylp- 
gente they blotted foꝛ euermoꝛe they2 renoume, as the cauſe of the 
deſtruction of many common wealthes. Ind foꝛſomuch as my pen 
ſpared none in times paſte, bee well aſſurcd Traiane,that the fame 
will pardon neither thee oz mee, in tyme to come Foꝛ ag wee bee 
confederat in the fault,cucn ſo we ſhal be heires of the pain. T hou 
znoweſt well what leſſons Jhaue taught thee in thy youth , what 
counſell N haue gyuen thee, beeyng come to the late of man, and 
what J haue waitten to thee, ſithens thou haſt ben Pꝛince, a thou 
thy ſelfe art recoꝛde of the woꝛdes which J haue ſpoken tothee in 
ſecrete, Jin all whych J neuer perſuaded thyng but that intended 
to the ſerutce of the Gods , p2ofite of the common wealthe,ond in⸗ 
creaſe of thy renoume.

Mowe 
befoꝛe J tok2 mp pen. in hand to wꝛite this Letter, J examined my 
ple, to know i during the time that J had charge of thee) J dyd 
o:ſayd in thy pꝛelence any thing that might pꝛouoke thee to euill 
example Ind truely(vnmete foz me to ſay it) vpon that ſearche 


of my foꝛcvaſſed life, I neuer found my ſelfe guilty of facte vn⸗ 
meete a Romane Cptyzen , noz euer ſpoke Weozde vnſeeme.

J dedica⸗ 
ted vnto thee certain? bookes of old and aunctent common wealth 
which i! tt pleaſe thee to bſe, and as at other times Thane ſayd vn- 
to th:e,chou Halt: linde me to be a pꝛotlaimer of tho famous wor: 
keg.s a chꝛonicler of all thy n ble facts of armes: jut i? perchaũce 
thou follow thine owne aduiſe, and chaunge thy ſelle to bee other 
than hitherto thou haſt hen, pꝛeſently J inuotate and cry out vpm 
the im noꝛtall Gods, And this Letter hall bee wytneſſe, that if a- 
ny hurt do chaunce to thee, oꝛ to thine Empire, it is not thꝛough the 
counſell oz: meanes of thy maiſter Plucacch, And ſo farewell 
moſt Noble Pꝛynce.

565 5 5 wyledom. So flowing was the ſame with 
W goodly wooꝛdes, ę accopanied with graue

Foꝛ aunſwere 
thereunta I ſay,that as a man Jhaue deſtred it, but neuer by ſo- 
licitation oꝛ other meanes attempted it. Foz I neuer ſaw wythin 
the City of Rom:, auy man to bꝛibe foꝛ hon2ur, but foz the ſame, 
ſome notable infamy chaunced vnto hym, as foz example wee map 
learne of the Gad old man Menander. my friende and t hp nepgh- 
bour, who to bee conſol, pꝛocured the ſame by vnlawful meanes, # 
thecfoze in the end was baniſhed and died deſperately. The greate 
Caius Cæſlar, and Tiberius, © aligula, Claudius, Nero, Galba, Otho 
Vitellius, and Domitian, ſame fo2 bſurpyng the Empire, ſome fo2 
tyzanny,ſome fo2 gettyng it by bztbes,and ſome by other meaneg 
p:0curyng the ſame.loſt(by the ſufferance of the righteous Gods) 
not onely their honour and goodes,but alſo they died milerablp. 
When thou dydſt reade in thy ſchole, and J that time an hearer of 
thy doctrine, manvtimes I hearde thee ſay,that we ought to trauel 
to deſerue honour , rather than pjocure the ſame , eſteenipnge 
it dnla vfull to get Honour by meanes vnlawfull He that is 
without credite, ought to aſſay to pꝛocure creduie. Bee that is with 
out honour,ought to ſeeke honour. But the bertuous Man hathe 
no neede ok nobleneſſe, ne hee himſelfe,ne yet any other perſon can 
derieue him ol due honour. Thou knoweſt wel Plutarch, that þ pere 
paſt, the office of Conſu! wag gyuen to Tor quat. s. and the D:cta- 
toꝛſhip to Fabritius, who were ſo bertuous and ſo little anibittous 
as not deſp:ous to recepue ſuch charges, abſented themſelueg, al⸗ 
though chat in Rome, they might hane ben in great eſtimation, by 
r:aſon of thoſe offices, and pet neuertheleſſe without them they bee 


pꝛeſenily eſtecmed, loued and honoured. Ind therefoꝛe J conceine 


greater delight in Quintus Lincinatuuin Scipio Affricanus. and 
good Marcus Portius, foʒ contemning of they: offices, than foz the 
bictoꝛie whi eh they atchteued. Foz victozies man times con: 
fit in foꝛtune, and the not caryng fo2 honozable charge in onelp 
wiſe dome. Sembladly, thou thy ſelfe art witneſſe, that when myn 
bncle Cocceius Nerua was exiled to Capua, he was moze viſtted , 


and better ſerued, than when he was at Rome. Whereby may bee 
I 1, inferred 
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inferrcd,thata vertucug men may becexyled 02 baniſhed, but ho; 
- nour he ſhall never want. The Emperour Domirian(if you do re: 
member at the departure of Neiua, made me many offers, and the 
many fapꝛe pꝛomiſeg, to entertain thee in hes houſe, 8 to ſend mee 
into Almayne, which thou couldeſi not abyde, and much leſſe cons 
ſent,decming it to be greater henour with N erua to be exiled, than 
of Dom itian to be favored. Jſweareby the Gods immoꝛtall, that 
when the good olde man Nerua ſent me the enſigne of the Empyꝛe, 
J was vtterly tgnozant thereof, and vord of hope to attepne the 
ſamt: Foꝛ J was aduertiſed from the Senate, that Fuluius, ſucd fo 
it, and that Pamphilius went about to bup it. I knew alſo that the 
Conſul Dolobella, attẽpted to eniop it. Then ſith the Gods did pers 
mit, that J Gould bre Emperour, and that myne vncle Nerua did 
commaund the ſame, the Senate app:oucd it, t the common wealth 
would haue it to be ſo, Ind ſith it was the generall conſent of all 
men, and ſpectally your aduyſe, J haue greate hope that the Gods 
will be fauozable vnto me, and Foꝛtune no enmmie at all, aſſuring 
vou, that like toy whych you do ſape pou had by teachyng me, and 
ſeing me now to be Emperour, the lyke J haue to thrnke that J 
I was pour Scholler. Ind ſith that you wyll not call mee from 
henct koꝛth any other but Soueraygne Loꝛd, J wyll terme you ty 
none other name, than Loupng father. Ind albeit that J haue ben 
'biſtted and counſelled by many men, ince my com myng to the Em. 
ppʒe, and by thee aboue the reſt, whom befoze all other J wyll be: 
leue, conũderyng that the intent of thoſe which counſell me, is to 
dꝛaw my mynd to theyzꝛe? pour letters purpozipng nothyng elſe 
but mine aduauntoge. J doe remember amongs other woozdeg, 
which once vou ſpake to Maxeaiuꝭ yp Secretary of Oc mitian, this 
ſaping:that they which dor — * to gyue counſell vnto Pꝛyn⸗ 
ces, oughte to bee free from all paſſtons and affecttong: fo2 in 
tounſeil, where the wylll is moſte enclined, the mynde is moze 
pꝛompte and reosdy. T hat a Pꝛynte in ail thyngs doe his wyll J 
pꝛayſe nat. That he take aduiſe and counſell of every man, J leſſe 
allowe. That which he ought to doe (as me thinke) ts to doe by 
counſel, foꝛeſeing fo al that to what counſel he applieth his mynd. 
F oz counſel ought not to be taken of hym whom J doe well loue, 
but 
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dat of hem of won Jam well belo ed. All this J haue wetten 
( Yiy?er Plutarch) to aduertiſe you that from hencefozthe J 
deſire nathyng elſe at your handeg, but to be holpen woth your ad- 
uiſe in inya2 aTay:eg,and that pau tell m2 of my committed faults. 
Fo: if Rome do thtnze me to ve a defender of their common welth 
J mak? accompte of you to bee an ouerſeer of my life. Bao there: 
foze if you think? that Nam not thankfull ynoug) for the good ads 
upſe, and holſom warenings5 that vou gyue me: Jam to tntreate, 
dou( mene ane goov Mayer) nat to tae it in ill part foꝛ in ſuch 
taſes, the griete that I conceiuc, ig nat foꝛ the good Leſſons you 
gyue me, but fox the ſhame that I fayle in followyng them. The 
bzyngyng of me vp in thy hauſe, the hearyng of thy Lectures, the 
tolo weng of the doctryne, and liuing vnder thy diſctplyne , haue 
ben trulp the pꝛyncipal cauſes that J am cd nen to this Emppre. 
This mutch J ſay (Mayſter) toꝛ that it were an vanatural parte, 
iu the not to ati me to beare that thing, which thou haſte holpen 
me to gayne and winne. And although that Veſpaſian wag of Na» 
tnre a very good maa,vct his greateſt pꝛoñte redounded to him by 
entertayning of rhe Philoſopher Appolonius. Foz truelye it is a 
greater felic!ty koꝛ a Pꝛince to chaunce vpon a good and fapthtull 
man, to be ncare about hi: n, than to atchieue a Large Realme and 
aingdome. Thou ſayeſt Plutarch) that thou ſhalt receiue great c6- 
tentation, krom hencekozth, It J be ſuch a one now as J was be- 
foze 02 at leſtwiſe if I be no wozſe. I beleue that which thou doeſt 
ſay,bicauſe the Emperour Nero, was the firſt fiue yeareg of hys 
Empyꝛe good, and the other nine yeareg cxczedpng eutil , in ſutch 

wyſe as he grew to be greater in wickedneiT: ,than in dygnity. 
Notwithtading,tf thou thinke that ag it chaunced vnto Nero, 
ſo map happen vnto Traiane, I beſech the immoꝛtall Sodg rather 
to depꝛiue me of like, than to ſufer me to raigue in RRome . Foz ty⸗ 
rantes bee they, wech pꝛocure dygaptpes and pꝛomotoong, 
to vſe them fo2 delighte and filthye luſte: and good Rulera bee 
they which ſeeke them koꝛ pꝛolite of Common W-aithe. Ind ther⸗ 
foze to them whoch beefore the» came ta thole degrees were 
good, and alter wardes wax?d Moecked. greater yity than Enuye 
ought to be attributed, conudereng * » that Foztune did 
2. not 


not aduaunce them to honour, but to heme and villany . Beleue 
me then(good maiſter)that ith hitherto J haue ben reputed ver- 


tuous, I wpl aſſap by Gods aſſiſtance to aſptre to be better, rather 


than to be woꝛſſe. Ind ſo the Gods pꝛeſerue thee. 


Rome, mhere in it contetued, that Honour oug hi rather 


to be deſerued than procured. 


Occeiut Traianc Emperour, of the Romares, 
IP {| euer Auguſtus, to our facred Senate health and 
= conſolation in the Gods of comfozt. We beinge 
a duertiſed here at Agrippina of the Deathe of 
the Emperour Nerua, your ſoueraig ne Loꝛdg 
| my pꝛedeceſſour, and knowing it to be true, that 

— — wept and bewailed the loſſe of a ꝛince ſo noble e rygh- 
teous we likewiſe haue felt like ſoꝛow, foꝛß death of ſo notable a fas 
ther, When childꝛen loſe a good father, a ſubiects a good Pꝛynce, 
eyther they muſte dye wyth them, oz elſe by teares they muſt rayſe 
them vp again, foꝛ ſo much as a good Pzince in a common wealth 
is ſo rare, as the Phoenix in Arabia. Mp lozd N erua bzoughte me 
out of Spayne to Rome, nouriſhed me vp in youth , cauſed inte 
to bee trained in letters and adopted me foꝛ his ſonne in mine olde 
age. Which graces and benefits truly J can not fo2get,knowyng 
that the ingrate man pꝛouoketh the Gods to anger, and men io ha- 
tred. The death of a bertuous man is to be lamented of all Men, 
but the death of a good pꝛince, ought to be extremely mourned: Foz 
ik a common perſon die, there is but one dead,but if a god Pꝛynte 
dye, together with him dieth a whole Realme. J ſpeake this (O 
ye Fathers) foʒ the rare vertues abounding in myne vncle N erua; 
Foz if the Gods were diſpoſed to ſell vs the liues of good Pꝛyn · 
ces already departed, it were but a ſmall ranſome to redeeme them 
i teares. Foz what gold oꝛ ſyluet may be ſufficient to buie the lyte 
of a vertuous man. Trulꝝ there woulde be a great maſſe of money 
gyuen 
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by the Greekesfoz Alexander, hy the Lacedemonians foz Lyeur - 
gus, by the Romanes foz Auguſtus, and by the Carthaginians fox 
Annibal. But as pou knewe the Gods hating made all thynges 
mo2tail,io haue they reſerued onely themſclues to bee immoꝛtall. 
How eminent and paſſing the vertue of the good is. and whet pꝛi⸗ 
uiledge the godly haue, it may taſi iy bee knowne: for ſo mutch, as 
honour ts carried euen ts the very graucg of the dead, bur ſo it is 
not tothe greate Palaces of the wrcked.'The good and bertuous 
man, without ſighte 02 knowledge we loue, ſerue, and aunſwer koz 
him: wherein the wycked we cannot befeue what he ſayeth, e leſſe 
accepte in good part the thyng whych he doeth foꝛ bg. Tourhpnge 
the electyon of the Emppꝛe, it was done by Nerua, it was demaun. 
ded by the people, appꝛoued by you, aud accepted by me. Where · 
foze I pꝛapt the immoꝛtall Goddes that it may bee lyked of they 
Godhcadesg.Foz to ſmall purpoſe auapleth the election of Pꝛyn- 
tes, ił the Gods doe not confy2me it: and therefore a Man maye 
no we hym whych ts choſen by the Gods, ! rom him that is elec⸗ 
ted by men, foz the one ſhal declyne # fal, y other halbe vpholden 
and pꝛeſerued. The choyſe of man ſobapnely exalted doth bowe 
g abaſe, but that which ts planted by the Gods, although it bee 
toſſed to and fro wyth ſeueroll Wynds and recetueth greate ad- 
uerlitye, and boweth a lptele, yet the ſame ſhall neuer fal. e know 
right wel ( moſt honozable Father g) that I neuer demaunde d the 
Emppꝛe of Nerua my Soueraigne Lozd, although he bzoughte 
me vp and was his Mephew. hauing heard and wel remembzing 
ol my Mapſter Plutarch, that honour ought rather to bee defer < 
ued than pꝛocured. Notwithſtanding J wyll not deny dut lopfull 
I was when my Lozd Nerua ſent me the enſigne of that greate 
and hygh dignity: and yet J wpll confeſſe that hauing begon to 
taſt the trauatles and cares which that Jmpertal! rate bzingeth, 
IJ did repent moze then a thouſand times fo: taking vppon mee a 
charge ſo great. Foz Empire and gouerncment is of ſutch quality 
that although p honoz be mighty, yet p gouernour ſuſtaineth ma⸗ 
nifold paineg c miſerable trauarles, O how greatly doth he bind 
himſe lt, which by gouernment bindeth other?fo2 if hee bee iuſte 
they call hem cruell „ if hee bee 1 » he is contempned, 
3. 4 
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ff liberall, he is eſteemed Pꝛodigall, i he keepe 02 gather together 
he is counted couetous, if hee be peaceable and quiet, they de eme 
him koz a coward, it he be couragious, he is reputed a quareller it 
graue, they will ſap he is pꝛoude, it he be caſle to be ſpoken to, hee 
is thought to be light oz ſimple, it ſolitary,they will eſterme bim to 
be an hypocrite and if he be toyfull, they will terme hym diſſolute: 
In ſutch wiſe as they wil be contented, and vſe better termes to al 
others what ſo euer, than towards him, which gouerneth a cõmon 
wealth. Foz to ſutch a one they recken the moꝛſels which he eateth, 
they meaſure his paſes, they note his woꝛds, they take heede to his 
compantes,# iudge of his wozks ( manp times wzongkullp, ) they 
examine and murmure of his paſtimes, and attempt to Contec- 
ture hys Thoughtcs. Conſider then the travaylcs which bee in 
Gouernement, and the Enuy which many times they beare vnto 
him that ruleih. We may ſap, that there is no ſtate moze ſure than 
that which is furtheſt of from Enup. And ik a man cannot but 
wyth great payne gouerne the Wyfe which hee hath choſen, the 
Childꝛen which he hath begotten,noz rhe Seruaunt which he hath 
b:ought vp, hauing them altogether in one houſe : How is it poſ; 
ſible that he can Qlill conſerue in peace a whole commonwealth ? 
IJ p2aye you tell mee, in whom ſhall a pcoꝛe Pzince repoſe his 
truſt ? Syth that many times hee is moſt llaundered by theym 
whom he fauoureth beſt ? Pꝛynces and great Lozdes cannot cate 
without a Garde, cannot ſleepe without a Watch, cannot ſpeake 
without eſptall, noz walke without ſome ſaufety, in ſutch wiſe as 
they being Loꝛds of al they be as it were, Pꝛiſoners of their owne 
people. Ind i we wil beholde ſomewhat neerely, and conſider the 
ſeruitude of Pꝛintes, and the liberty of Subiccts, we fall finde 
that he which hath moſt to doe in the Kealme, oz beareth greateſt 
ſwinge, is moſt ſubiect to Th:aldome. So that if Pzpnces haut 
authozity to geue liberty, they haue no meanes to be free thẽſeluee 
The Gods haue created vs ſo fre, and euer man Teſfrcth to haue 
hys liberty ſo mutch at wyll, that a man be he neuer ſo familiar a 
Freende, 02 ſo neare of Nin, we rather haue him to be our ſubiect, 
than our Loꝛde, and Mayſter. One man alone commaundeth all, 


and yet it ſeemeth to him but little. Ought we then to marueile,

Mot⸗ 
withſtanding ith it hath pleaſed the Gods that J ſhould be youre 
loꝛd, and you my ſubiects, I beſeech pou hartely to vſe your obe- 
dience,as to your ſoueraygne loꝛd, in that which (hall be right and 
(uſt, and to aduertiſe me like a father, in things that ſhall ſeeme vn · 
teaſonable.

CeAnother Letter of the Emper our Traian to the Ro- 
mayne Senate, contayning how gouerners of Common 
wealths ought to bee Friendes rather to thoſe whych 
vſe rraficke , than to them that gather and heape to. 
geather. 


Occeus Traiane Emperour of the Romaynes to our 
holy Senate health and conſolation in the Gods of cõ⸗ 
I koꝛt. The affapꝛes be ſo manyfolde, a bullneſle ſo graue 
and weighty, which we haue to doe with divers coun⸗ 
' tries, that 
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tries, that ſcarce we haue tyme to eate, and ſpace to take anye 
reſt, the Romane Pꝛynces hauing ſtill by auncient cuſtome both 
lacke of tyme, and commonly want of money. Ind bicauſe that 
they which haue charge of common Wealths, to the vttermoſt of 
their power ought to be fryends to traficke of marchandiſe, and e. 
nimpyes of heapyng treaſure together, Pꝛynces haue ſo manp peo- 
ple to pleaſe , and ſo greate numbze ofcrauers,that if they keepe 
any thing fo2 them, the ſame ſhall rather ſeeme a ſpice of theft than 
of pꝛouidence. To take away an other mans goodes , truly is a 
wycked part: but if it bee permitted to take Treaſure , better it 
were to take it out of the Templeg, than to defraude the people. 
Foꝛ the one is conſecruted tothe i mmoztaltGods, and the other 
tothe poꝛe Commons. I ſpeake this (right honozable Fathers) 
to put you tn remembꝛaunee, and alſo to aduiſe pou, that you take 
goob heede to the goodes of the Common wealth, howe they bee 
dyſpended , howe gathered together, howe they bee kepte 
and howe they be employed . Foz ye ought to vnderſtand, that 
the goodes of the Common wealth de committed to you in truſt, 
not to the ende pee ſhoulde enioy them, but rather by good go- 
uernement to vſe them. We do heare that the Walles be ready to 
fal, the Towers be in decap, and the temples in great ruine wher 
of we be not a lyttle offended and pou ought alſo to be aſhamed, 
fozſomntch as the Damages and detryments of the Common 


Wealth, we ought epther to remedy, oz elſe to Lament, Pe haue 


wꝛytten vnto mee to know my pleaſure , whether the Cenſor, 
Pretors, and Ediles ſhould be yearely choſen, and not perpctuall, 
as hitherto they haut bene; and ſpecyally you ſay,that the ſtate of 
the Dictators (which is the greateſt and higheſt dignity in Rome) 
is onelp but fo2 xe Moncths,To þ J aunſwer.that we ere wel 
contented wyth that aduyſe:Fo2 not wythout cauſe tuſt reaſon 
our pꝛedetceſſours dyd abolyſhe the fy2z0 Bynges of Rome, and oz: 
dapned,thatthe Conſuls ſhould peare ly be choſen in the Common 
RVealthe, Whych was done, in conſpderation that hee whych 
had perpetuall gouernement, many tymes became inſolente and 
pꝛoude. Ind therekoze that the Charges and offices of the Senate, 
Gould be yearely, to auopde danger. which if they ſhould be per · 
petual there myght enſue great hurt and dan age to the Common 
Wealth 


igen 
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Wealth. Foz if the Officers beyng perely choſen , be good , they 
may be continued. Ind if they bee Euyll, they may be chaunged. 
Ind truelp the officer, whych knoweth that vpon the End of eue⸗ 
ry yeare he muſt be chaunged. and examined of his charge, he wyll 
take good heede to that whych he ſpeaketh,and firſt of all wil con- 
ſdcr what he taketh in hand. The good Marcus Portius was the 
firſt that cauſed the Officerg ofthe Romane Common Wealthe 
to bee thus viſited and cozrected . Ind bycauſe that theſe Al- 
mayne Warres doe ſtyll increaſe , by reaſon that Kyng Deceball 
wyll not as pet bee bzought to obedience ofthe Romanes , but ra⸗ 
ther goeth about to occupy and winne the Kingdomes of Dacia, 
and Polonia, I (hall be fozced though the buſineſſe of the Wars, 
ſo long continuing ) to deupſe and conſult here vppon the affap- 
tes touchyng the gouernement of the Common Wealth of Rome. 
Foz a leſſe cuyll it is foz a Pzynce to be negiygent in matterg of 
Warre, than in the gouernement of the Common Wealth. 
Ipꝛynce alſo ought to think, that he is choſen, not to make wars, 
but to gouerne,not to kyll the Enimies, but to roote out vices.not 
that he goe in per ſon to inuade 02 defend his foes, but that he re- 
(dc and be in the Common Wealth, and not to take awoy other 
mens goodes, but to do Juſtice in euery man, foꝛ ſomutch as the 
Pzynce in the warres can fight but fo2 one, and in the Publyke 
wealth he committeh faults againſt a numbze.Truly it liketh me 
wel, that from the degree of Coptaines men be aduaunced to bee 
Emperoꝛo, but I think it not good, that Emperours do deſcende 
to be Captaing, conſidering that, that realm ſhal neuer be in quy- 
tt, where the pꝛince is to gret a warrioꝛ. This haue J ſpokt (Fa⸗ 
thers cdſcrtpt)to the intent ye may beleue, that J foz wy partcif 
theſe warres of Almayne were to begin, Jbcing at Rome, it wer 
impoſſible that J ſhould be bꝛought vnto þ ſame, ſoʒ that n v pein 
tipal intent. ig to be eſlemed rather a good gouerner of a common 
wealth, than a fozward captain in the fleld:nowe then pzinctpallp 
J commend vnto you the veneration of the Temples, c honoꝛ of 
the Gods, bicauſe kings neuer liue in ſuretp, it the Gods be n ot 
honozed,# the Temples ſerued. The laſt wozds which my good 
Lo:d Nerua wꝛot vnto me were theſe: Honour the tẽples fear the 


Gods, maintein Iuſtice in thy como vvealth & defend the pote, in 
ſo 


etters. 
ſo doing thou ſhalt not be forgotten of thy friend, nor vanquiſhed 
by thy Foe. I do greatly recommend bnto you the Uertues of J- 
mity and Fraternity,fo2 that you know howe in great common 
Wealthes, moꝛe hurt and Damage do ciuile e neighbozly warg 
bzyng vnto the lame, than thoſe attempted by the Enimies. It pa · 
rents againſt Parents, and Neighbours againſt Neighbourg 
had not begon mutuall hatred and Contention, neuer had Deme- 
trius ouefth:owen the Rhodes, neuer had Alexander conquered 
Thyr. Marcellus Syracuſa, Scipio Numantia. I recommend vnto 
pou alſo the pooꝛe people, loue the Oꝛphanes and fatherleſſe chil- 
dꝛen, ſuppoꝛt and help the Widowes, beware of quarels and de: 
bates amongs vou, and the cauſes of the helpleſſe ſe that ye main⸗ 
taine and defende: bicauſe the Gods dyd neuer wzeake moze cru · 
ell Mengeance vpon anp, than vpon thoſe which dyd ill intreate 
and vſe the pooze and neady: And many times J haue heard mp 
Low Nerua ſap:that the Gods neuer ſhewed themſelues · ſo ry⸗ 
goꝛous, as agaynſt a mercileſſe and vnpitifull people. Dembſably, 
we p:ap you to be modeſt of Wooꝛds, pacient to ſuffer, and ware 
in your foꝛme of Lyfe. Foz a great fault it is, and no leſſe ſhame 
to a gouerner, that he p2ayſe the people of his Common Wealth, 
and gyue them occaſton to ſpeake euill of him. And therefoze they 
which haue charge of the Common Wealth, ought rather to re. 
poſe truſt in their wozkes,than in theyz Woozds, foz ſo mutch as 
the Citizens oꝛ Common People, do rather fixe theyz iudgement 
vpon that which they ſee, than on that which they heare. J would 
wylh that(touchyng the affaires appertinent to the Senate ) they 
might not know in you any ſparke of ambicion, malice, deceipte, oꝛ 
enuy to the intent that the iuſt men might not ſo mutth complain 
of the commaunding of the Tommon Wealth, as vpon the enter- 
tainment aud pꝛofite of the fame. The Empire of the Grekes put: 
ting they? felicity in Eloquence,and we in well doing. Iſpeake 
this(ryght honozable Fatherg)toCTcunſell and Exhoꝛzte pe, that 
when ye be alſcmbled in Scnate,ye do not conſume tyme in dyl⸗ 
puting and holding opinions foz the verification of any thynge, 
Foz if you wil tudge wpthout parctality and affection wut great 
diſputation 
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diſputation, xe map come to reaſon, J do remember that being at 
a leſſon of Appolevius Thiancus, I Heard him ſap that it was not 
ſo expedient that Senatozg and Empero2s ſhould be ſkilful and 
wyle,as if they ſuffred themſelueg to bee gouerned by thoſe that 
were of great cxperience and Knowledg:and verely he ſatd truth: 
Foz by that meanes he pꝛohibited and fozbad them, not to arreſt 
and ſtand vpon theirſowne opinton, whereof they ought to be ma · 
ny times ſuſpictoug . Tpkewyſe we recommend vnto you the 
Cenſores, who haue charge of Judgement, and the Tribunes, 
whoſe office is to attende the affay:es of Common Wealthe, that 
they bee wyſe and learned in the Laweg, expert in the Cuſtomeg, 
pꝛouident in Judgementes , and ware in theyz Trade of Lyfe. 
Foz I ſay vnto pou, that a wyſe man ig moze auaileable in go- 
uernement of a common Wealth, than a man of ouermutch ſiyll 
and experyence The foꝛme then whych pe al obſerue in matterg 
of iudgement ſhall be thus: That in ciuile pꝛoteſle you keepe the 
Lap, and in criminall cauſes to moderate the ſame , hicauſe hay - 
nous, cruell, and rrgoꝛous Laweg be rather made to amaze and 
feare, than to be obſerued and kept. When you giue any ſentence, 
pe ought to conſider the age of the offendaunt, when. how, where⸗ 
foze, with whome, in whole pꝛeſence, in what time, and how longe 
ago, foꝛſomutch as cue r of theſe thyngs map epther excuſe oʒ cõ⸗ 
dempne:whych you ought to beate and vſe towards them in lyke 
ſozt as the Gods towards vs, who giue vs better help & ſuccoure 
and coꝛrect bs leſſe than we delerue. That conlideration the iud- 
geg ought to haue, bycauſe the offenders doe rather treſpaſſe the 
Gods than men. If then they be foꝛgtuen of the Gods foz offenceg 
whych they commit, reaſon it is that we pardon faultes don by 
thoſe rather then by our ſe lues. In like maner we tommeũd peu, p 
it your enimies do you any anotance oꝛ inturp, not ipcontinentiy 
to take reuenge but rather to diſſẽble p ſame, bicauſe meny wꝛõgs 
be don in the wozld, which were bett r to be diſſẽbled tha reuẽged. 
Wherin pe ſhal haue like regard, touching offices in the Senate # 
common wealth, that they be not giuen to ambictous oz couetous 
perſong . Foz there ts no Beaſte in the Woꝛlde fo peſtiferous 


83d Uenemous, to the Common Wealth, as the Imbicious 
in 
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etters. 
in commaunding,. and the couetous in gathering togither, Other 
things we let paſſe oʒ this tyre, vntil we haue intelllgence ho we 
theſe our commaundements be fulfilled. This Letter ſhall be red 
in the chyekeſt place within the Senate, and afterwards pzonoun» 
ced to the people, that they may both know what pee commaunde, 
and Ce alſo what ye doe. The Gods keepe you,whome tve pꝛaꝝ to 
pꝛeſerue our mother the City of Rome, and to ſend vs good ſus? 
ceſſe tn theſe our Warres. 


GA notable Letter ſent from the Romane Senate tothe 
 Emperour Traiane where in is declared how ſomes 
times theregion of Spayne did furniſh Rome vvyth 
olde from their Mines,andnow do adorne & gar- 
nſhthe ſame with Emperonrs to gouerne their Com. 
mon wealth. 


HE ſacred Romane Senate, to thee the 
great Corceius Traiane new Emperour 
Auguſtus,heaſth in my Gods and ourg, gra⸗ 
ces euerlaſtyng wee render to the tmmoztall 
Gods, foz that thou art in health, which wee 
deſpꝛe and pzay map be perpetual. We ſigni. 
ed vnto thy mateftp Þ death of Nerua Coc- 
ceius,our ſoueratgne Loꝛd, anb thy pꝛedeceſſoꝛ, a man of ſincere 
Iyfe, , a fryend of his Common Wealth, and a 3caloug louer of 
Juſtice, wherein alſo we aduertiſed, that like ag Rome did weepe 
koz the cruell lyfe of Domitian, ſo mutch the moze bitterly doth 
che bewayle the death of thine vncle Nerua , whoſe councel (al- 
though hee was very olde and diſeaſed) which he gaue vs ly inge 
on his Bedde, we loued better, and imbꝛaced with greater com- 
fozte,than all the enterpzyſeg and deedes don by his pꝛedeceſſozs, 
when they were in health a luſty. And beſides the oꝛdinary mour · 
ning vſed to bee done in Rome foꝛ Pꝛynce s, wee haue cauſed all 
recreatid 8 paſtime to ceaſe,ſo wel in the cõmon wealth as 5 eue⸗ 
re of vs particularlx. We haue ſhut vp the Temples and made the

that the good Empereour N erva had other ſucceſſourg then your 
maieſty,of neater alyance,of greater frendſhip moze bound by ſer- 

uice,and of greater pꝛoofe in warfare:NotwithNandyng amongs 

other noble perſonages,vpon pou alone he caſt his eyes,repolinge 

in you ſuch optnyon and confidence, as to reuiue the pzowes and 

balyaunt facts of the good Emperoꝛ Auguſtus he ſuppzeſſed in os 

bliuion the tnſolent facts of Domitian. When Nerua came vnto 

ſye Crowne, he found the treaſure pilled,the Senate in diſſentyon, 

the people in commotton, iuſtice not obſerued , and the Common 

wealth ouerthꝛo wen: which you likewyſe pꝛeſent lyt ſhall finde, al⸗ 

though other wyſe quiet and wholly refozmed.

Scholer,of a vertuous Emperoure, 
of a ſacred Denate,and vnifozme ma- 
giſtery,returne we to the ſetting foꝛth 
and deſcription of thzee arrant honeſt 
Women, which foz lewdneſle wer fa- 
mous, and fo2 wicked Lyfe wozthp to 
be noted with a blacke coale, oʒ rather 
their memozy raked in the Duſt and 
Cinders of their Cozpſes vnpure. But as all hiſtoztes be ful of 
leſſons of vertue and vice, as Bookes ſacred and pzophane def. 
tribe the liues of good and bad foz example ſake to yelde meanes 
to the poſterity, toenſue the one and eſchue the other, ſo gaue J 
thought to intermingle amongeſt theſe Nouels the ſeuerall ſoꝛtes 
of either, that ech Sexe and Rinde may pike out like the Bee of 
ech Flonre, Honnp, to ſtoꝛe and furniſhe with delightes their well 
diſpoſed myndes. J purpoſe then to bnlace the diſſolute lyues of 
thꝛee Pmo2ouſe dames, that with their graces allured the grea⸗ 
teſt Pꝛinces that euer were: enticed the noble men, and ſomtimes 
pꝛocured the wiſeſt and belt learned to craue thetr acquaintaunce, 
as by the ſequele hereof ſhall well appeare. Theſe thzce famous 
Women, (as Waters do witneſſe) were furniſhed with — 
goo 
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goodly graceg and giftes. ofnatnre,'that is to ſay,great beautye of 
face,zoodly pꝛopoꝛcion of body, large and high foꝛeheades, thepz 
b:eſtes placed in comely oꝛder, ſmal waſſed,fayze hands of paſſing 
cunning to play vpon Juſtruments, a heauenty voice to farne and 
ſing:bꝛie lo, ſheir qualitits & beauty were moꝛe famous than ever 
anp g̊ were bo:n within the coñtries of Aſia s Europa. They were 
neuer beloued of ꝛince, that did fozfake them, noz yet they made 
requeſt of any thing which was denyed thẽ. They neuer mocked oꝛ 
flowted man (a thing rare in womẽ of they2 conditiõ )ne pet were 
mocked of auy : But they: ſpeeyal pꝛopꝛeties wer to allure men to 
love them: Lamia wyth hir pleſaunt loke and eye, Flora with hir e. 
loquent tongue, and Lais wyth the grace and ſweeteneſſe of hir ſin. 
ging voyce. A ſtraunge thinge that he which once was ſurpz ſed 
wyth the loue · of any of thoſe thꝛee, evther to late oꝛ neuer was des 
lyuered of the ſame, They were the Richeſt Courttzans . that euer 
Iyurd in the Wozlde,ſo long as they: life did laſt, and after theyz 
deceaſe, great monumentes were erected fo2 theyz remembzaunce, 
in place where they died. The moſt auncient of theſe thee Frag. 
rous dames was Lamia, who was in the tyme ol king Antigonus, 
that warfared in the ſeruice of Alexander the great, a valyant gẽ⸗ 
tleman, although. not fa uoꝛed by Foztune . Thys Rynge Antigo- 
nus left behynde hym a Sonne and Hepze called Demetrius, who 
was leſſe valpaunt, but moze Foztunate than his Father, and had 
bene a Pꝛynce of greate eſtimation, if in hys youthe hee had ac- 
gqupꝛed frendes,and kept the ſame,# in hys age had not ben gyuE 
tofomanp viceg. Thys Kyng Demetrius was in loue with Las 
mia, and pꝛeſented hir wyth Bych giftes and rewardes, and lo. 
ued hir to affectionatly, and in ſutch ſozt, as in the loue of his La. 
mia, he ſemed rather a fole then a true louer:fo2 foꝛgetting the gra: 
uity and authozitye of his perſon, hee dyd not one lpe gyue hir all 
ſuch things as ſhe demaunded. but beſides that hee vſed no moe 
the company of his wpfe Euxonia, On a tyme Kyng Demetrius aſs 
kyng Lamia, what was the thyng wherewyth a woman was ſoneſt 
wonne. There is nothyng( anſwered ſhee,)whech ſooner ouercom⸗ 
meth a Woman, than when ſhe ſeeth a man to loue hir with al hys 
hart, and to ſuſtepne foz hir ſake greate Paynes and Paſſpons 
wyth long 
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wpthlong continuance and entier affection:foꝛ to loue men by col- 
ju ton, cauſeth afterwards that they be macked Agapn. Demetrius 
aſzed hir further, tell me Lamia, why doe diverſe Women rather 
hate then loue men where vnto ſhee anſwered: The greateſt cauſe 
whpa woman doth hate a man, ta, when the man doth vaunt and 
boaſt himſelfe of that which he doth not,x perfozmeth not ß thing 
which he pꝛomiſeth. Demetrius demaunded of hir. Tell me Lamia 
what is the thizg wherewith men doe content you beſt: when wee 
ſee him (ſayde ſhe)to be dyſcrere in woꝛdg, and ſecrete in his dedes. 
Demetrius aſked hir further. Teil me Lamia how chaunceth it d 
men be ill matched:dycauſe anſwered Lamia, It is impoſſible that 
they be well maryed. when the wife is in neede, and the Huſbande 
vndiſcrete. D ewetrius aſked hir what wag the cauſe, that a mitpe 
betwene two louers, was bꝛokend There is nothyng anſwered ſhe, 
that ſoner maketh colde the loue betwene two louerg, than when 
one ofthe n doth ſtraye in loue. and the woman louer to impoꝛtu⸗ 
nate to craue. He demaunded further. Tell me Lamia, what is the 
tyinge that moſte toꝛmenteth the toning man? Not to atrayne the 
thing which he dellreth anſwered ſhe, and thinketh to loſe the thing 
whych he hopeth to enioy. Demetrius pet once agayne aſked hir 
thys queſtion. What ts that Lamia which moſt troubteth a Wo⸗ 
mans hart? There is nothing(anſwered Lamia) wherwith a wo- 
man is mo2c grieued, and maketh hir moꝛe ſad, than to be called ill 
tꝛuoꝛed, oꝛ that ſhe h21h no good grace, oꝛ to vnderſtand that ſhe ig 
diſſolute of lyfe. This lady Lam ia, was of iudgement delicate and 
ſabtyll, although il imploped in hir:⁊ thereby made al the woꝛld in 
Hue wrth her:x dꝛew al men to hir thꝛough hir fayze ſpeach : Mow 
bꝛtoze ſhe loſt the heart of kong Dzmetrius, ſhꝛe haunted of long 
time the vntuerſities of Arhenes, where ſhe gayned great ſtore of 
monep, and bꝛought to deſtructpon many young men. 
Plutarch in the lyfe of Demetrius ſaſth, that the Atheniens having 
preſented vnto him. xii. C. talents of money fo2 a ſubſtoie to pape 
his men ok warre, he gaue al that ſumme to his woman Lamia. By 
meanes whereof,the Atheniens grudged, agd were offended wyth 
the king. not fo the loſſe of their git᷑t, hut for that it was ſo euil em 
ploped. When the king Demetrius would aſſure any thynge by 
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oth, he ſwoꝛe not by his Gods, ne yet by his pꝛedeteſſoꝛe, but in 
this ſo:t:Fs I map be ſiyli in the grace of my lady Lamia, and ag 
hir lyte and mine may ende together, ſo true is this which J ſap g 
do, in this 6 thys ſozt. One pere a two Moneths befoze the Death 
of king Demetrius, his frend Lamia died, who ſozowed fo mutch 
hir death, as fo2 the abſence and death of bir, he cauſed the Phy⸗ 
lolophers of Athens to entre in this Diſputation : Whether the 
teares and ſozow, which he ſhed and toke foz hir ſake were moze to 
be eſtemed, than the riches wbich he ſpent in her obſequtes and fu · 
nerall pompes. This amozous gentle woman Lamia wag bozne 
in Argos, a City ot᷑ Peloponneſus, beſides Athenes, of baſe Paz 
rentage, who in hir firſt peres haunted the countrey of Aſia maior 
of verp wyld e diſſolute lyfe,s in the end came into Phænicia. Ind 
whe the king Demetrius, had cauſed hir to be buried beefoze hyg 
chamber window, hys chiefeſt frendes aſked him , wherefoze hee 
had entombed hir in that place. is aunſwere was this: I loued 
hir ſo well, a ſhe lihewyſe me ſo hartyly,as I know not which way 
to ſatiſfie the loue which ſhe bare me, a the duety J haue to loue 
hir agayne, if not to put hir in ſuch place, as myne eyes maye we⸗ 

pe euerp day and mine hart ſtill lament. Tru. ly this Loue wag 

ftraung, which ſo mighty a Monarch as Demetrius was, did bea» 
re bnto ſuch a notable curttzã, a woman vtterly void of grace, bar⸗ 
ren of good woꝛzkes, a without any zeale 02 ſperk of vertue as it 
ſhould appeare. But ſith we read e know z none are qꝛoꝛe giuen oz 
bent to vnreaſonable loue, than mighty pzinces, what ſhould it bee 
demed ſtraung and matuellous, it Demetrius amongs the reſi do 
come in place foz the loue vf that moſt famous woman, if Fame 
map ſtretch to eyther ſozts both good and euill? But let vs come 
to the ſecoud infamous gentlewoman called Lais. She was of the 

Ile of Bithricos, which is in the confines of Græcia, & wag the 
daughter of the great Sacrificer of Apollo his temple at Delplos, 
a man greatly experienced in the magike art, wherby he pꝛophecp⸗ 
ed the perdition of his daughter. Now this amozous Lais was in 
triumph in the time of the renowmed king Pyrrhus,a Pꝛince very 
ambitious to acquire honoz, but not very happy to kecpe it, who 


beinge younge of lixteene oz ſeuenteene veares, came into Italy to 
make 
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Amorous Dames, 
mae warres againſt the Romains. Ne was the firſt(as ſome ſay) 
' that aranged acainpe in oꝛdze, and made the Phalanx, the mavne 
{quace.and battell, Fo2 befoze hes time, when they came to entre 
battell,they aſſailed conkuſedly, and out of array gaue the onſet. 

This amorous Lais, continued long time in the campe of Ryngs 
pyrrhus, and went wyth hem tato Italy, and wyth him retourned 
from warre agayne,and pet hir nature was ſutch, as ſhee woulde 
neuer bee matnteined wyth one man alone. The ſame Lait was ſo 
Amorous in her conuerſatyon, ſo excellent fay:e, and of ſo come: 
v grace. that if ſhee would haue kept hir ſelfe faythfull to one loꝛde 
02 gentlemã, there was no pꝛynce in the wozld but if he would haue 
relded himſelke and all that he had at hir commaundement . Lais 
from hir retourne out of Italy into Greece, repayzed to the citye of 
Corinth to make hir abade there, where ſhe was purſued by many 
kings,lozdes,and pꝛyn es. Aulu: Gellius ſaith(which J haue re- 
cited in my koꝛmer part of the Pallacgbfpleaſure the fiftenth No- 
euil,that the good Philoſopher, Demoſthenes, went from Athens 
to Corinth, in diſguiſed apparell, to fee Lais, and to haue hir com- 
pany , But bekoze the doze was opened, ſhe ſent one to demaunde 
xi. C, Seſtercios of ſlluer : whereunto Demoſthenes anſwered: Y 
buy not repentance ſo deere. Ind J beleue that Demoſthenes ſpake 
thoſe woꝛdes by folowyng the ſentence of Diogenes, who ſayeth, þ 
euery beaſt after ſuc! acte is heaup and ſad. Sum wzyters affirme 


of this Amoꝛous Lais, that thing whych Pncuer reade oz hearde 


of Woman: whych is, that ſhee neuer ſhewed Cane oz token ol 
loue to that man whych was deſyꝛous to doe her ſeruice:no2 was 
neuer hated of man that knew her  Whereby we may compꝛe · 
hend the happe and foztune of that amoꝛous Woman. Shee ne: 
uer ſh:wed ſemdlance of great loue to any perſon, and yet (hee was 
beloued of all. If the amozous Lamia had a good Spirite and 
mynd2,Lais trucly had no leſſe. Foz in the art of loue,ſhe exceeded 
all other women of hir deteſtable Arte and Deyence, ag well in 
Knawledge of Love as to p2ofite in the ſame. Uppona Daye a 
Paunge Man of Corinth demaundyng ok hir, what hee ſhoulde 
ſay to a Wo:nan whome hee long ty ne had loued, and made ſo 
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great ſute, that thereby he was like to fal into diſpayze.Thon Cate 
ſay(ſayd Lais) vntohir , that ſith ſhe wyl not graunt thy requeſt, 
ret at leaſt wyſe it myght pleaſe hir to ſuffer thee io bee hir ſeru ant, 
and that ſhee would take in good parte the Seruice that thou 
ſhalt doe vnto hir , KVhych requeſte ik Chee doe graunte, then 
hope to attapne the ende of thy attempte , bycauſe wee Women 
bee of ſuch nature, as opening our mouthes to grue ſeme raylde g 
pleaſant anſwere to the amoꝛous perſon, it is to bee thonghte thet 
wee haue gyuen our heart vnto brm . In other Dape un the pꝛe · 
ſence of Lais, one p2avſed the Phyloſophers of Athenes, ſaping 
that they were very honeſt perſonagec, and of great Icarnynge. 
Whereunto Lais aunſwered-J can not tell what great knowledg 
they haue,no2 what ſcience they ſtudye , ne pet what bookes youre 
Philoſophers doe reade, but thys Jam ſuce that tome beynge a 
woman and neuer was at Arhenes, Iſee them repapze, ani of * 
Philoſophers beccome amozous perſons. A Theban kntghte de- 
maunded of Lais, what he might doe to enioya ladye wyth whoſe 
loue hee ſhould bee ſurpꝛiſed: Shee aunſwered thus. I man that 
is deſirous of a woman, muſt folow his ſute, ſeruc hir, & ſutfer hir 
and ſomtymes to ſeeme as though he had fozgotten hir. Foz « fer 
that a womans heart is moued *9 louc,ſhe regordeth moze the foꝛ- 
getfulneſſe and neg!igence vſed towards hir, than ſhe deth the ſer⸗ 
uice done befoze. In other Gentleman of Achaia aſked hir what 
he ſhoulde doe to a woman, whom he ſuſpected that ſc Lad faiſtfis 
ed hir fayth Lais aunſwered, matze hir beleue that thou thinkeN Ge 
is very fapthful and take from hir the occaſtens wherby (hee hath 
good cauſe to be vnfapthful:Fo2 if ſhe do perceiut that thou krev . 
eſt it, and diſſembleſt the matter, ſhe wyll ſeoncr dye than mente. 
A gentleman of Paleſtine at another time inqutred of hir wi ot hte 
ſhould doe to a Woman whych he ſeiued, and did not eſtecme the 
ſeruyte done vnto hir, ne yet gaue him thankes foꝛ the leue which 
hee bare hir. Lais ſaped vnto him. Jf thou be diſpoſed to ſerue hir 
no longer let hir not perceiue that thou haſt gyuen hir ouer. Foz 
naturally we women be tende in loue, aud hard in hatred. Tcyng 
demaunded by one of hir Neyghbours what ſhee ſhoulde doe to 
make 
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make hir Daughter very wyſe .[Dhee ( ſapde Lais) thatwyll” 


haue hir Daughter to bee goodand honeſt⸗ muſt fromher youth 
learne hir to feare and in going abꝛode to hauntelitle company, 
and that ſhe be ſhamefaſt and moderate in hir t alle. In other of 
hir neighboꝛs inquyryng of hir what ſhee myght doe to hir daugh⸗ 
ter whych began to haue delyght to rome in the fleldeg and wan 
der abode, The remedy(ſapdc Laie) that I finde fo2 your daugh- 
ter diſpoſed to that condition, is, not to ſuffer hir to be ydle , ne yet 
to be bꝛaue and ſumptuoug in apparel. This amozous gentlews- 
man Lais,dyed inthe Titye of Corinth,of the age ot᷑.lxxii Peares, 
whoſe death was of many matrones dellred and ofa great num- 
bꝛe of amoꝛous perſons lamented, 

The thyid amoꝛous gentlewoman was called Flora, which wag 
not ſo a incient, ne pet of ſo greate renoume as Lamia Lais were, 
whole country alſo was not ſg famous, Foz ſhe was of Italy, and 
the other two of Grecia, and although that Lamia # Lais exceded 
Flora in antiquity,yet Flora ſurmounted them in lineage & genero- 
ſitte. Foꝛ Flora was of noble houſe, although in life leſſe thi chaſt. 
She waz of the country of Nola in Campania, iſſued of certapne 
Romans, Knights very famous in facts of Armes and of great 
induſtrie and gouernement in the common wealth. When the Fa · 
ther and mother of this Flora deceaſed , ſhe was of the age of xb. 
peares,indued with great riches and ſingular beauty,and the very 
oꝛphane of all hir kynne. Foz ſhee had neyther bꝛother lefte wyth 
whom ſhe myght ſolourne, ne pet vncle to gyue hir good counſcil , 
In ſuch wyſe that lyke as this young maiſtres Flora had youthe, 
riches, lyberty and beautp, euen ſa there wanted neyther baudes 
noꝛ Pandozes to entyce hir to fal, and allure hir to folly. Flora ſee⸗ 
ing hir ſeit beſet in this wiſe, che determined to goc into the Affric k 
warres, where ſhe hazarded both in hir perſõand hir honoz. This 

dame floziſhed and tryumphe> in the wwe of the fire Punique 
warres,when the Conſul, Mamillus was feat to Carthage, who dif- 
pended moꝛe Money vpon the loue of Flora than hee did vpon the 
chaſe and purſute of hig enimieg. This amo: ois i dy Flora had 
a wityng and tytle fixed vpon hir gate, the cv et whetof was thes: 
Ming. Prince, Dictator, Conſul,Cenfar, vigh Biſſop, and Qgeſſor may — 
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and come in. In that w2ityng Flora named neither Emperoꝛ noz 
Cæſar, brtauſe thoſe two moſi Noble names were long tyme alter 


treated by the Romanes,Thyg Zmozous Flora woulde neuer a. 


bandon hir Perſon, but wyth Gentlemen of Noble Youſe , oz of 

greate Dygnitye and Byches. Foz ſhee was wonte to fay that 
a Woman of paſſynge Beauip ſhoulde be ſo mutch eſteemed ag 
ſhee doth eſtceme and ſette by hir ſelfe. Lais and Flora were of 
contrary maners and conditions. Foz Lais would firſt bee payde, 
befoze thee pelded the bie of hir bodpe:but Flora wythout anyſema. 
blance of deſire epther of golde oꝛ luer was contented to bee ru⸗ 
led by thoſe with whom thee committed the facte; .Wherof vp⸗ 
pon a day being demaunded the queſtion, ſhe anſwered: I gyue mp 
body to pꝛyntes and noble Barons, that they map deale with mee 
lyke Gentlemen. Foz J ſweare vnto you by the Goddeſſe Venus, 
that neuer man gaue me fo little, but that J had moze than J loo- 
ked foꝛ, and the double of that which J could demaund. This Xs 
mozous laby Flora was wont many times to ſaye, that a wiſe wo · 
man (oꝛ moe aptly to terme her a ſubtyll Wench) oughte not to 
demaund reward of her loucr foz the acceptable pieaſure which ſhe 
doth hym but rather foz the loue whych Gebeareth him, bycauſe 
that al things in the wozld haue a certayn pꝛyce, extept loue ,which 
cannot bee payde o2 tecompenced but wyth loue. Ill the Imbaſ⸗ 
ſadozs of the woztde,whych had acceſſe into Italy, made ſo greate 
repozte of the Beauty and Generoſltie of Flora, as they dyd of 
the Romane common wealth, bycauſe it ſeemed to bee a Mon, 
ſtrous thynge to ſee the Ryches of hir houſe, hir trapne, hir beauty 
the pꝛinces a great loꝛdes by whom ſhe was required, and the pꝛe⸗ 
ſents and giftes that were gyuen vnto hir This Imozous Flora 
had 8 continual regard to the noble houſe whereof ſhee came tou⸗ 
chyng the magnyficence and ſtate of her ſeruyce. Foz albeit that ſhe 
was but a common woman pet ſhe was ſerued & honored tpke a 
great lady. That day wherein ſhe rode about the eity of Rome, (he 
gaue occaſſon tobe ſpoken of a whole month after, one inquitynge 
of an other what great Romanelozds they were that kepte her 
company:Wholemen they were d waighted vpon her? Ind whoſe 
liuery they ware Mhat Ladteg they wer Þ rode in her trayne. 
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dꝛaueꝛy of hir appareltihir great beauty and poꝛt, and the wozdeg 
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ſpoken by the amozous gentl:men in that troupe were not vnre- 
membꝛed. When this maiſtres Flora waxed old, a yong und brau- 


ntull gentleman of Corinth, demaunded her to wyfe,to whom ſhe 


auſwered: J know well that thou wilt not marie, the thee ſcoze 
reares whych Flora harh , but rather thou defireſt to haue the 


twelve hundzed thouſand Seſtercios which ſhe hath re hit Coffxcs. 


Content thy ſelfe therefoꝛe my lrende, and get ſhee home agayne to 
Corinth from whence thou comeſt. Foz to ſutch as be of myne age 
great honoꝛ is boꝛne, and rcuetente done fo? the richry and wealth 


they haue, rather than foz maxtage.There was neger in the Ro⸗ 


wave Emppꝛe, the lyke amozoug woman that Flo us, indued 
wyth ſo many graces and Queenelyke qualities ; fo: thee was of 
noble houſe, ot ſinguler beauty, of comelp perſonage, diſctete in hir 
effapꝛes, and beſides al other comly qualyticg, vety lx berall. This 
maiſtres Flora ſpt᷑t the wot part of hix youth in Afffica, l mayne 
and Gallia Tranſalpina. Ind alhtit that ſhe would not fuffre anye 
other but great loꝛds to haue poſle{ſipof hit body,vet che applyed 

hir ſelfe to the ſpoile of thoſe that were in place, and to the pꝛape of 
thoſe that came from the warres. This amozoug Flora died wht 
ſhe was of the age of lxcv.yeares . She left foz the pzincipal hetre 
of all hir goods end Juells. the Rom. in people, which was eſte- 
med ſufficicnt and able to make newe the Walles of Rome, 

and to raunſcme and redeme the common Wealth of the ſame. 

Ind bycauſe that ſhee was a Romaine,and had made the ſlate 
therefoze hir heyꝛe, the Romaines builded in hir honoꝛ a ſumptu⸗ 
ous Temple, whych in memoꝛre of Flora was called Florianum: 
and euerp peere in the memorpe of hir, they cele bʒated hir feaſt bp= 
pon the day of hir death: Sue tonius Tranquillus ſaxeth, that the 
firſt feaſle which ihe Emperour Galba the ſetond celebzated wyth 
in Rome, was the feaſt of the amozoug Flora,vpon whych dape it 
was lxwful fo: men # women, to doe what kynd of diſhoneſty ther 
could deuiſe . And ſhe was eſtemed to be the greater ſaint which 
that day ſhe wed her ſelfe moſte diſſolute and wanton. Ind bicauſe 
that the temple Florianum, was dedycated to amoꝛous Flora, the 


Romanes had an opinion, that al women which vpon ihe ſame dap 
repayʒed 


Or Fa myres, 


repayzed tothe Temple in whoztſh apparell. chould haue the gra. 
tes and gifts that Flora had. Theſe were the fond opinions and 
maners of the aunctent, which after their owne makinge and de. 
uiſeg framed Gods and Goddeſſes, and bycauſe ſhe pꝛoued vn⸗ 
ſhamefaſtand rich, a Temple muſt bee erected, and Sacriſices oz: 
darned fo: hir Whoꝛich triumphes. But that noble men e Kings 
haue bene rapt and tranſpoꝛted with the lurements of ſutch noto. 
rious ſ rumpets, is and hath bene common in all ages. Ind com⸗ 
monly ſutch infamous women be indewed with greateſt gifts and 
graces, the rather to nooſell and dandle their fauozers in the laps 
of their fadinge pleaſures. But euery of them a moſt ſpeciall 
grace, abaue the geſt. As of a Kyng not tong agoe we reade þ 
kept thzee, one the holteſt, another the craftieſt, and the third 
the merteſt. Two ol which pꝛoperties meete foz honeſt 
Women: although the third ſa incident to that kinde 
as heat to aliuinge body. Ceaſe wee then of this 
kynde, a let vs ſtep fozth to be acquaynted with 
a lady and a Qutene the Godlyeſt and Nous 
teſt, that is remembꝛed in any 
auncient Monument oz 
Oyſtozy. 
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Zenobia Queene of Palmyres. 


The lyfe and giftes of the moſt Famous Queene 
Zenobia with the Lettersot the Emperour 4 N 
RELIANV'S to the ſayde Queene, and her 
ſtoute aunſwere thereunto.

SENOBI 4 Queene of Palmyres, 
> }| was aright famous Gemlewemau, as diverſe 
DÞrſtoztographers largely do repozt and watte. 
Who although ſhce was no Chziſtian Lady pet 
, ſo wozthy of Imitation, as ſhe was foz hir vers 
tues and heroycail facts of Jmmozrall pꝛayſe. 
By hir wyſedome a ſtoutneſle ſhe ſubdued all theempire ofthe ©- 
tint,# reſiſted the inuincible Romãs. Ind fo2 that it is meete @ te⸗ 
quiſite to alleage a aduouch reaſons by weight. a wozds by mea- 
ſure, I wil oꝛderly begin to recite the Hiſtozy of that moſt famous 
Queene. Wherefoze J ſay,Þ about the. 284. Olimpiade, no long 
me aftcr the death of the vnhappr Empereur Decius, Valerian 
was choſen Empcrour by the Senate, and (as T:ebellivs Pollio 
his Þxſto2tan doth deſcribe Jhe was a well learned pꝛinte, indued 
with manyfold vertues, that fo: tis ſpeciall pꝛapſe, theſe wozdeg 
be tecoꝛded of Him. 1 f all the Y Yorld had bene aſſembled to cheſe a good 
Prince, they would not haue chsſen any other but good Valerian, It is 
alſo witten of hym that in liberality he was noble, in woꝛds true, 
in talke wary,in pꝛomiſe conſtant, to his frends famtliar,s to his 
enemtes ſeuere,and which is moze to be cſkcemed, he could not foz · 
get ſerutce,no2 yer reuenge wꝛonge. It came to paſſe that in the. 14. 
reare of his raygne, there roſe ſuich cruell Warres in Aßa, that 
foxced he was to go thither in his owne perſd, to reſiſt Sapor king 
of the Perſians, a very valyaunt man et Warte a foꝛtunate in his 
enter pꝛiſes, 
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| enterpiſes, whichhappitletſ: of hs dt long time after the arrys 


uall of Valerian into Aſia, hee manifeſted and ſhewed. Foz beeyng 
betwene them ſach hot and cruell warres, in a ſayꝛmiſh, thꝛoughe 
the greate faulte of the General, (whych had the conduct of the ar⸗ 
mye) the Gmperour Valerian was takt, and bꝛought into ihe puiſ- 
ſance.of Ring Sapor hys ennimp, whych curſed tyzant ſo wickedlye 
vſed that; victozy, as hee woulde by no meanes put the Empe⸗ 
rour to raunſome, towards whom hee vied ſuch cruelty,that ſo oft 
and ſo many tymes,as hee was diſpoſed to gette vp on hozſebacke 
hee vſed the body of olde Valerian to ſerue hym faz aduauntage, 
ſetting his keete bppon the thzoate of that aged gentleman. In that 
myſerable office and vahappy captiuity ſerued and dyed the good 
EmperourValcrian,not wyth oute the greate ſoꝛrowe of them that 
knew him, and the rueful compaſſion of thoſe that ſawe him which 
the Romans conſlidering, and that neither by offre of gold, oz Aluer 
02 other meanes, they were able to.redeeme Vale tian, they determi; 
ned te 12 tox Emperour bis own ſoane called Galienus: which 
they did male fai reſpect of the kather, than foꝛ any minde oz coꝛage 
they knew to bee in the ſonne. Who aft:twardes ſhewed himſelke 
to bee karre different from the conditions of his father Valerian, 


being in his enterpꝛiſes a cowarde,tnhis pꝛamiſſes a lper, in co1: 


rection cruell, towards them that ſerued him vnthanckkull, ( and 
which is woꝛſe, ) hee gãue bimſel e to his dellres, and yealded place 
to ſenſugli;y. By meanes wie tof, in hig tyme the Romain Empęꝛe 
moe than in gay others raygne, loſt moſt pꝛouinces and receiued 
greateſt ſhame. In factes ofwarre he ſwas a cowarde, and in go- 
uernement of common wealth, a very weake and feeble man. Ga- 
lie aus not caryng toꝛ the ſtate of the Emplte, became ſo m ſerable 
as the Gouernoꝛs af the ſame gaue ouer their obedience and in 
the tyme of hys raygne, there roſe vo thyzty 'tyzants, whych vſur- 
ped the ſame . Whole names dos followe, Cyriades, Poſthumus 
the ponger, Lollius, Victoriaus, Marius, Ingenuus , Regillianus, 
Aureolus, Macrianu:, Machianus the pounger, Quiet .s , Odena- 
tus, Herodes, Mcenius Balliſta, Valens,Piſo Emilianus, Staturni- 
ws, Tetrieus, Etrieus the younger , Trebelianus , Heremianus, 
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Timolaus, Celſus, Titus, Cenſorinus,Clandius, Aurelius,# Quin- 
tillus, of whom. 18, were captapnes and ſerutters vnder theſgood 
Emperour Valerian. Sutch delight had the Romanes, in that aft» 
cient woꝛld, to haue good Captayns,as were able to bee pꝛeferreð 
to be Emperours. Nowe in that tyme the Romanes had foz their 
Captapne generall, a knigyt called Odenatus, the Pꝛynce of Pals 
merines, & man truely of great vertue, and of paſſinge induſtry a 
hardineſſe in facts of warte. This Captayne Odenatus maried 
8 woman that deſcended of the auncient linage of the Ptolomes, 
ſometymes Ringes of Xgypr,namcd Zenobia, which (it the hiſto · 
nans do not decetue bs ) was one of the moſt famous Women 
of the Wozldc. Shee had the heart of Alexander the great, (hee 
poſſeſſed the riches of Cræſus, the diligence of Pyrrhus, the trauel 
of Haniball,the warte foze ſighte of Marcellus, and the Juſtice of 
Traiane. When Zenobia was married to Odenatus,ſhe had by hir 
other hutband,a ſonne called Herodes, and by Ode natus (hee had 
two other, whereot the one was called Hyeronianus, and the o⸗ 
ther Piolemus. Ind when the Ewperour Valerian was vanqup⸗ 
ſhed and taten, Odepatus was not then in the Campe. Foz as all 
men thought, if he had ben there, they had not receyued ſo greate an 
duerthꝛow. So ſone ss good Ode natus was aduerttzed of the de; 
faict of Valerian, in great haſte he marched to the Roman Campe, 
that then was in great diſoꝛder. Whych with greate diligence hee 
reaſſembled, and reduced the ſame to oꝛder, and ( holpen by good 
Foztune,) wythin. xxx. Dapes after hee recouered all that whych 
Valerian had loſte,makynge the Perſian kyng to flice, by meanes 
whereof,and foʒ that O denatus had taken charge of the armp, hee 
wanne amonges the Romane: great reputation, truely not with 
out cauſe:Foz if in that good time he had not receyucd the charge 
the name and glozy of the Romane had taken ende in Af, Du⸗ 
ryng all thys tyme Galie nus, yued in hys delygttes at Mylan, 
wythout care 02 thoughte of the Common wealth, conſumynge in 
bis wylfull vices, the Money that was le uicd foz the men of war. 
ych was Þ cauſe that the gouernours of the pꝛouinces, and 
Captens general, ſeing him to be fo vicious and neglygent ,vſur- 


ped the pꝛouinces and armies which they had in charge, Galienus 
boyd 
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voyde of all obedience ſauing of the Italians and Lombards , the 
firſt that roſe vp againſt him were Poſthumus in Fraunce , Lolli- 
ans in, Spayoe. Victorinus in Affrica, Marius in Britane, Ingenuus 
in Germanie, Regilliaaus in Denmark, Aureolus in Hangarie, Ma. 
eri anus in Mcſopotamia & Odenatus, in Syria. Wzfoze Odenatus. 
roſe againſt Valerian. Macrianus enioied Meſopotamia ę᷑ the grea. 
teſt parr ot Syria, whereot Odenatus hauing intelligence, he mars 
ched with his power a gaynſt him and killed him, and diſcomfited 
all his army. The death of the Tyꝛan Maccian being knowen, and 


that Galienus was ſo vicious, the armies in Aſia aſſembled and 


choſe Odenatus Emperour : which Election although the Senate 
publickly durſt not agree vpan,yet ſecretly they allowed it,bycauſ: 
they receyued dayly news, ot the great Exploptes and deedes of 
armes done by Odenatu:, and ſaw on th: other ſide the great con. 
tinued folltes of Galienus, Almoſt th:ee peareg and a halfe was 
O Jenatus Emperour and Load of all the Orient, duringe which 
time he recouered all the Lands and Pꝛouintes loſt by Galienus, 
and payde the Romane arm all the arrerages of their wages due 
bnto them. Bat Foztune ful of inconſtancp, fulfced not this good 
P2:pnce very long to raygne. Foz hauing in hys hc uſe a hinſman 
ofhys, named Meonius, to whom he bare great good will, fo; that 
he ſaw: him to be a valiant man of warre, although Ignozant of 
his Enup and couetouſneſſe: it chaunced vpon a day as they two 
rode on hunting e, gallopinge after the purſute of a wylde Soze, 
with the very ſame Boze Speare which Meonius caried to ſtrize 
the b:aſt,he killed by treaſon his good Couſiu O denatus. But that 
murder was got long time vnceueg?d. Foz the Boꝛeſpeare where. 
with he had ſo cruelly killed the Emgerour his Cauſin, was in⸗ 
continẽtlo known by the hunters which folowed Odenarus e wher⸗ 
bpon that day the head of Meonius was Griken of. Ind Galienus 
baderTandinge the death of Odenatus, gaue great rewarves and 
pꝛeſenes to them that bought him the newes, beinge ſo toptull as 
the Romans wer angry to vnderſtãd thoſe pitiful tydings, bycauſe 
thꝛough the good oꝛdze which O denatus bſed in Assa, they had 
great tranquillity and peace thꝛoughout Europa. Now after the 
death of thes godd Emperour Odenatus, the Prmtes choſe one 
of his 
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of his two Sonnes to be Emperour of the Orient: But foz that 
be was pounge, they choſe Zenobia to be Pzotectoz of hir ſonne, a 
gouerner ouer the ſayd O tient Empy2e.Who ſeeing that vron the 
deceaſe of Odenatus certapne of the Eaſt Countries began to re⸗ 
uolt, hee determined to open her Treaſure, ri ſſi mb le hir menof 
Warre, and in hir owne perſon to march into the fielde: where 
ſhe did ſutch notable enterpꝛiſes, as ſhee appalled hir encuues, and 
made the whole woꝛld to wonder. About the age of. xxxv. ycares 
Zenohia was widow, beinge the Tutrix of hir childzen, Kegent of 
en Empyze,and Captapne generall of the army. Jn which weigh» 
ty charge ſhe vſed hir ſelfe fo wiſely and well, as ſhee acquired no 
eſſe noble name in Aſia, then Quecne Semuramis did tn India. Zes 
nobia was conſtant in that whych ſhe tooke in hand, true in woꝛds 
iiberall, mylde, and ſtuere where ſhe ought to be, diſcrete, graue, g 
ſetrete in her enterpꝛiſes, albe it ſhe was ambicious. Foꝛ, not con⸗ 
tent with hir title of Gouerneſle, oz Begent, ſhe wꝛote and cauſed 
her ſelfe to be called Empꝛeſſe, ſhe loued not to ride vpon a Mule, 
02 in a littoꝛ. but greatly eſtcemed to haue great hozſe in hir able 

and to carne to handle and ryde them. When Zenobia went fozth 

of hir Tent to ſee the ozder and gouernment of hir Campe, ſhe 

continually did put on her Frmure, and was well guarded with 

a band of men, ſo that of a woman, ſhe cared but onely fozthe name 

and in the facts of Armes ſhee craued the title of valtaunt. The 
Captaynes of hir Armp, neuer gaue battell, 02 made aſſault, they 

neuer ſbyꝛmiſhed 02 did other enterpꝛiſe cf warre, but ſhe was pꝛes 
ſent in her owne perſon, and attempted to ſhewe hir ſelfe moze har⸗ 
dy than any of all the troupe , a thinge almoſt incredible in that 
weake and fecble kinde. The ſayd noble Quecne was of Nature, 

bigge and well pꝛopoꝛcioned, hir eyes black and quicke, hir foze- 
head large, hir ſtomak and Bzeaftes fax;e and vpꝛight, her Face 
white, and ruddy, a little mouth, hir Teeth ſo whyte, as they ſec« 

med like a rancke of white pearles, but aboue all things ſhe was 

of futch excellent Spirit and courage, as ſhee was feared foꝛ hir 
ſloutneſſe, and beloued foz her beauty. Ind although Zenobia was 

indued with ſo great beauty, liberalitp, riches, and puiſſaunce, vet 
the was neuer ſtayned with the blemiſh or vnchaſte lyfe, 02 wyth 
other 
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other banity:and as hir huſband Odenatuꝭ was wont to ſay, that 
after ſhee telt hir ſelfe wyth chylde, ſhee ueuer ſuffced hym to come 
neare her, (ſutch was hir great Chaſtity) ſayinge that Women 
ougut to marry rather foz childꝛẽ chan for pleaſure. She was alſo 
excellently well learned in the Greke and Latine tongue. Shee 
did neuer eate but on? Mꝛale a Dap. Hir talke was verye lytrle 
and rare . The Meate which ſhee vſed foꝛ hir repaſte, was ets 
ther the hanch of a Wolde Be, oz elſe the ſode of a Drere. Shee 
could dzinke no Wyne, no abyde the ſent thereof. But ſhee was ſo 
curpous in good and perfe:t Waters, as ſhee would gyue fo great 
a Pꝛyce fox that. as is oꝛdinaryly gyuen foꝛ Wyn? bee it neuer ſo 
excellent. Do ſoone as the Ringes of A ERgypte of Petſia, and the 
Greeket, were aduerttzed of the death of O lenatus they ſent theyꝛ 
Ambaſlabours to Zenobia, aſwell to viſite and camfoꝛt hir, as to 
bee hir coafederats and fkrendes. So much was he feared and re- 
doubted foʒ her rare vertues. The affapzes of Senobia beinge in 
ſatch eſtate in Aſia, the Emperoꝛ Galienus died in Lombatdie, and 
the Rom ines choſe Aurelian to bee Emperour, who although he 
was ofa baſe and obſcure lineage, pet hee wag of a great valtance 
in factes of Temes. When Aurelianus waz choſen Emperour, he 
made great preparacton into Aſia, to inferre warreg opon Queene 
Zenobia, and in ali hys tyme hee neuer attempted greater enter⸗ 
pꝛiſe for the Romanes. When hee was arryued in Aſia, the Empe- 
rour pꝛoceded agavnſt the Queene, and ſhee as valiantly defended 
hir ſelfe, continu ally being betwene them great Flarams and ſkir- 
miſhes. But as Zenobia and hir people were ok leſſe ttauell and of 
better ſkyl in knowledge ofthe Country, ſo they did greater harme 
and moꝛe anotance vnto theyz Enimy, and thereof receiuedi leſſer 
damage. The Emperour ſeing that hee ſhould haue mutch adoe to 
vanquiſhe Zenobia dy armes, determined to ouercome hir by gen- 
tle woꝛdes and fayꝛe pꝛomiſſes:toʒ which cauſe he wꝛote vnto hir 
a letter, the tenoꝛ whereok enſueth. 
Aureliaous Emperour of Rome and Lo2d of al Aſia, t o the right 
honoꝛable Zenobia ſendeth greetyng. Although to ſuch rebetlyous 
Women as thou art, it ſhould ſeeme vncomelp and not decente to 
make requeſt,yet if thou wylt ſecke ayde of my mercy , and rendie 
thy ſelte vnder mene obedience, bee allured that J wyll doe thee ho- 
noꝛ aud 
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your, # geue pardon to thy people. The Golde, Siluer,and other 

xiches, within thy Pallace J am content thou ſhale entoy, together 
with the kingdome of Palmyres, which thou mapeſt keepe duringe 
the like, z leaue after thy death to wyom thou ſhalt think good, vp5 
condition notwithſtandinge, that thou abandone all thine other 
Real nes and T2uatryes which thou haſte in Aſia, and acknows 
ledge Rome to be thy ſuperioꝛ: De thy vaſſalls, and ſubiectes of 
Palmyres, w? demaund none other obedience, but to be confede⸗ 
rates, and krendes, ſo that thou bꝛeake bp thy Campe, wherewrth 
thou makeſt warre in Aſa, and diſobeyeſt the city ol Rome, wee 
will ſuff er thee to haue a certayne number of men of warre, ſo wel 
fo the tulcion of thy perſon, as foz the defence of thy kingdome, # 
thy two Childꝛen which thou haddell by thy huſbande Olde natus. 
And he whom thou loueſd belt bal remayne with thee in Alia, and 
the other J will carry with me to Rome, not as Pꝛiſoner, but ag 
hotage and pleadge from thee, The pꝛiſoners which thou haſt of 
ours, halbe rendzed in exchange foz thoſe which we haue of thine, 
without raunſome of epther parts And by theſe meanes thou ſhalt 
reinayne honoꝛed in Aſia, and J contented, will retourne to Rome, 
The Gods be thy defence, pꝛeſerue our mother the cup of Rome 
from all vnhappy foztune. 

The Qucene Zenobia hauinge reade the letter of the Empe⸗ 
tour Aurelianus, without feare of the contents, incontinently made 
fatch aunſwere as folleweth. Zenobia Queene of Palmyres, and 
Lady ot ali Aſia, and the kingdomes thereof, to thee Aurelianus 
the E;nyeroar health. conſolation .#c, & hat thou do intitle thy 
ſelke with the Cn gerour of the Romaner I doe agree, but to 
preſume to name thyſelfe loꝛd of the Tall kingdames, I ſay there 
in thou doeſt offend. Foz thou knoweſt wel,thar J afoac am Lady 
Re zent of all the Oꝛient, a the only dame # mayſtreſſe of the ſame, 
Ty eue part whereof deſcended vnto wc by lawful Inheritaunce 
krõ my pꝛedeceſſoꝛs, ⁊ the other part. I haue won by mp pꝛoweſſe 
# deedes of armes. Thou ſapeſt that if I cendie obedience vnto 
thee,thou wilt do me great hono: ;'To þ J aunfwere,that tt were 
2 dichoneſt part of me, ⁊̃ a deede moſt vniuſt, that the Gods hath 
treated Zeuobia to cdinaund all Aſia, ſhe ſhouid now begen to h. e 
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aue and thꝛal vnto the city of Rome. Semblably,thou ſafeſt that 
thou wylt gyue and leaue me al the golde,ſltuer, and other rycheg 
whych J haue:Whereunto J aunfwer,that it is a wycked, a fond 
requeſt, to diſpoſe the goodes of another as they were thine owne. 
But thine eyes (hall neue r ſee it, ne yet thy handes ſhal touche it, 
but rather I hope in the Gods aboue to beſtow and crye a larges 
of that which thou haſte at Rome, beſoze thou finger that whych 
J haue and poſſeſſe in Afia.Truely Aurelianus, the warres which 
thou makeſt agaynſt me, and thy quarell, bee moſt vniuſte becfoze 
the ſupernall Gods, and very vnreaſonable befoze men, and I fox 
my part if I haue entred 02 doe take armes, it is but to defend my 
ſctf and myne. Thy comming then into Aſia ts fo2 none, other pur: 

poſe, but to ſpotle a make haizocke of that which en other hath, 
And think not that Jam greatly afrayde of the name of Romane 
Pꝛynte no yet the power of thyne huge army. Foz if it bee in thy 
handes to gyue battell, it belongeth onely to the gods to gyue ey- 
ther to thee c2 me the victozy.'That J remaine in fielde it is to me 
greate fame, but thou to fight with a widdo we, oughteſt truelye to 
bee aſhamed. There be come vnto myne ayde and Campe the Per- 
ſians, the Medes, the Agamennonians,the Irenees, and the Syrians, 
and with the all p Gods immoꝛtall, who be wont to chaſtice ſutch 
pꝛoude pꝛinces as thou art, and to helpe pooze Widows as J am. 
And if it ſo come to paſſe, that the Gods doe permit and ſuffre my 
lucke to be ſutch, as thou do bereue me of ipfe and diſpople me of 
goods, pet it will be bzuted at Rome, and publiſhed in Aſa, that þ 
wofull wight Zenobia, was ouerthzowne and llapne, in defence of 
hir Patrimony, and foz the conſeruation of hir huſbandes honoz, 
02 no moze then Aurelianus, to flatter and pzay me, noꝛ pet to 
zeaten me: requere me no moze to peelde a become thy pꝛiſoner, 
noz yet to ſurrender that which J haue foʒ by doinge that J can, 


/ + Jaccompliſh that J ought. Foz it will be ſayd @ noyſed thzough 
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the woꝛld, (map it ſo come to paſſe as Foztune do not fauoz mee) 
that it p Empꝛeſſe Zenobia be captiue, ſhe was not yet vanquiſhed, 
Now touchinge my ſon which thou demaũdeſſ to cary with thee to 
Rome;truely þ requeſt I canot abide, and mutch leſſe do meanc to 
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grafit, knowing full well that thy houſe is ſtoꝛed full of manykolde 


Tol, 


vices, where mpne is garniſhed with many notable Philoſophers: 
whereby if N leaue vnto my Childꝛẽ no great heapes of goods, yet 
they chalbe wel taught and inſtructed: Foz the one half of the dap 
they ſpend in Learninge,and the other halle in erzrciſe of Armes 
Foz concluſſon of thy demaund, and finall aunſwere thereunto, J 
pay thee trauaple no moze by letters to wꝛite vnto mee, ne pet by 
ambaſſage to ſpende any farder tallze, but attend vntill our con⸗ 
trouerlle bee decided rather by fozce of Armes than by vttered 
woꝛdes. The Gods pꝛeſerue thee. 

C It is ſayd that Aurelianus, recetuing that aunſwere did re- 
loyte, but when he had red it, he was greatly offended, which incõ⸗ 
tient ly hee made to bee known, by gathering together his Camp, 
and beſleginge the Citty wherein Zeuobia was. Ind Aurclianus, 
moth and outraged with that aunſwere, although his army wag 
weary and halte in diſpayze (by reaſon of the longe Warres, yet 
he vſed ſutch diligence and expedition in the llege of that place, ag 
the Queene was taken and the city raſed : which done, the Empe- 
tour Aurelianus retourned to Rome,caryinge with him Zenobia, 
not to doe hir to death, but to tryumph ouer her, It what tyme 
to ſee that Noble Lady goe on foote, and marche befoze the try⸗ 
umphinge Chariot bare footed, charged wyth the burden nf hea- 
up chapnes,and hir two childze by her (Ide : truly it made the Roz 
made Matrons to concepue great pity, being wel knowen to al the 
Romans, that neither in valoꝛous deedes, noz yet in vertuco2 cha⸗ 
ſtity,any man oꝛ woman of hir time did excell hir. The dayes of 
the triumph being done, all the noble Ladies of Rome aſſembled 
and repay2ed to Zenobia, and vſed vnto her great and hono:able 
entertaynement, giuing hir many goodly pꝛeſentes and rewardg, 
Ind Zenobia liued in the company of thoſe noble Matrons the 
ſpace of. 10. yeares befoze ſhe dyed, in eſtimation like a Lucrecia,s 
in honour like a Cornelia, Fd if Foztune had acompanied hir 
perſonage, ſo well as vertue and magnanimity, Rome had felt the 
egreneſſe of hir diſpleaſure, and the whole would taſted the lweete⸗ 
neſſe of hir Regiment. But nowe leaue we of, any longer to ſ2ca' 
of Zenobia, that wee may direct our courſe, to the hard fe ot 
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CEYVPHIMIA the Kyngof (ORINTHS 


daughter feli in oue with ACHARIS T O, the 
ſeruant of her father, and heſides crhcrs which res 
quired hir in mariage,ſhe diſdayned HI LON 
the King cf PELOPONESV , chat loued hig 
very ſeruẽtly. AC H AR1ST O cõſpiring againſt 
the Kyng, was diſcovered, tormented, and put in 
priſon,and by meanes of EVH 1 A deliue. 
red. The King premiſed his daughter & kingdome 
to him that prefented the head of AC H ARIS. 
TO,EVPHIMIA ſo wreught, as hee was pres 
ſented io the King, The King gaue him his daughe 
tertowyfe and when he died made him his heyre 
ACE ARIS TO began to hate his wyfe, and cõ- 
dened hir to death as an adultereſſe. P HILON 
deliuered hir: and vpon the ſuteof hir Subiects, 
ſhe is contented to mary him, & ther by he is made 
Kynge of Corinth:

a Rings daughter, that foz love maried a fimple perſon bꝛed in hir 
fathers heuſe, who in baſe parentage, and churliſhe kynde coulde 
not be altered - but ſhewed the ſrutct# of bꝛutiſhneſſe: tyil Lady 
Foxztune pityinge the Ladies teſe: pꝛeulded foꝛ her better dares, 
and cheſt:zed her vnkinde ompanton with deſerts condigne foz/ 
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m to chaunge, ſo is the body continent,comely,honelt and parient 


of Foztunes plages. I true cõſtant minde is moued with no ſu⸗ 
gred perluaſſons of frendes, is diuerted with no eloquence, terri- 
fed w no thꝛeats, is quiet in all motiong. The bluſtering blaſts of 
parent3 wꝛath, cãnot remoue the conſtant mapde from that which 
ſhe hath pecultarly choſen to hir ſelfe. The rigoꝛous rage of frens 
des. doth not diſmay the louing man from the embꝛacement of hir 
whom he hath among7 the reſt ſelecte fo: his vnchanged feere. Þ 
godly example of cõſtant and noble loue this hiſkozp enſuing def- 
tribeth, although not like in both, yet in both a ſemblable cdTancy, 
Fo: Euphimia a kinga daughter, abandoneth the great loue boꝛne 
vatohir by Philon, a yong pꝛince, to loue a ſeruant of hir fathers, 
with whom lhe perſeuered in great conſtancy, fo all his taiſe and 
ingratefull dealings towards hir. Philon ſeeing his loue deſpiſed 
neier maried vntill he marted hir, whom afterwards he deltucrey 
from the falſe ſurmiſed treaſon of hir cancred and malictous huſ⸗ 
band. Euphimia fondly maried agaynſt hir fathers will, e there⸗ 
foze deſeruedly afrerwards bare the penaunce of hir fault: Ind 
albeit che declared hir ſelfe to be conſtant, vet duty to louinge Fas 
ther ought to haue withdꝛawen hir raſhe and heady loue. What 
daungers doe enſue ſutch like caſes,exampytes be rife, and expert 
ence teacheth. A great diſhonour it is foꝛ the Lady and Gentie⸗ 
woman to diſparage hir noble houſe with mariage of hir inferioz, 
Pea and great grief? to the parents to ſee their childꝛen obſtinate 


and wilfull in careleſſe loue. Ind albeit the Poet Propertius def 


eribeth the vehement loue of thaſe that be noble, and haue wheres 
with in loue to be liberall,in theſe verſes; 
Great is the fayth of Lone, 
the conſtant mynde 41th much anayle : 
And hee that is well fraught with wealth, 
in Lone doth match prenayle, 


Pet the tender Damoſell oz louing childe, be they neuer fo no· 
ble o2 rich, ought to attend the fathers tyine and choyſe, and natu- 
rally encline to parents will a likinge, otherwtſe great harme and 
detriment enſus: Foz when the Parentes ſee the diſabedience oz 
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rather rebellious minde of theyꝛ childe, their concetued ſozrow fox 
the ſame, ſo gnaweth the rooted plante of nazurall loue, as either it 
haſtneth their vatimely death, oz elſe ingendzeth a heape of melan · 
cholie humoꝛg:whych fozce them to pzoctatme defiance and bytter 
turſſe againſt their pꝛopꝛe fruit, vpon whom (it by due regard they 
had bene ruled) they would haue pꝛonounced the ſweere bleſſyng 
that Iſaac gaue to lacob. the mothers beſt beloued Bope ;yea and 
that diſpleaſure may chaunce to diſpoſſeſſe them of that, whych 
Goutd haue bene the onely comfozt and ſtap of the future age. So 
that neglogence of parents heſt. and careleſſe heede of Pouthfull 
head, bꝛeedeth, double woe, but ſpecially in the not aduiſed Chylde; 
wo tumbleth himſelfe firſt into the bꝛeach of diume lawes, to the 
curſſes of the ſame, to parents wꝛath, to oꝛphans late, to beggers 
lpfe, and into a ſea of manifold miſertes. In whom had obe dyence 
ruled, and reaſon take place, the hearte myght haue bene ſatiſfſed, 
the parent wel plcaſed:the life ioytully ſpent, and the poſleritie ſuc: 
ceſſiuelp taſt the fruits that elders haue pꝛepared. What care and 
ſozrow, nay what extremette the fozeſapde Noble Gentle woman 
ſuſteined, foʒ not pelding to hir fathers minde, the ſequele (hall at 
large declare. 

There was ſometimes in Corioth,a Citty of Grecia, a Ringe, 
which had a daughter called Euphimia, very tenderly beloutd of 
hir kather, and being arriued to the age of mariage , many Noble 
men of Grecia made ſute to haue hir to wife. But among z al, Phi- 
loathe pong king of Peloponeſus,fo flercelp fell in lone wyth hir, 
as he thought he could no longer liue, it he were maried to anpe o⸗ 
ther: Foz which cauſe her father knowing him to be a Ring, and of 
ſiagular beautye,and that he was far in loue wyth his Daughter, 
would gladly haue choſen him to be his ſonne in lawe, perſuading 
hir that ſhe ſhould liue wyih him e lyfe ſo happy as was poſſyble 
fo2 any noble lady matched wyth a Gentlemã, were he neuer lo ha⸗ 
noꝛable. But the daughter by no meanes would conſent vnto hir 
fathers wyll,a!tcaging vnto him dtuerg and ſundzy conſideracibs 
wherby hir nature by no meanes would agree,no2 heart conſente 
to ioyne wyth Philoo. The king aboue all wozldly thynges lcued 

His fayze daughter: ald alben hee would fapne haue bzoughte to 
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paſſe,that ſhe ſhould haue taken him ty huſband, yet he would not 
dle the fatherg authouttie,but deffred that Love rather than foz-e, 
ſhould mach his daughter, and therfoze foz that tyme was conten- 
ted to agree vnto hir wyll. 

There was in the Court a young man boꝛne of hir Fathers 
Bondman, whych hyght Achariſto, and wag manumiſed by the 
Ringe, who made him one of the Eſquiers foꝛ hys body, and vſed 
his ſeruyce in ſundꝛye enterpꝛyſes ot the warres, and bic auſe hee 
was in thoſe affayzes very ſkilfull,of bolde perſonage, in conflict g 
and battapleg very hardy. the Ring did very much kauoꝛ him , aſ⸗ 
well foꝛ that he had defended him from manifold daungers, as al ⸗ 
fo bycauſe he had deltuered him from the treaſon pꝛetended againſt 
himby the kyng ok the Lacedemonians. Whoſe helpe and valyance, 
the king vfed fo: the murder and deſtruction of the ſayde Lacede⸗ 
monian king. Foz whych valtant entcrpzyſe,he bountifully recoms 
penced him wyth honorable pꝛefermentes and ſtately revenues. 
Upon this pong man, Euphimia fixzdhir amozoug epeg, and fell 
ſo karre in loue, as vpon him alone che bent hir thoughtes, and all 
hir louing cogitationg.Whereof Achariſto being certified , @ well 
eſpying and markyng hir amoꝛous lookes , nouryſhed with lyke 
flames the fire wherewyth ſhe burned, Motwythſtandyng his loue 
was not ſo feruently bent vpon hir perſonage, as hig deſtre was 
ambicious foꝛ that ſhe ſhoulde be hir fathers onely heyꝛe, and ther ⸗ 
koꝛe thought that he ſhould be a moſt happy man, aboue al otherof 
moꝛtall kynde,1f he myght poſſeſſe that inheritance. The king per · 
teiuing that loue told his daughter, that ſhe had placed hir minde 
in place ſo ſtraunge.as hee had thought hir wyſdome would haue 
moꝛe warelp foꝛeſeen, and better wayed hir eſtate and birth, as com 
of a pꝛincely race, and would haue demed ſutch loue.farre vn woꝛ⸗ 
thy hir degree: requiringe hir wyth fathcrly wozdg,to withdꝛaw 
hir ſettled mynde and to tovne with him in choyce of huſbande, foꝛ 
that he had none other wolldly hetre but hir, and tolde hir how he 
ment to beſtow hir vppon futch a perſonage, as a moſt happy life 
che ſhould leade, ſo long as the deſtenteg wer diſpoſed to weaue the 
Webbe of hir Pꝛedeſtined life - Ind therefoze was reſolued to 
Eſpouſe hir vnto d noble Gentleman Phils, 1 hearkncd to 
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this vnliked rale, and with vnliked woꝛds refuſed hir fathers hell, 
pꝛoteſting vnto him ſutch reaſons to like effect as ſhee did befoze, 
therby to dꝛaw hun from his cocetued purpoſe, wherunto the wiſe 
King hau ing made replve, continuing his intended mynde, at ligth 
in ragyng woꝛdes, and ſtoꝛmed mind, he ſayd vnto Euphimia: cu 
mutch the ſweter is the wyne,the ſharper is the egred ſawce there. 
of. I ſpcake this Parable, foꝛ that thou not knowing o2 greatly 
regarding the gentle diſpoſition of thy fathers nature, in the ende 
mayſt ſo abuſe the ſame, as where hitherto he hath bene curicoug 
and benigne, he map become though thy diſozdred deedes, rrghte 
ſowꝛe and ſharpe:and without vtterance of further talke,depattcds 
Who reſting euill content wyth that fonde fyxcd LToue', thoughte 
that the next way to remedy the ſame, u as to tell Achariſto, how 
greuoully he toke his pꝛeſumed fault, and in what heinous parte 
he concetued his ingratitude, and how koꝛ the bencfits which libe⸗ 
rally he had beſtowed vpon him, he had bzoughte and enticed hys 
daughter to loue him, that was farre vngreeable her eſtate. Im 
therfoze he called hym befoze hym, and wyth reaſons firſte de: 
clared the duetye of a faythfull ſeruaunt to his Soueraigne lozd, 
and afterwards hee ſayd: That if the recepued benefits were not 
able to lette him know what were conuentent land ſeemely foꝛ hyg 
degree, but would perſeuere in that which he had begon,he would 
make him feele the iuſt diſpleaſure of a diſpleaſed Pzince. whereby 
hee ſhoulde repent the tyme that euer hee wag bozne of Wo⸗ 


mans wombe, Theſe 'woozdes of the Kyng ſcemed greeuous to 


Achariſto, and not to moue hym to further anger hee ſeemed as 
though that(being fearfull of the &yngs dyſpleaſure ) he did not 
loue his daughter at all, but ſayd vnto him, that hc deſerued not to 
bee ſo rebuked , fo that it lay not in his power to wythſtand hir 
loue, the ſame pꝛocedyng of hir owne good wyll and lyberty', Ind 
that hee foz his part neuer requyzed loue: tf ſhe did bend hir mynd 
to loue hym, hee could not lremedye that affection , fo2 that the 
free wyll of ſutch vnbꝛydled appetite reſted not in hym to refoꝛme. 
Notwythſtandyng, bycauſe he vuderſtoode hys vnwyllyng mind, 
he from that tywe foꝛth would ſo indeuoz hymſelke, as he ſhoulde 
well perceyue that the vnſtayde mende of the young gentlewoman 
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Euphimia, was not intinſed by bim, but volunteriſy concerued 
of hir ſelfe, Feu ſhall dec wenn ſarde iht Ayng) it the cffecte pꝛo. 
cede accoꝛdinge to the pꝛemiſe. And the moze acceptable Call the 
ſame bee bnto mee, foz that J deſp2e it ſhoulde ſo come to 
paſſe. The king liked wel theſe woꝛds although that Achariſto had 
tonct iued within the p!at ol his entended mind, ſom other treaſon, 
Foz albeit that he affirmed befoze the kyngs owne face, that hee 
would not loue his daughter, pet knowing the aſſured wil of the 
loupng gent le woman, hee pꝛactiſed the martage, & like an vnkind 
t w:etched man, deuiſed conuenient tx me to kil him. And fully bee 
to execute that cruel enterpꝛyſe, he attempted to coꝛrupt the chieteſt 


men about him, pꝛomiſing pꝛomoc ions vnto ſome , to ſome he eſſu . 


red reſtitucion of rcuencwes, which by Fathers fault they had loſt 
beefoze v and to other golden hilles, ſo that hee mighte attayne by 
ſlaughter of the Ring, to wynne a kingly ſtate s kingdeme. Mhich 
the ſooner he perſuaded himſelf to acquire, if in ſecrete lence, they 
coulde put vp that which by gener all voice they had agreed, 

Ind although they thought themſcelues in good aſſurance , that 
they2 enterp2:pſe could take no ili ſucceſſe, by reaſon of their ſounde 
and good diſcourſe debated emonges themſelues foz the accoms 
pliſhement thereof, ret it foꝛtuned that one of the conſpiracy (as 
cor:tonlyc in ſutch lyke trapterous attemptes it channceth) bee · 
pncre wyth hys beloued Ladye , and Chee makyng mone that lit- 
tle Commcdytye ſucceeded of hir Loue foz hir Iduauncement, 

bꝛake out into theſe woꝛdeg, Holde thy peace(ſapde hee: foz the 
tyme wyll not bee longe, befoze thou ſhalt bee one of the chiefeſt 
Ladies of this land. Howe can that bee(ſapde hys Woman?) 
No moze adocꝰ (quod the Gentleman: ) Ceaſe from further queſtt» 
ons , and bee merrye : foz wee ſhall eniope together, a berye 
Honourable and a qupete Lyfe . When hir Louer was de- 
parted,the gentlewomen went to an other of hir goſſips very io- 
cunde , and tolde hir what hir Louer had ſayd: and ſhee then not 

able to kcepe Counſell, wente and tolde an other: In ſutch wyſe 

as in the ende it came to the eares ofthe Rings ſtewards wyfe a 


ſte imparted the ſame vnto hir huſbãd, who merbing thoſe wozds, 


like a man of great wiſe dome & experience, did verily beleue that 
; the ſame 
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the ſame touched the daũger of the kings perſon: And as a fapth. 
fall ſeruant to his loꝛde & maiſter, diligently harkned to the mut⸗ 
teringe talke murmured in the Court, by him which had tolde the 
ſame to his beloued Lady: and knowinge that it pꝛoceeded from 
Achariſto, which was an obſtinate #ſedicious barlet, and that he 
with th2ee oꝛ four other his kamiliars, kept ſecret company in coꝛ⸗ 
ners, iuged that which he firſt coniectured, to be moſt certapne and 
true. Wheretkoꝛe determined to move the king thereof, and vpon a 
day finding him alone, he ſapd vnto him, that the fidelity and good 
will wherewith he ſerued him and the deſlte which he had to ſee 
hym lyue in longe and pꝛoſperous Edate, made hen to attend to 
the ſalfegard of hys perſon, and to hearken vato ſutch as ſhautd 
attempt to daunger the ſame. Foz which cauſe, marking and eſpy⸗ 
ing the doings of certayn? of his chamber (w joſe common aſſem. 
blies and pztuy witiſperings millyking) he feared leaſt they cõſpi⸗ 
ring with Achatiſto, ſhaulde woꝛcke treaſon, fo: berieuinge of his 
lite: and to th intent their endeuours might be pꝛeuented, and his 
ſalety foꝛeſeene, he thought good to reueale the ſame to hya Maie 
(tp. Then he tolde the Ring the woꝛds that were ſponẽ by the tir 
Gentlewoman, to one 02 two of hir compaitons. and diſcloſed the 
pꝛeſumptious which he had ſeene # perceyued touchinge the ſame. 
Amongs the ill conditions of men, there is nothinge moꝛe commõ 
than Poyſon, Conſpiracies, and Treaſon ot Pꝛyuces and great 
Loꝛdes: And therefoꝛe euery little ſuſpicion vꝛeſuming ſutch pe⸗ 
rill, is a great demonſtration of lyke myſchiefe. Which made the 
Kynz to geue credit to the Wooꝛds of hys Steward, hauing foz 
hys long experience knowen him to be faythfull, and truſty. Ind 
ſodaynlo he thought that Achariito attempteꝭ the ſane, that after 
hys death, by mariage of Euphimia, he might be the Faheritour 
of hys Kyngdamc. The beltef: whereof, and the ſingular credite 
which he repoſed in he Dteward beſtdes other thinges, caiz%d 
hym ro commaund the captapne of his G1ard to appꝛehend thaſe 
4 of whom hes Steward told hom, and Achariſto, co:n:mttings 
them to ſeu:rall P2iſons, Then he ſeat hys DFccers to examone 
the m, and kound vpon their confeſſions, the accuſation of his it: 
ward to be trac, But Achariſto, although the whole effect of the 
Treaſon 
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Treaſon was confeſſed by thoſe foure conſpiratozs that were aps 
pꝛehended, and aduouched to his Face, and foz all the Tozmentes 
where with he was racked and cructatcd, yet Nill denied, that ep- 
ther he was authour of the enterpꝛiſe, oꝛ par taker ofatreaſon ſo 
wicked. Then the king incontinentiy cauſed the foure Gentlemen 
of hys Chamber to be rewarded, accoꝛdinge to the wozthineſle of 
their oifence,and were put to death, and Achariſto to be repꝛyued 
in ſharpe and cruell pꝛiſon, vntill wyth toꝛments he ſhould be foꝛ · 
ted to confeſſe that which he knew to be molt certayne and true, by 
the euidence of thoſe that were done to death. Euphimia fo; the 
impꝛiſonment of Ac hariſto, concetued mcredible ſozrow,# bneths 
tould be perſuaded, that hee would imagine, mutch leſſe conſpꝛ ze 
that abhcminable fact, aſwell foz the loue which Ac hatiſto ſeemed 
to beare bnto hir.as fo2 the great good wyl where with he was aſ⸗ 
ſured that ſhe bare bnto hym, and therefoꝛe the death of the Krng 
to be no leſſe grtefe vnto him, then the ſame v eulde be to hir ſcife, 
the Ayug being hir natur all and louing father. Achariſto thought 
on the other (ide, that if hte might ſpeake with Euphimia, a wap 
would be founde eyther foz hys eſcape, o2 elſe fo2 hrs delyuerp. 
Whereupon Achat iſſo beinge in this dettberation,found meanes 
to talke wyth the Japloꝛs wyfe, and intreated hir to ſhewe hym ſo 
mutch faucur,as to pꝛocure Euphimia to come vnto him. She ac 
toꝛdingly bzought to paſſe, that the pong Gentle wom an in ſecrete 
wiſe came to ſpe ake wyth thys trayterous var let, who fo ſoone as 
he ſawe hir, ſhedinge from bys tres ſloze of teares, pitifully com⸗ 
plapninge, ſard vnto hir: J know Euphimia, that the Kinge your 
father doth not incloſe nic in this cruel! pꝛiſon.ne pet effucteth me 
wrih theſe miſcrable tozments, fo2 any ſuſt icton he concepucth of 
me foꝛ any intended fact, but cnly foꝛ the Ictie which J beare you, 
and fe2 the like, (foꝛ whych J render humble thanks) that ycu do 
beare to me: and becauſe that J an: wery of thts wzetched ſlate, 
and know that nothing elſe cen tid me from this pernetun Lyfe, 
but one ly death, J am detern med wyth nn ne owne pzopze handg 
to cut the thꝛeed of life whert with the deſtinies hitherto haue pꝛo⸗ 
longed the fame, that thys my bꝛeathinge Ghoeſt, which bzcatheth 
foꝛth theſe dolelul plaxntes,may flee into ihe Sbꝑes, to reſt it ſeife 
amongs / 
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amonges the reſtfull ſpirites aboue, oꝛ wandꝛe into the pleaſaunte 
hellich fleldes, amongs the ſhadows of Creuſa, Aeneas wyke, oz ciſe 
wyth the ghoſt of complayning Dido. Bat ere J did the ſame, J 
made myne humble pꝛaper to the maieſty diuine,ſthat hee woulte 
vouchſafe to ſhew me ſo much grace, as befoze I dye, Jinyght ful⸗ 
fil my couetous eyes wich ſight of pou , whoſe pmage (ill appea- 
reth befoze thoſe greedy Gates, and fanſte repꝛeſenteth vato my 
myndfull heart. Which great deitced thing, (ith God aboue hath 
graunted, IJ reld him inffnit thankes,and th my deſteny is ſutch, 
that ſutch muſt be the end of loue, I doe retoyce that J muſte dye 
fo: pour ſake, which only is the cauſe that the Ring pour father ſo 
laboureth foz my death. Ineede not to moleſt vou wyth the falſe e⸗ 
uidence giuen againſt me. b thoſe malicious villaines, that be al⸗ 
ready dead · which onely hath thus incenſed the enge y Wlathe 
and h:auy rage agapn d mee :whereof Jan ſo free, ag woꝛthilye 
they bee ex cuted fox the ſam?. F32 if it were ſo, then tru? it is,. (a 
as lyghtly you myg ht beleue) that I neuer knew, what Loue you 
beare mee, and pou lokeweſe did neuer k io we, the lou? J bare 
to pou:and th:refore pou may thinke that ſo impoſſible is the one, 
as J ood ever meane, thinke, o: pnagine any harme oꝛ peryll to 
pour fathers perſoa. To be ſhoꝛt, I hũble do belechj you to beleue, 
that ſo fapthfalily as man is able ta lou? a wo nan, ſo hau: I loued 
pou:and that it map pleaſe you to bee ſo myndfull of me in thys fa» 
dyng Lyfe,as Jſhalb: ot᷑ vou in that life to come. And in ſayinge 
ſo, wyth face all bathed in teares, he clypped hir about the moddle 
and faſt imbꝛa: ing hir ſato Thug takinge ny laſt fare well of you 
(myne onely life and top) J commende von to the gouernement of 
the ſupernall God. my ſelfe to death. to be dyſpoſed as pleaſeth 
him.Euphimia , which befoze was not perſuaded that Achariſto, 
was guylty of that deuiſed Treaſon , no ve gaue full belyefe and 
credite to his wozdes, and Weeping wth him kor companp, com⸗ 
fozted him ſa wel as ſhe could, ⁊ bidding hun io bee of good chere, 
ſhe ſayde, that ſhe would ſeeke ſuch meanes, as koꝛ hir ſake and 
loue he ſhould not dye And that befoze longe time did paſſe, ſhee 
would help him out of pꝛiſon.Achariſto although he vetered by tu 
nl voice that lamentable talke,foz remedy to ridde hunſelfe from 
pꝛeſon, 
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yrſon, yet he did but fayne all that he ſpake, addyng further; X's 
us Euphimia, doe not-tmcurreyour Fathers w2ath to plcaſe my 
winde,ſuffer me quictly to take that death, which Cniſter Foztune 
ind crucl! fate hatk pꝛouided to abudge my da8xcs, Fuphimia bas 
quiſhed wyth {peat able grieſe and burning paſſien of loue, ſaid; 
ah Ac ha riſto, the oriely top and comfozt of my lyfe, doe not pierce 


ny hcart with ſuch diſpteafant u ozdes. Foz what ſhould I do in 


this wꝛetched woztd,yf you foʒ my ſake Could ſuffre beath. Mtzer 
foze put away Þ cruel thought, end be content to ſaue your Lyſe, 
that hereafter in ioye and myꝛth pou may ſpend the ſame. Truſting 
that yt me ancomay be founde ſoʒ your diſpatche from hence, we 
hal live the teſle of our pꝛolonged Lyfe together, in ſwecte and 
happy deres. Foz my Father is net made of ſtone flint, noz pet 
was noticed of Hircan Tigre, he is not ſo malicious but that in 
mt to cc me tee me be made to knew the true diſcourſe of thine 
innocent life, and he pe theuſhalt atterne his ſauour moze than ez 
ber thou didſt befoꝛe, the care whereef onely lcaue to me, end teke 
no thought thy ſciſe.fo2 I m ake pꝛe miſe bpcn mne aſſured faith 
tobzyr ge the ſame to peſle: Whercfoze give cuei thy cencerued 
grycfe,aud bende 1hy ſcife to lyue ſo merie a liſe, ag euer gentlemã 
did, nained vp in court as thou haſt bene. Jem content ſapd A- 
chariſto thus to doe, the Gods fozbid that I Coulde declxne my 
hearte and mynde from thy beheſt, who cf thy wonted grace doeſt 
ſecke continuance of mp Lyfc, but rather ſuccte Fuphimia, then 
thou ſhouldeſt ſuffre any daũger to perfozme il y pꝛemiſe, In ake 
requeſt(foz the commen love betwene vs both)to leanc me in ihis 
preſent dangerous Nate, Father would J lofc my lyfe then thou 
houldct hs3ard the 1caſt hcare of thy cede ſoꝛ my relceſc. Wee 
ſhall be both ſalfe rneugh ( aunſwered Eup him ia) foz my Device 
Noceedinge from a womans heade, hath already dzawen the plot 
of thy deliuerarince, and with thoſe woꝛdes they both did end their 
talke, whoſe trickling tearcs dtd rather finiſhe the ſeme,than wil- 
ling mynds: and eyther of them geeuing a kyſſe vnto the Tower 
Walle, wherein Achariſo was fall ſhutte, Erphimia depar⸗ 
ted, turmoy'ed wyth a Thouſande amoꝛous Pzyckes, and cca- 


ſed not but firſte of all to cozrupt and winne the Jaylere — 
whole 
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whoſehulband was ſent fozth on bullneſſe of the Kings, The cd. 
cluſton of which pꝛactiſe was, that when ſhee caried meate to 4. 
chariſto, accoꝛding to the oꝛder appoynted,ſhe ſhould fayne hirſelfe 
to be violently diſpoyled of the Pꝛyſon Key by Achariſto, who ta, 
king the ſame from hir. ſhould ſhut hir in the Pꝛiſon and eſcape, g 
when hir huſband did returne, ſhee ſhould make complaynt of the 
violence done vnto hir accozdinge to which deuiſe, the pꝛactyſe 
was accompliſhed. Ind when hir huſbande returned home, hes. 
ring his wyke crie out within the Tower, was maruayllouſly a- 
mazed, and vnderſtandinge that Achariſto was fled, (ignoꝛaunt of 
the pollicy berwene his Wolẽ and Euphimia, ) hee fell into great 
rage, # ſpeedely repayzed to the Kynge, and tolde him what had 
chaũced. The Ringe thinking that the bꝛeach of Pꝛiſon was ra. 
ther thꝛough the womas f{mplictty than purpoſed malice, did au⸗ 
tigate his diſpleaſure howbeit koꝛthwith he ſẽtout Scouts to ſpp, 
g watch in to what place Achariſto was gone, whole ſecret flight, 
made all their trauayle to be in vayne, Then the Ringe when hee 
ſaw that he could not bee found, made Pꝛoclamation thzoughout 
his realme, that who ſo would bꝛinge vnto him the head of Acha- 
riſto, ſhould haue to Wye hys onely Daughter, and after hyg 
deceaſe ſhoulde poſſeſſe his Ringdome foz Dowzy of that mari. 
age. Mane Knightes did put themlelues tn redineſſe to atchiene 
that enterpꝛiſe, and aboue al, Philon was the chiefe, not foz gredi⸗ 
neſle of the kingdome, but fo: loue which hee bare bnto the Gen · 
tlewoman. Whereof Achariſto hauinge intelligence, and percep: 
uinge that in no place of Europa hee could bee ſafe and ſure from 
daunger,fo2 the multitude of them which purſued him vnto death, 
cauſed Euphimia to vnderſtand the miſerable Eſtate wherein hee 
was. Euphimia which bent hir minde, and employed hir ſtudy fo; 
hig ſafegarde, imparted hir loue which (hee bare to Achariſto, to 
au aged Gentle woman, which was hir nurſe e gouerneſſe, and be. 
fought hir that ſhe would intreat hir ſonne called Sioapus, (one 
very wel beloued of the Ring) to reach his help vnto hir deſtre, 
that Achariſto might retourne to the court agayn- . The Nourſe 
like a wyſe woman lefre no perſuaſton vuſpoken,noz counſell vn⸗ 
remembzed, which ſhe thought was able to diſſuade the pong gen · 
n tlewoman 
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ne woman from hir conceiued loue:but the wound was ſo deepelp 
made, and hir hearte ſo greuoully wounded with the thꝛee fozked 
arrows of the little blinde archer Cupide, that deſpiſing all the 


| reaſons of hir beloued nurſe, ſhee ſayde, how ſhee was firmely bert 
I ether to runne from hir father, and to ſeke out Achariſto, to ſuſ⸗ 
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mine wyth him one equall foztune,o2 elſe with hir owne hands to 
pzocure death, if ſome remedy were not foũd toreconer the kings 
good grace foz the returne of Achariſto. The Nurſe venquiſhed 
| withpity of the yong mayden,fearinge both the one and the other 
I daungerthat myght enſue, ſent foꝛ Sinapus and vppon their talke 
; | together, Euphimia and hee concluded, that Achariſto ſhould bee

- | did givethem humble thankes : And then Sinapus went vnto the 
eng, and told him, that there was one newely arriued at Corinth 
* | tomakeapteſent vnto his grace ofthe head of Achariſto. It whih 
te | newes the Kynge ſhewed hymſelfe ſo toyfull, as if hee had gotten 
mother Kingdome : and beinge placed vnder his cloath of ſtate, 
* | withhis Counſeli and Pzincely trayne about hym, tellinge them 
2 | thecauſe of that aſſembly, commaunded hym that b:ovght thoſe

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doubted ſauerayne L92d,Þ cauſe of this my pꝛeſũptuous repairy 
befaze your Maieſty,is not to ſhew my ſelfe guilty of thy late des 
uiſed conſpiracy, ne pet to craue pardon fo2 the ſame, but to ſas 
tile your Mateſty, wyth that contented deſire, whych by P 20Cla. 
mation ye haue pꝛonounced though your highneſſe Realtizg and 
dominions: which ts, to offer this heade koꝛ reuenge of the faule 
vniultly layed vnto mp charge by thoſe koure which woꝛrthily 
haue taſted the deſerued payne of they offenſe . Wher7aze I am 
come hither of myne owne accoꝛd, to ſhew the laue and greate de. 
ſeꝛe, whech euer Nhad to ſerue and pleaſe your Maieity: And fg; 
that J would nat conſume my lyfe in vaur diſpleaſure, J make 
offer of the ſame to vour mercitull woll and dyſpoſition, choſenge 
rather to die, and leaue your mateſty ſatiſũed and contented, than 
to lyue in happy ſtate. our pzincely minde diſpleaſed. But deſp⸗ 
raus that your mately ch auld kaow mene innacency, Ahuunblee 
beſech your grace to hrare what I can ſav. that mo fidelity maye 


accuſers wel wayed and conſidered. Then he begaa to rehearſe all 
the things dane by hem ſoꝛ the ſeruyce ot his crowne and mateſtye, 
and finally into what daunger he did pur himſelf, when hee kylled 
the Lacedemooian king, that went about by treaſõ ta murder him: 
whpch enterp2yſe might appeare vnto him to bee a ſure and euts 
dent teſtimony, that hee ment nathinge hurtſull oz pꝛeiudiciall to 
his highneſlz And that hee eſleemed not his life, wien hee aduen⸗ 
tured toꝛ his ſeruice and ſauegard toemplop th: ſame,zafer theſe 
alleaged cauſes, he added bꝛiefle, that the loue which his mu ateſty 
knew to be betweene him and Euphimia his Diugyter, ought ta 
haue perſuaded him, that he had rather haue ſuT:r:v death hiu⸗ 
ſeſfe, than commit a thing diſpleaſant to Euphiuia. And Anuing 
that a moe ofenTae thynge coulde not chaunce to hir, than the b 
lent Death of her Father hee myghte well thyncae that her 
woulde haue dzuyſed the death of a Tho.iſande other, rather 


than that hozivl? and abhommable deꝛde, ſutch as hys grea- þ 


teſt Eanemy wou ide neuer haue done, mutch leſſe hee whych 
was bounde vato hem by fo many Recepued Benefttes , fo) 
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whoſe ſeruice and pꝛeſeruacton he had dedicated and vowed hys 
Lyfe and Sale. But tfſo be his maieſties rancoꝛ and diſplea⸗ 
ſure co ild nat 37 mitigated, but by doinge him to death, hee deſp⸗ 
red d none of his alleaged reaſons ſhould bee accepted, and there · 
foze was there ready to ſacrifice his like at his maieſſies diſpo · 
tion and pleaſure. Achariſto dy nature, could tel his tale e xceding⸗ 
lp vell, and the maze his tongue ſtode him in ſeruice, the greater 
appeared his eloquence: Whych lo pierced the minde of the King, 
and perſuaded the Tounſellers,and other of theCourt,as he was 
demed giltleſſe of? the treaſon-and the matter was ſo debated , and 
the King iatreated to graunt him pardon, as hee wag accompted 
moſt woꝛthy ok his faugaur. Then the Ky1g,bp the aduiſe of hys 
Counſell, was perſwaded, that by fozce of hys pꝛoclamation, hyg 
daughter ould be giuen ta Achariſto in mariage, and his Runge 

dome koꝛ a dowꝛie, bicauſe hee had offered his owne heade, accoꝛ⸗ 
dyng to the effecte of the ſame. Do the Ringe repentinge him ſelfe 
that he had offended Achariſto, in the end agreed to the aduiſe of 
his counſell, and gaue him his daughter to wife. Whereof Euphi⸗ 
mia was ſo ioyful, as they bee that atteynꝛ the ſame of their hearts 
deſire. The Father liued one whole peare after this mariage, and 
Euphimia ſo pleaſant a life fo2 a certaine time, as was poſſible foʒ 
any Gentlewoman. Hir father was no ſooner dead, but the vnkinde 
man, nap rather bꝛute beaſt, had forgotten all the benefits recey- 
ued of his kinde and louing wife : and hautng by hir onelye mea- 
nes gotte a Ringdome, began to hate hir ſo ſtraungelp, as he could 
not abide hir ſight , (Dutch is the pꝛoperty of cancred obliuion, 
which after it crepeth into ambicio ig heads, neuer hath ininde of 
paſſed amſto,nec regardeth fozmer beacfite,but like a monſter and 
deadly ennim y to humaine na.ure,ouerwhelmeth in his bottomieſſe 
gulfe all piette and kindneſſe) and determined in the ende fo2 re- 
compence of ſutch great good turnes, to deſpoyle hir ot hir Tyte. 
Houe thinke you fapze Ladies, wis not this a fayze rewarde fog 
the loue, the trauailes and ſo:rowes ſuſteined foꝛ this ingrate 2 
villandus man, by that royal lady, to ſaue his life, and to take him 
tohuſvand?Y2re ig manikteſt( probatum) that in a vile and leruyie 
mind, no bertue, no duety,ng mag can be 98 
5 ors 
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Here is a leſſon foz Forg Eemtlcwomen to beware hewe they con 
ten:ne and deſpiſc the grove aduilc of iheyʒ auncieut fatherg. Yre 
they may ſec the damage and hurt that vnaduiſed pouth tncurreth, 
when neglectyng theyꝛ Parents holſomt admonittons, they grue 
them ſetues to the lone of ſutch as be bnwozthy they; eſtate and cal 
long. Foz what ſhould aple the Gentle puceli bo. ne of gentle bleud 
but to match her ſelke in like affinity. and not to care foʒ curry ſhe 
kind, oz rate of churle. Bee there no Gentlemen to be ound of per- 
ſonage and beauty woꝛthy to toyne in leue with them? Ble they ſg 
pꝛecious in nature. oꝛ tender in education as they? lyke can not be 
vouchſated to couple tn martage yoke ? Compare the glyſſei inge 
gold to dꝛoſſie durte, and ſutch is the difference betweene gentle & 
vngentle But perhaps bꝛingyng vp may alter nature, and cuſ⸗ 
tome tranſfo2n:e defect of birth: Licuręꝑus the la wemazker dyd 
trye betwene the Curt iſh whelpe and the Spanpell kinde, both by 
trayning vp running to their contraries, the Span el not vſed to 
hunt eigre vpon the potage diſhe, the other nouſcled in that paſlime 
purſuing his game. But that Metamorphoſis ts ſeldome ſeene a- 
mongs humane ſoꝛt, a therfoze J aduiſe the gentle kind, to n:atche 
themſelucs in equall lotte and not to truſt ſir Cuſtomes cutteſle 
in choyſe of feere Ne urne we then to bnzind Achat iſto, who new 
in full poſſeſſion of his d2Tred p2ate, reuettinge to hig puddle otłk 
carliſhe will and cancred nature, after many thouſand wzerges 
don to his moſt noble and gentle Quene,accufed hir to be an advls 
tereſſe and ag one tndcede,(although moſt innocent ) ſle was con- 
demned to the mercileſle ire. Philon, Kyng of Peloporeſus which 
as we haue ſayd befoze)loued Fuphimia as he did the halleg of his 
owne eyes, vnderſtanding the crueltye that this wicked Man vſcd 
towards hir. to whom both his lyfe and Kyngdome did belonge, 
moued wyth nobtlity of mynd determined to declare to Euphimia 
the in ward feruent lone which he bare hir, and to chaſtiſe Acha- 
riſto foꝛ his ingratitude with due cozrection Wherfoꝛe depely de⸗ 
bating wyth himſclfe of this aduenture, thus hee ſavde, Now is p 
time Euphimia, that Philon ſhewe what fapthful Loue he hath e · 
uer bozne vnto thee, and that he delyuer thee both from the dꝛeſent 
daunger 
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daunger wheret1 thou art, and from the hands of that bnkpnde 
wietch2,that ts karre vn woꝛthy of lutch a wife . Foꝛ if thou had⸗ 
det agreed to thy fathers wyll, and pclbed to the parſure of him 
that toued thee belle, thou haddeſt no neede oſreſcue nowe, ne pet 
bene in pe rill of the waſtfull ll uneg of fire, which de ready to cons 
ſu ne thy neſh a id tender coꝛps, full tenderly ſomettmes beloued of 
thy deare father, and of thy louyng kcend Philo . When he had 
ſpo3enthyoſe woꝛdes, hee earneſtly diſpoled him ſelf vpon that en⸗ 
terp2yſe. There was in thoſe dals a cuſtome in Cofioth,that they 
which were condemned to death, were caried. ui. miles fo:th of the 
Cu, and there the ſentence pꝛonounced agatn:} them, were put ta 
execution. Philon hauyng intelligence hereof did put in readineſſe 
a good tro ipe of hoꝛſemen. and being ſecretly tmbarked , arriued 
at Corinth, æ cloſely the noght befoꝛe Euphimia ſh3uld be bzought 
to the fire, harde dy the place where che milerable Lady ſhould be 
bur u, into a woode he conueped hie People and ſo ſoouc ag the 
Sergeants and officer g were appꝛoched neere the place wyth the 
lady, he 1Tued fo:th, and did ſet vpon the tiꝛong, not ſafferyng one 
of them to remarne aliue, to carye newes, When he had delpuercd 
Euphimia from that preſent daunger of hir lyfe. and the companpe 
d'iperc!ed,he favd to the Q ieene : Moe thou maxſt ſce ( fave 
Q bene) the din rltie, betwene the diloyalive and v Rindeneſſe of 
Achariſto, and the faith and lout of Philon. Bat for that I meane 
nat to leaue hys iigratitude vnreuenged. thou (haſt Tape ere, vn⸗ 
ty l thou heare newes ok the due chaſtiſment which J (hall gyue 
bym. Thoſe dire and cruell words fozetold of hit huſbands death 
moue ) hir hone d and Dꝛyncely hear e that by na meanes coulde 
bee altered from toe genile nature, vhich it ꝗrſt had taſt d and re⸗ 
21175; Aid gaithonghe Gee had ſuff.cd Mona and Sole pne 
mine of mir vakonde haibande for Manyfolde Dcnefites , pet 
ſhe go Sentlewaman). waulot rermyt no dhetre ot @truſtyg 
and Faoth*2111 Vofe vapecformed , Merekoꝛe ſhee beſyughte 
Ph len vpoihec zu co, not ta pꝛot de to further teuenge gf Achi⸗ 
rio umg him, d enough it was for hir to haue eſcaned tha? pꝛe- 


ſent perpl, f õ wich he like a pztncely Gẽt ie ã had deltuered hu 
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and therfoze duering hir life was moſt bounde bnto him. Philon 
greately won dꝛed at the goodneſſt of this Ladie, howbeit the ins 
gratitude ot᷑ that V arlet by no meanes he wonld ſuffer to bee vn- 
p'1ntſhed, Ind bceing aduertiſed that Achariſto ri mapned in hyg 
Palace without any ſuſpicion of this aduenture, banded neyther 
with Guarde 02 other aſſurance, cõmitted Euphimia to ſafe cuſto- 
die, and ſodainly aſſailed the Palace of Achariſto:Ind finding tte 
Gates open, he entred the ctty,crying out vpon the Wickedneſſe 
and treaſon ef Achariſto. It which wozdes the whole City began 
to ryſe,to helpe Philon in his enterpꝛyſę Foz there was no ſtate 
02 degree, but abhoꝛred the vnkind ozder of that Uarlet , towards 
the noble woman their Queene, Philon aided with the people, aſ⸗ 
ſaulted the Palace, and in ſhozt ſpace tnuaded the ſame : and the 
Uarlet beeing appꝛehended, was put to death. The Corinthians 
ſceing the noble mind of Philon,and the loue which he bare to Eu⸗ 
phimia , and knowing that their late Kyng was diſpoſed to haut 
matched her wyth Philon, were very willing to haue him to be their 
Ringe, and that Euphimia ſhould be his wife, ſuppoſinge that vn- 
der the gouernement of a Pꝛynce ſo gentle and valiant, they might 
liue very happily and toyefullye, Execution don vpon that moſte 
vnkinde varlet. Philon, cauſed the Lady to be conueycd home in⸗ 
to hir royal Pallace. Ind the people with humble ſubmiſſion, be: 
gan to perſuade hir to marie wyth that younge Pztnce Philon 
But ſhee which had lodged hir thoughts and fixe d hir mind vpon 
that captife,who vnnaturally had abuſed hir. would by no meanes, 
conſent to take a new huſband, ſaying , that the ſeconde mariage 
was not to bee allowed in any woman. Ind albeit that ſhee knewe 
howe greately (he wag bounde to Philon, as during? life not able 
to recompence his louing kindneſſe and valſyant exployte perfoz- 
med fo2 hir ſafegard, yet fo2 all hir vnhappy foztuve,ſhee was min» 
ded ſtyll to remapne a widowe , and well contented that Philon 
ſhoulde poſſeſſe hir whole domynton and kingdome, and ſhe plea · 
ſed to lyue his ſubiecte: Which ſtate ſhe ſapd, did lie her beſt. Ubi 
lon, that not foꝛ deſtre of the Kingdome but foꝛ loue of the Lady 
had attempted that wozthy and honourable enterpuſe, ſapd vnto 
hir Euphimia, it wag onely foz youre ſake that J aduentured 
| this 
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red thys daungerous indtuoꝛ, to ridde you from the llander that 
might haue enſucd your innocent Death, and out of the cruel hids 
of hom, whom vn woꝛthily you did ſo dearely loue. Mo deſpꝛe of 
zongdo ne 02 wozldly glo2ye induced me here vnto: No care that J 
had to enlarge the boudnes of my countrey ſoile pztcked the cou- 
rage of try mynd (that is altogether empty of ambytion ) but the 
Baffion of careleſſe Loue > w ch thys long tyme J haue bozne 
you in yaur happy fathers dayes, to whom J made inceſſant lute: 
and to pour ſelke J was ſo long a Suter, vntyll J receyued cx- 
tre ame repulſe „Foz which J vowed a perpetuall ſin gle Lpfe, vn. 
toll thys occaſyon was offced : the brute whereof when J hearde 
fic, lo ſtirred the mende or your moſt loupng knight, that dꝛou⸗ 
e llꝛepe oꝛ greedy hunger, coulde not fo2ce this reſtleſſe body to 
tarry at home, vntyl J reuenged my ſelfe vpon that villatne bozne, 
which went about wyth roaſtung flames to conſume the innocente 
lle h of hir whom J loued beſt. Ind the rfoꝛe muTred together my 
men of armes and in ſecret ſozt imbartzed our ſelues and arryued 
here. Where w2e haue accompliſhed the thong we came ſoꝛ & haue 
ſettled pou in quiet raygne, fres from perpl of traiterous mindes, 
crauing fo2 thys my fact nought elſe of you but wylling mynd to 
be my wife: which ſith pou do refuſe , J paſſe not fo2 rule of pour 
keugdom, ne vet foz abode in Cortath,but meane to leaue you to 
your choyſe. Foz ſatiſfied am J, that I haue manifeſted to ß woꝛld 
the greatneſſe of my laue, which was ſo ample as euer king could 
beate to vertuous Queene, And fo fare well. It which words 
he made a ligne to his pꝛople.that they ſhoulde ſhippe them ſelueg 
foz returne to Peloponeſus. But the Senatours and al the people of 
Corinth ſeing the curteſie of Philon,# how greatly their Queene 
waz bound vato him, fel downe vpon their knees, and with toyned 
hands beſought hir to ta e him to huſbande neuer ceaſing from 
teares and ſupplication, vntyl ſhe had conſented to their requeſte. 
Then the mariage was ſolempn ſed with great toy # triumph, 
and the whole City after that time,1pued in great felici⸗ 
ty and quiet, ſo long as nature lengthned 
the dayes of thoſe two 
Noble Pzynces.

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The Marchioniſſeof HONFERRATO,with 
a banket of Hennes, and certaine pleaſant words, 
repreſſed the fond loue of P HI LIP the French 
Kynge. 
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Ood Euphimia (as you haue harde) 
did fondly apply hir loue bpon a ſer- 
uile ma, who though bꝛed vp in court 
where trayninge a vſe doth alter the 
{rude conditions of ſutch as be inter⸗ 
tayned there, yet vopde ok all gentle- 
neſſe,z kruſtrateo Natures ſweete- 
| [neſſe in that curteous kinde, as not ex 
chaunginge natiue flerceneſſe fo: no · 
Dp ble aduauncement, returned to hys 

hoggilh ſoyle, and walowed in ß durty filth of Jnhumaniry,»vhoſe 
nature myght vvel vvith Forh or ſtaffe be expelled, but hie againe it vvould 
haue come, u Horace pleadeth in his Epiſtles. O noble Gentlewo⸗ 
man, that mildly ſuffred the diſpleaſure of the govd king hir father 
who would fapne haue diſſuaded hir fro that vnſeemely match, to 

topne with a pong Pꝛince, a king, a Gentleman of great perfecti- 

on: Ind O peſtilent Carle, being beloued of ſo honourable a pu⸗ 

tell, that foz treaſon diſcharged thy head fr6 the block,# of a dong 
hill ſlaue pꝛeferred thee to be a king, wouldeſt fo2 thoſe deſerts in 

the ende frame fayned matter to conſume hir. With iuſt hatred 

then did the Noble Emperour Claudius Cæſar pꝛoſecute thoſe of 

bond and ſeruile kinde that were matched with the free and noble. 

Right well knew hee þ ſome taſte of egreneſſe would reſt in ſutch 

ſauage krutte, a theretoꝛe made a law, that the iſſue of them ſhould 
not haue like liberty and pꝛeheminence, as other had, which agree; 

ably did couple. What harme ſutch mariage hath inferred to di- 

uers ſtates e perſons(t'auoide other cxiples) the fozmer Nouell 


teacheth. 
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teacheth Wherkoꝛe to ende the ſame, with bewalling of Euphimia 
foz hir vnluckie lot, begin we now to glad our ſelueg with the wiſe 
and toute aunſwer of a chaſte Marqueſſe, a Gentlewoman of ns 
gular bezuty and diſcretion, made to the fond demaund of a migh- 
ty Monarch, that fondly fell in lone with hir, and made a recke- 
ning ol that, which was doubttull to recouer. This King by Lo⸗ 
uing hir whome he neuer ſaw,fared like the man that in his llepe 
dꝛeamed that he had in holde, the thynge kurtheſt from him. Fox 
the King neuer ſaw hir,befoze he heard hir pꝛaiſed, and when hee 
hearde hir pzayſed,foz purpoſe to winne hir, he trauailed oute of 
his wap, ſo ſure to enioy hir, as if he had neuer ſcene hir. This 
hiſtoꝛte, although bziefe,yet ſheweth light to noble dameg that be 
purſued by Pꝛynces, and teacheth them wyth what regarde they 
ought to interteine ſuch ſuters, | 

The Marqueſſe then of Monferrato, a citye in Italy beynge a 
Gentlemi of great pꝛoweſſe and valtance,was appointed to tranſ- 
krete the Seas in a generall paſſage made by the chriſtians, wyth 
an huge Irmie a great furniture. Ind ag it chaunced, vpon a day 
greate talke was had in the court of king Philip ſurnam. d Luſcus 
(bicauſc he was poꝛeblinde ) who like wyſe was making pꝛepara⸗ 
tion to depart out of Fraunce in the ſaid ioꝛney. Repoꝛt was made 
by a Knight which knewe the ſayd Marqutze, that in all the woꝛld 
there was not the like maried couple, as the Marqutze and his 
wyke were, as well bicauſe the Warqutize was bzuted to be an ex. 
cellent Gentlemã, ag allo fo2 that his wyfe amonges al the troupe 
of Ladies, that ltued in the wo2ld that time, was the ' faireſt and 
molt vertuous:which woꝛds fo entred the French Kings head, as 
ſodatnely(neuer ſeeing hir in all his ltfc)he began to loue hir. Ind 
fo: that purpoſe determined to tinbarke him ſelfe at Genoua, that 
by trauailyng that way by lande, he myght haue good occaſlon to 
ſee the Marchioniſſe, thinking that her huſband being abſent, hee 
migyt eaſiiy obtein that he dercd . Ind as he had deuiſed, be bez 
gan his enterpꝛyſe:who ſending al his power befkoze, tole his tozs 
ney wyth a meane trapne of Gentlemen: and beynge wythin one 
Dayes tourney ot the Ladyes Houſe, hee ſent hir woꝛde that [the 


nexte Dayehee would vyſite her at Denner . The ſage and difs 
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crete Lady foyfully aunſwered the Meſlanger, that che would ac- 
compt his cõming for a great and ſunguler pleaſure,and ſapd that 
hys grace ſhould be moſt heartily welcome. Ifterwards le mar. 
uelled why ſutch a king as he was, would in hir hu ſbands abſence, 
come to hir houſe. Ind in that maruel @ccnſitcraticn ſte was no 
whit decepued, coniecturinge that the fate of hir beauty was the 
cauſe of hys cominge. Neuerthelcſe,like a wiſe Lady e honeſt gẽ⸗ 
tlewomen, ſhe determined to do him honour, and cauſed the woz- 
ſchipkull of hir country ſutch as rettayned bet inde, to be aſſembled, 
fo aduice in all thinges that were neceſſary fo: ys interterne⸗ 
ment: But the feaſt and variety of meats that ſhould be ſerued. 
ſhe alone tooke vppon hir to diſpoſe and oꝛder. Wherefoze ſpeedt- 
Iy ſendinge about, and makinge pꝛouiſſon foz all the Hennes that 
might be gotten thzoughout the countrey. cõᷣmaũded hir cookes,of 
thoſe Hennes without other thing what ſo euer, to pꝛepare diuers 
ſeruices The K ing favlcd not the next day to come acco2dingly as 
he had ſẽt woꝛd:a was with great honour recepued of the Lady : x 
in beholdinge hir, ſhe ſeemed vnto hym ( beſides hys imagination 
compzehended by the fozmer woo:degof the Knyght ) to be karte 
moꝛe faire, honeſt and vertuous, than hee thought, attributyng vn 
to hir, ſingular pꝛayſe and commendatton. And fo much the moze 
his deſire was kind led, as ſhe paſſed the eſtimation bzuted of hir. 
And after that the Aing had wythvzawen him ſelke into the cha. 
ber ozdeined and made ready fo: him, as appertained to a Pꝛynce 
ſo greate, and that dinner time was come, the Ring and Madame 
the Marchioniſſe ſat together at one booꝛde, and other accoꝛdyng 
to their degrees were placed at ſeueral tables. The King ſerued 
with many Diſhes and excellent Wynes, beholdinge ſometymes 
the Lady Mar chioneſſe, conceyued great velight, and pleaſure. 

But vewing the ſeruice, and meates (although dꝛeſſed in diuers 
ſoꝛtes) to be but Henneg, he began to wonder, ſpecially knowing 
the ſoyle wherein they were to be ſo rich and plentifull, as by little 
trauapie, great abundance of Foule, and Ueniſon might haue bin 
pꝛouided, and thought that ſhee had indifferent l:yſure to Chaſe 
aud Hunt, after that hee had ſent hir Wooꝛde ok hys comminge. 
Notwythilandinge he would not take occaſlon to enter into — 
of thoſe 


of Monferrato, 


of "thoſe wants cf better Cheare (hir Defines only excepted) who 
lookyng vpon hir, with mery Cotimtenauncehceſcxde vnto hit: 
Madame were all theſe Hennes bꝛed in thrs Cefitrey uytheut a 
Cock ? The Marchioniſſe which tui well vnderſtoo de the cauſe 
of his demaynde,thinkinge that God had ſent hir enept time fox 
aunſwere as ſhe defſred, boldly 6tinſwered the kinge : No and it 
pleaſe your grace, but of Women, aldcit in honour and aprarell 
there is ſome difference, yet they be ol made in this Conntrey as 
they be elſe where. The Ryng hearing hir aunſwere, right wel did 
know the occaſſon cf the Bankct of Hennes, and whereunto hir 
woꝛdes did tend < and confipzcd-that to beſtow an furiher taltze to 
ſo wyſe a Lady, it were in vayne, and that fozce thete could take 
no place. Lyke ag vnadutſediyhe fell in loue, ſo it behoued him of 
neceſſity wyſely to launch the fire koꝛ his honour ſake, and wyth · 
out any moꝛe taumting woꝛdes, fearing hir reuenge, he dined wih; 
out hope to get other thinge of hir. And when hee had done, to the 
intent by hys ſodapne departure, he might couer his diſhoneſt cõ· 
ming, ihanktage hir fo2 the honour which he had receyued, and ſhe 
recommendinge him to God, he departed to Gendus. | 
Here map be pꝛoued the great difference betweene Wyſedome 
and Folly, betw2ene Uertue and Utice, The King moze by Luft, 
than other dellred by circũſtaͤces endeuoured to ſound the drapth 
of the Ladies minde. She by come ly anſwere, payd hem home foꝛ 
his folly. I. liuely repꝛeſentation of a noble creature, ſo 
well bedecked wyth Uertue as wyth 
Beauty. 
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Miſtreſſe D IAN OR A demaunded of Maiſter 
ANS AL DO Gard ſo faire in Ianuary, as in 
the moneth of May, Mayſter ANS ALDO 
(by meanesof an obligation which he made toa 
Nicromancer ) cauſed the ſame to bee done. The

U regard and eſtimation of honeſty : which atttre, 
Hh — it ts moſt excellent, and comely, ſo aboue al 0+ 
EF 53 ther vapne Topes of outward apparell to tee 
preferred. And as honeſty hath all other good Condttions inclu- 
ded in it ſelfe,as the ſame by any meanes cannot ſtrap out of thet 
tract, troden befoze by the ſteppes of that moſt excellent bertue ; 
Guen ſo, impoſſible it is fo2 the party adozned with the ſame, to 
wander one tote from that fozetroden Path. Wherefozk let eche 
wyght that traceth this wozldly Lyfe, fozcſee the due obſeruation 
of all thinges incident to that which is honeſt. Nothinge in thys + 
Iyfe(ſayth Tully in his oꝛation, foz the Poet Archias)is fo mutch 
to bee regarded. Honeſty, foꝛ the gettinge whereof all toꝛ ments of 
bodp, all perills and daungers of death be not to be regarded. Ho · 
neſty then beinge a Treaſure ſo pꝛecious, what care not onely f03 
the atchieuinge but foz the conſeruation ought to bee employed? 
In the p2actiſe whereof, one ſpeciall thinge ought to be attended, 
which is, how a vow oz pꝛomiſe ought to be made, oz how the eſti- 
mation 
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mation of honey ought to be hazarded fo2 any thinge ſet me it ne· 
uer fo impoſſible. Foz what is it that loue and Money hath not 
bꝛought to pale : What heard aduentures by Iaſon? what ſieight 
by Alexander the Sonne of Kynge Pryamus? what Monſters 
ſlayne a labours ſuſtapned by Hercules ? what dafigers © exploits 
ſome haue incurred a other attempted by diters ? To bee ſhozt, 
Nihil eſt quod non effreno captus amore, auſit. 
As Ouide the Poet ſayth : 

Nothing: there is,but that the lowing man doth dare, 

Surpriſed wvith ſrantike fit, eche deede he doth not ſpare, 
Wherfoze let euerv wight beware how they gage their honeſty fo: 
any enterpziſe (ſceme it neuer fo impoſſible.) Maiſtteſſe Dianora 
deerely beloucd of a gẽtleman, a earneſtiy aſſayle d, in the ende pel⸗ 
ded bpon a condition: which if it could be bzought to paſſe ( which 
ſhe thought imt oſlible) was cõtent to ſurrender to his loue Who 
conſulting with a Magitian, perfozmed hir requeſt: then what 
kolowed, and what counſel hir huſband gaue hir, after ſe had bzo-» 
ken the effect of hir pꝛomiſe to hym, and what Curtelle wag vſed 
on all ſides, the ſequele hereof dyſcloſeth. : 

The Countrey of Frioli although it be colde, yet is it pleaſaunt 
by reaſon of many faire mountaines,rtuers, and clcere ſp2xnges 
that are in the ſame: where there is a City called Vdina,and in the 
ſame ſometime dwellyng a faire gentlewomã called Miſtreſſe 
Dianora, the wyfe of Gilberto, a notable rich ma,a very curteoug 
perſonage,and of good behauiour. This Lady, ſoꝛ hir graces and 
bertues,was intterly beloued of a Gentlemã and great Lo2d, cal 
led maiſter Anſ⸗ldo Gran1eſe,who foz his liberalyty and valp⸗ 
ance in armeg,was femous and well knowen, 7 nd albeit that hee 
loued hir feruently, ſeking al meanes poſſible to be beloued of hir, 
ſoliciting hir many times by Ambaſſadours, yet his labour was 
in vaynInd the Lady being offended foꝛ ys dayly ſute, and tra» 
uayle,hee fo2 al hir refuſal and diſagreement to his defire,would

not abſtaine from louing hir, but ſtill mayntayne his impoztunate* . 


lute. She deutling with her ſelfe how to rid him a wap, made a re⸗ 
— vnto him, ſo ſtraunge and impoſſible, (in hir tudgement) as 
was not able to bzing the lame to paſſe. And vpon a day ſhe ſayd

vnto an old woman,(the which cam often tyines to ſue bnto hir in 
hys behalf)theſe woꝛds :Good wife, thou ha many times aſſared 
me, that Maiſter Anſaldodoth loue met avoue all other, and thou 
hal otkered vnto me maruꝛllous giftes and pꝛeſents in hys name: 
Al which I hae rekuſed, vpon conſtderation, that Y mpnd uot to 

fauour 02 loue him foz his goods: but if thou canſt tuſtity by war. 
rantize,o2 other pꝛobable argument ; that hee lou:th me ſo mutch 
as thou ſapeſt, J willcondeſcend without kayle to loue him againe 
and to doe the thing that it ſha] pleaſe him to com maũd me. Ther⸗ 
toꝛe tf he wil aſſure me to doe that thing which J (hal require hym 

to do, tel him that J am at his commaũdement. What is that ma · 
da:ne(ſaid thꝛ old woman) that you deſtre?The thing which J de 
maund (auſwered the Gentle woman) is, that he ſhould cauſe to be 
made here without the T:tie,during the moneth ok Januarie net 
commyn3,a Garden full ofgceene herdes, flures and treꝛg, bee 
ſpꝛed w2th leaues, eun as it were in the moneth of May; And if 
ſo be that he do it not, then let him neuer ſend thee 8 2 any other bz 
to m2 agayn;fo2 if afterwards he be M oꝛtunate vpon me, like ag 
IJhaue hitherto kept it cloſe from myhuloande and parents, euen 
ſo complaynyng vnto them, J well aſſay? to bez dilpatched from 
hys long and tedious ſute. When the Knight vnderſtoode that re 
queſt;and the ocker that hog Moſtreſſe made him (although it ſee- 
med a thing? very difficyulte and all moſt impoſſtble to bee done) 
knowing? very well that ſhe did th: ſa ne foꝛ none other / purpoſe, 
but onelyto put him out of hope tha euer hee ſhould entop hir, hee 
determined notwithſt andinge, to pꝛoue what hee was avle to do. 
Fad foꝛ that purpoſe ſent to ſeeke in many places of the Wolde

therin . In the end there was one found that offeed to doe it (ik he 
were well waged thereunto ) vy the art of Necromancie, with whõ 
maiſter Anlaldo bargained fo; a great ſum ne of Money. Then he 
expected the moneth of Fanuarpe with great deuotion, whych bee⸗ 
ing come, eu n when the colded wether was e that al places were 
fal of ſnow ⁊ pte, this Necromicer vſed his art in ſutch ſoꝛt, as in 
p night after the holy dais of Chʒiſtmaſſe, in a faire medow adioy- 
ning to cite, ther appered in þ moꝛning (as they ci teſtify por 
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Miſtreſſe Dianora, 


ſame)one of the faireſt gardens that euer any man ſaw,ful ofher- 
bes, trees, and fruites of all ſoztes: which when Maiſler Anſaldo 
had ſeen, God knoweth if he were glad oz not:# incontinently cau⸗ 
ſed to be gathered the faireſt fruites a floureg that were there, and 
ſecretlye ſent e the ſame to his Friende ,*nuitinge hir to come 
and ſee the Garden which ſhe had pꝛocured him to make, to the in- 
tent thereby ſhe might know the loue that he bare hir, and to remE- 
ber the pꝛomiſe which ſhe made him, and confirmed by othe that he 
might from that time foꝛth eſteeme hir a woman ſo good as hir 
pꝛomiſe. When the Gentlewoman ſawe the flowers and frutctes 
and hear ing tell by repoꝛt of the ſtraunge things that were in that 
Garden, began to repent hir ſelfe ok the pꝛomiſe which ſhee had 
made: but foʒ all her rt pentaunce, ſhe like one defiroug to ſe ſtraũg 
things, wente wyth many other women to ſec the ſame: and hauing 
pꝛaiſed it, not wythout greate admiration , ſhe returned home, the 
angricſt woman that euer was, when ſhe had conſidered in what 
ſoꝛt ſhe had abuſed hit ſelf by meancs of that Gai den. Ind hir rage 
was ſo greate, that ſhe coulde by no meanes keepe the ſame ſo ſe⸗ 
trete 02 cloſe, but that hir huſband muſte perceiue the ſame , who 
woulde needes knowe of hir al the whole matter. The Gentle wo. 
man a long time kepte it ſecrete:in the ende ſhe was conſtrained 
to declare vnto him the ſame in oꝛder. Hir hulbande hearing what 
ſhe had pom iſed was ſodainly very angry: after wardeg conlũide · 
ri1g the pure intente of his wife, hee wiſely'appeaſced hir, endſayd 
Dianora, it is not the acte of a wyſe and vertuouſe wife to encline

Euen that fro ward peſtilent paſ- 
fon Enup, the cõſumer and de idly monſter of all humanity: who 
imitating? the lyke coſt, and pozt of his deuout hoaſt Nathaa, and 
ſeekinge after equall glozy and kame, was thꝛough enules fozce 
fo2 not attayninge the like, dziuen to imagine how to kill a good 
innocent man. Foz enup commonly wapteth vpon the vertuous,e: 
uen as the ſhado y doeth the body. Ind as the Cantharides( which 
amilitude Plutarch vſeth) delight in ripe and pꝛoſgerous wheate, 
#crawle in ſpꝛeadinge roſes, ſo enuy chiefly them which in vertu 
and richeſſe do abound. Foz had not Nathan bene famous fo: hyd 
Joodneſſe, and gloztoug foz liberality, Mithridanes would 2 

haue 
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he that enuieth the vertuous and induſtrious perſon, may bee cõ⸗ 


pared to Dedal s, whomthe Poets fayne to marder Telan hyg 


Jppentice koꝛ deniſing of the Potters wheele.Jad Mithridznes 
diſoaynfullof Nathaas hoſpitality, would haue Cayne him But 
how aHamed Mithridanes was of his pzactiſe , this example at 
large diſcourſeth. 

Uery true it is (at leaſt wyſe if credite may bee gieuen to the 
wowds of certapne Genoua Merchauntes, and of others whych 
haue trauayſed that cofitrey(how in Cacaya, there was ſometimes 
a rich Gentleman without compariſon, named Nathan, who haz 
ung a place 02 Pallace iorning vpon the high way, by which the 
tra1avlers to and from the Welt, and Eaſt, were conſtrapned to 
paſle, a id hauing a noble and liberal heart, deſtrous by experience 
to haue the ſame to be knowen, and wyth what nature and quality, 
it was affected. he aſſembled dyuers maiſter Maſons and Carpẽ · 
ters, and in ſhoꝛt ty me erected there one of the ſtatelieſt Pallaceg 
foz greatnelle x coſtly furniture þ euer was ſeene in that countrey, 
which afterwards he cauſed to be ſtozed with all things neceſſary, 
honourably to entertayne ech Gentleman that paſſed that way: # 
with a great trayne of ſeruaunts he welcomed e accepted ſutch ag 
tourneyed to # fro. Ind in this cõmẽdable cuſtome he perſeuered 
ſo longe as both in the Eaſt and Welt partes, repozt was bꝛuted 
of his renoume and fame: and being come to auncient yeares not 
foz all that weary of his liberality,tt chaunced that his fame flewe 
to the eares of a yong gentleman called Mithridanes, who in a cofi- 
try not farre of from his.had his abode and reſtance Mithridanes 
knowinghimſelfe to be ſo rich as Nat nan, enuious of his vertue # 
liberality,purpoſed by ſome meanes oz other to defame æ obſcure 
his neyghbours good repoꝛte. Ind hauing builded a Palace like 
to that which Nathan did poſſeſſe, began to vſe curteſles to thoſe 

which paſſed to and kro, in outragious a diſoꝛdzed ſoꝛt:vherchy in 
little time he purchaſed great fame. Now it chaunced vpon a deo 
as Mithridanes was alone in the-courr of hig Malate, a poor? n 
man entring in at one of the gates 07p ſame,craucd@lmnes, : 1 
g ſo ſuc cſſiuelp eut to Þ twelfth 8 thirtenth tinte ad ena 
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. baue pꝛoſecuted him by enuy, no2 gon about to berieue hys lpfe. 
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Mithridanes and Nathan. 
-agapne,which Mithridanes perceiuing, ſaid vnto hir: Good wyke 
you come hither very often . And yet he denied not hir almes. The 
old woman hearing thoſe woꝛds, ſayd: O how marugllous is the 
Itberality of Nathan, whoſe Palace hath.xxxii.entries by ſeueralt 
gates, ſo greate as this, and daily beggingalmes there, neuer made 
ſemblance as though he knew me, and pet the ſame was not dented 
me: and being come hither but xiii. times, J haue bene marked g 
repꝛoued⸗ and ſaping lo , ſhe went her wap, and neuer after came 
thither agapne. 
M ithridanes hearyng theſe woꝛdes to pꝛoceede from the old womã 
fell into a great rage, deeming the kame repozted ot Nathan to be a 
diminution of his own, a laid: Ah wꝛeth, when ſhal J be able to at- 
tapne the liberality of Nathans greateſt things? And why then goe 
J about to excel him, when in litle matters J am not able to come 
neare htm{Uerily J labour all in vaine, If I my ſelf do not ſeeke 
meanes to rid him of his life, (th croked age is not diſpoſed to diſ. 
patch hi, J muſt therfoze do the ſame with myne own hands, Ind. 
in that fury makyng no man pꝛiuy to his intent, he rode foxthwith. 
a ſmaltraine,# in thꝛee dayeg arriued where Nathan dwelte, and 
then commaunded his men in a vy wiſe not to be knowen that they 
came with him, and likewiſe that they knewe him inot , but to pꝛo⸗ 
uide lodging fo2 themſelues, vntyll ſutch time ag they had further 
newes from him. Mithricanes then being arriued about eucning.al 
alone, found Nathan walking vp and downe befoꝛe his faire Pa⸗ 
lace, without other company then httmſelf,who in (imple attire and 
garment went fozth to meete him. Of whome Mithridanes, bicauſe 
« he knew not Nathan, demaunded ik he could tell him where Na- 
«c thi dwelt. Nathan pleaſantly made him anlſwer: My ſonne, ther is 
«« noma in theſe quarters þ cã better tel thce thi J, therfoꝛe yt thou 
pleaſe, J wyll bꝛing thee thither . Michridaoes ſaid, that ye ſhould 
doe hym a very great pleaſure:but he wouldnot if it were poſſible 
bee keene 02 knowen of Nathan. Ind that can J very wel do ſaid 
Nathan, now h I know your mynd. Being then lighted of fro his 
ho:ſc.he wet with Nathan, who by & by interteined him w diuerſity 
ok talk, to his faire Palace. Ind Nathan incotinently cauſed one of 
* big ſeruaunts to take Mithridanes hoꝛſe, and ſaid vnto him in hys 
eart 
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eare that he ſhould wyth all ſpeede gine oꝛder to his houſholde, 
thatnone ſhould tel the younge Man that he wag Nathan, which 
acco2dingly was done. But after they were in the Palace, Nathan 
bꝛought Mithrid ines into a very fapze chambze, that none mighte 
ſee him excepte ſutch as he had appoynted to ſerue hym: and cau - 
unge greate honour to bee done vnto him:hee hymſelfe kepte him 
company . 23 they two were together, Mithridanes aſked 
him ( to whom hee vſed conuenable reuerence as to his Father) 
what he wag? whom Nathan anſwered: I am one of Nathans poze 
ſeruaunts. that from the time of my youth haue bene bzoughte vp „ 
wpth him, and neuer aduaunced me to any thing but to that which „ 
pou ſee, Wherefoze, although eucry man greatly p:ayſeth him, yet, 
hau: I no cauſe to commend hym. Theſe woꝛdes gaue ſome hope „ 
to Michridanes,bp better aduiſe and ſurety to execute hig wicked 
intente. Ind Nathan aſked him very curteoully what he wag,and 
fsz what buſtneſſc he was come thither , offeryng him helpe and 
counſel in that he wag able to do, Mithridanes then pauſed a while 
befoze he would make him anſwere : and in the ende purpoſyng to 
put hig truſt in him, required with great circumſtance ok woꝛdes 
his fayth and after that his counſell and ayde. Then he wholp dif- 
coucred what he was, wherefoꝛe he was come, and the cauſe that 
moued hym. Nathan hearing thoſe wooꝛdes, and the miſchieuous 
determination of Mithridanes , was chaunged and troubled in 
mynde, notwythſtandyng wythout making any ſemblaunce of diſ- 
pleaſure anſwered him with bolde countenaunce. Michridanes, thy 
father was a Gentleman, and of toute ſtomacke, from whome ſo 
farre as Iſce, thou wylt not degenerate, by attemptyng ſo great 
an enterpꝛyſe as thou haſt done. I intende to be lyberall eo ech man 
and pꝛaiſe greatly the Enupe who;h thou beareſt to the Uertue *? 
of Nathan, bycauſe if there were manp ſutch, the Wozlde which 
is now myſerable, wauld ſhoꝛtlo become pꝛoſperous aud happpe: 
and doe make the pꝛomypſe, that the intent thou goeſt about , Hall 
de kepte ſecrete, whereunto Jcan ſooner gyue Tounſell than anp * 
great helpe, and mine aduyſe is this: ou may ſee from the place ?? 
where we now be a lyttle Groaue, about a quarter of a Mple hẽce, 
Nz, where- 
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Mithridanes and Nathan. 
whereunto Nathan in a maner walketh eucry moznyng , and tars 
ricth there a long time:there you wap eaCly finde him, and do pour 
pleaſure. Ind if you kyll hin, you map goe , (to the intent without 
daunger pot may returne home to your owne Houſe)not that wey 
pou came, but by that you ſee on the lefte hand leade out of the wod, 
whych although it be not fo tor: mon as the other, ve: is the neareſ⸗ 
wap, and ſafeſt fo2 you to paſſe. 

When Michridanes was thus infozmed, and that Nathan de. 
parted from him, he cauſed wozde ſecretly to be ſent to his Men, 
which like wyſe lodged there, in what plac. they ſhould waight fo; 
him the next day. Ind when the day was cot, Nathan not altering 
the counſel he gaue to Mithridanes , ne chaunging any part of the 
ſame, went all alone into the little woodde, to recetue his Death, 
When Mitaridanes was vp,# had taken his bowe and ſwo2d,(fo; 
he had none other weapons ) he mounted vpon his hozſt,and rode 
to the little woodde, where a farre of he eſpled Nathan,commynge 
thitherward all alone, and determining befoze he would ſet vppon 
him to ſee him and heare him ſpeake, made toward him, a catchyng 
him by the band bpon his head, ſaid vnto him: Old choꝛle thou art 
dead. Wherunto Nathã made none other anſwer, but ſaid J haut 
deſerued it. When Mithridanes heard hig voyce and looked him in 
the kate, he knew by and by that it was he, which had curteouſly.re- 
teiued him,familtarly kept him companp, and faithfully had gyuen 
him counſel. Wherupon, his fury aſſwaged, and his anger conuers 
ted to ſhame: By meanes whercof, thzowing downe his ſwozde 
which he had dꝛawn to ſtrike him, he lighted of krom his hoꝛſe, and 
did pꝛoſtrate himſelfe at Nathan his fathers feete, ⁊ ſaid vnto him 
weeping: Jmantfeſtip percetue right louing father pour great lys 
* beralitp, and by what pollicy,you be come hyther to render to met 
«c Your lyfe. Whereunto J haupng no ryght,declared my ſelfe deſy: 
" roug to haue the ſame. But our Lozd god, moꝛe carefull of mp de⸗ 
« uoir than my ſe lt. hath euen at the very point, when it was molle 

i needefull,opened the eyes of myne vnderſtandynge, which curſſed 
* lite and cancred enup haue cloſed vp;and therefoꝛe, the moꝛe you 
were ready to gratify my deſire, the greater puniſhment J knows 
** ledge my ſelfe to deſerue koʒ my kaulte * ake then of me if . 
pleaſe 
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Nathan cauſed Mithcidanes to riſe bp, kiſſinge and imbꝛacinge 
hen tenderly. and ſard vnto hem: My ſonne, thou needeſt not to 
demaund pardon,fo2 the enterpꝛiſe done, gond oz euill as thou liſt 
to name it. Fo2 thou diddeſt not go about to rid me ot mp lyfe foz 
my hatred chou diddeſt bear me, but only to be accompted the bets 
ter. B: aTared then of me, and verily beleue, that there is no ly - 
ung man, that J loue better than thy ſelf,coTdering the greatneſſe 
of thine heart not inclyned to hooꝛde oz gather togither the dꝛoſſy 
mack of Syluer, as the myſerable do, but to ſpend that which is 
gathered. Be not achamed foz hauing a will to kill me, thereby to 
get renowme Foz Emperours and greateſt gings,neuer ſtreat- 
ched fo2th their power, and racked their Rꝛalmes, and conſequenly 
aſpired kam, foꝛ no other purpoſe but tokpl. not by murdering ont 
man as thou didſt meane, but of inſinit numbers, beſides the bur · 
ning of Countries , and rallng of Citteg. Wherefoze,if to make 
thy ſelfe mo2e famous, thou wouldeſt haue killed me alone, thyne 
enterpziſe was not newly to be wondꝛed at, but a thyng in daylye 
pzactiſe. Michridanes no moze excuſinge hys wicked intent, but 
pꝛayſinge the honeſt excuſe, which Nathan had deuiſed, dꝛew neare 
bnto hym to enter into further tale wyth hym, which was, how he 
greatly maruelled, that he durſt appꝛoch the place, with ſo litle reſ⸗ 
tue, where his death was ſwoꝛne, and what he meant him ſelfe to 
tell the way a mcanes : wherein he required him to ſap his mpnde, 
fo: diſclollnge of the cauſe. 

Whereunto Nathao replied : maruell not Mithridanes,of mine 
intent and purpoſe, fo2 ũthens J was at age diſpaſed to myne 
owae free will, and determined to do that which thou hat gone a; 
bout to do, neuer any came to me, but I haue contented them ( ſa 
karre as was hable) of that they did demaund. Thou art come 
hither with deſire to haue my lyfe, wherefoꝛe ſeeing that thou did· 
deſt craue it, J foꝛtchwith dyd meane to gteue it, that thou alone 
mighteſt not be the man that ſhould depart from hence without at · 
chieuing thy requeſt: and to bꝛing to paſte that thou myghteſt haue 
the ſame, J gaue th:c the beſt TCounſel I could, aſwel toꝛ bereuing 
of my lyke, as foꝛ eniovinge of thyne vwne. Ind therekoze J ſay to 
thee agapne, and p2ay thee foz to take it, thereby to content thy ſclfe, 
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pleaſe you ſutch vengance as youthynke meete koꝛ myne offence. 
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it thou haue any plc aſure therein. Fo2 I do not know whych way 
better to imploy it. I haue all ready kept it foure ſcoʒ yeares,and 
haue conſumed the ſame in pleaſures, and delights, and do know 
by courſe of nature in other men, and generally in all things, that 
long it cannot reaſt in bzcathing dayes, Wherefoze J think good, 
that better it is to geue, as J haue doyly donc, and departe with 
my Treaſures, than keepe it till nature cary it away in deſpite of 
my Teeth,and maugre that J hate. It is alittle gift togiue one 
hundꝛed peares, how mutch leſſe ts it then to giue ſixe 02 eyght of 
thoſe Jhaue to liue ? Take it then ik it pleaſe thee, I ther beſcech, 
Foz neuer yet found J man that did deffre p ſame, ne pet do know 
when J halt nde ſutch one, ik that thy ſelfe which didſt deftre it, 
do not take tt. Ind if i: chaunce that I do finde ſome one, J know 
full well that fo mutch the longer as J (hall keepe the ſame, the 
leſſe eſteemed it (hall be, and therefoze befoze the ſame be bile and 
of little pꝛice, take it I beſech thee. Mithridanes ſoze aſhamed, ſayd 
God fozbid,that by ſeparating ſo deare a thing as is thy life, that 
F ould take it, oꝛ onely deffre the ſame, as I did erſt, from which 
A would not vbiminiſh yeares, but willingly would of myne oune 
ad thereto if I could. Whereunto Nathan by and by replyed. Ind 
it thou touldeſt, wouldeſt thou gieue them? Ind wouldeſt thou 
cauſe me do to thee that which J neuer did to any man, that is to 
ſap, to take of thy things which neuer J did of any liuing perſon? 
Pea verily aunſwered M ithridanes. Then ſapde Nathan: Thou 
oughteſt there to doe that which I wyll tel ther: Which is to re- 
mapne here in my houſe ſo pounge as thou art, and beare the name 
of Nathan, and I woulde goe to thine, and bee called Mithtida⸗ 
nes. Then M ithridanes anſwered : If Jhad alſo fo great expert- 
ence as thou haſt, I woulde not refuſe thine offer: but bicauſe J 
am allured, that my deedes woulde diminiſh the renoume of Na- 
thao, I wyll not marre that in another, which J cannot redꝛeſſe 
in my leife ; c therekoꝛe I wu li not take it. After thys talke and 
a great deale moꝛe betwene them, they repayzed io the Palace, vp 
pon the requeſi of Nathan, where many dayes he did great honour 
to Mithridanes,tncozaging and cofiſelling him, ſo wel as he could; 
dayly to perſeuere in his high and great indeuour. Ind M ichri. 
danes deſitous to returne home with his compeny, Nath _

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that he had let him well to know, that he was not able to ſurpaſle 
him in liberalite) gaue him leaue.

Foz 
ſooner ts that toꝛment auoyded at the firſt aſſault and ptnch, than 
when it is uff ed long to flame and raigne in that yelding poztton 
of man, the heart, witch once fed with the bayt of loue, is ſeldome 
02.neuer looſed. To do at large to vnderſiand the p2oofe of thoſe 
moſt vertuous perſong,thus beginneth the hiſkozy, 

At Bologna a very notable Citty of Lombardy, there wasg 
RKnyght of very great reſpect fo2 his vertue, named maiſter Gen- 
til Cariſſendi, who in his youth fell in loue with a Gentlewoman 
called maiſtreſſe Katherine, the wyfe of one mayſter Nicholas Cha 
ſc10emie. Ind bicauſe during that loue, he received a bery ill coũ⸗ 
terchange fox his affectton that he bare vnto hir, he wet away ((like 
one deſperate )to be the iudge and poteſtate of Modena, whereun⸗ 
to he was called. About the time d hirhuſband being out of Bolog · 
na, and the gentlewoman at hir Manour in the countrep, nat paſt 
a mile Ea halfe from the Citty ( whither ſhe went to remapne, by: 
cauſe ſhe was with childe ) it chaunced that ſhe was ſodenly ſur- 
pziſed with a ſickneſſe, which was of ſo great fo:ce, as there was 
no token of lyłe in her, but rather tudged by all Phiſtttans to bea 
dead Woman. And becauſe that hir neereſt Rinne repozted 

that they hearde hir ſaye, that (hee coulde not bee longe time 
with Childe', but that the infante muſt be perfect in her wombe 
and ready to be deltuered, and therefoze affected wyth ſome other 
diſeaſe and griefe that would bzing hir to hir ende, as a Timpany 
dꝛ other ſwelling, riſing of groſſe humoꝛs, they thought hir a dea 
Woman and paſt recouety : wherefoze vpon a time ſhe falling in 

to a traunce, was verily ſuppoſed to be dead. Who after they ha 

mourned hir death, a bewayled the ſodapn expiratton of hir ſoule, 
cauſed hir to be buried without hope of recouery(euen as ſhe was 
in that extaſle in a graue of a church adioyning heard by the houſe 
wherlhe dwele, Which thing incontinẽtix was aduertiſed yas!

ueredhir ſenſes. and looking round about hir, not pet well know: 
ing where ſhe was and ſeing maiſker Gentill bcfoze hir, pꝛayed hig 
mother to tell hir how the came thither. To whome maiſter Geptil 
declared in oꝛder what he had done fot hir, and what meanes he v- 
ſed to bꝛyng hir thyther.Wherof makyng hir complaynt, and la. 
mentyng the lyttle regard and neglygence of hir frends, ſhe rẽdzed 
bnto hym inumerable thanke g. Then ſhe pzayed him fo2 the Love 
which at other times he bare hir a fo2 his coutteſte, that ſhe might 
not receyue in hys houſe any thing that ſhould be diſhonozable to 
hir perſon, ne pet to hir huſband, but ſo ſoone as it was Dape to 
ſafer hir to goe home to hir owne Houſe⸗whereunto maiſter :Gez

When the company of the biddẽ gueſts wer come (the gentlewo⸗ 
man in ſo good health and lykyng as euer ſhe was, and hir Child 
wel Eluſty, he ſate down amongs thẽ doing vnto thẽ incdparable 
meꝛth and paſtime ,and ſerued them botmttfully wyth dxuerg ſoz · 
tes of meates.When dinner was almoſt dcne,hauing befoze told 
the Gent le woman what he ment to dee, and in what manner the 
ſhould behaue hir ſe ilfe, he began thus 10 ſay. Mr Wayſters J do 
remember that whilom J haue hearde tell that in the Country of 
Perſia, there was a goodly tuſlom( as me feemeth)that whe ſem 
one was diſpoſed to do great honour bnto his friend, he bad hym 
home to his houſe, and there ſhewed him the thing whych Le los 
ued beſt, were it wyfe, woman, oz daughter, oꝛ what ſo euer it were 
effirming that like as he diſdayned not to ſhew d ſame, which out» 
wardly he loued beſt, euen ſo he would if it were poſſible, willing 
le diſcouer his owne heart: whych cuſtame J purpoſe to obſerue 
in this City.

lirſt. Al the ref} at th: Table ( which were very diſcret @ honeſt per⸗ 
ſons ) ſapd al together that they were or hys opinion. The knight 
content with that anſuer, and ſpecially bycuuſe Nicho!as Chaſen⸗ 
nemie, had pꝛonounced it, affy2mcd that hee was likewyſe of that 
minde , and afterwards he ſayd: Time it is then that J reader vn- 
to pouthe hanoz which you haue done me, in manner acco2dpngly 
as A haue pꝛomeſed. Then he called vnto him two of hys Ser⸗ 
uaunts, and ſent them to the Gentlewoman. whons hee had cauſed 
to be apvarelled # decked very goꝛgeoully, pꝛaping hir by hir pꝛe · 
ſence to content and ſatiſde al the company.

Dy2s ſayde 
maiſter Gentil, that is but a little argument of hir vertue, foꝛ this 
time to hold hir peece. Tell vs then (ſayde he) what is he ! That 
wil J do very gladly ſayd the knight, vnder condition that none of 
pou ſhall remoue out of his place foz any thing I ſpeake,vnttil J 
haue ended my tale: which requeſt being graunted, a the table ta⸗ 
ken vp maiſter Gentil which was ſet downe by the Gentlewoman, 
ſapd ; My mayſters, this gentlewoman ie the loyall g faithful ſer- 
uant,of whom carſt J pzopounded the queſtion, whom J haue re⸗ 
leeued from amids the ſtreate, whither hir kin, little caring foz hir, 
thiew hir as a bile & bnp2ofitablc thing a haue by wp great care 
bzought to paſſe, p J haue diſcharged hir from death, vpon, an af- 
fection which God knoweth to be lo pure 8 perfect, as of a lumpe 
of dead lothſome fleſh hee hath reuiued ſo fap:e and freſhe as you 
ſee : but to the intent you may moꝛe playnly bnderſtend how it ig 
come to paſſe, J will open the ſame in few wozds. And beginning 
at the day when he fell in loue with hir, he particularly told them, 
what had chaunced till that time, to the great maruell and admira⸗ 
tion dt them that heard him, and then added theſe woozdes : By 
meanes whereof, if your minde be not chaũged win this litle time, 
# ſpectally maſter Nicholas, of good right ſhe is mp wife,# none by 
tuſt title can clayme hir. Whercunto none at al made anfwere,!co» 
king that he ſhoulde haue pzoceeded further, In the meane while 
Nicho- 
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Nicholas and the reſt that were there, fell into earneſt weepinge. 
But maiſter Gentil riſing from the boꝛde, & taking in his armes 
the little childe, and the geatlewoman by the hand, went towardes 
Nicholas, and ſayd vnto him: Riſe vp ſir goſſip, J do not reſtoze 
vnto thee thy Wolke, whom thy krends and houſholde did caſt into 
the Dtreat, but J will gene thee this Gentlewoman my Gaſſip, 
with the litle childe, that is as Jan aſſured begottcn of thee, foz 
whom at the chꝛiſtening Þ made anſwere and p2o'niſe, and called 
him Gearil,and do p2ap thee that ſh? be no lelle eſteemed of thee 
now(fo2 being in my hauſe almoſt thꝛee moneths) than ſhe was be 
fo2e. Foz I ſwere by the almighty God, who made me in loue with 
hir, (peraduenture that my loue night be the cauſe of hir pꝛeſer. 
uation) that ſhe neuer liued moꝛe honeſtip with hir father, mother, 
oz with thee, than ſhe hath done in company of my mother. When 
he had ſayd ſo, he returned towards the Gentlewoman, and ſayd 
vato hir: MaiſtreſT:, from this time fozth, I diſcharge you of the 
pz2omiſe which you haue made me, and leaue pou to your huſbind 
kranke and free, Tad when he had beſtowed the gentlewomaa, and 
the chylde in the fathers armes, he returned to his place agapne. 
Nicholas ioytully recepucd his Wyfe and childe, foꝛ the whych ſo 
mutch the moꝛe he reioyſed, as hee was kurtheſt of from hope ol 
hir recouerp, rendering innumerable thankes to the Knight the 
reſt, and moued with com paſſion hee wept fo2 company, greatly 
pꝛapling maiſter Gentil fox that act, wo was commended of ech 
man that heard the repozte th:reof. The Gentlewoman was 
recetued into hir houſe wyth maruellous toye . And longe 
tyme after ſhe was gazed vpon by the Citizens of Bo; 
logna, a3 a thing tot heir great wonder reuiued 
agayne .Ifterwards Maiſter Gentil con- 
tinued ſtyll a friend vnto Nicholas, 
bnto hys Wypke and 
Chyldzen, 
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og SAL ADINE in the habite of a Marchaunt, 
was honourably receyued intothe houſe of may- 
ſter TH ORELL O, who went ouer the Sea, in 
company of the Chriſtians, and aſſigned aterme 
to his vy fe whe ſhe ſhould mary agayne, He was 
taken,and caried to the SOFVLD A Nto be his 
Faulconer,who knowing him,and ſuffering him 
ſelf to be knowẽ, did him great honour. Mayſter 
THORELLO fell ſicke, and by Magique Art, 
was caried in aniglit to VE, vhere he ſoud 
his wyfe about to mary agayne, who knowinge 
hun, returned home with him to his one houſe,

Chzyſt,it was well and bꝛotherly obſerued. Lot diſdayned not to 
recepue 


cond booke of hys Offices, ) that Moble- 
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recepue the Zungels. which were ſtraungers vnto him, and by reg- 
fon of hys common vſe thereot, and they: frendly intertaynment , 
he and his houlhold was delyuered from the daunger of the City, 
eſcaped temporal fire, and obtetned heauenly rewarde. Abraham 
was a triendiy hoſt to ſtraungers, and therefoze in his old dayeg, 
and in the barretu age of vis wyfe Sara , he begat Iſaac, Ietro al: 
beit he was an Eth aicke and vnbeleuyng man, pet Iyberally in- 
tertained Moyſes, and maried him to Sephora, one of his Daugh⸗ 
ters. The pooze widow of Sacepra interteined Helias, and Symon 
the Currioz diſdapned not Peter, noꝛ Lydia the purple flke wo⸗ 
man Paule and his fellowes Foꝛget not Hoſpitality(ſaui the ſaid 
Apoſtle Paule, )foʒ wyth the ſame diuers have pleaſed Aungeis by 
receiuing them into they: houſeg. If Pauie the true pꝛeacher of e⸗ 
tern all Healthe, hath ſo commended kepyng of good Houſeg 
which by the fozmer terme wee call Doſpitality, then it is a thing 
to bee vſed. anonges thoſe that bee able te maintetne the 
ſatne:who ought with liberall hand frankely to reach bzcad and 
victuals to their acquaintance, but ſpectally to ſtraungers, whych 
wandering in foꝛem places, be vttecly vn able to helpe themſelueg, 
and peraduenture in ſutch neede, as without ſuich curteſſe, do pe: 
riche. Fo: the further amplification of which vertue, what ſhall J 
neede to remember ſtraunge and pꝛophane Hiſtozies:as of Symon 
of Athens, who was ſo famous in the ſame, as the tyzant Crytias, 
when he wiſhed fo: the ryches of Scopades and the victozieg of A⸗ 
gelilaus ,fozgat not alſo to craue the liberality of Cimon. Pacuujus 
alſo , the Pꝛynce of Campania, ſo friendly entertained Annibal,as 
when his ſonne to do the Romanes a good turne, would haue kil- 
led him as he ſat at ſupper,was ſtated by his fatherg requeſt i whõ 
he made p2iuy of his intent befoze they ſate downe.) Pacuuius had 
he not moze regarded the office of hoſpttality,than the ſafety of his 
countrey,might ful wel by that murder, haue defeded the ſame fro 
the deſtruction whereunto afterwards it fel. Homere repo:teth ,Þ 
Menelaus fighting a combat with Paris of Troy made inuocation 
and p2ayer vnto the Gods, that he might be reutged vpon him fo; 
the rape of his wife Helena, to the intẽt the poſterity hearing of his 


vuniſhmente, mighte feare to polute friendly houſholde inte rteyn⸗ 
ment

ment. Wherekoꝛe, ſlih hoſpitality. hath bene thus put in bie in el. 


der tyme, pꝛactpſed in all ages, and the poluterg of the ſame de · 
reſted and accurſſed,and hath notoztous commodities incident vn. 
to it, I deeme it ſo wozthy to be frequented in noble men and att 
degrees, as they? Palaces and great houſes (ſhould ſwarme wyth 
gueſts , and their gates luſtring with whole multitudes of the 
pooze to be ſatiſfied with relief. Sutch hath ben the ſacred vſe and 
reuerent care of aunctent tyme. Dutch hath bene the zealous tone 
of thoſe whoſe fie!des and barnes, cloſetg, and cheſteg haue bene 
ſtozcd and ſtaffed with wozldely wealth, that comparing that gol. 
den age, gliſter ing with picty and vertue, io iheſc our woꝛſſe than 
copper dapg, cantied with all coꝛruption, we ſhal find the watch ſo 
like , as darke and light, durt and Jungell golde. Ceaſing then 
of further diſcourſe hereot, this hiſtoʒy folowing ſhall elucidate 8 
diſplaye the mutuall beneuolence of two noble perſoneges, the one 
a mighty Souldan,an enimr of God, but pet a fryende to tyoſe that 
fauored good entertainment and houſekepyng, the other a Gen 
tleman of Pauie, a rich and liberall marchaunt, and a friendly wel⸗ 
comer of ſlraungers. The Souldan de maunding the way to Pauie, 
ſomewhat digreſſing from the ſame is not one ly honourably con- 
ueped to Pauie, and feaſted there, but alſo ſumptuoully cheryſhed, 
banketted, and rewarded by the ſapd Marchant befoze his com- 
myng thyther The marchant man deftrous to be one of the holye 
bopage, inter ded by chꝛiſttan Pzinces,paſſed auer the ſeag, who 
put to his ſhifts there thzoughe the aduerſe lucke, receyued by the 

Ch:iſtians , became the Souldans Fawconer, and afterwardeg 

knowen vnto him by certaine markes and ſignes . is with greater 
honoꝛ intertained of the Souldan, and moꝛe richly guerdoned', ſent 

home agayne by Magike Arte to anticipate the martage of his 

wife,vnto whom he had pꝛeſixed a certain date and terme to mat 

ry againe if befoze that tyme, he did not returne. Ill which Nos 

ble entertatument,and the circumſtances thereof, in this manner 

do begin. 

In the time of the Emperour Fredericke the flrſte, the Chꝛy· 
ſtians to recouer the Holy Lande, made a general! voyage t paſ- 
ſage ouer the Sea. Saladine a moſt vertuous Pꝛynce, t. ẽ Soul an 
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ol Babylon, hauing intelligence thereof,a certayne time befoꝛe, de- 
termined in his own perſon to ſee and eſpy the pꝛeparation which 


the Chziltian Pꝛinces made foz that paſſage,the better to pꝛouide 
koꝛ his owne, and hauing put oꝛder foʒ his affayzeg in ᷑gypt, ma- 


king as though he would go on Pilgrimage, toake his iourney in 


the apparel of a Marchant, accdpanied only with two of his chie⸗ 
fel a wileſt cofiſellers,# thꝛee ſeruafits.Fnd wht he had ſearch:d 
and travelled many chʒiſtian pzoutnces,andb riding thꝛough Lum. 
bardy to paſſe ouer the Mountaynes, it chaunced that bctweene 
Millan and Pauy, ſomwhat late he met wyth a Gentleman named 
mayſter Thorello de 1:tria of Pauy, who with his houſhoulde,hig 
dogges and hawkes,fo: his pleaſure went to ſoioꝛne in one of hig 
W 3nours,that was delectably placed vpon the ryuer of Teſino, 
And wh:n maiſter Thorello ſawe them come, thinckinge that they 
were certayn Gentlemen ſtraungers, he deſtred to do thẽ honour, 
Wh ꝛrekoze Saladine demaunding ot one of mapſter Thorello his 
men, how karre it was krom thence to Pauie, ⁊ whether they might 
come thither time inough to ga in, maſter Thorello would not ſuf; 
fer his man to ſpeake, but he himſelf made aunſwere, ſaying: rg, 
pee cannot get into Papie in time, koz that the Gates will be ſhut 
cc befoze pour comming. Than ſapd Saladiae : tell va then wee pzap 
pon, bicauſe we be ſtraungers, where wee may lodge this night. 
«« Waiter Thorello ſapd, that will I willingly do, Þ was about e⸗ 
auen pꝛeſently to ſend one of my men that be here, ſo far as Pavie, 
«4993 it certayne buſlneſſe, him wil J appoint to be your guid: to a 
ee plate where pou ſhall haue very good lodging. and calling: one of 
chis wyſeſt men vnto him, he gaue him charge of that he had to do, 
ac and ſent him with them, after whom he ko llowed: where tacont:s 
nently in ſo good oꝛder as he could, cauſed to be made redy a ſun p 
tuous ſupper, and the tableg to be couered in a pleaſan: garden. 
fterwards hee went himſelfe to entertayne them. The ſeruaunt 
talking with the Gentlemen of many thinges, conducted them at 
leyſure ſomwhat out of the way to pꝛotract the time, to his map- 
ters houſe : and ſo ſoone as maiſter Thorello eſpied them, he with 
uberall heart and bountikull mynde bad them welcome. 
2 4 | 5 Saladice 
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Saladine which was a berp wyſe man, well perteyued that the 
Gentleman doubted that thep woulde not haue come vnto hym if 
he had inutted them at their firſt meetinge, and fo? that cauſe, to 
the intent they ſhould not refuſc to lodge at his houſe, he had polli- 
tiquely cauſed them to be conducted thither, and aunſweringe hys 
greeting, ſayd: Ops, if a man may quarell with them that be cur⸗ 
tcous, wee may complapne of you, who leauinge a part our wap 
which you haue cauſcd ſomwhat to be lengthened, without deſer · 
vinge your good will, otherwiſe than by one onely ſalutation, you 
haue conſtrapned vs to take and recepue this your ſo great curte- 
ſle. The wiſe and well ſpoken Knight, ſapd: Spz, thys curteſſe 
which vou receyue of me, in reſpect of that which belongeth vnto 
vou, as by pour coficenafice I map well contecture, is very ſinall, 
but truely out of Pauic pe could haue got no lodging that had ben 
good: and therefoꝛe be not diſpleaſed I pꝛap vou to be caried out 
of the wap, to haue a little better interteynment : and ſaping ſo, his 
men came fozth to recepuc thoſe ſtraungers, and when they wert 
ughie d, their hozſſes were taken and conueyed into the Nables, 
and mar ſter Thorello carped the thꝛee Gentlemen to their cham⸗ 
bers, which he had pꝛepared foz them, where their Bootes were 
pulled of, and excellent wyne bzought fozth, ſomewhat to refreſh 
them befoze ſupper: then he held them with pleaſaunt talke vniplil 
thc houre of ſupper was com. Saladine and they which were with 
him, could all ſpeake Latine, and therefoze well vnderſtande d, and 
they lykewtſe vnderſl oode cche man, by meanes whereof euer of 
them, thought that the Gentleman was the moſt curteous and 
beſt condittoned Perſonage, indued with the moſt eloquent talke 
that euer they ſawe. On the other lide tt ſeemed to mayſter Tho- 
rello,that the y were the noble ſt and Pꝛincelik perſonageg, and far 
moze woꝛthy of eſtimation then he thought beloꝛe. Wherifoze, he 
was very angry wyth himſelke, that he had no greater company a 
better intertaynment foz them that night, which he purpoſed to re⸗ 
tompence the next day at dinner. Wherefoze hee ſent ene of hes 
men to Pauie, being not farr from thence, to his wife, was a bery 
wiſe z noble gẽtlewomã, g afrerwards he bzought thẽ into p gardẽ 
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where he curteouſly demanded what they were. To whom Salz- 
dine anſwered, we be marchaunts of Cypres trauailing to Paris, 
about our buſineſſe. Then ſaid maiſter Thorello: J would to god 


that this country bzought fozch ſuch gentlemen as the land of Cy. 


pres maketh marchants:and ſo paſſed the time from one talke to 
another,vntyll ſupper time came.Wherefoze to honour them the 
better cauſed them to ſit down? at the Table ,euery of them accoz- 
ding to his degree and place. And there they were exceadingly wel 
intreated and ſerued in good oꝛder, their ſupper being karre moꝛe 
bountifull than they looked koꝛ. Ind they ſate not longe aſter that 
the table was taken awap,but maiſter Therello ſuppoſing them t) 
be wearp, cauſed them to be lodged in gozgeous and coſtly beds: 
he likewyſe within a while after went to bed. The ſeruaunt ſent io 
Pauie, did the meſſage to his miſtreſſ, who not like a womã wyth 
a womaniſh heart, but like one of Pꝛincely Mind, incontinentle 
cauſed many of hir huſoands friends and ſeruaunts to be ſent fo; 
Afterwards ſh? made ready a great feaſt, and inuited the ncbleſt x 
chiekeſt Citizens ofthe City:apparelling hir houſe wyth clothe of 
gold and ſilke, tapiſtrie and other furnirures,putting in oꝛder all 
that which hir haſband had coininafided. The next day in the moz- 
ning the Gentlemen roſe, with whom matſter Thoreilo mounted 
on hoꝛſebacke, and carying u ith him his Hawks, he bꝛought them 
to the Ryuer, and ſhewed them divers flightes. But Saſadine de⸗ 
m aunding where the beſt lodging was in Pauic,matſter Thorello 
ſayd: N well ſhew you my ſelfe,fo2 that I haue octaſton to go th. 
ther. They beleeuing him, werc contented, and rode on their way 
and being about nine of the clock, arrtued at th City, thinking they 
chould haue ben bꝛought ta the beſt June of the towne⸗but maiſter 
Thorrello conueped them to his owne houſe. where ſiftye of the 
chiefeſt Cittzeno,ready to reteiue them ſodaynlv appeared befoꝛe 
mem Which Saladine, and they that were wr th htin perceyuinge, 
eoniectured by and by wha: that dyd meane, and ſard: Maiſter 
Thorello, this is not the requeſt whych wee demaunded pour en⸗ 
tertatnment yeſternight wis to ſfamptuous and moze then we dell 5 
red, whertkoꝛe giue vs leaue we pꝛaye vou to departe. W hom 


maiſter Thorello anſwered: Yy maiſters, foʒ that which ye _

I furniſhed koz them, and Haring put of their riding apparel, and 


flomewhat refreſhed themle lues, they tame into the Ball, where all 


things were in redineſſe in triumphant ſoꝛte. Then Water was 
tought chem to wathe,and they placed at the Table, were ſerued 
wyth many delicate meats in magniffcent and royal oꝛder, in ſutch 
wiſe.ag if the Emperour htmſcife had bene there caulde not haue 
dene better entertayned. Ind albeit that Saladine and his compa- 
pions were great Loꝛdes, and accuſtomed to ſee marueylous 


thynges, yet they wondꝛed very mutch at thrs, conſidering the de⸗ 


gree of the Knight, whom they knew to hee but a Cittizen and no 
Pynte 02 great Loꝛd. When dinner was done, and that they had 
talked a little together. the weather: waxing very hot, the Genne⸗ 
men of Pauie, (as it pleaſed mayſter Thotello) went to rake their 
tell, and he remayned wyth his h1ee Gueſts: with whom he wet 
into a chãber.where to the intent y nothing which he had #loued 
might be vnſe ne. cauſed his honeſt Wyfe to be called foꝛth: who 
being very beautiful e wet fauozed, clothed in rich @ coſtig array, 
accõpanied with her two pong ſonnes, which were like to Zügels, 
tame befoꝛe them, grattoully ſaluted them. When they ſaw der, 
they roſe vp, # reuerently recefued hir, when they cauſed hir to Ne 


do wne in the mids ok thẽ, ſpoꝛt ing # dalying wohtr 2. fayze ſonne g. 


But after ſhe had pleaſantly entred in talk, the aſked thẽ of whẽce 


they were, and whither they were going ? To whom the Gentle⸗ 


men made the ſame aunſwere that they had done befoꝛe to maiſter 
Thorello . Then the Genttewoman ſapd vnto them with ſmilinge 
theete: Npercovue then. that mine adiſco being a woman, is come 


well to paſle. Andtherefoze J-pzay vou, that ot᷑ poler ſperial grace 


hou will do mis this pleaſurt, as not * 
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ned peſternighe J wil giue thanks to Fortune, and not ta you: foz »» 
J euertaking you by the way, toced vou in a maner to make von »» 
repay:e vnto my homely houſe: but foz thy&mozninge vopage, J »» 
haue my ſelfe pꝛepared, and like wyſe the Gentlemen about pou, »» 
with whom to refule to dine, it you thincke it curteſſe doe as pee 3» 
pleaſe. Saladine and hit companions banquiſhed wyth ſutch per⸗ 2» 
ſuation, lighted, and being rece iued by the Gentlemen in louung e >» 
turteous 92der, were conutied to their chambers, which were rich 3, 


ſent that J hall bzing befoze you, but that you take it, in conſlde⸗ 


* ratton that women actoꝛding to their little ability, gtue litle things 
und that ree regard moe the good affection of the perfon whych 
* offreth the gilt, thenthc value of the gtuen thing. Ind cauſing to 
* be bꝛought befoze euery of them two fayze Roabes, the one lined 


with filke,s the other with Wenenayznorinfaſhion of a Citizen, 
02 of a Marchant, but Moblemanltke, . 3. Tui key gowncs with 
fleeues of & affata; lined with linnen cloth, he ſapde vnto them: 
te Take I pꝛap vou theſe roabes,withthe ikewhereof this day J 
et apparelled my huſband, and the other things may alſo ſcrue-your 
ce turnes although they be little wozth, conſidering that yee be karre 


c krom our Wyues, the grratneſſe of your ioꝛnev, which you haue 


taken, haue pct to make, e alſo foʒ þ Matchantmẽ loue to be near, 
and fine in things appertinent to thetr bodies. Che Gentlemen 
mutch maruelted, and playnly knew that Maiſter Thorello was 
diſpoſed not to fo2get anꝝ one part of curteſſe towards them, and 
doubted by reaſon of the beauty e richeſſe of the roabes not mar · 
chantlike,) that they ſhould not be knowne of mayſter Thotello, 
notwithſtandinge one of them aunſwered her - Theſe be(Gentles 
woman) very great gifis,and ought not lightly to be accepted, if 
-pqur intreaty did not conſtraine vs, againſt which no dental ought 
to be made. That done, when mayſter Thorello returned into the 
chamber, the Gentle woman tooke her leaue, and went hir way: 
then ſhee furniſhed the ſeruaunts with diuers other things necefs 
ſary foꝝ them, and Mayller Thorello obtayned by tarneſſ requeſ}, 
that they ſhould tary all that day.Wherefoze after they had reſled 
themſelues a while, they div put on theirjroabes, and walkev fozth 
on hozxſebacke into the Citty : and when ſupper tyme was come, 
they were bountifully feaſtcd in honozable ccmpany 2 and when 
bed time appzoched;went to reſt.

- faxze Palfreyes; and alſo the like number of freſh mighty hozſ- 
ſes foz their ſeruaũts : Which Saladine ſet ing, turned towardes 
e his companions, and ſard vnto them: I ſweare by God that ther 
* was neuer a moꝛe liberaui Gentleman, moze courtenus oz better 
©- conditioned than this is. Ind it Chziitan kings top their — 
ſutch, 
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ſatch, J meane indued with ſutth kingld qualities as this Gen · 
tlem an is, the Souldan of B ibylon ſhall haue inough to do to deal e 
Anith on, and not to attend fo: all thoſe which we ſee to be in p2e- 
.pararion fo! inuaſton ot his Country. But ſeting that to refuſe 
them oz re ider them agayne, ſerued to no purpoſe, they thanked 
him very humbly,and got vppon their hozfe. Maeſter Thorello 
wyth many of his frends, accompanied them out of the Citty a 
great peece of the way: Ind albeit that it mutch greeued Saladine 
to dzpart from mayſter Thorello ( ſo farre in he was already in 
loue with him, ) yet being conſtrayned to korgo his company, hee 
p2ayed him to returne. who although very loth to depart, ſayd vn · 
to them : D>28, I will be gone, ſith it is your pleaſure I ſhall ſo 
do, and yet I ſap vato you, that I know not what vou be, ne yet 
demaund to know, but ſo farre as pleaſeth you. But what ſoeuer 
tee be, vou ſhall not make me beleue at this tyme,th*t yee be Mar. 
chauntes, and ſo I bid you farewell. Sladine hauing taken hyg 
leaue of thoſe that accompanied mayſter Thorello, anſwered him: 
On, it may come to paſſe, that we may let vou ſee our marchaun⸗ 
diſe, the better to confleme pour beleefe: Ind fo departed. Sala · 
dine then hauing thus taken his leaue, aſſuredly determined if he 
liued, and that the Warres he looked fo2 did not let him, to do no 
leſſe honoz to mayſter Thorello, then he had done to him, and fell 
into great talke with his compantons of him, ot his Wyle and of 
his things, acts and deedes, greatly pꝛayſing all his entertapymtt. 
But after he had trauapled x vewed al ß weſt parts, imbartzinge 
himſelfe # his cõpanp, he returned to Alexã ſcia, thioughly infoz- 
med of his enemies indeuo2s, prepared fot his defence. Mayſter 
Thorello returned to Pauic, # muſed a long time what theſe rhzre 
might be, but he coulde not ſo mutch as geſfe, what they were. 
When the tyme of the appoynted paſſage koꝛ the Chzyſtians wag 
tome, and that great p2eparatton generally was made, Mayſter 
Thorello notwithſtandinge the teares and p2ayers of his Wote, 
was kuliy bent to go thither, and hauinge ſet all thinges in oꝛder 
tox that Moyage, and ready to get on hoꝛſebacke, he ſayd vnto hir 
whom he perfectly foned. Swerte Wyle, I am goinge as thou 
teſt, this Journey, aſwell foz myne honour ſake, as foz health of 
D 4. my ſoule 
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my ſoule nde bnto you our goodes and hong; 
«« Ind brcauſe am not ſo certapne of my retourne,fo2 a thous 
« ſanp actydentes that may chaunce, as J am ſure to; goe;'Y 
te pape thee to doe mee thes pleaſure, that what ſo: euer chaus⸗ 
« ccth_of mee , pt. thou haue no certarne newes of iy life , that 
te pet thou tarry one yeare,one Moneth, e one day the ſame terme to 
te begin atp̃ day of my departure. The Gentlewomũ whych bytterly 
te wept, anſwered: I knew not dear huſband how J ſhalt be able tg 
ce beare the ſozrowe. N yau leane mee, if you goe awape. 
% But pf my Lyfe bee moze Uionge and ſhorpe , then ſo;rowe 
« it ſelle : and whether you lyue 02 dye. 02 what ſo euer come 
« of pou , J wpll lpue and dye the Wyfe of Mapſter Thorel, 
ce Jo and the onely ſpouſe of hys rewcmbzaunce . Wheicunto 
te Mapſter Thotello ſayde : Dweete Wyle J am mozethon af. 
te ſuted that touchyng pour ſeife, it wyll pꝛoue as you do po- 
« miſe. But you beyng a younge Woman fapze , and well aþ, 
ce lyed „ and pour Uertue greate and well knowne thzcvghorte 
« the Count pe: F am ſure that many greate Perſone ges end 
ee Gentlemen ( if any ſuſpytyon bee concexued of my Death) 
«« wpll make requeſtes to-your b:cthzcnand Kinred , from whoſe 
ce purſute (althoughe pou be not diſpoſed , you can not defcnde 
ce pour lelfe , and it behoueth that of fozce, you pleaſe they? wil, 
ee whych is the onely reaſon that moucth mee to demaunde that 
te terme, and no longer tyme . The Gentle woman ſoyd: J wil 
c doo what I can foz fulfilling of my pzomyſe . Lud albcit in 
« the ende that I ſhall bee conſtrayned to doe contrary to mylys 
« hay x aſſured. that J wyll obey the charge whych nome 
you haue gyuen me: Ind J moſte humbly thanke Itwyghty 
«« God, that hee neuer bzought vs into theſe texmes befozethis 
te teme, Theyz-talke. ended, the Gentlewoman weepyng embys/ 
c« ced mayſter Thorello, and dzawyng a Byng from hir Fyn+ 
re ger, ſhe gaue it bym, ſayinge : It it chaunce that J dye de- 
e foze I ſee you, remember me when. you ſhal beholde the ſas, 
ec ' Herecezuing the ring got yp vppon his hozſe, and takinge his 
60 aue, t a vor agg an arrived at Genuua ſhipped n 
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ti a Galley, and toke his way, whereunto wind aud weather ſo fa- 
uored,as wpthin fewe dares he landed at Acres, aud toyned wxth 
the army of the Chzyſpans :-whergin begen a great moztalyive 
and Plague,duryng which infection ( what ſo euer was the cauſe) 
eyther by the induſtrte oz Foztune of Saladine the reſt of the Chi- 
ſans that eſcaped were almoſt taken and ſurpziſed by him, with- 
out any any fighte oz blowe ſtricken. All which were impzyſoncd 
in many Cities, aud deuided into diuers places, amongs whych 
pꝛyſonets maiſter Thorello was one, who was caryed captxue to 
Alexandria where beyng not knowue, and tearyng to be knowne , 
fozced f neceſlitie, gaue him ſelte to the keepyng of Hawkes, a 
qualitie wherein he had very good ſtzyll, whereby in the ende hee 
grew to the aquaintance ofthe Souldan, who foz that occaſſon( not 
knowing him that time )toke hym out of pꝛyſon, and retayned him 
fo: his Fawconer . Maiſler I horello which was called of the 
Soulda n by none other name than Chzrſtiar, whome hee nepther 
knewe,ne yet the Souldao him, had ncne other thing in his mynde 
and remembꝛaunce but Pavie,, and manye tx mes aſſape d to eſcape 
and run away. But he neuer came to the poynt. Wherfoze druers 
Imbaſſadoures from Genova being ceme to Saladine, to raunz 
ſome certayne of the: Pꝛyſonerg, and being ready to returne, hee 
thought to w2pte vnto his wpfe,to let hir know that he was aliue, 
and that hee would come home fo ſoone as he coulde,p2aying hir 
totarry his retourne Which was the cffecte of hys Letter: verye 
earneſtly deſlring one of the ambaſſadouies of his acquayntance 
to doe ſo mutch koꝛ hym as ſafely to delyuer thoſe Letters to the 
Handes of the Abbot of S. Pietro in ciel Doro, whych wag hrs 
Uncle. And Wayſter Thorello ſtanding vppon theſe termeg, it 
chaunced vpon a dap ag Saladine was talking him of his Baw - 
beg, Thorello began to ſmyle and to mate a Jeſture wyth hys 
mouth, whrch Saladine beyng at his houſe at Pauie did very well 
note by which act Saladine began to remember him, and earneſiiy 
toblewe hem, and thought tz at it was he in deede. 
eu , © Wherefoze 
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Wherefoztleaning his (6fifer tatke, he ſayd: Tell me Chzyſt{on; 
of what comitrey art thou i the W-lt patts?Dir ſard Mayſter 
Thorello, Jam a Lonibarde , ot᷑ a City called Pauie, a pooje mã 
and of meaneeſtate.Soſloone as Saladine heard that, ag aſſured 
wherofhe doubted, ſaid to gimſelt: God hath giuf me a time to let 

ihes man know how thankfully J accepted his curteſy that hee vs 

ſed towards me, and without any moze woꝛds, hauing cauſed all 
his apparell in a chamber to be ſet in oꝛder, he bꝛoughte him into 
the ſame and ſayd:behold Thziſtian, if amonges al theſe roabeg, 
there be any one which thou haſt ſeene befoze , Maiſter Thorello 
began to looke vpon them, and ſaw thoſe which his wyfe had giu# 
to Saladine:but he could not beleue that it was poſſible that they 
ſhould be the ſame,notwithſtanding hee anſwered: Dtr J knows 

them not, albeit my mind giueth me that theſe twayne do reſem · 
ble the roabeg which ſomtimes I ware, z cauſed them to be giuen 
to thꝛee marchaunt men that were lodged at my houſe.Then Sala. 
dine not able to fozbeare any longer, tenderly imbꝛaced him, ſaping 
pou be maiſter Thorello de Iſttia, and I am one of the thꝛee Mar · 
chants to whom your wife gaue thoſe roabes:and now the time is 
come to make you certenly beleue what my marchaundiſe is as J 
tolde you when IJ departed from you that it myght come to paſſe, 

Maiſter Taorello hearyng thoſe wozdes, began to be both topfull 

and aſhamed,toyfall fo: that he had entertained ſutch a gueſt, g a- 

Gamed,that hig fare and lodging was ſo ſimple. To whom Sala- 

dine ſapd:mayſter Thorello, ſith it hath pleaſed god to ſend you hi⸗ 
ther, thynke krom hencekozth that you be Loꝛd of this place and 

not I, and making great chere, and reiopſing one wyth an other, he 

cauſed him to be cloathed in ropall veſtures, and bꝛought him in · 

to the pꝛeſener of al the Noble men or his country:and aftcr he had 

reherſed many things of his valoz and commend ation, commaun- 

ded him to be honoured as his owne perſon,of all thoſe which de · 

fred to haue his fauoʒ. Which thing euery Man dyd from that 

time koꝛth - but aboue the reſt, the two Lo:ds that were in compa- 
ny with Saladine at his houſe. The greatneſſe of the ſodain glozy 
wherein maiſter Thorello ſaw? himſelfe,did remoue oute of his 
mind his affayzes of Lombardie, and ſpeciallꝑ, bicauſe hee hoped# 
his 
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his letters ſhould truſfetp be deliueri y the hands or bis vncle. 
Now there was in the camp of [the ttans the dare wherein 
they were taken by Saladine, a Gentleman ot Prouinee, which dys 


ed and was burxed, called maiſter I horello de Dignes, & man ot 
great eſtimatidõ:wherby ( maiſter 7 horello of Iſtria known thzough 
out p whole army foz hig nobility E pꝛoweſſt euer mã that heard 
tell that maiſter Thorello was dtad, belened that it was mayſler 
Thorello de Iſtria, ꝶ not he de Dignet, and by reaſon of his taking, 
the truth whether of them was deade, was vnknown .Wherfoze 
many Italiant returned with thoſe newes, amongs whom ſom wer 
ſo pꝛeſumptuous, as they toke vpon them to ſay ond affy2me thet 
they ſaw him deade, and were at his butial. Whych knowen to his 
wyfe and his friends, was an occe ſlon of verygttat and ineſtiima- 
ble Dozrow, not onelye to them: but to all other that knewe hm. 
Uery long it were to tell what great ſoꝛrow, heauineſſe, and la- 
mentation his wife did vtter, who cettain moneths after ſhee had 
continually ſo toꝛmented hir ſeit, (and when hir grief began to dev 
cteaſt, being demaunded ol many great perſonages of Lumbardie) 
was coũſelled by hir bꝛothere, and other of hir kin, to mary again. 
Which thing after ſhe had many times refuſed, in very great an 
gutſh and doloꝛ, finally being conſtrained thereunto, ſhe yelded to 
the minds of hir patents. But yet vpon condicion.thatithe nuptt- 
als ſhould not be celebꝛate vntyll ſutch tyme as ſhe had perfoꝛmed 
hir pꝛomiſe made to maiſter Thorello.Whileſt the afatres of this 
»Gentlew9wan were in thole termes at Pauie, and the time of hir 
oppoyntwment within tight dayes appzoched.it chaunced that mai; 
ſter Thorello bpon a day eſpyed a man in Alexandria, (which hee 
hadſceue befoze,in the company of the Awbaſſadozs of Genoua,) 
going into the galley that was bound with them to Genous. wher 
ſoze cauſing him to be called, he de maunded what voyage they had 
made, and aſked him when they arriued at Gcnoua: Co whom he 
lard: Dir the Galley made a very fit voyage as J hard ſay in Cre · 
u. where Jrcmapncd behynd them, foꝛ being neare the coaſt of Si- 
cilis there role a maruellous tempeſt, which dꝛoue the gallep-vp6 
kchdare ol Barbaric,q not one ofthe within bozd eſcaped, amcngs 
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whom two of u bzethꝛen were likewiſe dzowned. Mayſter Tho. 
rello giuing credite to the wozds vf this fellow, which were very 
true, and remembꝛing himſelte that the terme whych he had coue. 
naunted with his Wyke was almoſt expired, and thinkinge that 

they could hardly come by the knowledge of any newes of hym oz 
of his ſtate, beleued verily that his Wyfe was maried agapne, fo; 
ſorrow whereok he fell-into:ſutch melancholy, as he had no luſt to 
eate oꝛ dꝛinke, aud laying him do wne vpon his bed, determined to 
die: whych ſa ſoone as Saladine, (who greatly loued hym) did vn⸗ 
derſtand, he came to biſite him, and after that he had ( thꝛough ins 
ſtant requeſt) hnowen the occafton of his beauineſſe @ diſeaſe, hee 
blamed him very mutch foz that he did no ſooner diſcloſe vnto him 
his conceipt. Ind afterwards payed him to be of good cheere, 
aſſuring him ik he wauld, ſo to pꝛouide as he ſhould be at Pauie, 
tuſt at the terme which he had aſſigned to his Wyfe: and declared 
vnto him the oꝛder how. Mayſter Thorello geuinge credit tothe 
woꝛds of Saladine. and hauinge many times hard ſap, that it wag 
poſſible, and that the like had bene many times done, began to c<- 
fo:t himſelle, and to vſe the company of Saladine, who determined 
fully vpon his voyage and returne to-Pauic, Then Saladine com. 
maunded one of his Nycromicers,(whole ſcienc: already he had 
welt experienced) that hee ſhoulde deutſe the mranes how mayſter 
Thorello might be bozne to Pauie tnonentght,vpd a bed. Where: 
unto the Nycromancer aunſwered, that it ſhould be done, but that 
it behouꝛd foz the better doing chereof,that he ſhould be caſt into a 
lleepe. Jad when Saladine had geuen oꝛder thereunto. he returned 
to mayſter Thorello, and finding him fully vurpoſed to be at Pauy 
if it were pollible at the terme which he had aſſigned, oꝛ if not, ta 
die: ſayd thus bnto hem. 

Mayſtcr Thorello, if you do heartely loue your: Wette doubt 
leaſt ſhe be married toan other, God fozbtd that J ſhould ſtay you 
be any manner of meanes, bicauſe of all the Women that euer J 
„ law,he is foʒ maners,comely behautour, and decent oꝛder of ap» 
< parell;(not remembzing her beauty; which is but a fading floutt) 


mee thyncke moſt wozthp to hee -p2zayſed and laued. A glad»

and Saladine: 
hither) that the tyme which you and J haue to liue in this wozlde, 
we myght haue ſpent together, and liued Loꝛdes of the Kingdowe 
which J poſſeſſe, and if God be minded not to do me that grace, at 
leaſt wyſe ſith p u be determined either to dye 02 to returne to Pa · 
vie,at the terme which you haue appointed, my great deſire is, that 
Imyght haue knowen the ſame in time, to the intente vou myghte 
hsue bene conducted thither wyth ſutch honour and trayn as your 
Uertues do deſerue. Which ſith God wyl not that it bee bzoughe 
to paſſe, and that you woll neades be there p2eſently, I wyll ſend 
pou as I can in manner vbefoze exp2cſſed. Whereunto maiſter Tho- 
rello ſaid: Dir, the effect(biſideg your woꝛdeg ) hath don me ſuffy- 


tient knowledge of pour good wyll, which J nener deſerued , and 


that whych you told me, J cannot beleeue, ſo long as Lyfe ig in me 
and therefoze am moſt certapne to dye. But ſiih Jam ſo determps 
ned, I befecche you to do that which you haue pꝛomiſed cut of hid 
bicauſe to moꝛrow is the laſt day of the appoyntment aſſigned to 
my wyfe: Saladine ſaid, that foʒ a truth the ſame ſhould be don: Aud 
the next day the Souldan purpoling to ſend him the nyght follow · 
ing. he cauſed to be made ready in a great hall a very fayre & rych 
bed, all quilted accozdyng to their manner (wyth vyluet and clothe 
of gold, and cauſed to be layed ouer the ſame, a Touerlet wꝛoughte 
ouer with boꝛders of very great pearles, and rich pꝛecious ſtoneg: 
which euer after wardes was deemed to be an infinite treaſure , 8 
two pillowegſutclike vnto that bed:that don, he commannded that 
they Hould inueſt maiſter Thotcello, (who now was luſſie ) with a 
Darazine roabe, the richeſt and faireſt thing that euer anye Man 
ſaw, and vpon his head one of his longeſt bands, wꝛeathen accoz⸗ 
ding to thepꝛ manager and being already late in the Enenying , hee 
and diuers of his Barons went into the Chamber wher Water 
Thorello, wag. being ſet down heſfdes him, in weeping wiſe hee 
began to ſay; Maiſter Thorello, the time of our ſeparation doth 
now app2oche, x bicauſe that J am not able to accompany pou , ne 
tauſe you ta be waited vn, foꝛ the qualitie ofthe wap vohich vou 
haue to paſſe, I mu? take my jeaue here in this chamber for wich 
purpoſe J an come hither Wherekoꝛe before IJ bod von farewel, 
Ipzay you foz the louꝛ x fricadhip that is bet dene, vs that v 
do re · 


La 
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do remember me it it be poſſible befoze our dayes do end after poi 
haue giuen oꝛder to pour affayzes in Lombardie, to came agapne 
to ſee me befo;e I dye, to the end that J bepng reioyced with your 
ſecond viſttation, map be ſatiſfied of the pleaſure which J loſe thig 
dap foz your vntimely haſt: and truſting that it ſhall come to paſſe, 
I pꝛay pou let i: no: be tedious bnto pou to viſite me wyth your 
letters, and to require me in thynges wherein it may lyke pou to 
com naund, which aTuredly J ſhall accompliſh moze frankely foz 
pou,than fo any other liuing man. 


Maiſter T hocello was not able to retaine teareg: wherefoꝛe to 
ſtaꝰe the ſane. he anſwered him in few wooꝛdes, that it was im⸗ 


poſſible that euer hee ſhoulde foꝛget his benefites, and his wozthy 
frtend{htp extended vpon him, and that without default he would 
accompliſh what he had commaunded,if God did lend htm life and 
lepſure. Then Saladine loutngly tmbzacing and kiſſing him, pou⸗ 
ring fozih many teares, bad him farewell, and ſo went oute of the 
cha nber. And all the other Noble men afterwards tooke they; 
leauc likewiſe of him, and depacted with Saladine into the hal wher 
he had pꝛepared the bed. but being already late, and the Necromi- 
cer attending, and halting his diſpatch,a Phiſittañ bzoughte him 
a dꝛinke, and made him beleue that it would foztifie ano ſtrengths 
en him in his ioꝛnep, cauling him to dzinke the ſame: which bee 
ing done within a while after he fell a lleepe, and ſo lleeping was 
boꝛʒue by the commaundment of Saladine, and layd vpon the fapz 
bed, whereupon he placed a rich and goodly crowne of paſſinge 
p2yce and vbaloz,vpon the which he had ingrauen ſo plaine an ins 
ſcription, as afterwards it was knowne that the ſame was ſent by 
Saladine to the wife of maiſter Thorell >. 
Ffter that he put a ring vpon his finger whych was beſet wyth 
a Diamonde,fo ſhining, as it ſcemed like a flamynge Toꝛche the 
Ualue whereof was hard to bee eſtt emed, Then he cauſed to bee 
girte aboute hym, a S worde, the furniture and garniſhing wherof 
coulde not eaſlly be valued:and beſides all thys , hee honge vppon 
hys Necke a Tablet oz Bzooche ſo beſet wyth Stones, and 
Pearles, as the lyke wag neuer ſcene, Ind afterwards he placed 
| on either 


* 
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and Saladine- 
vn either of hys Udes, two teceding great Golden baſens, full of 
double Ducates, and man coꝛdes of Pearles and rings, girdels, 
and other things to tedious to reherſe, where with he bedecked the 
place about him. Which done, he kiſſed him againe, and wpiled the 
Necromancer to make haſt. Wherfoze incontinently maiſter Tho- 
rello,and the bed in, the pꝛeſẽte of Saladine was caried out of ſight 
and Saladine taried ſtil, deuiſing and talkyng of hym amongs his 
Barons. Waiſter Thorello being now laid in S. Peter Churche 
at Pauie, accoꝛding to his requeſt, with al his Jewels and habilli⸗ 
ments afozeſapd about him, and pet faſt a llepe, the Sexten to ring 


to Mattens, entred the Church with light in his hand: and chaũ : 


ting ſodenly to eſpy the rych Bed, dyd not onely maruel, therat, but 
alſo ran away in great feare. 

Ind when the Fbbot and the Monkes ſaw that hee made ſutch 
haſt away, they were abaſhed, and aſked the cauſe why he ranne ſo 
faſt? The Sexten tolde them the matter. Wyy how now ſayde the 


Ibbot:? Thou art not ſutch a Babe, ne pet ſo ntwipe come vnto the 


Church, as thou oughteſt ſo lightly to be afraide. But let vs goe 
and ſee what bug hath ſe terribly frayed thee, Ind then they ligh⸗ 
ted many Toꝛches. And when the Abbot and his Monkes were 
entred the Church, they ſaw that wonderfull rich ded, and theGE- 
tlethan llee ping vpon the ſame. Ind as they were in this doubte 
and keere, beholding the goodly Jewels: and durſt no: goe neare 
the bed, it chaunced that maiſter Tnorello a waked, fetchyng a gret 


them, ran all away crying out, God helpe vs, our Loꝛd haue mer · 
(»bpon vs. 

Maiſter Thore lo opened his eye g, and playnly knew by loking 
round about him, that he was in the place where he demaunded to 
deol Saladins whereof he was very glad, and riflng vp, and view⸗ 
lag particularily, what he had about hin, albeit he knew befoꝛe the 
mag ai icence of Saladine, nov he thoughte it greater and better 
bader kond the ſame, then befoze. But ſeepnge the Monkes run 
aw, and kao wong the cauſe wherefoꝛe, he began to call the Ib · 
bot byhog ain: , am intteated hym nat tobe aTrapde. Foz; 
was Mayer Thorello hig Nephewe. The Pobot hearpng that 

waa 


ſighe. The Monkes ſo ſoone as they ſaw that, and the Fbbot with 
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Jt maiſter I horello 


was dipuen into a greater feare, bicauſc he was accompted to bee 
dead diuers moncths betoze:but afterwards by diuerg argumetg, 
aſſured that hee was maiſter Thorello, and fo often called by hyg 
name (makinge a ſigne of the Croſſe)he went vnto him. To whg 
mayſter Thoteilo ſayd . Whereot᷑ be you a frayd good father? J 
am aliue Ithanke God, and from beyond the Dea returned hy⸗ 
the r. The Abbot (although he had a great beard, and apparelled 
after the guiie of Arabie)croſſed hymſelfe agapne,and was wel aſ⸗ 
ſured that it was he, Then he tooge hym by the hande, and ſayde 
buto hyin as followeth. 

Me Sonne thou art welcome home, and maruell not, that wee 
were atrayd: t̃oꝛ there is none in all thys Citty,but doth certayn⸗ 
ly beleeue that thou art dead. In ſo mutch as madam: Adalieita 
thy Woyfe, vanquthed with the pꝛavers and th:eates of hir frinds 
and kin,agaynſt hir will is b:trouthed agayne,and this day the eſ⸗ 
pouſals ſhall be done. Foz the mariage, and all the pzeparattonne- 
ceſſary fo2 the keaſt, is ready. Mayſter Thorello riſinge out of the 

rich Bꝛd, and reioyſing wyth the Abbot and all his Monks. pꝛat⸗ 
ed euery ok them not to ſpeake one woꝛd ok his comminge home, 
vntill he had done what he was diſpoſed. After wards placing al 
hig rich Jewels in ſurety and ſaucgard , hee diſcourſed vnto his 
vncle what had chaunced vnto hym till that time. The Ab. 
bot ioytull fo: his foztune, gaue thankes to God. Then mayſter 
Thorello demaunded of his vncle, what he was that was betrou⸗ 
thed to hys Wyfe. The Abbot tolde hync. To whom mayſter 
Thorello ſayd: Bekoze my returne be knowen, J am delſlrous to 
ſee what Tountenaunce my Wyfe wyl make at the martage. Ind 
therefoze,albeit that the religious doe not blc to repapꝛe to ſutch 
Feaſtes, pet I pꝛap you foꝛ my ſake take payne to go thither. The 
Abbot aunſwered that he would willingly doe ſo. Ind ſo ſoone as 
it was Dape, hee ſente wooꝛde to the Bzpdegrome , that he, 
and a Frende of hys , woulde bee at the mariage ; whereunto 
the Sentleman aunſwered that he was very glade thereof. When

When Mayſter Philippo had witten out theſe verſes, imme⸗ 
diately he returned to the court, and, and cauſed Madona Paola, to 
de called vnto him by one of the Gromes of the Chamber, to whõ 
be ſayd : Mayſtreſſe Paola, haue bꝛought vou a ditt. that is ve · 
ty trim g; pꝛety, which I pꝛay you deliuer to the Queene, and 1 
will do what I can to get other. Maiſtreſſe Paola tooke them, and 
went into the chamber, and findinge the Queene alone, ſayd to hir⸗ 
Madame, this moꝛning yee cõmaunded me to get vou ſome Italian 
Rithmes, and vpon inquirie J haue recepued theſe few verſes of 
mayſter Philippo, ſecretary to the Lozd Andrea Borgo, whohath 
pꝛomiſed to bzing me other, The Queene hearing hir ſpeake thoſe 
woꝛds, ſmilinge recetued the Paper, and read the ſame : the ſenſe 
whereof ſhe liked very well, thinking that mayſter Philippo had 
bene the compoſttoꝛ of the ſame, and that of purpoſe he had made 
them oz hir, whereby ſhee was out of doubt that it was ſhee that 
mayſter Philippo ſo feruently loued, and the better hir opinid was 
edfirmed,bicauſe ſome of the woꝛds tẽded to ß ſtate of hir perſo⸗ 
nage. Ind cõ dering the valoz ok hes minde, he pꝛarſed Nature,

foz that in a man fo baſely bozme (hee had ſowen the ſees of a gen⸗ 
tlemanlike and noble heart, greatly to hir ſeife commendynge the 
pong man. Then ſhe conferred the whole matter wyth hir Cooſin 
Quecne Marie: which was a wyſe and comely Ladye, and vpon 
that loue they vſed many diſcaurſes, moʒe and moze hauing in re. 
gard the behautour of that yong Gentlema, Queene Adone deter: 
mined, when conuenient / y ſhee might. to rendze to mayſter Phi. 
lippo, foz his great ioue condigne rewarde: and ſtudying (till how 
to tequite his curteſſe,euer when ſhe ſaw maiſter Philippo, ſhee b 
ſed him with her wonted chere 6 grateful ſalutation(which thinge 
onely euery honeſt gentleman ought to expect that is mdued wpth 
reaſon.at thehands of a pzynceſſe ſo noble + wozthy, as a reward 
ſufficient,the inequality of the parties conſidered) AWhereof may- 
ſer Philippo was the beſt contented man of the wozld,and durſt 
not hope fo: greater guerdon, continuing his wonted lyfe fed hem 
ſelf Nil with that beloued light · in ſutch wyſe as many Gentlemen 
enuied the fano2 boꝛne vnto him by the Queene, who foz none other 
cauſe did bſe that curteſp, dut foꝛ that he ſaw him to be Uertuoug 
and well learned:continually eſteemyng ſutch as wyth lcarnyng oz 
other gyltes of the mynd were indewed:and when occaſton chaun- 
ted, ſhee bouche ſafed to beſtowe vpon them curteous intertaynmĩt 
and lyberall rewardeg. It foztuned about that time that the Em⸗ 
peroꝛ Maximilian died, Charles his nephew which was the Em⸗ 
pero2 Chatles, the fifth) then be vng in Spay ne: by reaſon of whoſe 
death the Loꝛd Andrea Borgo, purpoſed to ſend one of hys Gen. 
tlemen to kyng Charles, foʒ the confirmation of that lyuing he en · 
ioped, giuen bnto him foꝛ his long and faythfull ſeruyce by theſaid 
Maximilian. Amũõgſt al the choſe this maiſter Philippo, foꝛ his wif 
dome and experience in ſutch affayzes. Which don, he wente to the 
Queenes, and gaue them to vnderſtand that ſhoꝛtely he would ſi 
his Decretarie into Spayne, and told them the cauſe, humbly pꝛar⸗ 
ing them both, that they would wꝛite their fauorable letters in his 
behalf. The Queenes knowing what payne and trauell hee had 
fuſtapned in the ſeruice of Maximilian. and what daungers he had 
paſſed, were very willing therunto. Now Queene Anne remembyd 
that ſhe had conuenient time io tecompence maiſler W 
| eg 
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his longlone bom vnto hir. Ind bicauſe ſhe was the moſt curteoug 
Lady of the woꝛld, and therwithal moſt bountiful and liberal, and 
hot onely with comelytalke and geſture: but alſo in effecte willing 
to do them good, wome ſhe honoured in minde , concluded what 
to do, requiring the Loꝛd Andrea to ſend his Secretarie vnto hir. 
when he was ready to depart,fo2 that beſides Letterg,ſhe woulde 
by mouth commit certain bulneſſe foz hir to do in the Courte of 
Spayne. When the Lozd Andrea was gone, Queene Anne began 

to deuiſe with the other Q neene what ſhe mighte doe foꝛ mayſter 

Philippo who p2ayed Queene Anne, after he had commended him 
tu letters, to ſuffer hir to make the ende and concluſton of the ſame, 
Whereupon both the Q 1eenzs wzote many letters into 8 payne, 

to king Charles, and ta the Loꝛd Chancellour and other Noble 

men, whome they thought to bee apte and mete miniſterg to buing 

the effect of their letters to paſſe. 

When the Loꝛd Andrea had put all thinges in oꝛder fo2 that diſs 

patch he ſapd to mayſter Philippo (which was now furniſhed with 

all thengs neceſſary and apꝛrtinent fo2 that long boyage)Philippo 

xemerhbze this day that you goꝛ to Quene Anne, and tell her, that 

Itequire vou to come bnto hir, to know it ſhe would commaund 

vou anp ſeruice to the Cathalike Kynge, where you ſhall humbiy 

of:r pour ſeruice, ia what it pleaſeth hir to commaunde :pon hall 

allo tel hir, what things I haue gyuen vnto you in charge by ſpe - 
eli com niſſion. Neuer could moze pleaſant talke ſound into the 

cares ot maiſter Philippo, than this, who fo: that he ſhould bothe 
et and ſpeake vato his Lady befoze his departure, and foꝛ that ſhe 

would cõmit vato him the doing ok hir afapzes in Spayne, was the 

gladdeſt and bell contẽted man of the wozld. The houre come wh# 


de thought good to repapze ta the Queene,he went vnto hir, gaue 


hir to vaderſtãd by one of Þ pztup Chamber, that he wag attendant 
there to kao w hir pleaſure. Thꝛ Nene certyfi:d of his readineſte 
to depart, by and by toke oꝛder that he ſhould come inta hir chãbꝛe 
wo entring the ſam? v trembling heart # ater he had done hys 
hadle reuerence, w great feare bachfulneſſe, ſaid : Pleaſeth your 
Maiede, that my Lozde Borgo, being about to addzeſſe mee hys 
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Herretarie into $payne tothe Catholike King there, hath com: 
maunded me to wayte vpon'pbur hyghneſſe, to knowe your pleg- 
Cure foz certain affay:es to be don fo2 your mateſty. Wherfoze map 
it pleaſe the ſame to emplop mee, your humble ſeruaunte, J ſhalt 
thinke my ſelf the happieſt man of the woꝛld: I thing ſo bleſſed and 
ioyfull vnto me, as no benefite 02 commoditie can render bnto me 
greater felicitie. Then he de ſcloſed vnto her thee reſt of his meſ⸗ 
ſage, which was cõmitted vnto hym byjhis loꝛd and maiſter. The 
Queene beholding hym wpth merp countenaunce gently ſayd vn⸗ 
to hym: And we foꝛ the truſt we haue in you to do our meſſage and 
other affayzes in Spayne,haue requyzed you to come hither. Ind 
bycauſe we knowyng you to be a Gentleman, and aſſured that yoy 
wyll gladlp do your endeuour in any thing that may do vs plea⸗ 
ſure, haue choſen ou aboue any other. Our wyl and commaunde⸗ 

ment is, that fyʒſt you delyuer theſe letters , conteining matters of 

great impoꝛtance to the hands of the catholike Ring. and that pou 
do our humble commendattons to his mateſtv. Then al the reſt ac⸗ 
coꝛdingly as they be directed, which pztnctpally aboue other things 
we pꝛap you to diſpatch bpon pour arrtuall.Ind if we bee able to 
do you any pleaſure,epther foz your pzeferment,o2 fo2 other com⸗ 
modity,ſpare not to wꝛite bnto vs your mynd and (we doe aſſure 
tou) the ſame ſhalbe effectually accomplyſhed,to the vttermoſte of 
our indeuour, whych we do of our owne motion frankely offre by- 
to you,in conlideration of the fidelitte, wozthineſſc,+ honeſte beha- 

uiour alwapes knowen to be in you. Mayſter Philippo hearynge 
theſe woꝛdes was replenxſhed with ſutch ioy, as he thought hem 
ſelfe rapt into the heaueng, and his heart felt ſutch pleaſure, as it 
ſemed to flete in ſome depe ſca of delights:and after the beſt maner 
he coulde, thanked hir foz hir curteſie:and albeit (he ſayd)that hee 
tzuew hymſelf vn woꝛthe of that fanoz,yet he dedicated the ſame to 
hir commaundement, ſurrendꝛing himſetfe as a ſlaue and fapthful 
ſeruant to hir maieſiy. Then vppon his knees, to his great contẽ 
tation he kiſſed hir hands, which of hir ſelſe ſhe offred vnto him, 
then reuerẽtly he take his leaue. When hee, was gone oute of the 
chamber he met with the Queeneg Colerer, that attended foz him, 


who talitng him allde, did put into his had a purſe V. zoo. crown 
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ind the maiſter of the hozſſe pꝛeſented vmo Him a Verp goodly and 
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beautifull hoꝛſe, where with maiſter Philippo, wag ſo well pleaſed, 
ns he was like to leape out of his ſkin foꝛ toy. The he toke his ioꝛ · 
ney & arriued at the Courte in Spayne, where at opoztunitp, he de- 
nuered his Letters to Aing Charles, and accompliſhed other buſt⸗ 
nes & meſſage pꝛeſcribed vnto him by Quene Anne; Ind when he 
had diſpatched the Queenes other letters, he attẽded the buũineſle 
of his Lozd Andrea Borgo. The king peruſed the Contenteg of 
the letters ſent vnto him vy his er and kynſwoman, ſo did the 
Loꝛd Chauncellour, (which at that time was the Loꝛd Mercurino 
Gattinara,)and other:to whom the Queeneg had witten: where⸗ 
by the king was ſolicited to ſtand good Loꝛd, to ? Lozde Andrea 
Borgo, and ftkcwiſe exoꝛted him to be beneficial to mayNer Phy- 
lippo, whom foꝛ his good condicions @ experitce they had ſent vn · 
to him in the ambaſſage. Upon a day the king moued by ihe Loꝛde 
Chancelloz,cauſed maiſter P hilippo to tome befoze him, to whom 
znel ing befoze his maieſty, the king ſaid theſe wozds. The teſtimo» 
by s repoꝛt ſo honoꝛably made of you by the iwo Quecneg , from 
whom you bꝛought vs letters, and the hope which we haue to find 
you a faithful e p2ofitable ſeruant,@ io be cozreſpondent in cffecte 
to the teno2 of thole letters, moueih vs to accepte you into the nfie 
hne of one ol our Secretaries, wherein befoze our pꝛeſence you (hal 
fweare vnto vs to be faithfull and true. Matſter Philippo that cx- 
pected foz no ſutch dignity, maruelled at the Kyngs wozdes, and 
there by oth miniſtted vnto hem by theLozde Chouncetlour wag 
teceyued into his ſerutce, and exercyſed that cffice,in ingular fa-+ 


- uo2 of the King, to the great ſatyſfaction of al men. Ind after that 


King Charles was elected Emperoz, knowing the experience that 
maiſter Pilippo had in the affaires of Italy, and ſpectally in Lom⸗ 
bardie, he commytted vnto hem all matters touchyng the Nate of 
the region, which ſo happily came to paſſe to maiſter Philippo, ag 
beſides the oꝛnaments of bertue and wiſedom, he acquyzed greate 
richeg, and pet he continually ſerued and wozſhipped the Quecne 
as his noble pat oneſſe and wozthy myſtreſte Tel me nov pe faire 
Ladies «nd Gentlewomen: What ſhall we ſay of the pzincely bes 


| hantour and nob le diſpoſition of this Queene : Truly in mx iudg⸗ 
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clude, mete & requiſite it is, that yec beautifo this moſt curtuous x 
uberall Queene wyth due pzayſes. Foz ſarely in my iudgement,

diuerſly they be bled, the examples alſo of ſutch diuerſſty, do va» 
riate q make diuerſe þ affections of men: ſome to follow that qua 
lity g other that part, pꝛoceeding from the whole e perfect body of 
bertue, which hath cauſed ſome to win the pꝛice of modeſiy @ tem · 
perance in their deedes, other full of magnanimite(not familiar to 
many)haue reſiſted the aſſaults of fo:tune.Wany other haue ems 
bꝛaced that only honoz whych is ß nourice of ech good act, wheres 
by they haue either wel ruled the ſtate of free citttes, oꝛ guided the 
armies of mighty Monarchs. And ſutch whilom ß cities of Rome 
Athenes, Sparra,and the aũcient Monarchs of the Medes, Perſi- 
am, and the Aſſyrians did ſee. J wil omit a good cõpanꝝ of the ſage 
and wyſe, which haue appayſed the troubles of Citties, the inqui- 
etations of Palaces,the crieg of Judgement ſestes, the diſſumu. 
lation e deceiptfull flatteries of Courts, the carefull griefs which 
the houſholder by gouernmẽt of hig houſe a family doth ſuſkaine & 
feele,of purpoſe moze frikly to retire to ß; ſtudy of ſapience, which 
alone is able to make a man happy,e wozthy to be partaker of the 
diuinity.But aboue al, I wil pzayſe him which not ſubiect to the 
law lyueth neuertheleſſe like him that is moſt thꝛall thereunto, oz 
without reſpect of bloude o2 frendſhip ſhall exerciſe Juſtice vpon 
his deareſt @ beſt beloued : as in olde time Manlius eTorquatus at 
Rome,Þ people of Athenes towards one Timagoras, who beyond 
the duty of the Imbaſſadoz of a fran citty, fel down on his knees 
| wo:lhippedthe Perfiau king. Ind in our time the Marqutze of 
Ferrara, by doing to death his own ſon fo2 adultry cõmitted wyth 
his mother in Law. Ind yet Juſtice may ſaucur of ſome cruelty, 
which rather turneth to ſhame than pꝛaiſe: as Ihon Maria Viſcõte 
Duke of Milan, whẽ he cauſcd a couetous pꝛieſt to be buried quick 
with p coꝛps of him wh he had refuſed to bury v out money, the 
hiſtozy wherof is hereafter re mẽbꝛed. So as mediocrity of puniſh 
mẽt ought to be yoked td the rigoꝛ of law, fo2 p mitigation th: reof. 
Ind beholde, wherefoze p great Dictator Iulius Czſarloued bet- 
ter to gayn ß heart of his enemies w mercy,than vanquiſh # bzing 
the to obediẽce, with maſſy manacles a giues of Iron. Mozeouer 
in our age Alphonſus of Aragon(the true Sampler ot a iuſt and 
Righteous Pzpnce ) dyd not hee eſteeme ( when hee ſtrarghtly 
beſieged Gaierte ) the Upctozy to be moze Glozyoug and better 
gotten, 
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the blou⸗ 
le peo- 


gotten, which is done by cõpolition and gentlen | 
dy conqueſt, coloꝛed wyth teares and bloud of a poo 
ple ? Ind truly pꝛinces, 2 great lozdes, ſpecially they w 
(without ſucceſſion receyued krõ their anceſtoꝛs) arriue to the go. 
uernment of ſome cõmonwealth, ought conttnually to haue befoze 
their eies, an honeſt ſeuerity foz the holines of the law, and a graue 
mildeneſſe, to moderat the rigour of th:ir duety. Foz by y meaneg 
right is mainteined, p heart of man is won, ſo wel as by biolẽce: x 
the tate of gouernmeat taketh ſo good footing, as the winde of no 
ſedition afcerwards can remoue the ſa ne, beinge founded bpan a 
ſure ſtone, ⁊ kramed vpon a rock durable fo2 a long tome. Wyere⸗ 
of wee haue an example of freſh memoꝛ ot a kinde act,full both of 
woſedome e of gentle ſeuerity, in a pꝛynce of our time, who wyth- 
outetffaſfon of bloud puuiſhed with rigoꝛ enough, a treſpaſſe com⸗ 
mitted, and ſweetely remittedthe payne vpon him, which merited 
grieuous, nap moztall puniſhmeat, as at large pou ſhall ſee by the 
diſcourſe that followeth. Alexander de Medices, fauoured by the 
Church of Rome, and armed with the Papall ſtandard) was hee 
that fir} with great actiuity and Wiſedome inueyed the Dentozy 
of Florence, immediatly vſurping the name, title, # pierogattue of 
D-1ke. The ſame? albeit vpon the pꝛime face, he was odious to the 
people of Florence, wꝛoth fo: loſing of their ancient liberty, x dif- 
pleaſant to the Senatourg and potentates, to ſee them ſelues de- 
pꝛiuedok the ſoueraignty of Jallice,and of the authozity they had 
to com naund ouer all the Citizens, yet foꝛ all that mas he indued 
wyth ſo good qualities, gouerned ſo wel his pꝛincipalitp, as that 
which at the beginniag was termed Tyꝛãny, was receyued as tuft 
domination, s that which was ſuppoſed ta be abuſed by foꝛce, ſee⸗ 
med to be done as it were by lawfull ſucceſſion. Ind they counted 
themſelues happy (when they ſaw their lucke to bee ſutch as their 
cd mon wealth muſt needs obey the aduice g pleaſure of one Pꝛince 
alonet)o haue a ſoueraygn loꝛd, ſo wiſe, ſo vertuous a ſo ful of cur · 
teſte; and albeit in all other things he ſhewed himſelfe pꝛapſe woꝛ⸗ 
thy, noble, and of gentle kinde, pet in this he vanquiſhed himſelfe in 
himſelfe,by that indifferent iuſtice, which made him wonderful de · 
aping the ſame to none, 3 in no one tote ſhewed himſelfe parcial to 
ap, whech 


newly 
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aner which thought by hymn to bee ſuppoꝛted in their follies. Ind 
that which is moꝛe to bee wondzed in him, and doth augment the 
pꝛavſe of his integrity in iudgement, was, that he puniſhed in ano 
ther the thynge , which hee ought to haue pardoned and remit⸗ 
ted, hee hymlcife beinge attaynicd wyth that dyſeaſe. But thys 
good Duke applyed to Bcafon, to tyme, and to the Grauity 
of the fact and quality of the offended. perſones . Foz where the 
greatneſſe of a deede ſurpaſſeth all occaſion of pat don and mercre 
there the Pꝛynce, Judge.oz Magiſtrate ought to diſpoyle and put 
of his ſweeteſt affections, to apparell himſelfe with rigo2,whych 
teacheth the knyfe into the hand of the Ruler, ol purpoſe that pꝛy- 
uate fanuliaritie, do not in ende rayſe in the ſubiects hearte a cons 
timpte of ſuperiours, and vnbꝛydled licence, la wleſſe to liue at thcit 
pleaſure. Now the thing which J meane to tell , conſiſteth in the 
pꝛoofe of a rare and exquiſite Pꝛynce, which ſeldome 02 neuer, 
harboureth in pong age. the heates whereof.can not but w greate 
difficultte, feele the coldn: ſſe and coꝛrectionof reaſon: Ind likewiſe 
the cauſes from whence wiſdomes foꝛce pꝛocee de, do reſt in longe 
experience of things, whereby men waxe olde in ripeneſſe of witte, 
and they2 deedes become woꝛthy of pꝛapſe. This Duke Alexander 
ondꝛed ſo wel his eſtates, and kepte ſutch a goodly and plentifull 
Court, as the ſame gaue place to no Pꝛynce of Italy. how great oz 
rich ſo euer it was, which noble court he kept aſwell foz his owne 
garde e honoz as to ſhew the naturall ſtoutneſſe of his coꝛage, not 
bling foꝛ all that any inſelencie oʒ vnſeemely dealing agaynſte the 
haynous and auncient enemies o? his familie. Amongs his gallãt 
troupe of Courtiers, which oꝛdinarily attended. there was a Flo» 
rentine gentleman, very neare the Duke, and the beſte beeloued of 
them all. This pong Gentleman had a Manoꝛ hard by Florence, 
where he was very well a ſtately lodged, which cauſed him many 
times to foxſake the City, wyth two of his companiong to recre⸗ 
ate himſelf in that pleaſant place. It chaunced vpon a time, he be⸗ 
ing in his fieldiſh houſe, beſides the which there wag a Myll, the 
matſter of the ſayd Myll had a paſſing fapze daughter, whom thys 
Gentleman did well marke and beholde, and with hir beauty bee · 


tame ſtraungely iu loue, in whom alſo appeared ſome Noble pot, 
tha i excea

that exceded the bloud and race whereof ſhe came, But what? The 
heauens be not to ſpare diſtributers of they: gifts, but ſometimes 
they diuide them with the leaſt meaſure, and at ſome other times in 
equall weight oz greateſt heape, to them that be of the baſeſt ſozte 
and popular degree, ſo wel, as to the greateſt # of moſt noble race, 
Rome ſomtimes hath ſeen a bondmi a (laue, ſomtimes a Runne. 
gates ſonne,fo2 his wit and Courage to beare the Scepter in his 
hand, and to decide the cauſes of that lofey people, who by ſleyghts 
and pꝛactiſes, aſpired the Empyze of the whole wozlde; Ind he $ 
within our Fathers remembꝛance deſtreth to knowe what great 
Tamberlane of Tartarie was, the aſtoniſhment and ruine of al the 
Eaſt partes, ſhall well perceyue that Hts oziginall ſozted from 
the vulgar ſozte,and from the loweſt degree that was amongs all: 
eſtates : whereby muſk bz confeſſed,that the goodneſſe of nature ig 
ſutch and ſo great, as ſhe will helpe hir nourice childzen (whatſa. 
they be,)the beſt ſhe can, Not that I meane to infer hereby, but þ 
the bloud of Pꝛedeceſſozs, with the tnUturton of their Potterity, 
mutch augmenteth ihe fo:cz of the ſptrit,x a:compliſh2th that maze 
ſincerely whereunto nature hath giuen a beginninge. Now to com 
to our purpoſe, this vong Courtier, taken # chayned in the bands 
of loue, fettred and clogged wpth the Beauty # good grace of that 
Countrey wench,fozethought the meanes how he moght inioy the 
thynge after which hee hoped. To lous hir he deemed it vawoꝛ⸗ 
thy of his degre. Ind pet he kn2whir to bꝛ ſutch ( by repoꝛt of ma» 
ny) as had a very good Wit, tongue at woll, and which is moꝛe ef- 
teemed,a Paragon and mirro; of chaſte lite and modeſty. Which 
toꝛmented this amoꝛous M. unſſer beyond meaſure, and pet chaun · 
ged not his afection, aſſuring himſelfe that at leagth he Could: 
attayne tij end, ok his deſtres, and glut that his vnſatiahle hunger, 
which pꝛeſſed him from day to day to gather the ſoote # ſauozoug 
frate which Louers ſo egerly ſue foꝛ at mapdens handes of ſẽbla · 
ble age, who then was betweene. 16. and. 7. yeares. This Louer 
dyd to vnderſtand to hys companions his griefe and frenſie, who 
ſozp foʒ the ſame, aſſaved by all meanes, to make him foꝛget it, tel⸗ 
ling hym that it was vnſeemelp koꝛ a Gentleman of his acc6pt; ta 
make himlelfc a fable to the people, which woulde come to paſſeif 
| thee 
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Duke of Florence: 


they knew how vndilcretely hee had placed hys loue : # that there 


were a number of fapze & honeſt gentlewomen moze to whem be · 
fids conuenably a with greater contentation he might ad dzeſſe the 
ſame. But he which mutch leſſe ſaw, than blind loue himſelle that 
was his guid, he that was moze bare of reaſon a advice than the 
Poets farne Cupido to be naked 'of apparell, would not harken to 
the good counſel, which his companibs gave him, but rather ſard 
that it was loſt time fo2 them to bſe ſutch ſpech, fo2 had rather dy, 
and indute all the mocks, ſcoffs of the woꝛld, than loſe the moſt 
delicate p2zap(in his mynde, )that could cheunce into the hands of 
mon, adding mozcoucr,that the hemelyneſſe @ rudencs of the cofi- 
nr, had not ſo mutch anoycd his new beloued, but ſhe deſerued foz 
hir beauty to be compared with ß greateſt Minion 8 fineſt attyzed 
gentle woman of the Citty. Foz this mayden had but the 0znewmee 
qmpnicnneſſe which nature had enlarged, where other 81t1fictally 
foxce by trumperies, to vſurpe that which the heauens deny them. 
Touching hir vertue let þ peſſe in licence, ſithẽg that ſhe ( quod he 
\ghinge) is to chaſt a vertuous foz one whom J would chooſe to 
daly bal. Wy deſire is not to make hir a Lucrece, oz ſome of thoſe 
auncient Matront s, which in elder peres builded the iẽple ot wo⸗ 
mans Fortune at Rome. The tũpanions of this loucr ſteing how 
te wag bent, pꝛomiicd him what they were able to doe, foz actd- 
phſtwent of his will, foz the which he thankked ihẽ very hcartely, 
effring like duty, where foꝛtune ſhould pꝛepare ß pꝛooſe of therr af 
fectid a nee de of his omdꝛous ſeruite. In þ meane time, cdceining 
n his minde ſome new deuice, which ſo ſoone as he had found out 
was not able to bebzought to paſſe, ꝛ knowing þ the duke ſeldome 
would haue him out of his ſight, began to inuẽt lyed, doing hm to 
vnderſlãd þ he had neceſſary occaſið, foʒ a certain time to remain g 
be at his coũtry houſe. The duke which lourd him, a who tl ought 
either he had ſon ſecret ſicknes, oz els ſcm wench which he was 
loth to diſtouer befoze his cõpanids, gaue him leaue fo2 a month, 
which ſo pleaſed this amoꝛous Gentleman, as he lept fo2 tore, and 
was not able to reſt 1. hour befoze he had foũd out his frends (d 
panids,to moũt on hozſback to viſit hir ᷣ had vnder hir power & 0 
beilice þ beſt pozttd of him, which was his hart a his moſt ſecret 
thought. 
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thought. When he was come to his Countrey houſe, hee began to 
ſtalke abꝛode, and daunte a round about the Mill, where his belo⸗ 
ued did dwel, who was not ſo fooliſh, but by & by ſuſpected where. 
uuto thoſe goings and commings of the Pilgrim tended, and foz 
what pꝛay he led his Dogs in leaſe, and cauſed ſo many Nets and 
Coꝛds to be diſplayed by hunters of euery age @ ſexe, who to diſco· 
uer þ Countrey,aſfayde by beating the Buſhes,to take the Beaſte 
at foꝛme. Foʒ which cauſe ſhe alſo foꝛ hir part began to fly þ ſnares 
of thoſe Byꝛders, and the raunging of the Dogs that vented af- 
ter hir, ſtrayinge not from the houſe of the good man hir Father; 
whereof this pooze louer concepued great diſpay:e,not knowinge 
by what meanes he might ronſe the Game after which he hunted, 
ne finde the meanes to ds hir vnderſtand his playnts and vnmea · 
ſured griefe of heart, the firme loue, and ſlacecre mynde where: 
wyth he was ſo earneſtly bent, both to obay and loue hir aboue all 
other. And that which moſt ok all increaſed his payne, was, that of 
fo great a troupe of meſſages whych he had ſent, with giftes and 
pꝛomiſſes the better to atchieue his purpoſe, no one was able to 
take place oꝛ foꝛce ( neuer ſo little) the chaſtity of that ſober and 
modeſt mayde. It chauncedione day as this Gentleman was wal- 
king a long a wode ſide newly felled, hard adioyning to his houſe, 
by whych there was a cleare and goodly fountayne ſhadowed be · 
tweene two thick and lofty Maple trees, the Myllers Daughter 
went thither fo2 water, and as ſhe had ſet downe hir paples vpon 
ß foũtainebꝛzink, hir Louer came vnto hir, litle thinking of ſutchs 
toyful meeting, which he wel declared by theſe woꝛds: Pꝛayſeb be 
God, d whẽ J hoped leaſt of this good hap, he hath ſet me hither, 
to ſee the onely ſubſtaunce of my toy, Then turninge his face to · 
wards the mayden, ſayd vnto hir. Js it true that thou art heere 
(02 do I dzeame)and fo neare to him that moſt deſtreth to graty⸗ 
lle thee in any thynge wherewpth it map pleaſe thee to tommaunde 
him? Wilt thou not haue pity vpon the paynes and griefs which 
continually I indure fo2 the extreme loue J beare thee ? And ſay- 
< ing ſo,he would haue imbꝛaced hir. But the mayde which cared 
< no moꝛe fo2 his flatteries,than befoze ſhe did fox his pꝛeſents and 
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fihon02, wyth ſtout countenaunce, and by hir liuely rolour 
declaring the chaſt and vertuous motton of hir bioud ſayd to this 
valiant Gentleman: Dow now ſyꝛ, do yau thinke that the bileneſſe 
of myne apparell, holdeth leſſe vertue,than'ts vnder the rich and 
ſumptuous Oznames of greateſt Ladyes ? Do you ſuppoſe that 
ny banging vp hath bzed in me ſutch groſe bloud, as foꝛ your on⸗ 
ly pleaſure, Jſhoulde coꝛrupt the verłectiom ot᷑ my minde, e blot 
the honour which hitherto fo carefully I haue kept #religiouly 
ed ? Be ſure that ſooner death ſhall ſeperate the ſoule from 
my body, than willingly J would ſuffer the ouerth:zow e violatis 
of my virginity: It ts not the part of ſuich a Gentleman as vou 
be thus to efpy and ſabtlety purſue vs pooze Countrep maydeng 
to harm? vs with your fdleights and guilfult calke. It is not the 
duety of a Gentleman to ſubboꝛne fatch'baunte curroꝛs to diſcos 
ner and put in perill, the honour of chaſte maydens and honeſt 
Woueg, as heretofoze you haue done to me. It ought to ſalfice, 
that vo · i haue receyued ſhame by repulſe of yaur meſſengers, and 
not to come pour ſeife to bee partaker of their Contullon. Ind 
that ig it, that ought to moue vou ſweete heart ( aunſwered he) to 
take pitty vpon my gricfe,ſo playnly ſetiug that vnfapnedly I doe 
loue you, and that my loue is ſo well planted, as rather had J ſufs 
fer death, than occaſton Þ leaſt offence that may diſpleaſe you. On. 
A beſeech vou, not to ſhew your ſelfe ſo cruel vnto him, who dil. 
wening all other, hath made you ſo frank an offer both of yimſelfe 
dof al that he hath to tõmaund. The made not greatty truſting 
his woꝛds, feared that he pꝛolonged time to make hir ſtap till hyg 
ſeruants came to ſteale hir away, And therefoze without further 
eunf.vere,ſhe taking vp hir payles, and half running till ſhe came 
nere the YyU,eſcaped his hids, telling hir fatherno part of that 
tals bet wene chem: who began already to doubt the treaſon, deui⸗ 
ſed by the Gen tleman, agaynſt the pudteity ol his daughter, vnto 
whom he neuer diſcloſed his ſuſpition, were it that he knew hir to 
de vertuous inough, e conſtãt to reſiſt the luring aſſaults of loue, 
y cdſidꝛed the imbecillity of our fl:th,s the malite of p ſame, which 
dayly aſpireth things thercunto defended, and by lawes limitted # 
helcrided, which lawes it ought not to excede, a vet therof it wiſh ·

eth the aboliſhment. he Gentlemanſeringe that the mayden hay 
fozſakenhpm; and little eſteemed hes amoꝛcus onſet, outraged fa 
loue, and chafed-wyth choler ſpake theſe woꝛdes to hymſelfe. 2h 
fooliſh and daſtard louer, what didſt thou meane when thou had 
hir ſo neere thee ; in place ſo commodtous , where ſhee durſt not 
gayveſay thee} thou didſi no better yurſue hir? Ind what knows 
eſt thou if thee came of purpoſe to caſe thy payne and to finiſh thy 
troubleſome trauels : Sureiy J ſuppoſe ſhe did ſo,but that ſhame 
and duety fozced hir to vſe thoſe woꝛdes, to make mee thinke, that 
lightly ſhe would not bee ouercome by perſuaſtong. Ind put the 
caſe that it were not ſo, who coulde haue let mee to take by fozce 
that, whereunto willingly he would not accozde. But what tg the 
to be reucnged of ſutch an-intury. ? She is fo2 concluſlon the dans 
ghter of a Muller, and may make hir vaunte, that ſhe hath mocked 
a Gentleman, who beinge alone wyth hit, and burninge wyth loue, 
durſt not ſtaunch bys thirſt (although full day) ſo neere the fofi- 
tayne. And by God( fayd he, riſing from a greene banke neere the 
fountaynes flde)1f I de therefoze, I well haue it epther by loue oz 
fozce. In this wicked and tyzannicallmpnde, hee returned to hes 
place, where his companions ſeeing him ſo out of quiet, ſayd bn⸗ 
to him Js thys the guiſe of gentle minde, to abaſe it ſclfe to the 
purſute of ſo imple a Wench ? Doe not you know the malice of 
that ſexe, and the guiles wherewith thoſe Serpents poyſon men? 
Care you ſo little faz a woman as the doth foz you, & then wyll the. 
imbzace you and make mutch of you, whoſe only ſtudy is (which J 
belecue)to frame hirſeife agaynſt all that,foz which humble ſute is 
made. But admit, that women hath ſome qualities to dꝛaw men to 
loue them, to honour a ſerue the, which if it ſo be trulythat office g 
dutifull deuopze ought tobe (mployed in ſeruice of thẽ, that be ho- 
nourable a in ſptrite a tudgement of gentle kinde, which no doubt 
wil counterwayle the merite of ſutch a ſuter. Ind certeſſe I am ot 
opinion that a man may vaynely conſume a pere oꝛ two in purſute 
and ſeruice of this mealy Countrep wench, ſo well as addꝛeſſe his 
loue in the obedience of ſome fap:e a honeſt Gentlewoman : which 
courteoully & with ſome fauour wyll recompence, the trauayles of 
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ſpoke a loft, at the hono2 done vnto hir, deſpiſe theym whoſe woꝛ · 


thoneſſ: ſh: knoweth not, and whom neyther ſhe no: the beſt of her 
ſeede,be woꝛthy to ſerue in any reſpect ; will you know then what 
Ithinke beſt koz vou to do? mene aduice is then, that one of theſe 
evenings, ſhe be truſſed vp in a Maile # bzought hither, oz in ſome 
plate els where you thinke good, that you may entoy at pleaſure 8 
beauty of hir whom vou do pꝛaiſe a wonder at ſo mutch. And afs 
terwards let hir diſſemble ik ſhe luſt, and make a Jewel of hir cha. 
ſity when ſhe hath not to triumph ouer you, by bearing away the 
victozy of your purſutes. Ah my good frend, aunſwered the deſpe⸗ 
tate louer, how rightly pou touch the moſt daungerous place ot᷑ al 
my wound, and how ſoueraygne a ſaluee plaiſter you apply there · 
vnto. had thought truly to intre ate you of Þ, whereof euen now 
you baue made the ouerture, but fearing to offend you, oꝛ to mutch 
vſurpe vpon pour friendſhip, rather had I ſuffer a death continu» 
al, than rayſe one point of offence, oʒ diſcõtentation in them, which 
ſo frankly haue offted to doe me pleaſure, whereaf(by Gods aſſiſ⸗ 
taunce) I hope to be acquited with all duety g; office of: frendſhip. 
Now reſteth it, to put in pꝛoofe, the effect of pour deuiſe, and that 
fo ſhoꝛtip as J can, In like manner you ſee that the terme of my 
heer? a bode, will ſhoztly expire, and if wee be once at the Courte, 
impoſſible it is foꝛ me to recouer ſo good occaſlon, and peraduen⸗ 
tureſhe wil be maried, oꝛ ſome other ſhal cary away the p:ap, after 
whicy' N haue beaten $ Buſh. The plot th# of this mayd{s rape, 
was] reſolued vpõ, the firſt eſpied occaſton taken. But the louer 
which feared leaſt this heat of his companions would coole, ſolli- 
cited them ſo mutch,as the execution was oꝛdayned the following 
night: which they did, not ſo mutch fo2 the pleaſure of their frend, 
to whom in ſutch aduentures they ought to.denp all helpe, ( ith 
frendſhip ought not to palle, Sed »/4; ad aras a Pericles the Athen · 
anſapd,ſo far as was ſufferable by the lawes of God)as foz that 
they wer of nature of the ſelf ſame tramp, which their paſſionate 
tdpanton was, a would haue made no conſcience to enterpꝛyſe the 
ſame foz themſelues, although the other had not talde them hys. 
alfectiong . Theſe bee the Fruictes of vnruled Pouth , wherein 
enely the UNerdure and greenneſſe of Ly Age beareth greas 
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weſt ſwar, the wyll whercof reaſon tan not reſtraxne, which ſoone 
reclineth to the carnall part, than to that which tendeth to the ho 
neſt repaſt and contentment of the mpnd. The next night, they thice 
accompanied with. v oz. vi.ſeruaunte (ſo honeſt as iherʒ mailters) 
gaue the onſet in armuie and weapons well appom ed to defende 
and hurt, if any reſiſtance were made, they myght be able to repell 
theyz aduerſarieg. Thus about two of the clocke in the night they 
tame to the Mil, ihe Heauens hauyng thꝛowne thep2 mantell ouer 
the vapoꝛous tarthe, and dymmed hir Face with therꝛ vaple obs 
ſcure and darke, and vet not ſutch, but that the ayze was cloudye 
tleere, and when no man doubted of ſo great offence , and of ſutch 
vnhappy rape, they bꝛake into the pooze Willerg Youle,bectwene 
whoſe armeg they toke away his daughter deare, and almoſt dead 
fo: feare;ptteoully began to cry foʒ help, defending herſclf ſo well 
as ſhe could from thoſe Theeues and Murdererg. The deſolate 
father raging with no leſſe fury then the Hircanian Tigre, when 
hir Faucons be kylled oz taken away,ran firſt to one, and then to 
another, to ſtap them frõ tarping of hir awap,foz whom they came, 
In the end the amozous rauiſher of his daughter ſayd vnt o hen: 
Father, Father, J aduyſe thee to get thee hence if thou loue the 
iyfe,fo2 thy foꝛce is too weake to reliſt ſo many, the leaſt of whome 
ig able to coole this thy fooliſh heart and choler, foꝛ the whrch J 
would be ſozy ,fo2 the great Loue I beare vnto thy daughter,who 
(Jhope) be foze ſhe depart my company, ſhal haue whercwtth tobs 
contented:and thou cauſe to pacifye this thine immoderate rage 
which in vayne thou palpeſt forth agaynſt this troupe . Ah faiſe 
Anaue and theefe, ( ſayd the honeſt poze man it is thou then, which 
by thine infamous flithincſſe and inſaciable knauerxe, vocſt diſho⸗ 
no2 the tommendable fame of my daughter, and by litze meanes 
ſhoztneſt the hoped peres of me hir pooze vnhappy father, looling 
thꝛough thy wickedneſſe, che ſtaffe and Nay of myne olde aged life? 
Thynkeſkthou Trapytoꝛ that liuing till thigday(fc: all my pouer- 
tye)in reputation of an honeſt Men in mpne olde Dayes , will be- 
come an vnſhamefiſt a vyle Miniſter and Chapman of my davgh- 
ters maidenhvode and virginity;No knaue thinke not that J fox 
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Ywylll purchaſe tuſt reuenge bpon thee oz thyne. The Gentlems 
caryng little oꝛ nothyng foz the old mans woꝛdes, hauyng in hys 
hand his deſlred ſpoyle,commaunded his Men to marche befoze 
with the Mayden, leauing behind the pooze olde Man which thun · 
dzed againſt them a thouſand bitter curſſeg , thꝛeatning and reuy- 
ung them, by all the termes he could deuiſe, deſtrous (as J think) 
to haue them turne backe to kyll him But therunto they gaue ſo 
little heede, as when he wylled them to leaue his daughter behynde 
them:to'whome the amozous courtier addzeſſing htmlelfe, began 
to kyſſe hir, and aſſayed by all meanes with pleaſaunt Woozdes 
and many ſweete pꝛomiſſes to comfoꝛt hir: but the pooze Wenche 
knowpng full well, that they wente aboute to plape the Butchers 
wyth her Chaſtitye, and to commyt Murder wyth the floure of 
hir Uirginity,began to cry ſo piteouſly with doloꝛous boice, as ſhe 
would haue moued to compaſſion the hardeſt Harteg that euer 
were, excepte the Hearte of hym which craued nothyng mozc than 
the ſpople of that his ſweeteſt Enimy. When the pooꝛe Wenche 
ſaw hir Uertue ready to be ſpoyled by one, who (not in Maryage 
lopned)wente aboute to byolate and poſſeſſe the ſame, and knewe 
that afterwardes hee woulde vaunte hymſelfe for the Uictozye of 
ſutch a precious pꝛyce, las (quod ſhe)is it pollyble that the So- 
uerayne Juſtyce of God can abyde a Myſchiefe ſo greate and 
turſſed, and that the Uloyce of a pooꝛe Wyzetchedafflicted Mayde 
cannot be heard in the pꝛeſence of the Myghty Loꝛd aboue > Why 
thay not I nowe rather ſuffer Deathe, than the Jafamy whych J 
ſee to wander befoꝛe myne Eyes? O the good olde Man mp deare 
and louing Father, how farre better had it bene foz thee to haue 
llayne mee wyth thy Dagger, betwene the Bandes of theſe moſte 
wycked Theeues, than to let mee goe to bee the pꝛape of thoſe mp 
Foes that ſeeke the ſpoyle of Mertue, and the blotte of thy reputas 
tion. O happy a hundꝛed hundzed tymes bee pee, whych haue al+ 
ready paſſed the ineuitable tract of Death when ye were in cradle, 
and J pooze vnhappy Wench ns leſſe bleſſed had J bene if perta · 
ker of pour Joy, where now I re(} alpue to feele the ſmarte and 
Inguiſh of that Death moꝛe egre to ſuppozt,than that whych de- 
updeth the body and ſoule.The Gentleman offended with thoſe cõ⸗ 
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plarntes, begonne to thzeaten , thet hee wouldt make hir foꝛget 
hir diſoꝛdered behaviour, ſapinge that ſhee muſt change on other 
tune, and that hir plaints were to no purpoſe smeng s them which 
cared not, noꝛ vet were bent to ſiay vppon hi Woemeniſſe teeres 
Lamentations and cries. The pcoꝛe Wayden hear inge thete res 
folutton, and ſceing that ſhee vaynelp dyſperckled hir Vorce into 
the Ypyꝛe, began to holde hir peace, whych cauſed the Leuer to 
ſpeabt vnto hir theſe woꝛdes: nd what mr Wench: Dot thou 
thinke it ſtraunge, that ſoz the heate of loue I beare to thec that J 
ſhould fozce ſutch violence Alas it ig not melyce no2 cuill wyll 
that cauſeth me to doe the ſane, it is loue whych cannot bee tnclos 
ſed, but muſt ncedes bꝛeake for to maryfcſt his fo2ce. Sh that 
thou hadeſt felt, what J dor ſuffer and indute fo2 loue of thee, J 
belecue then thou wouldeſt not bee fo hard hearte d. but haue pttty 
bppon the griefe whereof thou ſhouldeſt haue pꝛoued the vehe. 
mence, Whereunto the mayde aunfwered nothinge but Tcares 
and Srghes, wiincing hir Armes and Yandes, and forctxmcs 
makinge Warrc vy pon hir fayze Yayze. But all theſe Feminine 
Waplinges nothinge mooued thys Gallant, and leſſe Re mocued 
bys fo:mer deſtte to haue hir, which hee atchteued in diſrite ol hir 
Teeth , ſo ſoone as hee arryued at his owne Bouſe . The rem⸗- 
naunt of the Might they lay together, where hee vſcd hir wyth all 
ſutch kynde of flatteringe and louinge Speech, as a Louer (of 
longe trme) a Suter could deutſe to do to hir, whom at length he 
dyd Poſſeſſe. Now, all theſe flatteringe Follies tended onelpto 
make hir his owne, to keepe hir in hrs Counttey Houſe foꝛ hrs 
Pleaſure. Shee that fo: hir Age ( as befoze is ſayd) was of con: 
dition Sage, and of gentle mynde, began ſubtilely to diſſemble and 
fayne to take Plcaſure in that which was to hir moze bitter than 
any Aloes oz Woode of Myrcha; and moze agaynſt hir heart thay 
remembꝛaunce of Death, whych ſtyll ſhee wyſhed foꝛ remedyof 
hir gryefe, and Uoluntaryly woulde haue killed hir ſclfe lyke a 
Lucrece, if the feare ot Cod, and dꝛeadſull loſſe of Body, end 
Soule had not turned hir mynde, and alſo hoped in God that the 
Bauyſher ſhould repapꝛe the fault whych he committed, and beare 
the penaunce foz his temeꝛ ity, whercof ſhe was no whit decerued, 
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as pee ſhall perceyue, by that which pꝛeſently doth follow, 

Now whilelt the Bauiſher tooke his pleaſure wyth his Bape, 
the miſerable father made the Iyꝛe to ſound with his complaints, 
secunge foꝛtun: foꝛ letting the Whoꝛiſh varlet ſo to paſſe, wyth. 
out doing him to feele the luſtineſſe of hys age, and the fo:ce that 
pet reaſteb in his kurrowed face, and coꝛpſe withered with length 
of veares. Jn the end knowing that his plavnts,curſes, and deſtre 
were theo wne koꝛth in vayne, percetuing alſo his force bnequal to 
deale with ſutch an E mum, and to get agapne by violence hys 
ſtain? Daughter, 02 to recouer hir by that meanes where by ſhe 
was taken 2way, he determined the nex: day to go and complaine 
to the ID 482 : and vpon that determinatton he layd him downe to 
leepe vader the trees, vhich ioyned to the kountayne, where ſome. 
times the © 2urtier had com nuned with his daughter Ind ſeeing 
that the Ele nent began to ſhewe ſome lplendent hue Interpaled 
with coulours of White, Yealow, and Red, Signes pꝛecꝛedinge 
the ringe of freſh Aurora, ſtarted from his leepe, and tooke hyg 
way to Florence whiter he came, vpon the openinge of the Cittp 
Gates, Then ging to the Pallace of the Daze, hee tarted butti'1 
heſaw the Pꝛynte goe koꝛth to ſerutte. The good man ſeeing him 
of whom he attended to r2ceyue fuccour,fauour;and tuſtice, began 
tofreat, and rage koꝛ remembꝛaunte of his receyued wꝛonge, and 
was aHamed to ſ:e himſelf in plate not accuſtomed: and although 
it grieued his heart wyth hardy ſpeach to pꝛeſume in pꝛeſence of 
ſo many, pet the £11 anger and deſtre of vengeance embolducd 
hem ſo muteh, as kneeliage Vpan his knees beſoꝛe the Maieſty of 
the Duke, alzud he ſpake theſe worded: Aae my Scuereygne 
Loꝛd) it euer pour grace had pity bpon a deſolate man, fall of diſs 
payze, humble beleech the ſame that not u you do regard the mts 
ſery which on euere ſide aſſayleth me, Haue pit» bponthe p net ty 
of that vnſoꝛtanate olde man agaval whom one hath dor, (ucts 
wong, a3 J hop? by fa:ce of yaur bertue and accuſt2.ne;; tugtes, 
pon wil nat lcaue a ſin ſ det2Jable without deſerued parte nent, 
foz reſpect of :aiſchtefes that mas iaſue where ſatch vuckedneſſe 
halve dilſembled withaut due cozcection: Savenge io, the great 
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teares ran downe his hory Bearde, and by reaſon of his interrup · 
ted ſigheg and continual ſobbes, the panting ok his ſtomack might 
eaſily haue bene pcrcetued all riueid foz age, and Sunneburned 
with heate and continuall Countrep trauatile;and that which mo⸗ 
ued moſt the ſtanders by, was the ruefull loke of the good old man 
who caſting his lookes heare and there, beheld eche one with hys 
holowe and doloꝛous Epes, in ſutch wiſe as if he had not ſpoken 
any woꝛd, hys countenance would haue moued the Loꝛzds to haue 


compaſſion vpon his miſerp, and his teares were of ſutch foꝛce, ag 


the Duke which was a wyſe man, and who meaſured thinges bp 
reaſons guide, pꝛouided with wiſedome, and kozeſeeinge not with. 
out timely iudgement, would know the cauſe whych made that mi 
ſo to make his plaint , and notwithſtanding aſſailed(with what 
ſuſpition J know not) would not haue him openly to tel hys tale, 
but leading him aſide, he ſayd vnto him: My frend,albeit that gree 
vous faultes oł great impoꝛtance, ought grieuoully and openipto 
be cozrected,yet it chaunceth oſtentimes, that he which in a heate e 
choler doth execution foz the guylt, (although that tuſlfy after hee 
bath diſgeſted his rage, at leaſure hee repenteth his rigoz and ouer 
ſodaine ſeueritie, offence being naturall in man {may ſometyme 
where llaunder is not euident)by mild and mercyfull meanes fot» 
get theſame without infringing 02 violating the holy and ciuil con. 
Qitutiong of Lawmakers. I ſpeake thus mutch bicauſe mp heart 
doeth thꝛobbe that ſome of my houſe haue don ſome lilthy faulte a · 
gainſt thee oz ſome of thine. Now J would not that they opcnlye 
ſhould be llaundered, and pet leſſe pꝛetend J to leaue thep: faultes 
vnpuniſhed, ſpectally ſutch as by whoſe cffenſIuc cryme the com⸗ 
mon peace is moleſked, wherein J deſyze that my People ſhoulde 
Ipue. Foz which purpoſe God hath conſtituted Pꝛynces and Po- 
teſtateg as ſhepheardes and guides of hys flocke, to the ende that 
the Tpzannicall fury of the vittous,mighte not deſtroy, deuoure, 
and ſcatter the impotente flocke,ofno valoure if it be foꝛſaken and 
lefte fozlozne by the mighty Irmeg of Pꝛyncipalitieg and Mo- 
narchyes . A finguler modeſſy doubtleſſe, and an incredpble cx- 
ample of«Clemencye in hym , whome hys Cytyzens thoughte 
to be a Tyzant and vniuſt vſurper of a zfree Segnroꝛre, who ſo 
pziuile 
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puuely,and with ſutch familtarity,ag theFriend could wiſh of hi 
cormpenton,hearkened to the cauſe of the pooze Countrep man,and 
mozeouer hys modeſty ſo great, as hee would it not to bee knowen 
what fault it was, oz elſe that the offenders ſhoulde publikely bee 
accuſed, offering foz all that tobe tbe reuenger ofthe wzonge done 
bnto the pooꝛe, and the puntſher of the intury exerciſed agapnſle 
the deſolate, a wozke certainly woꝛthy of a true Chayſtian Pzince, 
and which eſtabliſheih kingdomes decayed, conſetueth thoſe that 
be, rendzing the Pꝛynte to be beloued of God, and fearcd of hig 
Subiects. The poꝛe olde man ſeeing the Duke in ſo good mynde, 
and that accozdingly hee demaunded to know the wꝛong don vnto 
him, the Name of the factoꝛ, and that alſo he had pꝛomiſe d him his 
help and ryghtfull cozrectyon due vnto the deſerued fault, the good 
olde man J ſap concetuing courage, recited from poynt to poynte 
the whole diſcourſe of the rape, and the violence done, vppon hys 
pooze vertuous Daughter, declaring beſides the name and ſur⸗ 
name of thoſe which accompanied the Gentleman, the authoz of 
that conſpiracy, who (as we haue already ſayd) was one that was 
in greateſt fauoʒ with the Duke: who notwithſtanding the Loue 
that he bare to the accuſed, hearing the vnwoꝛthineſſe of a deede ſo 
eretrable, ſaid: As God liucth this is a deteſtable kactt, and well 
deſerueth a ſharpe a crueli punyſhment: Motwithſtanding freend 
take good heede that thou doeſte not miſtake the ſame , by acs 
tuling one fo2 an other,fo2 the Gentleman whome thou haſte na⸗ 
med to be the rauiſher of thy daughter, is of all men deemed to bee 
very honeſt, and doe well aſſure thee that if J finde thee a lyer, thy 
heade ſhall anſwer foz example to eche falſe accuſer and llaunderer 
in time to come. But if the matter be ſo true as thou haſt ſax de, J 
pꝛomiſe thee by p faith J beare to God, ſo wel to redꝛeſſe thy w2dg, 
as thou ſhalt haue cauſe to be thzoughly ſatiſfied with my tuſtice, 
To whome the good olde man thus anſwered. My Loꝛd the mat · 
ter is ſo true, as at this day hee keepeth my Daughter (litze a com⸗ 
mon ſlrumpet ) in his houſe. Ind if it pleaſe your highneſſe to ſend 
thither,you ſhalt know that J doe not falſely accuſe 02 btter lying 
woo2des befoze you, my Loꝛd and Pꝛynce, in pꝛeſence of whom as 
befoze the mpniſter and Lycuetenaunte of God, Man oughte not 
to 
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to ſp2a%ze but truely and reltgeouſlo. Sith it is ſo, ſapd the Duke 
get ther home to thy houſe where G>3d willing J will be this day 
at dinner, but take hede vpon thy like, thou ſay nothing to any man 
what ſo euer he be:foz the reſt let me alone, J will pꝛouide accox- 
ding to reaſon. The good man almoſt fo glad fo h:s good exploit, 
a3 the day befoze he was ſoꝛoweul for his loſſe, ioptully went home 
to his homely houſe and Countrey Cabane, whych he cauſed to be 
made ready ſo wel as hee could, attending the comming ok his de⸗ 
ltuerer, ſuccoꝛ, ſuppoꝛt. and tudge, who when he had heard ſer .tce, 
commaunded his Hoꝛſe to be made ready: foꝛ ( ſayd he) J heare ſay 
there is a wylde Boare haunting herebp, ſo well lodged as is poſ- 
ble to ſee, wee woll goe thyther to wake hym from his lleepe and 
eaſe.and vie that paſtime til our dinner be reade. 
So departing from Floren:e, he rode ſtraight vnto the Mil wher 
his dinner was pꝛepared by hys Seruauntes. There he dined ve⸗ 
ry ſoberly,and vling fe we woꝛds vnto his companp, ſate ſtil al pen. 
due, muſing vpon that he had to doe: Foz on the one ſide the gra⸗ 
uitte of the facte moued him rigoꝛoully to chaſtiſe him which had 
committed the ſame. Da the other ſide the loue which he bare him 
(mollifiing his heart) made him change his minde, and to mode⸗ 
rate his ſentence. The Pꝛonces minde, thus wanderin y beetwene 
loue and rigoꝛ one bꝛought him worde that the Dogs bad rouſte 
the greateſt Hart that euer he ſaw?:which newes pleaſed hem very 
mutch, foꝛ by that meanes he ſent away the multirude 9 ig Gen⸗ 
tlemen to follow the chaſe,re:ataag with him his moge i imther 
kriends, and thoſe that were ol his pꝛiu and ſecrete councel, whem 
he would to he witneſſes of that which he intended to doe, und cau⸗ 
(Ing his hoaſt to come beige him, he ſayd: My friend , thou wuſe 
bwnz2 vs to the piace whereof thys Moꝛnenge thou told: 
me, that J may Þyſcharge my prꝛompſe. The Tourtyerg 
wondzed at thoſe Wooꝛdeg, ignoꝛaunte whereunto the ſame 
were ſpoken : bur the god Man whoſe Yearte leapte fol iop, 
as already feelynge ſome greate Benefpte at Hand, and oz 
noure prepared fo2 the beautyfyinge ok hes Houſe, fecpnge 
the Duke on Yozſebacke_, ran beſpdes hem in ſteade — hys 
++ | ackep 
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Lackey,wyth whome the Pzpnce held mutch pleaſafit ta lke alla: 
long the way ag they wente togyther , but they had not gone farre, 
but the Gentleman the Raupſher, wyth his Companyons , vn 
derſtandyng that the Duke hunted there aboutes,came to doe hym 
treuerencc:and his Foztune was ſutch, as hee 102 any of his fredg 
percetued the olde man: by meaues wlerect ther nothing ſuſpected 
what did inſue. Foꝛ that cauſc the ſatd Rauiſher ſaid to his prince: 
My Lozd, it foꝛtune had fo mutch favored me, ar J mighte haue 
knowen of your commpng into theſe quarterg. r would haue don 
mp duetie to entertaine pou, not ag appertayneih to the greatne ſſe 
ofyour cxcellencp, but accoꝛding to the ability of the lceſt, and pet 
the moſt ob edient of pour ſeruatintg. To whom the Dube diſſem 
bling hig enger ſayd: Str, J dined heere hard by within my tents, 
not knowing that your houſe was ſo ncare vs but fipth that J 
haue met you vpon pour owne Marches and Confines , J wyll 
not goe hence befoꝛe J fee pour lodging: foꝛ lo farie as I ca iudge 
by the outwarde parte of thig goodly vbullding me thinkes Þ wozke 
man hath not koꝛgotten auy thing that ſhould ſerue fo2 the ſetting 
fozth and oꝛnament of this parte of the houſe, which foz the quane 
tity1s one of the faireſt plotteg that J haue ſceve. 

So appꝛoching the Caſtell, the Duke lyghted to view the com⸗ 
modities of the place, and ſpeciallp the image, foꝛ whpch alone hee 
wag deported from hig C ity, whereof the Mayſler of the Douſe 
(dzouke with the ſodaine pleaſure to ſee the Duke there) thought 
nothyng. So defcending into the baſe Court, ihey faw a Marble 
fountainc that diſcharged the water in foure greate gutters, recei· 
ued by foure naked N im phes, end bythem poured into Tieſſetls, 
tichely w2ought with Dam aſtkyne, where was an armed Knpght, 
lying vnder an hyghe and bꝛoade tree, that ouerſhadowed the 
Fountame Ind hard by, they eſpied a lyttle dooꝛe whych ſhewed 
the way into ſo Cngutarc and well planted a Garden, as euer the 
delycious and pleaſant Gat dens were of Alciroe : Foz in the 
lame ( byſideg the Artyfyctatl Wozkemanchrppe, and ozdi- 
narye Traucll of the Gardener.) Nature pꝛeduted foure 
Fountarnes in the koure Cozners , makynge the Place end 
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plaine of Garden equally parted in foureſquarefozme, Now theſe 
fountapnes watered all the fayze knots of the ſame, wythout any 
papne to the Gardener, except to open certapne little Condutcts, 
whereby the water ſpꝛange & ran to what part he thought it need. 
fall. I will heere leaue to ſpeake of the Trees a frutctes dent. 
ded in flue koꝛme oꝛder, the Laberynthes ſubtilely @ finely wzought 
the ſweete Herbers pelding ſutch contentation tothe eye, as if the 
Dutze had not reſpected the wzong done to the Millers daughter, 
the gentleneſſe of the mayſter of the houſe, and the lingularity of 
the place, perchaunce might haue made him koꝛget himſelfe within 
that little earthly Paraoiſe. Ind to perfozme the excellency of þ 
Garden. the woꝛkinge hand a induſtry ol man, holpen by the bene» 
fite of Nature, had foꝛmed within the Ground wherein were be- 
Kowed a number of Intiquities, and wherein the immoꝛtal votce 
of an Eccho anſwered their talke with a triple ſounde in that pꝛo⸗ 
found and earthly place: whwh moued the Duke to call the Gen⸗ 
tleman vnto him, vnto whom he ſayd : I it bee ſo, that the reſt of 
the houſe doe match wyth that whych J haue already ſcene, Jam 
out of doubt it is one of the fapꝛeſt and moſt delectable houſes/at 
thes day wythin the compaſſe of all Italy. Wherefoze my Frende, 
A p:ay thee that wee may ſee the whole, both fo2 the contentation 
of our Mindeg,and alſo that I may make ſome baunt that J 
haue ſeene the rareſt and belt furniſhed little Houſe that is within 
the iuriſoiction of Florence. The Gentleman bathed in eaſe and 
fall of pleaſure,ſeeynge that the Duke lyked ſo well his Houſe, 
broaght hym from chamber to chamber, which was enryched ey⸗ 
ther with ſtately tapiſſarie of Turkey making, oꝛ with riche Ta: 
bles diuinely- wzought, btenſilg ſo neate and fit, as the Duke 
coulde caſt his eye bpon none of them, but he was d2tuen into 
an admiration and Wonder. And the further he went, the grea- 
ter hee ſawe the inereaſe, aud almoſt a Regeneration , oz as J 
may ſay, a newe Byꝛth of rare thinges , which made the little- 
neſſe of the Place moze Stately and wonderfull: Wherefoze 
hee greatly eſteemed hym in hys Mynde whych had deupſed 


the Magnificence of ſutch a Furnyture . Ffter then that — 
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he hadvillted the Poztals,Galleries,Parlers,Chambers, Gar. 
xets,Wardzobes, Cloſeta, and chtefeſt Bomes of that houſe, thep 
tame into a Gallerie, which had a direct pzolpect vpon the Gerdt, 
at the end wherof there wag a chamber ſhut,ouer which ſutch In 
ute and Imboſſed woꝛke, as it was maruell to behold, and vpon 
the garden ſide in like wozkemanſhtp , yee mighte haue viewed a 
troupe of Nymphes (a long the ſide of a woode a dioyning vpon a 
great Riuet) flying from an hierd of Satires, thet made as though 
they would haue ouerrunne ihem:a pleaſure it was to ſee their ga · 
ping mouthes, ther eres fixed vpon the place where theyz clouen⸗ 
footed purſuters were, and the countenance of them, which ſo well 
exp2eſſed they; feate, as there wanted nothing but ſpesche. £Boze- 
duer a better light it was to beholde the Satire Bucks, with dyſ- 
played thzote, and theyꝛ fxngers poynting at the haſt of thoſe poze 
frarfull runawayes,as though they mocked they: ſodaine flyghte. 
Within a while after ye might hauc ſcene Hercules lyinge a Bed 
with his wife, towards whom aFaunus came thinking to eniop the 
beauty and embꝛacements of the leping dame. But fayzer it wag 
toſee how that ſtrong Amphitrionian gaue him the mocke , and 
trained him ſo hard, as he thought his belly would burſte , The 
Duke beholding as he thought, the fayzeſt Chamber of the houſe 
ſo ſhut, by and by ſuſpected the truth of the cauſe. Foz the Gentle- 
man knowing the comming of the Duke, had withdꝛawen hig wo- 
man into the ſame foʒ that it was the moſt ſi crete of his houſe, and 
the furdeſi from all ozdinary ſeruice.Npon ſurmiſe the Duke de. 
maunded:wherefoze that Chamber was not opened ſo wel as the 
reſt, J ſuppoſe the ſame to be your treaſure houſe,'(quod hee) and 
- | theſtozchouſe of pour moſt delicate things: Wee pꝛap you ict bg 
ie | looke into it. My Lo2d(ſapd the Gentlewan)the place is to farre 
aut ot oder, at this time to ſhew your grace. Wozeouver J knowe

dect. Wherkoze with furious countenaunce he ſapd vnto — 
to Goe 
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too, goe too, either with the key, oz without the Ker, let this doo 
, opened, that I may ſee at! thy ſecretes within. The rauicher ſee; 
es ing the Dake to be earneſt, could not tell at the firſt Fate, ot what 
© Woode to make his arrowes . ſtode ſtil aTonnzd,and was ſurpʒy. 
ſed wyth anew? feare .Jn the end notwythſtandyng, playiage the 
good fellowe,hee went vnto the D zke,in;whole eare ſmilinge hee 
whiſpered ( bicauſe he knew right weill that the D ake was an in- 
different good companlon, and loued ſo wel his neighboꝛs Wyfe 
eca3 his owne:) And ſayd : My Lozd there is a pꝛety wench within, 
« whome J do kepe, and would not ſhewe hir to any lyuing man but 
teto ou. That is the cauſe J aſke(ſayd the Duke) iet vs ſee hir that 
A may geue iudgement ok hir beautp, and tell pou whither ſhee bee 
ecwoꝛth the keeping oz not. The mayſter of the houſe opened p cham 
ber doꝛe, thinking to haue gained muich, and ſuppoſed to inſtnuatt 
himſelke the better into the kauoꝛ of the Duke, but immedtatlye hee 
ſaw himſelke farre decetued ok his accompt. Foz the rauiſhed and 
ſhamekaſt maiden comming koꝛth of the Chamber with hir hapze 
about hir eyes, and hir garments berent and toꝛne, hir ſtomake and 

te bꝛeaſt all naked and diſcouered, hir Face en Eyes all blubberey 
«« wpth Teares, lyke a deſperate woman thzew hir ſelfe at the Pyin- 
ec ces fcete,crying out. Fh(my Lozd)veholde hcere,and haue pitpy- 
cepon the molt vnkoꝛtunate Wenche of all moſte wꝛetched capytyfe 
Women, who ſhamekully and Trayterouſly hath bene abuſed and 
at defloured by him, whych tmpudently dareth to bꝛyng you into the 
place the wytneſſe of hys abhominable and wycked Lyfe . The 
Duke ſeeing this ſight, and hauing compaſſion vpon the Maiden, 
turned his Face towardes the Gentleman and hys Companpons 
which (be chance wer come thither, as the Duke was entred into 
the Gallerie) not with milde and pleaſaat countenance las her ſhe: 
wed from the beginning. but with a looke ſo graue and ſeuere, ag 
the hardieſt of the company could not tell what to do, oꝛ what anſ⸗ 
were to make hym Upon them than began the ryghtcous Pnce 
to vomit his dyſpleaſure, ſayinge : Js this the innobling of the 
Bloud whereof thou arte deſcended, to rauyſhe thy Meyghboꝛs 
and my ſubiectes Daughters, that duetyfully lyue vnder mynt 
oberſance and pꝛotection : Doeſt thou thus abuſe the familtaritie

dente, to the ende that hys like may exercife like things, oz of grea⸗ 
ter conſequence, bp not ſuff:riage benemous e vnp2oſitable hearbs 
to grow within the Garden ok thetr Common wealth. Wythin the

J woll not heere Indeuour my ſclfe to 
ſecke fo: exarnple3 of Samſon, Salomon oz other, which ſuffred 
themſelues fondly to be abuſed by Women: and who by meane of 
them be tumble d into great faults, and haue incurred greater pe« 
tils, Cntentinge mo ſelfe to recyte a rpght pitifull Hiſtoꝛy done 
almof in our tyme, whea the French vnder leadinge of that nota · 
ble Capitayne Gaftonde Foix, vanquiched the fozce of Spayne 
and Naples at the Pourney of Ravenna inthe time of the French

of Arogo n, ſo ntime king of Naples, after the French had exoꝛieng 


qaſe of Aragon out of that Titty, the ſayde Nologua retęꝛed into

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Fraunce,and thereby recoueredthe goods, which ihee polleſſed y 
his countrey. The Gentleman beſides that he was valtant of his 
perſone, a good man of Warre,and wel eſteemed amongs the bel

done, but that it was diſcouered. Ind it ſulfiſed not that the bꝛute 
was noyſed thꝛough Naples, but that the ſound flew further of, 


wth the multitude of hys'Tongues , and Trumps , Pzoclay. 
meth in diuers and ſundzy places, the things which chaunce in at 
the Regions of the Earth. Euen ſo that bablinge foole, caried the 
newes of that ſecond Chtidbed to the Eares of the Card mall of 
Aragon the Ducheſſe Bother, being then at Rome. Think what 
Jop, and Pleaſure the Aragon bzothers had, by hearinge the re- 
poꝛt of their Siſters fact. I dare pꝛeſume to ſap, that albeit they 
were extremely wzoth wyth this happened Slaunder, and wyth 
that diſhoneſt Fame which the Ducheſſe had gotten thzoughout l- 
taly, yet farre greater was their ſozrow and griefe, foz that they 
did not know what hee was, that ſo curteoully was alli d to their 
houſe, and in their loue had increaſed their Ligneage. Ind there- 
koꝛe ſwelling wyth deſpite, and rapt wyth fury to ſee themſelues 
ſo defamed by one of their Bloude, they purpoſed by all meanes 
whatſoencr it coſt them, to know the lucky Louer that had ſo wel 
tilled the Ducheſſe their Siſtres field. Thus deſtrous to remoue 
that ſhame from befoze their Eyes, e to bee reuenged of a wꝛong 
ſo notable, they ſent Eſpials round about, and ſcouts to Naples, to 
view and ſpy the behauiour and talke of the Ducheſſe, to ſettle 
ſome certayne Judgement of him, which ealingly was become 
their Bzother in lawe . The Ducheſſe Courte beinge in thyg 
tron⸗

As eche man doth know that Bumoz hath many mouthes, who - 
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in thys trouble,ſhee dyd contynualty perceiue in hir houſe, hir bꝛo⸗ 
wers men to marke hir countenance, and to note thoſe that came 
thither to viſite hir, and to whom ſhe vſed greateſt familiaritie, bi 
cauſe it is tmpoſſible but that the fire, although it be raked vnder 
the atheg,mult giue ſome heat. And albeit the two Louers vſed 
iche others company, without ſhewing any Sygne of their affec 
tion, vet they purpoſed to chaung theyz eſtate foz a tyme, hy yelding 
truce to their pleaſureg:Pea , and although Bologna wag a wiſe 
and pꝛouident perſonage, fearing to be ſurpꝛiſed vpon the facte, oz 
that the Gentlewoman of the Chamber cozrupted with money, oz 
foxced by feare,ſhould pzonounce anp matter to his hinderance 02 
diſanantage,determincd to ablent himſelf from Naples, yet not ſo 
ſodainly but that he made the Ducheſſe his faithfull Lady @ com- 
panton pztup of his intent. Ind as they were ſecretly in their chã · 
ber togither,he vſed theſe oz ſutch like woꝛds: Madame, albeit the 
night good intent and vnſtained conſcience, is free from faulte pet 
the iudgement of men hath further relation to the exterioz appa⸗ 
tante, than to Nertues fo2ce and innocency it ſeit, as ignoꝛaunt of 
the ſecrets of the thought: and ſo in things that be well done, wee 
muſt of neceſſity fall into the ſentence of thoſe, whom beaſtiy affec- 
tion rauiſheth maze. than ruled reaſon. You ſe the ſolempne watch 
and guarde whych the Seruaunts of the Lozdeg pour Bꝛothers 
do within your houſe, and the ſuſpition which they haue concetued 
by reaſon o? pour ſecond Childbed, and by what meanes they La⸗ 
bo} truely to know how your aTay:es pꝛocede, and things do paſſe, 
Ifeare not death where your ſeruice may be aduaunced , but pt 
herein the Maiden of pour Chamber be not ſecrete, it ſhe bee co2- 
tupted, and if ſhe keepe not cloſe that which ſhee ought to doe, it is 
vot ignozaunt to vou that it is the loſſe of my Lyfe, and ſhall dye 
ſuſpected to bee a Whozemonger and varlot, euen J. (I ſay) ſhal 
incurre that Perpll, whych an pour true and Lawfull Buſband, 
Thys ſeparatton chaunceth not by Juſtycs oz deſert, ſuth the cauſe 
is to ryghteoug for vs:but rather your Bꝛethꝛen will pꝛocure my 
Death, when J hall thinke the ſame in greateſt aſſurance. Ff J 
had to do but wyth on? oꝛ two. N wo id not chaungꝛ the place, ne 
march one Cep from Naples. bat be aTared,that a great band, and 
tit the 
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the ſame well armed will ſet bppon me, I pzay you madame ſuf. 
fer me to retire fo2 a time, foz J am aſſured that when J am ab· 
ſent , they will neuer ſotle their hidg oꝛ imbzue their ſweardes in 
your Bloud. It I doubted any thing at all of Peryll touchpng 
your owne perſon, I had rather a hundzed hundzed tymes die in 
your Company,than lyne to ſee you no moze.But out of doubt J 
am, that if our affaires were diſcouered,and they knew you to be 
begottẽ with Chyld by me your ſafety would be p2outded foz wher 
I chould ſuſtain the penaunce of the fact, committed without fault 
oz ſinne. And therkoꝛe J am determined to goe from Naples, 1003. 
der mine affatres, and to cauſe my Reuenue to be bꝛought to the 
place ot mine aba de, and from thence to Ancona, vntyl it pleaſeth 
God to mitigate the rage of your bꝛethꝛen, and recouer their good 
wills foz conſẽnt to our mariage. But I meane not to do 02 con. 
clude any thing without pour aduiſe, Ind ik thys intente doe not 
like yon, gyue me Councell Madame, what J were beſte to doe, 
that both in Lyfe and Death pou map knowe pour faythfull 
ſeruaunt and louing Huſband is ready to obey and pleaſe you. 
This good Lady hearing hir huſbands diſcourſe , vncertayne 
what to do, wept bitter /p, as well foz grief to loſe his pꝛeſence, as 
foz that ſhe felt her ſelf with child the third time, The Aghes and 
teares,the ſobbes and heauy lookes, which ſhe thzewe fozth vppon 
hir ſoxrowfull huſband, gane ſufficteat witneſſe of hir papne and 
Gryef . Ind if none had hard hir, I thynke her playntes woulde 
haue well exp:eſſed hir inwarde ſmarte of mynde. Bat like a wile 
Ladye ſeing the alleaged reaſons of hir huſbande, licenſed him al: 
though agaynſte hir minde,not wythout vtterance of theſe fewe 
Woꝛds, betoze hee went out of hir Chamber:Deare huſband, if J 
were ſo well aſſured of the alfectyon of my Bzethzen,as J am of 
my Mapdes fidelity, I would entreat vou not to leaue me alone: 
ſpeciallye in the caſe I am, beynge wyth Chylde . But kno+ 
wyng that to be iuſt and true whych vou haue ſayde. Jam con⸗ 
tent to fozce my wpll koz a certayne tyme , that herea'ter wee 
may ly3e at reſt together, toynyng our ſelues in the Companye 
of our Cheldꝛen and Famplye , voyde of thoſetroubles , —— 
| gre 
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Courts oꝛdinarily beare within the compaſſe of their Pa- 
laces.Of one thing I muſk intreat vou, that ſo often as you can by 
truſty meTenger,youfend me wozd and intelligence of your health 
and ſtate, bic auſe the ſame ſhall bꝛing vnto me greater pleaſure g 
contentation,than the welfare of mine owne:and bicauſe aiſo, vpon 
ſutch oc urrentes as ſhall chaunce, I may pꝛouyde foz myne owne 
affaircs,the ſurety of my ſeif,and of our Childꝛen. Jn ſaying ſo, 
ſhe emb2aced him very amozoully,and he kiſſed hir with ſo greate 
ſoꝛto w and grief ok heart, as the ſoule was ready out of his Body 
to take hir flight, ſoꝛowkul beyond meaſure ſo to leaue hir whome 
he loued,foz the great curteſtes and honoz which hee had recetued 
athirha1ds. In the end, kearing that the Aragon eſpials woulde 
tome and diſcrie them tn thoſe pꝛiuities, Bologna tooke his leaue, 
and bad his Lady and ſpouſe Farewelt 

Ind this was the ſecond Fcte of this TragtcallHiſtozie,to ſee 
afugitife huſband ſecretly to mary,eſpectally hir, vpon whome het 
ought not ſo mutch as to loke but with feare and reuerence , Be- 
hold here (O ve foliſh louers)a Glaſſe of your lightneſſe, and pee 
Women, the courſe of your fond behauyoz . It behoueth not the 
wiſe ſodainly to execute their flrſt motiõs and deſpꝛes of their heart 
fo: ſo mutch as they may be aſſured that pleaſure is purſued ſo 
neare with a repentaunce ſo ſharp to be ſuffred,and hard to be di; 
geſted,as their voluptuouſneſſe ſhall vtterſy diſcontent them. 
True it is, that mariages be don in heauen and perkoꝛmed in earth 
but that ſaying map not be applied to fooles, which gouerne them 
ſelueg by carnall deſlres,whoſe ſcope is but pleaſure,and the re- 
ward many times equall to their follte, Shall I be of opint$ that 
8 houſhold ſeruaunt oughte to ſollicite , nay rather ſubozne the 
Daughter of his Lozde without punyſhment,o2 that a vyle and 
abtect Perſon dare to mount vpon a Pꝛynces Bed: Mo no. pol- 
licye requyreth oꝛder in all, and eche wight ought to bee matched 
accozding to they2 qualytye , wythout makynge a Paſtme of it 
tocouer they: Follyeg, and knowe not of what Foꝛce Love and 
Deltenp be, except the ſam? be reſyſted. Þ goodlp thing? it is ta 
Loue, but where reaſon looſeth Ow » Loue ig * 
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his efect,and the ſeque le rage and Madneſſe. Leaue we to dif 
courſe of thoſe which beleue that they be conſtrapned to folowe the 
Fozce of theyz Mynde, and may ealliye ſubdue themſelueg to the 
Lawes ef Uertue and Honeſty, lxke one that thzuſteth hys Heade 
into a Sack, and thynkes he can not get out:ſutch People do plea; 
ſe themſelues in they? loſſe, and think all well that is nopſome to 
their Health. daily folowyng they: owne delyghtes . Come wee a. 
gaine then to ſir Bologna, who after he had left hyg Wyfe in hir 
Caſtell , went to Naples, and hauing ſeſſed a Rent vpon hir lãdg, 
and leuyed a good ſumme of Monep, he repapꝛed to Ancona act; 
ty of the patrimonye ofthe Romane Church, whither hee caryed 
the two Chyldzen , which he had of the Ducheſſe, cauſyng them 
to be bzought vp w ſuche Dyligence + care, as it is to be thought a 
Father well affectyoned to hys Wyfe would doe, and who delygh⸗ 
ted to ſee a Bꝛaunch of the Tree, that to hym was the beſt beloued 
Frupct ofthe Wozld. There he hyꝛed a Youſe foz hys trayne, and 
fo2 thoſe that wayted vppon hys Wyfe , who in the meane tyme 
was in great care, and could not tell of what Woode to make hir 
arrowes,percepuing that hir Belly began to ſwell, and grow to 
the tyme of hit deltuery,ſeeing that from Day to Day, hir B:9- 
thers ſeruaunts were at hir back,votde of Tounſel and aduiſe, if 
one euenyng ſhe had not ſpoken to the Gentlewoman of hir cham · 
ber,touchyng the doubts and peryl wherein ſhe was, no: knowing 
how ſhe might be deltuered from the ſame. That maiden was gen⸗ 
tle and of a good mind and ſtomake,and loned hir miſtreſſe very 
derely , and ſeeing hir ſo amazed and tozmenting hir ſelf to death, 
mindyng to fray hir no further, ne to repꝛoue hir of hir fault which 
could not be amended, but rather to pzoupde foꝛ the daunger wher 
unto ſhe had hedlong call hir ſelf,gaue hir this aduyſe: How now 
Madame ( ſayd ſhee,) is that W-ſdon whych from your Chyld- 
hode hath ben ſo kamyliar in you,diſlodged from your bzeſt in time 
when it ought chiefly to reſt foꝛ incountryng of thoſe miſhaps that 
are comming vpon vs? Think you to auotd the dangers, by thus 
toztnentyng your ſelf,except you ſet your Hands to the wozk ther⸗ 
by to gyue the repulſe to aduerſe foztune?F haue heard you many 
tymes ſpeake of the Conſfancye and Fozce of Mende: whych 
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ought to ſhine in the dedes of Pꝛinceſſes, moze clerely than amõgs 
thoſe dames of baſer houſe, and whych ought to make them aps 
peare like the ſunne and the little ſarreg. Ind vet I ſee you nowe 
aſtonned,as though you had neuer fozſcene,that aduerſity chauns 
eth ſo wel to catch the great within his clouches, as the baſe and 
ſimple ſozt. Is it but now. that you haue called to remembꝛaunce 
that which might inſue your martage with fir Bologna? Did hys 
one ly pꝛeſence aſſure you againſt the waits of foꝛtune, and was it 
the thought of patnes, feares and frights, which now turmotleth 
your doloꝛous mind: ODught you thus to vexe vout ielt, when nede 
it is to think how to ſaue both your honoꝛ, and he fruicte wythin 
your intratleg? It your ſozrow be fo great oucr fic Bologna, and 
if pou feare your childbed wil be deſcried, why ſeeke you not mea; 
nes to attempt ſome voyage,fo2 couering of the fact, to beguile the 
eres of them whych ſo diligently do watch you? Doth your Hearte 
faile you in that matter:Whereof do you dzeame?Why ſweat and 
freat you befoze you make me anſwer? Ih ſweete hearte ( anſwered 
the Ducheſſe, )if thou felteſt the payne which J do ſuffer, thy ton. 
gue would not be ſo mutch at wyll, as thou ſheweſt it now to bee 
fo: rep2oofe of mp ſmall Conſtancie. J do fo:row ſpecially fo2 the 
cauſes which thou alleageſt,and aboue all, foz that I know well, 
that if my Bzethzen had neuer ſo litle intelligence of my beynge 
with Chyld, were bndone and my Lyfe at an end, and perads 
ucnture pooꝛe Wench,thou ſhouldeſt beare the penaunce fo2z my 
ſinne. But what way can J tabe,that fil theſe Candels may not 
giue light,and J votded of the Trayne whych ought to wayghte 
bpon mp Bzethzen? I rhinke if J ſhould deſcend into Yell , they 
would know, whither any ſhadowe there were in loue with me. 

Now geſſe if J ould trauayle the Realme, oz retire to any other 
place,whither they would let me ltue in peace? Nothyng lee , fo2 
ſuſpect they would, that the cauſe of wy departure pꝛoceeded of de⸗ 
ſy2e to liue at liberty, to dallye wyth hym,whom they Judge to bee 
other than my lawfullhuſbande. Ind it may ſo be that as they bee 
Wicked and ſuſpicious, ſo will they doubte of my bernge wyth 
Chyide and thereby ſhall J be farre moze infoztunate by trauay- - 
lyng than here in miſerie amidde mene onguiſhe:and you the relle 
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«« that be keepers of my Councell, all into gregter Daunger 
te bppon whome no doubte they will bee; reuenged: and fleſhe the. 
« ſelues foz your vnhappy waiting and attendance vpon vs : Ma⸗ 
te dame ſayd the bolde Maiden, be not afraide, and followe mine ad. 
te uiſc,foz I hope that it ſhall be the meaneg both to ſee your ſpouſe, 
er and to rid thoſe troubleſome verlets out of your Houſe, and in like 
ce maner ſafely to deltuer vou into good aſſuraunce. Sap your mind 
« quod the Ladye,fo2 it may bee, that I wyll gouerne my ſetf accoꝛ⸗ 
« ding to the ſame. Mine aduiſe is then,ſayd the Gentlewoman , to 
« let your Youthold vnderſtand, that you made a Nowe to viſtre the 
Holy Temple of our Lady of Loretto, (a Famous Pilgrimage 
in Italy) and that you commaund your Trayn to make themſelueg 
ready to wayt vpon you foz accomplyſhment of pour detotion, and 
from thence you ſhall take pour Journey to ſotourne at Ancona, 
whither bekoze you got hence, vou (hall fend your Moueables and 
Plate, wyth ſutch Moneye as you thonke neceſſarye foꝛ furnp · 
ching of your Charges. Ind afterwards God will perfozme the 
reſt,and through his holy mercy will guyde and direct al rour af: 
faireg. The Ducheſſe hearing the mayden ſpeake her good adutſe 
and amazed of her ſodapue inuentton, could not fozbear to embzace 
and kyſſe hir, bleſſing the houre wherein ſhe was bozne.and that e. 
uer the chaunced into hic Companye,to whome afterwardes ſhee 
ſayd . MW» Wenche, J had well determined to gyue ouer myne 
eſtate and Noble poꝛte, topfully to lyue a (inple Gentie Woman 
with my dare and welbeloued Huſband , but J could not deuyſe 
how Ichould coauenpently departe thys Countrey without ſuſ⸗ 
pition of ſome folly : and ith that thou haſt ſo well inſtructed mee 
foz bzynging that ſame to paſſe, A pꝛomyſe, thee that fo diligentlye 
thy counſel ſhal be perfozmed,as I ſee the ſame to be right good # 
neceſfary. Foz rather had I fee my huſband, beynge alone with · 
out title of Ducheſſe oꝛ great Lady, than to liue without him beaus 
tifled with the graces and Nameg of Bono: and pꝛeheminence. 
This deuiſed plot was no ſoner grounded, but ſhe gaue oꝛder fo; 
execution of the ſame , and bzought tt to paſſe with ſurch dexterity 
as the Ladye in leſſe than viti. Dayes had conveyed and ſente the 
maſt part of hir Moueables, and ſpecially the chyefeſt and beſte to 
Ancona,

ſubdueth the wiſe and ſtrongeſt wozldlings, Who woulde thinks 
that a great Lady beſides the abandoning hir eſtate, hir goodes # 
Chyld , would haue miſpzyſed hir honoz and reputation, to fol- 
low like a vagabond,a poze and ſimple Gentleman, and hin bi- 
lides that wag the houſhold ſeruaunt of hir Courte? Ind pet you 
ſee this great and mighty Ducheſſe trot and run after the Male, 
lize a female Wolfe 62 Lioneſſe(when they goe to lault, ) and fo2- 


get the Noble bloud of Aragon whereof ſhe was deſtended, to cou 


ple hir ſelf almoſt withthe ſimpyleſt perſon of aul the trimmeſt Gen⸗ 
tlemen of Naples But turne we not the example of follies,to bes 
a matter of conſequence-foz if one 02 two become bankrupt of theyz 
honoz,tt followeth not good Ladyes. that theyz fact ſhould ſerue 
fo: a matche to pour deſerrs,and mutch leſle a patron foz you to fo · 
folow. Theſe Hyſtoꝛtes be not wzyten to trayne and trap you to 
purſue the thouſand thouſand flippery fleightes of Loues gallan⸗ 
tiſe,but rather carefully to warne you to behold the ſemblable 
faulteg,and to ſerue fo2 a dzugge to dyſcharge the Poyſbn which 
gnaweth and fretteth the integrytie and ſoundneſle of the ſoule.

Nero Caligula, Domitian,and H:liogabalus,and ſpare not to re. 


compte them amongs our wanton youthes which ſotle themleluen 


villaineg moze fllthily than the ſwine do inthe durt. Al this inten- 
deth it an iuſtruction foꝛ your youth to follow the infection @ whozg 
dome of thoſe Monſters? Bꝛtter it were all thoſe bokes were dꝛẽ⸗ 
ched in bottomleſſe depth of ſeas, th in chꝛiſtian like by their meg. 
nes ſhould be coʒrupted:hut the example ofthe Wicked ig indu · 
ted foz to eſchue and auoid them, as the life of the good and honeſ 
is remembzed to frame and addzeff: our behaufoz in this woꝛld to 
be pꝛaiſe wazthy and com mended Otherwyſe the holpneſle of ſas 
cred w2tt ſhould ſerue fo: an argument to the bathzifty aud luxurt- 
ous ts conflry and appꝛoue their beaſtip and liceneious wickeds 
neſſe.Come we agatne then to our purpoſe:the good Pilgrime of 
LO fozth hir voyage to atchieue hir deuotions , by vill.

Wien th: had done hirſuffcages at Loretf 
to, hir people thought hir votage to be at an end, and that ſhe wold 
haue returned again into hir Conntrey.But ſhe ſald vuto them: 
that fozſomutch as ſhe was fa neare Ancona, being but. rb, mples 
ot. he would not retyꝛe but che had ſeen that auncient and goodlye 
city,which dicrg la taꝛtes do greatly recommend, as wel foz the 
pleaſant frat thexaf.2 l were of hir aduiſe, and went ko: ward to

Ind neede⸗ 
full it is not to keepe ſilente that which is neyther eupll done ne 
hurtfull to any perſon: If things myght be kept ſecrete and ſtel re · 
maine bnknowen , except they were derlared by the doers of them, 
pit would not J commit the wzong in concealyng that, which to 
deſcouer vnto vou doth greatly delite me, and deltuereth my mind 
from exceeding griet, in ſutch wiſe ag if the flames of my deſlte 
could bzeake out with ſutch violence, ss the fire hath taken heate

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Ppng ſecrete the pertoꝛmed mariage: foi the wycked bꝛute diſpear- 
{:dthzough the realme by reaſon of my childbed, one yeare paſte, 
hath diſpleaſed ſome howbeit my conſcience receiutth comforte ,fo 
that the ſameis freefrom fault oꝛ blot. Nw ſhall pe know there: 
foze what he ts, whom I acknowledgfoz my Loꝛd and ſpouſe, and 
who it is that lawfallp hath me eſpouſed in the pꝛeſence of this ge; 
tlewoman here pꝛeſent, which is the witneſſe of our Nupttals and 
accozde of mariage. This gentleman alſo Antonio Bologna, is he 
to whom J haue ſwoꝛn and gtuen my faith, and hee againe to mee 
hath ingaged hig. He it is whom J accompt fo2 my ſpouſe and huf. 
hand, (and with whome hencefozth)J meane to reſt and contynue. 
In consideration whereof,if there be any heere amongs vou all, 
that ſhal miſlike of my choyle, and is wylling to wayt vppon my 
ſonne the Duke, Imeane not to let them ot their intent, pꝛayinge 
them faithfully to ſerue him, and to be careful of his perſon, and to 
. be vnto him ſo honeſt and loyall,as they haue bene to me ſo longe 
as I was their miſtreſſe. But tfanyof vou dere ſtii to make your 
abode wyth me, to be partakers of my Wealth and woe, J will ſo 
entertayne them as they ſhall haue good cauſe to be contented , if 
not let the departe hence to Maltze the ſteward ſhal pꝛouide foꝛ the 
accozding to their degre:foz touching my ſelf I do mind no moze 
to be termed an Inkamous Ducheffe : rather would J be honozed 
wyth the Tytle of aſymple Gentle woman, 02 wyth that eſtate 
.whych ſhee can haue that bath an honeſt huſband, and wyth whom 
ſhe holdeth faithfull and loyall companx, than reuerenced with the 
glozy of a Pꝛynceſſe, ſubiect to the deſpite ot ſlaunderaus tongues, 
Pe know ſaid ſhe to Bolognz)what hath paſſd betwene vg , and 
God is the witneſſe af the integrity af my Conſcyence, wherfoꝛe 
pꝛap vou bzyng foꝛth our Chyldzen, that eche Man may beholde 
the Frupctes.rayſed of our ailyance . Maupnge ſpoken thoſe 
Wooꝛdeg, and the Chpldzenbzoughte fozthe into the Yall ; all 
the Co:npanye ſtoode. yl! ſo aſtonned wpth that newe ſucceſſe 
and tale, as though hoznes ſadainly had ſtarted fozth their heads, 
and reſted vnmoueahle and amazed, like the great marble pilterof 
Rome called Paſquile, foꝛ ſo mutchagthepneuer thought ne cotis 
lectured þ Bologua was 5 ſucceſſaꝑ of the duke of Malf in his ine- 
riage bed.

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hot was the — ol the Caralrophe and bloudy ond of 
Tragedie. Fo2 of all the Ducheſle ſeruaunts, there! was · nat 
bne that was willing to continue wyth they: aunttent miſireſle, 

who withthe faithfiillmaiden of hir chamber remained at-Ancos 
na entoping the toytul embꝛacements of hir Huſdande, in allſutch 
Pleaſure and Delyghts as they dee , whych haupng lyucd in fear, 
be ſet at liberty, and out ot al ſuſpition, plunge d in a ſea of top, and 
fleeting in the quiet calme of al paſſetuwe, where Bolog na had none 
dther care, but how to pleaſe bis beſt beloued, and — ſtudied nos 
ching elle but hom ta loue and obey him, as the wyfe ought to doe 
bit Huſband. But thys fayze Weather laſted not longe,fo2 as the 
Foxes of men do not long endure but wall in lyttle tyme, So bee 
the delights of loucrs leſſe firme and Cedefaſt.and paſſe awap al⸗ 
wol} in one, moment of an houre Now the ſeruaunts of the Du; 
chelle which wer retired. and durſt tary no longer with hir, eating 
the fury of the Cardinal of Aragon bzother to the Lady, the verye 
Day they departed from Ancona, deuiſed amongs themſelues that 
ine ol them (Gould ride in poſt to Rome, to aduertiſe the Cardinal 
of the Ladyes mat page, to the intente that the. sragon Bzethzen 
myght conceiue no cauſe to ſeke reuenge af theyꝛ diſloyalty. That 
determination ſpedily was accompuſhed, one poſting towardeg 
Rome, and the reſt galloping to the countrey Caſteis of the duke. 
Theſe newes repozted to the Cardinal and his Bꝛother it may

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bighelt and derpelt things of the wozld:but this tncarnate 
bealte the Woman; no Fozce can ſubdne hit uo ſwifeneſſe tan

Couerlets: Theſe foꝛmer 
turies might haue ſome excuſe to cc uer their ctuelip, but theſe had 
no other colo2 but a certain beaſtiy madneſſe which moued them to 
kil thoſe litle Chitdz# their neptewe,who by no means could pꝛe⸗ 
tudice oʒanoꝝ the Duke ofMalf o: his title, in the ſucceſſion of his 
Duchie, the mother hating withdzawen hir goods, and Hed her 
dowNte aſſigned hir;but a wicked hart wꝛapt in malice muſt nedes 
bzing fozth ſembiable wozkeg· In the time of theſe murders the 
inkoʒ unate Louer kept himſelf at i llan with his ſonne Federick, 
and bowed himſelf to the Lozd Siluio Sauello, who that tyme be⸗

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tneman his name was Delio, one very well learned, and of trim 
inuention, who very excellentiy hath endited in the Italian vulgar 
tongue. This belio knowing the Gentletnan to be huſband to the 
deceaſed Ducheſle of Malſi came vnto him, g takig him aſide, ſaid: 
Sir, albeit I haue no great acquaintance with vou, this being the 
firſt time that euer J ſaw vou, to my remẽbꝛance, fo it is, that ver⸗ 
me hath ſutch fozce, # maketh gentle myndes ſo amozous of their 
like, as when they doe beholde ech other, they fecle thẽſelues cou- 
pled as it were ina bande of mindes, d impoſſible it is to diuide þ 
ſame. Now knowinge what you be, and the good and commenda⸗ 
ble qualities in you, I cofipt it my duty to reueale that which may 
chaunce to bꝛeede you damage, Know you then, that J of late was 
in company with a Noble man of Naples, whych is in this Citty, 
banded with a certaine company of hozſemen, who tolde mee that 
he had a ſpectall charge to kill you,and therefoꝛe pzayed me (as it 
ſeemed ) to require you not to come in his light , to the intent he 
might not be conſtrayned to doe that, which offend his Coſctence, 
and grieue the ſame all dayes of his life. Moztouer I baue wozſe 
Tidinges to tell you : the Ducheſſe pour Wyle is deade by vio. 
lent hand in pꝛiſon, and the moſt part of them that were in hir cõ⸗ 
tany. Belldes this aſſure pour ſelfe, that if you doe not take heede 
to that which this Neapolitzne Capitopne hath differred, other 
wyll doe and execute the ſame. This mutch J haue thought good 
to tell you, bicauſe it would very mvutch grieue me, that a Gentle- 
mn in ſo excellent as you be, ſhould be murdered in that myſerable 
wyſe,and J ſhould deeme my ſelfe vnwozthy of ye, if knowing 
theſe pꝛattiſes I ſhould diſſemble the ſame. Whereunto Bologna 
zunſwered: Dyz Delio J am greatly boumd vnto you, and geue 
vou hearty thankes fs2 the good will vou beare me. But in the cõ⸗ 
ſpiracy of the Bzethzen of Aragon, and of the death of mp Lady, 
rou be decerued, and ſome haue giuen pou wꝛong intelligence. Foz 
within theſe two dares J receyued letters from Naples, wherein 
Jam aduertiſed, that the right honozable and reuerend Cardinal 
end his Bꝛother be almoſt appeaſed, end that my goods Hall bee 
tend ꝛed agarne, and my deare Wye reſtozed, Ah Dy: ſayde 
Delio, how vou bee begutled and Fedde wyth Follyes, and 
nouriſhed 
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and nouriſhed with lletghts of Court. Iſſure your ſelfe that they 
which wzite theſe trifles , make ſutch ſhamefull ſale of your lpfe, 
as the Butcher doth of his fleſh inthe Shambles,and ſo wicked. 
ly betray you, as impoſſible it is to inuent a treaſon moꝛe deteſta⸗ 
ble: but bethinke you well thereof. When he had ſayd ſo, he tooke 
hes leaue, and ioyned hymlſelfe in company of fine and pꝛegnaunt 
Wottes, there aſſembled together. In the meane tyme, the cruell 
Spirite of the Aragon Bethzen were not yet appeaſed wyth 
the koꝛmer tnurders,but needes muſt finiſh the laſt act of Bolo gna 
hos Tragedy by loſſe of hys Lyfe, to keepe hys Wyfe, and 
Chyldzen company ſo well in an other Wozlde, as hee wag 
bnited with them tn Loue in this fraple and tranſſtozy paſ- 
ſage, The Neapolitan Gentleman befoze ſpoken of by Deleo, 
whych had taken this enterpꝛiſe to ſatiſtie the barbarous Cardi; 
nall, toberieue his Countreyman of lyfe, hauinge chaunged his 
mynde, and differring from day to day to ſoꝛte the ſame to effect, it 
chaunced that a Lobacde of larger Conſcience than the other, in 
ueigled with Couetouſneſle, and hired fo ready Money, pꝛacti⸗ 
ſed the death of the Ducheſſe pooꝛe huſband, This bloudy beaſte 
was calleo Danicl de Bozola that had charge of a certayne bande 
of fooremen in Millan. Thys newe Iudas and peſtilent manquel. 
ler, who wythin certapne dayes after knowinge that Bologna 
ofcentymes Repapꝛed to heare Seruice at the Church, and co- 
uent of S. F:aunces, ſecretly conueped himſelke in ambuſh, hard 
beſides the church of S. Iames, (being accompanied wyth a cer⸗ 
tapne troupe of Douldiours ) to aſfayle inkoztunate Bologna, 
who was ſooner (lapne than hee was able to thinke vpon defence, 
and whoſe miſhap was ſutch, as hee wyych kylled hym had good 
leyſure to ſaue himſelfe by reaſon of the little purſuite made after 
hem. Beholde heere the Noble fact of a Cardinall, and what ſa- 
uer it hath of Chziſtian purity,to comit a laughter foꝛ a fact done 
many yeares paſt vpon a pooze Gentleman which neuer thought 
him hurt. Js thys the ſweete obſeruation of the Fpoſtles,of who 
rhep baunt themſelues to be the Ducceſſours and Followers? 
And yet we cannot unde noz reade,that the Apoſties, oz thoſe that 
Kept in their trade of lyfe, hyzed Buſfians , and Murderers — 
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tut the Thzoates of them which did them hurt. But what ? Jt 
was in the tyme of Iulius the ſecond, who was moze marttail than 
Chaiſtian,and loued better to ſhed bloud than gtue bleſſing to the 
people. Dutch ende had the inkoꝛtunate mariage of him, whych 
ought to haue contented himſelfe wpth that degree andhonoz that 
he had acquired by the deedes and glo2y of his vertucs, ſo mutch 
by ech wighr recommended. We ought neuer toclime higher than 
our foꝛce permitteth,ne yet ſurmoũt p̊ bounds of duty,s leſſe ſuffer 
our ſelues to be haled fodly fo2th with deſire of bzutal ſenſuality. 
Which linne is of ſutch nature, that he neuer giueth oner the par- 
ty whom he mayſtereth, vntill he hath bꝛought him to the ſhame 
of ſome Notable Folly. Pou ſee the miſerable diſcourſe of a p2in- 
ceſſe loue, that was not very wyſe, and of 5 Gentleman that had 
koꝛgotten hisjeſtate, which ought to ſerue foꝛ a lookinge Glaſſe to 
them which bee ouer hardy in makinge Enterpꝛiſes, and doe not 
meaſure their Ability wyth theſ greatneſſe of their Ittemptes: 
Where they ought to maputayne themſelues in reputation, and 
beare the title of well aduiſed: foꝛeſeeing their ruine to be exam 
ple fo: all poſterity, as may bee ſcene by the death ol Bologna, and 
by all them which ſpꝛange of him, e of his infoztunate Spouſe 
his Laby and Waiſtrefſe . But wee haue diſcourſed Jnough 
hereof, ſith diuerſity of other Hyſtozieg 
do call vs to bzing the ſame in place, 
Which were not mutch moze hap- 
py the p bloudy end of thoſe, 
whoſe Hyſtozy pe haue 
already heard. 
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Ot wythout good cauſe of long tyme haue 
the wyſe, and diſcrete, Pꝛudently gouerned 
their Childzen, and taken great heede ouer 
[their Daughters, and thoſe alſo whom they 
thaue choſen to bee their Wpues, not in v · 
ing them lyke Bondwomen, and Slaucs, 
eo beereiue them of all Liberty, but rather 
to auoyde the murmur, and ſecrete llaunde⸗ 
rous Hpeach of the common people, and occaſtons offced foz in- 
| fection, and marrying of Pouth , ſpecially circumſpect of the al- 
0 ſaulteg bent agaynſt Maydens, being yet in the firſte flames of 
fire, kindled by nature in the hearts, yea of thoſe that be the wy⸗ 
ſeſt, and beſt bzought vp. Some doe deeme it very ſtraunge, that 


lyberty, and doe conſider how Lyberty and the bꝛidle of Lycence 
let dip vnto Pouth, they bzeede vnto the ſame moſt Nrong and te⸗ 
dious Bondage, that better it had bene ſoz Pouthto haue beene 
chapned, and cloſed in obſcure Pzyſon , than marked wyth thoſe 
Blottes of Jnfamy , which ſutch Lycence and Lyberty doe con. 
duce . It England doe not by experience ſee Maydens of No- 
ble Bouſes JYnfamed thꝛough to mutch vnbzideled, and frank ma · 
ner of Lyfe, and their Parents deſolate fo2 ſutch villanyes, and 
the name of their houſes become Fabulous and Ridiculous to 
the people. Dnrely that manner of Eſpiall and watch ouer Chil- 

dzen 
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ſolempne Guard bee obſerued oner thoſe which oaght to lyue at 
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dyen, vues be noted in Nations wwe den farre continingfrom bs 
where men be Jelous of the very Faktaſſe of them, whom ther 
think to be indued with great dertues, and of thoſe that dare with 
thetr very Lookes geue attaynt, to behold their Daughters. But 
where examples be tuident, where all the Woꝛid is aſſured of that 
which they fre by datly experienct, that the fruicts of the diſozded. 
bꝛeake out into light, it behooueth no moze to attend the daunge · 
rous cuſtomes of Countreves, to condeſcend to the ſottiſh Dpt- 
ntons of thoſe, whych ſap that youth to narrowly looked bnto, is 
nayned vp tn ſutch groſeneſſe, and blockiſhneſſe ol ſprꝛite, as im⸗ 
poſſible tt is afterwardes the fame ſhoulde doe any thinge pzayſe 
wozthy. The Romayne maydeng whilom were Cloyſtered withs. 
in their Fathers Pallaces, ſtill at their Mothers Elbowes,and 
notwithſtandinge were ſo wel bzought bp, that thoſe of beſ>ctuts 
lity and fineſt trapned vp in our age,ſhall not be the ſeconde to one 
of the leaſt perfect in the C:tty. But who can learne ciuility and 
bertue in theſe our dayes ? our Daughters nouſled in companies, 
whoſe mouthes run over with Whoztſh and flithy talke, wyth be- 
hauiour full of Vibauldzy, and many fraughted wyth facts leſſe. 
honeft than Speach is able to expzefſe. I doe not pzetend heereby 
to depꝛtue that ſexe of honeſt and ſeemely talke, and company,and 
leſte of exertiſe amonges the Noble Gentlemen of our Englyſhe. 
Hoyle, ne pet of the Liberty reteyuꝛd from tur Aunteſtours an · 
v (me thyncke) that it weretocontemplate the manners and in; 
clination of wils, and refrapne thole that be pꝛone to wantonneſſe, 
and by lyke meanes to retopce the mindes of them that be bent to 
83 from curteſſe and Ciullity , by attendinge of 
e, and confideringe of that difference, — 
but vertue mut ſhyne moze bꝛight in H 85 
belle tn Cabanes of Peſaumtes, and Countrey Garies. a o of+ 
tentymes better obſerue the Diſcipline of our Pꝛedeceſſours in 
Education of their Chyldzen, than they which pzeſune to — 
ues fo2 good ſkil in vſe and Gouernment of that 
aa:

Ind now to talke of an Italiaa Dame, who ſo long as hir 
firſt huſbdand (uud wing hir inclination) kept hir ſubiect, liued in 
reputatton of a mo deſt and ſober wyke. Nothing was ſeene in hir 
that coalde defam? hir rendume. But ſo ſoone as the ſhadow of 
that free captiuity was made free by the death of hir huſband,Goy 
knoweth what pageant ſhe played, and how ſhee ſopled both hir 
owe reputation, and the honour of hirſecond Pate, as pee ſhall 
vnderſtande if with pacience-yee vouchlale to reade the diſcaurls 
Cuſil. (as it is not vaknowen) is a Citty of Piedmonr, 6 ſub- 
fect to the Warquize of Moarferraro, where dwelted one that was 
very rich. although of baſe birth, named Giachocao Scappardone, 
who being growne wealthy,moze by wicked art, z vſury,to mutch 
mantteſt. than by his one diligeace,toke to Wilt ayong Greeks 
maeden, which the Marchtonas of Montferrato mother of Mar 
autze Guglicims, had baqught hame wyth her from the Uoyage 
that Dhyee made into Grætia wyth hir Duſbande, when the 
Turkes ouerranthe Countreꝝ of Macedonia, and ſeaſed vpon the 
Cute ot Modena which is in Morea. Ol that mayden 8 cappa 
A done had a Daughter indifferent fapze, and of behauiour {tuely 
andptcaſemit, called Bianca. Maria. The Father dyed wythta,g 
while alter hir birth, as one that was of good veares,and had bii 
greatly tarmopled in getting of riches, whoſe value amounted 
aboue one Þ:undzed'Thouſand Crownes. Bianca Maria arriued 
to the age of frteene, oz feuentzenc yeares, was required of ma: 
fy, aſwell fo; hir Beauty. Gentlones, and good grace, as loi her 
goods, and riches. Jn the ende ſhe was maried to the Uicecount 
Hermes, the Donne of one of the chiekelt Houſes in Millan, Fan 
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thcentinently after the mariage , conuexed hir hoetobes houſe, 

nauing his Greeke Mother to gouerne the vſurtes gotten by hit 
dead Huſband. The Gentleman which amongs two greene, knew 
one that was ripe , having foz a certaxne me well knowen, and 
tedrned the maners of hys Wyle, ſaw that it behooued hym ta 
ther to deale wyth the Bit, and Bꝛydie than the Spur, ſoz that lhe 
was wanton, full of deſire, and coueted nothing ſo mutch as fond 
ind diſo2dered liberty, and therefoze without cruell dealing, diſ- 
quiet, oz trouble, hee vſed by little and little to keepe hir in, and 
theriſhed hir moze than his nature willingly would ſuffer, of pur · 
poſe to holde hir wythin the Boundes of duty. Ind although the 
Millan Dames haue almoſt like lyberties that ours haue, yet the 
Lozd Hermes kept hir wythtu Dozes, and ſuffred hir to frequent 
none other houſe and company, but the Lady Hippelita Sforcia, 
who vppon a dap demaunded of him wherefoze hee kept in his 
Wyfe ſo ſhozt, and perſuadedhym to geue her ſomewhat moze the 
Bzidle bicauſe divers already murmured of this ozder, as to 
ſtrapte and Frowarde, eſteeming hym cyther to be to mutch fond 
oner hir, oz elſe to iealous. Madame ſayde the Millanoiſei, they 
whych at pleaſure ſo ſpeake of me, knotu not yet the nature of mp 

Wrte, who J had rather ſhould be ſomewhat reſtrayned, than run 
at Rouers to hir diſhonour, and my ſhame, Jremember wel Pg. 
dame the pꝛoper ſaying of Paulus Emilius that Notable Romane. 
Who being demaunded wherefoze he had put away his Wyfe be- 

ing a Gentle woman ſo fayze and Beautifull. O (quod he and lif- 
ted vp his Leg whereupon was a new payꝛe of Bulkins) pee ſee 

this fayze Buſtzin meete, and ſeemely foz this Leg to outward ap- 
paraunce not greeuous oꝛ noplome, but in what place it hurteth 


me, 02 where it w2ingeth pee doenepther ſee noz pet feele » Do JY 
Madame, do feele in what place my Yoaſe doeth hurt and wing 


my Legge. J know Madame what it is to graunt to ſo wan 
ton a Dame as my Wyfe is, bir will, and how farre J ought to 
let lip the Rayne: Jealous J am not vpon the fapth I beare vn- 
to God, but J feore-what may chaunce vnto mee. Ind by my 
trouth Madame, J geeue cher Lycence to Repap:e to you both 
Day and Nyght , at whatſoeuer hour you pleaſe being aſſured of 
the vers 
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Pallace ſhall tuftrte hir pleaſure foz the common top of vs both. 
therefoze I wiſh no moze talk hereof, leaſt to impoztunate ſuites 
da offend my nature, and make me thinke that to be true whych of 
good will Jam loth to ſuſpect, contenting my lelke with hir chaſ. 
tity, fo; fearc leaſ} to mutch liberty do cozrupt hir. Theſe wozdg 
were not ſpoken wpthout cauſe,fo: the wyſe huſband ſaw wel that 
Cutch beaſts, albeit rudele they ought not tobe vſed, pet ſcille to be 
holden ſhozt,andnot ſulfred to mutch to wander at will. Ind bert. 
le his P2ophecy was to true f reſpect of that which followed, 
Who had not bene married full. 6. yeares , but the Uicecount 
Hermes,departed thys Wond, whereof ſhe was very ſozy bycauſe 
tHe loued him derely, hauing as pet not taſted the licozous baiteg 
of ſatch liberty, as afterwards ſhe dꝛank in Gluttonous dzaughts 
when after hir ands obſequtes, ſhe retired to Montferrato, g 
then to Caſal to hir Fathers houſe , hir mother being alſo dead, 
and ſhꝛ a lone woman to ioy at pleaſure the fruict of hir deſires, 
bꝛndinge hir only ſkudy to gay and trimme apparell, and implop- 
ed the moznings with the Uermilion rud to colour hir Cheekes 
by greater curtoſfty than the moſt ſhameleſſe Curtiſan of Rome, 
firing hir eyes vppon ech man, gyzing, and laughing with open 
month, and pleaſantly diſpoſed to talk and reaſon with euery gen- 
tleman that paſſed by the ſtreate. This was the way to attayne g 
glozious feaſt of hir trifiphant flithines, who wan 5 pꝛiſe about 
the moſk famong Women whych in hir tym? made p2ofeſſion of 
thole armes, wherewith Venus once diſpoyled Mars toke fr him 
the ſtrongeſt and beſt ſteeled armure of all his furniture. Thinck 
not fayze mapdeg, that talk and clattering with Pouth is of ſmall 
regarde. Foz a Citty ts halfe won when they within demaunde 


koʒ Patle as loth to indure the Canon ſhot . So when the eareof 

ayong Wyle oz mayde is pliant to laſciuious talk, and deliteth ' 
in wanton woꝛds, albeit hir chaſtity receyue no damage, pet occas 
fan of Speach is miniſtred to the people, and perchaunce wyth 
ſutch diſaduantage, as neuer after hir good name is recouered. 

Wherekoꝛe needetull it is, not only to auoyde the effect of euill, but 
alſo þ lea} ſuſpition: Foz good fame is requiſſte foz the * 
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honeſt tyfe.The great Captain Iulius Ceſar,Cwhich firſt of al re 

duced the com mon wealth of Rome in fourme of MWonarchie)be=- 
inge once demaunded wherefozz hee hadde refuſed his wyfe 
befoze it was pꝛoued that (ſhe had offended with Clodius, the night 
of the ſacrifices done ta the Goddeſſe Bona, anſwered ſo wyſely ag 
truely,that the houſe of Cæſar ought not onely to be voyd of who · 
dome, but of ſuſpttion therof. Behold therfoꝛe what J haue ſapd, 
and pet doe ſay,againe that ye ought to take greate heede to youre 
ſelues,and to laugh in tyme, not reclinyng your eareg to bncomely 
talke.but rather to follow the nature of the Serpent, that ſtoppeth 
his care with his tayle, to auoid the Charmes and Soꝛceries of 
the Enchaunter. Now this Bianca Maria was ſued bnto,and pur 
ſued of many at Caſall that deflred hir to wyle, and amonges the 
reſt two did pꝛofer themſelues, which were the Lozd Giſmondo 
Gonzaga,the neere kinſman of the Duke of Mantua, and the Cofi- 
teof Celant, a great Baron of Sauoy, whoſe Landes lie in the vale 
of Agoſta. I great paſtyme it was to thys fyne Gentlewoman to 
keede hir ſelk wyth the Ozattons of thoſe two Loꝛdes and a iope it 
was to hir. to vſe her owne diſcourſe and aunfwers expzeſſinge 
with righte good grace fundzy amoꝛous countenances, interming⸗ 


lug ther withall ſughes, ſobbes, and alteration of cheere, that full 


well it mighte haue bene ſapde,of loue trickes that ſhee was the 
only dune and miſtreſfe. The Barchyoneffe ot Montferrato de · 
lrdus to gratify the Lo2d of Mantua his ſonne in law, endeuoꝛed 
toinduce thig wanton Lady to take fo ſpouſe Giſmondo Gonzas 
pz,md the fute fo well p2oceeded, as almoſt the mariage had bene 
concluded if the Sauoy Earle had not come betwixte, and ſhewed 
tuth his Nobleneſſe of minde, when he vnderſtode how things did 
palle, and that another wag ready to beare away the pꝛyſe, and re⸗ 
toner his miſtreſſe. Foz that cauſe he came to viſit the Lady, who 
lutertapned him wel, as ok cuſtom ſhe did al other Ind foz that he 
would not emplope hys tyme in barne, when he kounde hir alone 
andat conuenpent lepſure, began to pꝛeache vino hir in thys wyſe 
wich ſuteh countenaunce, as thr perceyued the Counte to be far in

The fooliſh Counteſſe 
ſeeing that hir huſband well eſpied hir fond and foolyſh behauioz 
and that wiſelp he went about to remedy the ſame, was no whit a · 
ſtonied, oꝛ regarded his adutſe, but rather by foꝛging complaints 
did caſt him in þ teeth ſometymes with hir riches that ſhe bzought

where if it follow reaſon, tt diſſembleth his griefes, with woꝛdes 
of wyſedome, and tn knowing mutch, fayneth notwithſtanding 8 
ſubtile and honeſt ignoꝛaunce: But J map bee mutch deceyued 
herein, by thinking that a Woman fraught with fickle Opinions 
may recline hir eares to what fo euer thing, except to that whych 
deliteth hir mynde, and pleaſeth the deſires framed wyth in hir 
foolyſhe fantaſtz . Let not thys ſpeach be ſtraunge vnto you, foz 
your wooꝛdes vttered without diſcretion, make me vſe thys lan⸗ 
guage. Finally (good Madame) you ſhall ſhew your ſelfe a wyſe 
and louing Wye, if by takinge heed? to my requeſts, pou fayth⸗ 
fully follow the aduiſe thereof. The Counteſſe whych was ſo fine 
and malicious as the Earle was good and wyſe, diſſembling her 
griefe, and coueringe the venome hidden in hir mynde, began ſo 
well to play the hypocrite befoze hir huſbande, and to counterfayte 
the Ample Dame, as albeit he was right politike, pet he was with 
in hir Snare ind rapt, who flattered him wyth ſo fagze Wozdes, 
as ſhe won htm to goe to Caſal, to viſlte the lands of hir Jnhert- 
taunce . We ſee whereunto the intent of this falſe Woman ten- 
ded, and what checkmate ſhe ment to geue both to hir huſband, and 
hir honour ;: Whereby we know that when a Woman is diſpo⸗ 
ſed to gtue hir ſelfe to wickedneſſe, hir mynd is voyd of no malyce 
oz inuention to ſoꝛt to ende any daunger oz perill offered vnto hir.

Pardon me good La 
dies, if I ſpeak ſo largely, g pet think not $ I mean to diſplay any 
other but ſutch, as foꝛget the degree wherein their Funceſtours 
haue placed them, and whych digreſſe from the true path of thoſe 
that haue tmmoztalized the memozy of themſcluts, of their huſ.

requyzed? It were extreame follye to decke and clothe vice wyth 
the holy garment of Uertuc,and to call that Curteſie and Ciuy- 
Itty, whych is manyfeſt whozedom andTrechery:Let vs terme ech 
thyng by his due Name, and not deface that whych of it ſeife is 
faire and pure, let vs not alſo ſtaine the renoume of thoſe , whome 
their owne Uertue do recommende.Thts gentle Counteſſe bee- 
ing at Caſal, makyng mutch ol hir huſbende,and kiſſing him with 
the kiſſe of treaſon, and of htm being vnfatnedly beloued and cheri⸗ 
ſhed. not able to foꝛget his ſermons.and mutch leſſe hir own flithe 
lyfe,ſeeyng that with hir Counte it was impoſſyble foz hir to live 
and glut hir Lecherous luſt, determined to runne away and ſecks 
hir aduenture:foꝛ the bꝛynging to paſſe, wherof ſhe had already tas 
ken oꝛder foʒ money, the intereſt wherof growing to hir daily pꝛo⸗ 
fite at Millan. Ind hauynge lcuied a good ſumme of Ducates in 
hande,vntyll hir other rents were ready, ſhe fled away in p night 
in companpe of certayne of hir men which were pꝛiuie to hir doe · 
ings Mir rettre was to. P auie, a City ſubiecte to the ſtate and Du - 
chy of Millan, where ſhe hired a pꝛyncely Pallace, and appatelled 
the ſame acco2ding to hir eſtate and Trapne of hir huſband, and 
as her owne reuenue was able to beare. J leaue foz pou to thinke 
what buzzings entred the Countes head, by the ſodayne flight of 
his wtfe,who would haue ſent and gone him ſclfe after to ſeke hir 
out, and bꝛyng hir home againe, had he not well conſtdered and 
wayed his owne p2ofite & aduantage, who knowing that hir abſen 
ce would rid out of his head a fardellof ſuſpitions which he be⸗ 
foe conceiued, was in the ende reſolued to lette hir alone, and ſul 
ker hir remaine in what place ſo euer ſhe was retired and whence 
hee neuer minded to cal hir home agapne. I were a very Foole 
(ſaid hee ) to keepe in my Houſe ſo pernictoug and fe2rfull 
an enimy,as that arrant whoze is, who one day befoze J beware 
wi ll cauſe ſome of her ruffians to cut my th:ote +, beſides the 
Upolatyon of hir holpe Waryage Bed: God defende.. that 


ſutch 


ſutch a Strumpet by hir p2efence ſhould anylonger p2ofane the 
houſe of the Lo2d of Celant, who is well rewarded and puniſhed 
fo the exceſſiue loue whych he bare hir. Let hir goe whether ſhee 
if, and lyve a Gods name at hir caſe , J do content my ſelf in 
knowing what Women be able to do, wpthout further attempt of 
foztune 02 other p20ofe of hir wycked Tyte. He added further that 
the hsnoz of ſo Noble a perſonage as he mas, depended not bpon 
a womans miſchtef:and aſſure pour ſelfc the whole race of woman 
kind was not ſpared by the Counte again whom he then mueyed 
moꝛt though rage than rcaſð, he cd̃ũdered not þ honeſt ſozt of wo⸗ 
men, which deface the vyllany of thoſe that giue themſelues ouer 
to theyz own luſts.wythout regarde of modeſty and ſhame, which 
ought to be Famylpar, as it were by a certain Natural inclyna- 
tyon in all degrees of Women and Maydeng. But come we again 
to BiancaMaria,holding now htr Courte and open houſe at Pauic 
wher ſhe got ſo holy a kame, as miſtreſſe Lais of Corinth did, whoſe 
trumprie was neuer moze common in Aba than that of this fare 
dame, almoſt in cuery coꝛner of Italy, and whoſe conuerſation was 
lutch, as hir frank liberty and fampliar demtanoz to ech wyghte, 
well witneſſed hir hoꝛryble Lyfe. True it was that her reputaty · 
on ther was very ſmal, and ſhe hired not hit ſeif,ne yet toke pains 
by ſetting hir body to ſale, but foʒ ſome reſonable gayne and ear - 
neſt pain. Howbeit ſhe ( of whom ſomtimes the famougGreke oꝛa⸗ 
toʒ would not buy repentaunte foꝛ ſo high a pꝛyte) was moze ex⸗ 
ceſſiue in Sale of hir Marchaundyſe, but not moze wanton. Foz 
he no ſooner eſpyed a comely Gentleman that was youthly , and 
well made, but would pꝛeſently ſhew him ſo good countenance, as 
he had ben a very koole, that knewe not what pꝛouender this Colt 
did neigh: whoſe ſhameleſſe Geſture Maſſalina the Romane p2in- 
ceſſe dyd neuer ſurmount, except it were in that ſhee diſited and 
haunt ed common houſeg:and thts dame vſed hir diſpozts wythin 
hir owne, the other alſo recetued indyfferently Carters, Galleye 
llaues, and Pozters: and thyg halfe Grecke did hir paſtrme 
wyth Noble Men that were bꝛaue and tuſtye . But in gu- 
thyng ſhee well reſembled hir, whych wan. that Meſſalina wag pe 
ner wonrye weth trauaple,than he ſatiſfied with pleaſure, aid he 
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fiithy vſe ot hir body lite vnto a ſink that recerueth al lth, wpthz 
out diſgozgyng anv, thꝛowne into the ſame. This was the chaſte 
lete which that good Lady led, alter ſhe had taken flight from hir 
huſvãd. Marke nom whether the Milanois that was hir firſt huſs 
bande, were a groſſe headed perſon 02 a faole, whither hee were 
not learned and ſailful in the ſcience of P hiſſogaomy, and time foz 
him to make ready the rods to make hir know hir duet, therwuth 
to cozrect hir wanton pouth, and to cut of the luſty twigs # pꝛoud 
fſcientes that ſoked the moiſture and hart of the Rock and bꝛaun · 
ches. It chaunced whiles lhe liued at Pauie, in this good and ha. 
nozable pot, the Counte of Maſſino called Ardizzino Valperga 
came to the Emperoug ſeruice, and therby made hys avode at Pa. 
uie with one of his bꝛothers: the Counte being a goodly Gentle⸗ 
man voung and gallant in epparel, giuen to many good quallitieg 
had but one onele fault, which was a mapme in one of his leggeg, 
by reaſon of a certain aduenture and blow receiued in the warrg, 
although theſame toke away no part of his comelineſſe and fyne 
behauyoꝛ. The Counte I ſav, remaining cerrapn dapes at Pauie 
beheld the bea ty and ſingularity ofthe Counteſſe of Celant, and 
ſtaped with ſutch deuotion to view and gaze vpon hir, as manye 
times he romed bp and down the ſtreate wherein ſhe dwelt to find 
meanes to ſpeak vnto hir. is firſt talke wag but a Bon jour:and 
ample ſalutation, ſutch as Gentlemen commonlp bſe in company 
of Ladies, and at the firſte bzunte Valperga coulde ſettle none 6- 
ther iudg ment vpon that Goddeſſ:, but that ſhe was a wiſe and 
honeſt dame, and yet ſutch one as needed not the Emperoꝛs camp 
to koꝛce the place which as he thought was not ſo well flanked 8 
rampired but that a good man of Atmes myght eaſtiy winne, and 
the bꝛeache ſo liuely and ſautable, as any ſouldier might paſſe the 
ſame. Ne became ſo famyltiar with the Lady, and talked with hir 
ſo ſecretly,ag vpon a dap being with hir alone, hee courted in this 
wiſe : Were not J of all men · moſte blame woꝛthy, and of grea- 
teſt folly to be repꝛoued, ſo long time to be acquainted with a La. 
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de ſo faire and curtcougagyou be, and not to offre my ſerutce life i 
© and goodes to be diſpofed where you pleaſed? ſpeake not thes 
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vou, lo that I pꝛayſe and eſleeme you aboue any Gentlewomen 
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that euer I knew til this day, but rather foz that J am ſo won⸗ 


derfully attached with pour good graces.as w2ong I ſhould doe 


vnto your honoꝛ and my loyal ſeruice towards pou, it I contint- 
ed dumbe, and did conceple that whych inceſſantly would conſume 
my heart with tnfynyte nun be of ardent deſyzes,and waſt myne 
intratles foz the cxtreame and burning loue I beare you. J do re- 
quire vou to put no credite in me, it I refuſe what it ſhall p'eaſe 
pou to commaund me. Whertoꝛe Madame, I humbly beſech you 
to acceptc me foʒ pour owne, and totauoz me as ſuich one, who ch 


with all fidelity hopeth to paſſe hys Tum in your company The 


Counteſſe although ſhe knew ful wel that the fire was no? ſo liue 


ly kindled in the ſtomacke of the Counte as hee wente aboute to 
make hir beſeue, and that his woꝛdes were to eloquent, and coun- 
tenan e, to topfull foz ſo earneſt a louer as hee ſemed to be:at thys 


firſt incount ty pet foz that he was a valiant Gentlemi,yong,luſty, 


and ſtrongly made, minded to retaine hun, and Foz a tyme to ſtaßpe 


hir ſtomacke by appeaſyng hir gluttonoug appetite in matters of 
loue, with a moꝛſeli ſo dainty, as was thys Mynion and luſtye 
young Loꝛde:and when the Courage ol hym began to coole, ano- 
ther houlde enter the liſteg. And therefoze ſhe aunſwcred hym 
inchys wiſe: Although J(knowr ng the vſe and manners of men, 
and with what Baits they Hoke fo: Ladies, it they take not heede, 
hauing pꝛoued their malice and little loue, ) determined neuer to 
loue other than mine affection, ne yet to fauoure Man excepte it 
bee by hewpng ſome Familiar manner to heare theyz talke , 
and fo: paſtime to hearken the b2zaue requeſts of thoſe which ſap 
they burne fo2 loue, in the midg of ſome delyghtſome bzooke. Ind 
albett I think pou no better than other bee, ne moze fapthfull, 
moze affectyonate , 02 otherw pſe moued. than the reſt , yet 1 
am contente fo2 reſpecte of poure honoure, ſomewhat to bee- 
leue you and to accepte you foꝛ myne oume, (ith pour dyſcretyon 
iu ſatch ( truſte) ag fo Moble a Gentleman as you bee,

ple delay, oz be to ſqueimiſh, ſhe demaunding naught elſe but exe. 
cucton,tooke the pꝛeſent offre time, koꝛgetting all Ceremonies, s 
reaerence, he embꝛaced hir and kiſſed hir a Yundzed Thouſande 
tym23. And albeit ſhee made a certayne ſimple and pꝛouoking re. 
ll Jante, vet the Louer notinge them to be but pꝛeparattues fo: the 
ſpoꝛt of loue, he ſtrayed from the bounds of honeſte, and thꝛew 
her vppon a leide Bꝛd wythin the Czambze, where hee ſolaced 
hymſelke wyth hys long deſtred ſuite. And fl iding hir woꝛthy to 
be beloued, and the him a curteous gentleman, conſ'11ted together 
koꝛ continuaunce of their amity, in ſutch wile as the Loꝛde Ardiz⸗ 
zino ſpant no imoꝛe but by the mouth of Bianca Maria, and dyd 
nothynge but what the com n zunded, being fo bewapped weth

to the Counte, as ſhe hir ſeife was ſhameleſſe to the Counte, of 
Celant. Foꝛ the one bare the armes of Cornwall, and became © fe 
conde Acteon, and the other wickedly ted his lyfe,and loſt the cht- 
felt of that hee loked foꝛ by the ſcrutce of great Pues, ihzoughe 
the treaſon of an arrante common qucane. 

Whiles this Lone contynued in al Pleaſure and lxke contenta- 
tion of either parts: Fox1une that was teady to mounte the age, 
and ſhew in ſight that her mobylytye was no moze ſtable than a 
womans Wyll: (Foz vnder ſutch habite and ſexe Painters and 
Poets deſcribe hit) made Ardizzino ſufpecte what deſire ſhe had 
of chaunge:and within a while after, ſawe him ſelle ſo farre milli⸗ 
ked of his Lady, as thaugh he had neuer bene acquainted. . The 
cauſe ot which recotle was, foz that ihe Conntefle was not conten- 
ted with one kind of fare , whoſe Exes were moze greedy than 
hir ſlomake able to digeſt, and aboue al deſired chauvge,not ſcking 
meanes to finde him that was worthy to be beloued and intertap- 
ned of ſo great a Lady,as ſhe eſtetmed hir ſelfe to be, and as ſutch 
ef their owne opinion thinke themſelues, who counterfaicte woze 
greuitie and reputation than they doe, whome Mature and vertue 
to they: maieſty and holynes of lyfe make Nobie and pꝛaiſe woz- 
thy.

ing fozth ſome woꝛds of choler, wherby ſhe tooke occaſton both to 
expell him, and allo to beare hym ſatch diſpleaſure, as then ſhe con- 
ſpired his death, as afterwards you ſhall perceyue.

uo, he coke his way towards hir huuſe, who waited foꝛ him wpth 
good deuotid, whither being arrtucd,he fatled not to vſe like ſpech 
that V alperga did, either of them (after certain rtuerences and o- 
ther fewe wozds)mtuding and deſyzinge one kinde of intettarne⸗ 
ment .

firared from comely oꝛdyr by reaſon ot his rage, as hee diſplayed 
the Counteſſe tie times moꝛe liuely in hir colours, than ſhe could 
be paynted, aud repꝛoued hir wyth the termes of the vileſt a moſs 
common ſtrumpet that euer ran at rouerg, oʒ Hot at randon · Bian- 
ca Maria vnderſtode hereof, and was advertiſed of f vile repoꝛt 
Ardizzino ſpꝛead of hir. thꝛoughout Lomba: die which thaffed hir 
in ſutch wyſe as ſhe fared like the Bedlem fury, cealing nightn oz 
day to playne the vnkindnes aud folly of hir retected louer: Dom · 
times ſaytng, that ſhee had iuſt cauſe ſo to do, then flattering hir 
ſeife,alledged,thatmen were made of purpoſe to ſuffer ſutch fol- 
lves ag were w2oughte by hir, and where they termed them- 
ſelues to bee Womens Seruaunzes , they oughtc at they 
MyltrefieHandeg to endure what pleaſed them. In the end, 
not able any longer toreſtrapne hir choler , ne vanquich the ap⸗ 
petite of reuenge , purpoſed at all aduenture to pꝛouide foz the

See the vnſhamefaſtneſſe of 
this maſtife bitche,and the rage of that Female Tiger, howe ſhee 
gotth about to arme one friend ag3inſt an other, and was not cons 
tent onely to abuſe the Tounte Gaiazzo,but deuiſed how to make 
him the manqueller.Fnd as one night they were in the mtNdeſt of 
their embzacements,ſhe degan pitifally to weepe and ligh in ſutch 
wile as a man would haue thought(by the bexation of hir hearte) 
that the ſoule and body would haue parte d.

the wzongkull W30zdes and wocked bzutes that he hath rayſed on 
me: Ibeſteche you ſpz,to do me reaſonthat he may feele his offence 
and the ſmart fo: his committed fault againſt hir that ig alyourg 
The Loꝛd Sanſeuerino hearpng this diſcourſe, pꝛomiſed hir to {do 
bys beſt, and to teache Valperga to talke moze ſoberly of hir, whom 
he wag nat wozthy Foz to ſerue, but in thought Motwithſtandyng 
he ſagde moꝛe, than he ment to do, koʒ he knew Ardizzino to be ſo ho 


neſt, lage, and curteous a perſonage, as hee wonld nerher doe naß 


ſay any thing without good cauſe,and that Arduzino had iuſter 
quarell agaonſt him, by takng that from hym whych hee loued(al 
thoughe it was aiter his difcontinuan s from that place, and vpon 
the onele requeſt of hir) Thus he concluded in mind ſtel to remain

m of hir.) Thus hee concluded in mind dipl to · remay ne the 
lend of Acdixzino, and yet to ſpend his time with the Counteſſe, 


which he did the ſpace of certayn months without quarelling with 
Valperga,that was retired to Pauie, with whomhe wag conuers 
fant,and liued familtarly,and moſt commonly vſed one table and 
bed togither.Bianca Maria ſeeing that the Lord of Gaiazzocared 
not mutch fo2 hir, but onelp foz his pleaſure , determined to vſe 
like pꝛactiſe againſt him, as ſhe did to hir fozmer louer,and to bas 
nuch him from hir Houſe. Do that when he came to ſee hir , either 
he was licke. oꝛ hir affaires were ſutch, as the could not kepe hym 
company: 02 elſe hir gate was ſhut vpon him. In the end( playing 
double 02 quit) ſhe p2ayed the ſapd Lozd to ſhewe hir ſutch plea» 
ſure and friendſhip,ag to come no moze vnto hir, bicauſe ſhe was 
n termes to goe home to hir huſband the Tounte of Ce lant, who 
had ſent fo2 hir, and feared leaſt hes ſeruaunts ſhoulde finde her 
houſe ful of ſuters, alleaging that ſhe had liued long inaug he in $ 
moſt ſinful like, the lighteſt faultes whereof were to heynous fo2 
dames of hir pozt and calling,concluding that ſo long as ſhe lyued

Cheyong Earle, were it that he gaue creadit vnto hir tale oz not, 
made ag though he did beleue the ſame, and without longer deſ⸗ 
courſe,fozbare appꝛoche vnto hir houſe,and dꝛoue out of his heade 
althe Amoꝛous affection which he caried tothe Piedmont Orces, 


Ind to the ende he might haue no cauſe to thinke vpon hir. z that | 
his pꝛeſenee ſhould male hym llaue againe to hir that firf purſu- 
ed him, he rettred in good time to Millan: by which retirehee auoi | 


ded that miſhap, wher with at length this Peſtilent wonan would

n. Such was the maltce and mtſchfef of hir heart, vho ceaſing to 
the whoꝛe, applied hir whole paſtime to murrer.

inbꝛatements ok hir Ardizzino, and knew not vel how to recouer 
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Counteſleot Celant, 


what dare not (hee attempt, whoſe mynde is laue to inne? The 


firſt aſſayes be harde, and the minde dcubtfull 6 conſciencegnaw⸗ 
eth vpon the woꝛme of repentaunce , but the ſeme once nevled in 
vice, and rooted in the heart, it ts moze pleaſaunte, and gladſome 
fo2 the wicked to execute, than vertue is ſamiltar to thoſc that fol · 
low hir: So that ſhame ſeparate from befoze the cyes of youth,1t- 
per age nourſed in impudencx, their light is ſo daſeled, as they can 
ſee nothing that epther ſhame oz feare can make them bluſh, which 
was the cauſe that this Lady continuinge ſill in hir miſchiefe, ſo 
mutch pꝛactiſed the freendeg of hym whom ſhe deſtred to kill and 
made ſutch fit excuſe by hir Imbaſſades , as hee was content to 
ſpeake to hir, and to here hir Juſtiflcations, whych were taſy J- 
nough to doe, the Judge being not very guilty. Shee pꝛomiſed 
and ſwoꝛe that if the fault were pꝛoued not to be in him, neuer 
man ſhould ſee Bianca Maria, (ſo long as ſhe lyued)to be other thi 
a friend and laue to the Lozd Ardizzino, wholly ſubmitting hirs 
ſelle vnto his will and pleaſure.

Bianca Maria ſeeing hirſelte in full poſſeſſion of hir Ardizzino, 
purpoſed to make hym chiefe exꝛcutioner of the murder by hir tn- 
tended, vpon Gaiazzo, foz the doing whereof one night holdinge 
hem betwene hir armes, after ſhee had long tims dalyed with him, 
ie a cunninge Matſtreſſe of hir Art, in the ende weauinge and 
ttapning bir treaſon at large, ſhe ſayd thus vnto him: Dyz of long „ 
time J haue bene deſlrous to require a good turne ar pour hands, « 
but fearing to trouble you, and thereupon to be denied, Ithoughe 
nat to be impoztunate: and albeit the matter toucheth you, yet did 

Jrather holde my peace then to here refuſall of a thinge, which 
your ſelfe ought to pꝛołer, the ſame concerning you. Madame ſayd 25 
hir Louer,rou know the matter neede to be haynous and of great 5 


{mpoztaunce , that I ſhould deny you, ſpectally if it concerne the 
Sleamiſh of your honoꝛ. But pou ſap the ſame doth touch mee 
ſomewhat neerely, and therefoze if ability be in me, ſpare not to

biter it, and I wyll aſſay your ſatiſfaction to the vttermoſt of my 
power. Dy2 ſayd ſhe, is the Counte of Gaiazzo one of your very *?

zarde mp ſelle foz him no leſſe than ke: my Bꝛother, being certaine ** 
that if J haue neede of him, he will not fayle to do the like foz me. 
But wherefoze doe you aſke me that queſtion ? I will then tel you 
fayd the Traptreſſe(hiſling him ſo ſweetely as euer he felt the like *? 
ofany Woman, ) foꝛ ſomutch as you be ſo deceyued of pour opi⸗ 
tion;in him who ts wicked in diſſembling ol that, which malict- ® 
ouſly lieth hidden in hys Hꝛart. Ind bztefly to ſay the effect. Aſ⸗ 
fare pour ſelfe hee ts the greateſt and moſt moztall Ennity that 
you haue in the Wozlde . Ind to the intent that you do not think 
this to be ſome fozged Tale, of light inuention, oz that J heard *? 
the repozt of ſome not wozthy of credit, I will ſay nothinge but 
that whych hymſelfe did tell me, when in your abſence he vſed 0 
company. Be ſware vnto me without declaration of the cauſe, ** 
that hee coulde neuer bee mery, noz hes mynde in reſt, befoze - ” 
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* ſa pou cut in pieces, ard ſhoztly weulde give you ſutch afſavite; 
ec ag all the dayes ofour lyfe, cu ſhoulde neucr haue luſt o2 tyrte 
& on Ladies loue. Ind albeit then, J was in cholcr egapnſt cu, g 
ce that pou had miniſtred ſome cauſe, and reaſon of Hatrev,yct our 
te firſt loue had taken ſutch foꝛte in my hart, end J tefought him not 
te to do that enterputſe, ſo long as Jes in place, where xou did re- 
« mapne, becauſe I cannot abide( wythout pꝛeſent death) to ſce your 
finger ake, mutch leſle your Iyfe berieued from you. Unto which 
« tmp ſute his Eare was deafe, ſwearing ſtill and pꝛoteſting that ei · 
te ther he would be llapne himſelle, oz elſe diſpatch the Countee Ar- 
dizzino. I durſt not (quod ſhe)ne wel could as then aduertiſe you 
ce thereof;fo2 the ſmal acceſſe Þ my ſeruants had vnto your lodging, 
te hut now J pꝛay you to take good heede by pꝛeuentinge his diue · 
« liſhe purpoſe : Fo? better it were fo2 you to take his lyfe, than he 
tc to kill, and murder pou, oꝛ otherwyſe wozk you miſchiefe, and you 
c« (hall be eſtcemed the wiſer man, and he pꝛonounced a traptoz to 
ce fecke the death of him, that bare hin ſutch good will. Doe then 
«« aco2dinge to myne aduice, and befoze he begin, doe pou kill hem, 
« by the which you ſhall ſaue your ſelfe, and doe the part of a valyz 
te aunt Knight, biſides the ſatiſtx ing of the mynde of hir that aboue 
ic all pleaſures of the Wozld doth chtefly deſtre the ſame. Experience 
ce now will let me pꝛoue whether you loue tne 02 not, and what you 
« will do foz hir that loueth you ſo dearely, who openeth this con⸗ 
ec ſpired murder,aſwell foz pour ſafety, as fo2 lẽgthening of the lyle 
« of hir, which wythout yours cannot endure. Graunt this my ſute 
(O friend moſt deare) and ſuffer me not in ſozrowfull plight to 
»” be deſpoyled of thy pꝛeſence. Ind wilt thou ſuffer that J ſhouloe 
r de, and that vonder Pzoude, Trayterous, and vnfapthfull varlet 
1 line to laugh mee to ſcoꝛne ? If the Lady had not abded 
** thoſe laſl woꝛds to hir fooliſh ſermon, perchaunce ſhe might haue 
pꝛouoked Ardizzino to folow hir Counſell - but ſeeing hir ſo ob. 
ſtinately continue hir requeſt, and to pꝛoſecute the ſame with ſutch 
violence, concluding vpon hir owne quarell, his conſcience (hz0b- 
bed, and his miade meaſured the malice of that Woman, with the 
_ of him, againſt whom þ tale was told, who knew his 5 
to be ſo 
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tobe ſo ſound and truſty, as willingly he would not do the

that ſhould offend him, and therefoze would geue no credit bo falſe 


xepozt without good, and apparant pꝛoofe. Foz which cauſe hee 


was perſuaded that it was a malicious tale deuiſed by ſome that 
went about to ſowe debate betweene thoſe twofrendly Earles. 
Notwithſtanding vpon further pauſe, and not to make hir chafe, 
02 fozce hir into rage, he pꝛomiſed the execution of hir curſed wil, 
thanking hir fo2 hir aduertiſement,and that he would pꝛouide foz 
hys defence and ſurety. And to the intent that ſhee might thyncke 
he went about to pertoꝛme his pzomile , he tooke his leaue of hir 
togoe to Millau, which hee did, not to follow the abhominable 
will of that rauenous Maſttfe, but to reueale the matter to his 
companion, and direct the ſame as it deſerued. Being arriued at 
Millan, the chiefe Titty of Lombardy , he imparted to Gaiazzo 
from poynct to poynct the diſcourſe of the Counteſſe, and the pe · 
ticton thee made bnto hytn , vppon the concluſton of hir Tale. 
O God ( ſapd the Loꝛd Sanſeuerino, ) who can beware the traps 
of Whoozes, if by thy grace our hands be not fozbidden,and our 
hearts, and thoughts guided by thy goodnes ? Is it poſſible thar * 
the Earth can bzeede a Monſter mote pernicious than this moſt * 
Peſtilent Beaſt ? Thys is truely the grift of hir Fathers vſury, 
and the ſtench of all hir Pꝛedeceſſours villanyes, It is impoſſi- 
ble sf a Kyte 02 Cozmerant to make a good Sparhauk, oz Ter: ” 
cle gentle. This carion no doubt is the Daughter of a Milayne, 
ſpꝛong of the baſeſt race amongs the common people, whoſe mo⸗ 
ther was moꝛe fine than chaſte, moze ſubtile than ſober, This mi · 
nion hath foꝛſakẽ hir huſband,to erect bloudy Skaffoldes of mur - 
der amid the Nobles of Italy. Ind were it not koꝛ the diſhonour 
which J Gould get to ſoyle my hands in the bloude of a Beaſt ſo? 
c0zrupt, I woulde teare hir with my Teeth in a hundzeth Thou⸗ 


ſand peeces . Bow many times hath ſhe entreated mee befoze : in 
how many ſundꝛy ſoꝛtes with ioyned handes hath Chee beſonght 
mee to kill the Loꝛde Acdizzino 2 Ih my Companion, and right 
well belouzd Freende, can pou thincke mee to bee ſo Trapte⸗ 
tous, and Cowarde a Anaue, as that J dare not tell to them 
to whom I bzare diſpleaſure , what mallice lurketh in my heart: 
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By the fopth of a Gentit men (ſard Ardizzino,) J would te ſozy 
"my mynde ould ſcaze on ſutch Folly, Lut Jem cc me to xeueale 
thys bnto you, that the Song might ſound no moze wythin mine 
eaves.

- while let vs reiopce, and thincke the goods, and richeſſe thee hath 
* Fotten of vs, wil not cauſe hir Bagges mutch to Strout # Dwek 
To be ſhozt,the hath nothing whereby ſhe map greatly laugh vsto 
r lcome,except our good entertainmẽt of hir night, a day do pzouoke 
4 bir. Let other coyne the pence hencekoꝛth to fill hir Coafers,foz of 
" vsſo(farre as I ſee)ſhe ts deceyued. Thus the two Loꝛdes paſ- 
ſed fo2th their tyme, and in all Companies where they came, they 
ſpent their Talke, and Communication ok the diſoꝛdered lyfe of 
the Cofiteſſe of Celant. The whole Citty alſo rang of the lleights 
and meanes ſhe vſed to trappe the Noblemen,and of hir pollicies 
to be rid of them when hir thirſt was ſtanched, oz diet grew loth⸗ 
ſome fo2 want of chaũge. And þ whych greued hir moſt, an Italyã 
Epigri blaſed fozth hir pꝛowes to hir great diſhonour, whereoß ß 
Cop J cannot get, and ſome ſay that Ardizzino was the *

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Fol it was compoſed, when he was dilpolleſſed of pacience, Ind 

{f ſhee coulde haue wꝛeked hir will on the Knigths; A beleeue in 
hir rage ſhe would haue made an Anathomp of thetr Bones, Of 
whych hir two enimies Ardizzino was the greateſt, 8gapnſt wh6 
hir diſpleaſure was the moze,fo2 that he was the firſk with whom 
the entred ſkirmiſh. Nothing was moze frequent in Pauy, than 
bitlanous Jeſts, and Playeg vppon the filthy Behautour of the 
Counteſſe, which made hir aſhamed to goe out of her Gates. In 
the ende ſhee purpoſed to chaunge the Ipze and place, hoping by 
that alteration to ſtay the Infamous Bzute, and Slaunder. So 
the tame to Millan, where firſt ſhe was tnueſted wpth ſtate of Ho · 
nour, in honeſt Fame of Chaſte lyfe ſo longe as Uicount Hermes 

' lined, and then was not purſued to ſtaunch the thirſt of thoſc that 

did 02dinarily dzaw at hir Fountapne. 
About the tyme that ſhe departed from Pauy, Dom Pietro de 
Cardone a Scici)ian the Baſtarad Bꝛother of the Counte of Cos 
lifano, whoſe Lieuetenaunt he was, and their Father Napn at the 
Battayte of Bicocca wyth a band of hozſemen arriued at Milan. 
This Scicilian was about the age of one 02 two and twenty yeres 
ſomwhat black of face, but well made and ſterne of countenance. 
Whiles the Counteſſe ſotozned at Milan, this Gentleman fell in 
loue with htr,and ſearched all meanes he could? to tnake hir hys 
Friende, and to enioy hir. Who percepuing him to be young, and 
a Nouice in Skirmiſhes of Loue, lpke a Pigeon of the firſt coate, 
determined to lure him, and to ſerue hir turne in that which ſhee 
purpoſed to doe on thoſe agaynſt whom ſhee was outragioullp 
ofended . Now the better to entice thys younge Lo2de vnto her 
Fantaſyz, and to catch hym wyth hir Bayte, when hee paſſed 
though the Dtreate, and ſaluted hir, and when he Syghed af- 
ter the manner of the Spa niard, rominge befoze hys Lady, ſhee 
ſhewed him an indifferent mery Countenaunce, andſodapnely re- 
ſtrapned p Cheere, to make hym taſte the Pleaſure mingled with 
þ ſoure of one deſlre, which he could not tel how to accdpliſh. Ind 
the moze kaynt was hig hardines foz þ he was neuer pꝛactiſed in ß 
daliãce & ſeruice ot Lady of noble houſe oz calling, who thincking 
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that Ecnticweman was one of the Pzincipall of Millan, he was 

fraungely vexed , and to2mented foz hit loue, in ſuteh wyſe agin 
the night hecouldnot reſt foz fantafing, and thxnbinge vxon-hir 
and in the Dey paſſed vp and downe befoze the Dooze of her 
lodging. One eue ninge foz his diſpozt hee went fozthto walke in 
company of enother Gentleman, which well could pap vppon the 
Lute, and deſtred him to gleue awake vnto hys Lady, that then 
foz Fealouſſe wes harkeninge at hir window, both of the ſounde 
of the Inſtrument, and the Ditty of hir amozous Knight, where 
the Gentleman ſong thys Sonet,

Thy3 gentle oꝛder of loue greatly pleaſed the Lady, and there; 
foe opened hir Gate to let the Scicilian Loꝛde, who ſeeing hem⸗ 
ſelle kau ured (beyond all hope)of his Lady, and cheerefully in · 
tertayned, and welcommed with great curteſte ſtoode ſo ſtill aſton» 
nied, as if hee had beene fallen from the Cloudes. But ſhe which 
coulde teache hym good manner, to make hym the Miniſſer ol hir 
myſchiele, takynge hym by the hande, made hym ſit downe bpon 
a greene Bed beſydes hir, and ſeeing that he was not yet imboldes 
ned, faz all hee waz a Souldiour, ſhee ſhewed hir ſelfe moze har- 
dy than hꝛe, and firſte aTapled hym wyth talke, ſapinge: Sy, 
I pꝛape vou thinke it not ſtraunge, i at thys houre of the nyght, 
'J am bolde to cauſe pou enter my houſe, beinge of no greate ac · 
quayntaunce wyth you, but by hearinge pour curteous ſalutati⸗ 
ons: And wee of thys Countrey bee ſomewhat moꝛe at liberty 
than they in thoſe, partes from whence pou come. Beildes it ly⸗ 
keth mee well (as Nam able) to honour ſtraunge Gentlemen, and 
to retayne theym with right good willinge heart, ſith it pleaſeth 
theym to honour mee wyth repayze vato my houſe : ſo ſhall you be 
welcome ſtell when pou pleaſe to knocke at my Gaze, whych at all 
tymes I wyll:to be opened foz you, wyth no leſſe good wpll than 
ir eee were me naturall Bzother, the ſame wyth all the thinges 
therein , it may pleaſe vau to diſnoſe as if they were pour own, 
Nom. Pietro of Cardonde well (atiſfi;d, and contented ww 
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thes bn!cokcd foz kyndrcNe, tharked her very Curtcorfly, 


humbly pꝛaping hir beides to dayne it in good parte, if he were ſo 
bolde to make requeſte of loue, and that it was the onelre thrnge 
which hee aboue all ether, deſyzed molle, ſo that if ſhce would re- 
tee him fo2 hir frier de and Serununt, ſhee ſouide vnderſlonde 
him to be a Gentle man, which 1:ghtly woulde pꝛomiſe nothing ex⸗ 
cepte the accom pliſhment did followe:ſhe that ſawe a greater onſet 
than ſhe loked foꝛ, anſwered hym ſmilyng with a very good grace: 
Sir J haue knowne very many that haue veuched ſlipperte pꝛo⸗ 2» 
myſes,and pꝛoffered loꝛdly ſeruices vnto Ladies, the effect wherof »» 
f Imyght once ſee, J would not thinke that they could vaniche ſo »» 
ſoone, and conſume like ſmoake. Madame (ſayde the Scicilian) pf »» 
Itaple in any thing which you-commaundegnee, I pzaye to, God >» 
ener to receiue any fauoꝛ o2 grace of thoſe Curteſles whych J »» 
true · It then(quod ſhee)you wel pzomiſe to employ your ſelfe a 2» 
boute a bulineſſe that I haue to do when J mahe requeſt. 1 wyll »» 
alſo to accept you foꝛ a friende, and graunt ſutch ſecrecie ag a faith >» 
ful louer can defpze of his Lady. Dom Pietro which would haue 
offted hym ſelfe in Sacriffce fo: hir, not knowyng hir demaunde, 
tooke an othe, and pꝛomyſed hir ſo lyghtly ag madly aftet wardes 
hedid put the ſame in pꝛoofe. Beholde the pꝛeparstiues of the ob⸗ 
ſequies of their firſt loue, and the guages of a bloudie Bed: the 
ne was pꝛodigall of hir honoure, the other the toz mente of his re · 
mation, and neglected the duety and honoz of his ſtate, which the 
houſe wherof he came, commaunded hym to kepe, | 

Thus all the uyght he remained with Bianca Maria, who made 
him ſo wel to like hir good ente rtaynment and imbzacementes,ag 
e neuer was out ot hir Company. And the warie Circes fayned 
ir ſeif ſo fare in loue wyth hym, and vſed ſo many toyes and game ·

charge. Dutch is the manner of wilde, and fooliſh pouth, whycy 
Caffceth it ſelke to be caried beyonde the boundes of reaſon, The 
ſa ue in time paſt did ouerthzow many Realmes, and cauſed the 
chaunge of diuers Wanarchies. And truely vnſeemely it is foz 
man to be ſubdued to the will of a common ſtrumpet. And ag tt 
is vncomly to ſubmit Him lelfe to ſutch one, ſo not requiſite to an 
honeſt and vertuous Dame, his maried Wyfe. Which vnmanly 
deedes, be occaſfons that diuers Footiſhe Women commit ſutch 
* Athy factes, with their inſpekable trumperies begiling the ia, 
ple man, and perchance thzoughto mutch loſing the Bꝛidle rapneg 
to the lawkull Woke, the pooze man is ſtrangely decepued by ſome 
adulterous varlet, whych at the Weues commaundement, when 
the ſeth opoztunity, wil not ſhzinke to hazarde thc honour of them 
both, in ſatch wile as they ſerue foz an example vppon a common 
'Dcafold to a whole generation and Poſterity. J wyll not ſeeke 
' farre of fo: examples, being ſatiſfted with the folly of the Baſtard 
Cardoane;to pleaſe the cruelty and malice of that infernall fury 
the Counteſſe, who hauinge lulled, flattered, and bewitched with 
hir louetricks (and peraduenture with ſome charmed dꝛinke) her 
new Pigeon, ſeringe it time to ſolicite his pꝛomiſe, to be reuenged 
of thoſe, whych thought no moꝛe of hir Conſpiracies and trapte. 
rous deuiſes, and alſo when the time was come fo2 puniſhinge of 
Hir Whoꝛedome, and chaſtiſlug of the bzeach of fayth made to hir 
huſb3nde, and of hir intended murders, and ſome of them put in 
execution, ſhe I ſay, deſtrous to ſee the ende of that, which m 
thought ſhe had contryued, vppon a day tooke Dom Pietro allde, 
« and ſecretly began this Oratton : Itake God to witnes (ir) that 
ce the requeſt which I pzetend pꝛeſentle to make, pꝛoceedeth of de- 
ce Are rather that the Woꝛlde may know how iuſtly J ſeeke meanes 
cc to maytitapne myne honour, than fo: deſtre of reuenge, knowing 
te her well, that there is nothing ſo pꝛeclous, and beere vnto a wo ·

tit man, as the pꝛeſeruation of that ſneſtimable Jewell, ſpeciallp ins 


te Lady ot that honourable degre whych J mapntayne amonge the 
<« beſk, Ind to the intent N ſeeme not Tedious with pꝛolixity of 


* ws, oz vle other than direct circumſtances befoze him that — 
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'offred (uſt reuenge fo2 the w2ongs J have receyucd ;:Rnowe you 
ür, that fo a certain tyine J continued at Pauic,keprnge a houſe 
and Trayne ſo honell, as the beſt Lozds were centented wyth 
myne o2dinarye; It cheunted that two honeſt Gentlemen of Mo; 
ble Houſe haunted my Palace in I ke ſozt,and with the ſame in⸗ 
tertatntnent whych as you ſec, J doe receiue cch Centlemen, who 
beyng well intreated and honoured of me, in the ende loꝛgat them · 
ſelues ſo farre, as without reſpect of my ſtate and calunge, wrthz 
out regard of the race and family wherof they come, haue atten: p- 
ted the launder of my good name, and viterſubuerſicn ofty re- 
noume:and ſufficient it was not foz them thug to deale with mee

and fine in Ipparell , and ſpecyally thzot:ghe the llaundercus 
ſpeache of thoſe gallantes, do det me and repute me foz a common 
Whooze, wherof J craue none other wytneſſe than your ſclfe and 
wp conſctence. Ind J ſweare vnto you, that ſiih J came to Mila, 
it is you alone that hath vanquiſhed, ond made the Triumphe of 
tip Chaſtytye. Ind yf you were abſent from this Titye, Jaſ. 
ſure pou on my farth that I would not tarry heere, xxiiii. hourcs. 
Theſe infamous ruffians I ſap, theſe perſecuters and termagan- 
tes of my good name, haue chaſed mee out of all good Cityes,and 
made me to be abhozred of ech honeſt company,that weary J am 
ik my lyfe , and lothe to lyut any longer except ſpedye redꝛeſſe bee 
had foz revengement of thys wzonge. Wherefoze except TJ firde 
ſome Noblc Champion and Ualyaunte Perſonage to requpte 
theſe Nxllains foꝛ their ſpitefnll © peach blaſed on me in euerye 
Coner , of Towne and Countrepe eud to paye them theyz re⸗ 
warde and htre that J may lyue atLybertye and quret, Soꝛ⸗ 
mwe wpll eyther conſume mee oz mrne owne Mandes (all 
haſten ſpedye Death. And in ſpe akyng thoſe Woozdes, Cee be- 
ne to weepe with ſutch abundance of teares ſtrcaming downs

vir Checkes, e Hecke of Alabaſter hewe, as the Scicilian 


almoſt had none other God but the Coun eſſe, ſayd vato hir: Ind 
te what is he, that dare moleſt and llaunder hir that hath in hir pu⸗ 
ce fſaunceſo many Souldiers and men of Warre? J make a bow 


« to God, that it A ano w the names of thoſe two arrant vilapnes, 
« thewhich haue ſa defamed my Meltceſſe name, the whole woꝛlde 
te ſhall not ſaue their liucs, whoſe carrton Bodies J will hew into 
te ſo many gobbets, as they haue Members vpon the ſame. Where⸗ 
c« foze Madame (ſad he, imbzacing hir) Ipꝛay vou to grieue pour 
es kelte no moꝛe, commit pour wꝛonges to me, only tell me the names 
ee of thoſe Gallaunts, and afterwards you ſhall vnderſtande what 
e, difference I make of woozde and deede, and if J doe not trimme 
e, and dzeſſe theym lo finely, as hereafter they ſhall haue no neede of 
Barber, neuer truſt me any moze. Shee,as reuiued from death to 
Ie, kyſled and embꝛaced him a thouſande tymes, thankinge hem 
fo: his good will, and offering him all that che had. In the ende 
te tolde him that hir enimtes were the Counttes of Maſſiao, and 
Gaiazzo, wich but by theyꝛ death alone were not able to amend 
e and repay2e hir honour, Care not you (ſapde hee) foz befozerhat 
ie the Dunne ſhall ſpꝛeade his Beames twice. 24. houres vponthe 
te Garth, you ſhall heare newes,and know what J am able to dofoz 
r the chaſtiment ot thoſe Deuils. As he pꝛomiſed, hee fapled not to 
do: Foz wythin a whyle after, as Ardizzino was goinge to ſup 
per into the Citty, he was eſpyed by hym, that had in company at · 
tendaunt vppon hym kyue and twenty men of Armes, which wats 
ted fo2 Ardizzino, in a Lane on the left hand of the Streate called 
Merauegli, leading towards the church of Dainct Iames, though 
which the Countet muſt needes paſſe. Wo as he was going bez 
ry pleaſantly diſpoſed with his Bꝛother, and 5. oz 6. of his men, 
was immediatly aſſapled on every ſide, and not knowinge what 
it ment, waulde haue fled, but the Wapes, and Paſſages 
were topped rounde aboute : To defende himſelfe it auapled 
led not hauing but their Nagle Swords, and amid the troupe of 
futch a bande that were thꝛoughly armed, which in a moment had 
murdꝛed, and cut in pezces all that company. Ind although it was, 
late, pet the Toantie Ardizziao many times named Pom * 


e Countelle of Celant, Fo. 179 


which cauſed hym to be taken e impꝛiſoned by the Duke of Bours« 
bon, that was fled out of Fraunce, and then was Lieutcnaunt foz 
the Emperour Charles the fifth in Milan. Whoſocuer wes aſton» 
ned and amazed with that Fmpzrſcnwent, it is to bee thoughte 
that the Scicilian wag not gicatly at his caſe and quiet, who nee · 
ded no tozments to fozce him confeſſe the fact,fo2 of hig owne ac- 
toꝛde voluntarily he drſcloſed the ſame,but he ſayde he was pꝛo · 
noted ther vnto by the perſuaſton of Bianca Maria telling p whole 
diſcourſe as vou haue heard befoze. She had already intelligence 
of this chaunce, and might haue fled and ſaucd hir ſcife befoze 
the kact ( dy the confeſſton of Dom Pietro) had ben diſcouered, and 
attended in ſome ſecrete place till that ſtoꝛmie time had bene cal⸗ 
med ond appeaſed. But gzod which is a righiſul iut ge woulde 
not ſuffer hir wickedneſſe ſtretch any further, ih ſhe hauing fcfid 
qut ſutch a nimble and willul execut toner, the Countce of Gaiazs 
20 could not long haue remained aliue, who then in good time and 
happy houte was abſent out of the City. So ſoone ss Dom Pie⸗ 
no had accuſed the Counteſſe, tht Lo2d ol Bourbon ſente hir to 
pzpſon,and being examined, canfeſſi d the whole matter, truſtinge 
that hir infinite numbze of Crownes woulde haue cozrupted the 
Duke, 02 thoſe that repꝛeſented his perſon. But hir Crownes, a 
Lyfe paſſed all one way. Foz the day after hir impꝛiſonment ſhee 
was condempned to loſe hir heade : Ind in the meane time Dom 
Pietro was ſaued, by the diligence and ſuite of the Captaynes, e 
was employed in other Warres,to whom the Duke gaue him,foz 
that he was lothe to loſe ſo notable a Souldiour, the very right 
hand of his Bother the Countee of Coliſano , The Counteſſe 
haning ſentence pꝛonounced bppon hir, but truſting foz pardon, 
would not pꝛepare hir ſelfe to dy, ne yet by any meanes craue foz- 
giuenes of hir faults at the hands of God, vntil ſhe was cdõueyed 
out of the Caſtell, and ledde tothe common place of execution, 
'| where a Scaffolde was p:epared fo2 hir to play the laſl Acte of 
thes Tragedy, Then thc miſerable Lady began to know hirſelfe, 
and to confeſſe hir faults befoꝛe the people, deuoutly pzaping God, 
"| hot to haue regard to hir demerites, ne yet to determine his wzath 
axa;nlt hir, oz enter with hir in tudgement, koz ſo mutch as - the 
me 
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ſame were decreed accoꝛdinge to hir iniquity, no ſaluation wag to 
be looked foꝛ. She beſought the people to p2ay fo hir, and the 
Countee ot Gaiazzo that was abſent, to pardon hir malice, and 
treaſon which ſh: had deuiſed agaynſt him. Thus miſerably, re. 
pentantly dyed the Toantef?, which in hir lyfe refuſed not to lm⸗ 
bꝛate and follow any wickednes, no miſchichiefe ſhee accompted e · 
uill done, ſo the ſam? were imploped fo hir pleaſure, and paſtime, 
A goodl example truely foz the youth of our pꝛeſent time, ſth the 
moſt part indifferently do launch into the gulfe of diſo2dzed lyfe, 
ſuſtring theymſelues to bee plunged in the puddles of their owng 
bayne conceiptes, without conſideration of the miſchieues that 
map enſue. It the Loꝛd of Cardonne had not bene beloued of his 
general, into what calamity had he fallen fo2 yeldinge himſefe a 
P2:ay to that bloudy Woman who had moze regarde to the light, 
and wilfull fanſie of hir, whom he ſerued like a laue, than to his 
duety and eſtimation? Ind truely all ſutch be voyde of their right 
wits, which thincke themſelues beloued of a Whooze. Foz their 
amity endureth no longer, than they ſucke from their purſſes, and 
bodies any p2offe oz pleaſure . Ind becauſe almoſt euery dayſems 
blable examples be ſeene, J will teaue of this diſcourſe, to take 
me to a matter, not farre moꝛe pleaſaunt than this, although foũ⸗ 
ded vpon hetter grounde, and ſtabliſhed vpon loue, the firſt onſet 
of lawfull martage, the ſucceſſe whereof, chaunced to murderous 
ende, and pet the ſame intended by neyther of the beloued : As pou 
all be tudge by the continuance of reading of the hiſtoꝛp enſuing, 
Beare with me good Ladyes (fo: of pou alone I craue this par. 
don) fo2 introducing the Whooꝛiſh Iyke of the Tounteſſe, and hir 
bloudp enterpuſe: bicauſe I know right wel, that recitall of mur. 
ders, and bloudy facts wearieth the mindes of thoſe that loue to 
lyue at reſt, a wiſhfoz fapꝛe weather after the troubleſome ſtoꝛmes 
of raging Seas, no leſſe than the Pilote and wiſe Mariner, ha- 
uing long time endured and cut the perillous ſtracts of the Oce · 
an Sea. And aſbeit the cozruptton of our nature be ſo great, as 
kollies delighte vs moze than erneſt matters fraught wyth reaſon 
and wiſe dome, pet J thinke not that our mindes be ſo peruerted g 


diuided froin trouth, butſo:netimes wee care and ſeeke to ſpeake 
mo 
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untren Pynde, az m thant 
wyoſe leurs do bꝛare the markt of intame, and be toeurry _ 
not321028 fo2 the o121y name of their vocation. Dulfiſeth vs that 
an 9y292y,be it nꝛuer ſo full of ſpoꝛte and pleaſure, do bzing with 
it inſtruction of our lyfe, and amendement of aur manerg. Ind 
wee o igt not to beſo curious oz ſcrupulous, to reiect merry and 
an deuiſes that be voide of harmefal talke, o wethout ſatch 
glee as nay Hyader the education of Pauth pꝛocliue, and ready to 
choole that is cozruyt,and naught, The very bookes of holy ſcrip - 
tures dos defcribe vato v3 perſons that bee vicious, and ſo deteſ⸗ 
table as nothi ag moze, wyoſe factes bmo the Imple may ſeeme vn- 
feemely, vpon the leaf recitall of the ſame. Ind ſhall wee there- 
fo:e retect the readinge,and eſchue thoſe holy bookes ? God fozbid, 
but with diligence to beware,that we do not reſemble thoſe that be 
xremembzed there fo: example, fozſomutch as ſpeedely after ſme, 
enfueth grieuous, and as ſodapne puniſhmẽt. Foz which cauſe J 
haue ſelected theſe Hiſtoꝛyes, of purpoſe to aduertiſe Pouth,how 
they that fallow the war of damnabte iniquity, fayte nos ſhoztlp ut. 
ter their great offenc:s,and execution of their outragious bices, to 
leele the tuſk, and mtghty hand of God, who guerdoneth the good 
ii their good wozks,and deedes,and rewardeth the euil fo2 their 
wickednes, and miſchieke. Naw turne we then to the Heſto · 
me ot two, che rareſt Louers that euer wert, che perfaz+ 
„ maunce, and flniſhinge whereof; had it bene ſo 
pꝛoſperous as the beginning; they had 
toped topkully the Fruicts of 
their intent, and two no⸗ 
ble houſes of one City

rampart toſtay the violence of his courſe, by little,# little vnder- 
mineth melteth and conſumeth the vertues of naturall powers in 
ſutch wyſe as the ſpþzite pealdinge to the burden, abandoneth the 
 Placeof Ilpfe ; Which is verified by the pitifull, and —

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death of two Lovers that ſurrendered their laſl Bꝛeath in one 
Coumbeat Verona a Citty of Italy, wherein repoſe yet to thys 
day ( with great maruell) the Bones, and remnauntes of their 
late louing bodies : Fnhyſto2y no lee wonderfull than true. It 
then perticular affectton which of good right euery man ought to 
beare to the place where he was bome, doe not deceyue thoſe that 
trauaple, I thincke they will confeſle wpth me, that few Citties in 
July, can ſurpaſſe the ſayd. Citty 0? Verona, aſwell tox the Na- 
uigable river called Adiſſa, which paſſeth almoſt though the mids 
of the ſame, and thereby a great traflque into Almayne, as alſo foz 
the pꝛoſpect towards the Fertile Mountaynes, and pleaſant Ma⸗ 
leys whych do enuiron the ſame, with a great number ol very clert 
and lyuely Fountaynes, that ſerue foz the eaſe and commodity of 
the place. Omittinge ( biſides many other ſIngularities ) toure 
Budge s. and an inffaite number of other honourable Bnttquittes 
dayly apparaunt vnto thoſe, that be to curious to biewe and looks 
bpon them. Which places J haue ſomewhat touched, byrauſe 
thes moſt true Hiſtoꝛy which A purpoſe here after to recite, depen · 
deth thereupon, the memozy whereof to thꝛs day is fo wel known- 
gt Verona a vnneths their b{abbzed-Eyes, be pot day that ſaw 8

When the Senior Eſcala was Loꝛde ot᷑ Verona, there were two 
in the Citty, of karre greater fame than the reſt, aſwell 
"riches as Nobility: the one called the Monteſches, and the o 
the Capellers : But lyke as moſt commonly there is viſcoade- 
amongs theym which be of ſemblable degree in honour, euen ſo 
there hapned a certayne enmity berweene them: and koz ſo match 
a the beginning thereof was vulatvfull, and of {llfoundation, ſo 
in pzoceſle of time it kindled to ſutch flame, as by diners 
ind ſundꝛe deuyſes pꝛactiſed on both ſideg, many loſt their lues. 
The Loꝛd Bartholmevy of Eſcala, (ot᷑ whdm we haue already ſpo· 


houſes, but all in vayne: fo2 their hatred, had taken ſutch K 
as the ſame could not be moderated by any wyſe counſell o go 
danice: bet weene whom no other thing could be — ge⸗

ken) being Lozd-of Verona, and ſeeing ſutch diſozder in his cbs . 
mon weate,aſſayed divers and ſandzy wales to reconcile thoſe two 
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tber ſeaſon moꝛe conuenient, and with better leyſure to appeaſe the 
reſt; In the time that theſe thinges were adoing,one of the famt- 
of Monteſehes called Rhomeo, of the age of. 20. 02. 21. yeares, 
the comlieſt and beſt conditioned Gentleman that was amonges 


 _ the Veronian pouth, fell in loue with a pong Gentle woman of Ve- 


rona, and in few dayes was attached with hir Beauty, and good 
behautour, as he abãdoned all other affaires, s buſſnes to ſerue,p 
honour hir. Ind after many Letters, Ambaſſades, and pꝛeſents, 
he determined in the ende to ſpeake bnto hir, and to diſcloſe byg 
paſſtons, which he did without any other pꝛactiſe. But ſhe which 
was berttiouſlp bzought vp, knew how to make him ſo good an · 
ſwere to cut of his amozous affections, as he had no luſt after 
that time to returne any moge, and ſhewed hir ſelfe ſo auſtere, and 
ſharpe of Dpeach, as ſhe vouchſated not with one looke to behold 
bim. But how mutch the young Gentleman ſaw hir whiſk, and. 
lent, the moze he was inflamed: Ind after he had continued cer · 
taynemonths in that ſeruice wythout remedy of his griefe, he de⸗ 
termined in the ende todepart Verona, foz pꝛoofe if by chaunge 
of the place he might alter his affection,ſaping to himſelfe. What 


do J meane to loue one that is ſo vnkinde,and thus doth diſdayn 


me, I am all hir owne, i yet the flieth from me. I can no lõger liue, 
except hir pꝛeſence I doe entoy - and ſhe hath no contented mende, 
but when ſhee is furtheſt from me. J will then from hencefoxth 
Sſtraunge my lelfe from hir, foꝛ it may ſo come to paſſe by not be⸗ 
holding hir, that thys fire in me which taketh increaſe and nouriſh» 
ment by hir fapze Eyes, by little, and little map dy and quench. But 


minding to put in p2oofe what he thought, at one inſtant hee was 


reduced to the contrary, who not knowing whereupon to reſolue, 
paſſed dapes and nights tn maructlous Playrits, and Lamenta⸗ 
tions. Foz Loue vexed him ſo neare, and had ſo well fixed the gen- 


tlewomans Beauty within the Bowels of his heart, and mynde, 


as nat able to refit, hee faynted with the charge, and conſumed by 
Uttie , and little as the Snow agaynſt the Sunne. Whereof hes 
Parenttes , and Rinred did maruaele greatly , ANTE

@iiffo2twe, but aboue all other one of hys Companpons o 
'xiper Ige, and Counſell than hee, began ſharply to rebuke 
hon. Foz the loue that he bare him was ſo great as hee felt yyg 
Mirtirdo me, and was pertaxer of hos paſſton:which cauſed him 
by ofte vie wyng his kriends diſquietneſſe in amozous panges, to 
ſay thus vnt o him : Rhomeo I maruell mutch that thou ſpendeſ@ 
the heſt time of thine age, in purſute of a thing, from which thou 
feet thy ſelt deſpiſed and baniſhed, wythout reſpecte either to thy 
modigall diſpenſe, to thine honoꝛ, to thy teareg,oz to thy myſerable 
ke, which be able to mane the moſt conſtant to pity. Wherefoꝛe J 
pꝛay thee foꝛ the Loue of our aunciznt amity,and foz thyne health 
ſake,that thou wilt learn to be thine owne man, and not to alyenat 
thy lyberty to any ſo ingrate as (he is:t̃oꝛ ſo farre as I contecture 
by things that are paſſed betwene you, either ſhe is in loue wyth 
ſome other, oz elle determiaeth neuer to loue any ". Thou arte 
kong, rich in goods and foꝛtune, and moze excellent in beauty than 
any Gentleman in thyg Cyty:thou art well learned, and the onelp 
fonne of the houſe wherof thou commeſt. What gryef would it bee 
to thy pooze olde Father and other thy parentes, to ſee the ſo dꝛow 
ned in this dongeon of Upce,ſpeciallyat that age wherein thou 
oughteſt rather to put them in ſome Hope of thy Uertue? Begyn 
then from hencefo:th to acknowledge thyne Erroꝛ, wherein thou 
haſt hitherto lyucd,doe away that amozoug vaile oz couerture 
whych blyndeth thyne Eyes and letteth ther to folow the ryghte 
path, wherein thine aunceſtoꝛs haue walked: oz elſeif thou do feele 
thy ſelfe ſo ſubtect to thyne owne wyll, yelde thy hearte to ſome o⸗ 
ther place, and choſe ſome Miſtreſſe accoꝛdyng to thy woꝛt hyneſſe, 
and hencefozth dos not ſow thy Paynes in a Sople ſo barrayne 
whereof thou reapeſt no Frupcte:the tyme appꝛocheth when al 
the Dames of the Cyty ſhal aſſemble, where thou mayſt behold 
ſutch one as hall make the forget the fozmer Gryefs . Thyg 
younge Gentleman attentyuely hearyng all the perſuadyng rea» 
ſong of hys Fryend, began ſomewhat to moderate that Heate 
and to acknowledge all the exhoztatyons which hee had made 
to be directed to good purpoſe, And then determined to put them

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in al the froN's end aſſen blies of the City, without bearing affecs | 


nion woze to one Al om an than to an other. Ind continued in thyg 
manner of Lyfe .1t. oz. 11. Monthes, thinking by thet meanes to 
quench the ſparks of au ncient flames, It chauncet the within few 
dayes after, about the tea ſ of Chzyſimsſſe,when feaſts and ban. 
kets moſt commonly be vied , and maſkes accoꝛdinge to the cuſ⸗ 
tome frequented:that Authonic Capellet being the Chef of ti at 
Familye , and one of the Pʒincipall Lords of thi Cup too, mate 
a banket and fo2 the better & olim pntʒation thereof, inuited all the 
Noble men and dames, to which Feaſt reſozecd the moſte parte of 
the youth of Verona. The family of the Capelleis(as we haue de. 
clared in the beginninge of thyg Yyſtozy)was at variance with the 
Monteſches, which was the cauſe that none of that family repai⸗ 
red to that Banket , but onclye the yong Gentleman Rhomes, 
wh came tn a Waſke after ſupper with certaine other vong Gen. 
tiemen. And akter they had remained a ;ertapne ſpace with their 
Uiſards on, at length they did put of the ſame, and Rhomeo verp 
Chmefaſt, withdzew bumſelt into a Cozner of the Hall: but by rea · 
Con of the light of the Tozches which burned very bzight he was 
by and by knowen and loked vpon of the whole Company, but ſpe- 
cially of the Ladies foz beſides his Matiue Beauty wherewpth 
Nature had adozned him, they maruellcd at hig audacity how hee 
durſt pꝛeſume to enter ſo ſecretly into the Houſe of that Famyllyt 
which had litle cauſe to do him any good Notwithſtanding , the 


Capellets diſſe mbling their mallice, either foʒ the honoz of the com · 


pany,oz elſe toz reſpect of his Ige, did not miſule him epther in 
Woꝛde oz Deede. By meanes whereof wyth free liberty he behelbe 
and viewed the Ladtes at hys Pleaſurc, which hee dyd ſo well, 
aud wyth grace ſo good. as there was non; but did berp well,tyke 
the pꝛeſence ot his perſon. And after het had particularly giuen 
Judgement vppon the excellency of each one, accoꝛding to his af- 
fection , hee ſawe one Gente woman an onges the reſte of ſur⸗ 
paſfinge Beautre who ( althoughe hee had neuer ſcenc hir 
tofoze)pleaſed him aboue the teſt, and attribuied vnto hir in heart 
the Thyefeſt place foz all perfection in Best tyre. And fta⸗ 
. ppg hir inceſlantlee with piteous lookes,the Loue whech hes 
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bare to his firſt Sentlew2!nm, was ouercomen with this newe 
dee, that tooke ſutch noꝛiſhement and vigoꝛ in his hart, as he was 
not able neuer to quench the ſame but by Dꝛath onety:ag you may 
vnderſtande by one of the ſtrangeſt diſcourſes,that euer any moꝛ · 
tal man deuiſed. The yong Rhomeo then felyng himſelfe thus tof.. 
ſed wyth thys new? Tempeſt, could not tell what countenaunce to 
ble , but was ſo ſurp2iſed and chaunged with theſe laſt flames, as 
he had almoſt foꝛgotten him ſelfe,in ſutch wife as he had not auda 
city to enqupꝛe what ſhee was, and whollp beate himſetf to feeds 
hes Eyes with hir tighte , wherewyth hee moyſtened the ſweete a · 
moꝛous venome, which dyd ſo empoyſon him , as hee ended hys 
Dayes with a kinde of moſt cruell Death. The Gentle woman 
that dydde put Rhomeo to ſutch payne, was called Iulietta, and 
was the Daughter of Capellet, the mayſter of the houſe wher that 
aſſembly wag,who as hir Eyes did rolle and wander too and fro, 
by chaunce eſpied Rhomeo, which vnto hir ſeemed to be the good · 
let perſonage that euer ſhee ſawe. Ind Loue ( which lay in 
wapte neuer vntill that time, )afſapling the tender heart ot that yong 
Gentle woman, touched hir ſo at the quicke, as foz any reſiſtance 
ſhe coulde make, was not able to defende his Foꝛces, and then des 
gan to ſet at naught the ropalties of the feaſt, and felt no pleaſure 
in hir heart, but when ſhe had a glimpſe by thzowting oz rece iuing 
fome light oꝛ looke of Rhomeo. Ind after they had contented eche 
others troubled heart with millions of amozous lookes which of 
textimes interchangeably encoantred and met together, the bur⸗ 
nung Beames gaue ſufficient teſttmony of laues pn onletteg. 
Loue hauing made the heartes bꝛeache of t1oſe two louers,as they 
two ſought meanes to ſpeake together, Foꝛtune offered them a ve⸗ 
ty meete and apt occaTon; I certapne Loꝛd of that Troupe and 
Companpe tooke loſicrta by the Hande to Daunce, wherein ſhes 
dehaued hir ſelfe fo well, and wyth fo excellent grace, as thee 
wanne that Daye the pꝛiſe of nor from all the Damoſels of 
Veronz. Rhomeo, hauenge fozeſeeue the Place wherevnto thee 
monded to retire , appꝛoched the ſame , and ſo dyſcretetye v2 
led the matter , ag hee founde the -meaneg at hir returne 
34. to lit 
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io it bellde hir, Jolierra when the daunce was fined, returned 


to the very place where ſhe was let betoꝛe, and was placed betwene 


Rhomco and an other Gentleman called Mercutio , which was a 


courtlyke Gentleman, bery well be loued of all men, and by reaſon 
of his pleaſaunt and curteous behauioꝛ was in euety company wel 
intertayned. Mercutio that wag of audacity among M apdens, as a 
Lyon ts among Lambes ſeazed incontyncntly vpon the Hande of 
Iulietta, whoſe hands wontedly were ſo cold both in Wynter and 

Sonmer as the Wountapne pce,although the fires heat did warm 
the ſame. Rhomeo whych lat vppon the left ſide of Iulicera ,ſexnge 
that Mercuuo held hit by the right hand, toke hir by the other that 
he myght not be deceiucd of his purpoſe, and ſtrayning the ſame la 

little, he felt Himſelf ſo pꝛeſt wyth that new fauoz, as he remapned 
mute, not able to aunſwer. But ſhe perteyuyng by his chaunge of 

coloꝛ. that the fault pzoceded of the behemence of Loue, deſyzyngtd 
ſpeatze vnto hem, turned hir ſelfe towardghym , and wyth tremb⸗ 
lung voyce toyned with Utrginal ſhameraſtneſſe, intermedled with 


a certayn baſhfulnelſe,ſayd to hem : Bleſſed be the Youre ofyour 


neare appꝛoche:but mynding to pꝛocede in further talke, loue had 
ſo cloſed vp hir mouth, as ſhe was not able to end hir Tale, 
n nn the yong Gentleman all rauiſhed with toy and conten« 
tation,ſighing,afked hir what was the cauſe of that ryght Foztu- 
nate blefling. Iulietta ſomwhat moze emboldened with pytyful loke 
and ſmyling countenance ſaid vnto him: Srꝛ do not maruell pt J 
do bleſſe your comminge hither, bicauſe tx Mercutio a good tyme 
wyth kroliy hand hath wholly froſen mine, and you of pour curteſp 
haue warmed the ſame agayne. Wherunto immediatiy Rhomeo re 
plyed: Madame ik the heauens haue ben ſo fauozable to employe 
me to do you ſome agreable ſeruice being repatred hither by chance 
amongs other Gentlemen, J eſteeme the ſame well beſtowed, cras 
uyng no greater Benellte foz ſatiſfactton of all mp contentations 


receiued in this Wozld , than to ſerue ober and honoz you fo long 


as my lyfe doth laſt, as experience ſhall yeld moze ample pzoofe 
when it ſhall pleaſe you to geue further aſſape. Moꝛeouer, it you 
haue recetued any Heat by touche of my Hand, you may be well af- 
ſured that tho ſe flames be dead in reſpect of the lyuely ar 
violkt 


bfolent fire which ſozteth from your kayꝛe Eyes, which fire hath ſo 
fercely inflamed all the moſt ſenlbte parts of my body.as It J 
de not ſuctoꝛed bythe kauoure of pour good graces, I do attend the 
time to be conſumed to duff, Scarſe had he made an ende of thoſe 
lat Woꝛds but the daunce of the Toꝛche was at on end. Whereby 
lulietta which wholly burnt in loue, ſtraightly claſpyng her Hand 
wyth his, had no leyſureto make other aunſwer,but ſoftiptht;s to 
ſay:Wy deare frend, J know not what other aſſured wytociie you 
dellre of Loue,but that J let you vnderſtand that you be no m oʒe 
pour own, than J am pours, beyng ready and dyſpoſed to obey you 
lotarre as honour ſhal permyt, beſeechyng you foz the pꝛeſent tyme 
to content pour ſelfe wyth thys aunſwere, vntyll ſome other ſeaſon 
meeter to Communicate moze ſecretly of our Affaires. Khomco 
keing htmſelfe pꝛeſſed to part of the Ccempeony , and foz that hee 
knew not by what meanes he myght ſee hir agapne that was hes 
Life and Death, demaunded of one of his Friends what ſhee was, 
who made aunſwer that ſhe was the daughter of Capellet. the loꝛd 
ofthe houſe, and Mayſter of that dayes'feaſt( who wꝛoth beyonde 

meaſure that foztunc had ſet him to ſo dafigerous a place,thought 
{impoſſible to bzing to end his enterpꝛiſe begon. ) Iulietta coue-+ 
tous on the other ide, to know what pong gentlemi he was which 

had ſo curteoully intertayned hir that Myght, and of whome ſhee 
felt the new wound in hir heart, called an olde Gentlewoman of ho 
102 which had nurſed hir and bꝛought hir vp, vnto whom ſhe ſapd 
leming vpon hir ſhoulder: Mother, what two rong Gentlemen be 
they which firſt goe fozth with the two Toꝛches befoze them. Un⸗ 
towhome the old Gentlewomi told the name of the Youſes whers 
of they came. Then ſhe aſkcd hir againe, what young Gentleman 
that wag which holdeth the viſarde in his Hand, wyth the Da- 
aſke cloke about hym · It is (quod ſhe) Romeo Monteſche, the 
fonhe of youre Fathers capytall Enimpe and deadly foc to all 
your kinne, But the May den at the onely Name of Montcſche 
was altogyther amazed, deſpayrynge koz euer to attayne to 

Huſband hir great affectyoned fryend Rhomeo , foz the auncy- 
tit hatreds betweene thole to Families. Neuertheleſle ſhe _ 
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ſo well how to diſſemble hir grief and diſcontented Minde, as the 
olde Geutlewoman percetuzd nothing, who then began to perſuade 
hir to retire into hir Cha nber: whom ſhe obeyed:and being in bed, 
thinking to take hir wanted reſt, a great tẽpeſt of diuers thoughteg 
began to enuiron and trouble hir Mynde, in ſutch wyſe as ſhee 
was not able to cloſe hir Gyeg,but turninge heere and there, kanta. 
fed diuers things in hir thought, ſometimes purpaſed to cut of the 
whole attempte ok that amoꝛous pꝛactiſe, ſometimes to continue 
the ſame. Thus was the pooꝛe puſlil vexed with two contraries, 
the one con toꝛted hir to purſue hir intent, the other pꝛopoſed the 
im monente Perill wyerevnto vndyſcretly ſhe heudlong the we hir 
ſelf. Ind after ſhe had wandꝛed of long time in thig amo? aus La; 
berinth, ſhe knew not whereuppon to reſolue, but wept inceſſantly,

ed very well, and ended their talke foz that time. Rhomco 
nteruing none other fauour at hir hands foz that night, but only 
Wozdes, Thys Fryer Laurence of whom heareafter wee ſhall 
nabe moze ample mention, was an auncient Doctoz of Diuinity, 
ifthe oꝛder of the Fryzes Minoꝛa, who belides the happy pꝛoleſ· 
lun which he had made in ſtudy of holy wzit,was very ſkilful in 
hy, and a great ſearcher of natures Secrets, and excee · 
gfamous in Magtke knowledge, and other hidden g ſecret ſci⸗ 
, which nothing diminiſhed his reputation, bicauſe hee did 
tofabuſe the ſatne. Ind this Frier thzough his vertue and piety, 
hadſo well won the citizens hearts of Verona, as he was almoſt 
theConfeſſo2 to them all, and of all men generally reuerenced and 
keloned : Ind many tymes foz his great pzudence was called by 
telozds of y Citty,tothe hearing of their weighty cauſes. Ind a · 
nunges other he was greatly fauozed by the Loꝛde of Eſcale, that 
tur the pꝛincipall gouernoz of Verona, and of all the Family of 
Momeſches,and of the Capellers,and of many other. The poung 
Khomeo (as we haue already declared) from his tender age, bart 
acertayne particuler amity to Frier Laurence, @ departed to him 
hisſecrets,by meanes whereof ſo ſoone as he was gone from Tus 
het, went ſtrayght to the Fryers Franciſcians, where frũ poinct 
wjotthe diſcourſed the ſucceſſe of his loue to that good Father 
u he conctuſton of mariage betwene him and Iulietta, adding 


wa the ende of talke , that hee woulde rather chooſe ſhamefull 


diath, than to faple hir of his pꝛomiſe. To whom the good Frier 
int he had debated diuers matters, and pꝛopoſed al the inconue- 
althces of that ſecret mariage, exhozted hem to moze mature deli⸗ 
heration of the ſame :; not withſtandinge, all the alleged perſug(T- 
ans were not able to reuoke his pꝛomyſe. Wherefoze the Frier

The 
Freer ſeeing they2 confozmed & agreeable willes, after he had dit⸗ 
courſed ſomewhat vppon the commendation of mariage dignity, 
p3dnounced the vſuall woozdes of the Church, and ſhe hauing re- 
texued the Ring krom Rhomeo, they roſe vp befoze the Fryer, wl o 
ſard vnto them * It vou haue any other thing to conferre together, 
do the ſame wyih ſpecde : Foz J purpoſe that Rhomeo ſhall goe 
from hence ſo ſecretly ag he can. Rhomeoſozy to goe from lulict-

oth with the blowe that hee had receiued, hut offended with the 
lalurp which the other had don, began to purſue his ennemy with 
fache courage and viuacity , as at the third blowe with his fwerd 
hee cauſed him to fall backewarde ſtarke deade vppon the ground 
with a pꝛicke vehementlye thzuſte into his thzote, whtche 
hee followed till hys Dwozde appeared thzoughe the hru⸗ 
der parte of the ſame , dy reaſon wherok the conflicte ceafſed 
In belldes that Thibault was the chiefe ot his companye he was 
alſo bozne of one of the Nobleſt houſes within the Cittye which 
cauſed the Poteſtate to aſſemble his Douldters with diligence 
fo; the appꝛehenſlon and tmpztſanment of Rhomeo , who ſeyeng 
ptfoztune at hand, in ſecrete wife conuaped him ſelfe to Fryer Lau 
rence at the Friers Franciſcanes. Ind the Fryer vnderſtandinge 
of his facte , kepte him in a certayne ſecrete place of his coucnte 
until koꝛtune dtd otherwyſe pꝛouyde foz his ſafe goinge abzoade. 
The bruite ſpꝛed thzoughout the citty,.of this chaunce don bpou 
the Lode Thibault,the Capellets in mourning weedes cauſed the 
deade bodye to be caryed befoze the ſygnozy of Verona ſo well to 
moue them topytty, as to demaunde tulkice for the murder: bes 
foe whom came alſo the Monteſches declaryng the innocencye of 
Rhomeo, and the wtlfull aſſault of the other. The councell aſſems 
bled and witneſſes heard on both partes a ſtraight commaunde- 
mente was geuen by the Loꝛde of the Cittpe to geeue ouer theire 
weapons, and touchinge the offence of Rhomeo,becauſe he hadde

tuer. This cõmõ miſſoꝛtune publiſhed thʒoughout the Citty, was 
generally ſoꝛo wed and lamented. Som complapneth the death ol ß 
Lozde Thibault fo well fo2 his dexteritye: in armes as fo2 the 
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hope of his great good ſerutce in time to come, ił hee hadde not 
bene pꝛeueuted by ſutch cruetl Death. Other bewatledi(fpectaliy 
the Ladieg and Gentlewomen )the ouerthzow of yong Rhomeo,) 
who beſtdes his beauty and good grace wherwith he was enrtched 
had a certayne naturall allurement,by vertue whereofhe dzew vn. 
to him the hearts of eche man, like as the ſtony Adamante voth the 
tancred iron, in ſutch wiſe ag the whole nation and people of Ve. 
rona lamented his miſchaunce: But aboue all infoztunate lulice. 
ta, who aduertiled both of the death of bir colin I hibault, and of 
the baniſhment of hir huſband, made the Tyze ſound with infinite 
nutnber of moznefull playnts and miſerable lamencations. Then 
feeling hirſelfe to mutch outraged with cxtreeme paſſion, ſhe went 
into hir chamber, and ouercome with ſozrowe thꝛewe hir ſelle v⸗ 
pon hir bed, where ſhe began to reinfozce hir doloz after ſo ſtraunge 
kaſhton, as the moſt conſtant would haue bene moued to pitty. & hẽ

death. And as ſhe thought to continue hir complaxnts, Pietro ad- 
xertiſed Frier Laurence that he heard a noyſe beſides the cttedclt; 
Therewyth being afraxd,they ſpeadily departed, fcoring to be ta- 
4m; Ind then lalierra ſeeing hir ſcife alone, and in full Liberty, 
ole agayne Rhomeo betwene hir armes, kiſſing him with ſutch 
*ffection, as ſhe ſeemed to be mcze attaynted with loue than death, 
. (nd'/D2awing out the Dagger hich Rhom eo ware by his ſide, 
hrpzicked hir ſelfe with many blowes againſt the heert, fayinge 
Fith teedle @ piti:ul voice: Ah death the end of foꝛtow e beginning 
-of felicity , thou art moſt hartely welcome: fcare not at this time 
in han pen thy dart : gtue no longer dclay of life, fo2 feare that my 
Kite trauayle not to finde Rhomeos ghoſt amongs futch nũber of 
tarion coꝛpſes. Ind thou my deate Lo2d g loyall huſband Rho⸗ 
meo, il there reſt in hte any knowledge, receyue hir whom thou 
haſt ſo faprhfully louc d, the onely cauſc of thy violent death, which 
-frankely offreth vp hir ſoute thet none but thou ſhalt toy the loue 
{whercof thou haſt made ſo lawfull conqueſt, and that our ſoules 
paſſing from this light, may cternally line together in the place of 
tuerlaſting toy: Ind when lhe had ended thoſe wozdes {hee yel- 
dri-1phir ghoſt. While theſe thinges thus were done, the garde 
and v atch of the Citty by chaunce paſſed dy, and ſteing light with 
in the graue, ſuſpected ſlraight that there were ſeme Necyomans 
tua which had opened the & oumbe ro abuſe the deade bodies foz 
urde of their arte: nd dellrous to knowe what it went ; went 
\downe into the vaut, where they found Rhomeo and Iviieers, with 
then armes im bꝛacing ech others heck, as though here hab bene 
ſome token of ipke. Ind after they hap well vu wed them at lep= 
ſure, they percepued in what caſe they were, Ind ien an amazed 
ahev.ſougt.x foz $ Theeues which(as thy thought ) hed done the 
murther, and in the ende founde the good Focher Frrer Lau- 
Feace;, and Pictro the Seruauntt of deade Romeo (whyeh 
had hid themſelues vnder a falt)whom they caryed to Pzplon, p 
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abvertledthe Lojdo? Eſeala, and the Magiſtrates of Verona of 
that hozridle murder, which be and by was pudulhed thzoughoure 
the. City. ocked together al the Cittzens, women and chit. 
dꝛen leautiig thetr houſes, to loke vppon that pitpful ſighte and 0 
the Ende that in p2efence of the whole Cette the murder ſhould. be 
knowne , the Magiſtrates ozdayned that the two deade Bodteg 
ſhould be erected dppon a ſttage to the view and light of the whole 
Woꝛld, in ſutch ſoꝛte and manner as they were founde withyn the 
Graue, and that Pietro and Frier Laurence ſhould publikely beg 
ex amened, that afterwardes there myght be no murmure oꝛ other 
- pretended cauſe ot ignozaunce. And thys good olde Frier beyiige 
vppon the Scaffold, hauyng a whyte Bꝛarde all wet and bathed 
with Teares, the Judges commaunded him to declare vnto them 
who were the Zuthoꝛs of that Murder, tj at vatimely houre hee 
was appꝛehended with certapne Jrons beſtdes the Graue. Fryer 
Laurenee a rouade and kranke Man of talke, nothyng moued with 
that accuſation, anſwered them with ſtoute and bolde voyce : My 
maiſter a, there is none of pou a!l(if pou haue reſpect vato mo foze- 
paſſed Like, and to my aged Yeres,and therewithall haue conſſde- 
ratiod of this heauy ſpectacle, whereunto vahappy-foztune hath 
„ preſently bꝛonght me) but dotth greatly maruell of ſo ſodaine mt; 
e tation a 20 change vnlooked fo2 ſo mutch as theſe thꝛee ſcoze and 
e Ten 02 twelue Peares ſthens J came into this Wolde, and be- 
ee Jan to pꝛoue the vanitieg thereof. I was neuer ſuſpected, touched, 
ee - 02 found guilty of any crime which was able to make me bluſhe, : 
hide m face, alchougo(betote & od) I doe confeſfe my ſelk to be che 
«« greateſt and moſt abhominable ſluner of al the redeemed flocke of 
«« Chill. Do it is notwythLanding.chae lich Yam pꝛeſt and ready 
to render mine accompte,and that Death, the Graue and woznes 
. do datlye ſummon this wetched Coꝛps of mpne to appeare befoje 
«« the Juſtoce ſeate of God, ſtill wayghtyng and attending to de bar: 
ta Filed to my hoped Graue this is the houre I ſas, as vou lihewiſt 
may thinke wherein I am fallen to the greateſt damage and pꝛeiu⸗ 
.« dice of my Lyfe and honeſt poꝛte, and that which thath ingend ed 
cc thys ſynyſter apynoon of mes, map ptraduenture bee theſe greate 
Teams which in auundaunce treckle do wne my Face as * 
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1+ lugt the holy ſcriptures do not witneſſe,that Jeſus Chzift mo · 
ued with humans pitiy, e compaſſion, did weepe,cnd pour fozth 
teares, and that many times te ares be the faythfull meſicrgers of 
mans innIcency. Oz elſe the moſt likely euidence, end pꝛeſump⸗ 
non, is the ſuſpected hour, which ( as the magiſtrate doth ſay)doth 
make mee culpable of the murder, as though all houres were not 
differently made equall by God thetr Creatoʒ, who in his owne 
perſon declareth vnto vs that there be twelue houres in the Dap, 
ſewing thereby that thete is no exception of hourcs noz of Mi- 
nutes, but that one map doe epther good oz ill at all times indiffe⸗ 
rently, as the party is guided oꝛ fozſaken by the ſpaite of God: 
touching the Jrons which were founde about me, needefull it is 
not now to let you vnderſtand fo2 what vie Fron was firſt made, 
and that of it ſelfe it is not able to increaſe in man eyther good oz 
mull, if not by the miſchicuous minde of hym which doth abuſe it. 
Thus mutch J haue thought good to tell you, to the intent that 
nepther teares noꝛ Iron, ne pet ſuſpected houre, are able to matze 
we guilty of the murder, 02 make me other wyſe than J am, but 
auh the witne ſſe of mine owne conlcience, which alone if J were 
gun ſhould be the accuſer. the witnefſe, and the hangman, whych 
(byreaſon of mine age and the reputatton J haue had an. onges 
du, and the little time that J haue to liue in this Woꝛld ſhoulde 
toze toztnent me within, than all the moztall paynes that coulde 
te deuiſed. Bur ( thankes be to myne eternall God) J feele no 
|. Wozne that gnaweth, noz any remozſe that pzicketh me touching 
that fact, foz which I ſce you all troubled and amazed. And to ſet 
your harts at rel}, and to remoue the doubts which hereafter may 
tozment your conſciences, I ſweare vnto you by all the heauenly 
parts wherein J hope to be, that fozthwith J will diſcloſe from 
firſt to laſt the entiie diſcourſe of thts pitifull Tragedy, whych 
peraduenture (hall dztue you into no leſſe wondze and amaze, than 
thoſe two pooze paſſionate Lovers were ſtrong and pacient,toex- 
pone themſelues to the mercy of death, foz the feruent and tndiſſo« 
luble-loue betwene them. Then the Fathcrly Frier began to re⸗ 
peate the beginning of the loue betwene lulietta, and Rhomeo, 
which by certapne ſpace of time confirmed, was pꝛoſecuted by 
woꝛdes at 


wowdes at the firk;then by mutual pꝛomife of maviage, bnkwowit! 
to the wald. Ind as within few day?s after, the tus Louers fees: 
unge themlelues ſharpned # incited with ſtronger onfer, repaired: 
vnto him vnder colour of confeſſion, pꝛote ding by othe that they 
were both maried, and that if he woulde not ſole mpn zꝛ that ma. 
riage in the face of the Church, they hould be con ſtravned to of⸗ 
fend God to liue tn diſoꝛd ꝛed luſt, In conſtderation whereof, and 
ſpecially ſeeing their alliaunce to be good, and comfo:table in dig⸗ 
nity, richeſſe and Nobility on both des, hoping by that meanes 
perchaunce to r concile the Monteſchee, and Capellets, and that 
be doing ſutch an exceptable woꝛke to God, he gane t i p churches 
bleſſing ia a certapne Chappel of 5 kriers church wizeceof p nige 
kollowing they did conſũmate p mariage kruicts in the Pallate of 
the Capellets, Foz teſtimom of which copulation, Þ wami of la. 
liettaes Thiver was able to depoſe : Adding moꝛeouer, þ murder 
of Thi>a lt, which was Co iin to lalietta: By reaſoa whereof 
the bantHh:nent of Rhomeo did kollowe, and how? in the abſence 
of the fayd Rhomeo, the mariage being kept ſecret betwenethem,: 
anew MYatrivmony was intreated wyth the Countee Paris, which 
milliked by Iulie tta, (he fell pꝛoſtrate at his feete in a Chappell of 
S. Frauncis Church, with full determinatton to haue killed hirſell 
with hir owne hands, ik he gaue hir not councell how ſhe ſhould a. 
uoyde the mariage agreed bet wene hir father a the Tountee Paris, 
Fo: cõcluſton, he ſayd, that although he was reſolued by realon of 
his age, and neareneſſe of death to avhozre all ſecret Sciences, 
wherein, in his poimger peares he had delight, notwithſtanding, 
pꝛeſſed with impoꝛtun:ty, and moued with pitty, fearing leaſt lu- 
lietta ſhould do ſome cruelty agayn d hirſelfe, he ſtrayned his con- 
ſcience, and choſe rather with ſome littls fault to grieue his minde,. 
than to ſuffer the young Gentlewoman to deſtroy hir body, and 
hazarde the daunger ok hir ſoule.. And therefoꝛe he opened ſome; 
part ot his auncient cunning, and gaue her a certayne Pounder to 
make hir lleepe, by meanes whereof ſh? was thought to be deade. 
Then he tolde them how he had ſent Frier Anſelme to cary lets: 
ters to Rhomeo of their enterpzile, whereof hitherto — 
guniwere. 
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Nhomec, and Iohetf: 


imſwere. Then bꝛieliy he concluded how he found Rhomeo dead 
within the graue. who as it is moſt 1tkely did impoyſou hin 
u was otherwiſe ſmothered oz ſuffocated with ſozow by finding 
ulietta in that ſtate, thinking ſhee had bene dead. Then he tolde 
them how lulietta did kill hirſelfe with the Dagger of Khomes 
to beare him company after his death, and how it was impoſſible 
foz them to laue hir foꝛ the noyſe of the watch which ſozced theym 
to flee from thence. Ind toz moze ample appꝛobation of his ſap» 
ing, he humbly belought the Loꝛd of Verona @ the Magiſtrats to 
fend io Mantua fo; Friet Anſelme to know the cauſe of his ſlack 
tetyrne,thatthe contẽt of the letter ſent to Rhomeo might be ſeene. 
Co examine the Woman of the Chamber of Iulietta, and Pietro 
the ſeruaunt of Rhomeo, who not attending foz furder requeſt, 
ſapd vnto them: My Lozdes when Rhomeo entred the graue, he 
gue me this Pacquet, wꝛitten as I ſuppoſe with his owne hand, 
who gaue me exp2eſſe commaundement to deliuer it to his father. 
The Pacquet opened, they founde the whole effect of this Nozy, 
ſpecally the A pothecaries name, which ſold hun the Poyſon, the 
puce, and the cauſe wherefoze he vſed it, and all appeared to be ſo 
cleare and euident, as there teſted nothing foꝛ further verificatt- 
on of the ſame,but their p2eſence at the doing of the particulerg 
thereof, foz the whole was ſo well declared in oꝛder, as they were 
out of doubt that the ſame was true. And then the Lozd Bartho- 
lomevv of Eſcala , after he had debated with the Magiſtrates of 
theſe euents, decreed that the Woman of lulietta hir Chamber 
ſhould bee baniſhed, becauſe ſhee did conceale that pꝛiuy martage 
fromthe Father of Rhomeo , which if it had beene knowne in 
tyme,had bzed to the whole Citty an vniuerſall bencflt. Picrro be- 
cauſe he obeyed hys Mayllers commaundement, and kept cloſe 
hes lawfull ſecrets, acco2ding to the well conditioned nature of a 
truſty ſeruaunt, was ſet at liberty . The Poticary taken, rackt, 
and founde guilty, was hanged. The good olde 1::an Frier Lau- 
rence (as well foz reſpect of his auncient ſeruice which he had 
done to the tõmon wealth of Verona, as alſo foʒ his vertuous life 
(oz the which hee was ſpecially recommended) was let goe in 


peace, without any note of Jnfamy,

Notwith2anding by reaſon of his age, he voluntarily gaue our 
the W ond, and cloſed himſelke in an Hermitage, two miles from 
Vero, where he lined. 5. 03. 6. veares, and ſpent hyy teme inch. 
tinuall pzayer,varill he was called out of thig-tran{Tcozy wozlde, 
into the bliſfall tate of euerlaſting toy, Ind lo the compaſſion o! 
fo ſtraunge an inkoꝛtune, the Moateſches, and Capellets poured 
kozth ſutch abundaunce of teares; as with the ſame they did eus 
caate their auncient grudge and choler, whereby they were then 
reconciled. Ind they which coulde not bee bzought to attonemat 
by any wiſedome 02 humayne councell, were in the ende vanqui- 
ſched and made krends by pity. Ind to immoꝛtaltzate the memo 
of ſo intier and perfect amity, the Loꝛd of Verona oꝛd iyned, that 
the two bodies of thoſe miraculous Louers ſhould be faſt intoſ

poſe. derdes haue ben done bx we men foz fauegerd of their 
Hulbhades ix uec, as that of the Mioyz, a ſozt of Momen whole 
buſbands were impꝛiſoned at Lacedæmon, and fo2 treaſon cddems 
ned who to ſaue their lines, entred into pꝛiſon the night befoze thep 
ſhould dy,and by exchaunge of apparel], deliuered the, e remax 
ned there to fufferfo:them. Of Hipficratea alſo the Quęene and 
Wyle of Mithridares king of Pontus, who ſpared not hir Noble 
beauty and golden lockes to manure hir ſelfe in the bie of armes 
to keept hir huſband company in perils and daungers: and being 
ouercome by Pompeius, and flying away, neuer left him bnaccom. 
panied, ne fozſooke ſutch trauayle as he hir ſelfe ſuſtaxned. The 
hike alſo of Æmilia, Turia, Sulpitia, Portia, and other Romane 
Dames. But that ſutch haue pꝛeuented their hufbands folly, ſet. 
dome we reade, ſauing of Queene Marie the Wife ol Don Pietro 
King of Arragon, who marking the iſolency of hir huſband, and 
ſozy foꝛ his diſo2dzed life, honeſt icalouſte opening hir continent 
exes,fo:ced hir to ſeeke meanes to remoue his wanton acts, oz at 
leaſtwiſe by pollicy and wiſe foꝛeſight to make htm huſbande and 
culture his own ſople, chat foʒ want of ſcaſonable tillage was bars 
ren e voyde of fruicte. Whercfoze conſulting with the loꝛd cham: 
berlayne, who of cuſtome bzought whom the king liked beſt, was 
in place of his woman beſtowed in his Bed, and of her that night 
begat the yong Pꝛynce Giacomo, that afterwardes pꝛoued a va⸗ 
liaunte, and wiſe Ring. Theſe paſſing good pollicies of women 
many times aboliſh the frantik lecherous fits of huſbands gieuen 
to ſuperfluous tufts, when firſt by their chaſt behautour and wo⸗ 
manly pattence they contayne that which they beloth to ſee 02 heart 
of, and then demaunding counſell of ſobziety and wiſedome,erco- 
gitate lleighes to ſhun folly, and expell diſcurteſſe, by huſbandeg 
careleſſe vſe . Dutch-pactiles, and deuiſeg, theſe two Gentlewo⸗ 
men whom I now bzinge foꝛth, diſcioſe in this diſcourſe enſuing. 
In the Citty of Veoice, ( which foz riches and fap}e Women 
excelleth al other within the Region ol Italy) in the time that Fri« 
ceſco Foſcari, a verp wyſe Pꝛynce, did gouerne the ſtate, there were 
two young Gentlemen, the one called Girolamo Bembo, and the 
other Anſclmo Babadico, betwene whom: as times thaun. 
Ae — 29 ceth a· 
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-eeth amongs other, grew ſutch great hatred and eruel 
ech ok them by ſecret and all poſſible meanes — 
Hame and diſpleaſare, which kindled to ſutch outrage, as it was 
thought impoTible to bee paciſled. It chaunced that at one tyme 
both of them did marry two noble young Gentlewomen, excellent 
and karze, both bꝛought vp vnder one Nurſe, and loucd ech other 
lrke to. Slſters, and as though they had ben both boꝛne of one ba- 
dy. The Wolfe of Anſelmo, called Iſotta, was the Daughter of 
Meſſer Marco Gradenigo, a man of great eſtimation in that Cit- 
, one of the p2ocuratours. of Sen Marco, whereof there were 
Hot ſo great number in thoſe dayes as there bee now, becauſe 
the Wyſeſt men, and beſt Apmoued af Lyfe were choſen to 
that great and Noble dignity, non allotted thereunto by Bzibeg 
gz Ambition. The Wyfe of Girolamo Bembo was called Luz 
tia, the Daughter of Meſſer Gian Franceſco Valerio Caualiere, c 
Gentleman very well learned, and manp times ſent by the State, 
Itmbaſſads; into _ Cotntreys, and after he had bene Oꝛa· 
to; wyth the Pope, fo: his wiſedome in the execution of the ſame 
was in great eſtimation wpth the whole Citty. The two Gentle 
women after they mere maried, and heard of the hatred betwene 
their Þuſvandes, were very ſozrowfull and penſue, becauſe they 
thought the Freendſhyp, and Loue betwene them twapne, conti⸗ 
med fromthetr tender yeares , caulde not pee, but with greate 
difficulty kept, oz elſe altogither diſſoſued and bzoken, Notwith- 
landing beyng diſcrete, and wyſe, foz auoyding.occaſſon of eche 
haſbande ss offence, determined to ceaſe their accuſtomed conuer⸗ 
lation and louinge Familiarity, @ not to frequent others compa» 
ky, but at Places, and .Tymes conuenient . To whom Foz» 
tune was ſo fauourable , as not onely thepz Houſes were neere 
together but alſo adtoyninge , in the Backſides whereof theyz. 
Gardepns alſo Confined , Seperated onely wpth a lyttle edge,

that every day they myght ſee one another, and many tymes talke 
together : Mozeouer the Seruauntes, and People of epther. 
BDouſes were Freendly , and. Familiar , whych didde greatelp.- 
eantent the two Louynge Gentlewomen , bicauſe they. alſo. in 
the abſeace ok therz Yuldandes , myghte at Pleaſure in their 
| Cc. 20 Gardeyng - 
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mn their Gardens difpozt themſeluts. Ind centintuyg this oꝛder 
the ſpace of thzec peares nexther of then: within that tet me were 
with chylde. In which ſpace Anſelmo manp times vic wing and 
tulling his eyes vpon Madonus Lucia, fell eatueſiiy in love with 
bir, and was not þ day well at eaſe, v herem he had not beholden 
hir excellent beauty : She that was of Spirite, and Wir ſuttle, 
marked the lookes, and maner of Anſelmo, who nepthe r foz loue, 
ne other cauſe did render like lookes on him, but to ſee to what 
ende his louing cheere and Countenaunce would tend. Notwith- 
ſtanding the ſeemed rather deſfrous to behold him, than elſwhere 
to tmploye hir lookes, On the other ſide the good behauiour, the 
wiſe oꝛder and pleaſaunt beauty of M adonaa Iſotta was ſo extel⸗ 
kent and plauſtble in the light of maiſter Girolamo, as no Louer in 
the Woꝛld was better pleaſed with his beloueb than he with hir: 
who not able to liue wpthout the ſweete ſight of Iſotta ( that was 
a tratty + wuly Wench ) was by hir quickly percetued. She being 
right honeſt # wiſe, and loutng hir huſbond very dearely,d1d beare 
that countenaunce to Girolamo, þ ſhe generatiy did to any of the 
Citty,oz to other ſtraunger that ſhe neuer ſaw befoze. But hir huſ. 
band moze E moze inflamed, having loſt the liberty of himſelf woñ · 
ded s pterced with the amoꝛous arowes of Loue, coulde not ton⸗ 
uert his minde to anp other but to miſtreſle Lucia Theſe two wo · 
men wonted to heare ſeruice euery dax oʒdinartip at the church ot 
Saafantino, hicauſe they lav long a bed in the moꝛnings. e cõmon⸗ 
Ip ſerutce in that church was ſayd ſomwhat late: their Pewes al · 
ſo ſomwhat diſtant one fi om an other. Whether their. 2 amozous 
huſbands continually vſed to follow them a loofe of, and to place 
themſelues where eyther of them might beſt view his beloued: by 
which cultome they feemed tothe tommon people to be ieslous o· 
tier their Wynes. Bit thep pꝛoſecuted the matter in lutch wyſe; 
as eyther of them without ſhipping, ſought to ſend other into Cor- 
nouale. It came to paſſe then, that theſe. 2. beloued Gentle women 
ꝛne knowing nothing of an others intent determined to conſider 


better of this tote, becauſe the great good will long time home, 


ſhoutd not be interrupred., Wppon a cerrapne day when their huſ. 
bands were abzode,refoxting together to talk at their Gard ẽhedg 
accozding 
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 necordyng-t0 theyz wonted manner, they began to be 'pleaſaunee 
and merry: and after louynge falutationg, Miſtreſſe Lucia ſpake 


theſe Woozdeg bnto hir Companyon . Iſotta my deare beloued 
ftec, Jhauea tale to tell you of your huſband , that perchaunce 
will ſceme ſttaunger than anyenew2s that euer you heard. Ind 1 
(anſwered miſtreſſe Iſotta) I haue a ſtoꝛ to tel you that wil make 
you no leſſe to wonder than J at that which you haue to ſay, and 
tt maybe will put you into ſome choler and chafe. What is that 
quod the one and other. Ja the ende eyther ol them told what pꝛac⸗ 
iizes and loue thetrhuſbands went about. Whereat although cher 
were in great rage fo2 theyz huſvandes follpe, yet foz the ttme they 
laughed out the matter, and thought that they were ſutficient ( as 
tn very deede they were, a thing not to be doubted) and able to (a- 
tiſie their huſbands hunger and therewithall began to blame them 
to ſap d they deſerued to learn to play of þ Cornets, it they had no 
greater feare of God, and care of honeſty than their huſbands had. 
Then alter mutch talke of this matter, concluded that they ſhould 
do wel to expect what their huſbands would demaund. Hauing ta- 
ken oꝛder as they thought meete, they agreed dailye to eſpye what 
choulde chaunce, and purpoſed firſt with ſweete and pleaſaunte 
lookes to bayte and lure eche other keere, to put them in hope ther · 
by that they ſhonld ſattſfle their deſtres, which done fo2 that tyme 
they departed - And when at the Church of. Sanfantino : oz other 
place in Venice, they chanced to meete their louers, they ſhewed vn 
to them cheareful and mery Countenaunce : whych the Louers 
well notyng; were the gladdeſt Men of the Woꝛlde: and ſeing that 
it was impoſſible in Speache to vtter their Myndes, they purpo · 
ſed by Letters to lignitꝝ the ſame And hauing found Purctuants 
to goe bet wene parties. (phereafthis Cite was wont to be kal) el⸗ 
ther of them wzote an A moꝛous Letter; to his beloued, the content 
whereof was, that ther were berpe deſpꝛaus ſecretly to talke 
with them, thereby to expꝛeſſe the burnynge affectyons that in⸗ 
wardly they bare them, whych without declaration and vtterance 
by Mouthe in theyz owne pzeſence , woulde bzeede them Toꝛ⸗ 
ments moe bytter than Deathe . Ind wychin fewe Daxes ar⸗ 
ter (no greate dyſkerence ol Tyme detweene, they wzote their 
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Letters. But Girolamo Bembo hauing a pꝛegnant Wit, who 
coulde well Endite both in P2ole, and Bime , wꝛote an excellent 


ſonnet in the pꝛayſe of his Darling in Italian Meeter, s wyth hes 
Lener ſent the ſame vnto hir, the cltect whereof doth follow, =

The ſubtill Dames recetuing thoſe amoꝛous letters and ſong - 
- diſdanfully,at the firſt ſeemed to take them at the bzingers hands, 


as they had determined, yet afterwardes they ſhewed better coun⸗ 
tenaunce , Theſe letters were toſled from one to an other, where= 
at they made great paſtime, and thought that the ſame would 
tome to very good ſueteſſe, epther of theym keepinge ſtyll their 
Huſbandeg Letter, and agreed without inturp done one to an 0» 


ther trimly to deteyue their huſbands. The maner how you ſhall - 
percepue anone. They deuiſed to ſend wozd to their Lovers, that 
they were ready at al times to ſatiſfie their ſutes, i the ſame might 


beſecretl done, and ſafely might make repayꝛe vnto their houſes,

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when their Dufbands were abſent;whith in any wiſe they ſarde, 


mult be done in the night, foꝛ frate tea in the day tywe they were 
diſcriev. Igayne theſe pꝛouident and ſudtiil Women had taken 


oꝛder wyth their Maydes, wh they made pziup ito their p:actyſe 


that thꝛough their Gardens they ſhould enter into others houſe, 
and bee ſhut in their Chambers without Lyght, the re totary fo; 
their Yuſbands, and by any meanes not to bee ſecne 02 knowne. 
This oꝛder pꝛeſcribed and giuen, Miſtꝛeſſe Luc ia firſt did hirlo- 
ner to vnderſtand, that the night inſuing at foure of the Clock at 
the Poſterne doze, which ſhould be left open, he ſhould come into 
hir houſe, wi cre hir mayde ſhould be ready to bzing him vp to hir 
Chaumbze, becauſe. hit huſbande maiſter Girolamo woulde that 
Night imbarke himſelfe to goe to Padua. The like Miſtreſſe I- 
ſotta did to Maiſter Girolamo, appointing him at fiue of the clock 
whych ſhe ſayd was a very conuenient time, bicauſe mayſter An- 
ſelmo that night would ſup and lye with certapne of his Fryends 
at Murano, a place beſtdeg Venice. Upon theſe newes, the. 2. Lo⸗ 
ucrs thought them ſelues the moſt valtaunt and foztunate of the 
Woꝛld, no Enterpꝛiſe now there was but ſeemed ealle foꝛ them to 
bꝛing to paſſe, yea if it were to expell the Saracens out of Hieru- 
ſalem, oz to depʒiue the great Turke of his Kingdome of Conſtan- 
tinople. Thetr toy was ſutch, as they coulde not tell where they 
were, thinking euery houre a whole dap till night. At length the 
tyme was come ſo long deflred , and the Duſbandes accozdingly 
gaue diligent attendaunce, and let their Wpues to bnderſtande, 
(oz atleaſt wyſe belceued they had)that they could not come home 
that night foz matters of great impoztaunce. The Women that 
were very wiſe, ſeeing their ſhip ſayle wyth ſo pꝛoſperous wynde, 
fayned themſelues to credite all that they offered . Theſe young 
men ta oke eyther of them his Gondola (oz as wee ti arm it they; 
Barge) to diſpozt themſelues, and hauing ſupped abzoade, rowed 
in the Canali, which is the Water that paſſeth thꝛough diuers 
Streates of the Citty, expecting their appoyncted houre . The 
Women ready at thꝛee of the Clocke, repapꝛed into their Gar. 
dens, and after they had Talked, and Laughed together s pꝛety 
whyle, went one into an others houſe , and were by the Maydeg 
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| Honght vp to the Chaumbers. Thereepther of them the Candly 
glight, began diligently to view the ozder and ſituationof the 
Place, and by little and littie marked the chiefeſt things they loo · 
bed foꝛ, committing the ſame io metnozy. Attei wards they put out 
the Candle, and both in trembting maner expected therommingof 
thetr Huſbandes. Ind tuſt at foure of the Clocke che May den ot 
Xadonna Luc ia ſtocde at the Doze to wapte foz the comminge of 
Watiſter Anſelmo, who within a while after came, and gladiy wos 
Jet in by the wayde, and by hit conducted vp to hir Bed de. The 
plate thert, was ſo darke as Hel, and impoſſible foz him to know 
his Wyfe. The two Wyues were ſo like ol bigneſle and Speach 
8p by darke wythout great difficulty they could, be known. When 
Anſelmo had put of his ciothes, he was of his Wye amozoully 
intertayned, thinking the Wyfe of Girolamo had receyued him be» 
twene hir armes, who aboue a Thouſande times kifſed hir very 
fweetely, and ſhe foz hir parte ſweetely rendꝛed agayne to hem ſo 
many. What followed 1t were Folly to deſcribe, Girolamo irke⸗ 
wilt at. 5. of the clocke appeared, and was by the:mayde conyeted 
bp tothe Chiber,where he lay with his owne Wite, to their great 
contentattss. Now theſe. 2 Huſbands thinking they had ben im⸗ 
bzaced by their beloued Ladies, to ſecme bzaue, and valiaunt men 
of Warre,made greater p2oofe of their Manhoode, thã they were 
wont to do. At what time their Wyues (as it pleaſed God to ma 
nileſt by their de llue ty) were begottẽ with child of. 2. fayze Song, 
nd they the beſt contented Women of the Wozld. This pzactiſe 
continued betwene them many times, fewe weekes paſſing but in 
this ſoꝛt they lay together. Nepther of them foz all this, perceiued 
themſelues to be deluded, oz cbcepued any ſuſpitton of colluſton fox 
- that the chamber was ſtill: without light, and in the dar the Wo- 
men commonix favled not to be together. The time was not longe 
but their Bellies began to ſwell, whereat their Huſbandes were 
ding toyfull, belceuing verily that eyther of them had fixed 
Gans bpon the others head. Bowbeit the pooze men fot all their 
fatſe Beliefe had beſtowed theyz Laboure vppon their owne 
Hoyle, Watred onely wifh the courſe of their pzoper Foun - 
tapne.. Theſe two Jolly Wenches ſeeyng themſelues by thrs 
23 amozous 
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they might bzcake of the ſame, doubting leaſt ſome llaunder and ill 
talke ſhould riſe:and thereby the hatred and malice betwene they; 
huſbandes increaſe to greater kurp. And as they were aboute thyg 
deniſe; an occaſſion chaunced,vtterly to diſſolue they2 accuſtomed 
meetynges, but not in that ſozte ag they woulde haue had it. Fg 
the Women determined as mertly they had begon ſo tocundlye to 
ende / but Foztune the guide of Humane Lyfe diſpoſeth all enter; 
pꝛſes after hir owne pleaſure, who lyke a puiſſant Lady carpeh 
with hir the fuccelle ofeche attempte. The beginning iche offercth 
freely to him that liſt, the Ende ſhe calleth fo2,as arayſome oz try 
bute payable vnto hir. In the ſame ſtreate, o as ther call it Rio,g 
Canale, not farre from they2 Houſes, there dwelled s young Wee 
man very kayꝛe and comelp, not fully twenty peares of age, which 
then was a Widow, and a lyttle befoze the wife of M. Niccolo 
Delphino,and the Daughterof M,G1uoanni Moro, called Giſmö. 
 daiShebelldes hir Fathers Dowꝛre ( which was moze than a 


Thouſand Pound) had left hir by hir Huſband,fa great Pozceon 


ol Maney, Jewels, Plate, and houſhold Furnitureg. Wyth hir 


kell in Laue Aloiſio Foſcari, the Nephewe of the Duke, who ma. 


ding his Ladye, and at lenghth had bzought the matter to ſo good 
paſle, as one Mighte ſhe was contented at one of the Wyndowegof 
hir Bouſe directly ouer agaynſte a little lane, to heare him ſpeake, 
Aloifiomarucltous glad of thoſe deſtred Mewes at the appopnted 
Nyghs about fyue 02 ſixe of the Clocke with a Ladder made of 
B6apes(bicauſe the Window was very high went thyther alone, 
Weyng at the place and making a ligne concluded vppon betweene 
them,attended when the gentlewoman ſhould thꝛow down hir cozd 
to dʒꝛaw vpthe Ladder accozdyngly as was appointed, which uu 
longe after was done, Giſmonda when ſhee had recelued the end 
ofthe Ladder, tied it faſt to the tawme of the wyndow. and gaus 
token to hir Louer to mount, he by fozce of loue being very bemu · 
rous. liuele and luſtely ſcaled the Wyndow. And when he was bps 
von the Top of the ſame, deſirous to caſte himſelfe in, to embꝛaa 
big Lady/# he not leer in recelue him,cpelle bppon others 


- amoz0ug puactize to be with Childe, beganne to to deuiſe howe- 
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dub be kel downeVachewarde,thinking as he ten to haue th" 
ned himſelfe twtce 02 thypce by catchyng holde vppon the Ladder» 
but tr would not be. Notwithſtanding, as God would haue it, the 
[poiſe of his Body teil not vppon the pauement of the ſtreate fully, 
dut was ſtaped by ſome lets in the fall, whych had it not bene ſo no 
doubt he had bene llayne out of hande, but vet his: bones were ſoze 
'd:uſed and his heade deepely : wounded . The infoztunate Loucr 
feetng himſelfe ſoze hurt wyth that pityfull fall,albeyt her thought 
that hee had recerued his Deaths Wounde,and-tmpoſſyble to liue 
any longer, pet the lone that he bare to the Widow, didſſo far ſur · 
mount hys payne and the gryefc ol hys Body ſoze crulhed and bzo. 
len, that ſo well as he could, hee roſe vp, and with his hands ſlay⸗ 
td the bloud that ranne from hes Heade, to the intente vt myghte 
pot rayſe ſome llaunder vppon the Widow whom hee loued ſo wel: 
and went alonges the ſtreat to warde the houſts of, Girolamo and 
Anſelmo afbꝛeſaid. Being come thither toyth greate difficulty not 
#bieto goe anpe further foz verre payne and gryefe , her fayutcd 
co downe ag deade, where the Bloude iſſued in furch aboun ; 
as the Grounde therewyth was greatly imbzued . and k⸗ 
| der one that ſaw him thought him to be voide of Lyfe. Miſtreſſe 
'Gilmonda exceeding ſozrowful fo2 this miſchaunce , doubted that 
hehad bzokenhis Necke , but when ſhefaw hym depart, ſhe jcom⸗ 
9 fo wel an che rould, and drewe vp the Ladder into hir 
teh Chaunces happen to earneſt Louer g, who 
banter think they baue ſcaled the top of they; Feltcity ſodoyn- 
lptoinble downe into the Pit of extreme deſpapze, that better it had 
ben foz them lepfurely to expect the grace ot their Ladyes at cons 
waage 8 and houre, than hai dily without pꝛouidence to aduẽ-

[dy height of the Wals, o viewpnge the ſubſtaunee-of 
they; Ladders, do receyue in the end cruell repulſe, and tal down 
headlange either by pꝛeſent Death oꝛ moꝛtall Wounde, ta receyue 
tuerlallvng repꝛoche and ſhame. But turne we agapne now to this 
dilgraced Louer, who lap gaſping betwene Lyfe and death. And as 
he was in this ſozrowful tate,ofe'of the Coptapnes,a Noble man 
; pointed io ſet ders odierued iu the Nighte , *

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(which ther kull c eff ) cx thither. And finding hem lying-vpon 
the ground, anew that it was Aloiſio Foſcaci,and cauſſag him to 
de taken vy from the place wher he lay, thinking he had ben dead) 
commaunded that he ould be conueyed into the Church adiop« 
ning whych immedlately was done, And when he had wel conll⸗ 
dered the place where hee was founde , hee doubted that eyther 
Girolamo Bembo oꝛ Aaſetmo Bacbadico,befoze whoſe Dazeg hee 
thought the murder committed. had kylled him, which after warde 
he beleued to be true, bytauſe he heard a certapne noyſeof menneg 
Feete at one of their Doozes.Wherefoze he deuided his company, 
placyng ſome on the one ſide of their houſes, and ſome on the other 
belleging the ſaine ſo well as he coulde , Ind ag Foztune woulde 
he founde by Neglygence ofthe mayds,the dozes of the. ti. houleg 
open. It chaunced alſo that Nyght that the two Louers one in gs 
thers Houle were gone to lye with their Ladyes, who hearynge 
the hurly burly, and ſturre made in the Hauſe by the. Dergeantg, 
ſodaynelythe women lept out of their Bid, and bearyng their a. 
peett vppontheyz ſhonldets, went hometo thetr houles thzoughe 
thar:Gardeing vnſeeneof any , and in fearefull wyſe did attends 
what ſhoutd be the End of the ſame. Girolamo, and Anſelmo not

Then the Signior di notte, aſked hym what he dvd there aboutg * 
that Tyme of the Nyght , and wherfoze hee e the

ſetete, conſederyng the Authozrtye of the Mageſtrate that des 

maunded the queſtyon, albert hee thoughte that yr his Tongue 
hadde runne at large, and commytted a Faulte by raſhe ſpcas 
enge , hes Bode ſhoulde theretoze ſulfer the ſmart, Wheres 
kde defoze hee woulde tn any wyſe-geue occaſpon to ſlaunder 
hit, whome hee loued better than hes owne Lyfe, determpned 
is hazarde hys Lyfe and Yonoure , to the Mercye of Juſtice, 
and ſayde: J declared euen nowe , whpch J cannot denye, 
that J fell downe from the Wrudowe ol Myſtreſſs.

ell et truth, lor that they did betyle belecue that hee had cout 
a trted ma iv Kobtertes be des, oꝛ at the leaſt was p:tuy and ac 
eciſirte to che ſame, and knew where the Cheues were become. 
Aerwardes thi ſayd Counſen did llete vppon the matter of Gi 
Wu B&G and Aale mo Batbadico,fofi at inyde Might / 
kev in ete öthers Ehe nde and bommytred to Payſon ad ig bs 
foze rememozed . Ab bit auſe ro had many matters bello a 9 
you impoztaunte, to conſult bppon,amongs which the wartet 
etwene them and Philiipo Maria Viſconte, Duke of Milane, 
F abſeſe uſes were delerred tpll an other tyme > nat⸗ 
Whihltandeng in the meane while they were exampned - — 
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Duke himſelfe that tyme being in counſell, ſpake moſt ſeuerely a · 
gainſt his Nephew. Neuertheteſle hee did hardly belceue that his 
Nephew being very rich, and indued with great honelly, would a- 
baſe hiniſelfe to a vice ſo vile and abhominable as theft is, wheres 
vypon he began to conflder of many thinges, and in the ende tal- 
ked with hes Nephew ſecretly alone, and by that meanes learned 
the trouth of the whole matter. In like maner Anſelmo and Gi. 
rolamo were Examined by Commiſſioners appoyncted by ite 
State, what one of them did in an others Cham ber, at that houre 
of the night, who confeſſed that many tymes they had ſerne Aloiſio 
Foſcari, to paſſe vp and down befoze their houſes at times incon- 
nentent, and that night by chaunce one of them not knowing of a- 
nother,eſpted Alo iſio, thinking that he lingered about their bouſesg 
to abuſe one of their Wyues. foz which cauſe they went out, ond 
with their Weapons ſodenly killed him. Which confeſſion they o- 
penly declared accozdingly, as whereupon befoze they were agre⸗ 
ed, Ifterwardes with further cucumſtaunce being examined v⸗ 
pon the Article of being one in anothers Chaumber, it appeared 
that their firſt tale was vtterly vntrue, Df all which contradictts 
ons the Duke was aduertiſed, and was dztuen into extreeme ad⸗ 
miration,fo2 that the truth of (hoſe diſozders coulde not be tothe 
full vnderſtanded and knowne . Whereupponthe D ieci, and the 
alliſtauntes were agayne aſſembled in councell accozdtnge to the 
maner, at what time after all things thzoughly were debated and 
ended, the Duke be ing a very graue man, of excellent Witte, ad- 
uaunced to the Dukedome by the conſent of the whole State, as 
every of theym were about to riſe vp, hee ſayde vnto them: My 
Loꝛdes there reſteth one thinge yet to be moued, which peraduen⸗ * 
ture hitherto hath not bene thought vpon. There are befoze vs ,,

conceyued in the Opinions of diuers. Antclme Barbadico, and , 
Girolamo Bembo, betwene whom there hath bene euer continual , 
hatred, left vnto them as a man way ſap by Fathers Inheruance , 
both ol them in eyther of their Chaumbers, were appꝛehended in „ 
in a manner naked by our Sergeaunts, and without Tozments, „ 
02 foz feare to bee racked vpon the onelp interrogatozies of oure „ 
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Two Gentlewothen. 
* 1niniters,thep haue voluntarily confeſſed that befoze their houſe 
1 oy ald Alete our Nephew. And albeit that our ſapde Ne; 
phew vet liueth, a was not ſtriken by them oz any other as ſhout 
ci appeare, vet they conkeſſe themſelues guilty of the murder, What 
* ſhall be ſayd then to the matter, doth it not ſeeme doubtfull 2 Our 
© Nephew again hath declared, that in going about to robthe houſe 
ce a Miſtreſſe Giſmonda Mora, whom he ment to haue llayne, he fer 
© mne to the Ground from the top of a window, wherefoze by reg. 
ce ſan ſo many robberies haue bene diſcouered within the Citty, it 
te may be pꝛeſumed that hee was the theefe e malefactoꝛ, who ought 
ce ta be put to the tozments,that the truth may be knowne, and being 
ci found guilty, to feele the ſeuere puniſhment that he hath deſerued. 
er Mozeouer when he was found lying vpon the ground, he had net. 
re ther Ladder noz Weapon, whereupon may bee thought that the 
et fact was otherwiſe done, than hitherto is conf.1ſed. Ind becauſe 
ts gmongs mozall vertues, temperance is the chickeſk and wozthy of 
ee greateſt commendation, and that iuſtice not righteoully executed, 
ce ig iniuſtice and wꝛonge, it is meete and conuenient foz vs in theſe 
te ſtraunge accidents, rather to vſe temperaunce than the rigoz of 
cc juſtice. And that it may appeare that I do not ſpeake theſe wozdg 
cc without good grounde, marke what J ſhall ſaye vnto you. Theſe 
te two molt moꝛtall enimies doe conłeſſe that which is impoſſible to 
ce he true, koʒ that our Nephew(as is befoze declared )is a liue, and 
ce his wounde was not made by Dwo2de,as hee himſelfe hath con- 
ce feſſed. Now who can tell 02 ſay the coutrary, but that ſhame foz be- 
ce ing taken in their ſeurrall Chambers, and the diſhoneſty of both 
ce their Wyues, hath cauſed them to deſpiſe life, and to deſire death: 
te We ſhall finde if the matter be diligently inquired and ſearched, 
re that it will fall out otherwiſe than is already ſuppoſed by commũ 
ee opinion. Foz the contrarietp of examinations, vnlikelihoode of 
ce cirtumſtances, and the impoſſibility of the cauſe, rendzeth the mat⸗ 
te ter doubtfull. Wherefoze it is very needefull diligently to exa⸗ 
et mine thefe attempts, and thereof to vſe moꝛe aduiſed conſtderati⸗ 
te on. On the other ide, our Nephew accuſeth himſelle to be a theele 
et and which is moze, that hee ment to kill miſtreſſe Mora when —

ſome other Serpent lieth hiden, that is not pet thought of. The 
Gentleman pee know bekoze this time was neuer defamed of ſutch ,, 
zutage, ne ſuſpected of the leaſt offence that may be odtected, Be- 
lides that, all vee doe know, (thanks thereldze be geuen euentoalmigh- , 1 
by God) that he is a man of great richeſſt, und poſſeſſions, and hath ,' 
neede to rob. Foz what neceſſity ſhould vꝛiue him to rob a we: 2 
owe, that hath of his owne liberally to beſtow vpon the ſuccour - 
of Widowes ? Were there none els of fubſtaunce in the Citty for 4 
him to geue attempt, but to a Wyddowe, a comfoztleſſe creature, 
contented with quiet lyfe to lyue amonges hir family within the * 
houndes of hir owne houſe > What if Hit richeſſe, Jewels and „ 
plate be great, hath not Aloiſio of his owne to redouble the ſame "ih 
But truly this Robbery was done after ſome other manner than 
hee hath confeſſed. To vs then my Loꝛds it appertapneth, it it ſo 
ſande with your pleaſures, to make further inquiry of the ſame, 1 
pzomillnge. vnto vou vppon our Fapth,that wee ſhall tmploy our ** 
whole diligence in the true examination of thys matter, and hop '* 
tobzinge the ſame to ſutch good ende, as none ſhall haue canſe to 
blame vs, the finall ſentence whereof ſhall bee reſerued to youre *? 
{udgement. Thys graue requeſt and wiſe talke of the Duke pleas ”? 
ſed greatly the Lozdes of the Counſaple, who referred not onely *? 
the examination, but alſo the final ſentence vnto hym. Sas 
Whereuppon the wyſe Pzynce beinge fully enfozmed of the 
chaunce happened to his Nephewe, attended only to make ſearch, 
if hee coulde vnderſtand the occallon why Bembo and Barbadico 
ſo fooliſhly had accuſed themſelues of that which they neuer did. 
Ind ſo after mutch counſaple, and great tyme contriued in thetr 
ſeueral examinations, his Nephew then was well recouered,and 
able to goe abz0ade, being ſet at liberty. The Duke then hauinge

beſtowed hys trauaple with the other two pꝛiſoners cõmuntcated 
to the Lozds of the afozeſayd coũcel called D ieci the whole trouth 
of the matter. Then he cauſed d great diſcretid, pꝛoclamatið to be

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betwene the two Pyllers, and Aloiſio hanged, whereby be thought 
to know what ſute the women would make, eyther with oꝛ againg 
their Duſbandes, and what euidence miſtreſſe Giſmonda woulde 
geue againſt Aloiſio. The bzute hereof diſperſed, diuers talke 
thereuppon was rayſed,and no Communication of any thing els 
in open ſtreats, and pztuate houſes, but of the putting to death of 
thoſe men. Ind bicauſe all thee were of honoꝛable houſes, their 
kinſmen, and Friendes made ſute by all poſſible meanes foz they; 
pardon, But their Confeſſions publiſhed, the rumoꝛ was made 
wozſe,( as it daply chaunceth in like caſes)than che matter was in 
deede, and the fame was noyſed how Foſcari had confeſſed ſo ma. 
ny theftes done by him at diuers tymes,as none of his fre:nds gz 
Kin durſ? ſpeake fo: him. Miſtreſſe Giſmond.: which bitterly la 


mented the miſchaunce of hir Louer,after ſhe vnderſtoode the con. 


feſſion hee had made, and eutdently knew that becauſe hee woulde 
not bleamiſh hir honour, he had rather willingly fozgo his owne, 
and therewithall his lyfe , felt hir ſelfe ſo oppzeſſed with feruent 
loue, as thee was ready pꝛeſently to ſurrender hir ghoſt. Where: 
koze (hee ſent him wooꝛde that hee ſhould comfozt himſelfe, becauſe 
ſhee was determined to manifeſt the very trout) of the matter, and 
hoped vppon hir declaration of true euidente, ſentence ſhoulde bee 
reuoked, fo: teſtimony whereof, ſhee had his louinge letters pet to 
ſhewe, wzitten to hir with his owne handes, and would bzing koꝛth 
in the iudgement place, the coꝛded Ladder, which ſhe had kept il 
in hir chamber, Aloiſio hearinge theſe louing newes,# of the eui⸗ 
dence which his Lady woulde giue fo his defence, was the glad⸗ 
delt man of the woꝛlde, and cauſed infinite thankes to be rendzed 
vnto hir, wyth pꝛomiſe that if hee might bee rid and diſcharged 
out of pꝛiſon. he woulde take hir fo: his louing ſpouſe and wyfe, 
Whereof the G. ntle woman cqnceyued ſinguter ſolace, foutng hir 
deere freende with moꝛe entier affection than bir owne ſoule Mi 
Nirefſe Lucia, @ miſtreſſe I ſotta, hearing the diſpercled voyce of the 
death of the ir huſbands, e vnderſtandingſhe caſe of miſtreſſe Gif. 
monda by an other womã, lapb their heads together lik wiſe to de- 
utle meanes foz ſauing thetr huſbandes liues: Eentring into their 
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"barge 02 Gondola, wente to ſeche miſtreſſe Giſmonda and when 


they had debated vppon the trouthe of theſe euentg , concluded 
with'one aſſent to pꝛouide foꝛ the ſafegarde and deltuerye of theyz 
huſbandeg. wherein ther ſhewed themſelues both wiſe and honeſt , 
Fox what Nate tg mo2ehonozable and of greater Comfoꝛte than 
the marryed Lyfe , if in deede they that haue yoaked themſelueg 
therein be confozmable to thoſe Deltghtes,and tontentation which 
the ſame conduceth: Wealth and Biches maketh the true vnyted 
touple to retovce tn the Benefits of Foꝛtune, graunted by the ſen⸗ 
der ofthe ſame,either of them pꝛouiding for diſpoſing thereof, a⸗ 
gainſt rhe decrepite time of olde age, and koꝛ the beſtowing of the 
ſame vppon the Fruicte accrued of theyz Bodtes.Pouerty in any 
wiſe dothe not offend them, both of them glad to Lavoure and tra⸗ 
uaile{tke one Body, to ſuſtaine they: pooze and neady Lyfe , ey- 
ther of them : Eamfoztably doth Minoſter comfozte in the cruett 
teme of Jduerſity, rendʒing humble thankeg to God foz hys ſharp 
Rodde and Punyfhmenr enflicted vppon them foz their manyfolde 
lnnes commptted againte hes Mateſ}ye, trauailinge by night 
and Daye by ſweatinge Bꝛowes to get bzowne Bzeade , @ dzynke 
ful thin to ceaſe the Cryes and pytfull craunges ok their tender 
Babes, w2apt in Cradle and inſtant on their mother to fill their 
hungry moutheg. Aduerſe koꝛtune maketh not one to foꝛſake the 
other. The louing Woke ceaſeth not by papnfull ſute to trot and go 
by Night and day in heate and colde to relteue the miſerpe of hir 
huſband. He likewiſe ſpareth not his payne to get and gayne the 
ltuyng of them both, He abꝛode and at home accoꝛding e o his cal · 
led date, ſhe at home to ſage the Lucre of that Laboz , and to doe 
ſuteh neceſſary trauaple incident to the married kinde. He carefull 
ko: to get. che heedefu!l koꝛ to ſaue, de by tralique and Arte, ſhee by 
diligence and houſholde toile. O the happy ſtate of married folke: 
O ſurpaſſing delights of mariage bed · which maketh theſe ti pooꝛe 
Gentlewociea, that by honoꝛable pollicy ſaued the honoz of them · 
ſelues and honeſty ef theyꝛ huſbandes, to make humble ſute fo2 ö 
their pꝛeſeruation, who were like to be bexteued of their greateſt 
comt̃ozts. FLEN - 
But come we again io declare þ laſt act oi this Comicat diſcourſe 
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| Theſe maried Women,after this chaunce efell , vpon their huf® 
bands imp2yſonment,;began to be abhozred of their Friendes and 
Parentes,foz that they were ſuſpected to be diſhoneſte, by reaſcn 
-wheteof dolcfully lamenting their Miſfoztune, notwithlandynge 
their owhe.conſctence vor de of fautte,dyd byd them to be of good 
theere and comfozt. And when the dape of execution came, ther dyd 
theyz Friends and Parents to vnderſtand that their concetuedgs« 
pinyon was:bntrue, and pꝛapeb them to fozbeare their diſdain and 
-malice,ttllthe truth ſhould be thaoughly manifeſted, aſſuring them 
that in the End their owne innocencie and the guiltleſſe cryme of 
their Huſbands ſhould openlp be reuealed to the Wozlde . In the 
meane time they made requeſt vnto their Friendes , that one of 
the Lo2deg called Auogadori might be admitred to vnderſtande 
their caſe, the reſt to be referred to themſelucs, wherein they had ng 
neede euther of Pꝛactoʒ 02 Sduocate. This requeſt ſeemed verre 
ſtraunge to their fricnds,deeming their caſe to be ſhameful and ab; 
hominable. Neuertheles dil:gently they accdplyſhed thetr requeſt g 
vnderſtandyng that the Counſell of the Dieci had commxtted the 
matter wholy to the Duke, they made a fupplicatyon vnto hym in 
the name ol the thzee Gentle women, tvheretn they craued nothing 
elle hut thepz matter might be hearde.

The Day being come, all 
the Loꝛdes aſſembled , deſirous to ſee to what iſſue this matter 
would grow. On the wozning the tee Gentlewomen honeſtly ac⸗ 
companied with other Dames, went to the Palace, and goynge as 
long the ſtreate of San Marco the people began to btter many ray- 
lyng woꝛds againſt them. Some cried out (as we ſee by vnſtable oꝛ 
der the vulgare people in like caſes bie to do) and doinge a certain 
curtiſy by way of diſdam a mockery:Behold p honeſt women, that 
without lending thetr huſbãds out of Venice, haue placed them in 
the Caſtell of Cornetto, and yet the arrante Whoozes bee not 
aſhamed to ſhewe them ſelues abzode , as thoughe they hadde 
done a thynge that were Honeſte and pzayſe woꝛthye. Other ſhot 
foꝛth theyz Boltes , and wyth thexz Pꝛouerbes pzoceedyng - 
their 
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their malictous Mouthes, thwited the poze Women at their plea⸗ 
ſure. Other allo ſeeyng Pylirelle Giſmonda tn their Tompany, 
thought that ſhe went to declame againſt maiſter Aloifio Foſcari, 
and none of them alt hapned on the trouth.Frrpued at the pallace, 
aſcẽoing the marble ſaireg 0: ſleps of the ſame ,they were bzoughe 
into the great hal, wher the duke appointed the matter to be heard, 
Thither repatred the friends and thoſe of neareſt kin to the thiee 
Gentlewomen, and befoze the matter did begin, the Duke cauſed 
alſo the thꝛe pꝛiſoners to be bzought thither. Thither alſo came ma 
nyother Gentlemen; with great deſtre to ſee the end of thoſe euenes. 
Silence being made the Dake turning his face tothe women, ſayd 
dnto them: Pe Gentle women daue made requeſte by ſuppiycaty⸗ 
onto graunt you publike audyence accoꝛdyng to Juſtice, foz that 
vou do alleage that Law and ozder doth fo require, and that e 
welo2dzed common wealth condemneth no ſubtecte withoute due 
anſwere by ozder of lawe. Beholde therefoꝛe, that we deſiroug to 
do Juſtyce, bee ready in Wlace to heare what ye canſay . The 
two huſbands w ere very angrtr e Wꝛathfull againſt their wines, 
and the moꝛe their ſtomackes did fret with cholor and diſdayne by 
bow mutch they ſaw theyꝛ impudente and ſhamcleſſe wtues wyth 
ſutch audactty to appeare befoze the mateſiy ofa counſel ſo hono⸗ 
table and dzeadfull ,as though they had ben the moſt honeſte and 
chaſt Women ob the Woꝛld. The two honelke: wines percepued 
the anger and diſpleaſure of their huſbands, and foz all that were 
not afrayde ne pet diſmayde, but ſmyling to themſelues and ſome 
what mouing their heads in decente wyſe ſeemed bnto them as 
though they had mocked them. Anſelmo more angry and impactẽt

uiſe agapnſt them. Miſtreſſe Iſotta hearing hir huſband ſo ſyyte · 
ful'y to ſpit forth his poyſon in the pꝛeſence of that honourable af 
ſemblye, concetued courage, and crauinge licence ot the Dake to 
ſpeake, with merrye countenancel and good vitrance began thus

which foz her ſeruice and atchyeues of hor loue, refuſed not to bee 
dombe the ſpace of many peares, and to giue ouer the beſt pozcion 
of his ſences where with the F{mighty,made man diffe rente from 
bzute and ſauage Beaſteg. Ik this thing declare not ſufficiently 
the foꝛce and power of that attractive and dzawing power in wo · 
man, no other example is wozthy to be pzeferred. Thoſe afozeſayd 
and many ether haue voluntarily yoaked themſelues in the chains 
of loues obedience, rendreth the maſſe of their mirye coꝛps to the 
flauery thereot, but that any haue franckely tyed vp their Tongue, 
the chtefelt Inſtrument ofthe bodies furniture:in honozable aſ⸗ 
ſembly oz where dexterity of ſeruice ſhoulde make him glorious, 
the like of that ſuhiection wag neuer ſeene oz founde;.

neſſe whereof doth make men to maruel, and the Fertility allureth 
ech man to be deſlrous to inhabit vpon the ſame. This fap2e rebel 
lioug Widow, albeit, that ſhe was not aboue.xxtitt.oz.xxv.yeres of 
age, vet pꝛoteſted neuer mozeto be ſubtect to man, by mariage, oꝛ o- 

therwiſe, thinking her ſelf wel able to liue in ſingle life: Þ Minde 
truly very holy c ommendable, i? the pꝛicks of the fleſh do obey the 
fiſt motions & adhoztattbs of the ſpirit, but where youth, pleaſure, 
g multitude of ſuters do addꝛeſſe their endeuour againſt that cha 

ſtity( which is lightly enterpꝛyſed ) the Fpoſtels counſel oughte to

Chaumber Howtng, Spinning and Carding, amids the Troup 
of her Mayden Seruaunts: where in our miſtreſſe Zilia paſſed thy 
ET”.

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moſt part of hir time, ſpending no minut? of the day, without ſome 
honeſt exercife, which the the rather did foz that ſhe liked not to be 
ſeene at Feaſts,and Bankets, oz to be gadding vp and downe the 
ſtreates, wandzing to Gardeyns oz places of pleaſure , although 
to ſutch places youth ſometimes may haue their honeſt repapꝛe to 
refreſh their wearied bodtes with vertuous recreation, and there. 
by reioyce the heaumeſſe of their mynde. But this Gentle woman 
wa 3 ſo ſeuere in following the rigoꝛous, and cdnſtrayned manerg 
of our aunctents,as impoſſible it was, to ſee hix abzoade; except it 
were when ſhe went to the Church to heare deutne ſeruice. Thig 
Gentlewoman ſcemed to haue ſtudied the deutnity of the Agypti- 
ans, which paynt Venus holding a Key befoze hir mouth, and ſet⸗ 
ting hir Fote vpon a Tortus, ſignifying vnto vs thereby,the dnety 
ofa chaſte Woman, whoſe tongue ought to bee locked, that ſhee 
ſpeak not but in tymee place, and hir feete not ſtraping 02 wande⸗ 
ring, but to keepe htrſelke within the limits of hir owne houle,ex- 
cept it be to ſerue God, and ſometimes to render bounden duety to 
them which bzought them into light, Mozeouer Zilia was ſo re- 
4igious (J will not ſay ſuperſtitious ) and rigozous to obſerue 
cultomes,as ſhe made it verp ſqueitutſh and ſtraung to kiſſe a Gt 
tleman that met hir, a ciuiligy whtch of long time hath bene obſer: 
ued, and yet remapneth in ide greateſt parte of the Wozlde, that 
Gentle womẽ᷑ do welcome ſtuͤzungers 6, Gueſts into their houſeg 
with an honeſt and chaſte kille. Motwithſtandinge the inſtitution 
and p2ofeſſion of this Wyddow had wiped away this poyncte of 
hir youth : Whether it were foz that ſhe eſteemed hir ſclfe ſo fayze 
às all men were buwozthy to touch the vtter partes of ſo rare and 
pꝛetious a veſſell, oz that hir great, and inimitable chaſtity made 
hir fo ſtraunge, to refuſe that which hir duety and honour woulde 
haue permitted hir to graunt. There chaunced about {thts time 
that a Gentleman of the Cofitrey called Six Philibertoof Virle, 
eſteemed to be one of the moſt valiaunt Gentlemen in thoſe parts, 
repapꝛed vpon an holy dap to Montcall, (whoſe houſe wag not ve« 
ry farre of the Towne)and being at diu ine ſerutce,tn place of oc- 
cupeing his Sence, and Mende in heauenty things, and attending

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the holy wo2ds of a Pzeacher, which that day declared the woꝛdt 


of God vato the people, hee gaue himlelfe to contemplate the ex⸗ 
cellent beauty of Zilia, who had put of fo2 a while hir mourninge 
bayle,that ſhe might the better beholde the good Father that pꝛea · 
ched,and recepue a little ayꝛe, becauſe the day was cxtreame hot. 
The Gentleman at the firſte bluſhe, when hee ſawe that ſweete 
temptation befoze his epes, thought himlſelfe rapt aboue the thirde 


heauen,and not able to withdzaw his looke, hee fed himſeife wyth 


the Nenome which by litt le, and little, ſo ſeaſ. d vpon the ſoundeſt 
parts of hys mynde, as afrerwards being rooted in heart, he was 
in daunger ſtill to remayne there foʒ a Guage, wythout any hope 
of eaſe 02 comfozte,as moze amply this followinge diſcourſe, ſhatl 
giue you to bnderſtande, Thus all the mozning hee behelde the 
Gentlewoman, who made no moꝛe accoumpt of theym, that wyth 
great admiration did behoſd hir, than they thiſelues dtd of their 
life, by committinge the ſame to the handes of a Woman fo cruell. 
This Gentleman being come home to his lodging enquired what 


. fayze Wyddow that was,@#what calling, and dehautour,biit hee 
heard tell of moze truely, than he would of good will haue known 


oz deſtred to haue ben in hir, whom he did pꝛeſently choſe to be the 
only miſtreſſe of his moſt ſecret thoughts. Now vnderſtandynge 
well the ſtubburne Nature, and vnctutle Manner of that Wyd- 
dowe, hee coulde not tell what parte to take, noz to what Sainct 
to vow his Devotion, to make ſuite vnto hir hee thought it tyme 
loſt, to bee hir Seruaunt, it was not in his power, hauing alrea⸗ 
dy inguaged his Lyberty into the handes of that beauty, whyeh 
once holding capttue the hearte of men, will not infraunchiſe them 


* fo ſoone as Thought, and Wyll, deſire . Wherefoze baytinge 


hymſelf wyth hope, and tickled wyth loue, he determined whatſoe» 
uer chaunced, to loue hir, and to aſſay if by long ſeruice he could les 
nifie that harde hearte, and make tender that vnpllaunt wyll, to 
haue pitty vppon the payne which ſhee ſaw him to endure, and to 


retompence hys tabourſome Trauaples, which hee thought were 


bertuouſly tmployed fo2 gayning of hir good grace. Ind vpon this 


ſettled deliberation, he retired agaꝛne to Virle( ſo was his houſe - -. 
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fiamed) where diſpolinge hys thinges in oꝛder, he retoꝛned agapne 
to Honteall to make his long reſtaunce there, to put in readineg 
his furniture,and to welde his artillary with futch induſtry, as in 
the ende he might make areaſoneble bꝛeach to fozce and take the 
place: Foz ſurpꝛiſing whereof, hee hazarded great daungers, the 
rather, that himſelfe might firſt be taken . Ind where his aſſaultg 
and pollicies could not pꝛeuaple, hee minded to content his Fancy 
wyth the pleaſure and. paſſetyme that hee was to receyue in 
the contemplation of a thing ſo fayze,and of an image ſo excellent. 
The memoꝛp of whom rather increaſed his patne than yelded come 
foꝛt, did rather miniſter coꝛroſtuepoyſon, than giue remedy of eaſe, 
a cauſe of moꝛe crue!l and ſodayne death, than of pꝛolonged lyfe, 
Philiberto then being become a citizen of Montcal,vſcd to frequet 
the Church moze than hee was wont to doe, oꝛ his devotion ſerued 
hym, and that bycauſe he was not able eiſewhere to entoy the pꝛe 
ſence of hys Dapnct, but in places and Temples of Deuotion: 
Which no doubt was a very holy, and wozthy Diſpoſition, but 
vet not meete 02 requiſite to obſerue ſutch holy places foz thoſe in · 
tentes, which cught not to bee pꝛophaned in things ſo fonde and 
fooliſhe, and A ctes ſo contrary to the Inſtituttion, and mynde of 
thoſe , whych in tymes paſt were the firſte Founders, and Erec- 
toures of Temples . Seignior Philiberto then mooued wpth 
that Religious Superſtition, made no Conſcience at al to ſpeake 
vnto hir wythin the Church. Ind true it is, when ſhe went out of 
the ſame, he (mooued wyth a certapne familiar curtefle, naturall 
to ech Sentleman of good bzinging vp) many tymes conducted 


hir home to hir houſe, not able foz all that ( what ſo euer hee ſapd) + 


to win the thing that was able to ingender any little ſolace, which 
greeued him very mutch : Foz the cruell woman fained as though 
ſhe vnderſtoode nothing of that he ſapde, and turnyng the Wayne 
agaynſt the Oxen, by contrary talke ſhee began to tell hym a tale 
of a Tubbe, of matters of hir Houſeholde, whereunto hee gaue ſo 
good heede, as ſhee did to the hearing ok his complapnts. Thus 
theeſe two, of diuers Aſfections, and mooued wyth contrary 
thoughtes, ſpake one to another, without apt aunſwere to epthers

of hys Ruine, who voyde of all hope, a meanes , pꝛactiſed © cers 
tayne Dames of the Titty, that had familiar acceſſe vnto hyz 


; © houſe, and vſed frequent conuerſation with hys rebelltous Lady 


Zilia. To one of them then hee determined to communicate hyg 
ſecrets, and to doe hir to vaderſtand in deede the onely cauſe that 
made him to ſotozne at Montcall, and the griefe which he ſuffered, 
foz that he was not able to diſcouer his tozment vnto hir, that had 
gtuen him the wounde. Thys Gentleman therefoze, repayzcd to 
one ok his neyghbourg, a Woman of good coꝛage, which at other 
tymes had experimented what mcates they feede on, that ſit at 
Venus Table, and what bitterneſſe is intermingled, amid thoſe 
dunckes that Cupido quaffeth vnto hys Gueſtes . Unto whom 
(hauing befoze contured hir to kcepe cloſe that whych her woulde 
declare) he diſcouered the ſecrets of hys mynde, expꝛeſlinge hyg 
loue wpthout naming hys Lady befoze he heard the aunſwere of 
hys Ncyghbour, who vnderſtanding almoſt to what purpoſe the 
affections of the Pacient were directed, ſayd vnto hym: Sit need⸗ „ 
full it is not to ble longe oꝛations, the loue that I beare you foz 3 
the honeſt qualities rzhych hytherto J haue knowne to be in you, »» 
ſhall make me to keepe ſilent, that whereof as yet J do not know »» 
the matter. and the aſſuraunce you haue, not to bee abuſed by mee, .

- any inſpection of his Urine, oz touching of his putſe)but ſaydths 
| i was melancholie humoꝛ diſtilling from the Bzapne, _

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ſed the alteration of his ſenſe : howbeit their Arte and knowledge 
were void of ſkil to euacuate the groſſe Bloud that was congeled 


ok his diſeaſe. Ind therefoze diſpayꝛyng of his health, with hands 


full of Monep, they gaue him ouer. Which his friend and Compa · 
nion perceiuing, maruellous ſozry fo his affliction he ceaſed not 
to pꝛactiſe all that he could by Letters, gifts -pzomiſeg and com- 
playnts to pꝛocure Zilia to viſite her pactent . Foz hee was aſſured 
that her onely pꝛeſence was able to recouer him. But the cruel wo⸗ 
man excuſed hir ſetfthat ſhe was a Widow and that it ſhoulde bee 
vnſee mely koz one of hir degree (of intente)to viſſte a Gentleman,

Herebppon ther wente 
together to ſee the Patient; that beganne tolooke moze chearefull

At Ss perchaunce. -

ie tepoꝛt moze llaunderoug,then remedie fo2 the cauſe of your diſeaſe 
e Ah(layd the pacient)howe toyefull and pleaſaunt is your tatke?Y 
« ſee wel that you deſire my health, and foz that purpoſe would haue 
<c me dꝛinke thoſe liquozs,whtch ſuperficially appeare to bee ſweete , 
«« which afterwardes may make my lyfe a hundzed tymes moze faint 
e and feeble than now it is. Be you there ſayed ſhe? Ind J ſweare 
te vnto vou by my faith not to faile to keepe my pzomyſe ,to cauſe pou 
« ſpeake alone with miſtreſſe Zilia. Alas miſtreſſe ſayd the louer, J 
.. aſke no moꝛe at your handes, that Imap heare with myne own ea⸗ 
te res the laſt ſentence ofhope oz deflance. Well put your truſt in me, 
« ſapd ſhe, and take no thought but fo2 your health. Foz I am aſſu

With that the 
Gentlewoman tooke her leaue of hym,and went home attendynge 
opoztunity to ſpeake to Zilia , whome two 02 thee Dapes after ſhe 
mette at Church, and they two beyng alone togither in a Chapell, 
ſhe ſayd vnto hir with kayned Teares, koꝛced from hir Gyes , and 
ſending fozth a Cloude of agheg: theſe Wooꝛdes: Madame, J no- 
thing doubt at al, but the laſt Letters which I bzought you, made 
pou concetue ſome il opinion of me, which J do gueſle by the frow- 
nyng countenance that euer ſithens you haue bozne me. But when 
vou ſhall ino we the hurte which it hath done, I thinke you wpll 
not be ſo harde, and vopde of pttye , but with pacyence hearke n 
that whych A ſhall ſaye , and therewythall bee moned to pitye 
the ſtare of a poze Gentleman, who by pour meaues is in the pigs 
of death.

Ind now »» 
vnderſtanding by pou that he waxeth wozſſe, and wozſle , J will »» 
be ruled, being weil aſſured of your honeſty and vertue, and that »» 
you will not aduiſe me to any thing tha ſhall be hurtfull tompne »» 
honour. Ind when you haue done what you can, you ſhall winne »» 
of me ſo mutch as nothinge, and geeue no eaſe to him at all that „, 
w2ongfully plapneth of my cruelty, Foz I purpoſe not to do any 2» 
puuate face with him, but that which ſhall be meete fo2 an honeſt „ 
Gentlewoman,and ſutch as a faythfull tutoz of hir chaſtity, map „ 
graunt to an honeſt, and vert uous Gentleman. His deſire is none „ 
other(ſapd the gentlewoman ) foz he craueth but pour pzeſence, to „ 
let you wit by woꝛd, that he is ready to do the thing you ſhall com „ 
maund him Alas ſapde Zilia, it is impoſſible foz me to go to hym „ 
without ſuſpitton, which the common people will lightly conceiue „ 
of ſutch light a familiar Bchauiour. Ind rather would J dy thi az 
aduẽture mine honoꝛ hitherto conſerued with great ſeucrity @ dili- „ 
gẽce. And pet ith you ſay, be is in extremes of death, foꝛ your ſake „ 
J wil not ſtick to here him ſpeake. J thikeyou(ſayd Þ Meſſãger) „ 
foz þ good wil you beare me @ foꝛ þ help you pꝛomiſe vnto þ pooze 2» 
paſſionate Geclema,whd theſe newes wil bzing on foote againe,# „ 
who al the dayeg- of his life will do you honoz fo2 that good turne, „ 
Sith it is ſo(ſayd Zilia)to moꝛow at noone let him come vnto my „ 
houſe, wherein a low chamber, he ſhall haue leyſure to ſay to mre „ 
his minde. But J purpoſe by Gods help, to ſuffer him no further „ 
than that which J haue already graunted. Is it ſhall pleaſe you „ 
(ſapd hir neighbour ) foꝛ Icraue no moꝛe of you but that onle fa- „

Thus he paſſed all the dap, which ſeemed to laſt a thouſand years 
to hym, that thought to receyue ſome good intertapnment of hys 
Lady, in whoſe Bonds hes was catched befoze he thought that 
Wamans malice could ſo farre exceede, 02 diſplay hir venomoug 
Sting. And truly [that man is voyde of Senſe , whych ſuffreth 
hym ſelfe ſo fondly to bee charmed, (ith the pearill of others befoze 
time abuſed, ought to ſerue hym fo: exaumple. Women be vnto 
mankinde a greate confuſlon, and bawares foz want of hys due 
kozeſight, it doth ſuffer it ſelfe to bee bounde and taken captiue by 
the very thing which hath no being to wozke effect, but by free- 
will. Which Jnchauntment of Womans beauty, being to men a 
pleaſaunt diſpleaſure, I thinke to bee decked with that dꝛawinge 
vertue, and allurement, foz chaſtiſinge of their nnes who once 
fed and bayted with their fading fauour and poyſoned ſweeteneſle, 
koꝛget their owne perfection, and noulted in their fooliſh Fanſles, 
they ſeeke Felicity, and ſoucraygne delight, in the matter wherein 
doth lie the ſumme of their vnhaps . Semblably the vertaous and 
ſhamefaſte dames, haue not the eves of their minde ſo blindfolde, 
but that they ſee whereunto thoſe krancke Teruices, thoſe diſlopal 
Faythes and Upces coloured and ſtuffed with exterio2 vertue,doe 
tende: Who doubt not alſo but ſuich louers do imitate the Scor- 
pion, whoſe Tienome lieth in his Taxle,the ende of which is loue, 
beinge 
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beinge the ruine of good Renoume, and the Decay of foꝛmer ver- 
tue 3. Foz which cauſe the heauens, the Frende of their ſexe haue 
giuen them a pꝛouidente, which thoſe Gentle, vnfauoured louers 
terme to be rigoz, thereby to pꝛoue the deſerts of Duters, aſwell 
foz their great contentatton and pꝛapſe, as fo the reſt of them that 
da them ſeruice. Yowbett this iuſt # modeſt pꝛouidence, that cruel 
Gentle woman pꝛactiſed not in hir louer, the Loꝛd of Virle, who 
was ſo humble a ſeruaunt of his vnkinde miſtreſſe, as his obedt⸗ 
ence redounded to his great miſhap, and folly, as manifeſtly map 
appeare by that whych followeth. 

Dtr Philiberto then thinking to haue gayned mutch by hauing 
made pꝛomiſe, liberally to ſpeake to his Lady, went vnto hir at the 
appovncted hour, ſo well contented truely of that grace, az all the 
bnkindneſſe paſt was quite fozgot.

The king 
aduertiſed of the Seruice of the Dumbe Gentleman ts recompente 
him accoꝛding ko his deſert. and bycauſe hee knewe hym to bee of 8 
good houſe, de made him a Gentleman of his Chambꝛe, and gaue 
him a good penſton, prompling him moreouer to continue hys libe⸗ 
rality, when he vould ſee him pꝛoſecute in time to come, the toward 
peſſe of ſeruice which he had ſo haply begon. The dumbe Gentle 
man thanking the King very humbly,both foz the pꝛeſent pzyncely

French, e their auncient Entmies the Engiyſh Men, on whoſe ſide 
was th unt and hardy Captapne the Loꝛd Talbot, who hath 
eterntzel oe in the victozies obtatned vpon that People, 
which lo metimes made Europa and Aſia to tremble, & appalled the

pe vnto his Vꝛynte: which he did ſo earneſtle, as hardely

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monſtruons and Warlike Countrey of Aﬀrica. In this conflycte 
the Piedmont Rnighte combated with the Lozde Talbot, agaynſte 
tuhome he had ſo happy ſucceſſe, as vpon the ſhock and incountre he 
ouerthzewe both man and Hoꝛſe, which cauſed the diſcomfiture of 
the Engiſhe Men: who after they hadhozſed agayne their Ca p⸗

thꝛowen . Certaine dapes after,the kinge deſirous to reioyce hig 
Knights and Captaines that were in his trayne, and deſlrous to 
extinguiſh quite the woekull time which ſo long ſpace held Fraunce 
in fearefull llience, cauſed a triumph of Turney to bee pꝛoclaimed 
within the City of Roane, wherein the Leꝛd of Virle was deemed 
and eſteemed one of the beſt, whpch further did increaſe in him the 
good wyl of the kyng,in intch wyſe ag le determined to pꝛocure his 
health, and to make him haue his ſpeach againe. Foz he was verpe 
ſozry d a Gentleman ſo valtant was not able to cxpꝛeſſe his minde 
which if it night be had, in counſel it would ſerue the ſtate of a cõ. 
md wealth, ſo wel ag the fozce & valoz of his body had til then ſerued 
koꝛ defence & recouery of his country. Ind foz that pigppgſe he made 
P2oclamatton by ſofid of Trumpet thzoughout the t. ouinces af« 
wel within his own kingdome,as the regtong adiopning vpon the 


ſame, that who ſo euer could heale that dumb Gentleman, ſhoulde 


haue ten thouſand Krankes foz recompence. A Man wyght then 
Gg. 1. baus 
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then haue ſeene thouſands of Phyſſtians aſſcmble in felde, not to 
ſkirmiſh with the Englyſh men, but to combat foz reward in reco- 
uery ofthe Pacients ſpeache,who begon to make ſutch Warre a- 
gainſt thoſc ten thouſand Frankes, as the Kyng was afrayde that 
the cure of that diſeaſe could take no effect:and foz that cauſe oꝛdai 
ned kurthermoꝛe, that whoſocuer woulde take in hand to heale the 
dumbe, and dyd not keepe pꝛompſe within a certaiue pꝛelixed time, 
ſhould pay the ſayd ſuiume, oꝛ foz defaalt thereof ſhould pledge his 
head in gage A Man myght then haue ſeene thoſe Þhilkcke Way: 
ſters, aſwell beyonde the Mountapnes, as i; Flaunce it ſelfe, retire 
home againe, bleeding at the Moſe, curling wih great impietp their 
Patrones, Galen, Hypocrates, and Auicen, and blamed with moze 
than repꝛochkul Wooꝛdes, the Arte where with they fiſhed fo2 ho · 
noꝛ and richeſſe. This bzute was ſpꝛed ſo far, and babblyng Fame 
had already by mouth of her Trump publyſhed che ſame thꝛough · 
out the moſt part ofthe P2zouinces , Townes , and Cities neare 
and farre off to Fraunce , in ſutch wyſe as a Man woulde haue 
thought that the two roung men (which once in the tyme ok the 
Macedonian Warres bꝛought Tydings to Vatinius that the king 
of Macedon was taken by the Conſul Paulus Emilius ) had ben va- 
garant and wandering abzode to carry Mewes of the Kings edicte 
fo: the healing of the Loꝛd of Virle.

koze detcrtmpnedto goe to Paris, not foz delite ſhee hab to ſee hir

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pactent and penetenciarie, but rather fo2 couetiſe ofthe ten thous 
ſand Francks,wherof already ſhe thought hir ſetf aſſured, making 
good accompt that the dumbe Gentleman when hee ſhould ſee him · 
ſelf diſcharged of his pꝛomiſe, foꝛ gratifiing of hir, would make no 
ſtay to ſpeak,tothe intent ſhe myght beare away both the pꝛaiſe and 


Money whereof all others had failed tyll that tyme. Thus you ſee 


that ſhe whome honeſt Fmitye and long ſeruice could lytle tnduce 
to compaſſton and deſire to giue ſome eaſe vnto hir moſte earneſt 
louer , yeldedhir ſelfe to couetous gaine and greadineſſe fo to en⸗ 
creaſe hir Bycheſſe.O curſed hũger of Money, how long wilt thou 
thus blinde the reaſon and Spꝛytes of men ? Ih pertlloug gulfe 
how many haſt thou ouer whelmed within thy bottomleſſe Thzote, 
whole gloze, hav it not bene foz thee, had ſurpaſſ:d the Clouds, and 
bene equall with the bꝛyghtneſſe of the Sunne, where now they bee 
obſcured wyth the thickneſſe of thy fogges and Palpable darke- 
neſſe. Alas the fruicts whych thou bꝛyngeſt fozth foz all thine oute- 
warde apparance, conduce no felycity to them that be thy poſſeſ(- 
028,fo2 the dꝛopſey that ig hydden in their Mynde, whych maketh 
them ſo mutch the moze d2ye , as they dꝛynke ofte in that thirſty 
Fountaine, ts cauſe of their alteration ; and moſte miſerable ig 
that inſaciable deſire the Couetous haue to glut their appetite , 
whych can recetue no contentment. Thys onely Couetouſneſſe ſors 
times pꝛocured the Death of the great and rych Romane Craſsus, 
who thzough G D D S punyſhment fell into the Handes of the 
P erfians , foz violating and ſackyng the Temple of God that was 
in Ieruſalem . Sextimuleus burnyng with Tuartce and greedp⸗ 
neſſe of Money,dyd once cut of the head of hys Patron and defcng 
der Caius Gracchus the Tribune of the People,tncyted by the Ti- 
rant, which toꝛmenteth the bearts of the couetous J wil not ſpeak 
of a good number of other Examples in people of all kyndeg, and 
divers nations, to come againe to Zilia. Who fozgetting hir vertue 
the firſt omamet # ſhining quality ot hir honeſt behautoz feared not 
the wearines # trauatle of wap. to cõmit her ſelf to y dãger of loſſe 
of hano2,# to yeld to the mercy of one, vnto whů ſhe had don ſo great 
lniary,as hir conſcpence ( if chee hadde not lot hir ryghte ſence ) 

oughts. 
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he Lord of Virle, 
dughte to haue made hir thinke that hee was not without deſtre 
to reuenge the wꝛong vntuſtly don vnto him, and ſpectally being in 
place where ſhe was not known, and he greatly honoured and eſtee⸗ 
med. foʒ whoſe loue that Pꝛoclamation and ſearche of Phyſtcke 
was made and oz dained. Zilia then hauing put in oꝛder hir affaires 
at home, departed krom Montcall, and paſſyng the Mounts, ar- 
riued at Paris, in that time when greateſt deſpayze was of the 
dumbe Knights recouery, Beynge arrpued wythin fewe Dapeg af. 
terſhe inquyꝛed fo2 them that had the charge to entertapne ſutch ag 
came,fo2 the cure of the pacift. Foz ( ſhe ) it ther be any inthe wozld, 
by whom the Knigt map recouer his health, J hope in God þ Jam 
ſhe that ſhall haue the p:ayſe.Yeereof the Commiſſaries deputed 
hercunto,wereſadltert#ſed , who cauſed the fayze Phyſſttan to come 
befoze them, and aſked her ik it were ſhe, that would take bppon hir 
to cure this dumbe Gentleman. To whome ſhee aunſweared mp 
maylters it hath pleaſed God to reusale vnto me a certapne ſecrete 
very pꝛoper and meete foz the healyng of hys Maladr, wherewithal 
ik the Pacyent wyll. I hope ta make hym ſpeake ſo well, as he dyd 
theſe two peareg paſt and moꝛe. I ſuppoſe ſayd one of the Com⸗ 
miſſaries, that you be not ignozaunte ofthe Circumſtances of the 
Kpynges P:oclamation» I knowe ful wel(quod ſhe )the Efecte 
thereof,and therefoze doe ſay vnto vou, that J wyll looſe my lyfe 
vt N doe not accomplyſh that whych I doe pzomyſe ſo that J may 
haue Lycence, to tarry woth hym alone, bycauſe it is of no leſſe im⸗ 
poztaunce than hys Health. It is no maruell ſayde the Com⸗ 
miſſary, confideryng your Beauty, which is ſufficient to frame 
a Newe Tongue in the moſte dumbe Perlon, that is vndcr the 
Deauens, Ind thereſo2e doe your Endeuoꝛ, aſſuring you that you 
all doe a great pleaſure vnto the Ring, and beſides the pꝛapſe you 
ſhall gette the good wyll of the dume Gentleman which is the moſt 
excellent man of the Woꝛld, and therefoꝛe ſo well recompenſed as 
you ſhall haue good cauſe to he contented wyth the Kynges Lybez 
ralitye. But (to the intent pou be not deceyued)the meanyng of the 
Edicte is, that within fiftene dayes after you begin the cure, pou

Theſe Conditions pzomyſed,the Commiſſaries went to aduerttiſe 
the Knight, how a Gentlewomã of Piedmont was of purpoſe come 
into Fraunce to helpe him: whereof he was maruelouſly aſtonned. 
Now he would neuer haue thoughte that Zilia had bozne hym fo 
great good wil, as by abaſing the pꝛyde of hir Coꝛage, would haue 
tome ſo karre to eaſe the grieſe of him, whome by ſutch greate toze 
ments ſhe had ſo wonderfully perſecuted , He thought againe that 


it was the Gentlewoman his Netghboure whych ſometymes had 


done hir endeuoz ts helpe him, and that nowe ſhe had pꝛouoked Zi · 
lia to abſolue him of his faith, and acquite him ot hys pꝛomiſe. 
Muling vpon the diuerſltie of theſe things, a not knowing where · 
bpon to ſettle hys iudgement, the deputies commaunded that the 
Woman Phyſttian ſhould be admitted to ſpeake with the patient. 
Which was done. and bꝛought in place, the Commiſſaries p:eſent- 
ly withd:ew themſelues. The Loꝛd of viile ſeeinge hys Ennemye 
come befoze him, whom ſometimes hee loued very dearely, tudged 
by and by the cauſe wherefoze ſhe came, that onely Tuaryce a grees 
dy deſtre of gaine had rather pꝛocured hir to paſſe the mountapng 
trauaile, than due and honeſt Þmitye , wherewith ſhe was dgu- 
ble bound thzough his perſeuerãce and humble ſeruice, with whoſe 
fight hee was ſo apalled, as he fared like a ſhadowe and Image of 
adeade Man. Wherekoꝛe callyng to mynd the rigour of his La» 
dy, hir inciuility and konde Commaundement , ſo longe time to 
fo: bidde hys Speach, the Laue which once hee bare hir, with ve · 
hement deſlre to obey hir, ſodainly was ſo cooled and qualyfycd , 
that loue was turned into hatred-, and will to ſerue hir, into an 
appetite of reuenge : whereupon he determined to vſe that p2eſente 
Foꝛtune, and to pl ie his parte wyth hir, vppon v Hom hee had 
ſo koolychly doted, and to pap hir with that Money where wyth 
ſhe made him feele the Fruicts of vuſpeakablocrueltye,to. giue ex · 
ample to fonde and pꝛeſumptuous dameg;howthee abuſe Gentle⸗ 
men of ſutch Degree whereof the Knyghte was , and that by has 
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uing regarde to the merite of ſutch perſonages , they be not ſo p:0- 
digall of themſelues , as to ſet their honour in ſale foz vyle reward 
andfilthy mucke:whych was ſo conſtantly conſerued and defended 
by this Gentlewoman , agaynlt the aſſaultes of the good grace, 
beauty, valour,and gentleneſſe ,of that vertuous and honeſt ſuter, 
Fad notwithſtanding , tn theſe dapes wee ſee ſome to reſiſte the a- 
mity of thoſe that loue , foz an opynyon of a certapne vertue, which 
they thinke to be hydden within the coꝛps of excellent beauty, who 
afterwarog do ſet themſelues to ſale to hym that giueth moſt, and 
ofkceth greateſt reward. Sutch do not deſerue to be placed in rank 
akt chaſt Gentle women, of whome they haue no ſmacke at al, but a- 
mongs the thꝛong of rumpets kynde , that haue ſome ſparke and 
outward ſhew of loue: foz ſhe which loueth money and hunteth af- 
ter gayne , wyl make no bones, by treaſons trap to betray that vn- 
bappy man, which ſhall pelde htmſelfe to hir:hir loue tending to 
vnſenlible things, and ſutch in dede,as make the wileſt ſozte to fal⸗ 
lille their fayth , and \.1 the ryghte and Equity of their Judgment. 
The Loꝛde ol Virle, ſeeing Zilia then in his companp, and al molle 
at his commaundement , fayned as though hee knew hir not , by 
reaſon of his ſmall regard and leſſe intertapnment ſhewed vnto hir 
at hir firſt comming: Which greatly made the pooze Gentlewoman 
to mule, Neuertheleſſe ſhe making a vertue of neceſſity , and ſee- 
ing hir ſelle to bee in that place, from whence ſhce could not depart, 
without the loſſe of hir honoz and Lyfe, purpoſed to pꝛoue Foz- 
tune, and to committe hir lelfe vnto his mercy, foz all the mobily⸗ 
tie whych the auncients attribute bnto Foztune . Wherefoze ſhut- 
- ting faſt the dooze ,ſhee went vats the Knight , to whome ſheſpake 
theſe woꝛds: Ind what is the matter (ir knight) that now you make 


ſo litle accompte of your owne Zilia, who in tymes paſt you ſapd, 


had great power and Futhozytye ouer »ou? what is the cauſe that 
moueth pouhereunto : aue you ſo ſoone fo2gotten hir? Beholde 
me better, and you ſhal ſee hir befoze you, that is able to acquyte 
vou of youre p2ompyſe ,andtherefoze pꝛapeth you to pardon hir c6- 
mitted faultes done in tymes paſt by abuſing ſo cruelly the hone 


and firine loue which you bare hir. J am ſhe, which thzough — 
* an 
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and temeritie did ſtoppe your mouth, and tyed bp your Tongue. 
Giue me leaue J beſeeche pou , to open the ſame agayne , and to 
bꝛeake the Lyne, whych letteth the liberty of your Dpeache. She 
ſeeing that the dumbe Gentlewan would make no aunſwere at all, 
but Mumme, and ſhewed by ſgnes , that he was not able to 
vndoe his Tongue, weepyng began to kyſſe hym , imbzace hym 
and mabe mutch of hym , tn futch wyſe , as he whych once ſtudyed 
to make Eloquent Oꝛations befoze hys Ladye, to induce hir to pi- 
ty, fozgat then thoſe Ceremonpes and ſpared his talke , to ſhewe 
hymſclfc to be ſutch one as ſhee had have athir Commaundement, 
muſed and deuyſed altogether vpon the Exccutyon of that, which. 
ſometyme hee hadde ſo paynefully purſued, both by Woozds and 
contynuall Serupce, and coulde p2offte nothrug. Thug!waked 
agayne by hir whych once had Moztyfyed hes Mynde,aſſayed 
torenue in hir that, whych long tyme befoze , ſeemed to be a 
lleepe. She moze foꝛ feare of loſſe of Lyfe, and the pꝛyce of the te⸗ 
warde, than fo2 any true 02 earneſt loue , ſuffered hym to recepue 
ol hir, which the long Suter deſireth to obtaine of his miſtreſſe. 
They liued in this ioy and Plcaſure the ſpace of fifte e Dapes 
oꝛdamed foꝛ the aſſigned Terme of his Cure, wherein the pooze 
Gentlewoman was not able to conuert hir offended Fryende to 
ſpeake, although ſhe humbly pꝛayed him to ſhewe ſo mutch fauour 
as at leaſt ſhe might goe free, from either loſſe - telling hym howe 
lyttle regard ſhee hadde to hir Honour, to come fo farre to doe him 
pleaſure, and to diſcharge him of his pꝛomiſe.

ſeemed thys Dꝛynke to thys pooze Gentlewoman ,who not able 
to diſſemble the gryef that pꝛeſt on euery ſpde,beganne to ſape :

other, haue ſharpened the Dwozde to finiſh myn> owne Lyfe.Wag 
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it not enough fo2 me to vſe ſutch cruelty to wardes this myne Ene. 
mye, which moſt cruelly in double wyſe taketh Beuenge, but muſt 
I come to bee thus tangled in his Snares, and in the Handes of 
him, who intoping the Spoyles of myne Honour, will with my 
Lyfe , depapue me of my Fame, by making mee a Common Fable, 
to all Poſtertty in tyme to come? O what hap had J that J wag 
not rather deuoured by ſome Furious and cruell Beaſt, when J 
paſſed the mountaines , oz elſe that I bzake not ny Necke ,downe 
ſome ſteepe and headlong hil, of thoſe high and hideoug moũtaing, 
rather than to be ſet heare tn ſtage , a Pageant to the whole Citye 
to gaze vypon, foʒ enterpꝛyſing a thing ſo vayne , done of purpoſe 
by him, whome J haue offended . Ah S:gator Philibe rto, what E. 
uill rewardeſt thou koꝛʒ pleaſures receyued, anb fauoꝛs felt in hir 
whom thou didſt loue ſomutch, as to make hir dye ſutch ſhameful, 
and dzeadfull Death. But O G O D, J know that it is foz woz- 
thy guerdon of my folyſh and wocked Lyfe. Ih diloyaitre and fc. 
kle truſt, is it poſſible that thou be harbozed in the hearte! of hym · 
which hadde the Bꝛute to bee the moſte Loyall and Curteoug, 
Gentleman of hyg Countrey ? Alas, IJ ſee well nowe that J muſ 
die thzough myne onely (lmplictey,and that I muſte ſacrifice mine 
Donoure to the rygour of hym, which with two aduauntages, ta⸗ 
keth ouer cruell reuenge of the lyttle wzong, wherewith my chaſti. 
ty touched him befoꝛe. As lhe thus had finiſhed hir complainte ,one 
came in to carrye hir to Pꝛyſon, whether willinglye ſhee wente 
fo that · he was already reſolued in deſire, to lpue no longer in 
that miſerie.

exthe; at hir Commaundemente whych had bounde me to that 
wzong,o2 elſe in the expired time, foz whych Jhad pleadged mp 
fay:h. To which requeſt, the Ringe very willingty agreed, great⸗ 
ly pzav(Ing the Wiſedome, Turteſle, and aboue ell the fidelity of 
of the Lozd of Virle, who cauſing his pentrenctary to be ſet at li- 
berty, kept hir company certayne dayes, as well to Feaſte, and 
banket hir, tn thoſe Landes, and Poſſeſſions which the Ringes 
mateſty had liberally beſtowed vpon him, as to ſaciate his Appe- 
tite with ſome frutctes whereof he had ſauoured his taſte when he 
was voluntaryly Dumbe. Zilia founde that fauour ſo pleaſaunt, 
as in maner ſhee counted hir impꝛiſonment happy, and hir trauell

Armes , but alſo fozced the 
place by fierce aſſault , ſhe lyke a couragtous and pol:tike captapn, 
gaue thoſe bzaue and luſty Souldiers, a fowle repulſe, and in end 
taking them Captiues, vrged them fox their victuals to fall to wo⸗ 
mans toyle, moꝛe ſhamefull than ſhameleſſe Sardanapalus amid hyg 
amoꝛous troupe, I neede not amplifle by length of pꝛeamble, the 
fame ot this Boeme Lady,no: yet buefly recompt the Triumph of 
hir Uictozy:vayne it were alſo by glozious hymnes to chaunte the 
wiſedome ok hir beleuing Maake, wo nat careleſſe of hir Lyfe,em 
ployed hys care to ſerue hys Pꝛynce, and by ſeruice atchieued the 
cauſe that dꝛaue him to a ſouldierg ſtate.

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Mathie Coruine, ſometime king of Hungarie, aboute the yeare of 
dure Lo2de. 1458. was a valiaunt man of Warre , and of goodly 
perſonage. Dee was the firſt that was Famous , o feared of the 
Turks, ot any Pꝛynce that gouerned that kingdome. Ind amongs 
other his vertues, ſo well in Armes and Letters, as in Lyberallp⸗ 
ty and Curteſie he excelled al the Pꝛynces that raygned in his time. 
he had to Wyke Queene Beatrice of Arragon , the Daughter of 
olde Ferdinando, kyng of Naples, and ſiſter tothe mother of Al- 
phonſus, Duke of Ferrara, who tn learnyng, good conditiong,and 
all other vertues generally diſperſed in hir. was a ſarpailing pzin » 
teſſe, and ſhewed hirſelfnot onely a curteous and Liberall Gen⸗ 
tlewoman to king Mathie hir huſband, but to al other, that ro2 ver- 
tue ſeemed u ozthy of honour and reward: in ſutch wiſe as to the 
Court of theſe t wo noble Pꝛynces, repaired the moſt notable Men 
of al Mations that were giucn to any kind of good exertiſe, and e⸗ 
uery of them accoꝛding to they: deſert and degree were welcomeb 
and ente rtaine d. It chaunced in this time, that a knight of Bocme, 
the vaſall of Ringe Mathie, fo: that he was likewyſe kyng of that 
cofitrey,bozn of a noble houſe, verp valiãt a wel exerciſed in atmes, 
kel in loue with a paſſing faire Gentle woman of like nobility, c te- 
puted to be the kaireſt of al the countrey,#had a bzother that was 
but a poze Gentleman, not lucky to the goods of foꝛtune. This Bo · 
emian knight was alſo not very rich, hauing onely a Caſtle, wyth 
certain reuenues thervnto, which were ſcarce able to peld vnto him 
any great maintenance of liuing. Fallyng in loue then with thisfaiz 
re Gentle woman, he demaunded hir in mariage of hir bꝛother, and 
with hir had but a very little dowꝛie. Ind this knight not wel foz- 
ſeeing his pooze eſtate,bzought his wife home to his houſe, e there, 
atmoze leiſure conſidering p ſame, begã to tele his lack & penury,E 
how hardly # ſcant his reuenues were able to maintein his poꝛt. He 
was a very honeſt à gentle per ſon, one that delighted not by any 
meanes to burden a fine his tenants cõtenting himſe lt with that re · 
venue which his anceſters left him, the ſame amoũting to no greot 
perelp rent. Whẽ this gentlemã perceiued that he Node in neede cf 
extraoꝛdinarp relyefe, after many and diuers conſyderations with 


himſeif,he purpoſed to folow the Court, and to ſer ue king vrathie 
his Coueracn lord # maſter, ther by hes dfligence + expetiẽce, to ſeke mea⸗ 
nes cot abelify to luſtain his wife ⁊ himſelłt᷑. But ta great ⁊ feruft was the 
loued he bare vnto his lady, as he thought impoſtble for him to live on 

ure without hir, e yet iudged it not beſtto haue hir with him to þ court, 

zauoidinge of further Charges incydente to — — Ladyes; whoſe 
Delightand Pleaſute refteth in the toyes and trycks ofthe ſame p cannot 
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de wel auopded in pooꝛe Gentlemen, without theyꝛ Names in the 
Mercers oꝛ Dzapers Joꝛnals, a heauy thyng foz them to conſyder 
if fo: their diſpoꝛt they lyke to walke the ſtrete .

kyng thereupon, bꝛought the pooze Gentleman to great ſoꝛrow and 
heauineſſe. The Laoy that was young, wiſe any diſcrete, marking 
the maner ok hir huſband, keared that he had ſome milliking of hir.

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had obtained the fauoure and good wyll of a Woman, by meaneg 


gk an olde man Pollacco, which had the name to be a famous en- 


chaunter and Phyſttian,dwelling at Cutiano a Citie of Bocme, 
where plenty ok ſtluer mines a other metals is. The knight whoſe 
Caille was not far from Cutiano , had occaſſon to repaire vnto 
that Cite, and accozding to his dellre found out this Pollacco, 
which was a very old man, and talking with him of diuers things, 
percetued him to be ok great ſkil. In end he entreated him that foz 
ſo murch as he had don pleaſure to many ſoʒ appꝛehenſton of their 
loue,he wold alſo inſtrutt him, how he might be aſſured that bhyg 
wife did keepe hir ſelf honeſt all the time or his abſence, and that by 
certaine ines hee might haue ſure knowledge whether the bꝛake 
hir faith, by ſending his honeſty into Cornvvall.

Courte,peremptozily to affirme by neuer ſo good eupdence 02 te e 
ſumonp, that a woman hath hazarded hir honeſty except he ſweare * 
Rem to be in Re, which the greateſt Ciuilian that euer Padua bzed N 
neuer ſawe by pꝛoceſſe duelp trted? Shall I then warrante pou the at 
honeſty of ſutch lippery Catell, pꝛone and ready to luſt, eaſy to be 
banquiſhed by the ſuites ok earneſt purſuers? But blame wozthy * 
ſurely Jam, thus generally to ſpeakeꝰ foz ſome J know,although 5 
not many koʒ whoſe pooze honeſties J dare aduenture mine owne. N 
Ind pet that number how ſmall ſo cuer it be, is woꝛthe all due *

ens of Cutiano tolde very ſtraunge and incredyble things. When 
the pꝛyce was pated fo: this pzecious Jewel, hee recetued the J. 


mage, and topfully returned home to his Caſtell, where tarrpinge 


certain? dayes,he determined to repapꝛe to the Court of the gloz 
rious king Mathie, making his Wife pziuy ofhys intent. Ifterz 
wards when he had diſpoſed his houſhold matters in oꝛ der, he c6- 
mitted the gouernement therof to his Wile, and hauinge pzepared 


all Meceſſarieg f̃oꝛ his vopage, to the great ſoꝛrow and grief ot his 


beloued, he departed and arryued at Alba Regale, where that time 
the King lay with Beat i ix hig Wife. of whome hee was toyfully 
receiued and entertayned. He had not long continued in the Court, 
but he had obtained and won the fauoz and good wyll of all men. 

The Ring which knew him full wel) very honoꝛably placed him in 


his Courte, and by him accompliſhed diuers and many waighty 


affatreg, which very wiſelp e truſtely he bzought to paſle accoꝛding 
to the kings mind e pleaſure. Afterwards he was made Colonell 
of a certain number of footemen ſent by the king againſt the Turks 


to defend a holde which the enimieg of God begã to aſlaile vnder þ 


conduct of Vuſtapha Baſca. which cõdurt he ſo wel directed e iher⸗ 
in ſtoutly behaued himſelf,as he chaſed al the infiocls oute of thoſe 

coaſts, winning therby ß name of a moſt valiant ſoldier & pꝛudent 

Captaine. 
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Captarne whereby he merueyloullp gapned the fauoꝛ and grace of 
the king, who (ouer and beſtoes his daply tatertayntnent ) gaue 
vnto him a Cailte,and the Reucnue in fee farme fo2 euer. Dutch 
rewar de deſerue all valtaunt men, which foꝛ the honour of theyz 
PDzince end countrey do willingly implop their ſerutce, wozthy no 
doubt of great regard and cheariſhinge vpon their home returne, 
becauſe they hate idlenes to win Glozy, deuiſinge rather to ſpende 
vohole dapes in kielde, than houres in Courte, which this worthy 
Eight deferucd, who not able to ſuſtayne his pooꝛe Eſtate, by po- 
litick wildome and pꝛoweſſe of armes endeuoꝛed to ſerue hig Loꝛd 


and countrey, wherein ſurely hee made a very good choyſe, Then 


he deuoutly p:ayſed God, foꝛ þ he put into his minde ſutch a Mo⸗ 
ble enterpꝛiſe, truſting daply to atchieue greater Fame @ Glozp : 
But the greater was his toy and contentation, bicauſe the Image 
of hes Wyfe incloſed wythin a Boxe, whych Qyll hee caried 
about him in hys Purſſe, continued freſhe of coloure without al- 
teration. It was noyſed in the Court bow thys valiaunt Knight 
Vlrico, had in Boeme the fapꝛeſt and goodlieſt Lady to his Wife 
that liued ether in Boe me, oz Hungary. It chaũced as a certatne 
company of young Gentlemen in the Courte were together, (a⸗ 
mongs whom was this Knight) that a Hungarian Baron ſayde 
bato him: How is it pMible fy2 VIrico, being a veare and a halfe 
ſince you departed out of Boeme, that you haue no minde to re 
turne to ſee your Wite, who as the cõmon fame repozteth, is one 
of the goodlieſt women of all the Countrey; truely it ſeemeth to 
me, that you care not fo2 hir, which were great pitty if hir beauty 
be coꝛreſpondent to hir Fame, Dy2(quod Vlrico) what hir beau⸗ 
ty is I referre bnts the Woꝛld, but how ſo euer you eſteeme me to 
care of hir, you ſhall vnderſtand that J do loue hir, and wil do ſo 
duringe my lyfe. Ind the cauſe why J haue not viſtted hir of long 
time, ts no little pꝛoofe of the great aſſurance IJhaue of her ver- „ 
tue and honeſt lyfe. The argument of hir vertue J pꝛoue, foꝛ that 
the is contented that J Hould ſerue my Lozd and king, a ſuffitiẽt 
it is foʒ me to giue hir intelligence of my ate and welfare, whrch 
many tymes by Letters at oppoztunity J faple not to doe: The 
pzoofe of my Fapth is euydent by reaſon of my bounden duete 
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te to our Soueraigne Loꝛd of whom J haue receyued ſo great, and 
« gmple Benell:ets, and the Warrefare which J vſe in bis greces 
« ſeruice vyon the Frontiers of his Realme agaynſt the enimies of 
te Cyiite, whereunto J beare moze good will than J doe to Wed. 
« locke Loue, pꝛeferring duety to Pꝛiuce befoze mariage, albeit mp 
« Wiues fayth, 8 conſtancy is ſutch, as freely Þ may ſpend my lyfe 
et without care of hir deuoy2,being aſſured that beſldeg hir Beauty 
« ſhee is wiſe, vertuqus and honeſt, and loueth me aboue al wozldlp 
ee things, tendzing me fo dearely as ſhe doth the Balles of hir owne 
ce epes. Pou haue ſtoutly ſayd ( anſwered the Baron) in defence of 
« pour Wiues chaſtup, whereof (he can make vnto hir ſelfe no great 
tc wirrantice, becauſe a woman ſomet; mes will be in minde not to 
c« be mooued at the reque ts, and gifts offced by the greatest ;j* zince 
ec of the Woꝛld who afterwards within a day vpon the onely ſight, 
ce and view of ſome luſty pouth, at one ſimple woꝛde vttered with a 
ce ke w Teares, and ſhoꝛter ſuite, veldeth to his requeſt. And what is 
ce ſhe then that can concepue ſutch aſſuraunce in hir ſelfe ? What is 
« hee that knoweth the ſecretes of heartes which be impenetrable? 
« Durelynone as J ſuppoſe, except Gad him ſelfe. Þ Woman of 
« hi owne nature is mooueable and plyant, and is the moſt ambitt- 
cc 0us creature of the Woꝛlde. Ind (by God) no Woman doe I 
cc know but that ſhe luſleth and dellreth to be beloued, required, ſued 
e« vnto, gonozed and cheriſhed ? And oftentimes it commeth to paſſe 
te that the molt crafty Dames wich thincke with kapned Lookes to

©. neighbozs do, be they neuer ſo wiſe. Beleue you what pou thincke 
© fo good, I mcanenot to diſgreſſe from d which J concepue. Ind 
" ſuffer me( I pzap pou)to beleue what J liſt, th beliefe, tãnot hurt 
me, noʒ 
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me,no2 yet your diſcredite can hinder mp beliefe, being free fo2 ech 
man in ſemblable chaunces to thinke, and belteue what his mynde »* 
luſteth and liketh. There were many other Loꝛdes and Gentle- 
men of the court pzeſent at there talke, and as we cotmonly ſee 
(at ſutch like meetinges) euery man vttercth his minde: Where⸗ 
bpon ſund2y opinions were pꝛoduced touching that queſtion. And 
becauſe diuers men be of diuers natures, and many pꝛeſuminge 
vpon the pzegnancy of their wiſe heads: there roſe ſome ſtur about 
that talke, each man obſtinate in hys alledged reaſon, moꝛe fro 
ward peraduenture than reaſon, moze rightly required: The cd · 
munication grew ſo whot, and talke bzake fozth ſo loude, as the 
ſame was repozted to the Queene , The good Lady ſozy to heare 
tell of ſutch ſtrife within hir Court, abhozring naturally all con- 
trouerſle and contention. ſent foꝛ the parties, and required theym 
from popnct to poynct to make recitall of the beginning, and cir⸗ 
tumſtaunce of their reaſons, a arguments. And when ſhe bndcr- 
ſtoode the effect of al their talke, ſhe ſayd, p euery inan at his owne 
pleaſure might beleeue what he liſt, affirming it to be pꝛeſumptu · 
ous and extreme follp, to iudge all women to be of one diſpoſttion, 
in lihe ſozt as it were a great errour to ſay that all men bee of one 
quality and condicion: the contrary by dayly experience manifeſt - 
ly appearing. Fo2 both in men and women, there is ſogreat diffe⸗ 
rence and variety of naturcs, as there bee heads, and wits. Ind 
how it is commonly ſcene that two Bꝛothers, and Siſters, boꝛne 
at one Byzth, bee pet of contrary Matures, and Complexions, of 
Manners, and Conditions ſo diuers, as the thinge which ſhall 
pleaſe the one, is altogeather diſpleaſaunt to the other. Where⸗ 
bppon the Queene concluded, that the Boeme Knight had good 
teaſon to continue that good and honeſt credit of his Wyfe, ag 
hauing pꝛoued hir fidelity of long time, wherein ſhe ſhewed hirſelk 
to be very wiſe a diſcret- Now becauſe (as many times we ſec) p 
natures g appetites of diuers men be tnſactable, # one man ſome- 
times moꝛe fooliſh hardy than another, euen ſo(to ſap þ troth)were 
thoſe two Hungarian Barons, who ſeeming wile tn their owae 
Conceiptes, one of them ſayd to the Queene in this maner Ma »» 
dame your grace doth wel maintaine the ſexe of womankinde, be „

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ec cauſe you be a Woman. Foz by nature it is gieuen to that kinde, 
« ſtoutlp to ſtand in defence of themſelues, becauſe their imbeculltty, 
te and weakenes otherwiſe would bew2ay them: and although good 
«© reaſons might be alledged to open the cauſes of their debtlity,and 
te why they be not able to attayne the hault excellency of man, pet fox 
ee this tyme J doe not meane to be tedious bato pour grace, leaſt the 
et little heart of Woman ſhould ryſe and diſplay that conceit which 
ee ig wzapt within that little Moulde. But to retourne to this chaſte 
ee Lady, thʒꝛough whom our talke began, i we might craue licence of 
« pour Matellv, and ſaulfe Conduct of thys Gentleman to knowe 
« hir dwelling place, and haue leaue to ſpeake to hir, me doubt not 
c hut to bꝛeake with our batteringe talke the Adamant Walles of 
ce hir Chaſtity that is ſo famous, and cary away that Spoile which 
ec victo2ioully we ſhall atchieue. I know not aunſwered the Boeme 
ce Knight, what pee can, 02 will doe, but ſure J am, that hitherto J 
ce àm not decepued. Many things were ſpoken there, and ſundꝛyo· 
pintons of epther partes alledged, In ende the two Hungarian 
Barons perſuaded them ſelues, and made their vaunts that they 
were able to climbe the Dkyes, and both would attempt and alſo 
bzing to paſſe any enterpꝛiſe were it neuer ſo great, affu ming their 
foꝛmer offer by othe, and offering to Guage all the Landes, and 
goods they had, that within the ſpace of. 5- moneihs chey woulde 
eyther of them obtapne the Gentlewomans good will to do what 
they lift, ſo that the Knight were bound, neyther to returne home, 
ne pet to aduertiſe hir of their determinatton The Queenc, and 
all the landers by laughed heartely at this their offer, mockinge 

e and ieſting at their fooliſh,and youthlp concettes. Whych the Ba- 

je  rons perceiutng, ſaydz : Pou thinke Madame that we ſpeake tri- 
e flingly,and be not able co accompliſh this our pꝛopoſed enterpꝛiſe, 
e but Madame, max it pleaſe vou to gieue vs leaue, wee meane by 
earneſt attempt to gieue pzoofe thereof, Ind as they were thus in 
reaſoninge and debating the matter, the inge ( hearinge tell of 
this large offer made bythe Barons) came into the place where 
the Querne was, at ſutch time as ſhe was about to diſſuade them 
from the krantik deuiſe. Befoze whom he being entred the cham⸗ 
ber, the two Barons fell downe vpon their Knees, and humbly 
beſought 
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beſougbt his Grace, that the compact made betwene fir VIrico 
and them might pꝛoceede, diſcloſkng vnto him in few wozdes the 
effect of all their talke, whych franckly was graũted by the king. 
But the Barons added a Prouiſio, that when they had won their 
Wager, the Knight by no meanes ſhoulde hurt his Wyfe, and 
from that trme foꝛth ſhould gieue ouer hys falſe Opinton, that 
Women were not naurally gieuen to the ſutes and requeſis of a⸗ 
moꝛous perſons, The Boeme Ruight, who was aſſured of hys 
Wyues great Boneſty, and Loyall fapth, belecued ſo true as the 
Goſpell, the pꝛopoꝛtton and quality of the Image, who in all the 
tyme that hee was farre of, neuer perceyued the ſame to bee ext! er 
Pale 02 Blacke, but at that tyme lookinge vpon the Image, hee 
percetued a certapne Pealow colour to rife, as hee thought his 
Wyfe was by ſome loue purſued, but yet ſodeynlytt returned az 
gayne to his naturall hewe, which boldned him to ſap theſe woꝛds 
tothe Hungarian Barons: Pee be a couple of pleaſaunt, and bns » 
belceuing Gentlemen, and haue concepued ſo kantaſticall opinion, 
as euer men of your calling did: But ſith pou pꝛoceede in your 2» 
obſtinatete fally,and wil nee des guage all the Lands, and goods »» 
you haue, that you bee able to vanquiſhe my Wpues Honeſt, and 2 
Chaſte heart, Jam contented, fo2 the ſinguler credite which J »» 
repoſe in hir, to iopne with vou, and will pl.dge the pooze lyuinge 2» 
Jhaue foꝛ pꝛoofe of mine Opinion, and ſhall accompliſhe al other » 
your requeſtes made here, befoꝛe the Mateſties of the Ringe and »» 
Qutene. Ind therefoze map it pleaſe your highneſſe, ſith this fond „ 
deuice can not be beaten out of their heads, to gicue Licence bnto »» 
thoſe Moblemen, the Loꝛds VIadiſlao and, Alberto, ( ſo were they »» 
called) to put in pꝛoofe the mery conceipt of their diſpoſed mindes »» 
(whereof they do ſo greatly bzagge ) and J'by pour good grace, »» 
and fauoure,am content to agree to their demaundes: and wee »» 
anſwered the Hungarians, do once agapne affirme the ſame which »» 
wee haue ſpoken. The Ring willing to haue them gync ouer that »» 
ſtrike, was intreated to the contrary by the Barons ; Whereupon »» 
the Ringe perceyutnge thetr Follies, cauſed a decree of the Bar⸗ 
gayne to be put in wꝛiting, exther Parties interchaungeably ſub- 


ſcribing the ſame. Which done, they tooke their lcaues , After⸗ 
wards

2 wards, the two Hungarians began to pit their Enterpzife in 02: 
der and agreed betwrens them ſelues, Alberto to bee the firſle that 
ſhould aduenture vppon the Lady. And that within ſixes Weekeg 
afrec,vpon his returne, the Lozd Vladiſlao ſhould pꝛoceede. Theſe 
thinges concluded, and all Furnitares foꝛ their ſcuerall Jozneys 
diſpoſed, the Loꝛd Alberto departed in good oꝛder, with two fer: 
uaũts directly trauapling tothe Caſtle of p Boeme Knight, where 
being arriued, hee lighted at an Inn: of the towne adioyning to 
the Caſtle, and demaundiug of the hoſte, the Conditions of the La. 
dy, hee vnderſtoode that ſhee was a very fayze Woman, and that 
hir honeſty, and loue towardes hir )1ſvande farre excelled hir 
beauty. Which woꝛdes nothing diſmayde the Amozous Baron, 
but when hee had pulled of his Bootes. and richely araped hym· 
ſelte, he repapꝛed to the Caſtle, and knockinge at the Gates, gaue 
the Lady to vnderſtand that he was come to ſee hir. She which 
was a curteous Gentlewoman, cauſed him to be bꝛought tn, and 
gently gaue him honourable intertaynient. The Baron great. 
iy uſed vppon the Beauty, and go-dlineſſe of the Lady, ngu: 
larly commending hir honeſt ozder and B:hauiour . And beinge 
te ſet do wne, the young Gentleman ſayd vnto hir: Madame, mooucd 
< with the fame of your ſurpaſſing Beauty, which now J ſee to bee 
© moꝛe excellent than Fame with hir ſwifteſt Wyngs is able to ca- 
© xp: Jam come krom the Court to view and ſee if that were true, 
e q; whether lyinge Bꝛutes had ſcattered their Uulgar talke in 
* yapne : But finding the ſame farre moze fine and pure than ert J 
ec dtd expect, Jcraue Lycence of your Ladyſhip, to concepue none 
te offence of this my boulde, and rude attempt: and herewithall hee 
began to toyne many trifling,and vapne wooꝛdes, whych dalpinge 
Suters by heate of Luſty bloude bee wont to ſhoote fozth, to 
declare theym ſelues not to bee Speachleſſe, oꝛ Tongue tied. 
Which the Lady well eſpying, ſpeedilr imagined into what Poꝛte 
hys rotten Barke would arriue : Wherefoze in the ende when 
ſhee ſawe his Shippe at Boade, began to enter in pꝛety !ouinge 
(Talke, by little, and little to incourage his fond attempt. The 


Baron thinkinge hee had caught the Eile by the Taple, no well 
p2actiſe? 
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practiſed in Cicero his ſchoole, ceaſed not fondly to contriue the * 
time by making hir beleeue, that he was farre in loue. The Lady 
weary(God woce)of his fonde behautour,and amoꝛous reaſons, 
and yet not to ſceme ſcoꝛnetull, made him good Countenaunce, in 
ſutch wyſe as the Hungarian two oz thzee dayes did nothing elle 
but pꝛoceede in vapne Purſute . Shee perceyuing him to dee but 
a Hauke of the firſt Coate, deuyſed to recompence hys Follieg 
with ſatchentertaynement, as duringe his life, he ſhoulde keeps p 
lame in good remembzaunce. Wherefoze not long after, fapning 
as though his great wiſedome, vttercd by eloquent Talke, had 
ſubdued hir, ſhee ſayd thus vnto him: My Loꝛd, the reaſons you »» 
pꝛodute, and pour pleaſaunt geſture in my houſe haue ſo Inchaũ »» 
ted mee, that impoſſible it is, but I muſt needes agree vnto pour »» 
wyll: Foz where J never thought during lyfe, to ſtayne the puri- »» 
ty of martage Bed, and determined continually to pzeſerue mp 2» 
ſeife inutolably foz my Buſbande : Pour Noble grace, end curte- »» 
ous behautour,haue (J ſay )ſo bewitched mee, that ready J am »» 
to bee at pour commaundement, humbly beſceching your honour . 
to beware, that knowledge hereof may not come vnto myne Duſ: 5, 
bands eares, who is ſo flerce and cruell, and loueth me ſo dearely, 2» 
ag no doubt he will without further triall exther him ſelfe kill me, „ 
02 otherwiſe pzocure mp death: and to the intent none of my houſe , 
map ſuſpect our doings, J ſhall deſIre you to mozrow in the moz- 3, 
ninge about nyne of the Clocke, which is the accuſtomed time of „ 
your repapꝛe hither, to come bnto my Caſtle,wherein when you be ,, 
entred, ſpecdily to mount bp to the Chaumber of the higyeſt To: „ 
wer, ouer the dooze whereof, pee ſhall finde the armes of wy Yuſ: „ 
band,entayled in Marble: and when you be entred in, to ſhut the „ 
Dooze kaſt after vou, and in the meane time J will wapte and p20- „ 
uyde, that none ſhall moleſt and trouble vs, and then we ſhall be- „ 
ſtowe our ſelues fo: accompliſhement of that which your loue de · 
fireth . Nowe in very deede this Chaumber was a very ſtrong 
Pꝛyſon oꝛdapned in auncient tyme by the Pꝛogenttours of that 
Territozy, to Impꝛyſon, and puniſhe the Uaſſals, and Tenants 
of the ſame, koz offences, # Crimes commuted. The Baron tea 
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ryng this Lyberall offer of the Ladpe , thinking that he had obtel. 
ned the ſumme of al his top, ſo glad as if he had conquzred a whole 
kingdotae,the beſt contented man aliue,thanking the Lady fo hir 
curteous anſwere,departed,and retourned to hig Inne Gen kng. 
weth vppon howe merry a Pinne the hearte of this poung Baron 
was ſette, and after he had liberally banketted his hoſte 2 hoſteſſ⸗, 
pleaſantly diſpoſing himſelte to myꝛth and recreation, he wente tg 
bed, where toy ſa lightned his merry head, as no flepe at all could 
cloſe his eyes. ſutch be the ſauage pangs of thoſe that aſppꝛe to like 
delyghts as the beſt reclaimer of the wilde? hauk could neuer take 
mo2e payne 02 deuiſe mo ſhiftes to Man the ſame foꝛ the better at: 
chieuing of hir pꝛaę, than dyd this bzaue Baron fo? bzpnging hyg 
Enterpꝛiſe to effect. The nexte day early in the mozning hee roſe, 
dzeſſing himſelfe with the ſweete Perfumes, and puttinge on hrs 
fiaeſt ſuite of Apparell, at the appoincted houre hee went to the 
Caſtell, and ſo ſecretly as he could, accoꝛdinge to the Ladies In. 
ſtruction, hee conueyed himſclfe vp into the Chaumber which hee 
founde open, and when he was entred, hee (hut the ſame, Tye mg- 
ner of the Dooze was ſutch, as none within coulde open it with. 
out a Rey, and belldes the ſtrong Locke, it hadde both Barre 
and Bolt on the outſide, wth ſutch faſteninge as the D:utll 
himſelke being locked within, coulde not bzeake fozth. The Lady 
whych wayted hard by foz his comming, fo ſoone as ſhe percepuld 
that the Dooze was ſhut, Rept vnto the ſame, and both double 
Locked the Dooze, and alſo without ſhe barred, and faſt Bolted 
the ſame,carping the Rey away with hir. This Chamber was in 
the hygheſt Tower of the Youſe(as is befoze ſayd) wherein was 
placed a Bedde wyth good Furniture, the Wyndow whereof 
was iſo high, that none coulde looke out wythout a Ladder. 
The other partes thereof were in good, and conuentent onder, 
apt, and meetero2 an honeſt Pꝛyſon. When the Lo2de Alberto 
was within, hee ſat downe, wayting (as the Ieyves do fo: Meſſias) 
when the Lady accoꝛding to hir appopuctment ſhould come. Ind 
as he was in this expectation building caſtles in the Ayꝛe, @ deui · 
ling a thouſand Chimeras in his bꝛaine, behold he heard one to opt | 
a little Wicket that was in the dooze of that Chamber, which was 
a4ã2zevs ſtraight 
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us Uraight, as ſcarcely able to receiut a toafe of bꝛead, oz cruſe of 
Wyne, vled to be ſent to the pꝛyſoners. He thinkyng that it had ben 
the Lady, roſe vp, and hearde the noyſe of a lyttle girle , who loo⸗ 
king in at the hole, thug ſayd vnto him: My Lozd Alberto, the La- »» 
dy Barbara my miſtreſſe ( foz that was hir name)Hath ſent me thug ., 
to ſap vnto you: That foꝛ ſo mutch as you be come into this place, 
by tountenaunce of Loue, to diſpople hit of hir honour, ſhee hath „, 
impꝛyſoned you like a theele, accoꝛding to pour deſerte, and purpo , 
ſeth to make you ſuffer penance, equall to the meaſure of pour of. „ 
fence. Wherefoꝛe ſo long as pou ſhal remain in thys place, ſje min- ,, 
deth to foꝛce you to gain your bzcad and dꝛinke with the art of ſpin ,, 
ning, as pooze Women doe foz gapne of they2 lrulnge, meanynge „ 
thereby to coole the heate of your luſty youth, and to make you taſt „ 
the ſozrow of ſauce mecte fo2 them to aſſap,that go about to robbe 
Ladycs of they: honour:ſhe bad me lyke wiſe to tell you, that the 
moze yarne you ſpin , the greater ſhall be the abundance and deſy- 
cacte of your fare, the greater payne you take to earne your foode, 
themoze lyberall ſhe will be in dyſtrybutyng of the ſame. otherwiſe 
(he fapcrb)that you ſhall faſte wyth Bzeade and Water. Whych 
determinate ſentence ſhe hath decrecd.tot to be infringed and bꝛo⸗ 
ken fo2 any kinde of ſute 62 intreaty that you be able to make. Whẽ 
the maiden had ſpoken theſe Woꝛdes, lhe ſhut the lyttle doze , and 
returned to hir Ladye,The Baron which thought that he had ben 
tommen to a matiage, did cate nothing al the moznyng befoze , by- 
cauſe he thought to be cnterteyned with better and daintier ſtoꝛe of 
biandes, who nowe at thoſe newes farcd like one cut of his wittes 
and ſtoode Nill ſo amazed, as though his leggs would haue far - 
led him, and in one moment his ſpyzites began to banyſh, and hys 
fozce and bꝛeath koꝛſoke hym, and fel do wee vpon the Chiber floze, 
in ſutch wiſe as hee that had beheld hym would haue thought hem 
rather dead than liupng. In this Nate he was a great tyme, and af- 
terwardes ſomewhatr commynge to himſelfe, he could not tel whi- 
ther hee dꝛeamed, oz elſe that the Woꝛds were true, which the mai · 


den had ſayde bnto hem: Jntheend * and beynge vercly aſ- 
ſured 
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verily aſſured, that he wag in a Pzyſon ſo ſure as Bird in Cage, 
thzough diſdayne and rage was like to dye oz elſe toloſe his wits, 
faring with himſelle of tong time lyke a madde Man, and not kno: 
wing what to do,paſſed the reſt of the Dap in walkinge vppe ond 
downthe Chaumber , rauing, ſtamping, ſtaring, Turſynge and 
vling Wozds of greateſt Nillame, tamenttiig and bewailinge the 
time and day, that ſo like a beaſt and Bꝛutyſh man, he gaue the at. 
tempt to diſpoyle the honeſty of an other mans Wyfe. Then came 
to his mind the loſſe of all his Lands and goods, which by p kings 
authoꝛity were put in compꝛimiſe, then the ſhame, the ſcozne, and 
rebuke whych hee ſhould recetue at other mens handes, beyonde 
meaſare vexed him : and repozte bzuted in the Courte ( foz 
that it was impollibe but the whole Woꝛlde ſhould knowe it) ſg 
gryeued hom, as his heart ſeemed to be ſtrained with twa ſharp 
and bityng Nailes : the Papneg whereok, fozced hy n to looſe 
hrs Wortes and vaderſtanvynge . In the myddes of whych 
Pang furiouſly vautyng vp and downe the Chaumbec , hee ef. 
pied by chaunce in a Cozner,a Dyſtaffe furnpſhed with goad Noze 
of flaxe, and a ſpendle hangong thereuppon : and quercome wyth 
Chaler and rage, hee was aboute to ſpoyle and b2eak the ſame in 
pieces: but remembzyng what a hard Weapon Meceſſitpe is, het 
ſtayed his wyſedome , and albeyt he hadde rather to haue contrys 
ued hys leyſure in Noble and Genilemanlyke paNyme , pet ra⸗ 
ther than he woald be Idle he thoughte to reſerue that Inſtru⸗ 
ment to au9pde the tedious lacke of honeT and Familiar Compa · 
ny. When ſupper time was come, the Wayden retourned agapne, 
who opening the Pozrall doze, ſaluted the Baron, and ſayde: My 
Loꝛd. my Myſtreſſe hach ſent mee to vyllte pour good Loꝛzdſhyp, 
et and to recetue at youre good Handeg the Effecte of your Laboure, 
te who hopeth that you haue ſponne ſome ſubſtanctallſoze of thzeede 
« fo: earning of pour Supper, whych beynge done, ſhall be readiſy 
« bʒought vnto you. The Baron full of Rage, Furie, and felonts 
ous moode, it befoze he were fallen into choler, now by pꝛoteſtation 
ok theſe woꝛdo, ſeemedtotranſgreſſe the bounds of reaſõ, ę begã to 
raile at the pooꝛe wench, ſcolding # chiding hir like a ſtrumpet of 
the ſtewe.karing as though he wouldhaue beatẽ hir, oꝛ dd hir ſome 
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ther miſchl fe t but his maode was ſiayed from doping any hurt. 
The pooze Wench leſloned by her miſtreſle. in laughing wiſe ſard ,- 


vnto him: Why (wy Lozd)do pou chate and rage agatuſte mee 2 
We thinks you do me wzong to-ble ſurchxepzochful woꝛds, which, 
im dut a ſeruaunt, and bounde ſothe Commayndment of my mif= 
treſſe ; Why dir, do you not know thatapurſſuaunt oz meſſanger ,\ 
ſuffreth no paine 02 blame ? The greateſt Kyng oz Emperour of , 
the Woꝛlde: receiuing deffauncefrom a meaner P2pnce, never vs 
ſeth hig ambaſſadoꝛ with ſcolding Wozdes,ne vet by villany 02 re- - 
buke abuſeth his perſon. Js it wiſdome then foz vous being a bze- 
(ent vzyſoner , at the mercy of pour, kepers, in ihrs diſhonozable 
fot o reutle mo with diſo2dzedtalke 2 But ir, leane of rour ra⸗ 
ges, and quiet your ſelfe foz thes pꝛeſent time, foʒ my myſtrelle ** 
maruelleth much why vou durſt come (toʒ al your Noble Nate ) to 
giue attemptes to violate hir geodname , which meſſage ſhee res *? 
quyred me to tell you, over and beſides a deffxe ſhee hath to know 
whether by the Scyente of Spynning,you haue gained your meat 
foz you ſeen e to kicke 8gainſ{the wynd and beat Water in a moz- ?? 
ter, il you think from hence to goe-befoze pou haue earned a recom⸗ 
penſe of the meat which ſi albe giuen you. Wherefoze it is your lot 
pacient ly to ſuffer the penance of your fond attempt, which p2ay ” 
pougently to ſuſtaine, and think no ſcozn thereofhardely-fo2-deſ- *» 
perate men and hard aduentures muſtneedes fuffer the daungers »» 
thereunto belonging. This is the determinate ſentence of mp milf: >» 
treſſe mynd,who fourdeth you no better fare than Bꝛead and Wa- 
ter, if you can not ſhewe ſome pꝛety Spyndle full of yarne ſoz »» 
ſigne of your good wyll at this pꝛeſent pynch of your diſtreſſe. »» 
The Mayden ſeeyng that hee was not dyſpoled to ſhewe ſome »» 
part of wpiling mind to gaine his lyuing by that pꝛeſixed ſexrnce »» 
ſhut the poztall Dooze, and went hir war. The vnhappy Baton »» 
{ arryued thether in very vlt tyme-). that Nyght had Neyther »» 
Bꝛeade no Both , and therefoze he fared accozdynge to the 
P:ouerbe: He that goeth to bed ſuppeileſſe, lyeth in his Bed reſt- 
leſſe , Foz duringe the whole night, no ſleepe could faſten hes 
Cres. How an this baron wascloſedinpzyſonfaſte ſo the La- 
Abi: dp 
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dy etooke oder; that ſecretly wyth great ch⸗are hes Sertttinteg 
ſhould bt trferteyned, and his Hozſſe wyth fweete hape and good 
pꝛouender well mainteined, all his furnttutes, ſumpture hozffe g 
caryages con aered within the Caſtle, where wanted nothyng fot 
the ſtate or ſuteh a perſonuge bur onely Lebetty, makyng the hoſſ of 
the Inne beleu⸗(wher he Loꝛd harboꝛed bekoze ) that he was retur⸗ 
ned into Hungar ie. FO 
But now turne we to the Boeme Knight, who knowynge that 
one ol the two Hungarian Competitors, were departed the Court 
am tidden into Boe me: dyd ſtill behold the quality ot the inchaũ 
ted Image, wherein by the ſpate ok thꝛe oz koure Dayeg,'n wy 
time, tde Baron made his greateſt ſute to hig Ladie: he marked 
a certaine alteration of Coloure inthe ſame : but afterwards re- 
turned to his Matiue fo2me : and ſeing no greater tranſfo2mation, 
he was wel aſſured, that the Hungarian Baron was repulſed, and 
imployed his Laboz in vain. Whereot the Boeme Rnight wag ex. 
cedingly pleaſed andcontented;bycauſt he wag well allured, that 
his Woke had kept hir ſelle ryghte pure and hontſt. Natwith 
Aandeng hes Monde was not wel ſettled, ne pet hys heart at rell, 
doubting that theLo2d Viadiſlao , which as yet was not depar⸗ 
ted the Courte, would obtayne the thing, and acqutte the faulte, 
which his Companton had committed. The impzyſoned Baron 
which all this tyme had neither eaten noz dꝛonken, noꝛ in the night 
could ſleepe, in the moꝛnyng . after he had conſidred hig miſaduens 
t ure and well percepued no remedy koꝛ him to goe foꝛth, except het 
obeyed the Ladies heſt made of Meteſſity a Uzrtue, and applyed 
himſelle to learne to Spynne by koꝛte, which kreedome and honour 
could neuer haue made him to do Whereuppon he toke the diſtaffe 
and beganne to ſpynne . And albeyt that hee neuer Sponne inal 
: hys Lyfe befo2e; pet inſtructed by Neceſſity, ſo well as he could, he 
dꝛewe out his Thzeede , now ſmail and then greate , and many? 
times of the m:aneſt ſozte, but berye often bꝛoade, yl fauoꝛed, vll 
cloſed, and wozſe twiſted, all oute offourme and faſhyon,that ſs 
vzy tymes very heartelyhc laughed to himſelfe,to ſee his cunning, 
but wold haue made a cunning Woman ſpinner * — 
j ho 
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thouſand Laughters, it ſhe had ben there. Thus all the mozning 
he ſpent in ſpynning, and when dynner came zhts accuſtomed meſ. 
ſenger, the mayden, repayzed vnto him againe, and opening the 
Wyndow demaunded of the Baron how his wozke went foze- 
ward, and whether he were diſpoſed to manikeſt the cauſe of hys 
comming into Boe me? Mee well beaten in the Schoole of ſhame, 
vttered vnto the Maide the whole compact and bargapne made 
betweene him and his Companion, and the Boeme Knyghie hir 
mapſter, and afterwards ſhewed vnto hir his Spyndle ful of 
thꝛede. The young Wenche ſmylyng at hys Woozke , ſayd : By ,, 
Sainct Mat ie this is well done, you are worthy of victuall foz +» 
your htre:foznow J wel percetue that Hunger foꝛceth the Woulf „ 
oute of hir Denne. J conne you thanck,that like a Loꝛd you can „ 

ſo puiſſant ly gayne your lyuing, Wherefoze pꝛoceeding in that „ 
which vou haue begonne, J doubt not but ſhoztely you will pꝛoue ,, 
ſutch a Woozkeman , as my miſtreſſe ſhall not neede to put oute „ 
hir flax to ſpinne( to hir great charge and coſte) foz making of hir ,, 
ſmockes, but that the ſame may wel be don within hir ewn houſe, „ 
yea althoughe the ſame doe ſerue but foz Kitchen Cloathes,foz „ 
d:eſſer boꝛdes, oz cl;anynge ot hir Ueſſell befoze they bee ſerued „ 
koꝛth. Ind as your good deſerts do merite thankes fo this your „ 
arte, now well begonne, euen ſo your new told Tale of comming, 
hyther, requyꝛeth no leſſe, fo2 that you haue dyſcloſed the trouth. | 
When ſhe had ſpoken theſe Woozds, the reached hem ſome ſtoꝛe „ 
of meates foꝛ hys dynner, and bade hem fare well. When ſhee _ 
was returned vnto hir Lady, ſhee ſhewed bnto hir the Spyndle 
full ot Thzede,and told hir therewythall the whole ſtozry of the 
compact bet wene the Knight Vlrico, and the two Hungarian Bas 
rons. Whereof the Lady ſoze aſtonned, foz the ſnares lapd to en · 
trappe hir, wag notwithſtanding wel contented , fo2 that ſhee had 

ſo well foxſeene the ſame : but moſt of all retoyſed, that hir Yuſ- 
band had ſo good opinion of hir honeſt lyfe.Fnd defoze ſhe would 
aduertiſe hym of thoſe euents, ſhe purpoſed to attend the com⸗ 
myng of the Lo2d Vladiſlao to whome ſhe ment to do like penan · 

ce foz hig careleſſe bargaꝑne and 5 opinion , accozdyngir 
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as he deſerued, maruelling very mutch that both the Barong, 
wer lo raſh and pꝛeſumptuous, daungeroully( not knowing what 
kind of Woman ſhe was) to put their Landes and goodes in ha · 
zard. But conſidering the Nature of diuers bꝛainſick men, which 
paſſe not how carelelly they aduenture their gained goods, and in⸗ 
herited Lands, ſo they map atchieuc the pꝛay, after which they 
vainely hunt, toꝛ the pꝛeiudice and hurt of other, he made no ac - 


compt of theſe attempteg, ith honeſt Matrones foꝛce not vppon 


the ſutes, oꝛ bapne conſumed time of tyght bꝛained Cockscombs, 
that care not what fond coſt oz ill imploped houreg they waſte to 
anoy the good renoume and honeſt bzutes of Women. 

But not to diſcourle from point to point the particulers of this 
intended tozney, this pooꝛe deceiued Baron in ſhozt time pꝛoued 
a ver good Sptuner by exerciſe whereof, he felt ſutch ſolace , as 
not onely the ſame was a comfoztable ſpozte fo: his captiue time, 
but alſo fo2 want of better recreation, it ſeemed ſo iopkuli, as if 
he had bene pluming and feding his Hawke, oz doing other ſpoztg 


belongeong to the honourable ſtate of a Loꝛd. Which his wel ac: 


criued Labour, the Maiden recompenſed with abundance of 
good ⁊᷑ delycate meateg. Ind although the Lady was many timeg 
requpꝛed to vilite the Baron, yet ſhe would neuer to that requeſt 
conſent. In whych tyme the Knyght Vlcico ceaſed not continu- 
ally to biewe and reuewe the tate of his Image, which eppeared 
ell to bee of one well coloured ſozte , Ind although thys vſe of 
hys was diuers times marked and ſe:ne of many,yet being ear⸗ 
neſtly demaunded the cauſe thereof hee woulde neuer diſcloſe 
the ſam? . Many coniectures thereof were made , but none 
could attapne the 'trouthe . Ind who would haue thought that 
a Knight ſo wpſe and pꝛudente had wozne within his purſſe any 
inchaunted thong ? Fad albeyt the Kyngand Queeue had intellt- 
gence of thys frequent pꝛactyſe of the Knight , yet they thoughte 
not mete ko: the pꝛyuate and ſecrete Myſtery, to demaund the 
cauſe. One moneth and ahalfe was paſſednow,that the Loꝛde 
Alberto was departed the Court, and become a Caſtle Knyghte 
and cunning Spynſter;which made the Lozd Yladiſiao to muſe, 
| fo 
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ko; that the pꝛomiſe made betwene them was bꝛoken, and hearde 
neyther by Letter oz meſſenger what ſucceſſe he had rect iued. Je: 
ter diuers thoughts imagyned in hig mpnde, he-concepued that 
his companion had happily enioped the end of his deſired top, and 
had gathered the wpſhed fruicts of the Lady, and dzowned in the 
mayne Sea of hys owne pleaſureg, was ouerwhelmed in the bot 
tome of Obliuion: where foze he determined to fer koꝛward on his 
lournep to giue onſct of his deſlred kortune:who without long de · 
lay fo2 execution of his purpoſe , pꝛepared all nect ſſaries foꝛ that 
vorage, and mounted on hozſebacke with two of his men, he ſiour · 
neyed towards Boeme, and within few dates after arrpued at the 
Caſlle of the fapze and moſt honeſt Lady. Ind when hee wag en» 
tred the Inne where the Lozd Alberto was firſt ladged, he dily- 
gent lx enqupzed of hymn, and heard tell that he wag returned into 
Hungarie many dapes befoze , whereof mutch maruelling, coulde 
not tel what to ſay 03 think, In the End purpoling to put in p2ofe 
the cauſe wherefcze he was departed out of Hungarie, after dily- 
gent ſearche of the maners of the Lady, he vnderſtoode by general 
vopce, that ſhe was without compartſon the honeſteſt, wyſeſt, gent» 
leſt and comelyeſt Lady within the whole Countrep of Boeme. 
Incontinẽtip the Lady was advertiſed of the arriual of this Ba · 
ron, and knowing his meſſage, ſhe determyned to pape him alſo 

wyth that Money whych ſhe had already copned forthe other. 
The next Day the Baron went vnto the Caſtle, and knocking at 
the Gate , ſent in Woozd how that he was come from the Court 
of Ring Mathie, to biſite and ſalute the Lady of that Caſte :and 
ag ſhe did entertayne the firſt Baron in curteous guiſe, and wyth 
louing Countenaunce , euen ſo ſhe dyd the ſecond , who thoughte 
thereby that he had attapned by that pleaſaunt entertaynment, the 
game which he hunted. Ind dyſcourſing vppon dyvers matters, 
the Lady ſhewed hir ſelfe a pleaſaunt and Familyer Gentle wo⸗ 
man, whych made the Baron to thynk that in ſhozt tyme he ſhould 
wyn the pꝛyce fo2 whtch he came. Mot withſlanding, at the fr2ſte 
bꝛunt he would not by any meanes deſcend to any particularity of. 
dis purpoſe, but hes Wozds ran general, which were, that hea⸗ 
Ii 2, | rengs- 


ring toll of the fame of hir Beauty, good grace and ce melinelle . by 
hauing occallon to repayze into Boeme to doe certapne his affat- 
reg, he thought it laboz wel ſpent to ride ſome potion of his tour: 
ney , though tt were beſides the wap, to dygreſſe to do reuerence 
vnto hir, whom kame aduaunced aboue the Skyes;and thus paſ⸗ 
ang his firſt viũtation he returned againe to his Lodging. The 
Lady when the Baron was gone from hir Caſtle , was rapt in- 
to a rage,greatlye offended that thoſe two Hungarian Loꝛdes ſo 
pꝛeſumptuoull had bended themſelnes lyke common Theeues to 
wander and roue the Countreps,not onely to robbe and ſpoyle 
hir of hir honour, but alſo to bzyng hir in diſpleaſure ok hir hul. 
band, and thereby into the Daunger and Peryll of Death. By 
reaſon of which rage (not without cauſe conceiued) ſhe cauſed an 
other Chamber to be made ready,next Wall to the other Baron 
that was become ſutch a notable Spynſter, Ind vpon the nexte 
retarne of the Lozd Vladiſlao, ſhe recetued him with no leſſe good 
entertatnement than befoze,and when Myght came,cauſed him to 
be lodged in hir owne houſe in the Chamber pꝛepared ag befoze, 
aud when Nyght came, cauſed him to be lodged in hir owne houſe 
in the Chamber pꝛepared as beftoze, where he llept not very ſoũd⸗ 
le all that Might, thꝛough the continuall remembꝛaunce of hyg 
Ladies beauty. Next mozning he percetued himſelf to be locked 
faſt in a Pꝛyſon. And when he had made him readye, thinking to 
deſcend to bid the Lady good Moꝛrow, ſeeking meanes to vnlock 
the Dooze , and perceiuing that he could not, he ſtoode ſtyll in a 
dumpe. And as hee was thus ſtandyng, maruelling the cauſe of 
his ſhuttyng in ſo faſt, the maiden repaired to the hole of the doze, 
giuing his honoꝛ an vnaccuſtomed ſalutatid, which was, that hir 
Miſtreſſe commannded hir to giue him to vnderſtand, that if hee 
had any luſt oz appetyte to his bꝛeakfaſt, oꝛ if he minded fr thece. 
foth to caſe his hunger oz conteine Lyfe,that hz ſhould giue him 
ſelfe to learne to reele varne. And foz that purpoſe ſhe willed him 
to looke in ſatch a coꝛner of the Chamber, he ſhould find cercatne 
ſpindles of thzed,# an inſtrument to winde his yarn vpõ. Where 
fo:e(quod ſhe)apply your ſelf thereunto, and looſe no time. Be 
that had that tyme beholden the Baron in the Face, would haue 


thought 
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thought that hee had ſcene rather a Marble one, than the figure 
of a man. But conuerting his could concepued moode, into may 
anger, he fell into ten times moꝛe diſpleaſure with himſelfe, than 
$3 befoze deſcribed by the other Baron. But ſeeinge that his mad 
behautour,and beaſtly vſage was beſtowed in bapne, the next dap 
he began to Keele. The Lady afterwardes when ſhee had tntclli. 
gence ok the gaod, and gapnefull Spinning of the Lozd Alberto, 
and the wel diſpoſed, and towardly Reeling of the Lozd VIadiſlao, 
greatly retoyced+foz makinge of ſutch two Notable Wozkemen, 
whoſe woꝛkemanchip exceeded the labours of them that had bene 
Ippꝛentrzes to the Occupation ſeuen Peares togeather. Dutch 
bee the apt, and ready Wyts of the Souldiers of Loue : Where- 
in N would wiſhe all Cupides Dearlings to be noulled and appli- 
ed in their vouthly time: then no doubt their paſſions woulde ap⸗ 
peaſe, and rages aſſuage, and would giue ouer bolde attempts, fox 
which they haue no thancke of the chaſte and honeſt. Ind to thys 
goodly light the Lady bꝛought the Seruaunts of theſe Noblemẽ;, 
willing them to martze and beholde the dilligence of their Map⸗ 
ſters, and to imitate the induſtry of their gallant exerciſe, who ne⸗ 
uer attayncd meate befoze by labour they had gapned the ſame. 
Which done, ſhee made them take their Hoꝛſe, and Furnitures of 
their Lozds,and to depart : otherwiſe if by violence they rellſted, 
ſhe would cauſe their Choller to be caulmed with ſutch like ſerutce 
as they ſaw their Loꝛdes doe befoze their Eyes. The Seruaũts 
ſecing no remedy, but muſt needes depart, tooke their leaue. Af. 
terwards ſhe ſcent one of hir Seruaunts in Poaſt to the Courte, 
to aduertiſe hir huſband of all that which chaunced. The Boeme 
Knight receyuing theſe good newes , declared the ſame vnts the 
King and Queene, and recited the whole ſtoꝛy of the two Hun ga- 
rian Barons, acco2dingly as the tenoz of his Wyues letters did 
purpozt. The Pꝛinces toode ſtill in great adwiratton, and high⸗ 
le commended the wiſedome of the Lady, eſteeming hir foz a very 
ſage and polliticke woman. Iſterwards the Knight VIrico hum⸗ 
ble beſought the King foz execution ok his decree gperfozmaunce 
of the Bargayne, Wyereupon the Ring aſſembled his counſell, a 
It 3, required 
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required euery of them to ſap their minde. Upon the deliberation 
whereof, the Loꝛd Chauncelloz of the Kingdome, with two Coñ⸗ 
ſellers, were ſent to the Caſtle of the Boeme Knight, to enquire, 
and learne the pꝛoteſſe and doinges of the two Lozdes, who dilli⸗ 
gently accompliſhed the Kinges commaundement . Ind hauinge 
examined the Lady and hir mapden with other of the houſe,andy 
Barons alſo, whom a little befoze the arriuall of theſe Commiſſi- 
oners, the Lady had cauſed to be put to gether, þ by Spinning,z 
Keeling they might comfozt one another. When the Lozd Chaun- 
c21102 had framed and digeſted in oꝛder the whole diſcourſe of this 
hiſtozy, returned to the Court where the King,# Queene with the 
Pieres, # Noblemen of his kingdome cauſed the acts of the ſame 
to be diuulged & bzuted abꝛoade, and after mutch talk, & diſcourſe 
of the perfozmaunce of this compact, Pro, & contra, the Queene 
taking the Ladtes part, and fauozing the Ringht, the Ringe gaue 
ſentence that ſir Vlrico ſhould wholly poſſeſſe the Landes # goodg 
of the two Barons to him, and to his Heyzes fo: euer, and that 
the Barons ſhould be baniſhed the kingdomes of Hungary, and 
Boeme, neuer to returne vpon payne of death. This ſentence was 
put in execution, a the vnfoztunat Barons exiled, which ſpectally 
to thoſe þ were of their conſanguintty e bloud, ſeemed to ſeuere, 3 
rigorous, Meuertheleſſe the couenaunt being moſt playne 6 eut- 
dent to moſt men, the ſame ſeemed to bee pꝛanounced with greate 
Juſtice and equity, foꝛ example in time to come, to leſſon raſh wits 
how they tudge @ deeme ſo indifferently of Womens behautours 
amongs whom no doubt there bee both good @ bad as there bee of 
men. Afterwards the. 2. Pzinces ſent foz the Lady to the Court, 
who there was courteoully intertapned,s foꝛ hir wiſe, a polliticke 
fact had in great admiration. The Queene then appoynted hir to 
be one of hir women of honoꝛ, and eſteemed hir very deerely. The 
kntght alſo daily grew to great pꝛomotion, well beloued @ fauoꝛed 
Lok the Ring, who with his Lady long time lived in greate toy t᷑ fe 
licitv, not foꝛ getting the cunning Pollacco, that made him ð image 
and likenes of his wife : Whoſe fcendſhtp a laboꝛ de rewarded ., 
with money, g other Benellts very liberally. Wo” 
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DOM DIEGO aGentleman of Spayne fell in 
loue with fayrę EN EV R And ſhe with him: 
their loue by meanes of one that enuied DO A 
DIEGO his happy choyſe, was by default of 
light credit on hir part interrupted. He conſtant 
of mynde, fell into deſpayre, and abandoninge 
all his frends and luing, repayred to the Pyrene 
Mountaynes, where he led a Sauage lyfe for cer- 
tayne moneths, and afterwardes knowneby one 
of hys freendes, was ( by marueylous Circum- 
ſtaunce)reconciled to hys froward miſtreſſe, and 
maryed. | 
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EV S miſchaunces occur 
ring on bꝛunts of dyuers

ge. But bicauſe all thinges haue their ſeaſons, and cuery thynge 
t conuentent foz all Times, and Mlaceg, J purpoſe now to 
ſhea notable example of a vayne and ſuperſtitious Louer, that 
2 | Ji 4» aband oned 
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abandoned his liutng and friendes, to become a Sauage Deſert 
man. Which Miſtoꝛy reſembleth in a maner a Tragical Comedy, 
compꝛehending the very ſame matter and Argument, wherewyth 
the greateſt part of the ſottiſhe ſozte Arme them ſelues to couer a 
defend their Follies. It is red and ſcene to often by common cu- 
ſtome, and therefoze needeleſſe heere to diſplay what rege doth go. 
uerne,and head long hale konde and licẽtious youth (conducted by 
the pangue ok loue, tt the ſame be not moderated by rcaſon, and 
cooled with ſacred Leſſons) euẽ from the Cradle to moze nurture 
and riper age. Foz the Tiranny of Loue amonges all the deadly 
Foes that vere and afflict our mindes,glozteth of his foꝛce,. van, 
ting hymſelfe able to chaunge the pꝛoper nature of things, be they 
neuer ſo ſounde and perfect : Who to make them like his luſtes, 
tran ſfoʒmeth himſelfe into a ſubſtaunce qualified diuerſly, the bet⸗ 
ter to intrap ſutch as be giuen to his vanities. But hauing auou⸗ 
ched ſo many examples befoze, J am content fo2 this pꝛeſent to 
tell the diſcourſe of two perſons,chaunced not long ũthens in Ca · 
theloigne, Df a Gentleman that fo2 his conſtancy declared two 
extremities in him ſelfe of loue, and folly. Ind of a Gentlewoman 
ſo fickle and inconſtant, as loue and they which wapted on him, be 
diſoꝛdered, koz the truſtleſſe grounde whereupon ſutch foundatton 
of ſerutce is layed, which pee ſhall ealely concetue by well viewing 
the differfce of theſe twayne: Whõ J meane to ſummon to þ liſts, 
by y blaſt of this ſounding trump. Ind thus the ſame beginneth, 
| Notlongafter that the victozious and Noble P2ynce, pounge 
Ferdinandus , the Sonne of Alphonſus Kynge of Aragon wag 
deade, Levves the Twelfth, that tyme being Frenche Ring, vpon 
the Marches of Catheloigne, betwene Barcelona, and the Moũ⸗ 
tapnes,there was a good Lady then a Wyddow, which had bene 
the Wyle of an excellent, and Noble knight of the Countrey, by 
whom ſhe hadde left one only Daughter, which was ſo carefullp 
bꝛought vp by the mother ag nothinge was to deare 02 hard to bee 
bought to paſſe fo2 hir defire,thinking that a creature ſo Noble g 


perfect,could not be trayned vp to delicately. Now beſides hir in⸗ ll 
comparable furniture of beauty, this young Gentlewoman wag * 
adozned with Hapze ſo fapꝛe, curle, and Pealow, as the new fined 
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Golde was not matchable to the ſhining locks of this tender Jn⸗ 
fant, who therefoze commonly was called Cineuta la Blonde. 
Halfe a dayes Joznep from the houſe of this Wyddow, lay the 
lands 0f an other Lady a Wydow alſo, that was very rich, and ſo 
wel allied as any in all the Land. This Lady had a Sonne, whõ 
ſhe cauſed to be trapned vp ſo well in Armes and good letters, as 
inſother honeſt Exerciſes pꝛoper and meete foꝛ a Gentleman and 
great Loꝛde, foꝛ which reſpect Gee had ſent him to Barcelona the 
chyeſe Citty of all the Countrep of Catheloigne. Senior Dom 
Diego, (fo2 ſo was the Sonne of that Wydow called)pzofited fo 
well in all thynges, that when hee was. 13. ycares of age, there 
was no Gentleman of his degree, that did excell him, ne pet was a · 
ble to appꝛoche vnto his Perfections and commendable Beha⸗ 
uiour. A thing that did ſo well content the good Lady his mother 
as ſhe could not tell what countenaunce to keepe to couer hir toy. 
A vice very common to fond and fooliſh mothers, who flatter thẽ 
ſelues with a ſhadowed hope of the future goodneſſe of theit chil· 
dꝛen, which many times doth moe hurt to that wanton and wil- 
full age, than p2ofit 02 aduauncement. The perſuaſton alſo of 
ſuꝛch to wardneſſe, full oft doth blinde the Spirites of Pouth, as 
the Faults which follow the ſame bee karre moꝛe vile than befoze 
they were: Whereby the firſt Table (made in his firſt coloures) 
of that imagined vertue, can take no koꝛce 02 perfection, and fo by 
incurring ſundꝛy miſhaps, the Parent and Chylde commonly eſ⸗ 
cape not without equall blame. To come agayne therefoze to our 
diſcourſe : It chaunced in that tyme that(the Catholike Ryng de- 
ceaſed)Phillippe of Auſtrich which Succeeded him as Herze paſ⸗ 
ſing thzough Fraunce,catne into Spayne to bee Inueſted, and take 
Poſſeſſion of all hys Seigntozies, and Kyngdomes : Which 
knowen to the Cittyzens of Barcelona, they determined to recctue 
hym with ſutch Pompe, Magniflcence, and Yonoz, as ducly ap- 
pertaineth to the greatnes # mateſty of ſo great a Pꝛince, as is the 
ſonne of the Romane Emperour . And amonges other thinges 
they pꝛepared a Triumphy at the Tilt, where none was ſuffred to 


enter the lits, but vong Gentlemen, ſutch as neuer yet had follow- 


ed armes Imongs whom Dom Diego as þ Mobleſt perſon was 
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choſen chiele of one part. The Archduke then come to Barcelona 
after the receyued hon92s and Ceremonies, accuſtomed foz ſutch 
entertapnment, to gratifie his Subiects, and to ſee the bzauery of 
the pong Spanish Nobility in armes, would place himſelke vpon 
the ſcaffolde to tudge the courſes and valtaunce of the runners. 

In th ut inagnifique, and Pꝛincely conflict, all mens eyes were 
bent vpon Dom Diego, who courſe by courſe made hys aduerſa · 
ri: to feele the foʒce of his armes, his manhoode, and dexterity, 
on hozfebacke,and cauſed them to muſe vpon his toward valtance 
in time to come, whole noble Gheſts then acquired the victozy of 
the Campe on his ide. Which mooued Ring Phillip to ſay, that 
in all his life he neuer ſaw triũph better handled, and that p ſame 
ſeemed rather a battell of ſtrong e hardy men, than an excerciſe of 
yong Gentlemen neuer wonted to ſuppozt the deedes of armes, x 
trauaple of warfare. Foz which cauſe calling Dom Diego befoze 
e him he ſayd. God graunt(yong Gentleman) that your ende agree 
ce tyith ydur good beginnings e hardy ſhock of p2oofe done this day. 
Ju memozy whereof J will this night ö ve do your watch, foꝛ J 
ce meane to moꝛrow ( by Gods aſſiſtance) to dub you night. The 
pong Gentlemi bluſhing foꝛ ſhame, vpõ his knees kiſſed the Pꝛin · 
ces hids,thanking him moſt humbly of the honoz @ fauoꝛ which it 
pleaſed his maieſty to do to him, vowing a pꝛomiſing to do ſo wel 
in time to come, as no man ſhould be decepued of their conceyucd 
opinton,noz Þ king fruſtrate of his ſeruice, which was one of his 
molt obedient Maſſals, a ſubiects. So the next day he was made 
knight, a receyued the coller of the oꝛder at the hands of king Phil · 
lip, who after Þ departure of his pzince which tooke his toznep in⸗ 
to Caſtille, retired to his owne lands a houſe, moze to ſee his mo» 
ther, whö long time befoze he had not ſeene, than foz deſtre of plea⸗ 
ſure g be in fieldes, which notwithſtãding he exerciſed ſo wel as in 
end he perceyued refaunce in townes and Citties, to be an impꝛi-· 
ſonment in reſpect of that he felt in Countrey. As the Poets whiz 
lom fapned Loue to ſhoote his Prrowes amid the Woods, Foz- 
reſts, fertile Fields, ea coaſts, Dhozes of great Ryuers, and 
Fountapne bꝛinkes, and alſo vppon the tops of Huge, and hygh 
Mountaꝑnes at the purſute of the ſundzy ſozted Nymphes, and 
fieldich

fleldiſh Dimigods, deeming the ſame to bee a meane of tiberty to 
follow Loues tract without ſuſpition,voyde of company and toth- 
ſome cries of Citties, where Jealouſſe,Enuy,falſe repozt, and ili 
Opinion of all things, haue pitched their Camp, and rayſed their 
Tent 3. Ind contrariwiſe franckly and wythout diſſimulation in 
the fleldes, the Frecnde diſcouering his paſſion to his Miſtreſſe, 
they enioy the pleaſure of hunting, the naturail muſtcke of Byzds, 
and ſometimes in pleaſaunt Herbers compaſſed with the murmur 
of Totne running Bꝛookes, they communicate their Thoughts, 
beautifle the acco2de and vnity of Louers, and make the place fas 
mous foz the firſt witneſſe of their amozous acquaintaunce. In 
like manner thzice,# foure times bleſt be they there, who leauinge 
the vnqutet tople that oꝛdinarily doth chaunce to them that abyde 
in Cittes, doe render duety of their ſtudies to the Muſes wheres 
vnto they be moſt Addicted. Now Dom Diego at his owne houſe 
loued and cheriſhed of his mother, reuerenced and obeped of hyg 
Subiects after he had imployed ſome time at his ſtudy, had none 
other oꝛdinary pleaſure but in rouſing the Deere, hunting the 
wylde Boze,run the Hare ſomtimes to fly at the Hearon, oz fearful 
Partrich alongs the flelds, Fozreſts, Ponds, and ſteepe Moun⸗ 
taynes. It came to paſſe one day, as he Hunted the wylde Woun- 
tayne Goate, which he had diſlodged vpon the Hill top, he eſpied 
an olde Hart that his Dogges had found, who ſo topfull as was 
poſſible of that good lucke, followed the courſe of that ſwift, and 
fearefull beaſt, But ( ſutch was his Foztune)the Dogges loſt the 
foote of that pꝛap, and he his men : Foz being hozſſed of purpoſe, 
bpon a fapꝛe Jennet, could not be followed, and in ende looſinge 
the light of the Deere, was ſo farre ſeuered from company, as he 
was vtterly ignoꝛaunt which way to take. Ind that which grie⸗ 
ued him moſt was his Yozſe out of Bꝛeath ſcarce able to got a 
falſe Gallop. Foz which cauſe he put his home to his mouth, and 
blew ſo loude as he could. But his men were ſo farre of, as they 
could not here him. The young Gentleman being in this diffrefle 
could not tell what to doe, but to returne backe, wherein he wag 
moꝛe deceyued than befoꝛe, foʒ thinkinge to take the way Home to 


hrs Caſtle, wandzed ſlill further of from the ſame, Ind trotting 
thug 
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thus a long tyine, he ſpied a Caſtle Situated vppon alittle Hitt, 
whereby he knew hitmſeife far from his owne houſe. Neuerthe- 
leſſe hearing a certayne noyſe of Hunters, thinking they had bene 
his People, reſoꝛted to the ſa ne, who in deede were the Ser. 
uaunts of the Mother of Gineuta with the golden Locks, which 
incompany of their Miſtreſſe had hunted the Hare, Dom Diego, 
when he dꝛue neere tothe cry of the ZZounds, ſaw right well that 
hee was deceyued;. It what tyme Night app:oched, and the 
Shadowes darkening the Earth, by reaſon of the Sunneg de. 
parture, began to Cloth the Yeauens with a T:ownc and miſty 
Manteil. When the Mother of Gincura faw the Knight which 
ode a ſoft pace,fozþ his Hoꝛſſe was tired, and could trauayle no 
longer, and knowing by his out ward apperance that he was ſome 


great Loꝛd, s ridden out of his wap,ſent one of hir men to knowe 


what he was, who returned agayne with ſutch aunſwcre as Hee 
deſired. The Lady ioytuil to entertapne a Gentleman ſo excellent 
and famous, one of hir next netghbozs, went foꝛwade to bid hym 
welcome, which che did w ſo great curteſp ag the Knight ſayd vn» 
te to hir: Madame I thinke that fozt une hath done me this fauour, 
te by ſetting me out of the wap. to pꝛoue pour carteſte and gentle en⸗ 
ic tertaynment, and to recepue this tov by viſiting pour houſe, where · 
cc of J truſt intim. to come to be ſo perfect a frend, as my pꝛe deceſ. 
& ſozs heereto foʒe haue bene. Sir ſapd the Lady, if happineſſe may 
ec be attributed to them, that mo2 doe gayne, J thincke my ſelfe bet: 
« ter fauoꝛed than you, foz that it is my chaunce to lodge and enter 
et tayne him, that is the woꝛthieſt perſon and beſt beloued in all Ca⸗ 
ei theloigne. The Gentleman bluſhing at that pꝛapſe, ſayd nothing 

els, but that affection foꝛced men ſo to ſpeake of his vertues, not⸗ 
withſtandinge ſutch as hee was , he vowed from thencefoꝛth his 
ſeruice to hir and all hir HouHold. Ginevura deftrous not to bee 
llacke in curteſte,ſayd that he ſho ald not fo do, except ſhe were par⸗ 
taker of ſome part of that, which the Knight fo liber ally had of- 
fered to the whole Family of hir Mother. The Gentleman which 
till that time tooke no heede to the deuine Beauty of the Gentle: 
woman, beholding hir at his pleaſure, was ſo aſtoonned, as hee 
could not tell what to aunſwere, his eyes were ſo fixed vpon hir, 
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ſpending his lookes in contemplation of that freſhe hew, ſtayned 
with a red Uertmilion, vppon the Jlabaſter, and fapze colour of 


hir cleare and beautifull face, Ind foꝛ the imbeliſhing of that nas 
turall perfection, the attire vppon hir head was ſo couenable and 
pꝛoper, as it ſeemed the ſame day ſhee had Looked foz the com⸗ 
ming of him, that afterwardes indured ſo mutch foz hir ſake. Foz 
hir head was Adoꝛned with a Garlande of Floures, interlaced 
wyth hir Golden, and Enamiled hayꝛe, which gozgeoully couered 
ſome part of hir Shoulders,diſparcled, and hanging down ſome 
tyme ouer hir paſſing fapꝛe Fo:cheade,ſomewhyles vpon hir rud- 
dy Cheekes, as the Sweete, and Pleaſaunt windy Bꝛeath dyd 
mooue them to, and fro: Pre ſhould haue ſeene hir wauering and 
criſped treſſes diſpoſed with ſo good grace, and comel»neſſe, as a 
man would haue thought that Loue, and the thꝛee Graces coulde 
not tell els where, to harboz themſelues, but in that riche, and de⸗ 
lectable place of pleaſure, in goꝛgeous wile laced and tmbzaudzed, 
Upon hir Eares did hang two Dumptuous and Riche oztentall 
Pearles, which to the artificiall ozder of hir hapze added a certen 
ſplendent bꝛightnes. Ind he that had beholden the ſhining e large 
Foꝛehead of that Nimph, which Gallantly was beſet with a Di 
amonde of ineſtimable pꝛice a value, chaſed with a treſſe of Golde 
made in foꝛme of little Starres, would haue thought that he had 
ſeene a Rancke of the twinckeling Planettes, fixed tn the Firma- 
ment in the hotteſt time of Sommer, when that kayꝛe ſeaſon dil⸗ 
couereth the ozder of his glittering Cloudes. In lyke maner tbe 
ſparkeling eyes of the fapze Gentlcwoman, adozned with a ſfate- 
ly vaulte with two Archers, equally by cuen ſpaces diſtinct, and 
deuided, ſtayned with the Ebene Indian tree, did ſo well ſet fozth 
their Bꝛightneſſe, as the eyes of them that taped their lookes at 
Noone dapes directly vpon the Sunne, could no moze be dazeled 
and offended , than thoſe were, that did contemplate thoſe two 
flaininge Dtarres, which were in fo:ce able thzoughly to pierce 
euen the Bottome of the inward partes. The Noſe well fours 
med, tuſtly placed in the Imiable valley of the Uyſage, by E- 
quall confoꝛmity Diſtinguiched the two Cheekes, ſtayncd wrth 


a pure Carnation, refemblinge two lyttle Fpples that were 
were arty;

arryued to the due time of their maturity and ripeneſſe, Ind then 
hir Coꝛalline mouth,thzough which bzeathing,i(ſued out a bzeath 
moꝛe ſoote and ſauozous than Ambꝛe, Wuſke, oz other Fromatt. 
call Parfame,that euer the ſweete Dople of Arabie bzought foꝛth. | 
She ſometime vacloling the dooze of hir Lips, diſcouered two 

rancke of Pearles, ſo finely blanched,as the pureſt Dzicnt would 
bluche, ik it were compared with the Beaute of thyg incompargs 
ble whiteneſle, But hee tl at will taze vypon hm to ſpeake of all 
hir inſpeakeable Beauty, map make his vaunte that he hath ſeine 
all the greateſt perfectiõs that euer dame Nature wꝛought · Pow 
to come a little lower, on this freſh; Diana appeared a eck, that 
ſurmounted the Blaunch colour of Mylke, were it neuer ſo ex. 
cellent white, and hir Stomacke ſomewhat mounting by the two 
Pomels, and firme Teates of hir Bꝛeaſts, ſeperated in equall 
diſtaunce, was couered wyth a vayle, ſo loſe, and fine, as thoſe two 
little pzety Mountaynes might eaſily be Diſcried, to mooue, and 
remooue, accoꝛding to the affection that roſe in the Centre of that 
modeſt, and ſober Pucelles mynde : Who ouer , and beſides all 
thys,had ſutch a ple aſaunt Countenaunce, and toyckull cheere,ag 
hir Beauty moze than wonderfull, rendzed hir not ſo woozthy to 
be ſerued, and loved, as hir naturall goodneſſe, ond diſpoſed cur: 
telle appearing in hir Face, and hir exceltent entertaynement and 
comely Grace to all indifferently. This was not to imitate the 
maner of the molt parte of our fayze Ladies, and Gentlemomen, 
who (mooued wyth what Opinion J know not) be fo diſdayue⸗ 
full, as almoſt theyz name cauſeth diſcontentment, and bzeedeth in 
them great imperfection. Ind who by thinking to appeare moze 
b:aue, and fine, by to mutch ſqueymiſhe dealing, doe offuſcate and 
dartzen with Folly their exterioz Beauty, blotting, and dekacing 
that which beauty maketh amiable, and woꝛthy of honoz, J leaue 
you now to conſider wheather Dom Piego had occaſton to Fogo 
his Speach, and to bee bereft of Senſe, being liuely aſſayled with 
one ſo well armed as Gineura wag with hir Graces and Honeſty: 
Who no leſle abaſhed with the Pozt, Countenaunce, ſweete talk, 
and ſtately Behauioꝛ of the night, which ſhe vewed to be in him 
he dealing lookes, felt a Motion (not wonted oz accuſſomed in 


ſe hir ten 
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hir tender heart, that made hir to chaunge coloꝛ, and by like occaft. 
on ſpeachleſſe : In ozdinary cuſtome in them that be ſurpꝛiſed with 
the waladp of loue to loſe the vſe of ſpeach where the ſame is moſt 


| needefu!l to gieue the intier charge in the heart, which not able to 


ſuppo:t and beare the burden of ſo many paſſions,departeth ſome 
pozttox to the eyes, as to the fapthful meſſengets of the Myndes 
ſecret conceipts, which tozmented beyond meaſure, and burninge 
with affectton, cauſeth ſometimes the Humoz to guhe out in that 
parte that diſcouered the firſ} aſſault, and bzed the cauſe of that 
Feuer, which frighted the hearts of thoſe two pong perſons, not 
knowing well what the ſane might be. When they were come to 
the Caſtle, and diſmounted from their Hoꝛſſeg, many Welcomes 
and Gratulations were made to the Knight, which yelded moze 
wood to the flre, and liuelp touched the pong Gentleman, who wag 
ſo outraged with loue, as almoſt he had no minde of himſelfe, and 
rapt by litle,and little, was ſo intoxicated with an Amoꝛous paſ- 
ſon, as all other Thoughtes were lothlome, and Joye diſplea- 
ſauns in reſpect of the fauourable Martirdowe which hee ſuffe⸗ 
red by thinking of his fayꝛe and gentle Gineura. Thug the knight 
which in the mozning diſpoſed him ſelfe to purſue the Hart, was in 
heart ſo attached, as at euening he was become a Seruaunt, yea 
and ſutch a Slaue, as that voluntary ſeruitude wholly diſpoſſeſ- 
ſedhim from his foꝛmer Freedome. Theſe be the fruictes alſo of 
Folly, inuegling the lookes of men, that launch themſelues with 
eyes hut into the Gulfc of deſpayꝛe. which in ende doth cauſe the 
ruin g ouerthꝛow of him, ß veldeth thereunto.Loue pꝛoceedeth ne⸗ 
uer but of opinion : ſo like wiſe þ ill oꝛder of thoſe þ bee affiicted w 
that Paſſion,ryſeth not elswhere,but by the fond perſuallõ which 
they concepue,to bee Blamed, Deſpiſed, and decepued of the thing 
beloued : Where if they meaſured that paſſiõ accoꝛding to his va 
loꝛ, thep would make no moe accoumpt of that which doth tozmee 
them, than ther do of their health, honoꝛ. 4 lite, which loue foz their 
great ſeruice #laboz deludeth them, and recõpẽleth another with þ 
foꝛ which the fooliſh Louer imployeth thys trauel, which at iegth 
doth haſte deſpatre, and ende moze than deſperate, when an other 
eniop that, foz which hee hath ſo longe time beate the Baſhes. 
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Duryng the time that ſupper was pzeparyng, the Lady ſente hit 
men to ſecke the hunteſmenof Dom Diego, to gyue them knows 
ledge where he was become, and thereof tocertify his mother, who 
when ſhe heard tell that her ſonne was lodged there, was bery glad 
beyng a ryght good fryend and very familiar Netghboz with the 
Lad, the hoſteſſe of Dom Diego. The Gentleman at ſupper after 
he had taſted the feruent heate that bꝛoyled in his Minde, coulde 
cate little meate, beinge ſatiſfied with the feeding diete of his amo. 
rous eyes, which without any maner Jecalouſle, diſtributed their 
nouriſhment to the heart, Who ſat very ſoberly, pꝛiuilę thꝛowing 
his ſecretly Pꝛickes, with louely, and wanton lookes, vppon the 
heart of the kayꝛe Lady, which fo hir part ſparednot to render y. 
ſury of rolling regardes, whereof he was ſo ſparing, as almoſt he 
durſt not lift vp his eyes foz dazeltngof them. After Supper, the 
knight bidding the mother a Daughter good night, went to Bed, 
where in ſteede of lleepe. he fell to ſighinge and imagening a thous 
ſande diuers deuiſes, fantaſipng like number of follies, ſutch ag 
they doe whoſe Bꝛaynes be fraught loue. Alas (ſapde hee) what 
meaneth it, that alwayes J haue lyued in ſo great liberty, ę nowe 
doe feele my ſelf attached with ſutch bondage as J cannot expꝛeſſt 
whole effects neuertheleſſe be faſtned in me? aue J hunted to be 
taken ? Came I from my houſe in liberty, to be ſhut vp in Pzyſon, 
and do not know wheather I ſhall be receyued, oz being receyued, 
te haue intertayniment, acco2ding to deſert ? Zh Gincura, J would

Now come what ſhal, »» 
by meanes of this, J am aſſured that ſo 15g as Dom Diego liueth, 
his heart ſhal recepue none other impꝛeſſion o2 deſtre, but d which 2» 
inciteth him to loue, ſerue, a honoꝛ the fatreſi creature at thys dap »» 
within the compaſſe of Spayne. Beſolucd hereupon, ſweating, la: 22 
bo2tng, a trauelung vpon the framing of hrs loue, he founde nos 
thing moꝛe expedient than to tel hir his paſſion, let hir vnderſtãd 
the good wil þ ne had to do hir ſeruice, # to pꝛay hir to accept hym 
foʒ ſutch,as frd that time foꝛth would execute nothing but vnder 
the title of hir good name. On th otherſtde Gineura tould not cloſe 
hir eyes a knew not the cauſe almoſt that ſo impeched hir of ſleepe, 
where ſoꝛe now toſſing on th one (Ide, and the turning to the other, 
in hir rich a goodly Bed, fãtaſſed no fewer deuiſes thi paſſionated 
Dom Diego did. Inth end ſhe concluded, v if the knight ſhewed 
hir any euident ſigne, 02 opened by wozd of mouth any Speach of 
joue & ſeruice, ſhe would not refuſe to do Þ like to him. Thus paſs 
ſed the night in thoughts (Ighs,# wiſhes betwene theſe. 2. appꝛen · 
tiſes of the thing, whereof they p be learners,ſhal ſoone attayne 8; 
experience,and they that follow the occupation th:oughly, in ſhozt 
time be their crafrs maiſters. The next day p knight would depart 
ſo ſoone as he was vp : but the good wtdow, imbꝛacing the per⸗ 
ſonage @ good oꝛder of p knight in hir heart, moꝛe than any other 
that (he had ſeene of long time, intreated him ſo earneſtly to tary 
as he which loued better to obey hir requeſt thẽ to depart. although 
fapned the contrary,tn the end appeared to be vaquiſheb vpon the 
great impoztunity of th: Lady. Jl that mozning the Mother and 
the Daughter paſſed the time with Dom Diego in great talke of 
cdmon matters. But he was the moze aſtonned a inamoꝛed than 8 
night befoze.in ſutch wiſe as many times he aũſwered fo vnaptly- 
to their demaũds, as it was eaſf{p perceiued that his minde was 
mutch diſquieted with ſome thing. that only did poſſeſſe the force &- 
vehemence of the ſame : notwithſtanding Þ lady imputed þ to the 
ſhamefaſteneſſe of þ Gentlemi, + to his ſimplicity, which had not 
greatly frequented the copany af Ladieg.

thanked hym berye hartilye , p2ayinge him wyth ſweete and 
. ſmilinge Countenance, not to fozget the waye to come to vi- 
** (ite them, beyng wel aſſured, hir mother would be very glad ther · 
< of. Ind foꝛ mine owne part(quod ſhe) I (hall thinke my ſelf happy 
* tobe partaker of the pleaſure and great amity that is betwene our 
two houles.Ffter great reuerence & leaue taken betweene them, 
Dom Diego returned home, where he told his mother of the good 
interteynment made him, and of the great honeſty of the Ladyhyg 
tt hoſteſſe: wherfoze Madame (quod he to hys Mother) Jam deſy⸗ 
te roug{1f it be yoar pleaſure to let the know how mutch their boũ⸗ 
de tifullhoſpitality hath tied me to them, and what deſire J haue to 
cc vecompente the fame. J am therefoze wyllyng to bydde them hpz 
ci ther, and to make them ſo good cheare;as wyth all theyz Hearte 
they made me when J was loyth them. The Lady whych was the 
aſſured Fryende ok the Mother of Gineura , lyked well the 8 
utile 
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upſe ok hir ſonne and tolde hym that they ſhoulde bee welcome, 
foz the aunciente amity of long time betwene them, who was wont 
many times to bilit one an otter , Dom Diego vpon his mothers 
woꝛds, ſent to intreat the Lady and fapze Gineura, that it woulde 
pleaſe them to do him the honour to come into his houſe: To which 
requeſt he ſo willingly velded, as he was deſtrous to bid them. 
At the appointed day Dom Diego ſought al meanes poſſible ho⸗ 
nourably to recepue them: In meates whereof there was no want,

ſawe hym aboute to come agayne to himſelfe, he ſaped thus bnto

Foz at length »» 
it is impoſſible,but that this diamont hardneſſe, muſt needes bee. >» 
mollttied, it᷑ ſhe be not a Diuell incarnate,moze furtoug than ihe 
wildeſt Beaſts, whych haunt the deſertes of Tybia. Dom Diego 
was comfozted wyth that admonition, and purpoſed toperſiſt in 
hes affection,and therefoze ſent many meſſages,gtftes,letterg,and 
excuſeg to hys angry miſlreſſe Gincura: But ſhe made pet leſſe ac · 
cdpt of them than of the firſt. charging the meſſangers not to trou- 
ble themſelues about thoſe trifles,fo: ſhee had rather dye than ſee 
hom, oꝛ to receyue any thyng from him, whom ſhe deadiphated. 
When newes hereof came to the Knyght,he was altogether ſms 
pactent,aud ſeeing the ſmall pzofite which he did gaine by purſu- 
ing his folyſh opinion, and not able to beſtow his loue elſewhere, 
he determined to dte:#- yet vnwilling to imbzue his hands with 
his owne bloud, he purpoſed to wander as a vacabond into ſome 
deſerte, to perfourme the courſe of his vnhappye and ſozxrowfull 
dayes,hoping by that meanes to quench the heat of that-amozous 
rage,either by length of time oꝛ by death, the laſt refuge of ß my- 
ſerable.

The waiting a Letter to his Gi- 
neura, he called one of his mẽ, to whom he ſaid; J am going about 
Ll 2. certapns- - 
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certapne of myne aſtarzes, whereot I wil haue no man to knowe, 
and — am gone, thou ſhait tell my Lady Mother 
what I ſay to thee, and that within twenty dayes (God willing) 
I meane to retourne: Mozeouet I require thee, that foure dayes 
after my departure, and not befoze, thou beare theeſe Letters to 
miſtreſſe Gineura, and if ſo be ſhe refufe to yecepue them, faple not 
to deliuer them bnfo hir mother take heede therekoꝛe if thou loue 
me, to do all that which J haue geuen thee in charge. Jfterwards 
he called his ſeruaunt vnto hym, whtch had done the firſt meſſage 
bnto Gineura, which was a wiſe, and gentle fellow, in whom the 
night repoſed great affiaunce, to him he declared all his enter⸗ 
pꝛiſe, and rh'ende whereunto his fierce determination did extend. 
The good Seruaunt whych loued his mayſter,hearing his intent 
ſo vnreaſonable, ſayde vnto hym: Is it not enough foz you ſtr to 
< pelde pour ſelfe a pꝛa to the molt fierce, and cruell woman that ty. 
* ueth, but thus to augment hir glozy, by ſeeing hir ſelfe ſo victozi- 
© gus ouer pou ? Fre pou ignoꝛaunt what the mallice ot Women 
ce ig, and how mutch they triumph tn tozmenting the pooze blynded 
te ſgules that become their Seruaunts, and what p:ayſe they attri⸗ 
te gute vnto themſelues, it by ſome miſtoꝛtune they dxtue them to diſ- 
ei ꝑpaireꝰ Was tt without cauſe that the Sage in times paſt did ſo 
ce greatly hate that Sexe, and Rinde, as the common Ruine, and o⸗ 
<< uerthꝛow of men? What mooued the Greeke Poet to ſing theeſe 
ce yerſes, againſt all ſozts of Women? 


A common woe theugh ſilly woman be to man, 
Yet double ioy againe ſhe doth unto him bring:

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ma" from that paſſion,can retopce in liberty, fleeing the ſweete eufl ,. 
which (J wel! percepue) ts the cauſeof your deſpayie . But ar, „ 
pour wiſe dome ought to vanquiſh thoſe light concetpts, by ſetting * 
ſo light ok that your rebellious Gentlewoman, as ſheets bnwoz< „ 
thy to be fauonred by ſo great a Loꝛd as von be, who deſerueth a 
better perſonage than htrs 13, and a krendlier entertatnement than 
a farewell ſo fondly giuen. Dom Diego, although that he tooke | 60 
pleaſure to heare thoſe diſcourſes of his fapthfull ſeruaunt, per he 
ſhewed ſo ſower a Countenafice vnto him, as the other wih theeſe 
ſewe woꝛdes helde his peace. Sith then it is ſo ſp2, that you be re. 
ſotued in pour miſhap, it map pleaſe pou to accept mee to wayte 
vpon you, whither pou are determined to goe: Foz I meane not 
to liue at mine eaſe, and ſuffer mp mayſter, in payne and artefe. I, 
will be partaker of that which Foztune ſhall pꝛepare, bntill the 
heauens doe mittigate their rage vpon you, and your pꝛedeſtinate 
miſhap . Dom Diego, who deftred no better company, imbzaced 
htm very louingly, thankinge him fo2 the good will that hee bare 
him, and ſayd: This p:eſent Night about midnight, we wil tage 
our Journep, euen that way wheather our Lot and alſo Foztune ' 
ſhall Guide vs, attendinge _ the ende of my Paſſion, oꝛ the 
whole ouerthꝛow of my ſelke. Their intent they did put in pꝛoofe: 
Foz at Midnight the Moone betag cleere when all thinges were 
at reſt, and the Crickets chirpinge thꝛough the Creauiſes of the 
Earth, they tooke their way vnſeene of any. Ind ſo ſoone as Au- 
rota began to garnich hir Mantle with colozs of red and white, E 
the mozning Starre of the Goddeſſe of ſtealing loue, appeared, 
Dom Diego began to ſigh, ſaying : Ih pee treſhe and dewy Moꝛ · 
ninges, that my hap is farre from the quiet of others, who after 7 
they haue reſted vpon the Cogitation of they: Eaſe, and iope, doe »» 
awake by the pleaſaunte Tunes of the Byꝛdes, to perfourme by »» 
_ effect that which the Shadowe and Fantaſte of their Minde, did „ 
preſent by dꝛeaming in the Might, where J am conſtrayned toſe- »» 
parate by great diſtaunce exceeding vehement coutinuation of my ,» 
Toꝛments, to followe wilde Beaſts, wandzing from thence where „ 
the greateſt number of men doe quietly lleepe and take thetr reſt. 
Ah Venus, whole Starre now conducterh me, and whoſe blame s 
L1 2, longe as. 
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* long agoe did glow and kindle my louing heart, how chaficeth it? 
«© J am not intreated accoꝛding to 5ᷣ deſert of my cõſtãt minde @ mea- 
ec ning mol} ſincere ? Alas, I looke not to expect any thyng certayne 
© from thee, ſith thou haſt thy courſe amongs the wandzing ſtarres, 
te Muſt the Influence of one Starre that ruleth ouer mee, deface 
ic that which the Beauens would to bee accompliſhed, and that my 
« cruel miſtreſſe, deluding my languoꝛs and griefs tt iumpheth ouer 
te mine infirtnity,and ouerwhelmeth me with care and ſoꝛo w, that J 
« lie pyning away, amongs the ſauage beaſts in the Wilderneſſe? 


ce fo: ſomutch as without the grace of my Lady, all company ſhaſbe 
«« ſo tedious and lothſom vnto me, that the only thought of a true te. 
te c$ciltation with hir, that hath my heart, ſhal ſerue foꝛ the comfozt g 


te true remedy of all my troubles. Whiles he had with theſe pangs 
foꝛgotten himſelle, hee ſawe that the day begin to ware cleere, the 
Sun already ſpꝛeading his golden beames bpon the earth e ther⸗ 
fo:e haſtely he ſet himſelf foꝛthwards, vling Bywayes, & far from 
cðũmon vſed trades, ſo neere as he could, that hee might not by anp 
me anes be knowne. Thus they rode fozth till Noone: but ſeeing 
their hoꝛſſe to be weary and faynt, they lighted at a village, farre 
from the high way - Where they refre hed themſelues, and bayted 
their hozſle vntil it was late. In this ſozt by Þ ſpace of thꝛee daieg 
they trauerſed the Countrep, vntill thep arriued to the foote of a 
mountapne, not frequented almoſt but by Wilde e ſauage Beaſts, 
(The countrep round about was verp fayze,pleaſaunt, and fit foz 
the ſolitarines of the Knight : fo2 tf ſhadow pleaſed him, hee might 
be delighted with p couert of an infinite number of frutctfutl trees. 
wherewith only nature had furniſhed tho e htdcous and Dauage 
Deſertes. Next to the high and wel timbzed Fozreſts,there were 
groues and buſheg fo: exerciſe of hunting. Þ man could deſtre no 
.kinde of Ueneſon, but it was to be had in that Wilderneſle : there 
might be ſeene alſo a certaine ſharpe and rude tuation of craggy, 
and vnkruicttull rocks, which notwithſtanding yelded ſome plea⸗ 
ſure to the Eyes, to ſee theym tapiſſed with a pale moaſle greene, 
which diſpoſed into a frizeled guite, made the place pleaſaunt and 
the Rock ſoft, accoꝛding to the faſhton of a couerture. There wag 


alſo a verp fapʒe and wide Caue, which liked him well, compaſſed 


round 
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round about with Firre trees, Pine apples, Cipꝛes, and Trees 
tiſtilling a certayne Roſen 02 Gũme, towards the bottom where⸗ 
ot, in the way downe to the valley, a man might haue viewed a paf · 
ling company of Ewe trees, Poplers of all ſoꝛtes, ꝛ Maple tres, 
the Lcaues whereof fell into a Lake oꝛ Pond, which came by cer⸗ 
tayne ſmal gutters into afreſh and very cleare fountapne right as / 
gaynſt that Caue. The knight viewing the auncienty and excellẽ̃· 
cy of the place, deliberated by and by to plant there the ſiege of his 
abode. foz performing of his penaunce and life. Ind therefoze ſapd 
vnto his ſeruaunt : y friend, Nam aduiſed that this place ſhall „ 
be the Monaſterp, foꝛ the voluntary pzofeſſton of our religion, and ,, 
where we will accompliſh the Uoyage of our Deuotton. Thou „ 
ſerſt both the beauty and ſolitarineſſe, which do rather commaund „ 
vs here to reſt, than any other place nere at hand. The Seruaunt „ 
pelded to the pleaſure of his mayſter, and ſo lightinge from their 
hoꝛſſe, they diſ:urntſhhed them of their Saddles, and Bzidles. gies 
uing to them the liberty of Þ fields. ot whom afterwards they ne. 
uer heard moze newes. The ſaddles they placed within the Caue 
g leauing their oꝛdinary apparell,clothed thiſelues tn Pilgrimeg 
weedes, koꝛtifying the mouth of the caue, that wilde beaſts ſhould 
not hurt them when they were a ſleepe. There the ſeruaum began 
to play the Upholſter, and to make. 2. little beds of moſſe, whoſe 
ſpindle a wheele were of wood, ſo well polliſhed a trimmed, as if 
he had bin a Carpenter wel expert in that Science. They ltued of 
nothing ele, but of the fruicts of thoſe wilde trees, ſometimes of 
herbs, vntil they had deuiſed to make acroſbow of wood, wherets 
they killed now # tht a Hate, a Conp, a Rid, and many times ſome 
ſtronger beaſt remavned with them foꝛ gage: Whole bloude they 
pꝛeſled out betwene. 2. pieces of wood, and roſted them aga inſt the 
Sunne, ſeruing the ſame tn, as if it had bene a right good Diſhe 
fo2 their firſt courſe of their ſober and vndelicate Table, at 
the pure water of the fountapne,next bnto their hollow and dkepe 
houſe, ſerued in ſteade of the good Wynes, and delicious Dzinks 
that abounded in the houſe of Dom Diego. Who liuing in thys 
pooze eſtate,ceaſed night noꝛ day to complapne ofhis hard fozrune 
and curſſed plight, going many times thzough the Deſertes all a. 


- 
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tone, the better to muſe and ſtudy thereupon, oꝛ (peraduenture) de⸗ 
frous that ſome hungry Beare ſhoulde deſcend from the Moun⸗ 
tayne, to fintſhe his life and paynefull griefes. But the good fer: 
vaunt knowing his Mayſters ſozow and miſhap, would neuer go 
out of his ght. but rather exhoz*ed htm to retourne home againe 
to his goods and poſſeſſions, and to fozget thst o2der of lyfe, vn- 
worthy foz ſutch a perſonage as he was, and vncomely foz him that 
ought to be indued with reaſon and iudgement. But the deſperate 
Gentleman wtlfall in his fozmer deliberation, woulde not heare 
him ſpeake of ſutch retrayt. So that it᷑ it eicaped the ſeruaunt ta 
be earneſt and ſharpe agarnſt the rudeneſſe 4 ſottiſh cruelty of Gi» 
neura, it was a paſtime to ſee Dom Diego muũt tn choller againſt 
*© hum, ſaping : Att thou ſo hardy to ſpeake il of the Gentlewoman, 
te which is the moſt vertuous perſonage vnder the coape of heauen? 
& Thou maiſt thancke the loue J beare thee, otherwiſe J woulde 
* make the kerle how mutch the launder of her touchcth mee at the 
& heart, which hath right to puniſhe me thus foz mine indiſcretton,s 
& that it is Jthat commit the wzonge in cõplayning of hir ſeuerity, 
4 Now ſir ſayd the ſeruaunt, I do tn deede perceyue what maner of 
© thing the contagion of ioue ig. Foz they which once doe feele the 
ce cozruptton of that Apʒe, think nothing good oz ſauozy, but the fil 
« tho ſmel of þ peſtiferous meat. Wherefoze J humbly beſeech ron 
te q little to ſet apart, remoue ft minde,that feare q pꝛeſumptuous 
&« dame Gineuta, and by fozgetting hir beauty, to meaſure hir Dez 
te ſert g pour griefe, you ſhall knowe then ( being guided by reaſons 
tt {nze)thar you are the ſimpleſt and weakeſt man ia the Woilde, to 
tc toʒment your ſeife in this wiſe, and that ſhee ig the fondeſt Girle. 
« wholly ſtraught of wits, ſo to abuſe a Moble man that mer itcth þ 
ic good grace and ſwecte embzacement of one tnoze fapze,wiſe @ mo- 
te deſt.thã ſhe ſheweth hirſelte to be. The knight hearing theſe woꝛds 
ce thought to abandon pacience, but pet replicd vnto him: Iſweart 
sc vnt᷑ thee by God, that if euer thou haue any ſutch talke agapne, 
et eyther J will dye, oz thou ſhalt depart out of my company, foꝛ Y 
te cannot abide by any meanes to ſuffre one to deſpite hir whom J do 
re loue # hono2,and ſhal ſy do during ltfe. The ſeruaũt loth to offend 
his mayer helde his peace, heaup foz all that in heart to remem⸗ 
ber how the pooze Gẽtleman was reſolued to finiſh there, (in a des 
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4 Cert vnk*: ven to his freendes ) all the tem naunt of his life, Ind 


« who aſwell fo2 the euill oꝛder, and not accuſtomenourture, as foʒ 
_ aſſiduall playnts and weeptngs, was become ſo pale and leane, ag 
0 he better reſembled a dꝛy Chip. than a man, hauing feeling oz lyfe. 


e His eyes were ſonke into his Head, his Beard vnkempt, his hapze 
N ſta ring, his ſkin ful of filth, altogether moze uke a wilde and Sa⸗ 
t uage creature ( ſutch one as is depatnted in bꝛutal foꝛme)thã faire 
0 Dom Diego, ſo mutch commended, and cſteemed throughout the 
e kingdome of Spayne. Now leaue we this amozous Hermit to paſ

In 
the ende befozethe houſhold diſſemblinghir paſſion which mroued 
hir ſenſe, the tooke hir Daughter a de,whom very ſharply ſhe re · 
buked, koʒ that ſhe was the cauſe of the laſſe of ſo notable and per;

A notable example ſurely foz ſtolne and ſecrete mariages, whers 
by the honour of the contracted partes, is moſt commonly blemp- 
ſhed, and the Coummaundement of G O D violated, whoſe wozd 
eniopneth obedience to Parents tn all ryhhtfull cauſes, who 'if foz 
any lyght offence,they haue power to take from vs the inheritance 
whych otherwyſe naturall law would giue vs, what ought they of 
duet to doe, where rebellyoug Chyldzen abuſing they; goodneſſe, 
do conſume without feare of Liberty, the thynge that is in theyz 
free wyll and gouernement. In like maner diuers bndiſcrete and 
folyſh mothers are to be accuſed, which ſuffer their daughters of 
tender and chyldyſh age, to be enamozed of theyz ſoruants, not re. 
membꝛyng how weake the fleſh is, how pꝛone and ready men be to 
do euyl, and how the ſeducyng ſpirite wayting (til vpon vs, is pꝛo⸗ 
hue # pꝛone to ſurpꝛyſe and catch bs wythin his Snares, to the 
intent he may reioyce in the ruine of ſoules waſhed and redeemed 
wpth the bloud of the Don of God. This troupe dꝛawing neare 
tothe caue of Dom Diego, Rodericoſent one of his mẽ to aduer⸗ 
tiſe him oftheir comming, who tn the abſẽce of his fryende, fylled 
t ſuſteined with hope,ſhoztely to ſee the onely Lady of hys hearte,

curſſed trumpet doth mercy to the life of that miſerable Gentle⸗ 
man, who lieth a dying there fo: laue of hir. 

The Mayden hearing the cruel ſentence ol hir death, cryed out 
ſo loud as ſhe coulde, thinking reſzue woulde haue come, but the 
pooze Wench was deceiued:fo2 the deſert knew none other, but 
thoſe that were abiding in that troupe . The Page & the woman 
ſeruaũt exclamed vpd3 Roderico fo2 mercy,but he made as though 
he heard the not, e rather made ſigne to his mẽ to do what he co.

And thou my friend, which liueſt amonges the ſha 
4 dowes ol faxthfull louers,tf thou haue any feelinge, as in deede 
thou pꝛoueſt being in another woꝛld, behold the pureneſſe of mine 
** heart and fidelity o my loue:who to keepe the ſame inuiolable, do 
< offer mp ſelf valuntarily to the death, which this cruell tyꝛant pꝛe · 
<< parethfoz me. Ind thou hãgman the executioner of my ioyes, and 
te murderer of the immoꝛtal pleaſures of mylouc(fayd ſhe to Rode- 
 rico)glut thy vnſactable deſtre of bloud, make dꝛonke thy mind 
murder, e boaſt of thy litle triumph, which foz{all thy thzenteg 0;

hrs owne in hazard miſerabiy ta end. Hauing taped them that 
held the maiden, he repayzed to Dom Rodetico,to whom he ſpake

Ind you Gentle wo - 
mau lyue in reſt.as your pooꝛe ſuppliant, wꝛetched Dom Diego, 
ſhalbe citizẽ of thoſe wyld plates, and vaunt pou hardely that yee ? 
were the beſt beloued maiden that euer lined .Maruellous truly *? 
be the fozces of toue, when they diſcouer their perfection : fo2 be 
their meanes things otherwiſe tmpoſſible be reduced to ſutch fa- 
cility,ag a man would tudge that they had neuer bene ſo hard to 
obtaiue, and ſo painefull to purſue. As appeared by this damſel, 
in whome thewzath of foztune the pynche of tealoſle, the intollera- 
ble rage of hir krpendeg loſſe, had ingendzed a contempte of Dom 
Diego, an extreame deſire to be reuenged on Dom Roderico, and 
a tediouſneſſe of longer Lyfe.

I know how fo wel to couer and excuſe this our enterpꝛyſe and 
ſecrete tonets,as by Gods aſſiſtãce no blame oz diſpleaſure ſhail 
enſue thereof. Ind like ag(ſatd he ſmiling) Z haue butided the foz 
- treſſe whych ſhot into your campe, and made you flie, euen ſo J 
hope(Gentlewoman)that J ſhalbe the occaſſon of your victozye, 
when you combat in cloſe campe, with vourſſweete cruel Ennimp.

Thus þ toꝛment indured, made the tore to 
ſauour of ſome other taſte than they do feele, which without paine 
in ß exerciſe of loues purſute, attain the top 6f theyꝛ deſires: Ind 
truly their pleaſure wes altogether like to him p nouriſhed in ſu⸗ 
perlluaus delicacy ot meates ci not aptly ſo wel tudg of plcaſure, 
as ho which ſomtimes lacketh p abfidance.Tud verily loue wyth⸗ 
out bitterneſſe, is almoſt a cauſe without' cffects fo he that all 


take away gryefs and troubled fanſkes from Louers, nr” 
them 
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them of the ca of their Nedfaſtneſſe,ond maketh vayne the gldp 
ryot their perſeueraunce : Foz hee is vnwoꝛthy to beare away the 
pꝛice and Garland of triumph in the Conflict, that behaueth him · 
ſelfe like a Coward, and doth not obſerue the lawes of armes and 
manlibe duettes incident to a combat. This Hiſtoꝛe then a Mir 
rour foz loyallLouers,and Chaſte Suter, and maketh them de⸗ 
teſt the vnſhamekaſtneſſe of thoſe, which vpon the fir view do kol⸗ 
lo we with might and mayne, the Gentle woman, 02 Lady that gie · 
ueth them good Face, oꝛ Countenaunce whereof any gentle heart, 
02 mynde, nourfed in the Schoolehouſe of vertuous educatton, 
will not bee ſquermiſhe to thoſe that ſhall by chaſte ſalutation oz 
other incountry, doe their curteous xeuerence. 'This Hiſtoꝛp allo 
peldeth contempt of them, which in their affection koꝛget thẽie lues 


abaſtng the Generoſtty of their Courages, to be reputed of fooles 


the true champions of loue, whoſe like are they that deſtrc ſuch re · 


garde. Foz the perfection of a true Louer conſiſteth in paſſions, in 


ſo:rows, griefes, martirdomes, oꝛ cares, and mutch leſſe arriueſh 


he to his deſire, dy ſighes, exclamations, Weapings, an childi he 
playnts : Foz ſo mutch aa vertue ought to be the bande of that in · 
diſſoluble amity, which maketh the vnion of the two ſeuered bo · 
dies of that Woman man, which Plato deſcribeth,# cauſeth man 
to trauell fo hys whole accompliſhment in the true Purſute of 
chaſte loue. In which labour truely, fondly walked Dom Diego, 
thinking to finde the ſame by his diſpapze amiddeſt the ſharp ſolt- 
tarp Deſerts of thoſe Pyrene Mountapnes. Ind truely the duetp 
of his perfect friende,did moꝛe lively diſc;ofe the ſame(what fault 
ſo euer he did) than all his Countenaunces, eloquent letters oꝛ a⸗ 
mozous Meſſages. In like manner a man doth not know what a 
treaſure a true Friende is, vntill hee hath pꝛoued his excellency, 
ſpecially where neceſſity maketh him to taſte the ſwetenes of ſutch 
delicate meate. Foz a frend being a ſeconde himſelfe, agreeth by a 
certapne naturall Sympathie # attonement to th'affecttons of him 
who he loueth, both to participate his topes and pleaſures; and ta 
ſozrowe his aduerſtty, where Foꝛtune ſhall vſe by ſome miſ· 
aduentures, to ſhewe hir accu-

inacceſſible places. Onely nom do we pꝛetend to ſhewe the clfects 
of loue, which ſurmoũt all Opinton ot common thinges, and ap⸗ 
peare foantracuious as the founding, and erecting of the Colliſſæi, 
Colloſſæi, Theatres, Ampbitheatres, Pyramides, and other wozkes 
wonderfun ta the Woꝛ ld, loꝛ that the hard indured path of hatred 
and diſplcaſute longe time begaon, and obſlinately purſued wrth 


Nraunge erueltr, was conuerted into loue, be th'clfect of ** 5 
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ſutch as 10 uno we none but (s © — 3 ag hee 
mape hali?” good cauſe to wonder, conſyderyng the ſtatelp fourd- 
dationg, vppon which King: s and greate Monarches haue em⸗ 
ployed the chvekeſt reuenues of thep2 pꝛouinces. Now lyke as In 
gratitude is a vic? ofgreateſt blame a diſcomm ndation amongs 
men, euen ſo Gentleneſſe and KindneC: ought to beare. the title of 
a moſt commendable vertue, Ind as the Thebans were accuſed of 
mat crime,foz their great Captaynes Epaminondas and Pelopi- 
das Sathe Plateens(contrarywiſe) are pꝛaiſ .d fo; their ſolempne 
obſeruation ot the Grekes benefits, whych deltuered them oute of 
the Perſians bondage. Ind the Sicyonians brare away the pꝛyſe 
of cternail pꝛayſe, fo acknowledgyng the good turnes receiued of 
Aratus, that delyueted them from the crueltp ot the tyzantg . Ind 
it Philippo Maria, duke of V ilan, deſerued eternal repꝛoch foꝛ his 
ingratitude to his wite Beatrix, foz the ſecrete killing of hir, he be⸗ 
ing enryched with hir goodes and treaſureg:a batbarous Turke 
bone in Arabia, ſhal carry the pꝛaiſe, who being vanquiſhed in A- 
radia by Baldouine, kyng of H ieruſalem, and he and hig Wife ta- 
ken.pzyſoners,and his treaſures fallen into the hãds of that good 
bing,iTued of the Loratne bloud, who neuertheleſſe ſecing that the 
Cbꝛeſtian had deltnered him. and reſtozed againe his wife would 
not be vanquiſhed in magnificence and liberalitye, and mutch leſſe 
beate the name of an vnkind p2tnce , but rather when Baldouine 
was ouercome of the infdets, and being retyꝛed within a certaine 
city 3 the Admiral of Atabie, tame to him in the night end tellyng 
him the deatſe of his compantons, conueped hym out ofthe City, 
and wag hes guide vnttll he ſa we hym kree from pertl J haue al- 
leuged the Pꝛeumſfes, bycauſe the Biſtoꝛ whych J purpoſetore. 
cpte, aduoucheth two examples not Unulgare oz Common, the 
one of very great Loue, and the other bf ſutch acteptatton and 
" knowledgyng thereof, as Ithoüght it puy the fame ſhould Kuck 
ktom the Acquapntaunce of vs Englyſhe Men. And that they 
alone ſhonld haue the Beneffte thereof whych vnderſtand the Ita 
lian tongue, Maypoltig: that it chan bag fome fruytt and cone 
mopitę to this out Engtyſhe Hoyle that ech Wyghte may frame 
their Iyfe on thoſe whych in ſtudung Countries far from ba, haue 
leu ed vertuoully wethout reyſgeh that might ſovie 02 e 
, Name. 
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Salimbene, and Angelica 

m vs, haue lyued vertucully without repꝛoche that might ſoyle 
oꝛ ſpot their name. 

In Siena then (an auncient, and very noble Citty of Toſcane, 
which no longe time paſt was gouerned by hir Magiſtrates, and 
liued in hir own lawes and liberttes,as the Lucquois, Piſans, and 
Florentines do) were two families very rich, noble, and the chtefe 
of the Citty called the Salimbenes, and Montanines, of the Rate 
and Stock whereof, excellent men in their Common wealth haue 
deſcended, very good, and expert Souldiers foz conducte of Ar⸗ 
mies. Thoſe two houſes in the beginning were ſo great freendes, 
frequented ſutch loue and familtaritp , as it ſeemed they had bene 
but one houſe and bloude, dayly vſinge eche others company, and 
- banketting one another. But Italy in all times being as it were a 
Dtoze houſe of troubles, and a very marte of ſedition, bandes, 
and parctalities,fpecially of ciuill warres tn euery Citty,it coulde 
not be that Siena ſhoulde alone eniop hir liberty in peace, and ac- 
coꝛde of Tittizzng, and vaunt bir ſelfe to bee free from knowledge 
of particuler debate. Foz of warres ſhet had good experience a⸗ 
galnũ the Floteotines, who by long remembꝛaunce haue don what 
they could to make hir ſubiect vnto them. Nowe the cauſe of that 
diſcoꝛde roſe euen by them which kept the Cittizens in vnity and 
toncoꝛd, and was occaſſoned by thoſe. 2. houſes the nobleſt, a moſt 
puiſſant of their common wealth. It is not bnknowne to any man, 
that antiquity oꝛdayned it to be peculiar foz nobility, to trayne vp 
there chtldzen in huntinge, aſwell to bolden and Moſell theym in 


{| daungers,as to make them ronge, and accuſtomed in trauayle, 


and to fo2ce the thun the delicate lyfe a great Idlenes which accd- 
pany hono:able houſes, # thoſe of gentle bloud, fozſomutch as by 
the purſuite of Beaſtes, leyghts of warre bee obſerued: The 
Hounds be the ſquare batteil, the Greyhoundes be the flanquarts 
and Wynges to follow the enimp, the hozſeman ſerueth to gicue 
the Chace, when the Game ſpeedeth to couert, the Yoznes be the 
Trumpets to ſounde the Chaſe and Rettre,and foz incouragemẽt 
of the Dogges to run. To be ſhozt, it ſeemeth a very Campe in 
battaple, oꝛdapned foꝛ the pleaſure and paſſetyme of noble youth. 


Neuertheleſſe,by hunting diners miſſefoztunes doe ariſe, and ſun- 
dz daun- 
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and ſund2zy daungers haue happened by the ſame. Meleager loft 
hig Lyfefoz the victszy ofthe wyid Boze of Callydonia. Cephd- 
lus was llaine fo: kylling his deare beloued Pocris, and Acaſtus 
was accurſed foꝛ murdering the Kings ſonne of whome hee was 
the Tutour. V Villiam Rufus, one ot our Englyſh Rings, the ſon 
of the Conquerour, was killed with an Arrow in the Mew Foz- 
reſt by a French Gentleman called Valter Tyrel, as he was pur- 
ſuing the Harte. Other hiſtozies repozte dyuers peryls chaunced 
in hunting but pet tie ſame woꝛthy to be cherylhed , frequented 
vſed by good adutſe and moberate paſtyme . So the huntinge 
of the wylde Baze defyled the City of Siena, with the bloud of hir 
owne Citizens, when the Salimbenes and Montanines bppon a 
daye in an aſſeub!led company, incountring vpon a greate & flerce 
Boe, toke hym by foꝛce ot᷑ men and Beaſtes. When they had don, 
as they were banketting and communing of the n;mvleneſſe of 
their dogs ech man pꝛalllng his owne, as hauing done beſte, there 
roſe greate debate amongs them, and pꝛoceeded ſo karre. as fond · 
ly they began to reuile one another with woꝛds, and from taũting 
termes to earneſt blowes, wher with diuers in that ſairmiſh were 
hurt on both (des: Inthe end the Sakimbenes had the wolle, and 
one of the p2incipall llapne in the place, which appalled the reſt, 
not that they were diſcozaged, bit attending time and ſcaſon of 
reuenge. This hatred ſo ſtrangely kindled betwene both parteg, 
that by lottle and lyttle, atter many combats and ouerthꝛowes of 
epther ſide, the loſſe lyghted vpon the Moatanines, who with their 
wealth and rycheſſe were almoſt bꝛought to nothing, and thereby 
the rygour and Choler of the Salimbenes appeaſed, none being a. 
ble to reliſt them, and in ſpace of time foꝛgot all inturies. The 
Montanines alſo that remayned at Siena, liued in quyet, wythoute 
chaleage oꝛ quarell of their aduerſaries, howbeit mutuall talke g 
haunt of others company btterly ſurceaſed. Fad to ſay the truth, 


there were almoſt none to quarell wythyall,fo: the whole Bloude 


and Mame of the Montanines reſted tn one alone, called Charles 
the Donne of Thomas Montanine, a young man ſo honeſt @ well 
bzought bp, as any then in Siena, who had a ſeſter, that foz beauty, 

, grace, 
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5 and honeſty, was comparable with the bell in all 
hoſcane This pooze young Gentleman had no great reuenue, 
fo2 that the patrimonie of his pꝛedeceſſoꝛs was walled in charges 
koʒ entertainement of Souldiers in the time of the hurlp burly e 
debates afoʒeſatd. good parte alfo was confiſcate tothe Cham; 
ber of Siena fo; treſpaſſes and fozfaitureg committed: with the re- 
mayneheſuſtaincd his family, and indifferently maintatned hys 
pozte ſoberly within his owne houſe, keping his liſter in decent E 
moderate oꝛder. The Maiden was called Angelica, a Name of 
trouth, without offence to other, due to hir. Foz in very deede in 
hir were harbozed the vertue of Curteſp and Gent lene le, a was ſo 
wel inſtructed and nobly bꝛought vp, as they which loued not the 
Name oz race ot hir could not foꝛbeare to commend hir,# wi ſhe 
theyꝛ owne daughters to be hir lyke. In ſutch wiſe as one of hir 
chiekeſt foes was ſo ſharpely beſet with hir vertue and beauty, ag 
he loſt his quiet ſleepe, and luſt to eate and dꝛinke. His name was 
Anſelmo Salimbene, who woulde wyllinglye haue made ſute to 
marry hir, but the diſcoꝛd paſt, quite moztiffed his deſtre, ſo ſoone 
as he had deuiſed the plot wythin his bzayne and fonſle Notwith 
ſtanding it was impoſſible that the loue ſo lyuely grauen and ro⸗ 
ted in his mind, could eaſtly be defaced. Foꝛ ik once in a day he had 
not ſeene hir, his heart did fele the toꝛments of toſting flameg,and 
'wilhed that the hunting of the Boꝛe, had neuer decaied a family ſo 
tkellent, to the intent he myght haue matched himſelf with hir, 
whome none other could diſplace out ofhis remembzaunce , that 
was dne of the rycheſt Gentlemen and of greateſt power in Sie- 
na. Now foꝛ that he durſt not diſcoucr his amoꝛous griefe to any 
perſon, was the chiekeſt cauſe that martired moſt his hearte , and 
foz the auncient feſtred malice of thoſe two kamtlieg he deſparꝛed 
fo: euer, to gather either floure 02 kruict cf that affection, pꝛeſup⸗ 
poling that Angelica would neuer fixe hir Loue on him, foz that 
his Parents were the cauſe of the defatte a ouerthꝛow of ß Mon⸗ 
tanice houſe. But what: There is nothing durable vnder the hegs 
uens. Both good and eupll haue they reuolntion in the gouerne⸗ 
ment of humane affapꝛes? The amitpeg and hatredes of Kyrgeg 
and Pꝛynces, be they ſo hardencd, as commonly in a Moment hee 
ts not 
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is not ſeene to be a hearty Friende, that lately was acraefl Foe, 
and ſpy2ed naught elſe but the ruine of his Zduerſary ? Wee ſhe 
the vartety of Bumapne chaunces, and then doe tudge at eye what 
great implicity it is to Nay s ſettle certapne, and infallible fudge- 
ment vppon mans vnſtayed doings, He that erſt gouerned a king, 
and made all things to tremble at his woꝛd, is ſodapnely thꝛowne 
downe,and byeth a ſhataefull death. In like ſozte, another whych 
lookech foz his owne bndoinge, ſeeth gimſelke aduaunced to hrs 
eſtate agayne, by rerenge ouer his Enimies. Calir Baſſa goner- 
ned whtlom the great Mahomet, that wan the Empire of Con: 
ſtantinople,who attẽpted nothing without the adutce of that Baſ- 
ſa.But vpon the ſodapne he ſaw himſelfe reiected, and the next day 
ſtrangled by commaundement of him, which ſo greatly honoured 
him, and without iuſt cauſe did him to a death fo cruell. Contra. 
rywiſe Aragon the Tartarian entring Armes againſt his Uncle 
Tangodor Caui, when hee was vpon the Poynct to loſe his Lyfe J 
fo: his rebellion, and was conueped into Armenia tobe executed 
there, was reſcued by certayne Tartarians the houſhold ſeruaunts 
of his dead vncle, and afterwards P2oclaymed Ring of Tartaty 
about the yeare. 128 f. The example of the Empꝛeſſe Adaleda 
is ot no leſſe credit than the koꝛmer, who being fallen into the hãdg 
of Beranger the Uſurper of the Empyre, eſcaped his fury # cru⸗ 
elty by flight, and in the ende maried to Ocho the firſte, ſawe hit 
wꝛong reuenged bpon Beranger and all his Race by hir Sonne 
Otho the ſecond. J aduouch theſe Hyſtozies to pꝛoue the mobility 
of foztune, # the chaunge of wozldly chaunces, to th ende you may 
ſee that the very ſame miſery which followed Charles Montanine 
hopſted him aloft agayue, and when he looked fo: leaſt ſuccour, he 
ſaw deltueraunce at hand. Now to pꝛoſecute our Þyſtozy, know 
pee that while Salimbene by little and little pined koz loue of Ans 
gelica, whereof ſhee was ignozaunt and careleſſe, and albeit ſhee 
curteoully rendzed health to him, when ſometime in his amoꝛous 
fit he beheld hir at a Window, yet foꝛ all that (hee neuer ſo mutch 
as geſſed the thoughts of hir louing enitry. During theſe haps it 
chaunced that a rich Cittizen of Siena, hauing a ferme adtoyning 
to the Lands of Montaniac, deftrous to encreaſe his Patrimony 
and ans 
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ntanine, deſirous to encreaſe his patrimonie, and annexe the 
ſame vnto his owne, and knowing that the pong Gentleman wan · 
ted many thinges,moued him to ſel his inheritaunce, offring bym 
foz it in ready moner, a M. Ducates, Charles which of al p wealth 
and ſubſtaunce left him by his aunceſter, had no moze remapnyng 
but that countrey Ferme, and a Palace in the City(ſo the rich 1- 
talians of ech City, terme their houſes, )and with that lytle lyued 
honeſtly,and maintained his (iter ſo wel as he could, refuſed flat- 
ly to diſpoſſeſſe himſelfe of the poꝛtton, that renewed vnto him the 
happy memoꝛp of thoſe that had ben the chief of all the Common 
Wealth. The couetoug wꝛetch ſeeing himſelt fruſtate of his pꝛay, 
cdcetued ſutch rancoz againſt Mõtan ine, as he pur poſed by right 
oz wꝛong to make him not only to fozfatt the ſame, but alſo to loſe 


his lpfe, following the wicked deſtre of tirannous leſabell , that 


made Naboth to be ſtonned to death. to extozt and wꝛongkully get 


his vinepard. About that time foʒ the quarcls and common dyſ- 


coꝛdes raigning thzoughout Italy, the Nobility were not aſſured 
of ſafety in their Countreis, but rather the common ſozt and raſ 
tall number, were the chiek rulers and gouerners of the common 
wealth, whereby the greateſt part of the Nobility oz thoſe of beſte 
authority being baniſhed,the villanous band, and groſeſt kind of 
common people made a law(like tothe Athenians in the time of 
Solon)that all perſons of what degree & condition ſo euer ther 
were, which pzactized by jhimſelfe 02 other !meanes the reſtably⸗ 
ſhing oz reuocation of ſutch as were baniſhed out of their Citre, 
ſhould loſe and ſozfaite the ſumme of M. Flozens, and hauing not 
where with to pay the condempnation, their head ſhould remain fox 
gage. A law no doubt very tuſt and righteous, ſent ing rather of 


the barbarous cruelty of the Gothes and Vandales, than of true 


chziſtians Qopping ß retire of innocents exiled foz particular qua · 
rels of Citizens incited one againſt another, and rigozouflp re: 
warding mercy E curteſp, with execution of cruelty incomparable. 
This Citizen then purpoſed to accuſe Monranine foz offending a⸗ 
gainſt the law,bicauſe otherwiſe he could not purchaſe his entent, 
and the ſame was eaſy inough foꝛ him to compaſſe, by reaſon of 
his aurhozity and eſtimation in the __ : fox the Endytemente 
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and plea was no ſooner red © gluen but a number of poſt Uni 
tes appeared to depoſe againſt the pooze Gentleman, to bear wit» 
neſſe that he had treſpaſſed the Lawes ok the Countrey, and had 
ſought meanes to introduce the baniſhed, with intent to kyll the 
gouerners, and to place in ſtate thoſe factious, that were the cauſe 
of the Italian troubleg . The myſerable Gentleman knewe not 
what to do, ne how to defend himſelf. There were againſt him the 
Moone and the vii. ſtarres, the ſtate of the City, the Pꝛoctoꝛ and 
Judge ot the Courte , the wytnelles that gaue euidence, and the 
law whych condempned him. He was ſent to Pꝛyſon, ſentence wag 
pꝛonounced againſt him with ſutch expedition, as he had no lex · 
ſure to conſider his affayzeg. There was no man, fo feare to in. 
curre the diſpleaſures of the Magiſtrates, that durſte open hys 
mouth to ſpeake 02 make ſute fo: hys delyueraunce ', Like as the 
molt part offryendes in theſe dayes reſembling the crow, that fly · 
ethnot but after carrian to goꝛge his rauenous Crop, and ſutch 
friends doe vilite the houle of the kryend but foz pꝛoflt, reueren- 
cyng him lo long as he is in p2olperitye , accozdyng to the Poet 
cotmplaynt. | | |

Ind ſimple Wyghtes ought not to bee afrayde , and thynke 
amyſſe if Fryendes doe flee away, ſith Pꝛyntes and great Loꝛds 
incurre ſutch hap and Foꝛtune. The great leader ofthe Romaine 
Armies, Pompeius, the honoz of the people and Senate of Rome, 
what companion had he to flee with hym?Whych of his auncient 
friends toke patne to reſcue and delyuer him from his Entmyes 
hands which did purſue himꝛ A king of Ægipt which had known 
and found this good Romane Pꝛynce a kind æ gentle fryend, was 
he that killed him, a ſent his head to his Uictoz  vnſatiable gree- 
dy gutte lulius Cæſar, faillfying bis p:onnſed favth,x koꝛgetting 

his receiued pleaſures. Amongs al the comfoztg which this poꝛe 
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Siena Gentleman found, although but a curſſed Traitoz , was 
thys vnfaithfull and peſtiferous Camæleon, who came and offred 
him al the pleaſure and kindneſſe he was able todo. But the bar⸗ 
let attended conuentent tyme to make him taſte his poyſon, and 
to let him ſee by effect, how dangerous a thing it is to be ul neigh- 
boꝛed, hoping after the condemp nation of Montanine, he ſhouide 
at pleaſure purchaſe the Loꝛdſhippe, after whych with ſo open 
mouth he gaped.

| Hall excellthee tn duety, poynting the way fo2 the wiſelt, ta yet hos

- arieg,deflring rather vainely to fozgo mpne own life,than to giue 
ouer the bertuous cõceipts, which be already grifted in my minde. 
After this longe diſcourſe ſeting the tyme required dtiligence, hee 
tooke a thouſand Ducats and went to the Treaſurer of the fines, 
deputed by the ſtate, whom he kounde in his office, and ſapde vnto 
him: Ihaue bzought you ſir, the Thouſande Ducates, which 
« Charles Montanine is bounde to pap fo: his deliueraunce. Tell 
them, and gleue him an acquittaunce that pzeſentlyhee may come 
c fo:th. The Treaſozer woulde haue giuen him the reſt, that excee · 
ded the Summe of a Thouſand Flozens : But Salimbene refu⸗ 
ſed the ſatne, and recepuing a letter fox his diſcharge, he ſent one of 
his Seruaunts therewal to the chicfe Gapler,who ſeeing that the 
Summe of his cõdẽnation was papd, immediatiy deliuered Monta · 
nine out of the Pꝛiſon where he was faſt hut, a fettercd 5 great, 
weyghty Giues. Charles thinckinge p ſome Frier had bin come to 
- confeſfe him and that ther had ſhewed him ſome mercy to doe hym 
to death in Pꝛiſd, p abꝛoade in opẽ ſhame of p woꝛld he might not 
detace 8 Noble houſe whereof he came, was at þ firſt Nght aſton: 
ned, but hauing pꝛepared himſelfe to die pꝛayſed God, s beſought 
him to bouchſafe not to foꝛget him in $ſozrowkful paſſage, wherein 
the ſtouteſt and cozagious many times be faynt and inconſtaunt. 
He recommended his Soule, he p2ayed foꝛgieueneſſe of his Annes: 
and aboue all, hee humbly beſought the goodneſſe of God, that it 
w2uld pleaſe him to haue pitty bpon hig Siſter, and to deltuer hir 
fron all Jnfamy and diſhonoz. When he was caried ont of Pꝛe- 
ſon, and bꝛought befoze the Chiete Gapler, ſod arnely his Giues 
were difcharged from his Legges, and every of the ſtanders by 
looked merily vppon hym, without ſpeakinge any Woozde that 
might alfcay hem. That Curteſle vnlooked foz, made hym at- 
tende ſome better thynge , and aſſured hem of that whych be-. 
kaze by any meanes hee durlſe not thencke , Pad) hes expec- 
| tation 
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tion was not deceiued Foz the Gayler ſayde vnto hy m: 
of good Cheare Str, foz beholde the Letters of your diſ⸗ 
charge, wherefoze vou may goe at liberty whether you liſt. In ſap- 
ing ſo, he opened the P2yſon,and licenced Montanine to departe, 
p2aping him not to take in ill part his intreaty and hard impꝛy- 
ſonment,foz that hee durſt doe none other, the State of the City 
hauing ſo enioyned hem. May not ech Wyght now behold how 
that the euents of loue be diuers from other paſſions ofthe mind? 
How could Salimbene haue ſo charitably deltuered Monranine, 
the hatred beyng ſo long tyme rooted betweene the two houſes , if 
ſome greate occaſton whych hathno name in Loue,had not altred 
bis Mature, and extinguiſhed hys affection ? Jt is meritozyoug 
to ſuccour them whome we neuer ſaw befoze,ſith nature moueth 
vs to doe well to them that be lyke our ſelues. But faith ſut moun · 
teth there, where the very natural! inclynatton feeleth lt ſelf con · 
ſtrayned, and ſeeth that to be bꝛoken, whych obſipnately was pur · 
poſed to be kept in mynde. The graces, gentleneſſe, Bcauty, mild 
behautoz and allurement of Angelica, had greater fozce ouer Saz 
limbene, than the humility of hir Bꝛother, although he bad knee · 
led a hundzed tymes befoze hym. But what heart is ſo bzute , but 
map be made tractable and Mylde , by the Contemplation of a 
thyng ſs rare, as the excellent Beauty ot that Siena Mayden,and 
woulde not humble it ſelfe to acquyze the good graces of ſo per⸗ 
fect a Damſel ? I wyll neuer accuſe man fo2 beyng in Loue wyth 
a fap2e and bertuoug Woman, noꝛ eſteeme hym a llaue, whych 
painefully ſerueth a ſobze Mayden, whoſe heart is fraught wyth 
honeſte affections , and Mynd wyth deſp2e tending to good ende. 
Well wozthy of blame is he to be deemed whych is in loue wyth 
the outeward hew,and pꝛayſeth the Tree onely laden with flou+ 
tes, without regard tothe fruict, whych maketh it wozthye of cõ. 
mendatton.The young matden muſk needes reſemble the floure 
of the Spꝛyng time, vntill by hir conſtancy, mode ſty, end chaſtity, 
the hath vanquiſhed the concupiſcence of the fleſh, bꝛought foꝛth 
the hoped frutcte of a Ucrtue at d Chaſtitpe not Common 


Otherwyſe, ſhee ſhall bee lyke the mrolled Souldycr, whoſe va- 


lyance hrs only mind doth wytnes, and the offer whych he maketh 
tohym 
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to him that doth regiſter his name in the muſter bookes - . But 
when the effect of ſeruyce to ioyned wythhis attempt, and p2oofg 
belyeth not hys pꝛompſe, then the Captain imbꝛaceth him, and ad- 
uaunceth him, as a glaſſe foz his affaires from that time fozth. 
The lyke of Dames ſhauing paſſed the aſſaults and reſiſted the at. 
tempts of theyz aſſaylants which be honeſt. not by foꝛce being not 
requy2ed, but tnclyned by their owne nature, and the dyligence of 
they: chaſt and inuincyble heart. But turne we againe vnto oure 
purpoſe, Montanine , when he was delpuered, fozthwyth wente 
home to hys houſe, to comfozt hir, whom he was moze than ſure 
to be in great diſtreſſe and heauineſſe foz his ſake, and whych had 
ſo mutch neede of comkoꝛt as he had, to take his reſt. De came to 
the gate of his Pallace( where beyng knowne that it was Monta- 
nine) his ſiſter by any meanes coulde not bee made to beleue the 
ſame:ſo impoſſible ſeeme thyngs vnto bs, which we moſt deſpze. 
They were, all in doubte lyke as wee reade that they were, 
when S. Peter eſcaped Herods Pꝛʒyſon by the Angels meaneg. | 
When Angelica was aſſured that it was hir Bꝛother, ſobbes wer 
layde aſide; ũghes were caſt away,and heauy weepings conuer⸗ 
ted into teares of iop, ſhe went to imbzace and kiſſe hir Bother, 
pꝛaiſing GOD foz hys delyuerance, and making accompt that he 
had ben raiſed from death to lyfe,colIdering his ſtoutnes of minde 
rather bent to dye than to fozgo his Land,foz ſo ſmal a pzyce.. . 
The Dames that were kin vnto hem, and tarried there in Com 
pany of the maiden half in diſpayꝛe, leaſt by diſpayꝛe and fury (hee 
might fa il into outrage therby to put hir lyfe in peril, with all ex⸗ 
pedition aduertiſed their huſbands of Montanines Lyberty, not 
looked fo*,who repapꝛed thither, as wel to reiopce with him in his 
top and good foztune,as to make their excuſe, foʒ that they had not 
trauapled to rd him from that miſery. Charles whych cared no⸗ 
thing at al fo? thoſe mouth bleſſings, diſſembled what he thought, 
thanking them neuertheleſſe foz their viſitation and good remem- 
bꝛance they had of hym,foz viſtiing a comfozting his iNter which 
honoz,he eſtemed no leſſe than ik they had imployed the ſame bpon 
his owne perſon. Their friends a kinſfolk being departed,s a Tu- 
ted 
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* that none of them had parde his ranſome, hee was wonders 
lly aſtonned, and the greater was his gryef fo2 that he could not 
tell what hee was, whych withoute requeſte, had made ſo gentle a 
pꝛoofe of his lyberality:tif he knew nothing,farre moze ignozaunte 
was his liter, foꝛſomutch as ſhe dyd thinke, that he had changed 
his mind, and that the hoꝛrour of death had made him ſel hig cofi- 
try inheritance, to hym whych made the firſt offer to buy the ſame; 
but either of them decepucd of their thought went to bed. Monta- 
nine reſted not all the Nyght,hauyng ſtill befoze his eyes, the vn< 
knowne image of hym that had delyucred him. His bed ſerued hig 
turne to none other purpoſe , but as a large field o2 ſome long jal- 
ley within a Wood, foz waikes to make diſcourſe of hys myndeg 
concetpts,ſometimeg remembꝛyng one, ſometimes another, with⸗ 
out hitting the blanke and namyng cf him that was bis deliuerer, 
bnto whome he confeſſed him ſelfe to owe hys ſerutce and duety ſo 
long as hee lyued. Ind when hee ſaw the Dap begyn to appeare, 
and that the Woznyng , the Uauntcurrour of the day, ſummoned 
Apollo to harneſſe hys Hoꝛſſe to begynne his courſe in our He⸗ 
misphere , he roſe and went to the Chamberlaine oz Treaſurer, 
ſutch as was deputed foꝛ receypt, of the Fines, ſeſſed by the 
State, whom he ſaluted , and receyuing lyke ſalutation, he pzay- 
ed hym to ſhewe hym ſo mutch pleaſure. as to tell hym the parties 
name, that was ſo Lyberall to ſatyſfle his fine vue in the Eſche- 
quer ofthe State. To whome the other aunſwered: None other 
hath cauſed thy delyueraunce (O Montanine) but a cet tain per- 
ſon of the Wozld , whoſe Name thou mapſt ealliy geſſe, to whome 
I gaue an acquittance of thyne impꝛyſonmente, but not of f tuſts 
ſumme, bycauſe hee gaue me a Thouſand Ducates foz a Thou⸗ 
land Flozens,and wouldenot recepue the ſouerplus of the debte, 
whych Jam readye to delyuer thee wyth thyne aquyttatnce . J 
haue not to dor wyth the Wonep(fapd Charles)onely I pꝛav you 
to tell me the name of him that hath don me thys great curteſy » 
hercafter J may acknowledge him to be my Friend. It is ſayd the 
Chamberlapne) Anſelmo Salimbene, who is to bee commende d 
and pꝛayſed aboue all thy parents and kinne, and came hither very 


late to bzyng the Money, the ſurpluſage whereof , beholde * it 
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is God koꝛbid (ſayd Montaniae)that I ho uld take awape thaty 
whych ſo happily was bꝛought hither to rid me out of payne:and 
ſo went away wyth his aquittance, his mind charged with a nũ⸗ 
bꝛe of fanſtes fo2 the fact don by Salimbene.Being at home at his 
houſe,he wag long time ſtayed in a deepe conſideration, deſlrous 
to knowthe cauſe of that gentle parte, pꝛocee ding from him whoſe 
Parentes and Junceſters were the capttall Enimies of his race. 
In the end lyke one riſyng from a ſound lleepe, he called to mynd, 
that very many times he had ſcene Anſelmo with attentius Exe 
and fixed looke to behold Angelica, and in eving hir very louyng⸗ 
ly,he paſſed euery day(befoze they: gate) not ſhewing other coun. 
tenaunce,but of good wyll , and wpth fryendly geſture,rather thi 
any Ennimieg Face, ſaluting Angelica at all tymcg when he met 
hir.Wherefoze Montaniue wag aſſured , that the onely loue of 
Salimbene towards his (ſer cauſed that delyueraunce, conclu⸗ 
ding that when the paſſion doth pꝛoceede of good loue, ſeazed in 
gentle heart and ok noble enterpꝛyſe, it is impoſſible but it muſte 
bzpng fo:th the maruellous effects of vertues gallantize, of ho · 
neſty and curteſy , and that the ſpy2ite wel bozne, can not ſo mutch 
hide hyg gentle nourtoure,but the fyze muſt flame ab2oade , and 
that whych ſeemeth dyfficult to bee bzought to paſſe, is facilitye, 
and made poſſible by the conceiptes and indeuoꝛs ſo wel implops» 
ed: Wyerekoꝛe in the Ende not to be ſurmounted in Honeſtp , ne 
pet to beare the marke of one, that vnthankefully accepteth good 
turnes, he determpned to ble a great pzodigality bppon him, that 
vnder the name of foe,had ſheweb himſelfe a moze faithful friend, 

then thoſe p bare good face,s at neede wer furtheſt off from afflic- 
ted Montanine, who not knowing what pzeſent to make to Salim» 
bene, but of htmſelfe and hys (Iſter , purpoſed to impart his mind 
to Angelica, then bpon knowledge of hir wil to perfoꝛme his in- 
tent. Foꝛ which cauſe vnderſtãding that his gracious enim y was 
gone into the Countrep, he thoug hte well to conſyder of his de · 
termynatpon, and to bzeake wyth hir in hys abſence, the better to 
Execute the ſame , vppon his nexte retourne to the Citpe. 

Mee called Angelica aſpde, and beynge bothe alone together, 
hee vſed theſe oz ſutch lyke Woozdeg : Pou knowe deare Si. 
ter, 
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, that the higher the fall is. the moꝛe daungerous and greater 

e he feeleth that doth fall from highe than hee that tumbleth »» 
downe from place moze low and of leſſer ſteepeneg. I ſpcabe this, »» 
bicauſe I cal to mind the condition,nobtlity,and excellency of our „ 
anceſters,the glozte of our race, and riches of all our houſe, which „ 
conſtratneth me many tymeg to ſigh, e ſheade a ſtreame of teares, »» 
when J ſee the ſumptuous palaces that were the homes and reſt - , 
ing places of our Fathers, and grand fathers,when I ſee on al „, 
parts ofthis City, the Armes. and Scutcheons painted and im- „ 
boſſed, bearyng the mark of the Antiquity of our holſe, a when 2» 
I beholde the ſtately marble tombes and bzaſen Monuments, in „, 
dyuers our Temples erected fo2 perpetuall Memoꝛpe of wany 4» 
Rnpyghtes and generalleg of warreg, that ſoꝛted koꝛth of the Mon- 5 
tanine race: and chyefly J neuer enter thys great Palace,the rem „ 
nant of our inheritaunce and patrimony , but the remembꝛaunce „ 
of our aunceſters,fo glaunceth ouer mine Hearte, ag an hundzed ,, 
hundzed tymes, I wyſh foꝛ Death, to thynke that J am the Poſt „ 
alone of the myſery and decay fallen vppon the name and famoug ,, 
kamilpe of the Montanines , whych maketh me thinke our Life to 
be vnhappy , being downe fallen from ſutch felicity ,to feele a my 
ſery moſt extreame. But one thing alone ought to content bg, that 
amid ſo great pouerty,yl luck, ruine and abaſement, none is adle , 

to lap bnto our charge any thing vawozthy of the nobility & the „ 
houſe,whereo7we be deſcended, our lyfe being confozmable to the ,, 
genecrolltie of our pꝛedeceſſoꝛs:whereby it chanceth,that although 
our pooꝛe eſtate be generally knowne yet none can affirme , that 
we haue foꝛligned the vertue of them, which vertuoulle haue ly: , 
ned befoꝛe vs. It ſo bee wee haue receiued pleaſure oz benefit of, 
any man, neuer diſdained J with al duety to acknowledge a good ,. 
turne, ſtil ſhunning the vyce of ingratytude, to ſople the reputa- , 
tion: wherein hitherto J haue paſſed my lyfe. Js there anye blot ,, 
which moze ſpotteth the renoume of man, than not confeſſing re: , 
teiued benefiteg and pleaſareg perfourmed in our neceſſity ? Pou ,. 
know in what peril of death J wag,theſe few dates paſt,thzough- ,

* ther by payment to the State, the ſumme of a Thouſend Ducats

coueteth(peraduenture)but the ſpoile of mine hono?D happy the » 
Romain maide,ſlapne by the pꝛoper hands of hir woeful Father » 
Virginius, that (he myght not be ſopled with infamp, by the Le- ,, 
cherous embzacementes of rauenous Appius, which deftred hir > 
aequaintaunce. Alas that my bꝛother doe not ſo, rather J woulde 3 
to God of his owne accoꝛd he be the inkamous miniſter of my like 2» 
ready to be biolated, if God by his grace take not my cauſe in „ 
hand? Flag death, why doſt thou not thzowe againſt my hearte , 
thy moſt pearcing dart, that I may goe waite vpon the ſhadowes „ 
of my thzyce happy Parents, who knowing this my gryete, wyll „ 
not be r oide of paſſion to help me wayle my woeful Nate .O God «@ 
why was not Ichoaked a ſtrangled, ſo ſone as I was taken fozth 2, 
the ſecrete iinbꝛacementg of my mothers Wombe, rather than to » 
arriue into this miſhap, that either muſt I loſe the thing Jdeeme »» 
molt deare, oz die the violence of my pꝛoper hãds: Come death, » 
PP 4» come, 
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tome, and cut the bnhappy thꝛeede of my woefull Lyfe:ſtope the 
pace of teares with thy trenchant Darte that ſtreame outragiouſ< 
ly downe wp face , and cloſe the bzeathing wind of ughes, whych 
hynder thee from doing thine office vpon my heart, vy ſuffocation 
of my lyfe and it: When ſhe had ended thoſe Woꝛds, hir ſpeache 
dyd fatle, and waxing pale and faint, (ſitting vppon hir ſtoole)ſhe 
fared as though that very death had ſitten in hir place. Charles 
thpnking that his ſiſter had bene deade mated with ſozrowe , and 
deſirous to lyue no longer after hir, ſeeing he tvag the cauſe of that 
ſownpng , fell downe dead vpon the Ground, mouing neither had 
noꝛ foote , as though the ſoule had ben departed from the bodpe.

plyght and ſuppoling he had bene dead foz care of hys requeſt, foz 
beyng berieuedof hir Bꝛother, was ſo moued,as a lyttle thynge 


would haue made hir do, as Thiſbe dyd , when ſhe viewed Pyra-

mus to be llayne. But concepuing hope, ſhe thzew hir ſelf vppon 
hir B:other,curling hir Foztune,bannyng the Starres of cruel⸗ 
tv, and hir lauiſh ſpeach, and hir ſelf fo hir little loue to hir b:g- 
ther, who made no refuſall to dye to ſaue his Lande foz reliete 
of hir: wher lhe denyed to peld hir ſelf to him that loued hir with 
ſo good affection. In the end ſhe applied ſo many remedies vnto 
hir bꝛother, ſometimes caſting cold water vpon his face, ſome: 
times pinching and rubbing the temples and pulſes of hig armeg 
and his mouth with vineger,that ſhe made hym to come agapne: 
and ſeeing that his eyes were open, beholding hir intenttuelp with 
p countenance of a man half in deſpay2e,the ſaied vnro him: Fox 
ſo mutch bzother as F ſee foztune to bee ſo fro warde, that by no 
meanes thou canſt auoide the cruel lot, which launceth me into the 
bottome of moztall miſery,# that I muſk aduenture to folowe the 
indeuoꝛs ofthy-minde,# obey thy will, which ts moze gentle and 
Noble, than fraught with reaſon, Jam content to ſatiſfy the ſame 
# the loue which hitherto thou haſl bozn me. Be of good cheere, 
and doe wyth mee and my body what thou liſt, giue and pꝛeſente 5 
ſame to whom thou pleaſeſt. Wel be thou ſure, d ſoſſone ag J ſhal 
bee out of thy hands and power. I wel be called oz eſlgggned thine 
mo moze 
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moe, and thou ſhalt haue leſſe authozityto ſtay me from doing 
the deuiſes of my fantaſte,ſwearing and pꝛoteſting by the Aimigh 2» 
ty» GOD, that neuer man ſhall touch Angelica, except tt be in ma: »» 
riage,and that if he aſſay to paſſe any further, I haue a heart that 
ſhall incourage my hands to ſacrifice my Life to the Chaſtitye of »» 
Noble Dames whych had rather dye than ttue in ſlaunder of dyſ: »» 
honeſty. I wyll die a body without defame, and the Wynde vopde »» 
of conſent, ſhall receiue no ſhame 02 flith that can ſople oꝛ ſpot the 1» 
ſame. Jn ſaying ſo, ſhe began again to weepe in ſutch aboundance, »» 
as the humoꝛ ot hir bzapne ranne downe by the iſſue of bothe htr »» 
Eyes. Montanine albeit ſozrowfull beyond mealure to ſec his ge. 
tle and chaſt ter in ſutch vexatton and heauineſſe, reioyſed yet in 
his mind, that ſhe had agreed to his requeſt , which pꝛeſaged the 
good lucke that afterwardes chaunced vntohtm,fo: hrs Lrberal 
offer. Wherefoze ſayd he to Angelica, J was neuer in my Lyfeſo 
deſirous to liue, but that J rather chooſe to dye, than pꝛocure a, 
thinge that ſhoulv turne thee to diſpleaſure and griefe, oz to ba⸗ 
zarbe thine honoz and reputatton in daunger oz peryli of damage, , 
which thou haſt euer knowne,and ſhouldeſt haue til perceyued , 
by effect, 02 moze pꝛopetly to ſpeak,touched with thy finger tf that 
incomparable and rare curteſp and Lyberality of Salimbene had | 
not pꝛouoked me torequyze that, which honeſtly thou canſt not ,, 
geue,no2 I demaunde without wꝛonge tothee , and pzetudice to, 
mine owne eſtimatton and honoure. But whatethe keare J baue, 
to be deemed ingrate, hath made me koꝛget thee, and the great how, 
neſty of Anſelmo maketh me hope, yea and ſtcdfaſtly beleue , that, 
thou ſhalt recetue none other diſpleaſure,but tobe pꝛeſented vnto, 
him whome at otter times we haue thought to be our moztalen- , 
nimp. And J thinke it impoſſible that he wil vſe any villany to hir 
whome he fo feruentiy loueth, foꝛ whoſe ſake he feareth not the ba-, 
tred of his friends, and dildained not to ſauce him whome he ha- 
ted, and on whome he myght haue bene reucnged. 
And fozfotnutch iter , as the face commonly ſheweth the ſigne 2 
token of the heartes affection, I pꝛay thec by anp meenes declare, 
ho ſad cofitenice tn Þ pꝛeſence of Salim bene, but rather chcere vp, 
thy face,dzp vp þ abcfidice of thy tears; Þ he by ſeeing thee Joy= 
full 
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e full and merp, may be moued to continue his curteſp and bſe thee 


ac honeſtly , being ſariſfed with thy liberalite,and the offer * 1

Dre map be ſcene the extremitie of two dyuers thinges duety 


combatting wyth ſhame , reaſon being in contention with himſelf, 


Angelica knew and confeſſed that hir bzother did but his duetpe, a 


that ſhe was bound by the ſame very bond. On the other fide, hir 


eſtate and virgtnall chaſtity , bzake the endeuoꝛs ot hir duety, and 


denyed to doe that whych ſhe-eſteemed ryght. Neuertheleſle ſhee 
pꝛepared hir ſeifto follow both the one and the other: and by at · 
quiting Þ duety to hir bꝛother, ſhe ozdayned the meane,to diſcharg 
him of that, which he was bound to his benefactoz , determinynge 


neuertheleſſe rather to dye, than ſhamefally to ſuffer hir ſelfe to 
be abuſed, 02 to make hir loſe the lloure, which made hir glyſter 


amongs the maideng of the city, and to deface hir good kame by 
an acte ſo vyllanous. But that ſpeciall rare bertue was moze ſia· 
gular in hir, than was that continency of Cyrus the Perſian Ring 
who fearing to be foꝛced by the allurements of the excellẽt beauty 
of chaſt Panthea , would not ſuſt᷑er hir to be bzought into his pꝛe 
ſence, koʒ feare that hee bitnge ſurmounted with folyh luiteg, 
ſhould koꝛce hir,that by other meanes could not be perſuaded to 
bꝛeake the holy lawes of Mariage, and pꝛomiſed faith to hir huſ⸗ 
band . Foz Salimbene hauing in his pꝛeſence, and at his com- 
maundement hir whome aboue al thyngs he loued would by no 
meanes abuſe his pawer,but declared hig gentle nature to bee of 
other foꝛce and effect, thã that of the afozeſatd king as by reading 
the ſucceſſe of this hiſtoꝛie pou ſhal percetue. 
Alter that Mõtanine # his iter had vttered many other woꝛds 
bpon their determination , that the fayze matden was appeaſed 
of hir ſoꝛrow attending the iſſue of that which they went about to 
begin: Anſelmo wag come home oute of the Countrep, whereof 
Charles hauing intelligence, about the ſecond houre of the night, 
he cauſed his Aer to make hir ready, tn company of one of their 
ſeruaunts that caried light befoze them, they came to the lodgtnge 
of Salimbeue, whoſe ſeruaunt ſeing Montanine fo accompanted 
to knocke ot the Gate it hee did marasl I leaus foz you ws 
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by reaſon of the diſpleaſure and hatred which he knew to bee be · 
twene the two kamilieg, not knowing that which had already paſ- 
ſed toz the beginning of a final peace of ſo many contre ue ſleg:foʒ 
which cauſe ſo aſtonned ag he wag, be went to tel his maiſter that 
Montanine was at the gatc,defiroug ſecretely to talk e bnto hym. 
Salimbene knowing what company Charles had with him, wag 
not vnwilling to goe downe,s cauſing two Toꝛches to be lighted, 
came to his gate to entertatne them, a to welcome the bꝛother and 
the liſter, wyth ſo great curteſle and friendſhtp as he was ſurpzp- 
ſed with loue, ſeeing befoze his eyes the ſight of hir p burned hyg 
heart inceſſant iv, not diſcouerpng as pet the ſecrets of his thought 
by making hir to vnderſtãd the good wyl he bare hit, a how mutch 
he was hir ſeruant, He could not tel wel whether he was inchar · 
med oz his eyes daſelled, oʒ not wel wakened from lleepe when he 
ſawe Augelica, ſo amazed was he with the ſtraungeneſſe of the 
fact, and arriuall of the maiden to hig houſe . Charl:s ſeting hym 
ſo confuſed, and knowing that the great affectton he bore vnto hig ,, 
iter, made him ſo perplexed g beſides himſeit ſaid vnto htm. Dtr ,, 
we would gladly ſpeake with vou tn one of your Chambers, that „ 
there myght be none other witneſſe of our dyſcourſe, but we thꝛee 
together. dalim bene which was rapt wyth toy, was able to make 
none other aunſweare , but, Goe we whether vou pleaſe]. So ta; * 
king his Angelica by the hand, they went into the Hall, and from 
thence into his chamber, whych was furnyſhed accoꝛdinge to the 
Nate a riches of a Lord, he being one of the welthteſt and chiefe of 
the City of Siena. When they were ſet downe,and al the leruante 
gone fozth, Charles began to ſay to Salimbene, theſe Woꝛde: Pou 
map not thinke it traunge(fir Salimbene)if againſt the Lawes *?

« ine both of hir and me,s the reſt o? our houſe kin. Jan ryghte 
te glad ſir, that this my duet a ſeruice is bounben to ſu vertiious a 
«« Gentleman as pou be, dut exceeding ſoꝛry, that foztune is ſo kro⸗ 
warde contrarpy vnto me, that I am not able to accompliſhe mp 
at good will, and it ingratitude may lodge in mind of a neady Gen⸗ 
« tleman who hath no helpe but of himſe lie and in the wyll of hes 
te chaſt liter, and minde vnited in two perſons onely ſaued by you, 
ec ducty dot tequyꝛe to pꝛeſent the reſ, and to ſubmi; al that is left 
te to be diſpoſed at your good pleaſure. And bicauſe that Nam well 
« aſſured, that it is Angelica alone wiych hath kindled the flame 
ce ok deſire, and hath cauſed pou to loue that which your pꝛedeceſ · 
ce ſours haue deadly hated, that ſaine ſparke of? knowledge, whych 
te dur miſery could not quench wich all his fozce,hath made þ wap, 
te and ſhewedthe path whereby we ſhall auoide the name of ingrate 
te and fozgetfuil perſons,and that ſame which hath made you lybe.

tc ther, and haue receiued that great good wyll of hir, as in my po · 
« wer to haue hir wyl, do pꝛeſent the ſame, a leaue hir in pour hãdg, 
« to bſe as vou would your owne, pꝛaping you to accept the ſame, g 
« toconlider whoſe is the gift, and from whence it commeth , and 
te how it ought to be regarded. When he had ſayd ſo , Montanine 
ce roſe vp, and without further talke , went home vnto hig houſe, 
e I Anſelmo were abaſhed at the Montaniaes arriuall, and aſton- 
« ned at the Ozation of Charles. his ſodain departure was meze to 
te be maruelled at, ę therwithal to ſee the effect of a thing which he 
te Neuer hoped,noz thought vpd. Ne was exceding glad e toyfull to 
« ſee himſelf in the cõpany of hir, whõe he deftred aboue al things of 
« the wo2ld,but ſozy to ſee hir heauy and ſozrowful foꝛ ſutch chafice. 
De ſuppoled hir being ther, to pꝛocede rather of þ rõg mans good 
- and 
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nd gentle Nature, than ofthe Watdcns will and lykynge , Foz 
whych cauſe taking hir by the hand, and holding hir betwene hys 
armes,he vſcdtheſe oꝛ ſutch lyke wozdg:Gentlewoman, if euer J 
had felt and knowne with what Wing the variety and lyghtneſſe 
of woꝛldly thyngeg do flye,and the gaynes of inconſtant foztune, »» 
at this pꝛeſent J haue ſcene one of the moſt manifeſt pzofes which »» 
ſeemeth to me ſo ſtraunge, as almoſt I dare not beeleue what I »» 
ſce befoze mynt Epes. J know well that it is fo: you, and foz the, 
ſeruice that I beare pou, that I haue b2oken the effect of that ha- , 
tred, whych by inheritaunce J haue reteiued againſt your Houſe, ,» 
and fo2 that deuotion haue deliuered your Bzother But J ſee. 
that Foztune wyll not let mee to haue the bpper hand, to bee the ,, 
Conquerer of hir ſodaine pangs.

After an inſtnite number of honeſtt mozacements and ptcafaunte 
' kiT:o giuen and receiued on both parteg , Anſclmo called vnto 
him one of his Funteg that dwelled within him, to whome he de- 

nuered his new Conqueſt to keepe, and ſpedily without delay he 
ſeat fo: the next of his Rinne and deareſ( kriends: and being come, 

he intreated them to kepe him company,in a very bꝛgent g weigh ·

g ſure tn operation, as although humane thinges be vnſlable and „, 
ſubiect to chaung,yet they cannot be ſeuered oz diſparcled. Ind al- z 
though tt be rhe Butte and white, whercat foꝛtune diſchargeth al , 
hir dartes and ſhaftes,thzcatning ſhooting and aſſarling the ſame „ 
round, pet it continucth Cable and firme like a Roche and Ciyffe ,, 
beaten wyth the byolent fury of waucs riſing by wind oz tempeſt. ,, 
Whereby tt chaunceth,that riches a dignity can no moze aduafice »z 
the heart of a flaue and billaine, than pouei ty make vile and abaſe , 
the greatneſſe of courage in them that be pꝛocteated ot other luffe 
than of comme n ſozte , whych datiy keepe the mateſty of their oꝛy- „ 
ginall , and lyue after the inſtincte of good and Noble Bloude, , 
wherewtth their aunceſters were made Noble , and ſucked that ,; 
fate vertue oute of the Teates of Mourſſes Bzeaſtes, who jn „ 
the mpddes of troubleſome trauayics of Foztune that doe aſlaple ,, 
them , and depꝛeſſe theyz modeſty, their face «nd Countenaunce, „ 
and they; factes full well declare theyꝛ condition, and dee to vn⸗ „ 
derſtande , that vnder ſutch a Miſery , a Mynde is hydde, „ 
which deſcrueth greater Guerdon than the eigre taſte of Ca. ,, 
lamitye. In that dyd glowe and ſhyne the Peuthe of the Perz „ 
fias and Median Monarch, beynge nomfled amenges the ſlal „ 
les and Stables of hys Grandfather,# the gentle binde cf the ,, 
founder of ſtately Rome ſockeltd in the Shepecoatcs of Pzpn- ,, 
ces ſheepehierds.Thus mutch haue J ſayd,my good iozdes and * 
dameg. in c ſideratiõ of p noble cozage E gentie miiide of Charles 5 
Mõtanine, and of his ſilier, who without pʒeiudice to ap other J 
dare 
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dare to ſap,is the paragon and mirro ur of all chaſt and curt:oug 


* maidens, welll trayned vp, amonges the whole Troupe of thoſe! 


* that lyue tchys dap in Siena, who beeyng bzought to the ende and 
* laſt poynt of their ruine, as euery of you doth knowe , and theyz 
r race ſo ſoze decaped , as there remayneth but the onelr Name of 
* Moatanine: Notwithſtanding they neuer loſt the heart, deſire, ne 
4 vet the effect of the curteſp , and naturall bounty, whech euer doth 
., accompany the mynd of thoſe that be Noble in deede. Whech is 
« the cauſe that I amconftrapnedto/accuſe our AZunceſters, ot to 
. mutch cruelty, and of the lyttle reſpecte whych foz a controuerſye 
* occurred by chaunce, haue purſued them with ſutch moztall re. 
: uenge, as without ceaſing, with all their fo:ce,they haue aſſayed 
to ruinate, abolyſhe, and fo2 euer adnichilate that a ryghte Noble

% Romane Empire, let vs rather reuerence the Uertuous Pooxe, 
** than pꝛayſe 02 pꝛyſe the Rich, gyuen to bice and wickedneſſe. Ind 
te foz ſo mutch as J do ſee you all to be deſlrous to knowe the cauſe 
te and argument, whych maketh me to vſe this talke , and fozceth 
be mee to pzayſe the curteſy and goodneſſe of þ Montanines, pleaſeth 
ce pu to ſtay a lyttle with pactence, and not think the tyme tedyous, 
«© meane to declare the ſame.Playnely to confelſe bnto you ( foz 
© that it is no cryme of Death, oz heinous offence)the gyfts ofnas 
ce ture, the Beauty and Comelpnelle of kapze Angelica heere pꝛe-

(ins , and conſider how J may recompence this Benefit,ond be a» »3 
ble to ſatiſfle a pe ſent ſo pꝛecious, and of ſutch Ualne and regard 2» 
as both of them be,ſutch,as a right puiſſant pzince and LORD, 5 
map be contented wyth a ducty ſo Liberall and Jewell ineſly⸗ »z 

table of two offered thyngeg . The aſſiſtants that were there, -» 

could not tell what to ſap, the diſcourſe had ſo mutch dꝛawne thetr »» 

myndes into dyuers fantaſles and contrary opinions, ſeing that Þ „ 
ſame requyzed by deliberation to be conſidered, befoze light ly they »» 
vttted their minde s. But they knew not Þ intent of him, which had « 
called them thither,moze to teſtify his fact, thã to fudge of pᷣ thing >» 
he wet about, oz able to hinder a let Þ ſame. True it ig, that the la- „ 

dies viewing & marking the amiable countenance of the Monta- »» 

nine Damlell , woulde haue iudged koꝛ hir, it they feared not to » 
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bee refuſed of hem, whome the thynge did touche moſt neere, 
Who wytheut longer ſtaye, opened to them al, what he was pur⸗ 
ie poſed to do, ſaping : Sith re do ſpende time ſo long vpon a mat⸗ 
te ter already meant and determyned, J wyll ve toſknowe, that ha; 
© uing regard of mine honour,and deſtrous to ſatiſfle the honeſty of 
te the Bꝛother and ſiſter, I mynde to take Angelica to my wyfe and 
« jawłull ſpouſe, vniting that whych ſo long tyme hath. bene deuy⸗ 
* ded, and making in two bodyes , whilom not well acco2ded and 
« agreed, one lyke and bnifozme v vll. pꝛaying vou ech one, iopfully 
t to iop with me, and your ſelues to retoyſe in that alliaunce, whych 
te ſęemeth rather a wozke from Heauen, than a deede concluded by 
ce the Counſell and induſtrie of Men . So. lykewyſe all wedded 
te feeres in holy Wedlocke ( by reaſon of the effect and the Tuthoz 
te of the ſame, euenG O D hun ſelfe, whych byd oꝛdayne it firſte) 
ec hee w2ptten in the mfallible bootze of hys owne pꝛeſcience, to the 
ee intent that nothing may decay, whych is ſuſtayned wyth the migh. 
&« ty hand ol that Flmyghty GD D, the G © D ef wdders, which 
« verily hee hath diſpleyed ouer thee( deare Bꝛother) by makynge 
x theo to fall into diſtreſſe and daunger of death, that myne Angeli. 
« ca,becing the meane of thy delyueraunce,myght alſo bee cauſe of 
ce the attonement which J doe hope hencefozth ſhall .bee,betwene fo 
e Noble houſes as ours be. Thys finall decree reueled in open 
audience, as it was, againſt their expectation, and the ende that 
the kindꝛed of Anſelmo looked foꝛ, ſo was the ſame no leſſe ſtraũge 
and baſhfull , as ioptull and pleaſaunt, feeling a ſodain top, not 
accuſtomed in theyꝛ mynde,fo2 that vnton and allyaunce. Ind af- 
beit that their tyches was vnequall, andthe dowzy of Angelica 
nothyng neare the great wealth of Salimbene , yet all Men dyd 
deeme him happp, that hee had chaunced vpon fo bertuous a mat. 
den, the onely Modeſtie and Fntegritte ot whome, delerued to 
bee coupled wyth the moſt honourable. Foz when a man bath re. 
ſpecte onely to the beauty 02 Biches of hir, whome he meaneth to 
take to Wyfe, hee moſte commonly doth iucurre the Miſchiefe, 
that the Spyꝛite of dyNention intermeddleth amyd theyz honſe⸗ 
hold, whereby Pleaſuere vaniſhing wyth ge, maketh the rtue - 
led Face (beſet wyth a Thouſand wꝛynkeled furrowep)to growe 
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pole and dzye . The Wyfe lykewyſe when lhe ſeeth hir goodes 
{to ſurmount , the ſubſtance of hir wedded Yuſband, ſhe aduaun- 
ceth hir hearte,ſhe ſwelleth wpth pꝛede, indeuoꝛyng the vpper 
hand and ſouecratnty in all thyngs , whereupon it riſeth , that of 
two frayle and tranſſtozte things, the building which hath ſo fyc- 
kle foundation, cannot indure, man being bome to commaund, 
and can not ab-de a mayſter ouer hym , beyng the chycfe @ Lozd 
of hyd Wyfe . Now Salimbene, to perfourme the effect of hys 
curteſle, gaue his fayze Wife the moytie of his Lands and goods, 
in fauoure of the Martage, adopting by that meanes, Montanine 
to bee his Bꝛother, appointing hym to be hepꝛe of all hys goodes 
tn caſe he deceaſed wythout heyꝛes of his Body. And it GD D 
did ſend hym Childzen , he inſtituted him to bee the hepze of the 
other halte which reſted by hys donation to Angelica his new e- 
ſpouſe . Whom he maried ſolempnely the Sundap folowing . to 
the great contentation and maruell of the whole City, which long 
time was afflicted by the ciutle diſſentiong of thoſe two houſes. 
But what? Dutch be the barictieg of wozdly ſucceſſe,and ſutch is 
the miſchiefe amongs men, that the ſame which honeſty hath no 
power to winne, is ſurmounted by the diſgrace and miſfoztune of 
w2:tched time, Þ needenot to alleage here thoſe amongs the Ros 
maaes, which from great hatred and malice were reconciled with 
the indiſſoluble knot of Imity: fozſomutch as the dignytics and 
Donoures of they: Citty pꝛouoked one to flatter and fawne vpon 
an other foz particular pꝛollt, and not one ſotł them attained to 
ſutch excellencie and renoume, as the kozeſapd did, one of whome 
was vanquylhed with the fire of an amozous paſſion. whych koꝛ⸗ 
cyng nature hir ſelfe , bzought that to paſſe, that which could nes 
uer haue bene thoughte oꝛ imagyned , Ind pet Men wpll accuſe 
loue, and painte hir in the Colours of foolyſh Furye and raging 
Madneſſe. Mo no, Loue in a gentle heart ts the true ſubiect and 
ſubſtance of Nertue, Curteſp, and Modeſt Maners, expellynge 
all Cruelty and Uengeance, and nourthyng peace amongs men. 
But ik any do violate and pꝛophane the holy Lawes of Loue, and 
peruert that which ts Uertuous , the faulte ig not in that holye 
Saincte, but in hem whych koloweth it wytbout ſayll, and kno ; 
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weth not the perkection. Fs hapneth in euery operation, that of 
it ſetfe is honeſt, although defamed by thoſe, who thinking to vie 
it, doe filthily abuſe the ſame , and cauſe the groſſe and ignozannte 
to condempne that is good,foz the folye of ſutch inconſtant fooles: 
In the other is painted a heart ſo voyde of the blody and abhomt. 
nable linne of Ingratitude, as if death had ben the duc remedy and 
meane to ſatiſſle his band and duety, he would haue made no con⸗ 
ſctence to offer himſelle frankly and fret ly to the dzeadful paſſage 
of the ſame. Pou ſee what is the foꝛce of a gentle heart wel train d 
vp. that would not be vanquiſhed in curt ſye and Lyberaltty . J 
make you to be itudges, (I meane you) that be conuerſan: in loueg 
cauſeg and that with a Judgement paſſtonleſſe, votde of parcialtz 
ty doe dyſcourſe vppon the facteg and occurrentes that chatnce 
to men. I make you(J ſaye) Judges togyue ſentence, whether 
of thꝛee caricd away the pzpſe , and moſt bound his companton by 
lyberall acte,and curteſle not fozced.Pou ſce a moztall enimy ſoꝛ⸗ 
row fo: the miſery of his aduerſary , but ſolycited therunto by the 
incuitable fozce of Loue. The other marcheth with the glozy of a 
pꝛeſent ſo rare and exquiſſte , as a great Monarch would haue 
acc5pted tt fo2 ſinguler fauoz and pꝛodigality. The matden ſteps 
peth koꝛth to make the third in ranke, wyth a loue ſo ſtaped a cha⸗ 

rity wonderfull towards hir bꝛother, as being nothynge aſſured 

whether he to whome ſhe offered hir ſelke were ſo Moderate, ag 

Curteous, ſhe peldeth hir ſelfe to the loſſe of hir chaſtity. The firſt 

aſſayeth to make himſelfe a conquerour by martage, but ſhe dimt- 

niſhyng no iote of hir Noble mind, he muſt ſeeke elſe where hys 

pꝛoſe of vicrozy . To hir a deſpꝛe to hyll hir ſelfe (tif thinges ſuc⸗ 

ceeded contrary to hir minde)myght haue ſlopped the way to hir 

great glozy,had ſhe not regarded hir virginity,moze ihan hir own 

Lyfe.The ſecond ſeemeth to go half conſtrained, and by maner of 

acquitall,and had hys affectyon bene to render hymſelfe Slaue 

to hes Foe, hes Patron and pꝛeſeruer, it would haue diminiſhed 

his pꝛopſe. 

But liihens inoughe wee haue hercof dyſcourſed, and bene 
large in treatie ot Tragtcomicall matters, intermyxed and ſua⸗ 
ged(in (ome parte) wyth the Enteruiewes of doloz, modeſty, and 
indifferente 
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different good hap, and in ſome wholly tmpartedth#dzeadfull 
des like to terrible beginnings, J meane foz a reliefe, ad after 
ſutch ſowze ſweets bankets, to interlarde a licozous retection fo2 
ſweeting the mouthes of the delicate: Ind do purpoſe in this No- 
uell inſuing, to manifeſt a pleaſaunt diſpozt betweene a Wydow 
and a Scholler, a paſſinge Pꝛactiſe of a crafty Dame, not well 
ſchooled in the diſcipline of Academicall rules, a ſurmountinge 
ſctence ts trade the noutces of that foʒme, by ware fozeſight, to in- 
countre thoſe that by laboꝛſome trauaple and nightly watch, haue 
ſtudied the rare knowledge of Mathematicalles, and other hidden 
and ſecrete Artes. Wiſhing them ſo well to beware, as Jam des 


firous to let them know by this rudiment, the ſuccelle of ſutch at · 


temptes,

Juert we now a little from theſe ſundzyhaps, to 
ſolace our ſelues wyth a merry deutce, and plea⸗ 
ſaunt circumſtaunce of a Schollers loue, and of 
the wily guilp. Subtilttes of an amozous Wy⸗ 
dow of Florence. Þ Scholler returned from Pa- 
ris to pꝛactiſe hys knowledge at home in his owne 
Countrep, learneth a moze cunning Lecture of Miſtreſſe Helena, 
as · thanhs 
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than he did of the ſubtilleſt Sorbone Doctoz, 02 other Mathema, 
ticall from whence he came. The Scholler as playnly hee had aps 
plied his booke, and earneſtly harkned his readings, fo he (imply 
meant to be a fapthfullLouer and deuout requirant to this Jolly 
dame,thathad vowed hir Deuotion and pzomiſed Pilgrimage to 
an other Sapnct, The Scholler vpon the firſt view of the Wy. 
dowes wandzing Lookes, fozgetting Ouides Leſſons of Loues 
gutles, purſued his concetpt to the vttermoſt. The Scholler nes 
uer remembꝛed how many valiaunt, wiſe, and learned men, wan · 
ton Women had ſeduced and decepued. Yee had fo2got how Ca- 
tullus was beguiled by Lesbia, Tibullus by Delia, Propertius bp 
Cynthia, Naſo by Corinna, Demetrius by Lamia, Timotheus by 
Phryne, Philip by a Greeke mapden, Alexander by Thays, Han- 
niball by Campania, Cæſar by Cleopatra, Pompeius by Flora, 
Pericles by Aſpaga, Pſammiticus the king of A gypt by Rhodope, 
and diuers other very kamous by Women ok that ſtampe. Mee 
had not ben wel trayned in holy wꝛit, oz heard of Samſons Dalida, 
02 of Salomons Concubins, but like a plapne dealinge man, bele- 
ued what ſhe pꝛomiſed, followed what ſhe bad him, walted whiles 
ſhe mocbed him, attended till ſhee laughed him to ſcozne. Ind pet 
foz all theſe Jolly paſtimes inuentedby this Widdow, to decepue 
the pooze Scholler. ſhe ſcaped not free from his Logike rules, noz 
ſalfe from his Philo ſophy. e was fozced to turne ouer Ariſtotle, 
to renolue his Porphyric, and to gather his Wits abour hym to 
requtte this louing Peate, that had ſo charitably delt wit him. He 
willingly ſerched ouer Ptolome, peruſed Albumazar, made haſte 
to Haly, pea and foz a ſhift beſturred him in Erra Pater, foz mat- 
ching of two contrary Elements. Foz colde in Chꝛiſtmaſſe holp 
dapes, e Froſt at Twelftide, chewed no moze fozce in this pooze 
learned Scholler, than the Sunnes heate in the Feries of Iuly. 
Gnate, Flpes, and Waſpes, at Noone dayes in Sommer vpon 
the naked tender Cozpſe of thts fayꝛe Wpddow, The Scholler 
ſtoode belowe in a Tourt, benoommed fo2 colde, the Wpddowe 
pꝛeached a lofte in the top of a Tower, and fayne woulde haue had 
Water to coole hir extreme heate The Scholler in his Shyꝛt be- 
decked wyth his demiſſaries. The Wpddow ſo Naked as hir 
Graund⸗ 
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raundmother Eue, wythout Ueſtare to ſhzoud hit. The Wyd- 
dow by magike Arte what ſo euer it coſt, woulde kayne haue reco · 
uered hir loſt Louer. The Scholler well eſpying his aduantage 
when hee was aſked councell, ſo Jncharmed hir with his Sillo- 
giſmes, ag he made hir to mount a Tower, to curſſe the time that 
euer ſhe knew htm oz hir Lover. So the Wydow not well beaten 
in cauſes of Schoole, was mhipt with the Rod, wherewith thee 
ſcourged other. Nas good Woman, had che known that olde ma 
lice had not bene foꝛgotten, ſhee woulde not haue truſted, and leſſe 
committed hir ſelfe to the Circle of his Enchauntments. It wo⸗ 
men wiſt what dealings are wyth mẽ of great reading. they would 
amongs one hundꝛed other, not deale wyth one of thee meaneſt of 
thoſe that be Booktſh. One Girolamo Ruſcelli a learned Italyan 
making pzety notes koꝛ the better elucidation of the Italyan Deca- 
merone of Boccaccio, iudgeth Boccaccio himſelfe to be this ſchol- 
ler, whom by an other name he termeth to be Rinigri. But what- 
foeuer that Scholler was, he was truly to extreme in reveng,and 
therein coulde vſe no meane . Foz hee neuer leftithe pooꝛe feeble 
ſoule, foꝛ all hir curteous Wozds and gentle Supplication, vn · 
till the Skin ok hir fleſh was Parched with the ſralding Sunne 
beames. Ind not contented with that, delt his Almoſe alſo to hir 
Mapde, by ſending hir to help hir Miſtreſſe, where alſo ſhe bzake 
hir Legge. Pet Phileno was moꝛe pttyfull ouer the, 3. Nymphes 
and fayze Goddeſſes of Bologna, whoſe Hvſto2y pou may reade in 
the. 49. Nouell of mp koꝛmer Tome, De fared not ſo roughly with 
thoſe,a3 Rinieri did with thys, that ſought but to gapne what ſhe 
had loſt, Well, how ſo euer it was, and what differency betweene 
epther of theym, this Yyſtozy enſuinge, moe aptly ſhall gieue to 
vnderſtande. 

Not long ſithena, there was in Florence, a poung Gentle wo- 
man of wozſhipfull parentage, fayze and comelp of perſonage, of 
courage tout, and abounding in goods of Foztune(called Hele« 
na,)who being a widow, determined not to mary agayne, bicauſe 
ſh; was in loue with a vong man that was not vopde of Natures 
good gifts,whom foz hir owne Tooth, aboue other ſhee had ſpect- 
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ally choſen, In whom (ſetting aſide all other care) many tymeg 
(by meanes of one of hir maydes which ſhe truſted beſt ) ſhe had 
great pleaſure and delight. Jt chaunced about the ſame time that 
a pong Gentleman of that Citty called Rinieri, hauinge a great 
time ſtudied at Paris, returned to Florence, not to ſell his Science 
by retaple, as many doe, but to knowe the reaſons of things, and 
the cauſes thereof, which is a ſpeciall good exerciſe foʒ a Gentle⸗ 
man. Ind being there honoured and greatly eſteemed of all men, 
aſwell foz his curtcous behautour, as alſo foz his knowledge, he 
liued like a good Cittizen. But it is commonly ſeene, they which 
haue beſ} vnderſtandinge and knowledge, are ſooneſt tangled in 
Loue: euen ſo it hapned with this Rinicri, who repayzinge one 
day fo2 his paſſetime to a Feaſte, this Madame Helena clothed al 
in blacke, (after the manner of Widowes) was there alſo, and ſee- 
med in his eyes ſo beautifull and well fauozed, as any woman that 
euer he ſaw, and thought that hee might bee accoumpted happy, to 
whom God did ſhewe ſo mutch fauoure, as to ſuffer him to be cle · 
ped betweene hir Armes: And beholdinge hir diuers tymes and 
knowing that the greateſt and deareſt things cãnot be gotten with 
out labour, he determined to vſe all his endeuour and care iu plea. 
(ing of hir, that thereby he might obtayne hir loue, and ſo enioy hir 
The vong Gentle woman not very baſhfull, conceyutng greater o- 
pinton ok hir ſelfe, than was neede full, not caſtinge hir Eyes to⸗ 
wards the Ground, but rolling them artiffcially on euerp ſide, and 
by and by perceyuing mutch gazing to be bpon hir; eſpied Rin ieri 
4 grneſtly beholding hir, and ſayd ſmiling to hir ſelfe: I thinke that 
te I haue not this day loſt my time in comming hither, koꝛ if I bee 
not deceyued, J ſhall catch a Pigeon by the Noſe. And beginning 
certapne times ſtedtaſtly to looke vpon him, ſhe forced hir ſeife ſo 
mutch as ſhe could, to ſeeme very erneſtly to beholde him: Ind on 
the other part thinking, that the moze pleaſaunt and amozous the 
ſhewed hirſelke to be, the moze hir beauty ſhould be eſteemed, chiet · 
ly of him whom ſpecially (hee was diſpoſed to loue . The wiſe 
Scholler gtuing ouer his N hiloſophy, hent all his endeuour here 
bnto, and thinking to be hir ſerugunt, learned where ſhe dwelt, # 
began to paſſe befoꝛe hir houſe under pꝛetence of ſome other occa⸗ 
on; 
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Lon: Whereat the Gentlewomun retoyſed foz the cauſes befoze- 
ayde, kayning an earneſt deſire to looke vpon him. Wherekoꝛe the 
Scholler hauing found a certapne mane to bee acquaynted wyth 
hir Mayde, diſcouered his loue : Pꝛaying hir to deale ſo with hir 
miſtreſſe, as he might haue hir fauoꝛ. The matde pꝛomiſed him ve- 
ry loutngly tnconttnently repoꝛʒting the ſame to hir miſtreſſe, who 
with the greateſt Dcoffes in the Woꝛlde, gaue eare thereunto aud 
ſayd : Seeſt thou not from whence this Goodfellowe is come to 
loſe al his knowledge a doctrine that he hath bzought vs frb Paris, 
- Nowlet vs deuiſe therefoze how he may bee handled foz going a- - 
bout to ſeeke p, which he is not like to obtaine. Thou ſhalt ſay vns *? 
to him, when hee ſpeaketh to thee agapne, that J loue him better 
than he loueth me, but it behooueth me to ſaue mine honoure, and 
to keepe my good name and eſtimation amongs other Women. 
Which thinge, ik he be ſo wiſe (as hee ſeemeth) hee ought to E · 
ſteeme and Regarde. Th pooꝛe Wench,ſhe knoweth not wel, what 
it is to mingle Duſwtuery tÞ learning, 02 to intermeddle diſtaueg 
with bookes. Now the mayde when ſhe had founde the Scholler, 
tolde him as hir miſtreſſe had commaunded : Whereof the Schol- 
ler was ſo glad, as he with greater endeuoꝛ p2oceded in his enter · 
pꝛiſe, and began to wzite Letters to the Gentlewoman, which were 
not refuſed, although he could reccyue no gunſweres that pleaſed 
him, but ſutch as were done openly. And in this ſozte the Gentle⸗ 
woman long time fed htm with delayes. Jn the ende ſhe diſcouered 
all this new loue vnto hir frend, who was attached with ſutch an 
Aking Diſeaſe in his heave, as the ſame was Fraught with the 
Reume of Jealouſte: Wyerefoze ſhe to ſhewe hir ſelfe to be ſuſ- 
pected without cauſe(very carefull foz þ Scholler) ſent hir mayde 
to tell him, that ſhe had no conuentent time to doe the thinge that 
ſhould pleaſe him, ſithens he was firſt aſſured of hir loue, but ho- 
ped the next Chꝛiſtmaſſe holly dayes to be at his commaundemet: 
Wherefozec if he would vouchſafe to come the night following the 
firſt holly day, into the Court of hir houſe, ſhe would wapte there 
for his comminge. The. Scholler the beſt contented man in the 
Wolde, fayled not at the time appoencted, to go to the Gentlewo- 


mans h uſe ; Where being placeo by the Wapde in a baſe Court, 
and ſhut 
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and ſhut faſt within the ſame, he attended fo hir, who Suppinge 
with hir kriende that night, very pleaſauntly recited vnto him all 
that ſhe had determined then to doe, ſaping : Thou mapſt ſee now 
what loue J doe beare vnto him, ot whom thou haſt fooliſhly con⸗ 
cepued thys Jealoulſle. To which wooꝛdes hir Freende gaue care 
with great delectatton, deſiringe to ſee the effect of that, whereof 
che gaue him to vnderſtand by woꝛdes. Now as it chaunced the 
dap bcfoze,the Snowe fell downe ſo thicke from aboue, as it coue⸗ 
red the Earth by which meanes the Scholler within a very little 
ſpace after his arriuall, began to be very colde, howbeit hopinge 
to recepue recompente, he ſuffred it paciently. The Gentle woman 
ce a littie whyle after, ſapd vnto hir Freende : I pꝛay thec let vs goe 
te into my chautuber, where at a little Window wee may looke out, 
te and what he doth that maketh thee ſo Jealous, and herken what 
te aunſwere he will make to my Mayde, whom of purpoſe J wyll 


ct ſend koꝛth to ſpeake vnto him. When ſhe had ſo ſayde, they went 


{ce to the Window, where they ſeeing the Scholler (ther not ſeene ol 
ce hym, ) heard the Mayde ſpeake theſe woꝛdes: Rinieri, my Myz 
ee ITreſſe is the angrieſt Woman in the Would, foꝛ that as yet ſhe ca. 
cc not come vnto thee. But the cauſe is, that one of hir Bꝛethzen is 
c come to viſite hir this Euening, and hath made a long diſcourſe of 
ce talke vnto hir, and afterwardcs bad himſelfe to Supper, and ag 
et pet is not departed, but J thinke hee will not tary longe, and then 
c immedtatelp ſhe will come. In the meane tyme ſhe pꝛayeth thee to 
ce take a little payne, The Scholler beleeuing this to be true ſayde 
cc vnto hir: Require pour Miſtreſſe to take no care fo2 mee till hir 
« lcaſurt may ſerue: But yet entreat hir to make ſo mutch haſt ag 
te ſhe can. The Mayde returned and went to Bed, and the Dame of 
ce the houſe ſayd then vnto hir frend. Now ſir, what ſay pou to this? 
« Doe you thincke that tf J loued him, as you myſtruſt, that J 
ec would ſuffer him to tarry beneath in this great colde to coole him. 
ts ſclfe > And hauing ſapd ſo, ſhe went to Bed with hir frende, who 
then was partly ſatiſfted, and all the night they continued in greate 
pleaſure and ſolace, laughing, and mocking the miſerable Schols 
ler that waiked vp @downe the court to chafe himſelfe, not know. 
ing where to ſit, oz which wap to auoyde the colde, and curſſed the 
long 
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— taryinge of his miſtreffe Bꝛother, hoping at euery noyſe he 
ard, that ſhe had come to open the doze to let him in, but his hope 
was in vayne. Now ſhe hauinge ſpoztcd hir ſelfe almoſt till mid. 
night, ſayd vnto hir frend: How think you (x) by our Scholler, „ 
whether tudge you is greater, his Wyſedome, oz the louc that J, 
beare vnto him ? Thecolde d J make him to ſuffer, wil extinguiſh „ 
the heate of ſuſpition which pee conceyued of my woꝛdes the other „ 
day. Vee lay true(fayd hir frend,) and J do aſſure pou, that like as ,, 
vou are my delight, my reſt, my comfozt, and all my hope, cuen ſo, 
Jam yours,and ſhalbe during life. Foz the confirmation of which iy 
renewed amity, they ſpared no delights which the Goddeſſe doeth 
bſe to ſerue and implop bpon hir ſeruaunts and ſuters. Ind after 
they had talked a certayne time, ſhe ſayd vnto him: Fo2 Gods ſake 3» 
(fr)let vs riſe a litle, to ſee it the glowing fire which this my new 2» 
louer hath dayly w2itten bnto me, to burn in him, bee quenched oz * 
not. Ind ryſing out of their Beds, they went to a little Window, 22 
and looking downe into the Courte, they ſawe the Scholler dafi= 
ling vpon the Snow, whereunto his ſhiuering teeth were ſo good 
Jaſtruments,as he ſeemed the trimmeſt Dauncer that euer trode 

a Ciaquepace after ſutch Muſicke, being fozced thereunto though 
the great colde which he ſuffered. And then ſhe ſar de vnto him: 
What ſay you to this my frende,doe you not ſee how cunninge J 
am to make men daunce without Taber, oꝛ Pipe ? pes in dcede ”» 
(ſayd hir Loner) pee be an excellent Muſitian. Then (quod ſhee) 2» 
let vs go downe to the doꝛe, and J will ſpeake vnto him, but in az 52 
ny miſe ſay pou nothing, and we ſhal heare what reaſons and argu--5» 
ments he will frame to mooue me to compaſſion, and perchaunce 2» 
ſhall haue no little paſtime to behold him : Whereupon they went »» 
do wne loktly to the doꝛe, and there without opening the ſame, ſhee 
with a ſofte voyce out at a little whole, called the Scholler vnto 
hir. Which hee hearinge, began to pꝛapſe God and thancke hym a 
thouſande times, beleeuing veryly that he ſhould then be let in, and 
appꝛoching the doze,ſatd: J am heere mine (owne ſweete heart) o- 3» 
pen the doꝛe fo2 Gods ſake , foꝛ J am like to die fo: Cold. Whom „ 
in mocking wiſe the anſwered:can you make me beleue( M. Scho- . 


ler )that pou are fo tender, oʒ that the colde is ſo great as pou a- « 
firme 
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te Frime,fo2 a little Snow newly falne downe ? There be at 3 
« fgrre greater Snowes than theſe be, but to tell you the troth, yo 
< cannot come in pet, oꝛ my Bꝛother (the deuell take him) came peſ- 
ie ternight to ſupper, and is not yet departed, but by and by hee wyll 
be gon, and then vou ſhall obtapne the effect of your deſire, aſſu⸗ 
u xing you, that with mutch a doe J haue ſtolne away from hym, to 
« come hither foz your comfoꝛt, pzaying vou not to thincke it longe. 
« Madame ſayd the Scholler, I beſeech vou foꝛ Gods ſake to open 
te the doꝛe, that J may ſtand in couert from the Snow, which with⸗ 
< in this houre hath fallen in great aboundaunce, and doth pet con⸗ 
ce tinue: And there J will attend your pleaſure, Alas ſweet Friend 
ct ( ſapd ſhe) the doe maketh ſutch a noyſe when tt is opened, that it 
« will eaſily be heard of my bꝛother, but J will pꝛaꝝ him to depart, 
ce that J may quickely returne agayne to open the ſame. Goe ydur 
ce wap then (ſayd the Scholler) and J pꝛay you cauſe a great fire to 
« he made, that I may warme mee when J come in, foz I can ſcarſe 
tt feele my ſelfe foꝛ colde. Why, it is not polſible (quod the Woman) 
ce it it be true that you wholly burne in loue foz me, as by pour ſun · 
« dzy Letters witten, it apperreth, but now J percepne that you 
n mocke me, and therefoze tary there ſtill on Gods name. Hir krende 
which heard all this, and tooke pleaſure in thoſe wozdeg, went ar 
gayne to Bed with hir, into whoſe eyes no llepe that night coulde 
enter fo2 the pleaſure and ſpozt they had with the pooze Scholler. 
The vnhappy wzetched Scholler whoſe teeth chattered foz colde, 
faring like a Dtozke in cold nights, perceyuing himſelfe to be moc- 
ked, aſſayed to open the doꝛe, oz if he might goe out by ſome other 
wap: And ſeeing it impoſſible, ſtalking vp and downe like a Ly- 
on, curſſed the nature of the time, the wickedneſſe of the woman, 
the length of the Night, and the Folly and mplicity of himſelfe 
and concepuing great rage, and deſpight agaynſt hir, turned ſo⸗ 
daynely the long and feruent loue that he bare hir, into deſpight # 
cruell hatred, deutſing many and diuers meanes to bee reuenged, 
whych he then farre moꝛe deſired, than hee did in the beginninge to 
lye with his Widow. After that longe and tedious night, dap ap- 
pꝛoched, and the dawning thereof began to appeare : Wherefoze 
the mayde inſtructed by hir miſtreſſe, went downe into the Court, 
I 2 and ſegs

d ſectt'yng to teue pity vppon the Scholler, ſarde bnto he m: 
Er he Diuell take hem that euer he came hyther this Nyghte , foz, 
hee hath bothe let vs of fleepe , and hath made you to be froſen for . ® 
colde, but take it pactently fo2 this tyme , ſome other yght muſt 
be appointed. Foz J know well that neuer thyng coulde chaunce i 
moze diſpleaſantly to my Miſtreſle than this . But the Scholler, 
full of dyſdarne, lpke s wyſe man which knew well that Thzeats 
and menacyng woꝛds, were weapons without hand s, retapned in 
hs Stomacke that whych intempozate wyll, won it haue broken 
koꝛth, and wyth ſo quiet Wooꝛdes as hee coulde, not ſhe wynge 
hymſelke to bee angry, ſayd ; In deede J haue ſi fred the woꝛſte 
Hyghte that euer J drd, but Jknowe the ſore was not thzoughe . 
pour miſtreſſe fault, byceufe (ſee hauing pitye bppon me, and ag »» 
rou ſay, that which cannot be to Might, map be done another time, ,» 
commend me then vnto hir, and farewe l. And thus the pooze . 
Scholler ſtiffe foz colde, ſo well as hee coulde , retou ned home 
to his houſe , where foz the extreamitpe ofthe tyme and lacke of 
ſleepe beyng almoſt deade , he thꝛewe hymſelſe vppon his bed, and 
when he awaked, his Irmes and Legges had no feeling Where · 

, | fozehe {cnt foz Phyſitions and tolde them of the colde he had ta · 
ken, who incontinent ly pꝛouided foʒ his health:and yer foz al their 
| beſt and ſpedy remedies , they could ſcarce recover his Jointeg a 
dnewes, wherein they did what they could: and had it not bene 
that he was pong, a the Sommer appꝛoching, it had ben to mutch 
foz him to haue endured. But after he was come to Healthe, and 
grewe to beluſty, ſecrete Malpce fill reſting in his bzeaſte , hee 
thought vpon revenge. Ind it chsunced tn a lytle tyme after, that 
Foztune pꝛepared a new accident to the Scholer to ſatiſty his de- 
lire, bycauſe the young man which was beloued of the Gentlewos 
man, not caring any longer fo hir, fel in;ioue with an other. gaue 
ouer the ſolace and pleaſure he was wont to doe to millreſſe Hes 
lena,fo2 which deſpite ſhe conſumed herſclf in weptngs a lamẽta⸗ 
tiong. But hir maid hauing pity vx 6 hir mtſtreſſe ſoꝛrowes kno- 
tingno meanes to remoue the melancoly which ſhe concctued fox 
the loſſe of hir friend, z ſeing the Scholler daily paſſe by accozding 
: to 
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to his common Cuſtome , conceiued a foolihe beliefe that hir 


miſtriſſe friend might be bzoaght to loue hir agayne, and wholly 
recouered, by ſome charme oꝛ other lleight of Necromancy, to bee 


wꝛought and bz0uzyt to paſſe by the Scholler. Which deuile ſhe 
told? vnto hir miſtreſſe, and ſh: vndiſcretely (and without dae co 
ũderation, that if the ſcholler had any knowledge in that ſcience, ht 
would helpe himſelke ) gaue credite to the wozds of hir mapde, and 


by and by ſayd vito hir, that ſhee was able ta bzing it to paſſe, if | 


he would take it in hande, and therewit all pꝛomiſed aſfuredly, þ 
koꝛ recompꝛuſe ye ſhauld vſe hir at his pleaſure. The mapde dill. 
gently tolde the Scholler hereok. who very io tull fox thoſe newes, 


re ſayd vato himſelfe: O God, pꝛapſed be thy name, fox now the time 
ee ig come, that by thy helpe I ſhall requite the iniuries done vnto 


te me by this wicked Woman, and be recompenſed of the great loue 
+ ec. that Þ bare vnto hir: Ind aunſwered the mayde: Go tell thy mi 
te ſtreſſe that fo: this matter ſhe neede to take no c are, foz if hir frend 
c« were in India, I can pꝛeſently koꝛce him to come hither, and aſke 
ce hir koꝛgiueneſſe of the fault he hath committed agayſt hir. Ind the 
ec maner, and wap how to vſe hir ſelfe ta this behalte, I will gieue 
hir to vnderſtand when it ſhal pleaſe hir to appoinct me: and faple 
not to tell hir what J ſay, comfozting hir in my behalfe « The 
mayde caried the aunſwere, and it was concluded, that they ſhould 
talke moꝛe hereof at the Church of S. Lucie, mhither being come, 
and reaſoning together alone, not remẽbꝛing that ſhe had bzought 
the Scholler almoſt to the poynct of death, ſhe reuepled vnto him 
all the whole matter, and the thing which he deſtted, pꝛaying him 
inſtantly to helpe hir, to whom the ſcholler ſapd: True it is La: 
ie dy, that amongs other things which J learned ar Patris, the arte of 
*.Necromancie, ( whereof I haue very great ſkill, ) is one: But 
ct hycauſe it ts mutch diſpleaſaunt to GD D, Jhaue made an othe 
ce neuer to vſe it, eyther foʒ my ſelfe, 02 koꝛ any other: How beit the 
tt joue which J beare pou, is of ſutch foꝛce, as I cannot deny vou a · 
ce ny requeſt, rea and if I ſhould be damned amongs all the deuils

« thou ſaieſt to be of better diſcretion than J, take ſome compaſſion: 
« Fo; hir ſake(F ſay)whome thou calleſt my friend, pardon mee 
et and bzyng hither my clothes that Imap put them on, and cauſe 
te me if it pleaſe thee to come downe from hence. Then the Scholler 
te began to laugh, and ſeing that it wag a good while jpaſt,iti. of the 
ec clocke, he anſwered : Well go to, foz that womang ſake J can- 
ce not wel ſap nap,oz refuſe thy requeſt ,tel me where thy garments 
te be, and I wyll go ſeke them, and cauſe thee to come downe : She 
te beleuing hem, was ſomewhat comfo;ted, and told hym the place 
where ſhe had beſtowed them. And the Scholler going out of the 
Toure, commaunded his ſeruaunt to tarrp there, to take yceds 
that none went in vntil he came againe. Then he departed to one 
of hys friends houſes, where he wel refreſhed himſelfe, and aſter⸗ 
wards when he thought time, he lard him downe to ſiepe. l that 
ſpace miſtreſſe Helena whych was ſtyll vpon the Toure, and re⸗ 
comfozted with a lyttle fooliſh hope, ſoꝛrowkull beyonde meaſure, 
began to (It downe, ſreking ſome ſhadowed place to beſtow hir 
ſetfe,and with bitter thoughts and heauy cheare in good deuott⸗ 
on,wapted fo his comming now mullng, now wepyng, then ho. 
pyng,and ſodaynely diſpayzing the Schollers retonrne wyth hir 
Clothes: chaunging from one thought to ancther, uke one thut 
was weary of trauel, a had takẽ no reſt al the Myght, ſye fel into a 
title llumbꝛe. But z Dun whych was paſling hate, being aboute 
noone, glaũced his burning beames byon hir tẽder body and bare 
head, with ſutch fozce,ag not ozlp it ſinged Þ lieſh in ſight. but alſo 
did chip a parch the ſame w-ſutch-roſting heat, as He which ſoũd 
le llepte, was conſtrained to wake :s feling that raging warmth, 
del; 
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deffrous ſomewhat to temoue hir ſeif, che thought in turning that 
all hir toſted fleſh had opened and bꝛoken, like vnto a fkxn cf par⸗ 
chement holden againſt the fire: velides with payne cxtreatre, hir 
head began to ake, with ſutch vehemence, as it ſeemed do be knoc · 
ked in pieces: Ind no maruel, fe the pament ot the Toure was 
fo paſſing hotte, as neither vpon hir fe:te,o2 by other remedy , ſhee 
- could find place of reſt. Wherekoze without power to abide in one 
place, ſhe (fi remoued to and fro wepyng bitterly, Ind mozeouer, 
fo: that no Wynd did blow, the Toure was haunted wyth ſutch a 
ſwarme of Flieg, and Gnats, as they lighting vppon hir parched 
lleſh, did ſo crueily byte and tinge hir, that every of them ſeemed 
wozſſe than the pꝛycke of a Medie, which made hir to bellirre hir 
hands, inceſſantly to beate them off curſing (il! hir ſelle, hir Lyfe, 
hir friend and Scholler. Ind being thug and with ſutch pain bit⸗ 
ten and aff{icted with the behement heat of the Sun, with the flies 
and Gnatg, hungꝛy, and mutch moꝛe thyꝛſty, aſſaileb with a thous 
ſand grieuous thoughts, ſhe aroſe vp, and began to loke about hir 
ik che could heare 2: fee any perion, purpoſing what ſocuer came of 
it to call foʒ helpe But hir ill 762tunc had taken away al this hos 
ped meanes ok hir relief::fo2 the Huſbandmen & other Laborers 
were al gone out of the fields to ſhꝛowd thẽſelues from the heate, 
ok the day ſparing their trauail avzode,to thꝛeſh their coꝛn a doe o- 
ther things at home, by reaſon whereof,ſhe neither ſaw no2 hearde 
anp thing,except Butterflieg,humble bees, crickets, a the riucr of 
Arno, which making hir luſt to d2tnk of the water, quenched hir 
"thirſt nothing at al, but rather did augment the ſame . She ſawe 
beſides in many places, woodes, ſhadows # houleg , which lyke- 
wyſe did bꝛeede hir double grief,foz defire ſhe had vnto the ſame, 
But what ſhal we ſpeak any moꝛe ofthis vnhayyy woman? The 
Sũ ic aboue, # the hot Toure paiment below, d the bitings of the 
flies and gnats, had on euery part fo dꝛeſſed hir tender coꝛpe, that 
where bekoze the whiteneſſe or hir body did paſſe the darkeneſſe of 
the Might. the ſame was become red, all arayed and ſpotted wth 
goꝛe bloud, that to the beholder and viewer ok hir ſlate, ſhe ſecmed 
the moſt pit fauozed thyng of the Woꝛlde: and remayning in thys 


pleght withdut hope oz councet,he loked rather koz Death than 
1 other 
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other tomkozt. The Scholler after the Clocke had ſounded thiee 
in the alter noone,awaked,and remembzing his Lady,went to thy 
Toure to ſee what was become of hir,and ſent his man to dinner, 
that had eaten nothing all that day. The Gentlewoman hearing 
the Scholler, repapred lo feeble and tozmented as ſhee was, vnto 
the trap doo2e, and Ntting vppar: the ſane, pityfully weeping be · 

« gan to; ſay : Rinieti, thou t bepolde meaſure reuenged on me, 
ta fo2 if A made thee freeſe all night ta mine open Court, thou haſte 
« toſted me to day vppon this Toure, nap rather burnt with heate 
« conſumed me: and beſides that, to dye and ſterue foz hunger, and 
« thirſt. Wherefoze J pay thee foꝛ Gods ſake to come vp, and (lth 
ce inp heart is faynt to kill my ſelfe, I p2ay thee heartely ſpeedily 10 
a do it, Foz aboue all things J deſire to dy, ſo great and bitter ig 
« the to2ment which J endure. Ind if thou wilt not ſhewe me that 
te fauo2, vet cauſe a glaſſe of Water to be bzought vnto me, that J 
« tnoy moyſten my mouth, ith my teares bee not able to coole the 
ſame, ſo great is the dzouth and heate J haue within Wel knew 
the Scholler be hir voyce, hir weake eſtate, and ſawe beſides the 
moſt part of hir body all toſted with the Dunne : By the viewe 
whereof, and humble ſute of hir, he concetuev a little pitty. Nots 
withſtanding he aunſweared hir in this wiſe: Wicked Woman 

* thou ſhalt not dy with my hands. but of thine owne if thou deſlie 
© the ſame, and ſo mutch Water ſhalt thou haue of me foz coolinge 
2 of thine heate, as dampned Diucs had in hell at Lazarus handes, 
© when he likted vp his cry to Abraham, holdinge that ſaued wighte 
te mithin his bleſſed boſome, oꝛ as I had Ire of thee foʒ eaſing of my 
* colde. The greater is my griele that the vehemence of my colde 
© muſt be cured with the heatt of ſutch a ſtincktz ig car ion beaſt, and 
* thy heate healed with the coldneſſe of moſt Soote, and ſauerous 


te Water diſtilled from the oꝛtent Roſe. Ind where J was in daun 


os ger to looſe my Limmes,and like, thou wilt renew thy beauty like 
* tz Serpent that calteth his Skin once a yeare. Oh mylerable 
cc etch (fapd the woman) God gteue him ſutch Beauty gotten in 
te thts ſozte,that wiſheth me ſutch euill. But (thou moze cruell than 
re any other beaſt) what heart haſte thou, thus like a Tyzaunte to 


: deale with me ? What moze grieuous paxne coulde Jendureof _ 


tee, oz

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dee, oz ok any other, than J do, it Jhad killed, and done to death 5, 


thy parents, oʒ whole race of thy ſtocke, and kin with moſt cruell „ 


tozments. Truely J know not what greater tyzanny coulde be v- ,, 


ſed agaPnſ} a Trapyter that had ſacced 02 put a whole Citty to the x 
ſwoꝛd, than that thou haſte done to me, to make my fleſh to bee the »» 
foode and roſt meate of the Sunne, and the baite fo: licoꝛous flies, 2 
not bouchſafing to reach hither a Ample glaſſe of Water whych +» 
would haue bene graunted to the condempned Theefe,and Wan» „ 
queller, when they be haled fozth to hanging, yea wine moſt com „ 
monly,if they aſke the ſame. Now foꝛ that Il fee thee ſtill remayne „ 
in obſtinate minde, and that my paſſion can nothing mooue thee, J 
wyll pꝛepare pactently to recepue my death, that God may haue „ 
mercy on my ſoule, whom J humbly beſeech with his righteous „ 
eyes to beholde that cruell fact of thyne. Ind with thoſe woozds, „ 
ſhe appꝛoched with payne to the middle of the terraſſe,Deſpapzing 
to eſcape that burning heate, and not onely once, but a thouſande 
times, (beſides hir other ſozowes)ſhe thought to ſowne foz thirſt, 
and bitterly wept without ceaſing, complayning hir miſhap, 

But being almoſt night, the Scholler thought hee had done 
inough, wherefoze he tooke hir clothes, and wꝛapping the ſame w- 
in his ſeruaunts cloke, he went home to the Gentle womans houſe 
where he founde bekoze the gate, hir mayde litting al ſad and hea⸗ 
up, ot whom he aſked where hir miſtreſſe was. Sy ſayd ſhe ) J 
cannot tell, I thought thig mozning to finde hir a Bed where 1 
left hir peſter night, but J cannot finde hir there, noz in any other 
place, ne yet can tell wheather to goe ſeeke hir, which maketh my 
heart to thzob ſome miſfoꝛtune chaunced vnto hir. But (fir quod 
ſhe)can not you tell where ſhe is? The Scholler aunſwered: * 
would thou haddeſt bene with hir in the place where J elt hir, 
that J might haue bene reuenged on thee ſo well, as Jam ot hir. 
But be leue aſſuredly, that thou ſhalt not eſcape my hendes vntill 2? 
I pay thee thy deſert, to the intent hereafter in mocking other, thou * 
mayſt haue cauſe to remember me. When hee had ſapde fo,};ce ?? 
willed his man to gieue the mayde hir Myſireſſe Clotl;ec,and 2 
then did bidde hir ſecke hir out if ſhee would. The Seruaunte *» 


did his Mapſters commaundement, and the Waxde h6#u;nge 2 
recepued 


Miſtreſſe Helena 
recepued theim, knewe them by and by, and markinge well the 
Scholleru woꝛdes, che doubted leaſt hee had flapne hir Wiltecſle, ? 
and mutch adoe ſhee had to refrapne from Cryl ig out . Ind the 
Scholler being gone, 2 tooke hir piſtreſſl. Garments, and ran 
bnto the Toure, 

That dap by hap, one of the GentlewC:nans tabouring Men 
had two of big togges rune a tray, and as he went to ſeeke thẽ 
(alittle while after the Schollers departure) he appꝛoched neare 
the Toure, looking round about tf he might ſee them. In the bu · 
ſte ſearche of whom hee heard the miſerable playne that the vn⸗ 
happy Woman made, whercfoze ſo loude as be coulde, he cried 

ee out: Who weepeth there aboue ? the Woman knew the Uoice of 

ce hir man, and calling him by his name, ſhee ſeyde vnto him: Goe 

c home I pꝛap thee to call my mayde a cauſe her to come vp hither 

et vnto me. The fellow knowing his miſtreſſe voice ſayd vnto hir: 

et What Dame, who hath bozne you vp ſo hygh ? Pour mapde hath 
cc ſought pou al this dap, and who would haue thought to finde you 

ec there ? He then taking the ſtaues of the Ladder, did ſet it bp a. 

< gaynſt the Toure as it ought to be, and bounde the ſteppes that 

were wanting, with faſtenings of Wyllo we twigges, and ſutch 
like pliant ſtuffe as he could finde. Ind at that inſtant the mayde 
came thither, who ſo ſoone as ſhe was entred the Toure, not able 

« to foꝛbeare hir voyce, beating hir hands, ſhee began to crye: Plas 

« ſweete Miſtreſſe where be pou? She hearing the voyce ok hir 

ce Mayde aunſwered ſo well as ſhee could: Ih (ſweete Wench) J 

tt am heere aboue, cry no moꝛe, but bꝛing me hither my clothes. 

When the mapde heard hir ſpeake, by and by foz toy, in haſte 
the mounted vp the Ladder, which the Labourer had made ready 
and with his helpe gat vp to the Terraſſe of the Toure, and ſce- 
ing hir Myſtreſſe reſembling not a humapne body but rather a 
wodden Faggot halfe conſumed with fire, all weary and whithe · 
red, lying a long ſtarke naked vppon the Grounde, ſhee began 
with hir Naples to wzeke the griefe vpon hir Face, and wept 0+ 
uer hir with ſutch vehemency as ik ſhe had beene deade. But hir 


Dame pzayed hir foz Gods lake to holde hir peace, to help hir to 
make 


of Florence; 
make hir ready : And vnder\anding by hir, that no man knewe 
where ſhe was become, except they which caried home hir clothes, 


and the Labourer that was pꝛeſent there, ſhee was ſomewhat re». 


comfozted, and pꝛayed them fo2z Gods ſake to ſay nothing of that 
chaunce to any perſon. The Labozer after mutch talke, and re- 
queſt to his Miſtreſſe, to be of good cheere, when ſher was ryſen 
bp, caried hir downe vpon his Necke, koz that ſhe was not able to 
goe ſo karre, as out of the Toure, The pooze Mapde which came 
behinde, in goinge downe the Ladder without takinge heede, hir 
Foote fayled, and fallinge downe to the Grounde, ſhee bzake hir 
Thigh, fo: griefe (he roared, and cryed out lyke a Lyon, Where- 
foe the Labourer hauing placed his Dame vpon a greene banke, 
went to ſee what hurt the Mapde had taken, and perceyued that 
ſhe had bꝛoken hir Thigh, he caried hir likewiſe vnto that banke, 
and placed hir belldes hir miſtreſſe, who ſeeing one miſchicfe vp- 
pon another to chaunce, and that ſhe of whom ſhe hoped foz grea⸗ 
ter help, than of any other, had bꝛoken hir Thigh, ſozrowfu!ll be- 
ponde meaſure, renewed hir cry ſo miſerably, as not onely the La- 


bourer was not able to comfozte hir, but he himſelf began to weepe 
foz companp. The Sunne hauinge trauapled into his Weſterne 


tourſe, and taking his farewell by ſettlinghimſelfe to reſt, was at 
the popnct of goinge downe. And the pooze deſolate woman vn 


willing to be benighted, went home to the Labourers houſe, where 


taking two ok his Bꝛothers, and his Wyfe, returned to fetch the 


Mapde, and caried hir home in a Chayze, Then cheering vp hes 


Dame with a little freſh water, and many fayze Wozdes, he cari 


ed hir vpon his Necke into a Chaumber, afterwardes his Wyfe 


made hir warm Dꝛinks and Meates, and putting of hir clothes, 
layd hir in hir Bed, and tooke oꝛder that the iniſtreſſe, and maide 
that night were caried to Florence, where the Miſtreſſe ful of lies, 
deuiſed a Tale all out of oꝛder of that which chaunced to hir, and 
hir Mapde, making hir Bzethzen, hir Siſters, a other hir neigh: 
bours beleeue, that by fluſh of Lightning, s cuill Spꝛites, hir face 
and body were Bliſtered, and the Mapde ſtroken vnder the Arſe 
bone with a Thunderbolt. Then Phyſſttans were ſent fo2z, who 


not without great griefe, and payne to the Woman (which many - 
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mes left hir kin ticking to the Dheetes)cured hir cruell Fe: | 
uer, and other hir diſeaſes ,and lykewtſe the mayde of hir Thigh: | 
which cauſed the Gentlewoman to foꝛget hir Louer, and from that 


time koʒth wiſely did beware and take heede whom ſhe did mocke, 
and where ſhe did beſtow hir loue. Ind the Scholler knowinge þ 
the Mapde had bzoken hir Thigh, thought himlelfe ſuffictently 
reuenged, toyfully paſſing by them both many times in lence. Be. 
holde the reward of a fooliſh wanton widow foz hir Mockes and 
Flouts, thinking that no great care 02 moze pouident heede ought 
to be taken in teſting with a Scholler, than with any other com- 
mon perſon,no2 well remembzing how they doe know (not all, J 
ſay, but the greateſt parte) where the Dtuell holdeth his Taple; 
and therefo:ze take heede good Wpues,and Wydowes, how pou 
giue your ſelues to mockes and daltaunce,ſpectally of Schollers, 
But nowe turne we to another Wyddew that was no amozoug 
Dame but a ſober Matrone, a motherly Gentle woman, that 
by pitty, and Money Redeemed, 6 Raunſomed a Kings 
Sonne out of myſerable Captiuity, that was vt- 
terly abandoned of all his Friendes . The 
manner and meanes how, the Noucll

dimpniſhed , and 
Fd 55; Pi JD let therby a woz- 
2 — — thy Teſtimony of 
Lyberality as Valerius Maximus affirmeth . It this wozthy wo⸗ 
man Buſa fox Liberality is commended by auncient Juthozs : It 
ſhe deſerue a Monument amongs famous Wapters foz that ſpiẽ⸗ 


dent vertue which ſo bztghtly blaſoneth the Yeroicall * 


amtola,and Rolande. 


Noble dames, then uiay I bee ſo bolde amonges theſe Nouels to 
bꝛing in (as it were dy thehand)a Wyddow of Meſſina, that was 
a Gentlewoman bome, adozned with paſſing beauty and vertues, 
Amongs the rancke of which hir comely Mualittes, the vertue of 


Liberalite gliſtered lyke the mozninge Starre after the Night 


hath caſt of his darke,and Cloudy Mantell. This Gentlewo⸗ 
man remayning in Wyddowes ſtate , and hearing tell that one of 
the Donneg of Federicke, and Bother to Peter that was then 
King of the ſayd Jlande called Rolande, was carted Pꝛyſoner to 
Naples, and there kept in miſerable Captiuity, and not like to bee 
redeemed by his Bꝛother foz a diſpleaſure conceyued, noz by any 
other, pittying the ſtate of the young Gentleman, and mooued by 
hir gentle, and couragious diſpolltion, and ſpectally with the ver, 
tue of liberality,raunſomed the ſapd Rolande, and craued no other 
intereſt 02 vſury foz the ſame, but him to huſband, that ought vp- 
on his knees to haue made ſute to be hir laue and ſeruaunt foz re- 
ſpect of his miſerable ſtate of Impꝛiſonment. In affiaunce be- 
tweene them was concluded, and he redeemed, and when hee was 
returned, hee falſed his fozmer fapth, and cared not fo2 hir. Foz 
which vnkinde part, ſhe befoze his Frends inueyeth agaynſt that 
ingratitude, and. vtterly fozſaketh him, when ( ſoze aſhamed ) hee 
would very fapne haue recouered hir good wil. But ſhe like a wiſe 
Gentlewoman well waying his inconſtant mynde befoze mariage, 
luſtednot to taſte, oʒ put in pꝛoote the frutcts and ſucceſſe thereof. 
The intire Diſcourſe of whom you ſhall bziefly and pzeſentlp vns 
derſtand. 

Camiola a widow of the Cite of Siena, the Daughter of a gentle 
Knight called Signor Lorenzo Torin go, was a Woman of great 
renoume and kame, fo: hir beauty, 1tberality and ſhamefaſtneſſe, x 
led a life in Maſſina, (an aunctent Citty of Sicile)no leſſe commt⸗ 
dable than famous, in the company of hir parentes, contenting hir 
ſeife wyth one onely Buſbande, while ſhe ltued, which was in the 
teme when Federick the thirde was Ryng of that Ille: Ind at. 
ter their death ſhe was an heyze of very great wealth and ritcheſſe, 
which were alwayes by hir conſerued and kept in maruelloug ho. 
neſt ſozt. Nowe it chaunced that after the death of Federick,Ps. 
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ter ſucceedinge, by his Commaundement a great Irmp by Sea 
ſwas equipped from Meſſina, vnder the conduct of Ihon Countee 
al Chiaramonte, (th moſt Renoumed in thoſe dayes in Feats of 


Warre, ) foz to apde the people of Lippary, which were ſo ſtrongie 
and carneſtly beſieged, as they were almoſt all dead and conſumed 
foz hunger. In this Friny, ouer, and beſides thoſe that were in 
pap, many Barons, and Gentlemen willingly went vpd their own 
pꝛoper coſtes, and charges, as well by Sea as Lande, onely foz 
kame, and to be renoumed in armes. This Caſtell of Lippari was 
aſſaulted by Godeftey of Squilatio a valiaunt Man, and at that 
time Admiral to Robert Ryng of Ieruſalem, and Sicile: Which 
Godefrey by long liege # aſſault had ſo famiſhed the people within, 
as dayly he hoped they would ſurrender. But hauing Aduertiſe⸗ 
ment ( by certapne Bꝛigandens which he had ſent abꝛoade to ſcour 
the Seas) that the Enimies Army ( which was karre greater than 
his) was at hand, after that he had aſſembled all his Maup togea · 
ther in one ſure place, he expected the euent of Foztune. The Entz 
mies ſo ſoone as they were ſeaſed and poſſeſſed of the place, with · 
out any reſtſtaunce of the places abandoned by Godefrey, caried 
into the Titty at their pleaſure all their victualles, which ther 
bꝛought wyth them, fo: which good happe and channce the fayde 
Countee l hon being very mutch encouraged: and puffed vp wyth 
p2yde, offred Battell to Godefrey. WWherefoze he not rekuling the 
ſame, being a man of great coꝛage, in the Night time foztifiedhis 
Army with Boozdes, Timber, and other Rampiers, and hauing 
put his Naup in good oꝛder, he encouraged his Men to fight, a to 
doe valiauntly the next day, which done, hee cauſed the Ankers to 
bee wayed, and and gieuing the ſigne, tourned the pꝛowes of hys 
Shyppes agaynſt the Sicilians Army, but Countee lhon who 
thought that Godefrey would not fight, and durſt not once looks 
vpon the great army of the Sicilians, did not put his Fleete in 02s 
der of fight, but rather in readineſſe to purſue the enimies. But 
ſeeing the Courage and the appꝛoch of theym that came agaynite 
him, began to keare, his heart almoſt fapling him, and repented 
him that he had required his Enimp to that which he thought ne · 
uer to haue obtapned, In ſutch wiſe as miſtruſting the Dattayle, 
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with troubled minde. changing the oꝛder giuen, L notwithlkanding 
not to ſeeme altogither fearefull, incontinently cauſed his Ships 
to be put into oꝛder after the beſt maner he could foz ſo little tyme, 
himſelfe gieuing the ligne of battell. In the meane while their eni · 
mies being appꝛoched neere vnto them, and making a very greate 
nopſe with Cryes, and Shoutes furtoully entred the Sicilians, 
which came flowly kozth, and hauing firſt thꝛowne thetr Dookes,p 
Grapples to ſtay them, they began the fight with Dartes, Croſſe. 
bowes and other Shot, in ſutch ſozt as the Siciliãs being amazed 
-- fo: the ſodayne mutation of Councell,, and all enutronned with 
feare,and the Souldiers of Godefrey perceyuing the ſame, entred 
their enimies Ships, and comming to blowes, euen in a moment 
all was filled with btoud,by reaſon whereof the Scicilians then de- 
ſpay2ing of themſelues, and they that feared turning the pzoweg, 
fled awap: But neuertheleſſe the Uictozye reclininge towardes 
Godefrey, many of their Ships were dꝛowned, many taken, and 
diuers Pinnaſſes by foꝛce of their Oares eſcaped. In that fight 
died fewe people, but many were hurt, and lhon the Captapne 
Generall taken Pꝛyſoner, and with him almoſt all the Barons, 
which of their owne acco2des repayꝛed to thoſe Warres,and be- 
ides a great number of Souldiers, many Enſignes afwell of the 
field, as of the Galleyes, and ſpecially the mayne Standerd was 
taken. Ind in the ende, the Caſtell being rendzed after long Mop⸗ 
ages, and great Foztunes by Sea, they were chayned, caried to 
Naples ꝭ there impꝛiſoned. Amongs thoſe P 2iſoners, there was 
a certayne Gentleman called Rovvlande, the naturall Sonne of 
Ring Federick deceaſed a yong Pꝛince very comely and valyaunt* 
Who nct being redeemed, taricd alone in pꝛiſon very ſozrowfull 
to ſee all others diſcharged after they had payd their Raunſome 
and himſelfe not to have wherewith to furniſh the ſame. Foz king 
Pietro ( ta whom the care of him appertayned by reaſon hee was 
his Bzother)foz that his warres had no better ſucceſſe, and done 
contrary to his commaundement, concepued diſpleaſure ſo wel a- 
gaynſt him, as all others which were at that battell. Nowe hee 
then being pꝛiſoner without hope of any liberty, by meanes of the 


dampilhe 


dampiche pꝛeſon, and his feete clogged with — grewe to bee 
| Mcke and feeble, It chaunced by foztnne , that Camiola remem- * 
dzed him, and ſeeing him fozſaken of his bzethzen,had compaſſys 


on vppon his miſſehappe, in ſutch wiſe, as ſhe purpoſcd( if hos 


neſtly ſhe miight doe the ſame ) to ſet hym at liberty. Foz the ac- 
compliſhment whereof without petudice of hir honour, ſhe ſawe 
none other wayes but to take him to huſaand. Wherefoze ſhee 
ſent diuers vnto him ſecretely, to conferre tf he would come forth 
vpon that condition, whereunto he willingly agreed. Ind perfoz- 
ming ech due ceremonte, vader p20inifed faith,vpon the gift of a 
ring willingly by a deputy eſpouſed Camiola, who with ſo mutch 
diligence as ſhe could, payed two thouſand Crowneg foz his ran⸗ 
ſome , and by that meanes he was delinerd. 

When he was retourned to Meſſina, he repapzed not to his 
Wye, but fared as though there had neuer bene any ſutch talke 
beetwene theym : Whereof at the beegynninge Camiola be- 
rymutch maruelied , and afterwa:des knowinge his vnkinde- 
neſſe, was greatl⸗ offead:d in hir heart againſt him. $2otwithſta« 
ding, to the entent ſhe might not ſeeme to be grieued without rea⸗ 
ſon, beloꝛe he pzoreded any further, cauſed him louing(p to be tal- 
ked withal, and to be erhoꝛted by folowing his pzomyſe to couſũ - 
mate the mariage And ſeeing that he denied euer any futch Con⸗ 
tract to be made, he cauſed him to de ſummoned bekoze the Eccle⸗ 

ſlaſticall Judge, by whome ſentence was giuen that hee wag her 
huſband by euidence of his owne letters, and by witneſſe ok cers 
tayne other per ſonages of good reputation, which afterwards he 
himſelf conteſſed, his ace bluchyng foz ſhame, foꝛ that he had foz · 
gotten lutch a manikeſt benefit and good turne. When the &pnde 
part of Camiola bane vnto him, was th:oughly known, he was by 
hes Bꝛethꝛen repꝛaued and chceked foz hys villany: whereupd by - 
their inſtigatton, a the perſuaſton of his frends, he was contented 
by hfib!e requeſt to deſire Camiola to perfozin rhe Nuptials. But 
þ gẽtuewomã which was of great coꝛage, in the pꝛeſẽce of diuers q 
wer I him, whẽ he required hir therũto, anſwered him in this ma · 
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te God, foz that it pleaſed him to declare bnto me the pꝛoofe of thing 
te ynkaythtulneſſe, befoze thou didſt by any meanes tontaminateſ vn⸗ 
cc der colour of martage ) the purity of mp body, and that thꝛough 
ce his fauonr, by whoſe moſt holy name thou wenteſt about to abuſe 
© me by falſe and periured Oth, I haue fozeſcene thy Trumpery and 
© deceppt, wherein J belecue$ J haue gayned mo2e,than I ſhoulde 
© haue done by thee tn mariage. J ſuppoſe that when thou were in 
* 92pſon', thou didſt meane no leſſe, than now by effect thou ſhew · 
© ft, and did deſt thinke that J foꝛgetting of what houſe J was, pꝛe- 
ce ſumptuoullp deſired a Yuſband of the Royal bloud, and therefoze 
© wholly inflamed with thy loue, diddeſt purpoſe to begutle mee by 
© denying the Trouth , when thou haddeſt recouered lyberty tho- 
© rough my Money, and thereby to reſerue thy ſelfe foʒ ſome other 
„ of moze famous Iliaunce, beinge reſtozed to thy foꝛmer degree. 
© And thereby thou haſt gieuen p2oofe of thy will. and what minde 
* thou haddeſt ſo to do if thyne ability had bene cozreſpondent. But 
e God, who from the lofty Dkyes doth beholde the humble & low, 
© and who fo:ſaketh none that hopeth in him, knowing the ſInceritp 
te of my Conſcience, hath gieuen mee the grace by little trauaple, to 
<< bzeake the bands of thy deceipts, to diſcouer thine ingratitude, g 
* make mantfeſt thine tnfidelity, which J haue not done only to dif- 
te play the w2ong towardes me, but that thy 2Bzethzen and other thy 
ce friends might frõ hencefozth know what thou art, what affiaunce 
ce thep ought to repoſe in thy fayth, thereby what thy frends ought 
* to looke fo2, & what thine enimies ought to feare. J haue loſt my 
er Money, thou thy good name. I haue loſt the hope which J had 
te of thee, thou the faucur of the Kinge, and of thy bꝛethꝛen: J the 
© expsctatton of my mariage, thou a true and conſtant Wife: J the 
i fruits of charity, thou the gayne of amity: J an bnfaythfull huſe 
« band,thou a moſt pure and lopall Wyle. Now the Gentlewomen 
©« of Sicilia doe marueple at my Magniſicence, and Beauty,and by 
v p2apſes aduaunce the ſane vp into the heanens : and contrarywtſe 
i euery of theym doe mock thee, and deeme thee to be Inkamous. 
« The Renoumed W;yters of ech Countrey will place me amongs 
the ranke of the nobleſt Dames, where thou ſhalt be depꝛeſſed, 
< and thzowne downe amonges the Yeapes of moſte —_—

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amiola,and Rolande. 
True it is, that J am ſomewhat deceyued by deliuering out of » 


„P ꝛſon, ayong man of Ropall, and noble race, in ſteede of whom »» 


Ihaue redeemed a Kaſcall, a Lier, a Falſiſer of his faith,s a cru- » 
ell Beaſt: Ind rake heede hardily how thou do greatly eſteme thy »» 
ſelfe. and J wiſh thee not to think that J was moued ta dzaw thee a 
out of Pꝛyſon and take thee to Huſbande foꝛ the good qualities 
that weie in thee, but fo: the memoꝛp of auncient benefits which » 
mp father receyued of thine ( it Federick, a king of moſt ſacred re- » 
metmbzaince were thy kather, foꝛ I can ſcarſly belceue,that a ſonne »» 
ſo diſhoneſt ſhould pꝛocrede from ſo noble a gitleman as was that »» 
famous Pꝛince.) JIknow well thou thinkeſt that it wag an vn 2 
wozthy thing, that a Widow not being of the Royal bloud ſhould v

I reduced thee agayne to hope, haue reuoked thee into 
cc typ Countrep, I haue bzought thee into the Koyall Pallace, and 
ce reſtozed thee into thy fozmer Eſtate,and of a Pꝛiſoner weake,and 
te ill fauoured, haue made the a younge P2ynce,ſlrong,and of fayze 
© aſpect. But wherefoze haue J remembzed theſe things, whereof 
* thou oughteſt to bee very mindefull thy ſelfe, and whych thou art 
ce not able to deny? Sith that foꝛ ſo great benefits thou haſt rendꝛed 
te me ſutch thanks, as being my huſband in deede, thou haddeſt the 
© Face to deny me martage, already contracted by the depoſſtion of 
te honeſt Witneſſes, and appꝛoued by Lettres, Signed with thine 
cee gwne hande. Whereckoze diddeſt thou deſpiſe me that hath delyue. 
» red thee? Vea and if thou couldeſt haue ſtayned the Name of hir 
tc with Jnfawy, that was thine onely Refuge, and Defender, thou 
ce wouldeſt gladly haue giuen cauſe to the common people, to thinke 
te jeſſe than Honeſty of hir.

© Knight > O how farre better had it ben fo2 thee to haue bene alha · 
ce med to bʒeake thy pꝛomiſed fapth, to haue diſpiſed the holy a dꝛead· 
et full name of God, and to haue declared by thy curſſed vnkindnes, 
« how full fraught thou ar with Mice. I doe conkeſſe in deede that 
te I am not of the Ropall bloud: Mot withſtanding from the Cra⸗ 
ce dle, being Trapned, and bzought vp in the Company of Kinges

« purchaſe royall Mobility. But wherefoze doe J multiply ſo many

« all thy power, Thou haſte refuſed heretofoʒe to be mine, and has 
c uing vanquiſhed thee,to be ſutch, franckly of myne owne acco2de, 
v J doe graunt that thou art not.

< ropall Nobility, neuertheleſſe defiled with the ſpot of Jnfidelity, 
«© Make mutch of thy vouthly luſtine ſſe and of thy tranſitoꝛy beau⸗ 
« tp, and Jſhal be contented with my Wyddow apparell, and ſhall 
te leaue the riches which God hat) geuen me to Heyzes moze honeſt 

: than thoſe 
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than thoſe that might haue come of thee. Fuaunt thou wycked »» 
pong man, and ſith thou art coumpted to be vnwozthy of me,learne 12 
with thine own experience, by what ſubtilty and guiles thou n:at- »» 


eſt betray other dames,ſaffiſeth it koꝛ me to be once deceyurd. Ind »» 
J fo2 my parte fully determine neuer to tary longer with thee, but »» 


rather chaſlly to lyue without huſband, which lyfe I deeme farre »» 


moze excellent than with thy match continnally to be coupled. „ 

After ſhee had ſpoken theſe woꝛds, ſhee departed from him, and 
from that time koꝛth, it was impoſſible eyther by pꝛayers, 02 Yds 
monitions to cauſe hir chaunge hir holy intent. But Rovvland al 
confuſed, repenting himſelfe to late of hys Jngratitude,blamed of 
ech man, his eyes fixed vpon the grounde, auoyding not onelp the 
p2eſence of his bzethzen, but of all ſozts of people, daply led from 
that time fozth,a moſt miſerable life, and neuer durſt by rcaſon to 
demaunde hir againe to Wife, whom he had by diſlopalty refuſed, 
The Ring and the other Barons, marueyling of the noble heart 
ok the Lady, ingularliy commended hir, and exalted hir pꝛayſes vp 
into the Dkyes, vncertapne neuertheleſſe wherein ſhee was molt 
wozthy of pꝛayſe, eyther fo2 that (contrary to the couetous nature 
of Women ) ſhe had raunſomed a rong man with ſo great a Dfime - 
of Money, oz elſe after ſhe had deliuered him, and ſentence gieuen 
that he was hir Buſbande, ſhe ſo couragtoully refuſed him, as an 
bnkinde man, vnwoꝛchp of hir company. 

But leaue we fo2 a tyme to talke of Wydowes, and let vs ſee 
what the Captapne, and Lieutenaunt of Nocera can alledge vpon - 
the diſcourſe of his cruelties, which although an ouer cruell Þyſ- 
ſtoꝛp, vet depaynteth the ſucceſſe of thoſe that apply their myndes 

to the Spoztes of Loue, ſutch Loue J meane, as is wan+ 

tonly placed, and directed to no good purpoſe, but foz 
glutting of the Bodyes delight, which both coz- 
rupteth nature, maketh feeble the body, 
lewdly ſpendeth the time, and ſpecial⸗ 
ly offedcth him who maketh pꝛo· 
clamation,that Whooꝛemõ⸗ 
gers # adultrers ſhal ne- 


uer Inherite hig a 
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Great cruelties chaunced to the Lords of VOC E. 
RA, for adultry by oneof them committed with 
the Captaynes wyfe of the forte of that Citty, 
vith an enterpriſe moued by the Captaine to the 
Cittyzens of the ſame for Kebellion, & the good 
and dutyfull aunſwere of them : with other pi 
tyfull euents ryſing of that notable and outragi- 
ous vyce of whoredome. 
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H E furious rage of a Huſband offcnded foz 
the chaſtity violated in his Wyfe, ſurpaſſeth 
an other, e ingend2eth mallice agaynſt the do⸗ 
er whatſoeuer he be. Foz if a Gentleman, 0z 
We oneof good nature, cannot abyde an other 
to doe him any kinde of diſpleaſure, # mutch 
. ieſſe to hurt him in hys Body, how is he able 
to endure to haue his honour touched, ſpecially in d part which is 
Fo neere vnto him as his owne Soule ? Man, and Wefe being as 
it were one body and one will, wherein Men of good Judgement 
cannot well like the Opinion of thoſe which ſay that the honour 
of a1u\ty and couragtous perſon dependeth not vpon the fault ol 
8 fooliſh woman. Fo: if that wer true which they ſo lightly vaũt, 
I woutd demaund why they be ſo animated e angry againſt them 
which adozne their head with bꝛaunched Yoznes, the Enſignes of 
a Cuckolde. Ind truely nature hath ſo well pꝛouided in that be- 
halte, as the very ſauage Beaſtes doe fight, und ſuffer death foz 
ſutch honeſt Jeslouſte. Pet will J not pꝛapſe, but rather accuſe a. 
baue al faulty men, thoſe that be ſo fondly Jcaloug,as eche thinge 
troubling 
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| - troubling thetr mindes, be afrapde of the Flyes very ſhadowe that 


buzze about th:tr Faces. Foz by payning and moleſtinge theym⸗ 
ſelues with a thing that ſo little both pleaſe and content them, vn⸗ 
till maniteſt, and euident p2oofe appeare, they diſplay the folly of 
their mindes imperfection, and the weakeneſle of their Fantaſy. 
But where the fault is knowne, and the Uyce diſcouered, where 
the Buſvande ſeeth himſelfe to receyue Damage in the ſoundeſt 
part of his moueable goods, reaſon it ts that he therein be adurſed 
by timely deliberation and ſage Fozefight, rather than with head⸗ 
Jong fury, and raging rachneſſe to hazard the loſſe of his honour, 
and the ruine of his lie and goods, Ind like as the fapth # fidett . 
ty of the vndefi!ed Bed hath in all times woꝛthely ben commended 
and rewarded ; Euen ſo he that pottutech it by Pnfemy,beareth þ 
penaunce of the ſame. Pottia the Daughter of Cato, and wife of 
Brutus ſhall be pꝛapſed foꝛ euer, foꝛ the honeſt aud inutolable lone 
which ſhe bare vnto hir beloued huſband, almoſt like to loſe hir life 
when ſhe heard tell of his certayne death. The pudicity of Paulina 
the wife of Seneca appeared alſo, when ſhe aſſayeo to dy by ß fame 
kinde of death where with hir Duſband violently was tozmented 
by the vniuſt commaundement of the moſt cruel and horrible Em⸗ 
peroure Nero, But Whozes, and Harlottes hauing honeſt Huſ⸗ 
bands, and well allied in Rin, and Ligneage,by abandoning their 
bodyes, doe pꝛodigally conſume their good Benoume :; Pea but it 
they eſcape the Magiſtrates, oʒ auopde the wꝛath of offended huſ. 
bandes fo: the w2ong done bnto them, yet they leaue an tmino2ta{ll 
llaunder of their wicked life, and pouth thereby may take cxam- 
ple aſwell to ſhun ſutch ſhameleſſe Women, as to koliowe t ole 
Dames that be Chaſte, and Uertuoug. Jop of this conten:pt 
whych the Wyfe beareth to hir Huſband, do riſe very mauy times 
notoztous llaunders, and ſutch as are accompanted with paſünge 
eruellies: Wherein the Huſbande ought to moderate hie hrate, 
and calme his choler, and ſoberly to chaſtiſe the fauſt, fo2 fo mutch 
as exceſſiue w2ath, and angec, doe Eclipſe in man the light of tea · 
ſon, and ſutch rages doe make them to be ſemblabie vnto Bute, 
and reaſonleſſe Bealtes ; Meere it is to be angry foz ti; inges done 


contrap to Right, and Equity, but Temperaunce, and Hodeſie 
ts neceſla· 
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is neceſſary in al occurrentes,bee they wyth vs,02 againſt vs But 


if to refit anger in thoſe matters, it be hard and difficulte yet the | |} 


greater impoſſibility there is in the operation, e effect of any good 
thinge, the greater is the glozy that vanquiſheth the Affection and 
maſtercth the firſt motion of the minde which is not ſo impoſſible 
to gouerne, and ſubdue to reaſon, as many do eſteeme. 

A wile man then cannot ſo farre foꝛget his duetp, as to exctede 
the Boundes, and Limits of reaſon, and to ſuffer his mynde to 
wander krom the lege of Temperaunce, which if he doe after hee 
hath well mingled Water in his Wyne, hee may chaunce to linde 
cauſe of Repentaunce, and by deſire to repayze his Offenſe aug. 
ment his fault , ſinne being ſo pꝛompt and ready in man, az the 
crime which might bee couered with certayne Juſtice, and colou⸗ 
red by ſome lawe oz righteous cauſe, maketh him many tymes to 
fall into deteſtable Nice, and Synne, ſo contrary to mildneſſe and 
modeſty, as the very Tyzaunts themſelues woulde abhozre ſutch 
wickedneſſe. Jud to the ende that J do not trouble you with Al⸗ 
le gation of infinite numbꝛes of exauples,ſeruing to this purpoſe, 
ne rẽder occallon of tediouſnes fo2 vou to reuolue ſo many bookes, 
Jam contented foz this pꝛeſent, to bzing in place an Þyſto2y ſo o- 
uer cruell, as the cauſe was not mutch vnreaſonable,if duty in the 
one had bene codered,and rage in the other b2tdled and fozeſeene, 
who madly murthered and offended thoſe that were nothing guil 
ty of the Facte, that touched him ſo neare. And although that 
theſe be matters of loue, yct the Reader ought not to bee grieued 
no2 take in euill parte, that we bee till in that Prgument, Foꝛ we 
doe not hereby goe about to Erect a Schoolehouſe of Loue,oz to 
teache Pouth the wanton Toyez of the ſame: But rather bzyng 
fozth theſe Examples to withdzaw the plyant, and tender Ige of 
this our time, from the purſuite of like Follies, which map (were 
they not in this ſoꝛt warned) ingender lyke Effects that theſe our 
Heſtozyes do recoumpt and whereof you ſhall bee Partakers by 
reading the diſcourſe that followeth. 

Pee muſt than vnderſtand, that in the time that Braccio Mon · 
tone, and S forza Attendulo floziſhed in Italy, and were the chie⸗ 
felt ol the Ialian men of warre, there were thzee Lozds 6 bzethzen, 
* whych 
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which held vnder their authozity and Putlſaunce Foligno, Note- 


na, and Treuio, parcel of che Dukedome of Spoleto, who goner. 


ned ſo loutngly their Landes together, as without diuiſſon, thep 
tnapnetayned themſelues in great Eſtate, and lyued in Bzotherlp 
conco2de. The name of the Eldeſt of theſe thꝛee Loꝛdes was Ni» 
cholas, the ſecond Cæſar, the yongeſt Conrade, gentle Perſona⸗ 
ges, wiſe and welbeloued ſo well of the Noble men their Peygh⸗ 
bours, as alſo of the Cittyzens that were vnder their Obeyſafcce, 
who in the ende ſhewed greater loyalty towards them, than thoſe 
that had ſwozne their fapth, and had gieueniÞleadges fo conſir⸗ 
mation, as pee ſhal perceyue by reading, what inſueth. Jt chaun⸗ 
ted that the eldeſt oftentimes repapzing from Foligno to Nocera, 
and lodging ſtill in the Caſtell, behelde with a littie to mutch wã⸗ 
ton Eye, the Wyle of his Lieutenaunt whych was placed there 
with a good number of dead payes, to Guard the Fozt,and keepe 
bnder the Cittizens, if by chaunce (as it happeneth vpon the new 
erection of Eſtates) they attempted ſome newe enterpꝛiſe agapnſt 
their Soueraygne Loꝛdes. Nowe this Gentlewoman was very 
fayze, ſingularly delighting to be looked vpon : Which occaſfoned 
the Lozd Nicholas, by percepuing the wantoneſſe and good wyll 
of the Myſtreſſe of the Caſteli. not to refuſe ſo good occaſton , de⸗ 
termining to pꝛoſecute the intoping of hir, that was the Bird after 
which he hunted, whoſe Beauty and good grace had deepely woũ⸗ 
ded his Mind, whertn tf he foꝛgot his buery, J leaue fo2 al men of 
good iudgement to conſider. Foꝛ me thinke that this young Lozde 
ought rather to loue and cheryſh his Liuetenaunt that faityfullye 
and truſtily had kept his Caſtell # Fozte,than to pꝛepare agaynſt 
him ſo Trapterous an Attempt, and Ambuſhe. Ind if ſo bee hys 
ſapd Lieutenaunt had bene accuſed of felony, miſpꝛiſton, oꝛ Trea- 
ſon(pet to ſpeake the trouth) hee might haue deliuered the charge 
of his Caſtell vnto an other, rather then to ſuboꝛne his Wpke to 
Folly. Ind ought likewiſe to haue conſtoꝛred that the Lieuete⸗

ie ſuff:r. Wherefoze hauing no great leyſure to let you further vn ·

« uour as Imap be recerued foz him, who having the better right 
te of pour good grace, may therewithall enioy that ſecret Fcquayn- 
ce taunce, which ſutch a one as J am deſerueth: of whom pee (yall 
ce ha: ie better experience if you pleaſe to accept him fo2 pour öwne. 
This miſtreſſe Lieutenaunt which compted hir ſelfe happy to be 
belouod of hir Loꝛde, and who tooke great pleaſure in that ads 

te genture, albeit that ſhee de ſyzed to lette hym knowe the good

© gap you to tell me whereunto F ſhall truſt : tothe intent that by 
© puniſhing my heart fo2 pꝛoofe of this enterpziſe, I may chaſtiſe 
all mine Epes by r:uing from them the meanes koz euer moze to 
© (ec that which content eth me belt, and wherein reſteth my ſolace,

All d I know wel inough 
4er ( ſapd the) but it is great ũmplicity in ſutch things foz a man to 
vtruſt to his authozity, the fozced inhibition whereof ſhall pzouoke 
© moꝛe babble, than rumoꝛ is able to ſpꝛeade fo; all his tattling talk 
cok our ſecret kollies. Mozeouer J would be very glad to do what 
er gleaſeth vou, ſo the ſame may be without launder, Foz I had ra- 
©ther de ihan ant thould take vs in oue pzluities and kamilier paſs 
times: 
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times : let vs be contented with the pleaſure that the caſe ol our 
-fop may graunt, and not with ſutch contentation as ſhal offend vs, 

by blotting the clereneſle of our good names. Concluding then 8 
time of their new acquayncaũce, which was the next day at noone, 
whẽ the Lieuetenaunt did walke into the Cittp, they ceaſed their 
talke foz fare of his enteruiew. Who(bpon his tetourne) doing 
regerence vnto his Loꝛd, tolde him that hee knewe where a wilde 
Boare did haunte,if it pleaſed him to ſce the paſtime. Whereun « 
to the Lozd Nicholas fayned loutnglp to gieue eare (although as 
gaynſt his will) foz ſo mutch as hee thought the ſame Huntinge 
ſhould be a delay fo2 certayne dayes to the enioping, (pꝛetended g 
aſſured)of his beloucd}, But che p was ſo mutch oꝛ moze eſpꝛyſed 
with toe raging and intollerable fire of loue, ſpeediip found mea⸗ 
nes to ſatiſſie hir louers ſute, but not in ſutch manner as was de⸗ 
fired of eyther partes, wherefoze they were conſtrayned to defer 
the reſt vntill an other time. This pleaſaunt beginning ſo allured 
the Loꝛd of Nocera,as vnder th: pꝛetence of huntinge, there was 
no wecke that paſſed, but hee came to viſite the Warrener of hys 
Lieutenaunt . Ind this ozder continuing without any one little 
ſuſpition of their lone, they gouerned thermſelues wiſely in the 
purſute thereof. And the Lozd Nicholas vſed the game and ſpozte 
of Munting, and an infinite number of other exerciſes, as the run- 
ning of the Ring, a Tennis, not ſo mutch thereby to finde meaned 
to eniop his Lady, as to auoyde occaſſon of Jealoſſe in hir Huſ⸗ 
band, being a very familiar vice in all Italians, the Cloake where 
of is very heaup to beare, and the diſeaſe troubleſome to ſuſtapne. 
But what ? Like as it is hard to beguile an Aſurer in the ac · 
toumpt of his n:oney, foz his continua watch ouer the ſame, and 
lumbzing lleepes vpon the Bookes of his recknings g accofipts 
ſo difficult it is to decepue the heart of a iealous man and ſpecial. 
y when he ig aſſured of the griefe which his heade cancepueth. 
Argus was neuer fo cleere eyed foz al his hunv:ed Eyes ouer 
lupiters Lemman, as thoſe Louers be, whoſe opinions be ill aftec 
ted ouer the chaſtity of their Wyues. Moꝛeouer what Foote, oz 
Iſe is hee, who ſceing ſutch vndiſcrete familiarity of two Lo- 
uers, the 
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uerg, the pꝛiuy geſtures and demeanoꝛs without witneſle, they; 
ſtolne walkes at vntymelp houreg, and ſometimes theyꝛ embꝛace. Y' 
ments to ſtrayght a cõmon befoze ſeruants, that would not doubt 
of that whych molt ſecretly did paſſ:? True it is that in (England 
where Liberty is ſo honeſtly obſerued as being alone 02 ſecrete 
conuerſation gyueth no cauſe of ſuſpitiou) the fame mighte haut 
bene bozne withall. But in Italy, where the Parents thẽſelues 
be koꝛ the molt part ſuſpected, (if there had bene no facte iu deede 
committed) that familiarity of the L O R D Nicholas, wih hes 
Licutenauntes Wyke was not ſuitcable,but exceded the Bound 
of reaſon , foꝛ ſo mutch as the Commoditie which they had choſe, 
koꝛ poTeſing of thep2 loue, (albeit the ſame not ſuſpitioug)animaz 
ted them afterwards to frequent their familiarity and dyſpozte to 
frankly, and wythout dilcretion : which was the cauſe that foz 
tune ( who neuer leaueth the toyes of men wythout giuing there. 
unto ſome great alarme, ) being enuious of the mutuall delighteg 
of thoſe two louers,. made the huſband to doubt of that which hee 
would haue diſſembled, ik honoz could ſocaſlly be loſte wpthoute 
repꝛoch, as bloud is ſhed without peryll of Lyfe , But the matter 
being ſo cleare, as the fault was euident, ſpecyally in the party 
which touched him ſo neare ag hymſelfe, the Lieuetenaunt befozs 
he would enterp2yſe any thing, and declare what he thought, defl- 
ted thꝛoughle to bee reſolued of that whech hee ſawe ag it were 
but in a Cloude, and by reaſon lot hys contepued Opynion hee 
dealt ſo warely and wiſely in thoſe affaires, and was ſo ſubtil an 
eſpiall, as one day when the louers were at they game, and in 
their moſt ſtraite and ſecrete embzacements,he viewed them cou⸗ 
pled with other leaſh. than he would haue wiſhed,and colled with 
ſtraighter bands then reaſon oz honeſty did permit. Ye ſaw with 
out beeing ſcene, wherein he felt a certaine caſe and Contentment, 
foz being aſſured of that he doubted ,and purpoſed to o2depne 4 
ſowꝛe refection after their delightſome banket,the imple louer⸗ 
igno2aunt by ſigne 02 coniecture, that their enterpzyſeg were dyſ. 
touered. Ind cruely it had ben moze tollerable and leſſe hurtefyl 
foz the Lieyetenaunte , ik auen then hee had perpetrated his 
| ven- 
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vengeauce, and punythed them koz theyz wyckedneſſe, than to bſe 


foyled his hands by Bedlem rage in the innocent bloud of thoſe 
that were not pꝛiupe to the folly , and leſſegutlty of the wzonge 
don vnto him. Now the Captain of the Caſtel t̃oꝛ al his diſimbuta- 
tion in couering ok his griefe,and his fellony and Treaſon inten · 
ded againſt his ſoueraigne L ON D, which he deſtred not pet 
manifeſtly to appeare, was not able any moze from that time foꝛth 
to ſpeake ſo loutngly vnto him, noꝛ with ſutch reſpect and reuc- 
rence as he did befoze, which cauſed his Wife thus to ſav vnto hir 
Louer: My Lo2d J doubt very mutch leaſt my huſband doth per⸗ 
cetue theſe our common p2actizes,and ſecrete familiar dealings @ 2» 
that hc hath ſome Hammer wozking in his heade, by reaſon of the 
Countenaunce, and vnchearefulentertapnement which he ſheweth > 
to your Lo2dſhip,wherefoze myne aduyſe is, that you retire fo2 a 
certatne tyme to Foligno. In the meane ſpace J wil marke and »» 
eſpye tf that his alteration be conceiued koꝛ any matter againſt vg, 2» 
and wherefoze his wonted lookes haue put on this new alteratton »» 
and chaunge. All which when J haue(by my eſpial and ſecret pꝛac - 
ttze ſounded) J will ſpedily aduertiſe yon, to the end that you max 
pꝛouide foz the ſauegard of pour faithfull and louing ſeruaunt. 

The poung Loꝛd, who loued the Gentlewoman wyth al his heart 
was attached with ſo great gryefe, and dꝛyuen into ſutch rage by 
hearyng thoſe wycked Mewes, as euen pꝛeſentiy he woulde haue 
knowne of hys Lieuetenaunt, the cauſe of his dyſwonted cheare, 
But weyghing the good adupſe whych his woman had giuen him, 
pauſed vppon the ſame , and pꝛompſed hir to doe what ſhe thought 
bet . By reaſon whereof, gyuynge warnyng to his Deruan - 
tes fo hys departure, he cauſed the Lyeuetenaunte to be called 
befoze hom, vnto whome hee ſayde: Captayne : J had thoughte 
toz certapne Dayes to fpozte and paſſe my tyme but hearing tell 
that the Duke of Camarino commeth to Foligno , to debate w. th 
vs of matters of impoꝛtaunce, J am conſtrained to departe , and *? 
do p2ap you in the meane time to haue good regard vnto our affai- ?? 
res, and if any newes doe chaunce, to aduertiſe the ſame wyth all *? 
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„ when our paſſetime of hunting myght yelde ſome good recreation 
« bntoyour honour, that you doe thus fozſake bs, notwithſtandyng 
ec lith it is your good pleaſure , we will ceaſe the chaſe of the wylde 
«« Bozetill your retourne. In the meane time, J will make ready 
« the Coardes and Tramelles, that vppon your comming. nothing 
want foz the Furniture of our ſpozt. The L On D Nicholas, 
- ſeeing his Lieuetenaunt ſo pleaſauntly diſpoſed, and ſo litle bent 
to Choller,oz tealous fantaſie, was perſuaded , that ſome other 
toy had rather occupyed his Minde, than any ſuſpition betweene 
his Wife and hom. But the ſubtyll Huſband ſearched other 
meanes to be reuenged, than by kylling him alone, ot whom he re · 
cepued that diſhonour, and was moze craftie to enterpꝛyſe, and 
moe hardie to execute, than the Louers were wyſe 02 well adui · 
ſed to pꝛeuent and wythſtande his lleightes and pollictes. Ind 
albeit that the Wyle ( after the departure of hir Fryend ) aſſay: 
ed to dzawe from him the cauſe of his altered cheare, yet coulde 
thee neuer learne , that hir Buſband had any il Opinton of they; 
Loue, Foz ſo many tymes as talke was moued ot the LO RD 
Nicholas, hee exalted his pꝛayſe vp into the Beauens, and com⸗ 
mended hym aboue all his B:ethzen . All whych hee dpd to be- 
guple the pollyeies of hir, whome he ſaw to bluſh, and many times 
chaunge Colour, when ſhe heard him ſpoken of, to whom ſhe bare 
better affection than to hir Buſband, vnto whom (in very dede)lhe 
did owe the faith and integritie ol hir body. This was the very 
toile which he had laid to intrap thoſe amoꝛous perſons, and pur- 
poſed to tid the Woꝛld of them by that meanes, to remoue from 
befozehts eyes, the ſhame of a Cuckoldes title, and to reuenge the 
inturie don to his reputation. The miſtreſſe of the Caſtel ſceynge 
that hir huſband (as ſhee thought)by no meanes did vnderſtande 
hir follies, deſired to continue the pleaſure, which either of them 
deſtred, and which made the third to die of phꝛeneſte, wzote to th 
LOBD Nicholas, the letter that foloweth. |

'huſbands flatteries , who ceaſeth not contynually to talke of the 


honꝛſt bchautour, and commendable qualyties that be in pou, and 
is ſoꝛry foz pour departure,bicauſe he fearcth Þ you millyke poure 
entertainement, whych ſhould be(ſapth he)ſo gryeucus and noys 
ſome vnto him, as death it ſelfe.Wherefoze I p2ay you fir, if it be 
poſſible, and that your affapzes doc ſuffer pou, to come hither , to 
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the end J may eniop your ampable pꝛeſence, and vſe the Liberty 


that our good hap hath pꝛepared, thꝛough the litle iealoſte of my 
huſband pour Lieuetenaunt: who I ſuppoſe befoze it be long wil 
intreat pou, ſo great is his deſire to make pou paſſetitne of hun- 


ting within your owne Lid and territozy, Faple not then to come 
Fbeſeech vou, and we wpll ſo well coder the gouernement of our 


affatres, as the belt ſighted ſhall-not once diſcry the leaſt ſuſpict- 
on therof,recomtnending my ſelfe mol} humbly(after the beſt ma- 
ner Jcan)to pour good Lozdihip. 


This Letter was deliuered to a Lackey to beare to the Loꝛd 


Nicholas, and not ſo pꝛiuily done, but the Lieuetenaunt immedi⸗ 
ately eſpied the decetpt, whych the ſooner was diſciphzed , koꝛ ſo 
mutch as he dapely lay in wayte to find the meanes to reuonge 
the wzong done vato him, ol purpoſe to beate the tron-ſo long as 
it was hotte, and to execute hys purpoſe befoze his Wife tooke 
heede,and felte the endeuoz of hig Enterpꝛyſe. And bicauſe that 
ſhee had aſſayed by diuers wapyes to ſound his heart, and fele whe- 
ther he had conceiued diſpleaſure againſt the Loꝛd hir louer, the 
Dap afrer wherein ſhe had wꝛytten to hir kriend, hee ſent one of his 
Men in poſte to the thzee Lozdes.,to requpze them to come the 
nexte Day to ſee the paſltme of the fayzeſt and greateſt wild Boze, 
that long tyme was bꝛed in the Fozreſts adiopning buto Nocera 
Albeit that the Countrey was fapꝛe foz courſinge , and that de⸗ 
ners tymes many fapze Boꝛes haue ben encountred there. 

But it was not foz this, p he had framed his errand, but to trap 
in one tople a ſnare the thꝛe bꝛethꝛen, whom he determined to ſacrt- 
fice to the aultar of his vengeance,fo2 the expiatton ot᷑ ther: elder 
bzothers treſpaſſe, and foz ſovling the — bed of hig ſe ru — | 
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Be was the wylde Boze whome he meant to ſirie, hee was the. 
pap of his vnſaciable and cruell Appetite. If the fault had ben 
general of all thzee togethers , he had hadſome reaſon to make 
them paſſe the bꝛacke of one equall foztune,and to tagle them with⸗ 
in one net, both to pꝛeuẽt thereby(as he thought) his further hurt, 
and to chaſtiſe their leude behautour. Foz many tymes (as Lamen. 
table experience teacheth) Noble men foz the onely reſpecte of their 
Nobility, make no Conſcienet to doe wꝛong to the honoꝛ of them, 
whole reputation and honeſty cher ought ſo wel to regard as their 
owne. 

Beretn-offended the good Pꝛynce of the Ievves Dauid, when to 
bſe his Berſabe without ſuſpition, he cauſed innocent Vrias to bee 
Llapne,in lieu of recompence fo2 his good ſerutce,# diligent executi. 
on of his beheſts, The chtldzen of the pꝛoud Romane king Tarqui · 
nius,dtd herein greatly abuſe them ſelues, when they violated that 
noble Gentle woman Lucrece, whom al hiſtozies do fo mutch res 
membze, a whole chaſlity,al famous wziters do commend. Uppon 
ſutch as they be, vengeance ought to be don,# not to defilerthe hãdg 

in the bloud of tnnocents,as the Parents and Rinſemen of deade 

Lucrece did at Rome, and this Lieuetenaunt at Nocera , Vppon 
the Bzethzen ofhim that had ſent him into Coꝛnwal, without paſ- 

ſing ouer the Seas. But what? Anger pꝛoceding of ſutch wzonge, 
ſurmounteth al phꝛeneſte, e exceedeth al the bounds of reaſon, and 

man is ſo deuopd of Wyts, by ſeeing the blot of defamation , to 
lyght vpon him, as he ſecketh all meanes to hurt and diſpleaſe him 
that polluteth his renoume. All the race of the Tarquines foz lyke 
fact were banyſhed Rome, koꝛ the onely bzute whereok, the huſband 
of the faire rauiſhed wike, was conſtrained to auoid the Place of 
his nattuity. Paris alone violated the body of Menclaus, the Lace- 
de monian Ryng. but fo reuenge of the rauyſhed Greeke,not one; 
ly the glozy and Bpcheſſe of ſtately Troy, but alſo the moſt parte of 

Aſia and Europa, wag ouertourned and defaced, if Credyte may 

be gruen to the recoꝛdes of the Funcyent. So in this fact of the 

Lieuetenaunt, the LOBD Nicholas alone, had polluted hig bed, 
but the reuenge of the cruel man extended further. and hig fury ra.

Jtis of hym ,, 
my good Fryends, and ofhis that I meane to take ſutch Uen-. „ 
geaunce,as eternal! memozy (hall difplay the ſame to all poſterity: „ 
and neuer LORD ſhal dare to doe a like wzong to mine, without „ 
remembzaunce what his duety is, which ſhall teach hem how to 
abuſe the honeſt ſeruice of a Gentleman that is one of hig-owne-,, 
trapne, It reſteth in you both to holde vp your hand , and keepe „ 
pour pꝛomiſe, to the end that the Lozd Nicholas, deceiuyng and „ 
mocking me, map not truſt and put affiance in your fozce , bnto ,, 
whech I heartily do recommend my ſeife. The Souldiers mos ,, 
ued and incited with the wickedneſſe of theyz LOR Dand with 
the wzong done to him,of whome they recepued wages,ſwoze a- 
gapne to ſerue his turne in any exploit he went about, and requy= 
red him to be aſſured, that the Trinicien B;ethzen ſhould be ouer · 
thꝛowne, and ſuffer deſerued penaunce, if they might lay hands v · 

pon them, and therefoze willed him to ſeke meanes to allure them 
tither, that they might be diſpatched. The Lieuetenaunt at theſe 
wonꝛds renuing a chearekull Countenaunce, and ſhewing hymſelk 
very iopfull foz ſutch ſucceſſe after he had thanked his Souldy⸗ 
ers, and very louing ly tmbzaced the chiefeſt of them, reuealed hys 
deuiſed pollicy, and hoped ſhoꝛtly to haue them at hig commaunde

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gers buto them, and that his wife alſo pzinity had ſent hir page; 
bnto whome he purpoſed to gyue ſo good a reco:npenſe, as neuer 
moꝛe ſhe ſhould plant his hoznes ſo hygh,vader a colour ot gen 
tie entertaynement of hir ribauld and Friend, They were ſcarce 
reſolued vpon this intent, but newes were bꝛought him, that the 
next day moꝛning, the tee loꝛds accompanied with other Nobi · 
lity would come to Nocera, to hunt that huge wylde Boe. wher- 
of the Leuetenaunt had made ſo greate auant. Theſe newes did 
not greatly pleaſe the Captatne, fozſomutch as he feared, that his 
purpoſe could not conueniently) be bꝛought to palle, tf the compa- 
ny were ſo great.

Then lanching his ſtomache with a pier 
cing blade, he tare the hart out of his belly, ſaying: Js this Þ tray- 
terous Heart that hath framed the plot and deuyſed the enterpꝛiſe 
of my ſhame, to make this infamous villatne without Life , and 
his renoume without pzayſe?Ind not content with this Cruelty, 
he wꝛeakt the like vpon the remnaunt of his body, that ſometimeg 
the runnagate Medea did vpon hir innocent bꝛother, to ſaue the 
Lyfe of hir ſelte, and of hir fricnd Ieſon.

„ innoblyng thee. are trapteroully berieued of that which concerned

0 faithfull Dablects. We wyll not be both Wicked and vnhappy 
: at once, and without cauſe expell our heads out of our common 
„ Wealth, No though they ſhould perpetrate the miſchiefes whych 
thou haſt alleadged. Uppon ſutch Nouclties and ſtraunge facts 
we ſhalltakenewe aduiſc and Councell, To be ſhozt,thou ſhalt 
pleaſare vs to ſet our Lozdes at Lyberty, and thou like a wyſe

Thys gentle aunſwere dyd nothyng ſtay the Citizens foꝛ the ac: 1» 
complyſhment of that which they thought beſt to do, knowing al- »» 
ſo that the gallant had not commenced that Tragedy, but foz 0:12 
ther toyes whych his vngracious head had framed foz a further »» 
intended Myſchiefe, foz which cauſe they aſſembled their Totn- 2» 

cell, and concluded that one ſhould ryde in poſte to the Lozd Con- »» 
rade, (the third and remnaunt of the Bzethzen , )that hee myghte »» 
come to take o2der foz the delyueraunce of Nicholas and Cæſar »» 

ome they thought he had reſerued ſill alyue tn Captiuity. The = 
cerines ſhewed this curteſte (not but that they woulde gladly »» 

haue bene at lyberty,if the way had bene better troden, )aſwell foz , 

the lyttle truſt they repoſed in the Captayne, who they thoughte 
would be no moze gentle and fatthfull, than he ſhewed himſelfe ro ;, 
be loyalt to his Maiſters, as fo: that Contade was well beloued >, 
ofthe Lozdes his Netghbozs , and ſpectally of the imp2yſoned „ 

Duke and his Bzother Braccio Montone,who had the Italiã men ,, 
of Warre at his pleaſure,and that the Noble men woulde aſliſte , 
him wyth all their power. Wherefozc they conſidered that theyz ,, 
fatreſt a beſt way, foꝛ auoiding of factions, was to kepe thiſclucg „ 
truſty, and true, and by not hearkening to a Trattoꝛ, to bynd their 
ſoueraigne Loꝛd with ſutch vuety and obe d ence, as the vnki ndeſt 
man of the woꝛld would confeſſe g acknow ledg koꝛ the conſequẽce 

ok a matter of ſutch impoztance.The ſeditious captaine on the 0+ 
ther ſide void of hope, and in greater rage than hee was befoze, 
perſiſted in hys follp, not without fozcſeerng howe hee myghte 
ſaue himſelfe , which hee had pollitikely bzought to paſſe, it God 
had not ſhoztened his wape , by payment of Uſury foz hrs 
Wockedneſſe, and by very durgence of them in whome hee 
_— hys truſte , the manner and howe ,j{mmedyately docth 

ollow, 
So ſoone as he had geuen ouer the Councell of the Citizens, a 

a lyttle 
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+pttle bethought him what he had to do, he called befoze him two 


yong Men, whom aboue al others he truſted beſt. To theſe pong 


men he deltuered all his Gold, Seluer a Jewels, that they mighte 
couuey the ſame out of the turiſdiction of his Loꝛds, to the intente 
that when he ſaw hemſelk in daunger, he myght retire to the place 
where thoſe gallants had bekoꝛe carryed his furniture, and moun- 
ting them vpon two good ſteedes, he let them foꝛth at the Poſterne 
gate, pꝛaping them ſo ſoone as they could to retourne aduertyſe⸗ 
ment of their abode, and that ſpedily he would ſend after them hyg 
Chyldzen and the reſt of his moueables tellyng them that he ſpect. 
ally committed his Lyfe and goodes into their hands, and that in 
time and place he would acknowledg the Benellte don vnto him in 
that diſtreſſe. The two that were thus put in truſt koꝛ ſauegard of 
hes thyngs, pꝛomiſed vnto him Golden Hitles and Miracleg:but 
fo ſoone as they had loſt the ſight of they: maiſter, they deuiſed an · 
other complotte and determined to bzeake faith to him, which was 
toꝛſwoꝛne, and who made no conſcience not onely to reuolt, but 
alſo cruelly to kill his ſoueraigne Lozdeg . They thought it bet⸗ 
ter to ryde to Treuio, to tell the Loꝛd Conrade the pitifull fend of 
his bꝛethꝛen, and the impꝛyſõment of the Duke of Camerino, thã 
to ſeeke rel koꝛ him, whome God permitted not to be ſaued, foꝛ his 
heinous Anne already committed, and koꝛ that which he mente to 
do vppon hys Wyfe . Foz all the dyligence that the Nocerines 
had made, yet were the[Lieuetenauntes Men at Treuio befoze 
them, and haupng filled the Eares of Conrade with thoſe heaup 
Newes , and hys Eyes with Teares, his Ypnde with ſozrow, 
4 and Opyzite with deſp2e to be reuenged and as Conrade was a: 
bout to mount on hozſe backe wyth the Travne hee had, the Citp- 
te 3ens were arryued to viſcloſe the Impꝛyſonment ok his bꝛethzen. 
* Tao whome Conrade made aunſwere: I would to G OD (my 
i kriends) that the tirant had ben contented do the litle cruelty wher. 
of you ſpeake, ſoꝛ then I would find the meanes to agree the par 
ties vpon 2 knowledge of their variãce. But (alas) his malice hath 
paſſed further,# hath beaſtly lain my bzethzen:but J ſwear by the 


almighty God, that if he giue me life, A wil take ſutch , and locrus

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ell vengeaunce on him, as he ſhall be a Glaſſe to all his lyke , foz »» 


* puniſhment ot a fault ſo hozrtble. Depart my frends,depart and 2» 


get you home, diſpoſe your watch and gard about the Caſtell,that »» 
the traiter do not eſcape:and aſſure your ſelues that this your loue 5» 
ſhall neuer be kozgotten, and you ſhall haue of me not a Tirant as »» 
he malicioully hath pꝛoteſted, but rather ſutch a LOB D, and 4 
better alſo, than hytherto ye haue me pꝛoued. If Conrado had 1» 
not ben pꝛeſſed with heauineſſe, he had chaunted goodly Songes 
againſt the Treaſon of the Lieuetenaunt, and would haue accuſed 
his Bother of indiſcretion,foz truſting him, whoſe wyfe hee had 
abuſed,and wel did know that he eſpyed the ſame. But whats The 
bulineſſe requpzed other things than Woꝛds: and extreame fol- 
ip it is to nippe the Dead with taunts, oꝛ with vayne wozds to a« 
buſe the abſent, ſpeciall where bltion and reuenge is eaſy, and the 
meanes manifeſt to chaſtiſe the temerity of ſutch, and to be acqup⸗ 
ted of the wꝛong done vnto him þ cannot do it hymſelfe.

Js „ 
this to purſue his ennimp, to ſecke to catch hym in trappe , whych ,, 
knoweth nothing of the quarell, and to make hym to ſuffer the ,, 
payneꝰ My two Bzethzen be dead, our Colin Germaine the Duke „ 
is in pꝛyſon, I ain heere comkoꝛtleſſr, all ſad and penlife befoze ., 
you, whotne lyke wyſe this matter toucheth, although not ſo near „ 
ag itdoeth me, but pet with lyke diſhonoꝛ, Let vs go(my Lode) „

© ſaue himſelke, that with little trauayle and leſſe harme to an other, 
© the ribauld may be puniſhed, who by his example if he longer tine, 
e map increaſe courage both in Seruaunts to diſobey,and in Dub. 
s tects to rebell, without conſcience.agaynſt their heads, and gouers 
© ners ? It is a caſe of very great impoꝛtaunce, and which ought to 
© be followed with all rigoz and cruelty. Ind he ought neuer to bee 
* ſuppozted,comfozted oz fauozed, which ſhall by any meanes attẽpt 
© to reuolt oꝛ arme himſelfe agaynſt his Pꝛince, oz ſhall conſtrapne 
© him oz hir that is his Soueraygne Lo2d,oz Miſtreſſe. Js not a 
© Pzpnce conſtituted of GOD to be obeped, loued, and cheriſhed of 
© his Subiects ? Js it not in him to make and oꝛdaine lawes, ſutch 
* as ſhalbe thought needefull and neceſſary koꝛ Common wealth?

© and mapntenaunce foz the belly, and tyarhe like a lluggiſh Beaſt 
te ſtoode ill,and entoyed ſutch plesſures as were gcuen him, in this 
te murmure and mutine,al they agreed that the hands ſhould not mt-

Euen ſo agretng +» 
with Agrippa, if the Members grudge, and diſabey againſt thetr » 
chiefe,the ſtate muſt grow to ruine.

but treaſon and pertury euermoꝛe be deteſted as bices execrable. a 
In this deede neyther the thing. noꝛ yet the doer hath any colour of »»

part conſider the Dake of Camerino in great diſtreſſe and daun: - 


ger, to paſſe that ſtrait of death my Bꝛethzen did. Let vs goe(F »» 
p:ay you)to deliuer the Captiue, and by reuenging theſe offenſes, >» 
and murders to ſettle my Citty in fozmer State, and Freedome, »» 
which the villayne goeth about to take from me, by encouraginge » » 


my Subiects toreuolt and enter armes, thereby to expel our houſe >» 


from the Title of the ſame. As Conrade ſpake theſe wooꝛds, and »» - 
woth great grauity, and conſtancy pzonouncing ſundzy tokens of 
ſozrow,the Coneſtable of Naples wzoth beyond meaſure foꝛ theſe 
vnpleaſant nemes, and full of griefe and choller againſt the traptes 
rous Lieutenaunt, ſwoze in the hearing of them all, that he would 
neuer reſt one good lleepe vntill that quarell were auenged, and 
had quited the outrage done to the Loꝛd Conrade, and the wzong 
which he felt in him fo: the impꝛiſonment of the Duke of Came» 
rino . So he concluded, and the Douldfours were aſſembled tho. 
rough out all the parts of the Coneſtables Lands, vpon the ends 
of the weeke to march agaynſt the Foꝛt of Nocera, the Cittiz:as 
whereof had lapd diligent Scont, and watch koz the eſcape of the 
Captay1e, who without baſhfulneſſe determined with his men to 
defend d ſame; and to pꝛouꝛ foztune, making himſelke beleeue that 
big quareil was good, and cauſe iuſt to withſtand them d ſhoulde

haue the heart to come to aſſaple him. The Conſtable in the mean

time ſent a Trumpet to Nocera, to ſummon the Captainetoſur- . | 


render, and to tell the cauſe ol his reuolt, and at whoſe pꝛouocati⸗ 
on hee had committed ſo deteſtable a Treaſon. 

The Captaine well aſſured and boldned in his Wyckedneſle, 
aunſwered that he was not ſo well koztilled to make a ſurrender 
. ſo good cheape, a fo2 ſo ſmall a pzyce to fozgo his honoz and repu⸗ 
tation: and furthermoze,thathis wit was not ſo llender, but hes 
durſt deuiſe and attempt ſutch a matter without the councel of as 
ny other, and that all the deedeg and deuiſes paſſed till that tyme, 
were ok his owne tnuention, Ind to be euen with the w2ong done 
to his honoz by the Lo2zd Nicholas Trinicio, foz the violation of 
his Wiues Chaſtity, he had committed the Murders ( tolde to 

Braccio)beyng angry, that all the Cirannous race was not in his 
hand to ſpyll, to the end he mighte deltuer his Countrey,and put 
the Citizens in Liberty, albeit that fondly they had refuſed the 


fame as bnwozthy of ſutch a Benefite,and well deſerued that the 


Ty:ants ſhould taxe them at they: pleaſure, and make them alſo 
therz common llaues and Dꝛudges. The Trumpet warned hym 
alſo to render to hym the Duke, bicauſe he was guiltleſſe of the 
kacte, whych the Captapne regarded ſo little as he did the firſt de⸗ 
maundes, whych was the cauſe (the Company being arriued at 
Nocera, and the Tonſtable bnderſtandyng the litle accompte the 
Caſtell Gentleman made ok his ſummons) that the battry the be · 
ry day of theyꝛ arriuall was laid and ſhotte againſt the place with 
Catch thunder and dꝛeadkull thumpes ol Canon ſhot, as the har- 
die? ofthe Moꝛtpayes within, began to kaint. But the coꝛage and 
litle feare of they: chyefe,rettred theyr hearts into theyꝛ bellyes. 
The bꝛeach being made againe, the Conſtable who feared to loſe 
the Duke in the Captaines Fury, cauſed the Trumpet to ſum· 
mone them woth in to fall to Compoſttion, that Bloudſhed might 
not ſtirre theyz Souldioures to further cruelty . But ſo mutch 
gapned this ſecond warnyng as the firſt, foꝛ which cauſe the nexte 
day after the aſſault was gyuen, where if the aſſaulte was baltit, 
the reſiſtaunce was no leſſe than bolde and venturoug. But what 
can /Thirtie 02 Foztle Men doe agapuſte the Fozce of a whole 
countrey 


, 
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Cbuntrep, and where the Generall was one of the valiaunte, and 
| * wiſeſt Captaynes of hys tyme, and who was accompanied with 
| the lloure of the Neapolitane Fotemen. Theaſſault continued a. 
02 5. Houres, hut in the end the Dead payes not able to ſuſtapne 
the fozce of the aſſaplants, foʒſooke the Bzeache , and aſſaping to 
faue themſelues, the Lieuetenaunt retired to the Ripe of the Foꝛt, 
where his Wife continued pzifoner, from the time that the two 
bzethzen were llaine. Whiles they without,ruffled in together in 
heapes amonges the dekendaunteg, the Duke of Camerino, with 
his Men, found meanes to eſcape out of Pꝛyſon, and there withal 
began furioully to chaſtiſe the miniſters of the diſloyal Captaine, 
which in little tyme were cut al to pieces. Conrade being within 
found the Captayns Father, vppon whom he was reuenged , and 
killed him with his o une hands. Ind not contẽt with that, caried 
into further rage, and fury, he flaſhed him into gobbets,s thꝛewe 
them to the dogs. Truly a ſtraunge maner of reuenge it the Cap · 
| tains cruelty had not attempted like inhumanity. To bee ſhozte, 
'  hozrible it is to repeate the murderg done in that Nurre,and hur- 
Iy burly. Foz they that were of the Captapnes part, and taken,res 
{ Ccepuedall the ſtraungeſt and cruelleſt puniſhment that man could 
deuiſe. Ind were it not that J haue a deſire in nothing to beely 
the Juthoꝛ, and leſſe will to leaue that which he had waytten vp⸗ 
on the miſerable end of thoſe that were the miniſters e ſeruaunts 

| to the barbarous tiranny of the Captayne, J would paſſe no fur - 
tler, but conceale that which doth not deſerue remembꝛaunce, ex⸗ 
| cept to auoide the example, which ts not raunge, the Cruelty of 
reuenging heart in the nature of Man, in al times growinge to 
ſatch audatitp, as the tozinents which ſexme tncredyble,be lyable 
to credite as welfoz thoſe we reade in auncient Biſtozpeg,as thoſe 

we heare tell of by hearcſay,and chauncyng in our tyme. Dee that 

had the vpper hand or his Enimp, not content to kyll, but to cate. 
with his raucnous teeth the heart diſentraplde from his aduerſa · 

xy, was hee leſſe furious than Conrade , by makinge Anatomy 

of the Captayns Father: And he that thzuſt Galleazze Fogaſe in 
to the mouth of a Canon, ting hig Heade vnto his Antes, and 
caulling him to be caried by the violent fozce of Gunpouder into i} 
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Citty from whence he came, to bztbe and cozrupt certoyne of hyg 


enemies army,dtd he ſhew himſelfe to be moze curteovs than one 
of theſe; ¶ eaue we a part thoſe that be paſt, to touch the miſerable 
ende wherewith Conrade cauſed the laſt tribute of the Captaing 
ſouldpers to bee payd. Now amongs theſe ſome were tied to the 
(Taples of wilde Hozſes,and trayned ouer Hedges and Buſtes, 
and downe the ſtiepnes of high Rocks, ſome were haled in pieces, 
and afterwards burnt with great Martyꝛdome, ſome were Teup- 
ded and parted altue in four quarters other ſowed naked wythin 
an Dre Hyde, and ſo buried tn Earth vp to the Chin by whych 
toꝛments they kinilhed their Liues with fearful gronings. 

Will ye ſay that the Bull of Perillus, oz Diomedes Hoꝛſſes, 
were afflictions moze cruell than theſe ? J know not what pe cal 
cruelty,if theſe acts map beare the title ot modeſty.But all thys, 
pꝛoceeded of wzath and diſdayne of epther partes. The one dyſ- 
dapned that the ſeruaunt ſhould be his head, and the other wag 
offended ,thai his ſouerapgne Loꝛd ſhould aſſay to take that from 
him, which his duty commaunded him to keepe. Contade toke in 
ill part the tri aſon of the Captayn, who beyond mealure wag an · 
gry,that the Loꝛd Nicholas had made him a bzother of Vulcis 02+ 
der, and regeſtred him in the booke of huſbands, which know that 
they dare not ſpeake. In ſumme, the one had right, and the other 
was not without ſome reaſon, and not withſtanding both ſui moũ. 
ted the boundes of mans milde nature. The one ought to content 
hymſelte (as Jhaue fayd)fo2 being reuenged on him that had of- 
kended him, and the other of the murder done, duringe the aſſault 
without ſhewing ſo bloudy tokens of cruelty ,and ſo apparant eut- 
dence of ttrannp, vpon the miniſters of the bzutall @ bioudy Cap- 
tayne, who ſeeing his father put to death with ſutch Matirdome, 
and his men ſo trafigely toʒꝛmedte d, was banquiſhed with choller 
diſpayze and impacyence. And albeit the Captarne had no greats 
deſtre to hurt his Wyfe, ret was he ſurmouuted with ſurch rage, 
as agpꝛehending hir, and binding hir hands and feete, ſhe ſtyl cri - 
ing him mercp, and crauing pardon foꝛ hir faultes at the hands 
of God and him, he thzew bir dewne from the higheſt Toure of p 

Ripe vpon the pauement of the Caſtle courte,not without tevreg 
| and a· 


| 
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and abaſhment of al, which ſaw that monſtrous and dzeadful ſighe 
which the Douldters viewing, they fired the Toure,and with fire 
and ſmoke foꝛced the Captaine to come fozth,and by lyke meanes 
made him, his Bzother and Chyldzen to tread the daunce that his 
Wyfe befoze had done Conrade by and by cauſed thoſe boideg to 
be thzowne foth foꝛ Foode to the Wolues , and other raueninge 
Beaſts, and Byꝛdes liuing vpon the pꝛay of Carrion, cauſing al- 
ſo his Bꝛethꝛen honourabl to bee buryed, and the Gentlewoman 
that had bozne the penaunce wozthy foz hir fault. Dutch was 
the end of the moſt myſerable, and wozſt gouerned loue , that Þ 
thinke man hath cuer red in wꝛyting, and which doth clearely wit. 
neſſe,that there is no plcaſure ſo great but Foztune by chaunging 
and turning hir Wheele tnaketh a hundzed times moze bitter thi 
deftre of ſutch top doth pelde delyght. Ind farre better it were 
(deſides the offence done to God)nener to caſt Exe one Woman. 
than to bo2d-02 pꝛoue them, to rayſe ſutch Dclaunders and Facts 
which cannot be recounted but with the hozrour of the Hearerg, 
noz wꝛytten but to the great griefe ot thoſe that muſe and ſtudy v · 
pou the ſame: Notwithſtanding foz inſtruction of our lite, both 
good and bad Examples bee introduced and offred to the view of 
ech degree, and ſtate. To the end that Whozedome may bee a- 
uopded, and bodi ly Pleaſure eſchued,as moſt Woztal and pernt- 
cioug Plagues that doe tnfect ag well the Body and Reputation 
of man, ag the integrity of the Minde. Beſides that ech man ought 
to poſſeſſe his owne Ueſſ?Ul,and not to couet that is none of hps, 
vbnſeemcly alſo it is to ſolictte the Neyghbozs Wyle, to p2ocure 
thereby the diſiuncilon and defaite of the whole bond of martage, 
which is a Treaſure ſo deare and pzecious, and carteth fo greats 
griefe to him that ſeeth it pefaced,as our Loe to declare the gra- 
nity of the Fact) maketh a compariſan of his Wzath agaynſte 
them which runue after ſtraunge GOD S, and applyeth the 
honour due vnto him to others that doe not deſcrne the ſame, 
with the iuſt diſdapne, and ryghtfull Choller of a Jealous Huſ⸗ 
bande, Fraught wyth deſpyght to ſee himſelle diſpoyled of the 
Seaſure. and Poſſeſſion onely giuen to him, and not ſubiect to a 
uy other,whatſocuer he be. Learne here allo ( O ver huſbands) not 
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to fly with ſo nimble Wing, as by your owne anthoztty vee ſeeke 
reueng without fearing the folltes and ſclaunders that may inſue. 
Pour fozrow is tult, but tt behoueth that reaſon doe guide your 
fantaſtes,and bꝛid le your ouer ſodapne paſſions; to the intent that 
pee come not after to ling the dolefull Dong of repentaunce, like 
. bnto this fooliſh man, who hauing done moze thanhe.ought,# not 
able to retire without his auerthꝛow, thꝛew himſelfe into the bot 
tomleſſe gulfe ot perdition. And let vs all fire faſt in memoꝛp, that 
neuer vnruled rage, and wilkul choller bzingeth other benefit than 
the rutne of him that ſuffereth himſelfe to runne headlonge into 
theſame, and who thinketh that all that is naturall in vs, ts alſg 
reaſonable, as though Nature were ſo pertect a wozckwoman,ag 


in mans coꝛruption ſhe could make vs Zungels, oꝛ halfe Gods, 


Nature following the inſtinct ok that which is naturall in vg, 
voth not greatly ſtray from perfection, but that is gieuen to 
ew, and thoſe whom God doth loue and chooſe. Ind 

Uertue is ſo ſeldome founde,as it is atmoſt im- 
poſſible to imitate þ perfection. Ind bzieflp 
to ſay, I will conclude with the Tu- 
thoz of thys pzeſent Hylto- 
te:

Who being a Douldtour in Hercule warres (the old Champy⸗ 
on ok Chꝛiſtendome, and Pagance Enimp, Charles the fifte ) wag 
ſoze wounded and taken Pꝛyſoner in Bulgaria, in the yeare ot our

thzee yeares. Whole Miſery. Trouble, Famine, Colde, and other 


Tozments by hun ſuſtarned, during the ſayd time, if it ſhould | 


bee declared, perhaps woulde ſecme incredible. But when the 
Turke had kept him in miſerable bandes two ycareg,and ſaw he 
couldnot obteyne that Raunſame, whrch he immeſurably requy. 
red, at length ſent him to the Caſtell of Strigon, where foz a. cer- 
tapne time he remayned hampered with double chaynes vpon hig 
Hecke, Bandes, and Feete. Ind within ſometime afterhys com · 
ming thither he was made to toile in the dap, like a common llaue, 
to hew and carry Woode, kcepe Hoꝛſe, ſſweepe Houſeg, and ſutch 
other buſtnes. Which Dzudgery,he was glad to doe aſwell foz 
exercyſe of his Members, which with colde yꝛons were beuom 
med, an alſo to get Bꝛeade to relieue his hunger. Foz when hee 
had done his Uinte, his Maiſter gaue him Bꝛead, Onions, Gar⸗ 
licke, Cheeſe, ond ſutch other fare: and at Night was ſent agayne 
to Pꝛyſon, where hee was matched with a Mate, that fo: Debte 
was condempned to perpetual P2yſen,of whom he learned mam 
things, aſwel of their Lawes, Religton, worlike Iffarzeg, s other 
maners ofthe Turtzes, as alſo of the oꝛder of this hozrtbie Foct 
don by Solyman. And by the repozt ot his ſayd C ompanið̃ in pꝛy- 


bb. he digeſted che ſame into y tozme of ihis hiſtozy:Fud after theg 
p man had 
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mean had 5 998 Raunſome, and was ſet at lyberey,he arrined 
into the pa Chyyſtedome. The Uerityof whych is ſatch, * 
as it is not duelp credpble bycauſe thos Man dyd wꝛete it who 
was thꝛee Peares there rellaunt, and in manner afozeſard,heard 
the truth thereof, but alſo is warranted, by ſundzy Marchant 
Men, Trauellers into farre Countreęes „ fapthtully verifling 
the ſame to bee true. And befoze I dꝛawe to the dyſcourſe of the 
Dto2y, I will ſet downe ſome of the manners of Solymans grea⸗ 
teſt rates and fauozites, and the pꝛyncipal offices and honozs of 
that helliſh Monarchy. Ts Muſtapha, Machomer , Baiaſith, Se, 
lim, Ganger, Cbruſtam, and Hibrahim. This Hibrahim was ſo 
dearely beloued with the Emperour Solyman, as he exercyſed the 
Dffice of Veſiri; whych is nexte to the Emperour , the chyefe(t 
in degree ol honoꝛ Who by iucreaſe of that Office , became moze 
wealthy tt'Treafure then Solyman himſelfe, whych when he per 
ceyued, without any reſpect of the honoꝛable office, oꝛ the honoz of 
the party,neglecting in reſpect of richeſte ( accoꝛding to the natu⸗ 
ral deſtre of Zuarice, wherewlth the gready Appetites of þ ſtockt 
are endued ) all religion, honour, Parents, countrey, friends 02 a- 
mite, he cauſed in his owne pꝛeſenct, his head to be ſtriken of ads 
ding the treuſures ok the ſald Hibrahim to his owne Coafers , 6 
placed one Kuſtanus to ſucceede in his office. Belldes which hos 
noꝛable places ther be diuers degrees or hond, as Mutckty which 
is of that honoz with them as the chief biſhop oz Pope in other 
Countreies and of ſutch authozity with the Emperour, that al- 
wel in time of Peace, as alſo in Warres, he determineth vppon 
nothing without the counſel ok Muchti. 
 Baſcha(which we commonly call V vaſcha)is the Lieuctenafit 
of a Pꝛouince. But kozfomutch as all other offices and digntties, 
depend only vpon the Emperoz,# are beſtowed as he liſteth, nont 
ol them hauing any thing pꝛoper that he map call his owne : the 
ſayd Baſchas tn all Pꝛouinces, euery thzee peare are chaunged at · 
ter the diſpoſttꝛon of the Emperour, and continue no longer Go · 
ut rnoꝛsʒ than the ſapd terme, without his ſpecial decree, and coms 
maundement, And this chaunge and ſeueral mutation, is done foz 
$0 cauſes, Firſthat notwithſtanding the la d Offices — 
owed 


\ 
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owed dy tumes, yet they which are moſt excellente in pꝛowes 


of Armes, and Ualiaunce , are beſt in fauour, and are placed in 


the moſt fertile Countrexes , But the maner in the diſpoſition of 
the ſame Dffice is now degenerated, fo2 where in tyme paſte the 
ſatne were beſtowed vypon the beſt Captaynes and Souldyers, 
in theſe Dayes,are thzough Fauoure and Money, thꝛoughly coz» 
rupted. So that now amonges them all thynges foz Money are 


venalia, ready to be ſolde, and yes the ſame bnknowen to the Em⸗ 


perour him ſelfe. The other cauſe, ok the alteration and chaungs 
ol the ſayd Baſchæ, and the Chyefeſt cauſe as I haue learned is, 
leaſt thꝛough they: longe abode in the ſayd Pꝛouinces lo to them 


, aſſigned , by ſome incydent occaſton they myght entre kamiliaritie 


wyth the Chzyſttans,and in ſucceſſe of tyme, be conuerted . 

The Turkes haue alſo amonges them certayne Noble Men 
which in theyz Language they call Spahy, and it is the firſt degree 
of honour, but it hath no diſtent 02 ſucceſſion to the Poſtertty,and 
they onely deſerue the tytle thereof, whych in Warreipke Aﬀfay- 
tes behaue them ſelues moſte Wanfully, and who at length are 
p2eferred to another degree of honour, and are called Subaſche, 
which woꝛde ſo karre ag Jcan vnderſtande , map be referred to 
the Title of Baron, Next to the ſame Subaſchz hereis 'another 
called Begg, But here is meete to be knowne howe that wooꝛde 
is taken amonges them two wapes, foz generally all they which 
excell-other in any pzomotion are called Beggi . That is to ſay 


Loꝛdes oꝛ Wayſters. But if it be meant ſingularly 02 properly, 


then it ſignifleth not imply a Captaine (foz they call a Captaine 
Aga) but alſo an Earle. And if the ſayd Begg chaunce to be endu- 
ed by the Emperour with the ozder of Knyghthoode, then hee 
is called Sanggakbegg. Ind they likewiſe are accuſtomed to bee 
tranſpoſed from County to county,as the Baſchæ axe, e the ſame 
do not deſcend to their heires, but when the Earle ig desde. Ind 
then both the pꝛomotion and county, are by the Emperour giuen 
to another. Ind hereby it appeareth that no man hath any thynge 
pꝛoper o2 his own, and therfoze they cal themſelueg, Padiſcahum⸗ 
cullari. That is to ſay,the Emperotrs bondmẽ. Here alſo J ought 
to entreat ofthe manners of the Tur kes in theyꝛ Warres and the 
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fondzy offices therein. In what ſoꝛte they leur, and muſter their 
Souldters, the oꝛder of their marching, the ozder tn putting the« 
ſame in array, and by what diligence they vſe their Dkouts, and 
Wardes, all which had bene neceſſary to haue bene ſpoken of, but 
that I might not be tedious. And pet of one thing foz a concluſſ- 
on I entend to ſpeake of, which is of the Ianiſchari. 

The ſayd Jan iſchari are the whole ſtrength of the Turkes bats 
tell, who neuer obtapne victozy,but the ſame is attributed to their 
baltaunce, They bee very expert, and ſtzilfull in the vſe of ſmall 
ſhot, and great Oꝛdinaunce, and in that kinde of defence and mu; 
nition, they chiefly excell. Ind as IJ haue red, the Turke hath cd. 
tinually in wages. 30. M. ot᷑ the ſayd Ianiſchari. They haue about 
other many ſInguler P2yutledges, in ſo mutch as the name of a 
Ianiſcharus is in ſutch reuerence amongs them, that notwithſtan. 
ding any offence,o2 crime, done by them woꝛthy capitall death, they 
in no wile ſhalbe punthed, except befoze the committing of the of- 
fence, they be depziued of thetr eſtate by their Captapnes. Thys 
Pziutledge alſo they haue aboue others, that vnleſſe they lye in 
Campe, ther bee neuer compelled to watch noꝛ warde, without 
great neceſſity do foꝛce them. And foz this they be hatefull and o⸗ 
diouſe to dther Souldiours. It is ſapd, that all they be Chziſti- 
an mens childꝛen. And in thoſe countreys which he vanquiſheth, 
he chooſeth out the Woyes of the ſame, ſutch as he thinketh meete, 
and cartieth them away, and bzingeth them bp in his owne trade, 
and lawes, with exerciſe of feates in armes, and being growen to 
ripe yeares, and mans ſtate, they be alloted amongs the number 
of laciſchari, Ind thus mutch touching the maners, dignities, 
and offices of that Turkiſh bzoode. Now to the Þyſtozp, 

Bee it knowne therefoze,that Solyman had of a certapne bonde 
Woman this Muſtapha, to whom from his Pouth hee gaue in 
charge the Countrey of Amaſia. Who with his Mother continu. 
ally reſlaunt in the ſayd countrey, became ſo fozwards in Feates 
of armes, as it was ſuppoſed of all men, that hee was gieuen vn⸗ 
to their countrey by ſome heauenly pꝛouidence. This Muſtapha, 
with his Mother being placed in the ſayd Tountrep, it chaunced 
that the Renge his Father was bexonde meaſure wzapt with the 

beaut? 
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beauty of another of his Concubins called Roſa, of whom hee 
begat foure ſonnes, and one daughter. The eldeſt of the Sonnes 
was called Machomet, to whom the Pzouince of Caramania was 
aſſigned. The ſecond, Baiaſith, who entoped the cauntrey of Mag» 
neſia. The third called Selymus, to whom after the death of Ma · 
chomet the eldeſt, the fayd Countrey of Caramania was appoinc- 
ted. The fourth langir, whoſe ſurname, by reaſon hee was croke 
backed, notwithſtanding his pzegnant Wit, was Gibbus. Ind p 
daughter he beſtowed in marriage vppon Ruſtanus Baſcha, who 
when Hibrahim was put to death, exerciſed the office of Veſiti as 
is afoʒeſapd (which office we vſe to call the Pzeſident of the Coñ · 
ſayle) and acco2ding to his natural diſpoſition to couetouſneſſe, a⸗ 
buſting the ſapd office, altered and chaunged all maner of thinges 
belonging to the ſame, He diminiſhed the Douldiours wages, be · 
ing by them called Ianiſchari. He abated the ſtipends of the Caps 
tayns, whom they nominate Saniachi, Dee alſo ſeaſſed vpon the 
Pꝛouinces yearely Taxes and Tributs, Fndherewtth being not 
ſatiſfled, he 02dayned a ſtint vpon the charges of the kings houſ- 
hold, whereby he ſought, but to accumulate vnto himſelte infinite 
treaſures, gotten by deceipttull extoztion,thzough occaſlon wheres 
of, he was ſupoſed to be a fapthfull, and diligent Seruaunte, and 
thereby greatly inſinuated himſelfe into the kings fauour, little re- 
gardinge the hatred and diſpleaſure of others. Jn the meane time, 
this Roſa of whom mencton is made befoze, perceyutng dir ſeite 
befoze others to be beloued of the Ringe, vnder the Cloake of des 
votion declared vnto Muchty (which is the chiefe Biſhop of Ma. 
chomets religion) þ ſhe was affected with a Godlp zeal-to builde 
a Tiple, and Yoſpitall foʒ ſtraungers, to the chiefe God, a honoʒ 
ol Machomet: but ſhe was not minded to attempt Þ ſame without 
his aduice. Ind therefozc ſhee aſked whether the ſame woulde bee 
acceptable to God, and pꝛolitab le foꝛ þ health cf her ſoule. Where. 
bnto Muchty aunſwered: that the woꝛke to God was acceptable 
although to hir foule it was nothing auatleable. Adding further, 
that not onely all hir Subſtaunce was at the Ringes diſpoliti- 
on, but hir Life alſo, being a Bondwoman. Ind therckoze that 
wozke woulde be moze p2ofitable to the Ringe. With which — 
were 
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ſwere the woman in hir minde dayly being troubled, became very 
peaſiffe, like one that was voyde of all comfoꝛt. The Ring beings 
aduertiſed of hir ſozrow, very gently began to comt̃oꝛt hir, aflir⸗ 
ming that ſhoztly he would linde ſutch meanes, as ſhe ſhould enioy 
theeffect ol hir deſire. And koꝛthwith manumiſed hir a mads hir 
free, a wziting, and inſtrument made in that behalfe, accozding to 
their cuſtome. to the intent ſhe might not be at commaundement a. 
ny mo26 to be yoked in bondage. Mauinge in this ſoꝛte obtapned 
this fanoure, the ſayd Roſa, with a great Maſſe of Money deter⸗ 
mined to pꝛoceede in hir entended purpoſe. In the meane ſeaſon, 
the Kyng wythout meaſure being incenſed wyth the deſire of the 
ſayd Roſa, as is afoꝛeſayd, ſent foz hir by a meſſenger, willing hir 
to repapꝛe to the Court. But the crafty Woman, vnſitiful of ng 
pollicy, returned the Mellenger with ſubtile afiſwere, which was, 
that he ſhould admontſh the King hir Lozd and Souerargne, to 
call to his rememb2zaunce aſwell the lawe of honeſty, as alſo the 
precepts of his owne lawes, and to remembꝛe ſhe was no moze a 
Bondwoman,s yet ſhe could not deny but hir like remained at the 
diſpoſttion of his mateſty, but tauching Carnall copulation to be 
had agayne with his perſon, that could in no wiſe be done, with: 
out committing of ſinne mol} heynous. And to the intent he ſhould 
not thinke the ſame to be kayned oz deuiſed of hir ſelfe, ſhe referred 
it tothe iudgement of Muchty. Which aunſwere of repulſe,ſo ex: 
cited the inflamed affections of the Kyng, as ſetting all other bu- 
ſineſſe a part, hecauſed the Muchty to be ſent foꝛ. Ind giuing him 
liberty to aunſwere, he demaunded whether hig Bondwomen bes 
ing once manumiſed, could not be knowen carnally without biola⸗ 
tion of the lawes ? Whereunto Muchty aũſwered: that in no wiſe 
it was lawkull, vnleſſe befoze he ſhould with hir contract matrimo ; 
ny. The difficulty of which; Lawe in ſutch ſozte augmented the 
Kyngs deſtres, as being beyond meaſure blinded with Concupiſ⸗ 
cence, at length agreed to the marriage of the ſapd manumyſed 
woman, and afterthe Nuptial wzitings accozding ts the cuſtome 
were ratilled, and that he had giuen vnto hir foz a Dowzp. 5000, 
Soltan Ducats, the marriage was concluded, not without great 
admiration ot all men, elpectalię foz that it was done contrary to 
ie bie 
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the ble of the Ortomane Ligneage, Foz to eſchew Society in go · 


uernement, they marry no free oʒ lawfull Wpues, but in their ſtea- 


des to ſatiſfie they2 owns pleaſures, and libidinous Ippetites 
( wherein moſt vily, and filthely aboue any other Nation they 
chiefly excell) they choſe out of diuers Regions of the Woꝛld the 
molt Beautifull, and fayzeſt Wenches, whom after a Kyngly 
ſozte very honourably they bzing vp in a place of their Courte, , 
which they call Sarai : and inſtruct them tn honeſt, and ciuile ma- 
ners, with whom alſo they vie to accompany by turnes, as they 
pleaſure moſt lyketh. But if any of them do concepue, and bzing 
fozth childe, then ſhe aboue all other is honoured,and had in reue- 
rence, and is called the Soltanes moſt worthy. And ſutch after they 
haue bought fozth childe, are beſtowed in marriage vppon the 
Pieres and Nobility,called Baſchæ, and Sangacæ. 

But now to returne to our purpoſe. This manumiſed Wo⸗ 
man being aduaunced thzough Foztunes benellt, was eſteemed foz 
the chtefe Lady of Aſia, not without great happineſſe ſuccedtng in 
al hir affapzes. Ind foz þ ſatiſfipng of hir ambicious entents,there 
wanted but only a meane and occaſton, that after the death of So⸗ 
lyman, one of hir own childzen might obtayne the Empire. Where 
vnto the generoſity and good behauiour of Muſtapha was a great 
hinderaunce, who in deede was a yangman of great magnanimt- 
ty, and of Wit moſt excellent, whole Stomack was no leſle cou · 
ragious, than he was manly in perſon, and fozce. Foz which qua · 
lities he was meruaploullp be loued of the Douldtours and Men 
of warre, and foz his wiſedome and iuſtice very acceptable to the 
people. All which things this ſub:ile woman conlldering, ſhe p2t- 
uely vſed the counſaple of Ruſtanus koz the better accompliſhing 
of hir purpoſe, knowing that he would rather ſeeke th aduaunce⸗ 
ment of his kinſman and the bꝛother of his owne Woke, as reaſon 
was, then the pzeferment of Muſtapha, tatth whom ſhe certapnely 
knew that Ruſtanus was in diſpleaſure, Foz in the beginning, as 
he ſought meanes to extenuate the liuings of all other(as is afoze- 
ſayd) ſo alſo he went about (but in vayne) to plucke ſomewhat 
from Muſtapha. Whereby he thought that if he ſhould once ob⸗ 
tayne the gouernment, he would ſkarce fozget ſutch an iniury,and 
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thereby not only in hazarde of his Office, and dignity, but alſo . 
daunger of loſle of his heade. All which thinges, this wicked wo \ 
man pondering in hir vngratious Stomacke, went about to tnſert 
into the Kings mynde, no ſmall ſuſpitions of Muſtapha, ſaying 
that he was ambitiouſe and bolde vpon the Fauour and good wil 
ok all men(wherewith in deede he was greatly endued)and reioy⸗ 
ing in his fozce, let no other thing to be expected, then opoztunity 
ok time to aſpire to the Kingdome, and to attempt the laughter of 
his Father. Ind foꝛ the better cloaking of the matter, ſhe cauſed 
Ruſtanas at conuentent tyme, moze at large to amplifle and ſet 
fozwards hir mallice, who alwapes had in charge all pꝛincipall 
and wepghty affayzes. In whom alſo was no lacke of matter to 
accelerate the accuſation and death of the yongman. Mozeouer to 
ſutch as were appoyncted to the adminiſtration of the countrey of 
Syria, he pꝛiuely declared, that Muſtapha was greatly ſuſpected of 
his Father, commaunding euery of them dilligently to take heede 
to his eſtate, and of all ſutch things as they eyther ſaw oꝛ per⸗ 
ceyued in him, withall expedition to ſend aduertiſement, affirming 
that the moe ſpightfully they wꝛote of him, the moꝛe acceptable it 
Gould be to the Ringe. Wherefoze diners times Ruſtanus being 
certified of the kingly Eſtimatton , Wagnantmity , Wyſedome, 
and Foztitudeof Muſtapha, and of his beneuolence and liberalt⸗ 
ty towards all men, wherewith he greatly conciled their fauour, 
and how the ardent deſires of the People, were inclined to hys 
election: he therefoꝛe durſt not take vppon him to be the firſt that 
ſhould ſow the ſeede of that wicked conſpiracy, but delivering his 
Letters to the vngratious Woman, left the reſt to the deuiſe of 
his vnhappy bzapne ; But Roſa eſpping opoztunity-of time to 
ſucccede hir vnhappy deſyꝛe, ceaſed not to coxrupt the Kyngs 
mynde, ſometimes with p:omiſe of the vie of other Women, and 
ſometimes with ſund2p other adulations. So that if mention 
was made of Muſtapha at any time, ſhe woulde take ſutch occall- 
on to open the Letters, as might ſerue moſt apt foꝛ hir purpoſe, 
And che was not decepucd of hir expectation. Foz taking a conues 
nient time, not without teares (which Women neuer want in 
cloaked matter) ſhe admonilyed the Kinge ok the pearill wherein 
he ſtoode 
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he Uoode, remembzing amongs other thinges, how his Father j 
Selymus by ſutch meanes depꝛrued his owne Father both from 
his Kingdome, and Life, inſtantly requiringe him by that exam · | | 
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ple to beware. But theſe Arguments of ſuſpition, at the firſt 
bꝛunt ſeemed not pꝛobable to the Kyng,s therefoze by this meanes 
the deuiliſhe Wo nan could little pꝛeuayle, which when hir enut- 
ous Dtomacke percepued, ſhe began to direct hir miſchteuous 
mynde to other deuiſes, ſeeking meanes with poyſon to deſtroy 
the yonge man, Ind there wanted not alſo, graceleſſe perſons, 
pꝛompt and ready to accompliſh that miſchieuous fact, had not di- 
uine pꝛouidence reſiſted the ſame. Foz Roſa ſent vnto Muſtapha 
a ſute of Apparell in the name of his Father, which by maruey- 
lous craft was enuenimed with Poyſon. But Muſtapha in no 
wyſe would weare the ſapd apparell, befoze one of his ſlaues had 
aſſayed the ſame, whereby he pꝛeuented the MWiſchtefe of his vn- 
gratious Stepmother, opening to all men the deceipt of the poy⸗ 
ſon. Ind pet this peſtilent Woman ceaſed not to attempt other 
Enterpziſes, Dhe went about to purchaſe vnto hir the good will 
and familiarity of the Kyng in ſutch ſozt as the like neuer obtap⸗ 
ned in the Courte of Octoman,(foz the vſed certapne Soꝛceries 
thꝛough the helpe of a Woman a Jewe bozne, which was a fas 
mous Enchauntreſſe, to wyn the loue of the Kpng, and thereby 
1 perſwaded hir ſelfe to pꝛocure greater things at his hands) in ſo 
1 mutch as ſhe obtayned that hir Childzen by courſe ſhould be rell 
ant in their Fathers Courte, that by theyꝛ continuall pꝛeſence and 
aſſiduall flattering, they might get the loue of their Father. So 
that if Muſtapha did at any time come to the Court, by that meane 
the might haue a better meanes to rid him of his life, if not, to ta- 
ry a time, wherein he ſhould be diſpatched by the help of others, 
But Muſtapha not repayzing to the Courte (fo2 the Kyngs chyl- 
dꝛen do not vſe to go out of their Countreys aſſigned vnto them, 
without their Fathers knowledge, noꝛ to repapꝛe to Conſtantico0- 
ple, with any number ok men of Warre, to recepue their Inhert⸗ 
taunce till their Father be decade) ſhe deuiſed another miſchiefe. 
Foz enioping hir fo2mer requeſt, ſhe recouered another, alſo ha · 
ning bzought to paſſe that not onely in the Citty, but alſo in the 
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-countrey,hir childzen ſhould attend vppon they: Father. Pes, and 
Giangic þ crokebacked ſhould alwaxes attend on his father in his 
Warres. But the Stepmothers deuiſe fo: certayne reates han- 
ging as it were in ballance,at length Foztune th:oughly fauoured 
hir wicked endeuours. Foz the Baſcha which had the pzotection of 
Muſtapha,and the gouernment of the Pꝛouince of Amaſia. ( Foz 
euery one of the Kpngs chyldzen haue one Baſchia, that is to ſay a 
Liutenaunt, which doe afiſwere the people accoꝛding to the lawes 
and gieue oꝛders foꝛ the adminiſtration of the Warres, and alſo 
euery one of them haue a learned Man to Inſtruct them in good 
dyſcipline, and Pzyncely qualities the ſayd Baſcha I ſay deuiſed 
Letters wherein was contayned a certayne treatiſe of Marriage, 
betwene Muſtapha and the Kyngs Daughter of Perſia, and how 
he had referred the matter tothe Miniſters of the Temple, to the 
intent that if it had not good ſucceſſe, he ſhould be free from all 
ſuſpition, and ſent the ſame Letters to Ruſtanus, who greatly re- 
ioyſed, fo2 that he hoped to bzing his deſpzed.purpoſe to good ef- 
fect. And fearing the matter no longer, incontinently he vttercd 
the ſaine to Roſa, who both togethers, fozthwith went into the 
Pallace, and diſcouered the whole matter to the King. Ind to the 
intent they might thꝛoughly incenſe the Kyngs mynde with ſuſpt. 
ctons, that befoze was doubtefull, and deliberatiue in the matter, 
to put him out of all doubt, they affyzmed that Muſtapha like an 
ambitiouſe man,ſought meanes to conſppꝛe his death being incen⸗ 
ſed like a Madman to the gouernment of his large Emppꝛe, con - 
trary to nature, and Law diuine. Ind tothe intent better creadit 
might be gieuen to their ſubtile Suggeſtions, they alleaged the 
Treaty of Marriage betwene Muſtapha and the Kyng of Pcrfia, 
the deadly and aunctent enimpof the Ottoman Ligneage. Foz reſ- 
pect whereof, he ought diligently to take heede, leaſt by contop- 
ning the power of the Perſians with the Sangachi, and Ianiſchari, 
which are the Captapns, and Souldiozs, whole good willes he 
had with his lyberality already tyed to his fauour, in ſhozt time, 
would go about to dep2ziue him of his Kyngdome and Lyfe. With 
theſe accuſations and ſutch lyke they had ſo farre ſturred the king, 
412 as he 
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he himſelke ſought the Death or his owne Sonne in manner a 
koloweth. 

Therefoze in the yere of our Loꝛd 1512. he cauſed to be publy⸗ 
ſhed with al expedition thꝛoughout his pꝛouinceg, that the Perſis 
ans had made their vauntes how they woulde inuade the Coun. 
trey of Syria, win the Cityes there, 8 carrp away the Capttues, e 
alſo would deſtroy euery place w fler & Swo2d, tn ſutch ſoꝛt ag 
no man ſhould withſtand them. Wherefoze to pꝛoulde againſi the 
ſayd pꝛoude and haultic Bzagges , hee was fozced to ſend Ruſtaz 
nus thyther with an Frmie . The Souldiours being leuted , hee 
pꝛyuily commaunded Ruſtanus tn ag ſecret manner as hte could 
and without any Tumulte to lar handes vpon Muſtapha, and to 


bzyng hym bound to Conſtantinople, But it᷑ he could not conue- 


niently bzyng that to paſſe, then to diſpatch hym of hys Lyfe by 
ſutch meanes as he could. Ruſtanus receputng thys wycked and 
cruell Commaundement, marched towardes Syria wpth a po- 
wer.Wher when he arryued Muſtapha, hauing knowledge there · 
of ſetting all other buſineſſe a part,beyng accompanyed with the 
Luſtyeſt and beſt appoynted Men of Warre in al Turkey to the 
Numbze of ſeuen Thouſande, hee directed hys Jozney alſo to- 
wardes Syria. Whercof when Ruſtaaut had vnderſtandynge, 
and percepucd hee could not well accomplyſh the wycked defire of 
the Kyng,immcdyately retourned backe agayne to Cooſtantinoz 
ple, in ſutch haſte that hee durſte not abyde the ſight of the Duſte 
rered into the Apze by Muſtaphaes HYozſe Men, and mutch lell⸗ 
hys commpng. When the Souldpers were retyzed Ruſtas 
nus declared to all Men that the Countrey was in good quy- 


et, and pzyuely repapzed to the Kynge , and vitered to hem 


the cauſe of hys retourne, addynge further , that as farre as 
hee coulde ſre by manyfeſte Sygnes , and Coniectures , the 
good Wylles of all the Armpe were inclyned to Muſtapha , 
and fo: that cauſe in ſa daungerous an Enterpꝛyſe hee durſte 
not aduenture with open Warres, but lefte all to the cont[= 
deratton of hys Mateſtyp . This repozte bzcd to the cruell 
Father ( who nothynge degenerated from the Naturall 'Ti- 
rannpe of hys Junceſtozs ) greater Duſpiciong;{oz revenge- 
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ment, whereof he moſt wickedly toke further aduiſe. 

The peare folo wyng he commaunded an huge Armx to be le 
uied once againe makyng Pꝛoclamation that the Perſians' with a 
greater Power would inuade Syria, and therefoze thought it mete

that he himſelf fo the Common ſauegarde of them all, ought per. 


fonallyto repap:e thyther wyth a power ts wythſtande the inde⸗ 
uoꝛs of his Ennimies. The Armp beyng aſſembled, and al furni⸗ 
tures pꝛouyded in that behalte, they marched kozwardes, and 
within fewe dapes after the cruell Father ko lowed. Who beynge 
come into Syria, addꝛeſſed a meſſenger to Muſlapha, to commaũd 
him foꝛthwith to repapꝛe vnto him, then being encamped at Ale 
pes. Ind yet Solymane could not keepe ſecrete the moztall hatred 
he bare to-hys Sonne from others, although he tmployed dily⸗ 
gent care fo2 that purpoſe , but that the knowledge thereof came 
tothe Eareg of one of the Baſchæ, and others of Honour. E- 
monges whome Achmat Baſcha pꝛyuily ſent Woozde to Muſta · 
pha, to the intent he myght take the better heede to hymſelf. And 
it ſeemed not without Wonder to Muſtapha , that his Father, 
wythout neceſſary cauſe, ſhoulde arrpue in thoſe partes wyth ſo 
great a Number. Who notwithſtanding , knowing-hymlelfe 
innocente, althoughe in extreame ſozrow and penſttenes of mynd 
determpned to obey hys Fathers Commaundement although he 
ſhoulde ſtand in Daunger ofhys Lyfe . Foz hee eſteemed it a 


moꝛe honeſt and laudable part to incurre the Peryll of Death in 


Obedience to hys Father, then to lyue in contumelye by diſobedy⸗ 
ence, Therekoꝛe in that great anxietpe and care of Mynde, deba· 
tyng manpthynges wyth hymſelfe: It length he demaunded of a 
learned Man whych contynually was conuerſaunt wyth hym in 
bys Bouſe( as is afoꝛeſayde, ) whether the Empyze of the whole 
Won oz a bertuoug Lyfe ought rather to be wyſhed foz . To 
whome thys Learned Man moſt Godly aunſwered. That hee 
whych dilygently weyed the Gouernement of this Woꝛloe, ſhall 
percetue no other Felycitye therein then a vapne and foolpſh ap⸗ 
par:ince ot goodneſſe. Foz there is nothyng (quod hee) moze 
fraple oz vnſure then the Wo:ldes pꝛoſperuv. And it bꝛyngeth 
none other Frutcts but Feare,ſozrow,troubles,ſuſpiciong,mur- 
ders 
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ders, Wickedneſſe,vnrightcoulſnes, ſpoyle, Pouerty Captiui ty 
and ſutch lyke whych to a man that affectety a bleſſed Lyfe, are 
in no wyſe to be wpſhed koz. Foz whoſe ſake who ſo liſt to entoy 
them , leaſeth the happines ok that Lyfe . But to whome it is 
gyuen from aboue to way and conſider the frapltye and hoztnes 
of thys tate (which the Common People deemeth to be a Lyfe) 
and to reſiſt the vanteyes of the Wozld, at length to embꝛace ver⸗ 
tue, to them truely in heauen there is a Place aſſigned and p2e- 
pared of the higheſt G D D, where het ſhall tnhertte perpetuall 
Jopes, and the Felicity of the Lyfe to come wyth whych aunſwer 
Muſtapha beyng ſomwhat pꝛycked in conſcience, wonderfully wag 
ſatiſed , as being tolde of him which ſeemed by a certaine Pz0> 
phecy to pꝛonoſticate his ende. 

And tarrying vppon no longer diſputation, immedyatelp dy- 
rected his Journey towardg his cruell Father. Ind bling that 
expedition he could, arriued at the place where hig Father encã · 
ped, and not karre from the ſame he pitched hig pauilion . But 
this expedite arriuall of Muſtzpha did inculcat a greater ſuſpici 
on in the wycked Father. Ind Ruſtanus was not behynde wyth 
Ives, and other ſubtill inkoꝛmacions to ſet fozwardeg the ſame. 
And after he had called together the commd Souldiours and the 
chiefe men of Warre in the Friny, hee ſente them to meete wyth 
Muſtapha, who without any tarrying moſt readily obeyed his cõ⸗ 
maundement, to put themſelues in readineg. In the meane time 
this crafty Uerlet.ſhewing by outward countenance,the hid enuy 
that lay ſecrete in his heart,fozthwith repaired into the Kyngeg 
Pauilion, and without ſhame ozhoneſky told the Ring, howe al- 
moſt euery one of the pꝛiucipall Souldiours of their owne ac- 
cozde went to meete Muſtapba,Then che King being troubled in 
mind, went fo2th of his tent, perſuaded himſelf that Ruſtanus 
Wozdes were true: Now Muſtapha lacked not ſondzy tokens of 
his vnhappy kate. Foz not thze daieg befoze he ſhould take his to2- 
ney about Þ bꝛeake of day in p mozning being in llepe. he dꝛeamed 
d he ſaw Machomet clad in goꝛgious apparel, to take him by the 
hãd, lead him into a moſt pleaſãt place beutified vð ſũdʒyturreta 
t ſũptuous buildings hauing in it a moſt delectable gardein, who 
chewing hi al thoſe things v his linger ſpake theſe wozdes Yere 
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he) doe they reſt fo; euer, which in the Woꝛld haue lyued a Godly 
and iuſt Lite, and haue bene Fduauncers of Law and Juſtpce, 
and contempners of vice. Ind turning his face to the other ſrde, 
he ſaw two ſwifte and bꝛoad Riuerg, the one of them boiled moe 
blacke then Pitch. Ind in the ſayd Riners many were dꝛowned, 
whereof ſom? appeared aboue Water crying with hoꝛrible voices 
Mercy, Mert. Ind there(quod he)are toꝛmented all ſutch, which 
in the Wozld moſt wyckedly haue committed Miſchiefe: and the 
chiefe of them he ſaped were Pꝛynces, Ringes, Emperaurs, and 
other great Men. With that Muſtapha awaked and callyng the 
ſated learned Man vito him, vitered his dꝛeame. Ind pauſyng a 
Irttle whyle ( foꝛ the ſuperſticious Machome tiſtes attribute mutch 
Credite to dotage of dꝛeames) being ful of ſoꝛrow and penſitneſſe, 
at length anſwered That the viſlon was very dꝛeadkul foz that tt 
pꝛonoſticated extreamt peril of hig life. Therefoze he required 
him to haue diligent reſpect thereunto. But Muſtapha beynge of 
great baliaunce and koʒtitude, hauing no regard to the aunſwer a- 
fozeſaid,couragioully replted wtth theſe wozdes. Shall J ſuffer 
my ſelt to be vanquiſhed with vaine'and childiſh feare?Nap J wil 
rather take a good heart, and make haſt to my Father, Foz Jam 
aſſured that alwapes from time to time J haue honozed his ma 
ieſty accoꝛdyng to my duety, in ſo mutch as nepther Fote trauel - 
led, noꝛ Exe looked, mutch leſſe heart thought agaynſt his will to 
deſpꝛe 02 couet to raigne, except it had pleaſed the highe G D D 
to haue called hys Maieſty from thys Lyfe to a better . And 
beſydes that my Mynde was neuer bente after hys Death to 
beare rule, excepte Generall Electyon ok all the Irmp, to the in. 
tent Imyghte entre the Imperiall Seate wythout llaughter, 
Bloudched, oz any other crueil kat, and thereby pꝛeſerue the kriẽd. 
ſhip of my Bꝛetheren inuiolat, and free from any ſpot ot hatred. 
Foz J alwayes determyned,and chsſe rather(nce my Fatherg 
pleaſure is ſo)to end my Life like an obedyent Child, than contt- 
nually to raigne,# be counted of al men, obſtinate a diſobedtent, e 
ſpectally of mine enimies. When he had ſpoken thoſe woꝛdeg, hee 
made haſt to his father. Ind at his arriual to the Campe, ſo ſone 
as he had pitched his Tent he apparelled himſelf al in white, and 
puttyng 
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putting certain letters into his boſome, which the Turkes vſe to 
do, when they go to any place (toʒ in ſuperſlicions they vſe mar⸗ 


uailoug dotage) he pꝛoceded towards his father, entending wyth 
reuetence (as the maner is) to kiſie his hand. But when hee was 
tome to the entry ot the tent, he remembzed himſelf of his Dagger 
which he woꝛe about him, and therefoꝛe vngirding himſeff he put 
it of foz auoiding of al ſuſpicion Which don, when he was entred 
the Tent, he was very curteoully( with ſutch reuerence as beho« 
ued ) welcomed of his fathers Eunuches Ind when he ſaw no man 
elſe, but the ſeat royal, where his father was wont to ſitte readye 
furniſhed, with a fozrowful heart Code ſtil, and at length demaun⸗ 
ded where his Father wen. Who anſwered that fozthwith hee 
would come in pꝛeſence. In the meane ſcaſon he ſaw ſeuen dombe 
men (which the Turke bſeth as Inſtruments to kepe his ſecretg, 
and pꝛiuilp to do ſutch murthers as he commaundeth ) and theres 
with immediately was wonderfully maſed, ſaring. Beholde my 
pꝛeſent Death, and therewith ſtepped allde to auoide them but it 
was in vaine. Foz being appꝛehended of the Eunuches. and garde 
was by fozce dꝛawen to the place appointed foꝛ him to looſe hys 
Lyfe,and ſodatnely the dombe Men faſtened a Bowſtzyng about 
his MNecke. But Muſtapha, ſome what ſtriuing, requyzed to ſpeak 
but two Woꝛdes with his Father. Which when the wicked par- 
ricide his Father hearde, heholdyng ihe Cruell Spectacle on 
the other ſide or the Tente, rebuked the dombe Men, ſaping: Wi 
vou neuer execute my Commaundement, and doe as J bid you? 
Wyll vou not kyll the Traitoʒ: which theſe ten peres ſpace would 
not ſuffer me to llepe one qupet Night Who when they harde 
him ſpeake thoſe cruell Woozdes , the Eunuches and dombe 
Men thꝛew him pꝛoſtrate vpon the ground, and coꝛding the ſtring 
with a double knot, moſt pitifully ſtrangled him. Which wycked 
and cruel *acte being done, the Baſcha that was Lieue.enaunt of 
Amaſia was alſo appꝛehended by the Rynges Commaundentenc, 
and likewyſe beheaded in hys owne P3zetcnce, This Facte alſo 
commytted , hee cauſed to bee called befoze hym Gianger the 
Crokebacke, who was Ignozaunte of that was Done , end 
Feſtxnge wxth hem as though hee had done a thynge wo2- 
this 
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thie commendation, bad him to go and meete his Bꝛother Muſta« 
pha: who with a toytul cheere made haſt to meete hint. But when 
he came to the place and ſaw his inkoꝛtunate Bꝛotherly ſtrangled 
and dead vpon the earth, it is impoſſible to tell with what ſozrow 
he was affected; Ind he was ſcaſce come to the place, but his wic⸗ 
ked Father ſent Meſſengers after him, to tell him that the Kyng 
had giuẽ him all Muſtapha,his Treaſures,Yozfemen, Bondmen, 
Pauilions, Ipparell: Vea, and moteouer the Pꝛouince of Amaſia. 
But Giangir conceyuing extreme ſozrow foz the cruell murder of 
his deere bꝛother, with lamentable teares ſpake theſe wozdeg, Dh 
cruell and wicked Dogge yea, end if may ſo call my father,Oh 
Traytoz moſt peſtilent, do thou enioy Muſtapha his Treaſures, 
bis Hoꝛſes, Furuttures, and the ſayd Tofitrey to. Js thy heart ſo 
bunaturall,cruell,and wicked, to kill a yongue man ſo notable ag 
Muſtapha was,ſo good a Warriour, and ſo wozthy a Genrleman 
as the Ottoman houſe neuer had oz ſhall haue the like, without a. 
ny reſpect of Humanity oz Fealenaturall ? By Daynct Mary J 
neede to take heede leaſt heareafter in like maner thou ag impu⸗ 
dently do triumph of my death, being but a crokebacke and defoz- 
med man. When hee had ſpoken theeſe woꝛdes, plucking out his 
Dagger, he llew himſelke. Whereof when the Emperoz had ad⸗ 
uertiſement,he conceyued inſpeakable ſozrow, But foz al that, his 
ſo:rowfull heart vanqutſhed not his couetouſe minde. Fophe com; 
maunded all Muſtaphes Treaſure, and other Furnitures to bee 
bzought into his Text. And the Souldtours thincking the ſame 
ſhould be gieuen amongs them made as mutch haſte to diſpatche 
his commaũdement. Jn the meane tyme Muſtaphes Souldiours 
(not knowing what was become of their Mayſter) ſeeing ſutch a 
number runne in heapes without oꝛder came foꝛth ot their Camp 
to withſtande their fooliſhe tumult, who very mankully, not with⸗ 
out mutch laughter withſtoode the ſame. Ind when the Fame of 
that Tragicall tumult was bzuted amongs the Kings ſouldiers, 
(who perceyuing the ſame moze and moꝛe to waxe hot ) they went 
fo:th to ſuccour their fellowes, but the Onſet being gieuen on all 
fades, the fight on both parts was ſo flerce, as in ſhozt ſpace there 

were 
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were llapne very neere the number of two thouſande men beſides 


the hurt 4 wounded, whereof the number was greater, Yowbetg 
this Bꝛoyle had not bene thus ended, had not Achmat Baſcha, a 
graue and wiſe man, and foz his experimentes in the Warres of 
great aucthozity amongs the ſouldiers dziuen them back, a repzeſ- 
ſed their fury. Who turning himlelfe towards Muſtaphes ſouldi⸗ 
ers with ſmiling countenaunce a milde woꝛds appealing their fu- 
rious ſtomacks ſpake theſe woꝛdes. Why my deere bꝛethꝛen and 
freends wil yee now degenerate from your olde accuſtomed wiſe⸗ 
dome, ſuffictently tried in you theſe many yeares paſt, @ will now 
reliſt the cõmaundemen of the great Soltaa the 102d @ ſoueraigne 
6! vs all? I canot chuſe (as God ſhal help me)but meruaple what 
ſhou!d mooue you whom hitherto J haue pꝛoued to be ſo notable 
and valiant men, that in this ciuile conflict, vou ſhould bende your 
koꝛce vpon pour own frends, a raiſe vp ſutch a ſpectacle to the Or- 
roman cnemp, againſt whom heretofoze you haue very pꝛoſperouſ- 
ly 6 mankullp fought,and therewith by mutuall laughter to make 
them reioyſe, whom heretokoꝛe with the like, you haue made heauy 
and penſtue. 'Therefo:ze mp fellowes as pou tender pour own va · 


kaunce and Magnantmitp, take heede, that by your own folly pou 


do not leſe the eſtimation of your wonted foꝛtitude and wiſedome, 
wherein hitherto you haue excelled all men. Ind reſerue your 
fozce, which you now moe then inough haue vſed amongs your 
owne Fellowes till pou come againſt pour Enemies, where vou 
Gall haue a moꝛe laudable, and better occaſtoned to vie it. With 
theſe wooꝛdes and the like ſpoken by Achamat Baſca, the Soul⸗ 
diours were ſomewhat appealed, and all thinges were krancke⸗ 
ly ſuffered to bee carted out of Muſtapha hys Pauplion to the 
Kyvges. But when the death of Muſtapha came to the knows 
ledge of the 1aniſchar! , and the teſt of the Irmp, kozthwith be · 
gan another ſedition. Ind after the Trun:pets had blowen the 
onfet, there was ſfutch a Tumult and Cyzre amonge the Souls 
diours, mixte wyth ſundzy Lamentations, and Tearcs, that like 
Madmen with great violence, they ran into the Toutte, with 
theyꝛ Swoꝛds naked in ther2 Hands ieady bent to ſ rike. nd this 


renued and ſudden ſtyꝛre fo terzificd the png, that hee wilic not 
what 
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what to do who koz all the dampes would needes haue fled. But 
being perſuaded or his Counſelloures to tarrp, hauing thzoughe 
Neceſſity , gotten occaſfon to attempt that whych in the tyme of 
hys moſt ſecurity he durſt ſcarce haue enterpꝛyſed, went fozth and 
with ſterne Countenaunce, ſpake to hys Douldyers in this man · 
ner. 

What rumoꝛs, what tumulteg,and what mad partes are theſe, 
where with ſo p:oudely in this ſozt ye diſquiet me ? What meane 
theſe enflatned countenances: What ſignify theſe haulty geſtures, 
theſe pꝛoude and and angry lokes? Doe you not remembze that J 
am your Ring that hath Power and Futhozity to gouerne and 
rule pou ? Fre you determpned in this ſozt to ſpot your Funceent 
and inuincible valiaunce, and the notable Warrefare of your pꝛe⸗ 
deceſſours, with the bloud of your Emperour. 

Ind while the King was ſpeaking theſe Wozdg,the Souldi⸗ 
ers boldly anfwered,how they cõ feſſed him to be the ſame , whome 
many peares ago they choſe to be their Ringe Ind fo: that hee al⸗ 
leaged how they had with their goood ſeruice in the Warres ac- 
quired vnto him many great conqueſts and had diligently kepte 
the ſame: Ill that they did of purpoſe that he ſhould vſe towards 
them againe a godly Juthozity and tuſf Gouernment, and not vn- 
aduiſedly ſhould lap his bloudy handes vppon cucry iuſte Man, 
and ſo to ſtaine and detile himſetfe with the Blond of Innocẽtg. 
Ind againe, where he laide to their charge, that they were iſſued 
from their Cabanes armed with Weapon, they affirmed the ſainc 
to be done in a iuſt quarell, euen to reuenge the llaughter of inno⸗ 
tent Muſtapha, and foz that they ought not to haue ſutch a Kynge 
as ſhould wozke his anger vppon them that had not deſerued it. 
Farther they required that they might cleare themſelues openly 
of the offence of Treaſon, wherof failly they were accuſed by Mu · 
ſtapha his Enimies and to haue their accuſer to be bꝛought foꝛth 
in open v2eſence. And ſayde moze that befoze he [perſonally did ap- 
peare befoze the Judgement Seat Face to Face to giue euidence, 
ſub talionis pœna acco2dinge to the Law,they would not vaarwe 


noꝛ yet diſaſſt᷑ble theſclues:And whiles theſe things were debated 


betwene th emperoꝛ 6 the ſouldiers,the cruelty of f fact ſo moucd 
all men 
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all men to teares, that the Kyng him ſelfe ſeemed to take great ren 


that they ſhould haue their requeſts, and went about with fayꝛe 
perl waſtons to mittigate (as mutch as lay in him) their furious 
ſtomakes. Do wbeit the Souldiours gaue dilttgent heede to their 
watch and warde euery man in his place appoynted, that the king 
might not ſecretly conuey himſelfe away, and ſo deceyue theym of 
his pꝛomiſſes, and the expectation of their requeſts. In the meane 
time the Kyng depꝛiued Ruſtanus of all his offices, and pꝛomoti⸗ 
ons, and tooke away from him the pꝛiuy Signet whereof he had 
the keeping, and deliuered it to Achmat Baſcha. Ruſtanus amaz 
ſed with the terro2 and fearc of the Souldiours thinking himlſelfe 
ſcarce in good ſecurity amongs his owne men, ſecretly conueped 
himſclfe to Achmat Baſcha his Pauilyon, and aſked counſell of 
him what was beſt to be done in ſo doubtfull, and daungerous a 
caſe. Who adutſed htm therein to hane the kyngs aduice,and as he 
commaunded him ſo in any wyſe to doe. Which counſaple mar⸗ 
ueylouſly ſatiſfied the mynde of Ruſtanus, Ind withont any lon- 
ger delay by certarne Meſſengers tvhich were his faythfull, and 
famtlier Frecndes required the Kings aduiſe. Whereunto the 
King aunſwered that fozthwith without longer tariaũce he ſhould 
auopde his ſyght, and abſent himſelfe from his Campe. Who res 
plted that without Money and other furnitures,he could not con- 
ueniently execute hys commaundement. But the Ring bad hym 
to do what hee liſt, fo2 he woulde tn no wile gieue Lym leaue to 
haue any longer time o2 ſpace to deliberate the matter. Ft length 
Ruſtanus without further ſtay, as gutlty of his curled deuiſes, 
accbpanied with eyght of his truſtieſt Frends directed his Jozney 


to Conſtancioople, o bling mutch expedition(as feare in fearcfult— 


matters putteth Spurres to the Yozſe)came to Conſtantinople £ 
and there with Roſa g other the Conſpiratours expected þ euents 
of Foztune not without daũger of their liues. Mozeouer it was 
ſapd þ Solyman, whoſe Conſcience bewzayed the beaſtiynes of his 
abhominable facte, being pꝛicked w a ſuperſticious repẽtance, de⸗ 
termined to trauel on pilgrimage to Mee ha, pꝛoteding in his vois 
age, he was dziuẽ by meanes of p Perſiãs fozce to go to Hieruſalem 
| there 
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A cruell facte. 


there to offer ſacrifice foz the death of his Donne, which they call 
Corba. But now to conciude, and ſomewhat to ſp:ake of Muſta- \ 
pha oz rather by way of admonition this one thing to jay of him, 
that the ſayde Muſtapha was ſo acceptable and well beloucd of 
all men koꝛ his warlike experience, andfoz his redineſſe to ſheade 
Chꝛiſtian bloud, that they ſuppoſed the like would neuer be in 
the Ottoman houſe moze towards to enlarge, and amplyfie their 
Emppꝛe, oꝛ pꝛompſed greatter things koꝛ the perfourmance there. 
of. In ſo mutch as then they diſpayꝛed ſo of their Enterp2tſes, ag 
this Pꝛouerbe role vp smongs them, Gietti Soltan Muſtapha, 
which lgaifteth an vtter diſpapze in thinges which they thought 
befoze to goe about. 

Therefoze we haue good cauſe to retoyce foꝛ the death of thys 
eruell enimy that ſhonld haue raygned. and to thinck the laughter 
of him not be done without Gods ſpetiall pꝛouidence, who in this 
ſoꝛte hath pꝛouided foz vs. Ind at length to be wiſe, and abſtayne 
from ciuile Warre and diſſenctons. Ind with common Fo2ce to 
ſet vppon this wicked Tarmegant, conſtdering that he is not on · 
ly a generall Ennimy to our Countrey and Lyfe, but alſo to our 
Soules. Which thing ik we do, it will not be ſo hard a matter to 
withſtand the foꝛce of this enemy of Chꝛiſtendome, as if we doe 

not, it woll be daungerous thꝛough our continuall diſcoꝛde 

to gieue him occaſfon to inuade the reſt of Europe, 
#lo with his tiranny bring the ſame to viter 
deſtruction, which God that is omnipo· 
tent foꝛbid, who bzing va to vnity 
thiough his Sonne Jeſus 
Chulte J. 
men.

Dz ſomutch as the moze than beaſtly cruelty 
>44| recounted in the fozmer Yyſtozy, doth pelde 
ſome ſowze taſte to the minds of thoſe that be 
curteous, gentle and well conditioned by na- 
ture, and as the Stomacke of him that dayly 
i! vſeth one kinde of meate, be it neuer ſo dely⸗ 


dapne the ſame, and btterly refuſeth it. Jnow chaunge the Diet, 
leauing murders, flaughters,deſpap2es,and tragicall accidents, # 
turne my ſtile to a moze pleaſaunt thing, that may ſo well ſerue foz 
inſtruction of the noble to follow bertue,as that which J haue al» 
ready wzitten, map riſe to thetr pzofit,warely to take heede they fal 
not into ſutch defoꝛmed and filthy faults, as the name and pꝛapſe 
of man be defaced, and his reputation decayed: if then the contra⸗ 
ries be knowne by that which is of diuers natures, the villany of 
great cruelty ſhalbe conuerted into the gentleneſſe of milde cui te · 
ſie, and rigoꝛ ſhalbe condempned, when with ſweeteneſſe and genes 
roſity, the noble ſhall aſſay to wpn the heart, ſeruice, and affected 
deuotion of the baſeſt ſozte : So the greatneſſe @ nobility of man 
placed in dignity, and who hath puiſſaunce ouer other, conſlſteth 


not to ſhew himſeife hard. and terrible, foz that is the manner of 2 
Ty:aunts, bicauſe he that is feared, is conſequently hatcd, euril 


beloued, 
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he Kinge of Marocco. 
beloued, and in the ende foxſaken of the whole Wozld; which hath f 


bene the cauſe that in times paſt Pꝛynces aſpiring to great Con · 
queſts, haue made their way, moꝛe ealle by gentleneſſe and Curte · 
lie. han by fury of armes, ſtabliſhing the foundations of their do- 
mnions moꝛe flrine © durable by thole meanes, than they which by 
rigoꝛ and cruelty haue ſacked townes, ouerthꝛowne Cities, depo· 
pulated ꝛouinces, and katted Landes with the bodtes ok thoſe, 
whoſe lines they haue depꝛiued by dent of ſwoꝛd, lich the gouerne- 

ment e authoꝛity ouer other, caryeth greater ſubiection, than puiſ. 
ſance. Wherefoze Aatigonus, one of the ſucceſFo2s of great Alex. 
ander ( that made all the Earth to tremble vppon the recitall of 
hys name) ſeeing that hes Sonne behaued himſelfe arrogantly, 
and wythout modeſty to one of hys Subiects. repꝛoued and chec« 
ked hym, and amongs many woꝛdes of chaſtiſement and admont- 

tion,ſayd vnto him: Knoweſt thou not my Sonne, that the eſtate 

of a Kyng, is a noble and honourable ſeruitude : Royall woꝛdes 

(in deede) and meete foꝛ a Ryng: Fo: albeit that eche man doth 

reuerence to a Kyng, and that he be honoured, and obeyed of all, 
pet is hee fo2 all that, the Seruaunt, and publike Myniſter, who 

ought no leſfe to defend hys Dubtect, than the Dubiect to do him 
honour and Homage. And the moze the Pꝛynce doth humble him. 
ſelke, the greater increaſe hath his gloꝛp, and the moze wonderfull 

he is to every Wpght . What aduaunced the Glozy of lulius 

Cæſir, who firſt depꝛeſſed the Senatorie State of gouernment at 

Rome ? Where his Nictoꝛyes atchieued ouer the Galles and Bris 

tons, and afterwardes ouer Rome it ſelfe, when he had vanquis 

ſhed Pompee ? All thoſe ſerued his tourne, but his greateſt fame 

roſe of his Clemency and Curtefſe ; By the whyeh Uertues hee 

ſchewed himſelle to be gentle, and fauourable euen to thoſe, whom 
hee knewe not to loue him, otherwiſe than if hee had beene their 
moztall Enimy, Hts Succeſſozs as Auguſtus, Veſpaſianus, Titus, 

Marcus Aurelius, and Flauius were wozthilpnoted foz clemency : 

Notwithſtanding I ſee not one dꝛawe neere to the great Coy- 

rage, and Gentleneſſe, toyned wyth the ſynguler Turtelle of 

Dom Rodrigo Viuzio the Spanxerde Hurnamed Cid tos 
warde 
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e Ringe of Marocco, 
toward Kong Pietro of Aragon that hindzed his ergebhyona⸗ 
gauvnſt the Mores at Grenidoe Foz hauing vauyſged the ſarde 
King, and taken hem in Battell, not onely remitreo the reuenge 
of his wꝛong, but at ſo ſuffered hym to ga wythout raunſa n:, and 
tooke not tæon hum ſofmutch as one Fozte , eſteemyng it to bee 8 
; better exploite to winne ſutch a Renz with curteſte, than beare the 
; name ok cruell. in putting him to Death, oz ſcaling vyon his land. 
But bicauſe acknowledging of the pooze, and enriching the ſmal, 
is commendable in a Pꝛynce, than when he ſheweth himſelfe gen 
{ tle tohislpae, I haue collected this diſcourſe and facte of Ange 
Maaſor of Mirocco, whoſe Thpldzen(be ſubtile and fained religi⸗ 
on) Cherif ſucceded, the Sonne of whom at this dap iniopeth the 
kingdomes of Su, Marocco, the moſt part of the iſles conlinynge 
bpon Erhtoyia. This htſtozy was told by an Italian called Ni- 
tholoſo Baciadonac, who-vppon this accydent was in Affrica, 6 
in traſike of Warchandyſe in the Land of Oran, Ntuated vppon 
the coaſt of þ South ſeag, and where the Geneuois and Mpanpa 
ards vſe great entercourſe, bicauſe the countrep is katre, wel peo - 
pled, and wier the inhabitants (although the ſople be barbarous) 
lyue indiffereat ciuillp, bing great curteſle to Straungers, and 
largely departing their goodeg tothe pooze,towardg wbom they 
be ſo earneſtlip bente, and louing, as fo * I. cality and py - 
tiful almeſſe, they ſhame bg Chꝛyſti⸗ . · mainteine a great 
numbꝛe of Haſpitalle . ett and intertaine the pooꝛe and 
neady, wherein they ſhew themſelues moze deuout than they that 
be bounde by the law of leſus Chriſte, to vſe Charity towardeg 
they: bzethzen,w moꝛe curteſle a greater mpldneſſe, Theſe Oraniz 
ent delight alſo to recozd in wꝛyting the ſucceſſe of thinges that 
chaunce in thetr time and carefully reſerue the ſame in Memozie, 
whych was the cauſe that haupng regiſtred in theyz Chzontcleg, 
(wzptten in Arabie letters, as the moſt part ofthoſe Countrepes 
do vſe) this pꝛelẽt hiſtoꝛy, they imparted the ſame to the Geneuois 
marchants ot whom the Italian authoz cũfeſſeth to haue receyued 
the covie. The cauſe why Gene aois marchant was ſo diligẽt to 
make d enquirte, was by reaſon of a City of that pꝛouince, builte 
thzqugh the chaunce of thes Hiſtoꝛve, and which was called n 
Pp, wer- 
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they Tongue, Cæſar Elcabir,ſo mutch to ſap, as A great Pallace. 
And bycauſe J am aſſured, that curteous Mendes will delpght 
in deedes of Curteſle. J haue amonges other the Mouelles of 
Bandello , choſen by Francois de Belleforeſt and my ſelf diſcour⸗ 
ſed thys, albeit the matter be not of great impoztance. Koꝛ greater 
thyngs and moꝛe notozious curteſies haue bene done by our own 
Kings and Pꝛynces, As that of Henry the eight a Pꝛynce of 
notable memozye in hyg Pꝛogreſſe into the Nozth the xxxui.yeare 
othis raigne, when he dyſdapned not apoze Millers houſe, being 
ſtragled from his trayne, bully purſuing the Hart, and ther vn⸗ 
knowne of the Meller, was welcomed with homely cheare, as hys 
mealy houſe was able foz the time to miniſter, and afterwardeg 
fo2 acknowledging his willing Mynde, recompenced him wyth 
daynties of the Courte, and a Pzyncelp rewarde , Of Edwarde 
the thyzde, whoſe Ropall Mature was not diſpleaſed pleaſauntlp 
to bſe a *Vaifaring Tanner, when deuyded from his Company, 
he mette hym by the wap not far from Tomwozth in Staffoꝛd⸗ 
tire, and by cheapeneng of his welfare ſteede (fo2 ſtedineſſe, ſure 
and able to carry him ſo farre as the ſtable doze)grewe to a price, 
and fo2 exchaunge the Tanner craued flue ſhillings to boote be · 
twene the Rings and his. And when the King ſatiſded with dil. 
poꝛt, dellrrv +a ſhew himſelt by ſounding his warning blaſte , af- 
ſembled all hes Tra. and to the great amaze of the pooꝛe Tan · 
ner, (when he was guarded With vyas Aram) he well guerdo⸗ 
ned his good Paſtime and kamiltar dealing, with the oꝛder of 
Knighthoode and reaſonable reuenue fo2 the maintenaunce of the 
ſame. The lyke Examples our Chꝛonicles, memoꝛp, and repoꝛtt 
plentifully doe auouche and witneſſe. But what?thts Byſtozy ts 
the moꝛe rare and wozthy or notyng, foꝛ reſpect of the People and 
Countrey, where ſeldome oꝛ neuer Curteſſe haunteth oz findeth 
harbozough,and where Nature doth bꝛyng fozth greater ſtoze of 
monlters,than thingeg woꝛthy of pꝛatſe. 

This great King Manſor then was not onely the Tempozall 
Zoꝛd of the Countrep of Orã and Marocco, but alſo(as is ſaid of 
Prete lean,) Beſhop of his Law and the Mahomet Puteſt,as he 
ia at ihrs Daꝝ that raighneth in Fexe, Sus, and Marocco. Now 
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this P2ynce aboue all other pleaſure, loued the game of Hun- 


ting. Ind he ſo mutch delighted in that paſſetime, as ſometime he 


would cauſe his Tentes in the mpd of the deſertes to be erected, 
tone there all Nyght, to the end, that the next day he might renew 


his game, and detraud his men of idleneſſe, and the Wild beaſts 


of reſt. Ind this manner of Life he vſed ſilt, after he had done 
Juſtice and hearkened the complaintes foꝛ which his Subiectes 
came to diſcloſe thereby theyʒ griefes. Wherein allo he toke lo 
great pleaſure , as ſome of our magillrates do ſecke their pꝛolite, 
whereof they be ſo ſquepmiſhe, as they be defiroug to ſatilly the 
place whercunto they be called, and render all men their righte 
due vnto them . Foz wpth theyz Bzibery and Sacred Golden 
Hunger,Kings and Pꝛynces in theſe dapes be ill ſerued, the peo · 
ple w2onged, and the wycked out of feare. There is none olfẽce 
almoſt how villanous ſo tuer it be, but ts waſhed in the Water of 
Bꝛiberp, and clenſed in the holly dzop, where with the Poets faine 
Iupiter to cozrupt the daughter of Acriſius faſt cloſed within the 
b:aſen Toure . Ind who is able to reſiſt that, which hath ſubdu · 
ed the higheſt powers? 

Now returne we from our wanderings: This greate Kynge 
Manſor on a day aſſembled his People to hunt in the mariſh and 
fenny Tountrey, that in elder our way wor farre of from the City 
of Alela, which the Portugalles holde at this pꝛeſent, to make the 
wap more free into the Illes of Melucca,of the moſt part wherof 
their King is Lo2d. 

As he was attentife in kolowing a Beate, and his paſtime at 
the beſt, the Elements began to darke and a great tempeſt roſe, 
ſutch as with the ſtoꝛme and violent Winde, ſcattered the trapne 
far of from the King, who not knowing what way to take, noꝛ in- 
to what place he might retire, ta auoib the tempeſ,Þ greateſt that 
he felt in al his life, would w a good wil haue ben accompanted ag 
the Troiane Æneas was, whẽ being in like paſtime g fear he wag 
conſtrayned to enter into a Caue wyth his Queene Dido, where 
he perfourmed the Jopes of hys bnhaypy Waryage . But 
Manſor beeynge without Companpe, and wpihoute any Caue 
at Hande, wandered alongeg the Champayne ſo carefull of 


yrs Lyfe , foz leate of Weide Weaſtes , whych flockc together 
Py 2. in thoſe 
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in thoſe deſertes, as the Courtiers were penſſne , fo that they 
knew not whether theyꝛ Pzynce was gone. And that which chiefly 
grieued Manſor, was hys being alone without guide: Ind foz all 
he twas well mounted, he durſt paſſe no further fox feare of dꝛow⸗ 
nyng, and to be deſtroyed amiddes thoſe Marſhes. whereof al the 
- Countrey was very ful: On the one fide he was fryghted with 
Thunderclaps, which rumbled in the apze very thicke and terry⸗ 
dle. On the other (ide the lightning cõtinually flaſhed on his face, ỹ 
roring of the Beaſts apalled him, the ignozaunce ofthe wap fo as 
- Nonned him, as he was affraide to fall into the running Bzokes, 
whych the outragious raignes had cauſed to ſwell and ryſe . It 
ig not to be doubted, that oziſons and pzayers vnto hes jgreate 
pꝛophet Mahomee were fo2gotten , and doubtfull it is whether 
he were moꝛe deuout when he went on Pilgrimage to the Jdola+ 
trous Temple of Moſqua . Bee complayned of ill lucke,accuſing 
Foꝛtune, but chiefly hys owne follp, foꝛ giuing himſelſe ſo mutch 
to hunting,foz the deſtre whereof, hee was thug ſtraggled into 
vnknowen Countrepeg . Sometimes he raued and vomptted his 
Gall agaynſt hyg Gentlemen and houſhold ſeruaunts,and thzeat- 
ned death vnto his guarde, But afterwards, when rcaſon ouer · 
ſhadowed his ſenſe, he ſaw that the tyme, and not their neglygence 


02 little care cuuſtu that deſgroo . He thauahte that his Pꝛophet 


had poured downe that tempeſt fo: ſome Notable ſinne, and had 
bꝛought him into ſutch and ſo dangerous extremity foꝛ his faults 
Foz which cauſe he lifted vp his Eyes, and made a thouſãd Ma- 
homet mowes, and Fpiſh mocks (accoming to theyʒ manner.) 

And as he fixed his eves aloft vp to the heauens, a flaſh of lights 
nyng glaunced on hig Fate ſo violently,as it made him to holde 
downe his head, lyke a lyttle Chyld repꝛoued of his maiſter. But 
he was further daũted and amazed, when he law the night appꝛo · 
che, which with the darkenes of his cloudy ,Wantell,ftayed hys 
pace from going aup further, and bꝛought him into ſucch perplexi· 
type, as wulingiy he would haue fozſaken both his hunting and 
company of his Seruants to be quit of that Daunger But God 
caretuii ot good Mondes (with what law lo cucr they be trapned 
vp.) and who maketh the Dunne to Hine v pon the ꝛuſt E vmulte, 
p2epared 
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prepared a meanes foz hig r pon * — The Af. 
fricane Ring beyng in this traunce, and naked or all hope,necef- 
ſity( which is the cleareſt loking glaſſe that may be found,) made 
him dilttently to loke about, whether he could ſee any perſone by 
whome he might attapne ſome ſecuritie. And as he thus benthim- 
ſelke to diſcry all the partes ofthe Countrey, he ſaw not far of 
from him, the glimpſe of a light which glimmered put at a little 
Window, whereunto he addzeſſed himſelte. and percetued that it 
was a lmple Cabane tuate in the middeſt of the Fennes, to 
which he appꝛoched fo2 his ſucco2 and defenſe in the time of that 
tempeſt. Ne retoyſed as you may think, and whither his heart lept 
fo ioy, I ſeaue foꝛ them to tudge which haue aſſayed like daun⸗

And when the Sunne dyd ryſe, the Fichermon came to wake 
hem, tellyng bym that it was tyme to vyſe, and that hee waz rea- 
dy to bzyng him to the Court, All this whyle the Gentlemen ot 
the kinges Traine were ſearching round aboute the Countrey 
to fynde his Maieſty, making Cryes and Hues, that be myghie 
heare them. The kyng knowyng their votceg and the noyſe they 
made, went fozth to meete them: and ik his People were gladde 
when they kounde him, the Fiſherman was no leſſe amazed to ſee 
the honoz the Courtyers did vnto hig Guell. Which the curte · 
ous king perceiuing ſayd vnto him: My Friend, thou ſeeſt herr, 
that Manſor, of whome peſternight thou madeſt ſo great accöpt, 
and whome thou ſaidſt, that thou didſt louc ſa well. Bee aſſured, 
that foz the Curteſle thou haſt done hiw;befoze it bee longe, tte * 
ſame ſhall be ſo well acquyted,as foz euer thou ſhatte haut good 
cauſe to remembze it. The good mii was already vpon hig wary: *? 
bones 
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bones beſeeching the Ring that it would pleaſe him pardon hyg 
rude entertainement and his ouermutch familiarity whych hee 
Had vſed vnto him. But Mãſor cauſing him to riſe vp, willed hym 
to depart, and ſayed that within few dayes [after he ſhoulde heart 
further Mewes. Now in thele Fennich and marryſh groundeg, 
the Kyng had already builded diuers Caſtles and lodges fo2 the 
- pleaſure and ſolate of hunting, Wherekoze he purpoſed there to 
erect a goodly City, cauſing the waters to be voyded with greate 
expedition,whych City he builded immedyately,and compaſſyng 
the circuite of the appoynted place, with ſtrong Walles and depe 
Dytches, he gaue many immunities and Pꝛpuiledges to thoſe, 
that would repayze to people the ſame,by meanes whereof, in litle 
tyme, was reduced to the (late of a beautifull and wealthy City, 
whych is the very ſame, that befoze we ſayd to be Cæſar Elcabir, 
ag mutch to ſap, The great Palace. This goodly wozke beinge 
thus perfo:med Manſor ſent foz his hoſt, to whome hee ſaydc To 
the end from hencekoꝛth thou mapeſt moze honourably entertaine 
Kyngs into thy Houſe, and mapeſt intreate them wyth greater 
ſumptuoſitie, fo2 the better ſolacyng of them wyth thy curteſy and 
pleaſaunt talke , heholde the City that I haue buylded, whych J 
doe gyue bnto thee and thyne koz euer, reſeruing nothyng but an 
acknowledgement of good wil, to the end thou mayſt know, that a 


Gentlemang mind noulled in villanp, is diſcouered, when fo2get- - 


ting a good turnt, he incurreth the vice of Ingtatitude. The good 
man ſeeing ſo liberall an offer , and pꝛeſent wozthy of ſutch a king 
fell downe bppon his knees, and kyſſing his foote with al humt» 
lity, ſayd vnto him. Sir tf your Liberality did not ſupply the 
imperfection of my Merpte, and perfourmed not what wanted in 
me, to attayn ſo greateſtate, I would excuſe my ſelfe of the charge 
whych it pleaſeth vou to gyue mee, and whereunto foz lacks of 
trapning vp. and vſe of futch a Dignity , J am altogether vnflt, 


But lith that the graces of G O D, and the gyftes of Kynges 


ought neuer to bee retected , by acceptynge thys Benefite: wyth 

humble thankes fo2 che clemencpe of your ropgil Mateſtye, J 
delt the Dexuauncand Cave of you and pours, The king hearing 
„„ 
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him ſpeake ſo wiſely , tooke hym vp, and imbꝛaced him, ſaying. 

Would to God and his great Pꝛophete, that all they which rule ,; 
Cityes, and gouerne Pꝛouinces, had ſo good a Nature as thine ,! 
then I durſt be bolde to ſay,that the People ſhoulde lyue better, 


at they: eaſe, and Monarches without charge of conſcience , fox ., 
the ill behaupozs of theyz Officers. Lyne good man, lyue at thine ,| 
eaſe , maynteine thy people, obſerueour lawes, and increaſe the, 
Beauty of the City, whereof from this time foxth wee doe make ,, 
the poſſeſſer. 


And truely the pꝛeſent was not to bee contempned , foz that he 
ſame at this day is one of the faireſt that is in Aff ĩca, and is the 
Land ofthe blacke People,ſutch as the Spanizrds call Negroes, 
It is very full of Gardeins, furniſhed with aboundance of Spy - 
ces bzought from the Moluccas, bicauſe of the martes and fatreg 
oꝛdeined there. To be ſhozt , Manſor ſhewed by this gift what is 
the fozce of a gentle heart, which can not abyde to bee vanquiſhed 
in curteſte, and leſſe ſuffer that vnder koꝛgetkulneſſe the memozye 
of a receyued good turne be loſt. Ring Darius whilome, oz a little 


garment, recetued in gift by Silofon the Samiẽ, recompenced him 


wyth the gaine and royall dignity of that City, and made him ſo- 


ucraine Loꝛd thereof,and of the Ille of Samos. Ind what grea- 


ter vertue can illuſtrate the name of a noble man, than to acknow- 
ledge and pꝛeferre them, which foz Natural ſhame & baſhfulnefe, 
dare not behold the Maieſty of their greatneſſe; God ſometymeg 
with amoze curteoug Epe doth loke vpon the pzeſents of a pooze 
man, than the fat and rych offeringg of him that is great a weals 
thy:Euen ſo a benefite,frem what hand ſocuer it p2occdeth , can- 
not choſe but bꝛyng fozth the fruicts of his Liberality that giueth 
the ſame, who by bing largeſſe, feleth alſo the like in him to whom 
it is employed. That magnificenceno long time paſt bſed p Seig 
niozie of Venice, to Franceſco Dandulo, who after he had dured 
the great diſpleaſures of the Pope, in the name of the whole Ci⸗ 
ty. bpon his returne to Venice,foz acknowledgment cf his pacp- 
ence, and foz abotiſhmente of that Shame, was wyth happre 
and bnikozme Icclamatron of the whole late elected, and 
made 
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elected, and made Pzince, and Duke of that Common wealth; 
Woꝛthy of pꝛayſe truly is he, that by ſome pleaſure bindeth an o⸗ 
ther to his curteſie: but when a Noble man, acknowledgeth foz a 
benefit, that which a | Dubiect ts bounde to gieue him by duty and 
ſeruice, there the p2oofe of pꝛayſe carryeth no Fame at all. Foz 
which cauſe I determined to diſplay p Pyſtozy of the barbaroug 
King Manſor, to the intent tha: our Gentlemen, nozyſhed,and 
trayned vp in great ciuilytie, may aſſay by their mildeneſſe 
and good educatton, to ſurmount the curteſie of that 
Pence, ot whom foz this time wee pur⸗ 
pole to take our Fate⸗ 
well.
